They have never been printed, and therefore may 
afford fomc entertainment to the readers of your excellent mifccllanVf

APRIL 26, 1716, died John Lord 
^ Somers. Jhirnct hath done him 
jufticc in fcvcral places, and Addiibn 
has given us his charai^tcr in colours fo 
ftrong, that little rcniaincih to be 
added. 

His application and capacity Were 
equally great and uncommon. At his* 
firft going to fchool, he never gave him- 
fclf any of the divcrfions of children of 
his age ; for at noon the hook was 
never out of his hanji. Tt>*thc laft 
years* of his lire a few hours of ftee'p 
fuificed ; at >vaking, a rerulcr attended, 
and eritcrtained him .w-ith the niuft 
Valuable authors. Such management 
railed him to the hiulie-fl ^mincr.cy in 
his own pTofclflnr, and gave him a 
fuperieritv in all kind cf ihctul know- 
ltdgj and learning.

Agreeably to the Proclamation of the 
Provifional Executive Council, at eight 
o’clock in the morning, Louis wascon- 
dudled from the Temple to the Place 
of the Revolution, along the Rouic- 
vards, in the carriage of the Mayor of 
Paris, accompanied by M, Defirion 
his Confeffor, and two Gendarmerie, 
and attended by the Commifiioncrs rf 
the Department of Paris, theCommif- 
fioners of the Municipality, the Mem- 
bers of the Criminal Tribunal, and 
General Santerre, with a firong de- 
ta’chment of National Guards.

After pronouncing *htfc words he 
dropped his handkerchief, and received 
the fatal ftroke which put a period to 
his cxiftence. 

The fcaffold was between the Champs 
Elyfees and the Pcdcftal which was 
formerly ornamented with an elegant 
equeftnan ftatue of Louis XV.; it was 
furrounded by foldicrs, and none of the 
people were permitted to approach it. 
His hair was dreflfed ; he wore a brown 
furtout coat, W'hUc w^aillcoat, with 
black breeches and dockings, and his 
appearance afl together was inajcft’C. 

The King wiihed to cut off his hair ; 
fcilTars were refufed him — they took 
away his knife.;:— “ Fooh,” faid he, 
to think 1 would balcly turn my 
hand agaiiift my own life !” 

The King’s hair was cut off, diilrU 
huted, and fold to the crowd. 

Louis XVI ih afeended the Throne 
on the loth of May 1774; w'as driven 
from the Thuillcnes on the icth of 
Auguft 1792 ; thrown into prifon on- 
the 14th of September, and dethroned 
on the a ad of the fame month. « 

Thu followi^ig is the fubdance of 
the will of Louis the XVIth, written 
in his own hand : 

“ In the name of the Holy Tri- 
Tnty, Father, Son, and Holy Sptrit, 
this 2i;th of Dc'Ceniber 1792, I Louis 
the XVIth by name, King of France, 
having been confined with my family in 
che 7 ^«werof the Temple Pat is, by 


thofe who were my fubjeCts, atid fincn 
yhc nth deprived of aUcummun^atroji 
whatever with my family, bcfidcs which 
under a trial of Which it is Impoinble^ 
on account of the palfions of men, 
forefec the in'uc,«and for which 
pretext or means can be found in anjt 
cxifting laws Jiaving only God for ^vibS^- 
nefs or my thoughts, and to whom I 
can address mylelf, I here in his pre- 
fence declare my lad will and, feuct-^ 
ments. 

I refign my foul to my Creator^ 
I pray him^ in his mercy not to judgn 
it after its own merits, but by thofe of 
our bleflfed Saviour Jefus ChVifl:, wl» 
offered hiififcj^ to God his father for 
us men, how unworthy foever we 
have bcL-n, /J?r the moft /o.'* 

The unfortunate Monarch next pro- 
feffes his rdbLrcnce*to the Roman Ca* 
tholic rehgjon very fully, and afks for-

“ 1 recommend 10 God my yvifc, 
my children, my lificr, my aunts, mv 
brothers, and all who are related to m® 
by tics of blood or otlicrwilc. I pai - 
licularly bcfecch the Almighty to look 
with eyes of mercy upon my wift;, mjf 
childicn, and^my fslter, v'.ho have lufi 
fered fo long with me ; that it wdll 
plcafc him to fiipport them w'ith his 
grace, if they Ihould lofe me, and as . 
long as they remain on this pcrilhablc 
earth. 

I recommend my children to my 
wife ; 1 never doubted of her tender - 
nets for them. 1 recommend her par- 
ticularly to make them good Chrirfiant,

The K inghad great perfonal bravery, 
and was prfimpt upon every occasion to 
flicw It. During the late Lord Chat- 
ham's adminiftration, his Lordlhip 
had advices of fop*c French troops 
landing in the Weft, and ihe Minifter, 
being c: nfined 'vith the gout, ftnt his 
Secretary, Mr. Wood, to Kcnfington, 
at twelve o’clock at night, with the 
news. The King w'as in bed, but refe 
to give him audience. Mr. Woc.d 
then delivered his difpatchcs, w'hic.h 
lie read with great cempofure, and 
after meafiiring the rn m ^p^ith lanac 
ftridcs for feme time, haftily called out, 
“ Pray , Mr. Wood, w'hat horfe ftiali J 
ride to-morrow Wood, ftartlcd at 
the qi.uftKjn, replied, “ Upon my wf*rd, 
Sire, J don’t V now ; perhaps the peo- 
ple about the Mews can inform your 
Mah ft'i .” — “ A ye, avc — you fay right, 
you donh knov./ to be furt, liow fhouid 
you know ^ Ihit J will nde my rc.in 
German horf , and put niyfclf at the 
head cl my Guai d, d'.rc^Ily.*’ — Wood 
begged ii Majifty woiilrl go to bed, 
and wait fora further acrount — which 
. he reluftantiy ecmiplitd witli ; when in 
a day or tw'o ufi erwards the irtclligence 
furred r ;it to be nothing mc/re than a 
Frer ch privattcr, which had landed a 
few failors, sVho had made depredations 


on the country people, and failed oflT 
again. 

After the very great fuccefs of The 
Beggar’s Opera, Gay, as it is \vcH 
known, folUnvtd it up by writing an 
Optra called “Polly,” w'hich, how- 
ever, vwis not pcTimticd to he hrougiit 
on the Stage. The late Duchefs of 
Queenfl'ury made fuch intcreft to have 
it pcrioimed, that Ihc afkcd ptrmilfoii 
of I he King to read it to liim in the 
ci(jLt ; wltuh his Majtfty evaded by 
favin* , “ 7"luit nothing could give 

him greater pvleafurc than feeirig her 
Grace in his clijfet, where he flattered 
himfelf he could amiife her better than 
in reading a play.*' 

During fomc alterations making in 
Kt.nfington Gardens^ the* King iifed 
fomenmes to fupcnnrend them. — 
Amongft the workmen there v\ as a 
man w ho, being efteeiticd a kind of 
Wit amongft his brethren, longed for 
an opportunity to fpcak to the King. 
U is Majv'fty coming near the fpot one 
day where this man was at work, he 
feized the opportunity, and looking 
directly tn hisiacc, “hoped his Majefty 
Would give them fomethine to drink.” — 
Dirplcafed at this intruhon, and yet 
afham.ed to dtny it, the King felt his 

{ jockets for fc.mc com ; but finding none, 
1 C replied in his German accent, “ 1 
have got no money in my pockets.” — 
“ Nor I ntirher, by G — (fays the 
workman) ; and as v<^»u have none, I 
wonder \' Jiere the V) — J it a'l goes to.” 
The Sovereign frowned and walked 
oft', and next day the man was removed 
from about the paiact*. 

The King plaved in piibUc every 
Tweinb-r iglu, but never loft above two 
hundred pounds at a fitting; and this 
rule be rtgidly ptM^lifed through life.

Abov c ff rty years ago a CltTf^rran m 
thfCitv wciit ro St.James’stovihr a rela- 
tion c.f 1 1 i vv h o w as on c of r hePa gc^w hen, 
afte-r drinking tea with b.im, and taking 
his^lcave, ftepping hce*dlef^ly bac k upon 
a narrow ftaircafe, he tumbled down a 
whole flight of ftep**, and pr' hably ia 
the fall bur ft open a clofet door. How- 
ever it happened (for it wis never af- 
terwards known), when he recovered 

l(iiinrclf« 
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htmfcjf, he found he was fitting on the 
floor of a fmall room, mod kindly and 
Tcduloufly attended by a neat little old 
gentleman, who was carefully walking 
his head with a towel, and fitting, with 
infinite cxadhicfs, pieces of fticking- 
pl aider to the variegated cuts which the 
accident had created. 

For fome time his furprizc kept him 
filent, but finding that his kind phyfician 
had completed his talk, and had even 
picked up his wig, and replaced It 
on his bruifed head, he rofe from the 
floor, and, limping towards his benefac- 
tor, was beginning to exprefs his thanks, 
as well as to enfjuire into the m inner 
of the accident. Thefc were, how- 
r\cr, inthintly checked by an intelligent 
frown, and a rignilicant wave of his hand 
towards the clofct door. Tire p iticnt 
iindcrllood the hint, and rcrircd, won- 
dering how fo much humanitv ai'd un- 
fociablencfs could dwell together; but 
how much was he furprifed, upon further 
inquiry into this circflmltancc, to find 
that his kind phyTician was no lefs a 
man than George the Second. 

The late Duchefs of Kingfion (when 
Mils Chudlcigh) having obtained for 
her mother a I'uitc of chambers at 
Hampton Court, the King fonic time 
after, meeting her at the Levee, afked 
her how her mother liked her apart- 
ments ^ ** Oh ! pcrfcf.Hy well. Sire,’* 
fays the other, “in point of room and 
fituation, if the poor woman had but 
a bed and a few cliairs to put in them.” 
— “ Oh, that mufi be done by all 
means," fays the King, and immedi- 
ately gave orders for furnifhing her 
bed-chamber. In a few months after 
this order the bill was brought from the 
Upholftcrcr, which run thus : 

“ To a bed and furniture of a room 
for the Hon. Mrs, Chudlc-igh, 4,000!." 

The fum was To unexpectedly great, 
that the Comptroller of the Houfhoid 
would not pafs the account till he ^hc^v1ed 
it to the King. llisMajcfty immediately 
faw how he was taken in, but it Was 
too late to rctrai^.t. He accordingly 
gave orders tor the payment, but ob- 
I'cTvcd at the lame time, “ that if Mrs. 
Chudlcigh found the bed as hard as he 
dtdy fhe would never lie down in it as 
long as flic lived.*' * 

Lord Albemarle being fpokc to by 

Lord P to folicit the King for the 

Green Ribband, his Lordfhip took the 
firft opportunity toprefentLord P— 


humble duty to the King, and alktlic fa- 
vour. — “ What, give him a Ribband 
fayshisMajcfty;“ afcllowthat has always 
been voting againfi the Court ^ > How 
could you alk it, Albemarle ?*' — “ Sire," 
fays my Lord, “ he means to be more 
gtateful tor your Majefty’s favours in 
future." — “iVell, wtl', I don’t care 
for that, he’s a puppj y a mere puppy, 
and lhall not ha\ c it." The King 
having laid this,' was turning on hi» 
heel, when Albemarle aflced Rim what 

anfwer he Ihould return Lord P . 

“ Tell him he ’n a ptJppy’'” “Weil 
but, Sire, admitting this, ’tis a puppy 
linccrcly inclined to follow his Metjitr."* 
*• Aye," fays the King, “ are you 
fureofthat Perfectly fo, bire.” — 

“ Why then," fays hi, Majcfty, “let 
the puppy ha*vc his gjllar," 

yhe King was likewife much foH- 

cited to make the Earl of 15 (who 

had been celebrated for his ejff'ejnt 7 iacy^ 
a Dtike^ which he confiantiy refufed. 
Being one day much prelTcd on 
this lubjeft by two Court Ladies, he 
turned round to them with great good- 
humour, and fai^, As he h^^Mecided 
in his own mind not to create any 
Duke, he would fo far oblige them as 
to make his Lordfliip a Ducht/s, 

As the King was returning from one 
of his cxcurfions to Hanover, his car- 
riage happened to break down between 
the Brill and Helvoctlluys, on a part of 
the road where he and his attendants 
were obliged to take up with what ac-* 
commodations they could get at a hedge 
gin-houfc until another carriage could 
be got ready. The article of refrelh- 
ment they had were coffee for his Ma- 
jefly and two Noblemen who were 
in the coach With him, and four bottles 
of gin and bilcuits for the domeftics^ 
yet the honeft landlord, knowing what 
guefls he had in his houfe, made his 
account for this poor fare amount to 
the enormous fum of ninety pounds. 
The bill being brought to the late Lord 
Ligonier, who was with the King, he 
railed at the fellow’s cxttavagahf de- 
mand fo loud that his Majefly over- 
heard him, and infilled upon knowing 
what was the matter. Being told, he 
fhook his head and faid, “ It is an ex- 
travagant charge, to befure ; but come, 
my good Lord Ligonier, pay the money 
— confldcr Kings feldom pafs this w'ay.’* 

It is a well known privilege which 
C 2 belong^ 
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belongs to the Barons of Kinfalc, that 
they arc entitled to wear their hat in 
the King's prcl'ence ; and perhaps all 
the fucccflbrs of the firft De Courcy, 
Baron of Kinlaic, have Ibine time or 
other exercifed this privilege. Soon 
after the late King came to the Throne, 
the then Lord Kinfale h%d juft come to 
his title, and was introduced at Court 
WMth the ulual ceremonies : — but whe- 
• thcr from a nniiakc in cti'juettc or 
ride, fhftead of juft putting on his 
at and immediately taking it off, he 
walked about the Drawmg|,room for a 
conftdarablc time with his liar on. — 
The Courtiers all ftared, and the whole 
Circle was thrown into.fomc embar- 
raflment ; when the Kirg, feeing the 
circumftancc, very good-huinourediv 
and politely went up to him, and told 
him, he believed l^c was under foinc 
little miftake in the bufincis, for tho^ugh 


he had a right to wear his hat before 
him, he had forgot that there w'erc La- 
dies in the room. His Lordftiip inft^ntly 
felt the rebuke, bowed, and pulled off 
his hat. 

The King was a very' early rifer, 
being generally up ai tive o’clock in 
the lummer, and nx in inter. In t lie 
latter Icafon he generally lir his ow'n 
fire. At this pciiod he lead his dil- 
patches, and prepared himfclf for tlic 
conferences of the day , and none of tlie 
Pages prefumed to enter till he rang 
his bell. In the furnmer mornings he 
ufed to walk round Kenlington Gar- 
dens, and frequently read the New f- 
papers on his returning frtim his walk, iu 
the aleote facing the front of the jia- 
lace.

In HONOUR of the BAR ELOQUENCE of the SCOTTISH COURTS 

of JUSTICE. 


*1 ^UR difquifiiion on the idea of 
modern forcnfic oratory niuft,” 
fays GtORGE MACKLN/.it, the 

* famous Lord Advocate of Scotland, 
be adorned with fomc cliara^fcrs of 
the long robe, to wliom Scotland is 
indebted for her eloquence, and whofe 
abilities were not exceeded in the 
Auguftan age ; they arc examples not 
•nly TO that kingdom, but to the whole 
W’orld.” Thofe w 'no flourilhed before 
.Craig are fcajcely otherwifr difeerni- 
hle than mountains, that diminilh not 
from their lownefs, but merely from 
Their diftance. Craig was enriched 
with fuch folid and profound learning, 
that he could fcarcely hope to be clp- 
<juent. His authority was * of fuch 
weight in Court, that he did not ftand 
in need of elocution. Craig lived to 
fo great an age, that Sir George com- 
pares him to the venerable oak, whofe 
fhade proceeds from the trunk, not 
the leaves. 

Sharpe attained the honour of 
King's Advocate, not by folicitation,but 
' foie I y by his eloquence, which was fo 
confummate, that it oftentimes furpaf- 
fed even Craig’s learning. To thefe 
fuccccded Hope, NirnoisoN, and 
Stewart. This triumvirate. Sir 
George fays, he no orherwife knew than 
as we view the fetting fun gilding the 
* hcmifphcre with its golden rays. 

Hope was wonderful at invent'on, 
tnd he difpiR/cd fuch a fund of argu- 


ments, that he left himfclf no time for 
amplification ; he did not plead, bur 
argued. His method was uniform, yet 
peculiar to liirofclf; for whenever he 
advanced cither an argument or an ob- 
jedVion, he always gave his reafons ; and 
jf they were at all unfaiisfaflorv, he 
added reafons to reafons. He was per- 
fect maftcr of rhetoric, though it was, 
in his opinion, unnccelTary. Hope and 
Nicholson might be faid to dividtM^hc 
palm between them ; the latter pohlhcd 
the eloquence, the former the juiifpru- 
dcncc ot their country. 

Nicholson, w'hen in oppoHrion to 
Hope, defended a caufc carncftJy and 
elegantly. His exordium, which w'as 
facetious, comprehended an eloquent 
narrative of the caufc, attended with 
few arguments : — he concluded with 
confummate judgment. 

Hope was the fiift who freed Scot- 
land from the thraldom of fyllogifms, 
and obliged the Court to give up 
A«riftotle to Dcmofthencs, rather tlian 
to Cicero. — Hope was looked upon at 
the thundrr of the bar in his time, and 
a pattern fit for univerfal imitation.— 
He oftentimes am ufed the Court wdih 
jokes and puns, but fometimes foaring, 
cagle-likc, out of the fight of the bye- 
ftanders, he defeended with miraculous 
force upon his prey. 

Stewart improved his argument* 
by the depth of his knowledge, and fet 
them off with agreeable fallies of 

plcafantry

jleafHntry and wit. He was pecitliar- 
y happy in tiuctlioning his unguarded 
sidvcrlary, aud then dcfeatiiijj him by 
his ovvn conccilions. 

GiiMORh, Nisket, Nichoisom

ifAKT, and CuNK INCJHAM, were Sir 
Georgt* Mackenzie’s cotcinporarics ; to 
all ol whom, he fays, with that modefty 
inna^-c in great charadlers, he was much 
inferior. 

Gilmore the elder might be faid 
to be a lingular inftancc cjf being moft 
learned without any obligation to the 
civil law; and his own j’/.niiis made 
him equal to the Koman jurifprudencc. 
In the pradiice of the Courts of Judi- 
cature in Scotland, he rnigln be laid to 
rather give than declare the law ; his 
.clieut:, confuhed him as a judge more 
than as an advocate ; and like another 
H crciiles, h:s knotty club laid h:s ad- 
verfarits pr oil rate ; in fliorr, he was 
eloquent without rhetoric, learned 
Without literature. 

ProNidence pitted him w'lthNiSBtT, 
who managed caufeswith fuch profound 
knowledge, and fuch confummate elo- 
quence, that he made the fcalts of 
juftice equipoife ; however, from his 
alwavs tiling too much art, he render- 
ed it fufpicious ; fo that \\ henever they 
bec4tmc opponents the glory was Gil- 
more’s, the vi-^iory Nisbfi's, fr6m 
the latter’s pofTcding moft art and 
having had the heft education, and the 
former moft natural endowments and 
ftrength. 

Niukoison the youne:er made ufc 
a fanatic, not the Roman elocution, 
fo that he rather preached titan plead- 
ed ; a lelTon more apt to perfuade 
poftcrity than to plcalc that corrupt 
age, and thofc lefs acute judee^ : but if 
this learned advocate Ihould happen to 
tranfmit his orations to future rimes, 
it will appear that he copied the Au- 
guftan aera, with which he was perfectly 
acquainted. 

Gilmore the younger pleaded more 
from vigour than ftudy ; his method in» 
which he made fo conformable to his 
ow'n genius, that what nature or w'hat 
art diftated to him was fcarcely per- 
ceptible, inafmiich as what he was in- 
debted to nature was fo elegant, that it 
feemed to be embcHiftied by art. BcTng 
the judge not the flavc of his own 
abilities, he fometimes advifed with

times he briefly exhaufted a vaft quan- 


tity of matter, and then firpplicd d 
barren fubjedt with uncxpcdicd copi- 
onfnefs ; as thofe who can do every 
thing may do any thing ; never had 
man more command over his faculties^ 
never man conceded more to them. 
His innate gencrolity caufed him to 
make great allop^vanccs to young advo- 
cates j no one was more happy thai^ 
himfclf in commending them ; — he de- 
fpifed riches, and was greedy of fam* 
onlv. 

Wedderburne brought the judgci 
over in fav<iur of his client by him 
fanctity of manners, and could, 
if lie pleafedy have prejudiced them by 
the agrecablenefs of his difeourfe j but 
henever urged any faft ferioufly iinlefs 
It wa*^ true, nor point of law unlcfs it 
was juft ; he was always reading Cicero 
with great attention, whence he pro- 
curedi^his uniform and perfuafive man- 
ner oi dcli\ery. None of the juniors 
of the bar could imitate him as he did 
Cicero; he adorned the fubjedt by hia 
eloqucnte, and his eloquence by the 
gracefulnefs of his action j the quality 
of wdiich, though fleeting, he rendered 
perpetual to his famg. 

Lockhart might be confldered as 
a fccond code of civil law, and as an- 
other Cicero : his peculiar gift was, to 
arrange his arguments in fuch order, 
that they fupported one another, as 
ftones do the arches in buildings.-^ 
Xhefe arguments fuggefted themfelves 
to him in the moment, while- he was 
pleading ; his ready wit pointed them 
out, and dlfpofed them in their proper 
places. He was not at a lofs as to any 
part of jurifprudencc. As foon as ever 
his client opened his cafe to him, he 
unravelled ^all the arguments on both 
fldes the queftion, and inveftigatcd the 
merits of the caufe, which finally de- 
termined it : anger, which confufed 
other orators, o^ly animated Lock- 
hart ; however it made him hoarfc, 
and disfigured his countenance.

It will pleafe equally in the Ro- 
tunda, and in the character and condiis^t 
of Abraham ; the voice of Epic Poetry 
will render it as interefting as the Shep- 
herd’s Pipe. A noble fimplicity reigns 
throughout all the works of the Crea- 
tor ; a happy imitation of nature is there- 
fore the fureft road to immortality. 
When the artift difdains to take her for 
his guide, or when he has not been initi- 
ated into hermyftcrics, Gothic turrets, 
overloaded with phantaftical ornaments, 
arile in the room of temples which dif- 
play all the noble fimplicity of archi- 
te^^ture. The mufician, inftead of call- 
ing forth tears by fimple and melodious 
tones, wanders then in the intiicacies 
of difficult and ftudied modulations, in 
order to obtain the applaufcs of the mul- 
titude. 

Beauty, in the moft extenfive fenfe of 
the word, is afenbed to every tiling 
which plcafcs us, and tafte attaches itfelf 
to every objert which, by the great and 
the fublime, excites admiration and afte- 
nilhmcnr.

Some gloomy 
cervfors, who would condemn man tovc- 
perate on the earth, pretend to deny the 
inHucnce of talte on tlic manners ; they 
crciL aifcrc that it becomes liu,rtful to 
virtuC'. ' It muft, •indeed, be allowed, 
that men of hne tadc have often aban- 
doned themlcl\rs to vice; but tliclc 
Baonftrrs arc exceptions from the gene- 
ral rule, and the t-fiiniony and example 
of the grcAtcft Hitn of antiquity, as well 
os cf modern times, are fufficiviit to 
pr#ve tl\c contrarv. W'^ho can read 
the jVTi;,;;s/AH or Kiopftock, and the im- 
>n )rtal w jrk of .b'i)/cr, without being 
convinced that taite naturally incites to 
▼irtue ? O* iiiilruClors of youth, never 


forget that virtue is the only and fureft 
means of forming the heart* of your 
pupils, and that by rectifying their tattc 
your fuccefs will be more fpcedy, lix- 
pericncc will convince you that young 
minds, in which a fenfe of phylicat 
beauty is brought to pcrfeCfion, will be 
more fcnfiblc alfo of moral beauty. 
Reafon, tafte, and what Hutchefon and 
^ Shaftefbury call the moral fenfe, are, 
according to Sulzcr, the fame faculty, 
only modified by dilferent objeCts. Jt has 
not been mdeed demonftrated, that the 
moral fenfe is innate ; but all the fa- 
culties of the foul being intimately 
connected, we may conclude that they 
muft be reciprocally inllucnced by one 
another. Who will deny, that the magic 
of mufic and poetry open the innocent 
heart of friend fhip to pity, and, in a 
word, to every fofc and tender palHon ? 
liiit let us never forger, that as rhe fine 
arts have otten been abufed, the man of 
tafte is obliged to choofc their produc- 
tions with difeernment. Poets and 
painters, hurried away by a loofe ima- 
gination, have often proftiturcd their ta- 
lents on the moft infamous fubjcCls ; the 
man of real tafte, however, w ill decry 
ail thofc fubjeCts which, by offending 
Bgainft modefty, corrupt the morals ; 
and, wdiarever their merit may be, he 
will confign them to eternal oblivion; 
while he laments that men of genius, 
formed to do honour to the fine arcs, 
an<l r<i the age in winch they live, have 
fo little rcfpefl for thcmfclves, as to 
feck the contemptible gjory of meriting 
the fiiffragcs of the meant ft part ot their

troduce him to Prince Eugene,, whom 
he foon very much oflTendca, by aflLing 
him fome quedions about hit mot her«^ 

tbs 
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the Counteft of SoiiTonSi who was tried 
as fufpe^bed is£ being a poilbner ; and 
he mentioned to the Prince hU own 
evaiion from France in early life, for 
having ridiculed Louis XiV. in feme 
intercepted letters. ^ Lord Godolphin 
he rcprcfei^ts as a continual card-player, 
who, it fceiTis, always took care to play 
at cards when he was in Company with 
the Bifliop, left he Ihould tcize him 
with impertinent and leading queftions. 
The firft Lord Shaftelbury her eprefents 
as addicted to judicial aftrology, who 
ufed to talk on that fubjedt before 
the Biihop merely to prevent his talkinjg 
politics to him. Biftiop Burnet, at the 
age of eighteen, wrote a treatife on 
education in very wretched language, 
but in which there is this curious obfer* 
vation : ** That the Greek language, 

except for the New Teftament, is of no 
very great ufe to gentlemen, as moft of 
the beft books in *it are tranflated into 
Latin, Englilh, or French.** The late 
Speaker Onflow had a copy of Biihop 
Burneft’s Hiftory interleaved, with 
notc^ and obfervations by himfelf, 
which muft certainly be very 
curious, PS he lived very near to the 
times of which the Biihop treated, 
and muft have known intimately the 
defeendants of many of the iiluftrious 
perfons mentioned by him. 

King William III- 

How'crucl it is in Biihop Burnet to 
leave the character of this great Prince 
in doubt, by accufing him of one vice, 
in which, as he fays, he was fccrct. 
Sir John Rcrefljv, in his Memoirs, rolls 
the following dory of him: — “ One. 
night, at a fupper given by the Duke 
of Buckingham, the King, Charles the 
Second, made the Prince of^ Orange 
drink very hard. The Prince vm^natu- 
rally avcrlc to it, but, being once enter- 
ed^ was more frolic and gay than the 
reft of the company ; and now the 
mind took him to break the w indows 
of the chambers belonging to the 
Maids of Honour, and he had got into 
their apartments had they not been 
timely refeued.’*

King William has been fuppofed not 
to have been a very kind and tender 
hu&aod to his excellent Qiiecn.* He 
.was, however, much alfcdfcd by her 
death, and faid, ** She had never once

in her life given him any reafon to 
complain of Bcr.*^ WUliam never ap- 
eared in fpirits but when he was at the 
cad of nis troops ; then his eyes 
flamed, and his whole frame became 
animated. To fome dragoon who was 
running away in an engagement, he 
gave a blow with his fword in the 
tace, fayinrf “ Now I fhall know 
where to find a coward.** William 
wasfo fooliihly fond of his own country, 
Holland, that when Mrs. QoUCge his 
laundrefi (the widow of College who 
had been unjuftly executed in Charles 
the Second's reign) brought him one 
day fome fliirts made of Iriih inftead of 
Holland linen, he fell into a violent 
paiiion with her, and put all the fliirts 
one by one into the Arc, keeping them 
down in it with his gold-headed cane. 
When his body was opened after death, 
the furgeons declared they had never 
feep a human body with fo little blood 
in it. It appears, by the “ Account of 
the Death of Queen Mary, written by 
a Miniftcr of Stare,** that a letter of 
her's to King William, diffuading him 
from cofitinuing to keep a Mrs. Villera 
as his miftrcfs,was found in her ftrong- 
box, to be delivered to her «huiband 
when Ihe was dead. The charaftcrof 
Queen Mary, written by Bifliop Bur- 
net, contains a delineation of every 
female virtue, and of every female 
grace. He makes her fay, that flic 
looked upon idlenefs as the great cor- 
rupter of human nature, and be- 
lieved, that if the mind had no employ- 
ment given it, it would create fome of 
the w'orft to itfelf ; and flie thought, 
that any thing that might amufc and 
divert, without leaving a dreg and im- 
prcflion behind it, ought to fill up thofe 
vacant hqurs that were not claimed by 
devotion or bufinefs. “ When her 
eyes,** favs Biihop Burnet, “ were en- 
dangered by reading too much, flie 
f^iund out the amul'emcnt of work 
and in all thofe hours that were no6 
.gi\"€n to better employments, flic 
wrought with her own hands, and that 
Ibmctimcs with foconftant a diligence, 
as if fhc had been to earn her bread by 
it. Her example foon wrought on 
not only thofe that belonged to her, but 
the whole town, to follow it, fo that it 
was become as much the fafliion m 
work, as it had been to be idle.*^

T he Do^or gives the following ac* 
count of his parents, which makes 
j;ood the old adagc-p^^^hr/ej creantur for- 
Uhus, X. 

** My father,** fays he, had ap ex- 
cellent conilitution j he was of a mid- 
dle (izc, but well made ; vigorous, and 
' .‘Adroit in performing every thine chat 
,lie attempted i he dehgned with cle- 
gance) he was a little acquainted with 
ZQuhe i his voice was ionorous and 
agreeable ; fo that when he fung a 
|iialm.or hymn, with the accompani- 
ment of his violini with wjiich he mme- 
times axnufed himfelf in an evening, 
after the labours, of the day were 
^nUhed, it was truly delightful to hear 
him*. acquainted with me- 

chmaics, and could occafionally ufe^the 
cools of a variety of trades. But his 
^raatcil excellence was a found judg- 
ment, and foiid underftanding in mat- 
ters of prdence, cither in public or prt- 
vata lifCf He never, indeed, engaged 
fn ttfh«iormer, becaufe his numerous 
family, and the mediacrity of his for- 
tune, kept him unremittingly employed 
•in fhe duties of his profeifion. But I 
well remember that the leading men 
ufed very frequently to come and afk 
liis advice concerning the afifairs of the 
towr^, Oa of the church to which he be> 
fonged, and that they ufedtop«iy much 
.defereixc to hi.^ opinion. Individuals 
alio often aiked Ins opinion concerning 
the regulation of their private affairs ; 
and he wa^ nequently choXen arbiter 
between parties in litigation. 

He was fond of feeing at his table, 
as often e!» jx .'i.blc, feme friends, or fen- 
iiblc neighbours, capaole of rational con- 
verfatJon, and he always was careful to 
, introduce topics of difcourfe either ufe- 
‘ ful or agreeable, which might tend co 
cniigiiteii me minds of his children. By 
thisincaii' he attra^Medour early atten- 
tion to what vvacjud, prudent, or ufe- 
ful in the conduct of life. .Never was 
« there any attention paid to what dilhes 
fqp r^red upon the table, nor any dif- 
euifii.n whether they were well or ill 
.cocked, in feaf n or out ; whether they 
tailed w’dl or ill, or were better or 
worfe than fuch and fiich others^of the 
fame kind. Th’.is accuilomed from iry 
childhood to entertain the moft perfect 
indifference with refpe^t to thcfc’tnat- 
ffrs| { h^ve alw^s b^^n pcrfcdlly rc- 


mrdlefs of what kind of food was fet 
before me ; and 1 pay fo little attention 
to it even now, that it wouM be a hard 
matter for me to recoil e£l, a few hours 
after 1 had dined, what my dinner had 
condfted-of. When travelling I have 
freaucntly experienced the advantages 
of this habit ; for 1 have often feen my 
fellow-travellers, whofc tafles were 
more delicate, becaufe they had been 
more exercifed than mine, iuffer much 
in circumllanccs where 1 really did not 
feel that 1 wanted any thing- 
. ** My mother like wife pofTclTcd an 
excellent conftitution. She had fuck led 
ten children,. and J never heard cither 
her or my father complain of any other 
difeafe than that of which they died— r 
my father at the age of 87, and my mo- 
ther of 85. They arc buried titgether 
at Builon, where, a few years .ago, I 
placed a marble tuMct over their grave 
with this infeription : 

Here Lie 

** yn/ias Frankiin and Abias his Wife. 

** They lived together, with rccipro- 
** cal affection during 59 years ; and 
** without any private fortune, without 
•* any lucrative employment, by affi- 
** duous labour and honcfl induftry, 
with the blcffiiig of Heaven, they 
fupported decently a numerous fa^- 
mily, and brought up thirteen chil- 
•• dren, and feven grand -children, 
“ Rcadc*, let this example encourage 
•* you to difeharge diligently the du- 
** ties of your vocation, and to rely on 
the fupport of Divine Providence. 
He was pious and prudent — 

She was difereet and virtuous. 

“ The youngeft of their fons fulfUa 
his duty-in confecrating to their m€» 
** mory this ftone.** 

The Doftor informs his readers, that 
his father was originally a dyer, but 
not hnding fufficient employment in 
that line in BoHon, be became )k foap 
and caneSle maker, and in this trade the 
Doctor Jiimfclf ferved fcvcral years j 
he always, however, had a very great 
avcrlion to it. Of the circumftances 
that led him to become a printer hfr 
gives the following account : 

“ From my carliell years I was paf- 
Honately fond of reading, and X laid out 
in books all the lirric money I was 
(nailer pf. | was particularly fond of 
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flic relatfons of voyages. My firft ac* 

? |uifition was Bimyan's Colleftion in 
mail feparate volumes. This I after- 
wards tQld in order to procure the 
publication of Burton, which confifted 
of forty or fifty little volumes. My fa- 
ther’s fmail libgucy confifted princi- 
pally of boohs OT practical or polemi- 
cal theology. I read the greateft part 
of them, 1 have often fince regretted, 
t^t at a time when I had lo great 
a thirft for knowledge, Ibme more 
ufcful and inftrudting books had not 
fallen into my hands, as I was not to 
belong to thq Church. There was alfo 
Plutarch’s Lives, in which I read 
much, and I ftill confider the time fo 
employed as well beftowed. Befides, 1 
found a work of De Foe, called An 
Ejay on Projf^s<, from which, perhaps, 
J might receive fome impreffions that 
have fince influenced the principal 
events of my life. 

“ My inclination for books atlaft de- 
termined my father to make me a prin- 
ter, although he had already a fon in 
that profcHioii. My brother James had 
juft returned from England in 1717, 
with a prefs and types, in order lo efta- 
blilh a printing-houfc at Bofton. This 
bufinels was much more agreeable to 
3ne than that of my father, although I 
ftill retained a prcdilcflion for the lea. 
To prwent the effc6ls which might re- 
fult from this inclination, my father 
was eager in fee me engaged with my 
brother. This I for a long time rc- 
fufed 5 at laft, however, I fufFcred my- 
fclf to be perfuaded, and figncd arti- 
cles of apprentice (hip to my brother, at 
twelve years of age. It was agreed 
that I iliould ferve as apprentice till I 
was of age, and Ihould receive wages 
only during the laft year. In a very 
fhort time 1 made great progrefs in this 
bufinefs, and became a urcfiil alCttantto 
my brother. I had now an opportu- 
nity of procuring better books. The 
acquaintance that I neccftarily made 
with the apprentices of fomc of the 
bookfellers, enabled me frequently to 
borrow a volume, which I never failed 
to return pun£lu|illy and without injury. 
How often have I palTed the far greater 
part of the night in reading in my bed- 
chamber, that I might be able to return 
the book 1 had borrowed in the morn- 
ing, left it might be miffed or wanlcd. 

“ At length a merchant, a Mr. 
Matthew Adams, a man of genius, and 
pofTeffed of a good library, who fre- 
quented our |>rinting-houfc, paid fome 


attention to me« He invited mb to 
his library, and had the goodnefs xm 
lend me any books that 1 was defifout 
of reading. I then took a fancy foe 
poetry, and compofed feveral little 
icccs. My brother, thinking he might 
nd his account in it, encouraged me« 
and engaged me to compole two bal- 
lads. — One, entiled ‘tbe I'ragedy of 
Pbaro, contained an account of the ihip. 
wreck of Captain Wortiflake and Km 
two daughters. The other was a failor’e 
fong concerning the capture of a fa- 
mous pirate called Teach, or Black* 
beard. They were in truth wretched 
verfes, mere blind-mens* ditties. Afte^ 
they were printed he difpatcHed me 
about the town to fell them. The firft 
had a prodigious run, bccaufe the event 
was recent, and had made a great 
noife. 

“ My vanity was llartcred by my 
fuccefs^ but my father checked my ex- 
ultation by ridiculing my prod unions, 
and telling" me that verfificrs wcrc,aU 
vvays poor. Thus I efcaped the chance 
of being a poet — probably, indeed, A 
very bad one. But as the faculty of 
writing profc has been of great ufc to 
me during the courfe of my life, afid 
.has principally contributed to ro^T ad- 
vancement, I lhall relate by what 
means, in the fituAion I then was, I 
acquired what fmail degree of powder I 
may pofiefs in that linc- 

“ There was in the town another 
young man of the name of J. C01.LINS, 
a great lover of books alfo, with whom 
I became intimately connc6lcd. We 
had frequent difputcs with each other, 
w'c loved argument, and w'cre never 
fo hanpy as when at it. J muft obferve 
by the bve,that this turn for contention 
is cvtrcmcly liable to degenerate into a 
bad habit, which always renders a per- 
fon difagrecable to company, becaufe it 
cannot be cxcrcifed without contradic- 
tion ; and, Nulependcntly of the cazer- 
ncTs and nolle to which it gives rile in 
conNcrfation ; it produces difiikes, and 
very often enmities, where there may 
he much more occafion to conciliato 
fricndfliip. ^ I acquired it by reading 
my fathcr*s books of polemical divi- 
nity, I have fince obferved that peo- 
ple of fenfe rarely fall into this error, 
excepting lawyers by profefiion, the 
wranglers of univerfitics, and men of all 
ftations who have received their edu- 
cation at Edinburgh. 

Collins and I fell one day into an 
argument relative to the education of 

vromgsi^ 




Miticn, Whether it was proper to teach 
pem the feknees ; and if they had a 
Opacity for, acquiring them ? He fup- 
pdrted the negauve> aOTerting that they 
Were iocapabic of acquiring them. I 
fttftaincd the contrary opinion, merc- 
perhaps, for the fake of argument. 
He was naturally more eloquent than I. 
Words flowed freely from his mouth, 
and fometimt's^ at iii my own opi- 
picn, I was vanquilhed more by iiis 
• polubiltty, than by the force of his ar- 
guments, We feparated without having 
pome to any agreement ; and as we 
were to be fome time vdthout feeing 
' each other, 1 put mv rcafons upon pa- 
per, and made a mir copy, which I 
fent to him. He anfwcred me ; I re- 
plied ; and there had been three or four 
letters written by each, when my fa- 
ther chanced to light upon my papers 
and read them. • Without entering info 
any difculBon concerning the object in 
di^putc, he fpokc to me my «nanncr 
of writing. He obferved, that although 
i had the advantage of my antagonifl in 
orthography and punctuation, which I 
owed to the printing-houfe, I was much 
hts inferior in elegance of cxprcllion, 
ii^mcthod, and in crearnefs. Of this he 
cofiwpccd me by fevcral examples. 1 felt 
the jiiflice of his remarks ; 1 became 
fnorc attentive to my language, and re- 
solved to attempt to improve my ftylc. 

About this time there happened to 
fall into my hands a feparate volume of 
the Spectator ; I think the third. 1 had 
never feen the book. I bought it ; read 
it again and again, and was delighted 
with H- ; the ftyle I found excellent, 
and was 'very dcfirous, if polfible, to 
imitate it. With this view I pitched 
upon fome of the papers — I made fhort 
iummaries of each fcntcncc — thefe I 
laid alidc for feme days ; then, without 
{coking at the original, I attempted to 
rccompofc the paper, and toexprefs each 
idea at length at) it was in the original, 
employ ivig the moft appropriate words 
occurred to my mind. I then com- . 
fared my Spectator with the original. 
Some of my faults I perceived and cor- 
rented, but I found that I flill wanted a 
flock of words, and a facility of em- 
ploying them, w'hich I thought I Ihould 
j^ve poirefled, had I continued my 

g ra^Ucc of making verfes. The con- 
4nt need of words fynonymous, but of 
various lengths for the meafurc, or of 
diflTerent terminations for the rhyme, 
isrouid have obliged me to fcarch for 


a variety of terms, and would hav^ 
fixed them in my hifad. With this vic%^ 
I Telexed fome of the Spe6tators. and 
turned them into verfc, and after a cer- 
‘ tain time, when I had completely for- 
gotten the original, I again endeavoured 
to re-write them in profe. 

Sometimes 1 nflueled all my epi- 
tomes together ; and alter fome weeks 
I tried to arrange them in their original 
order, before I attempted to' finilh the 
periods or to complete the difeourfe. 
This I did with a view to acquire a 
method of arranging my ideas. | then 
compared my performance with the ori- 
ginal, and corrected fuch faults^ as I 
Cv.uld difeover. But fometimes I had 
the fatisfaftion to think, that in a ^w 
particulars of little importance I was 
fortunate cnouch to improve either the 
method or the language ; and this en- 
couraged me to hope, that perhaps in 
time I might be able to write decently 
in Kngliih, which was one of the 
great objects of my ambition. 

** The time which I dedicated to 
thefe cxercifcs, and to my reading, 
was the evening, after my day's labour 
was iinilhed, the morning, before it be- 
gan, or Sundays, when I could cfcapc 
attending divine ferv’icc, and remain 
alone at the printing-houfe. When at 
home my father inhfled on rnypundfual 
attendance on public worlhip, although 
it then appeared to me I had not time 
to pra£tife its duties in private. 

About the age of hxteen I read a 
work of Tryon, in w'hich a vegetable 
diet is recommended. I rcfolvcd to 
adopt it. My brother, being a bat- 
chclor, did not keep houfc, *but 
boarded with his apprentices in a neigh- 
bouring family. My fefufing to rat 
animal food was frequently produtlive 
of inconvenience ; and I was often 
fcoldcd for my fingularity. I made 
myfclf mailer of the mode in which 
Tryon prepared fevcral of his difhes ; 
fuch as boiling potatoes or rice, making 
hafly-puddings, and fuch like. 1 then 
made an offer to my brother, that if he 
\vou!d allow me weekly half the money 
w'hich he paid for my bc»ard, I would 
And my fell. To this he immediately 
confented, and I foon found that oi 
this 1 could favc the half. This was a 
new fund for the purchafe of books ; 
but I alfo found other advantages in it. 
When my brother and his workmen 
left the printing-houfe to go to dinner, 

1 remaiiied], and c^uickly difpatchiiig my 
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fittle repsft, which often confifted 
merely of a bifcuit» a ilice of bread with 
a few raiHiis, or a Wun from the 
paltry -cook.*!, withaglafs of water, I 
nad all the remainder of the time till 
their return to ft^dy^and mv progress 
was rapid in proportion to that clear- 
nefs of ideas ancf facility of conception 
which arc the refult or temperance in 
•ating'and dripktng. 

** About this period having occalion 
•nc day to bluth for my ignorance in 
arithmetic, which I had ^wi^ failed 
to acquire at fchool, I took up Cocker’s 
Arithmetic, and foon made myfelf 
mailer of the whole with the utmod 
•bIc.— 'A bout the fame time alfo I made 
(bmc fmall progrefs in Geometry, and 
I read “X.ockc on the Human Uiuicr- 
ilanding,” and “ The Art of Think- 
ing” of M. M. du Port Royal. 

“ Whilft 1 was thus employed in la- 
bouring to improve my Itylc, t met 
with Greenwood’s EngliOi Grammar, 
at the end of which are two Effays on 
Rhetoric and Logic. In the laft I 
found an example of the Socratic mode 
of Difputatton. Soon afterwards I 
procuicd Xenophon’s Memorabilia of 
Socrates, in which he gives fcvcral ex- 
amples of the fame method* This 1 
adopted with enthiinafm, and re- 
nounced rude contradi£lio!i, and dircA 
and }X)(itivc argument, adopting the 
more humble ftile of a QucrilL The 
perufal of Shaftclbury a.'.d Collins 
made me a PyrrhonitV ; and as 1 v/as 
prcvioully fo with refpedt to leveral 
of our religious doctrines, I found that 
thiu Sncratic method was the moll fa- 
vourable to my own caulc, as well as 
the moll embarcaliing lo tlioTe agaiiill 
whom r employed it. In this cxcr- 
cite I took peculiar plcafure, prac- 
tifed it inceflfantly, and became very 
adroit in obtaining, even from people 
of far Tuperior knowledge, concclfions 
of which they could not forefee the 
confec^uenccs. Thus I cmbarralTed 
them in difficulties from which they 
could not extricate thcmfclycs, and 
fomettmes obtained victories neither 
due to my caufc nor my arguments. 

This method 1 Continued to employ 
during fcvcral years ; 1 left it otf, 
however, by degrees, and retained 
otiiy the habit of c:(prclilog myfelf 
'■with modeil diffidence, and when J ad- 
vahecd any propohtion that might be 
controverted, never to make aifc of the 
wordi <s0rtainiYf undouhtedhr or any 
f-Other that might give the appear- 


ance of being obftinately attachec^^ to 
an opinion# ^ I faid in preference,-^** I 
ihould imagine— I fuppofc or, •* It 

appears to me that fuch a thing is lb, ol* 
fo,for fuch and fuch reafohs or, *‘ If t 
am not much deceived.** This habit 
has, I think, beejp^ of much advan- 
tage to me, when I had occaiion t# 
imprefs my opinions on the minds of 
others, or to perfuadc men to adopt my 
fentiments. And fince the chief ‘cncre 
of converfation arc, to inform or to bt 
informed, to pleafe or to perfuade, 
let me entreat that intelligent and 
well-meaning men would not fhem- 
felves diminilh the power they polfeia 
of being ufcful, by a pUlitive and pre* 
fumptnous mani\er of expreffing them<- 
fclves, which never fails to irritate their 
hearers, and ferves only to provoke 
oppolition, and to thwart every purpolc 
for whiA the faculty of fpcech has 
been bellowed upon us. In Ihort, if 
you wilh to inform, a pofitivc and dog- 
matical manner of advancing your opi- 
nion will infallibly provoke contra* 
diction, and prevent you from being 
lillcned to with attention. If with ask 
dclirc of being informed, and of 
liiting from the knowledge of others, 
you exprefs yourfclf as if you were 
llrongly attached to your own opinions^ 
modeil and fenGblc men, who arcaverlc 
tocontcH, will probably leave you ta 
remain in peaceable polTciilon of your 
errors. By folloAving fuch a method 
you can rarely hope to pleafe Voor 
hearers, to conciliate their good wUV 
or to perfuadc fuch as you arc dcfirou* 
of bringing over to your views. Pope 
jullly lays — 

*♦ Men mull be taught as if you taught 
them not, 

“ And things unknown propos’d ah 
things forgot.” 

Hcalfo advifes us 

*‘ To fpcak, tho* fare, with reemlu^ 
diffidence. ” 

The account which the DotSlor givci 
of his firll arrival at Pluladejphia, at 
the age of eighteen, forms a lingular 
contrail with the elevated Ration he af- 
terwards fupported in that city.

Vm in my workman'^ drcfs, my bell 
Ck>tbes coming by {ca. X was covered 
ivith dirt after my voyage j my pockets 
ware filled with ihirts and ftockings ; 
J was not acquainted with a (ingle liv'ing 
ibtil, and did not ^cn know where to 
j&nd a lodging, i^was extremely fa- 
tigued with walking, rowing* and 
{laving palTcd the night without fleep ; 
1 was very hungry, and all my ca(h 
confified of a l$utch rix-dollar, and 
about a (hilling in copper money, which 
I gave to the boatmen for my pafiTage ; 
at firll they refufed it bccaule I had 
rowed, but I infiiled on their taking it. 
A man is often more generous w'hcn he 
ITeflcs little money, than when he 
9 much ; in the firfi cafe, perhaps, 
becaufe he is willing to conceal his po-

“I walked ftraight up the (Vtfct,look- 
ing eagerly on both fidcs till I came to 
Markct-fircct, where I met a child 
carrying bread. 1 had many a time 
made my dinner of dry bread. 1 en- 
quired or him where it was to be bought, 
and went firaight to the baker’s (hop he 
^Minted out to me. I a(kcd him for 
aUbuit, thinking to find fuch as we had 
at Bofton, but it Teems they made none 
inch at Philadelphia : 1 then a(kcd 
kim for a (hreepenny loaf — ^they made 
none at that price. Finding that I 
neither knew' the names of the kinds of 
bread, nor the difference of the price, 
f defired him to* let me have three- 
penny-worth of bread, of fomc kind 
or oAier. He gave me three large 
Tolls : I was furprized to receive To 
much. Butl took it ; and having no 
room for any thing in my pockets, I 
walked on with a roll under each 
arm, eating the third. In this manner 
J walked through Market-firect to 
Fonrth-ftreet, and paffed the houTc of 
Mr. Read, the father of the perfon 
deffined in future to become my wife. 
She was (landing at the door, ob’- 
lerved me, and thought, with good 
Tcafon, that I made a very ridicu- 
tous, as well as a very wretched figure* 
I then turned the corner, and 
went along ChcTnut-firect, eating my 
roll all the way. Having made this 
round, I found myfclf on the Q^ay of 
Market-firect, near the boat in which 
I had arrived. 1 ftepped into it, in order 
to get a draught of the river water, 
and finding tn^felf fatisfied .with my 
firfi I i^ve tho two others to a 


woman and her child, who had com# 
down the river with us in the boat# 
where (he was waiting to continue her 
journey. Being thus refrefiicd, I re- 
turned to the firect, which was now 
full of well-drefigd«i£copk:» going 
the fame way. <4^minglcd with the 
crowd, and was thus carried to a large 
Quakers’ inecting-houfe near the Mar- 
ket-place. 1 fat down along with the, 
refi, and after looking around me for 
fome time, hearing nothing faid, and 
over-powered by the laft night’s watch- 
ing, 1 fell found afieep. My deep 
continued till the alTcmbly fej^rated, 
when one of the Affifiants had the good- 
nefs to v;akc me. That confcqucntly 
was the firft houfe into which I en- 
tered or (Icpt on my arrival at Phila- 
delphia. 

“ I once more began to walk along 
the ftrect by the river fide, and, look- 
ing attentively in the faces of every 
one I met, I at laft perceived a young 
Quaker whofc countenance plcafcd me. 
I addreffed him, and begged that he 
would inform me where a ftrangcr 
might find a lodging. “ They receive 
travellers herc,^’ faid he, ** but the 
houfe has not a good character : go 
with me, and I will (hew you a better 
inn.” He carried me to the Crooked 
Billet in Watcr-fircct. There I got 
dinner, during which they put fome 
curious .queilions to roc. My youth, 
and my appearance, made me fuTpe^bed 
for fome runaway fervanr^ After 
dinner my defire to deep returned, and 
I threw myfclf upon a bed, where I 
flepe till fix o’clock in the evening. 1 
was then called tofupper; afterwards 
I went to bed at an early hour, and 
dept foundly till morning.” 

Among many other curious traits, 
the Doctor mentions a feheme which 
be and an acquaintance, of the name of 
Keymer, once had of cfiabliihing a 
new fed! of Religion. “ Keymer,” 
fays he, ** had a large portion of en- 
thufiafm, and was fond of argument, 
and we frequently difputcd with each 
other.

as A TART OF MODER^J EDUCATION.

^HE influence of Mufic over our 
' aflTe^ions is a truth cftabliflicd 
bothbyfacred and profane hiftory, and 
confirmed by its conftant ufe in all re- 
ligious rites where the pnlfions are moft 
deeply interefted. If this, art has 

f ower to direct the emotions of the 
cart, docs it not deferve our moft 
earneft attention to preferve its proper 
influence, and direflt it to the good 
jpurpofes intended by the wifc'and kind 
Author oif all gwod things ? And this 
can only be done by preventing the 
•rt Jtfelf from being corrupted by the 
icapdef and abfurdity of human frailty, 
nnd by directing the powers of its 
purity to us in the habits of virtue 
nnd Religion. Plutarch tells us, that a 
jnan who has learned mufic from his 
youths wiH ever after have a propgf 


fenfc of rieht and wrong, and a^ 
liabitudl perfuafion to decorum. This 
is undoubtedly true, if we confidcr the 
ancient man'her of inculcating the laws 
of their country, the great aCtions or 
heroes, the praifes of their deities, 
which were the fubjeCts of this art j 
not to mention its mathematical prin.* 
ciplcs, which made a part of the Greek 
education, and induced the youth to 
ferious enquiry, and led them to noble 
truths. But I fear a general corrup- 
tion has taken place, and defaced all' 
hopes of producing thefc good cficCls, 
if wc confidcr the prefent ftate of this 
art. The fame author has aifo told 
us, that the manners of any people 
are be ft denoted by the prevailing ftate 
of the mufic of their country ; and thia 
is certainly true ; as ilie mind will always 
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tind dcljght in purfuits 
the moft (itnilar to its general' tendency 
^nd diredkion, Tbis rededtioa leads us 
to confider the prefent ftate of muiic in 
our own country, and how far it may 
be made fubferN lent to the ornamjental 
part of edutration; and at' the fame 
time Qaeans ot ii|ducing the mind to 
the fober purfuitsof virtue und rcligiuxi, 
which ought to be the true intention of 
parents in forming tlic minds of their 
children. 

Miific is to be underftood as a power- 
ful ailiilant to fentimental expreifton 
,(I fpcak here of vocal mufic), ‘which, 
by the power of its charms, enforces our 
attention to fomc particular lubjcdl, 
adapted to ibme natural paiiiun of man- 
kind. Under fuch conuderations, wc 
arc ftrongly impreflTed with the ideas of 
love, fear, pity, or fome other natural 
^fifedtion. but to produfc the eiftdlb 
of nature," the means muft not be un- 
natural ; and to raife the ideas of certain 
pailipns, the means diould be confonant 
to thepallion irfclf, and confined within 
the (iinple bounds of nature. If this 
be not the calc in mufic, its true end is 
defeated, it ccafcs to be an afliliunt to 
fentimental expreflion, and wc abfurd- 
ly, admire its mere founds, rather than 
powerfully feel its proper cfFcdls. 

The prefent univerfal paflion for this 
art, and the faihion of making it a 
ncceflary part pf education, incluccs me 
to confidcT it as relating to the fair 
fex more particularly. ^ parents arc 
naturally inclined to make their chil- 
dren partake of thofc araufements the 
moi\ prevailing and falhionable. As 
mufic in this age comes under this de- 
nomination, it i". no wonder wc find 
every attention paid to this qualification, 
at tnc earliefi period of life. The 
mofi: eminent Mafiers arc obtained ; and 
much time and much expence bellowed 
to acquire this accoroplilhrocnt. The 
fond parent, anxious to embcllilh tlie 
darling child, and render her fit for 
polite company, compels her to perft- 
vcrance, without difcriminating the 
propenfity of her own nature, but 
vainly imaeines, that a proficiency is 
certainly to DC obtained in proportion to 
the reputation of her inftrudlor. Un- 
der th s dclufion the young lady is too 
efren brought into public company, and 
cxlubitd her ptrf( rmance, to the wfU- 
bred admiration and aftonilhment of the 
ignewant many, but to tfic filcnt pity 
of the iudicious few. Here let us 
Agam. call to mind tlue obfervation of 


Plutarch, and conBder how' 
manners of a 'people are denom hm 
the ilyle of their mufic. The 
date of dillipatioa in the faliudns^l^ 
world, and tlie agitation of fpiritt <^er^ 
attendant on crouded alfemidies ‘an^^ 
plcafurable purfuits, elevate tb^^miAd 
of above the ftandard of fobe# 

thought. Everything is foughjfc wliicfl 
can aliill the temporary phrcibzy, ap^ 
nothing derroed worth our knowing, 
but how to forget ourfclvcs. ’ TTbisjUn-^ 
happy fituation renders tl^e generality 
of our fafhionable people loll to an/ 
ferious examination of tr pe or faife im- 
frtlfion, while they arc indifcriminatel/ 
cd to approve or cond^jmn whatever the » 
multitude of falhion edablifhes by itc 
fandlion. Under this date it is that 
bur mufic has become fo totally changed. 
It is not now fimght as a repofc for the 
mind after its fatigues, but to funpoirc 
Its tlmsults ;-^not to impr efs the dcrighta 
of calm reafon, or prcvdl on us to 
lillcn to the charmer; flie mull 
leave the purity of her own nature, 
and by divefting herfelf of fimplioity, 
force us to admire, not fc^, and yield to 
allonilliment and abfurdi^ry, inllcad of 
challc be-uty and delight^' J n a word, 
the imagination is now be furpri/cd, 
whilft the heart is totall y ncgledled, — 
Our compofitions arc uijnatural. An 
ojiera at bell is a ridiculou s performance, 
but rendered much more fo by ^our 
modern firangc fpccics fif compontion : 
it is not now confidcrt*»d how to aid 
fci fe by expreliivc fou'jd, but how-to 
fet off the unnatural ddmtnfions of a 
yoicc. ^very paflfion i*s* treated alike, 
and every fong extend id to the utmoft 
limits ot the finger^smtschanical powers. 
Our inlluimental performers arc under 
the fame influence; hard labour, and 
unhappy progrefi* on the violoncello, 
have reudtred it a rival to the tones of 
the violin, whilo thislaft is reduced to the 
impotent fqiicak a dancing-inaftcr’s 
kitt. In Ibort, our mufic mult now be 
made for thepe-^former not the hearer : 
corrupted talte has llampt that mufij 
with clullnefs ^«hich docb net make uf 
Hare, and ejiv tn the palm to fuch 
can never deli jht, or make us better. 
As mufic is t bus divclled of its fim- 
plicjty, its d ifficultics are necclTarily 
incrcafed; ar*d yet our children jirc to 
encounter wl ^tever 19 thought great ift 
a llage finger ^ perhaps polTcITed of un- 
common tale jits^ whilft the vanity of 
the parents i fever diftinguilhes, that by 
rendering a young lady thui great, ill# 
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beebmes ^errible^ and inftead 
Acquiring an ^compliHiment ta de» 
ner acquaintance on a viiit, or 
Im^dve her own heart in the hour of 
^eni^ment, flie facrihces at the altar 
' iof vaaity» and too often becomes ridi- 
jCUilousi by ade^ing to be thoroughly 
•fccompli^ed. Youn? ladies have icl* 

, 4oxn time to acquire ^y tolerable de-» 
gjree of modern execution in finging, 
TJM by afqrays attempting what they 
^oqar^pl^udcd by the public, they fancy 
themfeives in polTeilion of what they 
fhink will render them admired, when 
VOO often the contrary is the unhappy 
confequcnce. The graceful minuet is 
ja riecelTary addition to the education of 
a. young lady, but the attitude* of a 
Fifi mrante, or the dtftortions of the 
AUemandc, fit qukwardly on thofe who 
* «re not trained for the ftage. Since fuch 
Inconveniencica arife in the mode of ac- 
quiring this art as an ufcful accomplilh- 
laaent, 1 would beg leave to fugged what 
ynethods appear mod probable for the 
IBod ornamental as well as ufcful at- 
li^nment of~ mafic. Since mufic is a 
' language, it fiiould be taught as fuch, 
jtnd' the fcholar proceed tn a regular 
acquire fuch a knowledge of 
notes, as may enable her to fing 
^afy, plain, fimple tunes by infpc^lion, 
nnd not the artiqcial manner ofipcliiug 
fjong by the keys of their harphcliord. 
This method always gives her a falfe 
^ intonation, as tl^at indrument at bed 
‘’(when tuned) is an imperfect - one. 
By proceeding iq this regular method 
oi learning to r€,ad founds, they will 
icon be able to fing. an inward part in 
a duet or trio, and feel the powers of 
harmony when joined to foiuc picafing 
melody. Much lefs time would be eni- 
i^oyed in obtaining a fufficicnt know- 
ledge of roufical intervals to enable a 
4 dau^hter to fing at f\ght an cafy, af- 
fcjfting melody, or in fa€t a concife 
real tunc, than is bedowed on the un- 
meaning and extravagant fongs of our 
modern operas. But fuch is the pre- 
valence of what is called tadc, that not 
thing is allowed to the fcholar but what 
is ttcxv, however difficult to be* attained, 
or however iiifignificant when perform- 
od. Jf the generality of mankind 
; wohld div'ed tUcmfelves of prejudice, 

^ jmd the dread of having a vulgar tade, 
1/rm fhould not find them fooiten under- 
•fioing the fatigue of lidening with 
dozing attention to whauthey arc told 
is fine, but what with all thieir endea- 
vours they ca^iBot be brought to think 


agreeable. But high-bred tade, Hkv 
high-born' pride, is lomctinics obliged tq 
obey the di6tatcs of pure fiitiple nature, 
and enjoy a pleaiiire it dares not ^enly 
avow, III fpite of prejudice, we f^e*: 
tknes find tnofc who acknowledge that 
their atfcdlions arc ftojen by*a fimple old 
fong, even when th4y are afhamed to 
be touched by fuch low and vulgarpro- 
du^fions. It fiuging has any powen 
over our fouls, it mud arife from its 
afiiding fentimental exprclfion ; if the 
mufic be too complicated, the fenfe is 
confounded, and the etfedt dedroyed. 
The true pathetic is only to be found 
in fimplicity. Take away the indru- 
mcntal accompanyments from an opera 
fong, and who would wifh to hear the 
fong part ? As it is not a real tunc oc 
pleating melody, it ecafes to exprefs 
any paffion, and becomes an aukward 
fuccefiion of unnatural found^-— figni- 
fying nothing. It were to be wiiheef^ 
that the mufical part of a lady’s 
education was fo far limited, as to cht 
able her to fing pcrfe6tly fome plain 
fweet melodies in her own language, 
and obtain fuch a degree of knowledge 
as is rcqiiifitc to take a part, as before 
obfcrvcoij in ducts or trios; but thefe 
fiiould be only in plain counterpoint, 
and the words of moral tendency r.t 
Icaft ; but rather, now and then, fucli 
as might awaken the mind to the 
fublimc duties of praife and thank f* 
giving. I could wiih the harpfichord 
was no otherwife employed than by 
plaving the harmor-y or thorough - 
bafs to thefe fimple airs, but never to 
play the fong part, m is generally doi q: 
and this arqtiifition miglrt cafily be maefe 
in a fiiorr nme and with little pains, 
as the baOcs of finiplt airs arc general^ 
ly (or fiiould be) very fimple them- 
(cives. How far more detirablc fuch. a 
degree of performance for our daugh- 
ters, than their imperfeit attempts of 
doing what ought never to be done 1 
how far more clelightful one llrain -of 
fuch mufic, than the elaborate pages of 
Italian Operas, fraught with unnatural 
mufic and unaffefting poetry ! and how- 
far more worthy the purfuit of r^ional 
beings, to devote an hour or two, even 
of the Sabbath, to fuch incitements tq 
virtue and religion, rather than expofe 
our accompiilhed fair-oncs to the fneers 
of th^ critic and ridicule of fiddlers, 
by conveying them from houfe toj 
houfc, as prodigies of execution and 
tafie, when the uemoft of their per- 

fiormnnee is perhaps :iiot quite 
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Ing^ mtid ttic flattery of their polite 
friends but ignorance and affectation. 
As to the ladies harpiichord perform- 
anccj they dften acquire a moft won- 
derful hfechanical execution of moft 
difficult Icffbns : and here we leave 
them to their mafters, but wilh even in 
this department th^y were more con- 
fined td the real good compofittons of 
our beft mafters tor that inftfument; 
In i*cgatd to the choice of proper 
muftc for a lady to ling, I need only 
obferve; how many moft delightful 
airs are to be found in the compolitions 
of the jmmortal Handcl» of lo fimple and 
exquiftte conftruC^ion, as to excite 
every degree of pleafure and delight 
the .mind is capable of receiving: 1 
need not mention many others of our own 
countrymen,' Parcel, Jackfdn; Boyce, 
Arhe;&c. and withrcfpeCfto the excel- 
lence ofourthurchmulic, no country has 
ever produced fo chaftc, or fo pure and 
affeCting com portions of this kind in 
either one or more parts. As a fpeci- 
me'n of the true dramatic mufical firn- 
plicity, let me mention the mufic in 
Macbeth, and Prince Arthur. 1 mean 
not to exclude the Italian mufic from its 
due praife, but muft obferve, that the 
French airs arc fometimes extremely 
aukward, from the defeats in that 
dcteftablc language, which muft often 
occa&ona falCc rhythmus from its double 
rhymbs; and is therefore utterly unfit 
for mufical cxprcliion. If we examine 
the mufic of the laft centurjj^or cve-n 
farther back, we ftiall have^pod rea- 
fon to believe, that fhe ladies were 
better muficians than ours at prefent, 
hotwithftanding our boafted improve- 
tnents and refined tafte; It was then 
deemed a ncceflary part of education 
to be able to fing their part at fight ; 
and from the beautiful fimplicity of 
their con^ofixions, I make no doubt 
but the effed was equal to what could be 
wilhed for, and that their manners nlfo 
were as unaffected as the ftyle of their 
nlufic. Let our daughters then be taught 
tnufic fo as to underftand what they 
perform, and perform no more than what 
falls within the cafy compafs of their exe- 
cution j nor ever attempt any thing but 
feIcCt pieces of Timiliilr, eafy, fimple 
cohftruttion, fuch as fhay delight the 
ear of tbeir friehds, and tontnbute to 
improve their own hearti by directing 
its influence to thit Pfopbr bbjeCt, 

Having thus offered i fbwobfervationt 
relative to the modft of acquiring a ne« 
«eirar.y knowledge df s^nd its 


ufeful at well As ornaffieiital parti 
which ^t ought to makt (under ptopty 
direction) in tbd. education of ycuiji£ 
ladies $ I will Venture to proceed, and 
offer to the Gentlemen alfo, what are 
the proper means of rendering this 
divine art profitable^ as well as pleafing 
to our own fcx. 'fhe fame fate feems to 
attend us both in purftiing this artf, 
oiir young gentlemen feldom becoming ^ 
very agreeable performers, and hardly • 
ever very ufeful ones. Their choice ot 
eafy imperfect inftruments .occafions 
this complaint iri a great meafurc j and 
when they undertake the violin or 
violoncello, inftead of becoming ufeful 
performers in concert, and playing real 
good mufic, they are never contented 
without rivalling the abfurd extravagant^ 
tics of our modern executioners nf mufic« 
and imitating the woifdcrful powers of 
thofewho have unhappily reduced mufic 
to the rt arrow limits of three inches of the 
bow upon two inches of the firing*' 
But 1 beg leave to lay before thefe 
rivals lor excellence a fnurce of real . 
ufeful knowledge. As gentlemen can 
hardly ever attain adcaice of practical 
excellence equal to the profclTo.'^^I 
would beg them to take this mtThod 
how to exceed them in other points both 
with honour and plcaOirc to thcmfelves. 
Mufic is a fcicnce cftabliihcd on the * 
moft fiiblime parts of mathematical 
truths j us theory founded on the doc- 
trine of proportion, on the moft won- 
derful, though the moft fimple and fevU^ 
principles ; the knowledge of which 
fills the enquiring mind with the inont 
tranfeendant pleafure, and admiratiuu 
of the wifdom of the Creator, who 
“ hath filled all things with good,” 
As gentlemen Ihould be fcholars alio, 
and not ignorant of fuch a valuable parr 
of learning as the fimple elements 
plain Geometry, and practical arith- 
metic, I would recommend them to read 
DcClor Holder's Treatife on the Prin- 
ciples of Harmony j Mr. Stillingflcct*» 
Remarks on Tartini’s Works ^ and, if 
they have no obJeClion to a little Greek, 
they may look into Ptolemy, publiibe^ 
by Dr. Wallis, or the five Greek 
writers on mufic l^ Mcibomius. ' 

is the ftudy of mufic really as a fcienccf 
and will much facilitate tne knowledge 
of its practice, cfpccially as to thorough- 
bafs, and the principles of eompofitmi* 
This is the purfuit worthy a pntlc- 
man's attention; and this the know- 
ledge which alone diflinguiffief tho- 
fhvSicijUr frgo^ the fiddler, and the archi-

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tile Wicklayvr. With what 
litt'We we find that the fame pro^ 
lOltioiis which the Diving Author of 
Mature has cftabliftied for dclighting^the 
ar in mufic» arc the fame with thofc 
rhicb are beautiful to the eje in archi- 
e^ture ! and Sir Ifaac Nc^^ ton h'ls dc- 
Donilrated, that thas ieven piimary 
MlhUrs are rerpe6tivel3r limited under 
die ▼cry ‘ fame proportions. How 
Impte tive oeconotny of Nature, and 
low wdnderfuf thefe difeoveries' that 
lit beauty fiiould be determined by one 
nvatigblc rule and ordinance. I do not 
hereby preclude gentlemen from ac> 
attiring a practical knowledge of miific ; 
hKMn what has been faid, I would mean 
to aflifl: their purfuit, and incrcafe tlieir 
^]cafure> by thus fearching the fourtes 
df its derivation. I would recommend 
CO them a pra&ical knowledge of 
Ihorough-bafs, which I am well alTurcd 
m much call cr for a gcatlcman *to ac* 
ttuire than is generally imagined; or 
neb a proficiency on the violoncello, as* 


Will render him a ufeful porfortner fii 
con^'erts^ of good mufic, or to accom* 
pany a fong. Not to forget mention* 
mg the tenor, which is cafily learnt fo 
far as to play in concerts of the old 
good author:? ;■ a juft performance of 
whfch part, to happily unite the har- 
mony or the other inllruments, has^as 
^ood a claim trf merit, and much better, 
thfan h.ilf the folo performers we daily 
htar, and requires the good judgement 
of the player, though not his great 
execution. J am perfuaded that half 
fhc time bellowed by gentlemen in the 
practice of very difficult, and confe- 
qucntly not very good mufic, would 
render them ihafters of this art, even fo 
far as to tead it as a language ; a plca- 
fure which thofe only experience who 
can look over a fcore of many parts, 
and “ with the mind’s car” hear rhe, 
different movements as perfectly as ft 
really performed.

Cine of the dcfiderata of Englilh Lite- 
rature fupplied. 

The prefent Volume is confined to 
the County of Surrey, and compre- 
hends tile following places : Adding- 
ton, Barnes, Batterlea, Beddington, 
Bermondlcy, Camberwell, Carfhaltoq, 
Cheam, Clapham, Croydon, Kew, 
Xingfioii - upon - Thames, Lambeth, 
Alalden, Merton, Mitcham, Mordon, 
Mortlakc, Newington Butts, Peter- 
iham, Putney, Richmond, Rother- 
hithc, Stre^tham, Sutton, Tooting, 
Wandlworth, and Wimbleton. — Of 
each of thefe places, as the Author 
promifes in his Preface, the prefent 
Volume affords a brief dcfcription of 
the fituation, foil, produce, aad ma- 
jiufa£furcs ^ the defeent of the principal, 
particularly manerial property ; the 
parilh churches, and Ecclefiaftical 
hiftory ; the ftatc of population, and 
the biography conncdced with each 
parifh.” 

Mr. Lyfons, with a very laudable 
fpirit of enquiry, has directed his re- 
fearches to public records, and has 
drawn to light many curious particulars 
relating to the price of provifl jiis and 
local cuftoms, whicli hitherto were 
unknown. Thofe from the Cham- 
berlains* and Churchwardens’ accounts 
lit Kingfton-uiion-Thanies arc parti- 
cularly valuable. 

As a I'pccimcn of the work we fiiall 
give the following account of Dr. 
Deg, extracted from the parilh of 
Mortlakc. 

‘‘ Dr, Dee was the fon of Rowland 
Dec, Gentleman Sewer to Henry VI Jl. 
and grandfon of Bedo Dee, Standard- 
Bearer to Lord dc Ferrars at the battle 
of Tournay : if any credit is to be 
given to his ped gree in the Critilh 
Mufeum, drawn up by himfclf, he was 
deicended in a 'direct line from Tudor 
the Great. His father was imprifoned 
in the Tower in the year 1553. His 
mother Johanna Dec lived at Mort- 
iakc as early as the vear 156S. The 
greater part of the following account, 
except where other authorities arc 
c^uoted, is taken from the MS. narra- 
tive of his life, which he read to the 
Comniiilioners at his houfe at Morti- 
lake. 

“ John Dec was born in London A.D. 
1527. At ihe age of 15 he went to 
the Univerfity of Cambridge, where 
he applied himfclf to bis ftudies with 
fneh diligence, that Ibe only 

Vof., xxiii. 


four houra for lleep, and two for his 
meals and recreation. In 
went abroad to converfe with learned 
men, particularly Mathematicians'; 
and on his return the enfuing year 
was elc£tcd Fellow of Trinity College, 
and made Under-reader of the Gre^ 
language. He went to the Continent 
again Toon afterwards ; and being then 
only 23 years of age, read public lec*> 
turcs at Paris upon the Elements df 
Euclid to crowded audiences, .and wat * 
vifitcd by perfons of the higheilrank, 
who were anxious to become his pupils. 
In 1553 EclwariJ VI. took him under 
his patronage, allowed Kim a pen- 
fion, and gave him the Reftorics 
of Upton-upon-Severn in Worcefter- 
iliire, and Long Lcdnain in Lincoln- 
fliirc. About this time he was oiFcred 
a handfome falary for reading le£f«rcs 
upon Natural Philolophy ac Oxford. 
In Q^cen Mary’s reign he \Vas out of 
favour ; and being fafpefted of trea- 
Ibnable dciign^, was committed to the 
cuhody of Bi/hop Bonner, but cfcapcd 
better than his fcllow-prifoner Green, 
who fuffered at the ftake. Queen 
Elizabeth, upon her acccllion to the • 
Throne, immediately took Dec »u8cr 
her patronage, and among other marks 
of her favour appointed him, though a 
layman, to the Deanery of Gloiiceftcr ; 
of which, however, he nevergotpof- 
fclllon. In 1575 the Qiieen, with 
Icvcral of the Nobility, came to his 
houfe at Moftlake, with an intention 
of feeing his library ; but hearing that 
his wife W2S lately dead, they did not 
enter the houfe. Dee attended her 
Majcfty at the door, and explained to 
her the properties of a glafs which had 
occalioned much converfation, and 
•given rife to a report that he was a 
Magician. In 1578 he married Jane, 
daughter of Bartholomew Fromound, 
Efq, of Erl ft- Cheam. In 15S1 he firft 
began his incantations in concert whh 
one Edward Kelly. Albert Lalhi, a 
Polifti Nobleman of high rank (and 1 
have no doubt of large fortijnc, or he 
would not have anfwercd their purpofe ), 
was admitted into a kind of partne^- 
Ihip with them. They pretended to 
carry on their converfations withlpint^ 
by means of a Ihow-ftone, which Dec , 
afnrmed was "given him by an Angel. 
Kelly was the feer, who, when they 
had Bniftied their invocations, was to 
report what fpirits they faw, and what 
they faid ; whilft Pec,. who fat at a 
tablei; fiot^d all iii> oopk. A falio vo- 
F lame 
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lume. •£ thefe notes was publifhed by* 
Cafattbon, and many more remain in 
in the Rrkilh ‘Mufeura. They 
contain the raoft unintclliprible jargon. 
7 hc conlccrated cakes of wax ulcd in 
^thefc ceremonies, marked with hicro- 
^yphtes and mathematical figures, are 
alio in the Mufeum. The iliow-ftonc, 
which is around piccc^f volcanic glafs 
Ifnely polilhed, is in the Karl of Or* 
^ ford's colle6tion at Scra\\ bcrry-hill. 

This fagec was carried on for fomc time, 

' till at length the whole ^^arty having 
involved thcmfcivcs in debt, they were 
obliged' fuddcnlv to quit England. 
They left Mortlake Sept. 21, 15S3 ; 
the mob, who had always been preju- 
diced againli him aa a Magician, im- 
' mediately upon his departure broke 
into his houle, and deftroved a great 
part of hisfurnitMre and books. Mean-- 
- while Dee and his friends haftened to 
Poland, where they flattered thcrafLlvt» 
that they (hould meet with L^reat en- 
couragement through the intcreft of 
Ealki ; but were grrcvoiifly dHap- 
^ointed in their c\pc<‘tations, and re- 
duced to great di ft refs. They then 
bent their courft to Gerinanv, but the 
Emr eror banilhcd them his domi"'ions. 
At length, in the year 1 sHc;, the Queen 
ordered him to return, l>cing then in 
Bohemia On hi-. arri% h 1 in EnglamI 
be waited upon her Majefty at Rich- 
mond, and was very gracioitdy received. 
She alfurcd him that he might rely 
epon her protection in the profe- 
cution of his ftudic^. Hj\ingbecn in 
England three years witliout reaping 
any advantage' from tlu pnnnifc which 
had been m.iJe him,, he was induced 
to prefent a petition to the Queen, 
praying that llie would appoint Com- 
muillioners to in(juirc into the lolTes anef 
injuries which he had fuflrfined, the 
fexviccs he had done her Majefly, and 
tlic varRitts drfappointments which he 


had encountered. In cenfbqtienee at 
this application Sir Thomas Gorge^ 
Knt. and Mr. Secretary Wollcy were 
actually appointed Commiliioners to 
hear his grievances, and fat as fuch at 
his houfc at Mortlake, Nov. 22,. 1591, 
to \v horn, fitting in his library, he re- 
lated hU cafe at large. In the mean-^ 
time two tahies were placed near him | 
on one of them were the proper vouch- 
ers for the fa6ts he afferted, to which 
he conftantly referred ; on the other, 
all the printed books and MS. which h* 
ha<l v/fitten. Among the ferviccs 
which he had rendered to the Queen, 
he reckons fomc confultations with het 
Majcfly*s phyficians- at homc^ and a 
journey or 1500 miles, which he un- 
dertook in the wnnccr feafon, to hold 
a conference with the moil learned 
Fhilofophcrs on the Continent upon 
the means of reftoring and preferving 
her health. • In enumerating his IoUcs, 
he eftiinatcs the damage fuftained in 
his library 9t 590I. His whole collcc- 
troij, which confifted of 40G0 books, 
of which a great part were MS. he 
vitlucd at zoor'l. Among the latter he 
mentions a large collection of deeds- 
and charters relating principally to- 
cftaics in Ireland, which he got out of 
a ruined church. He fays, they had 
btt-n jcxamincd by Heralds, Clerks of 
the Ofhcc of Records in the Tower^ 
and other Antiquaries, who had fpen* 
jvhole days at his houfe in looking them 
over ; and had taken away to thehr 
liking. Hb chemical apparatus, which, 
coft him 20cl. was entirely clcltroyed 
by the mob, when he left Mortlake 
in 1583 ; at the lame time they beat m 
pieces a fine quadrant of Chancellor's 
which colt: him 2ol. and took away a 
magnet for N' hich he gave 33L Among

Axihrty** beneftccs in thridiocefe of 
St. David’si and the maUcrlhip of St. 
Crofs. ' He concludes with defiring 
jfpeedy relief, and gives his reafoiii for 
preferring the maflcrlhip of St. Crufs 
Jto any other appointment, it being a 
retired fituation, well adapted for his 
iludies, with a good hoiile annexed ; 
whereas his prefent fituation at Mort- 
Jake was too public, and iiis houfe too 
fmail to entertain the foreign literati 
who referred to him. Upon the report 
of the Commiflioners, “ the Queen 
willed the Lady Howard to write lomc 
words of comfort to his wife, and fend 
fome friendly tokens befides fhe 
commanded Sir Thomas Gorge to take 
him 100 marks, and faid, ** that St. 
Crofs he ihould have,’* and that the 
incumbent Dr. IJcnnet might be re- 
moved to fome J^ilhopric; and alfigncd 
him a penhou of 200I. per ahnum out 
of the Bilhopricof Oxford till it fhotdd 
become vacant. All thefe promifet*, 
■like the former, came to nothing; the 
-maftcrlhip of Si. Crofs he never got. 
The next year indeed he was prel'ented 
to the Chanccliorlhip of St. Paurs, 
but this was by no means adequate to 
his expedl;ations ; and he continuol to 
tncmorialifc her Majerty, till at length 
he procured the w^ardcnlhip of Man- 
chclter in 1595. Here he continued 
feven years, leading a very luujuiet 
life, and continually engaged in dif- 
putes with the fellows. He returned 
to MoriLakc in 1^104.. King James at 
<irft patronised, but was afterwards 
prejudiced againll Inm and his lUidies ; 
upon which Dec prefented a petition 
to his Majellv, and another in verfc to 
the Houfe of Commons, praying that 
he might be brought to trial, having 
been accufed of calling up evil fpirits. 
Dt. Dec died at Mortiakc in the vear 
j6oS, having been fo poor in the latter 
part of his life as to be obliged to fell 
his library piccc-mcal for fubfiiJcncc. 
He was buried in t]ic chancel of ATort- 
lake church, where Aubrey favs an 
xold marble ftonc w'as Ihown as belonging 
to bis tomb. 

“ The hyoLifc where Dr. Dee lived is 
now thcp-fopcrty of Ricliard Godman 
Temple, Kfq. as appears by a furvey 
of Mortiakc ’ taken A. D. 1^17^ 


where it is called an ancient houfe. 
It was molt probably built in the reign 
of Henry VJI. An old room, orna* 
men ted wirh red and white rofe^, 
cxifted a few years ago. 

“ It is the opinion of fome writers^ 
that Dee was cm.pcloycd by Queen Eli- 
zabeth as a Spy f , and fome have gone 
fo far as to fuppofe that all the note* 
of his pretended converfations with 
fpiritK were, in fa6t, political intcJJi- ' 
gence couched in cyphers. As they ^ 
contained a kind of jargon meaning 
nothing in itfclf, they might undoubu 
edlv be ufed occafionally Jor fuch pur- 
poles. Dec hiinfclf avers in his narra<^ 
tivc, that he was taken into the Quccn*ft 
fervice on her acccHion to the Throne, 
when Ihe promifed, that where her 
brother had given him a crown, Ihe 
would give him a noble. The in- 
ftance^ of her Majefty’s attention to 
him were liriking and numerous, and 
ccrtainlv prove either that iHe was in- 
debted to him for real, or that he duped 
her by magnifying the importance of 
imaginary fcrviccs. When he was 
f»ck, the Q^icen ordered her own phy- 
fici.ins to iittend him, “ fent him divfV*« 
rarities to cat, and the honourable 
Lady Sydney to attend on him, and 
comfort him with divers fpecches from 
her Majefty, pithy and gracious 1** 
The Queen frequently vifitcd him 
at his houlc at Mortiakc : one day Ihc 
caaic on horfeback, and exhorted 
him to take his mother’'* death pa- 
tient Iv.” Another time, as he dc- 
fcribcs it himfelf, “ Ihe came from 
Richmond in her coach, the 
wav of Mortiakc field, and when Ihe 
came right ligainft; the church, Ihe 
turned d(»wn (fays he) towards my 
houfr, and when Ihe was againft my 
garden in the field, her Majefty ftaid 
•riierc a good while, and then came into 
the field, at the grcav*gate of the field, 
where her Majefty efpied me at my 
door making reverent and dutiful obey* 
fauces lo hex ; and with her hand her 
Majefty beckoned me to come unto her, 
and J came to her coach-lidc : her Mai* 
jefty then very fpeedily pulled off 
glove, and gave me her hand to ki{* ; 
and to be Ihort, her Majefty willed me 
to refort oftener to her Court, and by

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of h«t privy chamber, to give her 
to,wccte when l am there.*' 

. Dec was undoubtedly a man of 
very great rcfearch and fingular learn<> 
ing, as is evident by his various writ- 
ings both pirinted and MS. in almoft 
every fcience. He wrote upon the re- 
formation of the Gregorian Calendar; 
on the mode of propagating the Gofpel 
on the other fide of the Atlantic ; on 
Geography ; Natural Philofophy, par- 
ticularly Optics; Mathtmaiics ; Me- 
taphyfics ; Ailronomy ; Aftrology, and 
the Occult Sciences. He wrote an 
account alfo of Ins voyage to St. He- 
lena, and a treatife on the Queen’s 
right to certain foreign countries ; and 
projected a fcheme ftir the prefervarion 
of ancient MS. by eftabliihing a genera! 
repohtory; a plyt which is in a great 
meafure realifcd by that noble national 
colledlion at the Briti<h Mufeum. 
Whether with all his learning ne was 
himfclf the dupe of an enthufiaftic 
imagination, or whether he availed 
himfclf of his kiiowlc<lgc to dupe 
others in an age when all ranks were 
given to credulity, may perhaps aaniit 
of* ^ qiieftion. J own I am rather in- 
clined to the latter opinion. As a 
proof of the fupcrftition and credulity 
of the age, it will not be amifs to 
mentien that Dee was employed to de- 
termine, according to the opinion of the 
j^ncient aftrologcrs, what day would he 
moft fortunate for Queen's Hli/abcth’s 
Coronation. ‘ Some time afterwards 
he was fent for by the Lords of the 
Coiiucii to comnerafl the ill cifei^ts 
which it was apprehended would befall 
the Queen fr^'iii a waxen im ^gc t f her 
ftwk full of pins, hicli was 
picked up in Lincoln’t -inn-hclJs. This 
"wc arc told he performed “ in a godly 
and artificial m-innev/’ in the pif Icncc 
of the Earl of Leicellcr and Mr. Se- 
cretary Wilfou.' Dr. Dec wt»> much 
conne&-ed with the i'h rl, and iias b»,'cii 
-acciiljcd of being an inhrunient in his 
'nefarious defigns. He was much pa- 
tronized and' encouraged by licnrv 
iarl of Northumberland, .the Eirl ot 
'Oxford, Sir Chriltophcr Hatton, Sir 
:Hcnry Sidney, and other gre^r men 
■iitfionging to the Court. So great \v:is 
iiis reputation ahrend, that he was of- 
fered great falnrie., by var» foreign 
■"Princes if he wt>uld fettle ni their 
Couns, The Emperor of Rullia in 


particular fent him a richpi^fcnt, 
an offer of conveying him and all hi% 
family to Pererlburgh, and proniifing 
to fettle an annuity of 2000I. per annum 
upon him, and to grant him the rank. 
vt a Privy Counfcllor. Thefe offers, 
it muft be obferved, were made before 
his laft unfuccefsful journey to the 
Continent. 

** Notvvithflandingthe Queen’s patron^ 
age, and the various and rich prefenta 
which he was conltantly in the habit of 
receiving, his unbounded extravagance 
kept him always poor. His journey 
from Bohemia in 15S9, whtcli coft him 
near 800I. will aiford fomc idea of hts 
oftenta’-ion. He was attended by a 
guard of horfe, and travelled with 
three coachts be hyks baggage -waggons. 
The coache*; witli harnefs for lahorft-g, 
he bought new upon the occailon. 
Wlien he arrived m England, he ap- 
pears not to have been worth a penny, 
and to have fubfilled for the next three 
years upon the precarious bounty of his 
friends. During this period he re- 
etived 500!. in money, befidcs velTels 
of wine, whole iheep, pigs, wheat, 
fugar, and other commodities ; he fold' 
his wife’s jewels, his own rarities, and 
whatever could be fpared out of hts 
houfe ; at the end of ihc three years 
he was ^33!. in debt. With thefe ex-^ 
j)cnditurcs, which according to the pre- 
lent value of money wc muft eftimate 
at more than laool. per annum, he 
tells us, that “with great parfimony ufed, 
lie preferved himfclf and his family 
from hiirgcr, ftarvirg, aiul nakednefs.** 
— Dr. Dec carried on his convcrfation 
with Spirits till the year before his 
death, at which time he feems to 
have ap])lied his pretended art to the 
difcovery of hidikn trcai ure and ftokn 
goo.ls , j>rob.ibly of procunni^ fomc

A S the compiler of this ufcful, in- 
tcrefting, and, we may add, beau- 
tiful work very properly obferves in 
iiis Preface, there never has been a 
fubjedt in the annals of hiftory of more 
political importance than ilic late Re- 
volution in FVance. — It has not only 
excited the afarm, but awakened 
the curiofity of mankind ; and the 
ableft writers of our country have em- 
ployed tlieir talents to confidcr it in 
every view in which it could be placed, 
and combined with every effect it 
might be I'lippofed to produce on the 
civil, religious, and political principles 
of the diiTerent Nations of Europe. 

''I'he mere fpcculating politician or 
philofophcr who had undertaken to 
.examine an event of this extraordinary 
nature, could not confine himfclf to the 
people who had produced it. — His own 
country, in (hort the whole civilized 
world muft become an objtdt of his 
concern j and in fcrutinizing the prin- 
ciples that gave it birth, and were to 
fiipport its cxificncc, he would find 
hiinfelf obliged aUb to travcrl'c the po- 
litical fyftcirs of the ancient world, 
with all their changes and chances.down 
to the fubfifiing Governments of the 
prefent day.

while flcrping in bed between two other 
p'coplc, who did not experience any in- 
jury. The arm is greatly emaciated, 
perfectly motionlcfs, but very warm, 
and fcnfiblc, in a fine ftate of pcrfpVra- 
tion when 1 faw him ; and the pullc is 
ftrong and frequent in this as in the 
other.

On the cure of the true 
palfy. Giving motion to the nervous 
riuid will not cure this difeafe, except we 
can alfo reftore the healthy llatc of the 
nerves, as is proved bv the application 
of the clcdfric fiuid, which in true palfy 
never docs any good. To do this, thofc 
remedies which animate the nerves, 
and quiet their derangement, are mofi 
to be depended upon. In this clafs, 
opium ftands the ftrft, w'hich when ac- 
companied by the warm gums and bal- 
lams,a!thcr,camphor,cfrcntialoiis,wine, 
valerian, and luchlikc, are the remedies 
moft to be depended on. But previous 
to their ufc, the ftate of the prince \ iae 
Ihould be attended to, this being often 
the feat of the difeafe j and our iirft 
ftep, in every inftance, Ihould be the 
common pradtice of giving avomitj ami 
this having had its pro]u'r rftcri, fto- 
inachjc purges Ihould be givei\ fufTlcieiif 
to fcour the alimcntai y canal, inierpo- 
fing every evening after the operation 
of this medicine, an opiate to quiet the 
nerves. If in confcqucnct* ol this treat- 
ment the underftanding becomes at all 
^ore clear, and the fmallcll lharc' of 
voluntary motion returns, there is hoj>c 
of perfedt recovery. But if the ftu- 
pidity and fenfe of pain in the head con- 
tinues, there is little hopes ot the pa- 
tient's doing well. The Doctor was 
firft led to life opium in thefe com- 
plaints', by witnclhngits good eliedU m 
a lady afflicted with hemiplegia, but 
to whom he gave opium in order to re- 
lieve the irritation of a fore, and was

One in particular is curious ; of palfy 
occurring in a hoy from worms, whei^ 
the ojnum adfed as a vermifuge, cau- 
fing the difeharge of great numbers of 
thefe animals, as well as completely 
coring the complaint.

Thh 
fpecies of palfy alfo often arifes fronj 
cold, and from rhcuraatifms. In atl 
*theff- infr^nces irritating and attenu«. 
ating medicines arc of ufe, fuch as tha 
volatile falls, Dover’s powder, &c. Buf 
from hence we Ihould be cautious not. 
to conclude, that the fame remedies arc 
applicable in the true palfy. To th^ 
clafi. the Dodtor alfo refers palfy arifiiig 
from the aclion ol lead upon the bow^clsx 
and recommends for its cure I’nuiir 
j)urges, and afterwards the balfam of 
Peru. 

Sedt. V. treats of the common re- 
mcilieb or pally. Of what are com*- 
monly termed ftimulants the Dodtor 
w'holiy difapprovcs.

The 
root llioukl be taken up at the end of 
the year, and is in its moft pcrfc6t ftate 
after having remained feven yearsin the 
ground. 7 he procefs of curing is to be 
c.>^ldu^^tcd in the following manner : 
As Toon as a root wcughing from 3 to 
70 pounds IS dug up, let it be wa&ed 
tlvorougbly clean ; let the fibrous root* 
be taken away, and not the fmalleft 
panicle t/f bark left on the large ones. 
Let rhefe be cut into pieces of four 
intdi( s in brc.,Jth, and one and a half in 
depth, wjrh a hole half an inch Tqiiare 
in the middle of each.

'I'liathif difcrplcs fiiPy conceived ihe foicc 
of his direfliun, aud comprehended the 
r^afonabltiKfs of if, is clear from their 
fubfirque^t cuiidu6f. Afier having of* 
fered :hc benefits of hfs religion to the 
Jews, accoiding to the of prii*riTy, 

iiey turned thomfehft^ lentq the G entile 
aod'dd'petlcd abi^ad ioi the ^lonuus pur- 


poTe of proclaiming the good news of th« 
Chriftian revelation in Afia, Africa, and 
Europe, even to the very ifiands of tfie 
fVa. They were fo ardent and unremitted 
in their piims labouis as to endure with 
chcerfulnefs all the hardfhips refulting 
from penuiy, the reproaches and pcrfecu- 
tions of people bigoted in favour of their 
idolatrous (uperftitiuns, and the fatigues 
and miferics attendant upon perpetual tra« 
veiling and the change of climates. 

Piovided they could draw ever fofmall 
a number from ignorance and error, they 
voluntarily hazaided their lives to accom« 
plifh the noble, the benevolent defign* 
Tin- gifts they enjoyed of working mi- 
racles, and of furakiiig in different lan- 
guages, were fufficient indicarion.*. iliat 
they weic dcfignated to make manifefithe 
do^liines of Chrtftianity in every country, 
and among all the tribes of mankind. 
And the apoftles nd th> ir immediate luc- 
ccflbrs made iha' me of thole gifts which 
was beft ca^culaud to accoinplilh the end 
for which thcyweie l>eifowed upon them: 
they preached in fetfon and out of fea- 
foii with an adonifiiing force of elo- 
quence produced by the waimcft zeal j 
and their futceis was in txa6\ piopoition 
to the value of ihcir labours, and to the 
difmtcrcftednels ot their motives. 

In p^rufjng the hiftory of St. Paul, we 
are charmed with the upnghinefs of his 
hcarr, the noblcncfs of his diipofition, 
and the uniform o)>ennels of his tem^)er} 
but vi’c arc Itiuck with a reverence at the 
geii rolls zeal which canicsi him forlhni- 
to fuch a vnirty of couiitiics, thiougb 
fneh unparal eled dilHculties, and in ipiie 
of a I mod I niui mountable obflades, that 
he might have the unfpeakabic happmels 
of iinpaitlng the heft of bkiiings to his 
trdow- crea lilts. — What but the finnelt 
conv 6hun of the ahfolutc nectflity there 
IS foi men’s being influenced by Chnftian 
piiiic’piesio conflitote then prtleniund fu- 
tuie happinels, could have prompted ihat 
holy and indefatigable fervant of truth to 
uiidei go fuch an immenfe weight of labour, 
and tochufeeven death itfelf in itscruelieii 
t(r^O’^, rnther than relmquifh the ardu- 
ous pill lull ? find it been a mere mauer 
ot indifference whether men are Chiifiian> 
or not, and was it ceitain that the bght 
pf natuial leligion is fu/Hcient tor the 
wan»5 of mai.kiiid^ Our Saviour would 
never have commanded, nor wouM his 
dilciples have obeyi^l his precept to fuch 
a prodigious laiitude, as to preach bis 
^ofpel in all pails of the tlien known 

They wtre perfectly renfible, from the 

iullstt 
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Ailleft experience, of the abiblute nrcefUty 
naiiicind hiive of a divine revelation to 
"iipply the defeats of nature, to add 
hength to the weaknefs of reafon, and to 
sjive conference a greater bias to virtue 
han the bare pi ofj>ecl of good in the pre- 
sent world. 

They were convinced, that no religion 
.>uf vih.it has an influence upon the heart, 
iiiJ has for its foundation the evidence 
)t a future date, can be at a!! adequa eto 
Tupply the w.inisoi' man, by i*ediicing tlie 
tings of his conlcicnce into a godiy tor- 
•ow tempered w.th hope, and giving his 
nind a mod fubdantial coufolation wiien 
>oi^iiantly diditlfed. 

Nothing but the ftrongeft perfiiafion of 
he utility of Chrifiianity, could have 
nade lliofe excellent m.:n fis earned and 
ndefati^able in pi caching it throughout 
he known woild, and to every o mature. 

When the apodle Paul fays, kn<rwing 
'he terrors of the Lord ’we perfuadr merit 
.le undoubtcilly Infuied the iieccflity of 
.lerfuading men to receive tliC benign re- 
relation, from the fiiilrd certainty of its 
icing the O’ ly means of avoiding piinifh- 
inent in a futuie dale of exlltencc. I'lie 
mdeavour to exJi’icate his fellow-ciea- 
turcs, therefore, fiom a fjtuation which 
naturally tended to that duadful con- 
demnation, was pt'iKtSUy conlilieat with 
the piiieit principles of gratitude and be> 
nevolence. A grateful lenle of what great 
things Heuven had <lane toi him, itid a 
love for his fellow creatures, would natu- 
rally prompt his geneious mind to cxer- 
cile all the powers of lealoning to peiluade 
others to partake of the lame inettnnable 
benehrs. And this conduff not only cha- 
raeferized the immediate tolloweis of the 
Author of the Chiiliran Ichcnie, but the 
fame Ipirit was ailo diduled among iheir 
dire6f fu ccedois.

Their very pcrfecutors were ma<le the 
fubjedts of their pious exhortation^* and 
fervent prayers. Flune who mod ciiuJ- 
ly ufed iiiem, and m^nt bitteily bl f- 
pnemed the lacred name by which thele 
iMudnous confclfors were railed, aid not 
receive in return the reproichcs natural 
tpr human when violently imiaud 
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to throw back, on the injunous ; neither 
did they exeicife that dern contempt which 
the ancienT and modern Iceptics have fb 
higidy applauded m the S-oiesj — on the 
contiaiy, ih^ Chi lifiaii i'utrciers preached 
the golp I of peace, and the means of at- 
taining a iuiuie (fate of happintfs to their 
enemies^ ativi whetiu r thcii religion waf 
true or noL, it (he ved thi excellency of its 
iiifli. ence upon the dilpolitions of its vo» 
tej'ies, in maku'C tin. ,i d i'oiis that their 
bittered perf^cuiois fho-. ld ih/<re nis blef- 
fing*;. If f ie\\ s liow well adapted this 
fyflem i:» to make men peac(‘ab)e, juf\, and 
be.icvolent members of i'ociew j and thaf 
it is, in fufl, the only icligiu.-, which be- 
ing midc the public profefTion oV a biHte, 
has a power to ‘<ivc foi^-e to ihe /^ly^.and 
fccui.iy to the hbeities ol the [»eople. 

From ihefe conJ- leiat.ons a jtdl-cfion 
will naturally occiii Tn lIic ben'^voleiK 
mind, tiiat d inch w.is ti.c conduil and 
luch thU* mo’ive^ of ilie hi It pujp i gators 
of Chridimiiv, a fitnruir coiuiiict and 
limilnr mot'v 'i ought to a£^uatL* its vota- 
lies even mr thi' ,neKnu pciiod. Tlieiearc 
dill corners of tuc cai tu enveloped with the 
dai xntl^ idolatry and ignorance, into 
which the rays '.f Cunibamiy have not#* 
ail or veiy impel Jc.’iy penetraii.d. It is 
not incumbent, indctd, upon men to de- 
part from then dorucdic duties, and front 
tUe.r preient relation m fociet), to adopc 
the atxiiums ch'ija6lei* of miflionaiies; 
but it is the dni!:l duty, 1 apprehend, nf 
ail Chridian focitiies to be active in the 
liippoii of mdriuns foi tlie piopagaiion of 
thei- ».omm ill bath. Tne command of 
its x\<uitor lo Lias purpofe, is /till binding 
upon liioie who are called ' y ids name j 
atid iheitfoie gratitude o him, and the

That a fimilar Vote (hall be given to the 
Officers, Subalterns, icc, for their naerito- 
rious Vervices under the aufpices of the 
Noble Marquis during the war in India. 

Lord Grenville feconded thefe motions* 
Lord Rawdon could not fuffer the Vote 
relative to the Noble Marquis to pafs with- 
out declaring his mod hearty concurrence ; 
and chiefly becaufe he had the honour to 
ferve under him in America, and had been 
an eyc-witnefs to his gallantry when the 
tide of fortune was adverfe.

WEDNESDAY, DEC. I9. 

Lord Grenville faid, that the vaft number 
foreigners and aliens now in this country, 
and the difpofitions and pradlices of fome of 
them, had given the officers of Government 
fufpicion of their evil intentions towards 
this country. He (hould not enter into the 
merit of the Bill*which he now held m his 
hand, as it vi^is his intention to fubmit the 
propriety of having it printed, in order that 
all the provifions of it might be well under- 
flood by their Lordlhips, when the principles 
of the Bill came under confulcratioii at the 
fccond reading. Tlie general view of the 
Bill wns, to provide againfl any evil tint 
fnight be apprehended from the great num- 
ber of foreigners in tills country. In former 
days the picrogativc of the Crown of i^feif 
governed cafes of this nature,' and that pre- 
rogative wjs confidcred to be very extenfive j 
fur a length of time, however, thib power 
had not been cxercifed, and, p<irlnps, fome 
might think it obfoleie. This Kill had no 
reference to that fubjc^l — it neither incre.ifcd 
nor diVninifhed the prerogative of the Crown 
— the law on lint point IhoulU be entiiely 
untouched by this Bill. 

I'he Bill w.is then read a flift lime, and 
ordered to be printed. The title is, “ A Bill 
to regulate Aliens, It was aftei-vvards 

ordered to Lc Le(Rl a fecund time on Fiiday 
next. * 

THURSDAY, DEC. 20. 

iiord Loughborough’s Bill for the revival 
of the Lords’ Afl pafled the Committee. 

Loid Grenville informed their Lordfliips, 
th^iC printed copies of the Bill for impofing 
HcUridfions upon Aliens in this Coantty 
Were laid upon the table previous to a fe- 
cond reading. 

The Marquis of Lanfdowne declared, that 
this Bill Was not more remarkable for its 
principle than for the picc.pitancy with 
uh.cli it was ofleicd to the Hoafe* Ho de-

dared bis intention of oppoTing it. in all its 
Rages. 

Friday, dec. 21* , 

Lord Rodney and the Bifhop of Exeter 
took the oaths and their feats. 

Lord Grenville rofe to move the fecon 4 
reading of the Bill to eflablifh regulations re- 
lative to aliens coming into this kingdom, or 
fuch as were refident ihereiti, under certain 
circum fiances. 

The M.irqiiis of Lanfdowne rofe and ex* 
prefled his difapprobation both of Uie prin- 
ciple of the Bill, and the hurry and precipi- 
tancy with which Minillers endeavoured to 
have it pafled through the Houfe. It was 
to him extraordinary and unprecedented. 
He agreed in the propriety of entering into 
fome fdutary meafure relative to the relief 
of thofe foreigners whom the didraflions on 
Che Continent had forced to feck an afylunn 
in this country j it callecHoudly for the in- 
terference of Parliament. Thefe unfortu- 
nate men had nothing to fubf.ft on but the 
charitable donations of indlv'duals, and, front 
their vaft numbers, thefe modes of r elief vvera 
fa» from being ffifficienr. 

Ills Lordflup expreifcd his aftonilhment 
at the rcla£lance which both Houfes of 
Parliament (cemed to feci at the idea 
f mling a Minifter to negociatc with th« 
cxifting Government of h ranee, and to com- 
pofo the mifunderflanding which feemsd to 
c\ift between the two nations, and which 
ficmed now ready to break out into an open 
rupture. The fending of a Mlniftcr to 
France would not only ttnd to tlie preven- 
tion of a war between tin. country and, her, 
and to the confeqjeiit efIu.rion of our blnod 
and trtufure, hut riughc comj>ofc the trou- 
bles that now cxilted on t!iw Continent be- 
tween the Bellig'ircuc Puacts, to whicli 
Aulliia and Ihuliia would be the more in- 
clined, inafinuc'i .is the *!iliaoce of the uat 
of war from ihfic.couiui ioi would be fo dif- 
advantageou’; to tluni, and add to tliq; ac- 
quilitions of the Ficr.ch aimy. 

H is Loidffiip obfcrvcd, that this counCr;f 
ffionld too well know tlie blclfings of penes 
to rufh into a dangcious and expen/ive war, 
the event of v\hich would be uncertain, 
wliich w'ould heap frefli burthens on us, and 
deftrsy the fruits of labour, induftry, and 
commerce. An inlet ference relative to tbs 
navigation of the Scheldt could not juftify us 
in fuch proceeding 5 and he then had a com- 
munication in hi5 fund, by winch, if au- 
thentic, it w'ould app**.tr that tiie Dutch 
did not objcfl fo-fcnoull/ to tire opening of 
that river, as tint it wonid be neceffiiry fur 
us ou chat account to enter into war wich'^ 
France. 

M TIm 
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The prefent (late of an unhappy monarch 
waa another remfbn which, in the eyes of 
every feeling man, fhoald render a negocia- 
ttoci with France necclTary. This unforta> 
nate Perfonage, who might, be called the 
Keflorer of Liberty to France, was now in 
a date of imminent danger, as well as de- 
ICradation. A timely interference, chere- 
f(U*e, on the part of this country, might 
prevent his fate, which probably had not 
b$ea as yet determined. 

His Lordfhip had t^o motions to make 
Ofi the above fubjelAs ; and if they did not 
meet the concurrence of the Houfc, he how- 
ever woulJ be confcious of having done his 
duty. The firft was, “ That an humble 
Addrefs be prefcnted to his Majcfty, re- 
queuing that his Majedy would be graci- 
oully pleafed to appoint a Minider for the 
pur|>ofe of iiegijciating with the perfons who 
cxercifed the Exvutivc Government in 
France ; and who fhouU) reprefent co that 
Council his Majedy’s feelings as to the fita- 
ation of Louis the XV 1th j and endeavour 
that no injury (hould take place as to his 
prrft)o i'* and that, fecondly, ** An humble 
Addrefs be prefented to his Majedy, in- 
treating that his Majedy would be pleafed to 
fend an Ambaffador to negociate with the 
Tkecucive Council of France, and reprefent 
to the Members of that Council his Majedy's 
compatTion for the ruuatioii of liie unfoitu- 
nate Emigrants in this country fiom the 
French nation, who were in a lf»te of fa- 
ijtiine, but that his Majcdy intended to con- 
iccrt raeafurcs for their lelief, by giving them 
fettlemcncs in Canada, and to requed that 
thefe Emigrants might be mide ionie redi- 
tution by the French nation for ilie lofs of 
their edates.*' 

Lord Grenville fpoke for fome time againft 
the naotions which had been made by the 
noble Marquis. A negociation with France, 
l>e contended, would be impolitic and in* 
effedlual ^ and it ijid not become the dignity 
of ttfis country to treat with fiich perfons as 
look ui>on themfelves the Guvenimant of 
France. 

The Duke of Norfolk fnpported the mo- 
tion. 

Lord Sydney oppofediton the famegrounds 
which L trd Grrnvillt: went upon. 

The Marqu's of Lanfdowne again fnp- 
ported bis motion for fending an Ambad.idor 
lO France; and depicca'ed the Ircquent 
"mentinii of that woid dignuy, which had 
been fo onfonunately ufed on many former 
occaiions, but particubily iu the calc of 
Ameiica. At the time of our hodihties 
^ with that country, it had been repe »tedly 
faid in botl? Houfes of HarhiOYicnt, ih.it k 
UMKiid be difgraostul to the kingdom-— 


neath her dignity — to treat with fuch 
temptible people as the Americans. But 
this country was afterwards glad to do ib ; 
and pei^aps it might hereafter be the cafe 
with refpe^l to France. The fonAions of 
Government were cxercifed there i and ho 
could fee no humiliation on our part in ne« 
gociating with the perfons who cxercifed it, 
efpccially when two fuch deiirable objedls 
were likely to be attained as his motions 
went to apply for. 

At the recommendation of the Duke of 
Norfolk, the noble Marquis withdrew his 
Arit motion ; but infifted on having dial ono 
relative to Emigrants put to the fenfe of tbo 
Houfe. 

Lord Longhboroogh oppofed it, and oh* 
ferved, tliac no perfon could be faid, in this 
country, to be in a ftate of famine. 

Lord Lnnfdowne replied, that although 
the coLujtry was rich and plentiful, yet the 
unfortunate men whom this motion went to 
relieve were, for the greatcB part of them, 
in an a61aal flate of want.* The whole of 
the Fiench Emigrants amoun|Q4 to about 
8 ,oco, and it was iropoffible that the dona- 
tions of private individuals could be of much 
fervice to fo great a number. 

Lord Grenville again oppofed the motion* 
He faid there was a number of perfons from 
France who were emiffaries, ^d had car- 
ried arms about them. Belides, the fevere 
deciee paffed againft all Emigrants by the 
National Convention, would render any in- 
terference of ours ufelefs and abfurd. 

Tlie motion was negatived without a di- 
vi/iun. 

Lord Grenville then entered into the con- 
fideration of the Bill which was before the 
Houfe, 

The Duke of Portland fuppoited the mo- 
tion, becaufe he conceived it neceffary in the 
prefent fituation of affairs. 

Lord Lauderdale oppofed the motion, and 
condemned the condu^ of MtoiAers, who 
had adled inconfinently with ihemfelves ou 
the piefcnt uccafiou, for they were about to 
deny protedlion to thofa unfortunaia men 
who were ohi ged to fly from France 5 and 
fo far their oonducl coincided with that of 
the Governmeiu of Fiance, whofe procecd- 
iogs they had laboured fo much to paint m 
the niofl deteftablc light. 

The Marquis of ^nfdowne perfifled in 
hib oppofitiou to the motion j and entertained 
no doubt but that it was intended as the 
forerunner of the fufpenfion of the baheas 
cor pul .ad) ; and that its fiifpenflon, wnh rc- 
fpet^f to foreigners, was only a prepsratory 
ftep to the fame with refpci^ to the people 
of EnglanJ. 

Loid Hawkefbury fupporced the onorion. 

TlU! 
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The Duke of Leeds likewife fupported it, 
and declared, thac he would himfelf, if ne* 
celTary, vote for a fofpenfioQ of the habeas 
torpui aft, even with refpedt to the people 
of this country. 

Lord Stormont fupported the motion* 

The Bill was read a fecond time, and or* 
dered Co be committed.

ALIEN BILL. 

The order of the day being read, the 
Houfe refolved itfelf into a Committee of 
the whole Houfe, Lord CaihcarC in the 
chair; and on motion of Lord Crenville, 
the Bill was read paragraph by paragraph, 
the blanks filled up, and a variety of amend- 
ments made therein. 

The principal movers of the amendments 
were, ^rds Thurlow, Loughborough, and 
Qrenville ; Marquis of Lanfdowne, Duke of 
Norfolk, and Earl Lauderdale. Ttiofc pro- 
pofed by tiie three latter Lords were nega> 
tived ; thofe which were made by the three 
former were accepted, and went merely to 
the legal forms of wording, and not to any 
alteration of the fpint of the Bill. 

In a Committee of this nature, it is a con 
verfation at the (able, and not a debate, which 
paffes. To follow it with regularity would 
be therefore impoffible. ^ 

Lord Loughborough contended for the 
legality of feveral of the claufes which weie 
conceived to be erropeoufly worded by Lord 
Thurlow, and he fupported his opinion fuc- 
cefsfully ; but he fulmitted of the juffice of 
an alteration in refpeft to what related to 
Scotland, .*)s in that country the words ba^ 
and traKfpQrtation had 3 different 
meaning from that by which they were 
underfluod in Kngland, and the claufe there- 
foie was amended. 

Earl Spencer, in the courfe of the evening, 
took occafion to exprefs his hearty concur- 
rence with the conduft of his Majrtfy's Mi- 
liiQers as to the pi'efent Bill, and laid they 
fhould have his fuppurt in the me.ifijrcf they 
were now fo piopcrlv t.-.king ; and he 
trijfted that, at this critical mumenc, all 
men would unite in Arengtbernng the hands 
of the Executive Government, and m fup- 
prefTing whatever might tend to dillnib the 
tranquillity of the kingdom, or endanger its 
moft valuable Conttnu'ion. By this, how- 
ever, he did not me.tn to have it iindcrfliMKl 
that he agreed in political fcntiment*; in any 
other me.ifure with the prefent Mimhiy. 
Their ideas and Ins widely diHcred as to the 
general political fcale by which Admimftra- 
t-on (hould be governed ; but this was not 
the Time for difcullVig th^fe points. Tliere 
was but one objeft bcfoic the great hotly of 


the people at prefent— and that combined in 
it the fafety of their Confliiution and tHe 
dignity and honour of the empire. For 
this the people in and out of Parliament had 
united-— all little political bickerings were 
forgotten — ^and the nation Teemed to have 
but one mind. He had already faid he gave 
h'l concurrence to the prefent Bill, and he 
wifhed now to guard Miniflers againft any 
abufe of that confidence he placed in them 
by fo doing, as there were Tome firetches of 
power in one or two of the cUufes that no- 
thing but the moft urgent neceflity fhould 
oblige them to exeicife. 

Eail Lauderdale was very flrennous to 
have the claufe refpefting fervants altered. 
He conceived it to he a hard cafe "that a gen* 
tleman of tins country coming here from 
France fhould have his fervants ftopped, 
ffle r arms taken from them, and a kind of 
inquifitinn eftabiifhed td make ihem confefs 
w'ho ihry were, wheie they uere going, 
and u^.it their bufinefs was. He thought 
It alfo a very hard cafe, that a Frenchman 
who c -.me over from motives of cuiiofity 
fhould he treated as the fufpefted fpy of an 
enemy — that his fword, which y/AZ a part 
of his iliefs, fhould be feized; and that when, 
perhaps, he did not rightly know how Joag. 
he fhould ftay in London, or where he fhould 
tefide, he muft deferibe his laft place of 
abode — bis intended place of refidence, and 
have a pafTport to prevent his being arrefted 
as a fufpicious perfon. This was not the 
conduft uf the French towards Englifhmen ; 
for even when there was a general- fearch 
for aims in Pans, and that the municipal 
officers came lo his refidence— for he hap^ 
pened hy chance to be in France at the time 
— aItbou 5 h he h.d two pair of piftols, iliey 
only afked him “ if they were for his per- 
fonal fafety and on being Cold they were, 
veiy poli’^ely wiihdicw. 

Lord Lougliborough faid, the cafe which 
his Lorddiip ftated, and the meafure to be 
provided againft by the prefent Bill, were 
widely diilerent ; nor did he fee any im- 
propriety, but much good precaution, in 
difji miiig every Frenchman i and the French 
would do the fame in a funiiar cafe w'ith 
Vifitois fiom us { but they had no C4ule to 
fiifpi.ft fucb of the few Englifti as go tliere, 
of overturning their new-fangled Conftitu^ 
cion. They were fiiends to that kind of 
Kepublicanifm which now diflrafts that un- 
happy country ; and in refpeft to the incoo- 
vcmeiicc of flopping perfoos and examining 
tliem, thn was very (mail indeed — aor 
could he fee the impropiiety of fuhjeftlng 
the emigrant or the vifitor to that trouble, 
when he could neither tell from whence he 
came, to w hat place he was going, nor what 
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ha meant to do. Nothing that he fa'*d could 
perfonally affe^ the Noble Lord, as his refi- 
dence m town and country was well known, 
and he always knew where he was going, 
from whence he came, and what he meant 
to do. 

Lord Cathcart, after a converfalion which 
lafted until part nine o’clock, the amendments 
hav.ng paffed, and the b 11 got through, quit- 
ted tliw chair and reported the bill. 

Lord Grenville moved that it fhould be read 
a tinrd time on Monday, and then the iloufe 
a4)ouraed to that day,

Lord Loughborough in a moA animated 
fpecch luppoited the bill. He aAted Lord 
Lauderdale if he was feiious in faying, ** he 
faw no danger to this country.'* Was there 
none in the feditious pamphlets ilTued, and 
ciammed into every hole and corner of the 
kingdom \ none m the feditious clubs holding 
corietpondence with France, encouraged by 
the Convention, and endeavouring tooverawe^ 
like the J.icobins, the Legiflature 21 Yes, theie 
VI as danger, and Minirters would not liaxts 
done their duty had they not adled with vi- 
gour, and prepai i J tliemfelves againrt iniidi- 
ous attack. He inrtanced the condudk of 
Q^een Llizaheih's Minirti y in guarding againft 
the machinations of Spam, to ihew that ad- 
miRifiration had a precedent for what they 
now did. He then alluded to Xhe^Ubctjtn of the 
French; noticed the circumrtjnce of a Mem- 
ber of the Convention denying the exilfenc* 
of a God, and being applauded; and afked if ic 
was u.'itli fnch lulers and fuch moiality we 
were to form alliances. 

W'ould the Noble Lord fay, that the fyf- 
tem ertablvfhtd for tjae prefent moment in 
that c >uiuiy uid not declare in their Conven- 
tion, that all love and affeflion and duty 
iliuuld ceafe betivcen parent and child, as foon 
9s the child was able lofeedirfjlf — that theie 
was Domoial obligation pending, and thaC 
piivate chaflity and virtue were miflaken 
ideas imbibed from a falfe education ? If he 
did, the decrees of the National AlTembly 
and their aeb.ites would foon infoi m him to 
if e C'li trary . Would the Noh'e Lord at- 
It nipt to deny that th s fame ruling power, 
by (he r authoniy, lent mrn 1 . no the farmers 
y tn's 10 lake away the corn ; and that when 
the 1 itmer rt monrtrated, the Municipal Of. 
fi cr i >ld him, the I ird was indeed his, but 
all coin beloiigetl to the people — for them it 
gicw, and amongthem it ought to be divided? 

Lord Lougtibniough then fp^keof the Af- 
fouitions jgMnil Rcpublicanv, .ind declared 
thiin 1 gjil. He bt^’ged to intoim tiie Noh'e 
L>it', tiiai ab th fc Meetings were legal, he 
Ihoulci flale Ihnu w hiCh were not legal.— It 
w IS a hi h breach of the Jaw ard (he Criilfi- 
tui on foi any 1 ociv ol men to .ifTtrnlile, ^iid in- 
loki.ily '^tid ditrngly to piiblifli Kefoiutions 
d dilator) ot iheii difappi obalioii of tl«e ju- 
dical coiufudl of a Mcigirtiate high m office, 
\dio aisled legally iiuder that autlionty with 
wh'clithel-'iv lad invdled him. It was a 
da .i g vio'a'ion of liie law to aflcmble and 
piibjiih opinions which militated agamrt the 
exp'tfs letter and fjurit of an exilling A€i of 
F^iliMUient. Let the Nol.le Lord comment 
on lhi:». He abilities to uodei rtand, and 
cinnoc miflakc wtut the real Con'h.tution is. 
It iS not tuuiukd ill iliC Wild idtasoln iftakcn 
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plulofophy* Its bafis is Juftice— its <lruc- 
tura is Wiftlom. The Nobte Lord had faid 
that we were not warranted in entertaining 
any ideas of inlurre^lioii in this country, or 
in any juCl (uppofition that the£n(;h(h would 
ever attempt to follow the French in their 
new political maxims. To this he ftiould 
reply, that when the French firlt altered 
their fyftcm of Government, and imprifoned 
their Monarch, there was a gleam of joy, 
which could not be hid, very vifible on the 
countenances of a ceicain dcfcription of peo- 
ple, and perhaps they went fome extraordina- 
ry lengths in celebrating the event. This 
was in lume meaiuie checked by the vaft ar- 
maments f«)imed againft the ufurping power 
in France ^ and when the Auflrian and 
PrufTian armie.s approached the capital, all was 
'difmayvii h a certain party. They hung 
their he.ids in filent defpair, and Confidered 
the fyftcm of levclizition and plunder as for 
ever deployed ; but when the fate of war had 
changed the afpefl of fuccefs to the combined 
armies, the joy of a ceitain p.irty knew no 
bounds, > and the focictics again opened their 
(Communications in a manner publicly hoiiile 
to our Conditution. Emh.diics were fent to 
France, to congratulate the atheiClical National 
AiTembly of that country cn their fuccefs, and 
even fo far as to proroife tlie aflidance of cer- 
tain numbers here in cafe of an infurre£lion, 
who would endeavour to plant their tree of 
infamous liberty in this happy country. 
Was nut this full time for the Executive Go. 
yerimient of this country to interfere? Would 
not the Noble Lord declare, that M millers 
were culpable, if they permitted fuch roa’-ters 
to pafs unnoticed ? Government did in:er> 
fere } a Proclamation followed, which had 
(he defired eiledl : and then Aflbciations 
were formed, which befpoke the fenfe of 
the country in fuch a manner as made thofe 
foclccles hide their diminift^cd heads. 

One thing moie he wifhed to remark was, 
that much had been faid about a peifon well 
known here ^thc ci iitvant Duke of Orleans 
we fuppofe to be meant), and who piobably 
would be profcribed in Ins omd country, and 
naturally ferek an afylum among ineEnghlli, 
not being by the pi efent Bill allowed the le- 
gal benthts wliicti he formeily enjoyed here. 
To tins he fhotild without any referve reply, 
that if even that perfon attempted to land here, 
he Ihould not be permitted to contaminate Bri- 
tifh giound, for he wa: a difgrace to his own 
piuiury, where he had o|icnly and in public 
Affembly deciaicd, that the fii ft principle of 
the liuman mind oughc to l>e infurie^ftion 
bgainft Monarchy. — He trufted M'nifteis 
would (hew apiopir fpintin rt-jc^lmg iii^h a 
man as this. His Lordfhip then G:d, he le- 
fiAed the motion of Lord Guildford, apd 
gave bis hearty aflcnc to the Bill,

Lord Lauderdale felt himfelf ektremeljr 
hurt at what fell from the Noble Lord. Ho 
called it a cruel attack on him who had fa

Lord Loughborough, in a fhort reply, faid^ 
he never was of any party with the NoMe 
Earl.

Mr. Fox faid, he w'fhed not to make anjf 
commenr on the fentiments of others upon 
this fubjeA ; what he was rnofl folicitous 
about was, the making clearly underftood 
liis own. I beg leave to fay,” added he, 

that what has fallen from my Hon. Friend 
(Mr.Shertdan), and what he has been pleafed 
to apply the vrotds magnanimity f jujiice^ and 
mercy to, tiad no rcfcience whatever to the 
proceedings on an impending event, which 
we all deprecate, and which every hnncfl 
heart in Europe wiQies to avert ; I mean the 
unhaj^py fituaticn of the Royal Family of 
France, on which, although the ftibjcA is 
not fpecihcally before us, I with to fay a 
few, and but a few words. I therefore beg 
leave to declare, that the proceedings oh that 
awful event are fo far from being magna- 
nimity^ jujiice^ or wrrry, that they are 
^ireiHly the reverfe, thic they are 
injufucCy cruelty y and yuJiUanimity, This fon- 
timcnt will, I hope, before it n too late, 
gain ground in France, for 1 have rcafon to 
believcy that there is in that country a dtfpo- 
Jinon to attend to the opinions and Jenhments of 
this ; and 1 rejoice to hear by every tefti- 
mony 1 can have, that it is the unanimous 
fenfe of this Houfe, and of this country, 
that the manner in which the unhappy Royal 
Family in France are treated, is, as I have 
before deferibed, founded in injufiice, cruelty, 
and pufillanimity ! 1 own this fuhje^l has 

made a deep impreffion on my mind, and it 
has juff occurred to me* (perhaps a better 
mode may he ecfily devifed} hut it has 
occurred to me that this Houfe Ihould 
addiefs his Majefly for a gracious communi** 
cation of (he words, or the fubtfance of his 
Majefty's dirc<51iotis to Lord Gower, in con- 
fctpience of which his Lordfhip left Pans. — 
*1 tied 1 Oiuuld propofe an addrets of thanks 
to hi.s Maje/ly for his gracious communica- 
tion ; after whch J would add an expref- 
fi -11 of f ur abhorrence of the pioceedings 
•tgaiiifi the Koyal Family of France, m 
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<which, I have no doubt, we (hall be fnpport- 
•d by the whole country. 

Mr. Fox likewife faid, that had 40,000 
feamen been deemed neceifary inftead of 
05,000, they would have been voted by 
him. 

Mr, Fitt readily adopted Mr. Fox’s idea, 
and it was refolved toaddreHi his Majerty for 
copies of Lord Gower's orders for quirting 
Pans; which would be a means, at of 
(hewing the abhorrence of that Houfc of the 
proceedings ngainfl the King of France, and 
of juftifying itfoJf to pofterity. He was happy 
to find that the Houfe, when he was not a 
Member, had given his Majefly convincing 
proofs of their determination to fupport him ; 
and that they were willing to vote the necef. 
fary fupplics, if we fhould be unhappily com- 
pelled to a war for the fecurity of ouifelves 
and allies. He begged leave, however, Co 
remark on a propofition made to the rioufe 
the other day, when he could not be prefent, 
or be thought he could have fliewn that it 
was againft the dignity of the Crown, againft 
the inttrefl of the public, and, finally, un- 
principled and dlfgiaceful.

Fox refpeOing 
trench affairs, and his eauitacinns at the de- 
feat of the combined armies, at the head of 
which was the ally and relation of England 
He reprobated the wliole condudf of the

Conflitution, and to fave the country from 
the evident attacks meditated egainfl it. 

The Marquis of Titchfleld agreed foUjr 
with the Hon. Baronet, that it was the doty

Mr. Dnndas rofe to call the attention of

From the no- 
tice a year fince given to the Company of 
the expiration of their Charter, that fubj^A 
moft early come tmder Che confnleration of 
Che Houfe, and of the pub!'rc. It was his 
intention to take fuch meafures as might

Judge of the trade. He c»includcd by 
moving for copies of the reports made from 
a Select Committee of the Court of Direc- 
tors of the £afl India Company, relative to 
Cheir trade, commerce, dec. to the Board of 
Trade of his MajeAy’s Mod Honourable 
Privy Council. 

The motion being put and agreed to, 
Mr. Ramfay, who attended at the door 
from the Company, prefented the Accounts, 
which were ordered to be printed. 

Mr. Serjeant Waifoo brought up the 
Report of the Committee on the Alien Bill, 
when the Attorney General rofe, and, 
after noticing the confiderablc alterations 
which had taken place in the Committee, 
moved to have the Bill recommitted ; which 
being immediately agreed to, the Houfe m 
a Committee went through the Bill with 
feveral Amendments and additional ciaufes ; 
and being refumed, the Bill was reported, 
and ordered to be printed, and the RepoiX Co 
be confidered on Friday.

The Order of tbe Day for taking int* 
confideration the Report of the Committee oik 
the above Bill having been read, 

Mr. M. A. Taylor rofe and faid, tlie 
power which the Bill Chen under confidcra- 
tfon would give to Miniflers, was foch af, 
in bis opinion, ought not to be ghren to anj 
let of men wtoever. It was become fa- 
ftiionable, he obferved, to confider thoSs 
who oppofed Miniiters on this oceafion aa 
encuuragers of fedkion and infurredtioR. 
But thefe infinuacions fhoold not deter him 
from doing bis duty • in voting againft this 
Bill, he was not influenced by cither regard 
for, or hoflility Co, hh Majefly's prefent 
fervants ; he knew chat fome people in the 
Houfe were difpofed to think that the Coa- 
flituiion had been faved by chofe very Mi- ^ 
ntflers j for his part, he would not heiiuce 
to avow, that in his opinion, it might' be 
very eafily faved without them. He con- 
cluded againflthe Bill. 

Loi d Wycomb faw no neceflity for the 
Bill, from danger either without or within. 
He expatiated on the ill eonfequences of a 
war in our prefent fituation, and was of 
opinion that the people in general were 
muLh avei fc to it. 

Lord Fielding fupported the Bilt. 

Lor<l Beauchamp was furprjfed that the 
obviou*; neceflity of tbe BiH did not ftrike 
every Gentleman, particularly when it is 
coi'ilidered, that if the influx of foreigners 
into the capital was continued but for a (hort 
while Ir^nger, their numbers might exceed 
thofe of the troops Rationed in and about the' 
metropulis.^ 

Major Maitland faid, that no ncceflity 
whatever exiRed for fuch a violent and un- 
conRituCional meafore, 

Mr. G. Hardhnge differed widely in opi- 
nion with the lait fpeakerj he contended 
that fuch a mt afore, and not one of lefs ef- 
fic.icy, was neceffary for the well* being of 
the Slate, and the exiftence of the CociRi^ 
tution. 

Mr. Jenkinfon aflerted, that it was noto- 
rious that fympconis of difaifediion and re- 
volt had appeared. The wife and vigorous 
meafures of Adminiflratinn, and the loyal 
aflbciations, had operated to keep them down. 
The proceedings of affociat'ons on a diflerent 
principle were not to be overlooked ; but 
all thofe united eflbrts of difaffedUon, he 
truflcd, would be finally crufhed by the 
operations of the Bill. 

Mr. Grey contended thaC the Bill coitit 
▼eyed the moR unconRitutionar and dange- 
rous powers to the Crown, and fuch as 

IlkOttld 
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AkmiM not bo ^iven except in cafes of the 
Sweated and mod palpable oecefiity ; and 
even of this neceflity Parliament was to he 
Che foie judge. In thefe cafes^ confidence 
Aiould not be placed m the aflertions of Mi- 
nifters, however refpcAable ; but proof, 
fubftantial proof, he faid, (bould be laid 
before them. With thefe imprrflions be 
muft deem it his duty to refid fuch a mea- 
Cure Co Che utmoft of his power. 

Lord Mulgrave defended the Bill at Tome 
length, which he infided was abfoU*:ely ne- 
celfary to preferve our happy Conftitution 
and edabiifhinent from being overturned. 

Marquis of Titchfield, chough he reprobated 
the general condudi of AdminidraCion, gave 
the Bill his fupport, as calculated to repel 
the prefenC danger. 

Mr. Wyndham and the Hon. T. Gren- 
ville each (aid a few words in favour of the 
Bill, as tending to didinguifh unfortunate 
from feditious Emigrants. 

Mr. Fox declared that hit opinion dill re- 
mained, that no danger had exided war- 
ranting the meafures purfued by Admlni- 
ftration. Much had been contended on 
the danger created by the progrefs of 
French principles and of French arms--<-on 
thofe apprehended dangers he had two di- 
din£i and completely different opinions ; 
thole who were alarmed at the progrefs of 
French principles, were, in his opinion, 
alarmed without reafon ; for he held tn 
too high edeem the good fenfe of the nation 
to believe that the French principles could 
make their wav into a country like this, ea- 
joying ration liberty. 

Mr. Pitt in a very long fpecch oppofed 
the amendment. The necedicy of all the 
lace meafures of Adminiiiration for Che fe> 
curity of the |>eace and the Conditution of the 
country he ably defended — the great law of 
fell- prefer vacion, he laid, judided the pre- 
feni Bill ; for he did not believe Chat theiie 
were more than ten, or at mo(\Jifteen, gen- 
tlemen of that Hou'fe who could dand up 
with grave faces and profefs their dtjhehef of 
exiding dangers — the falutary meafures of 
Government, however, had, and he hoped 
would, prevent the machinations againd the 
Conditution. tte reviewed the coududt of 
(he French in the countries they conquered,

An impartial pollenty will 
decide upon your condu^d with an iii- 
llexiblc feverity- Let your attitude be 
conformable to the new fun(!dions you 
arc about -to fulfil. Patience and the 
profounded filence arc fuitf d to the 
charadfer of Judges, The dignity of 
yout fitting ought to anfwcr to the Ma- 
jedy of the French People.

Accufation, 

The Prcfidcrvt — “ Louis, the French^ 
Nation accufes you. The National Con* 
vention decreed on the 3d of Decembefy 
that you Ihould be tried by it. On the * 
6ch of December it was decreed, that 
you fhould be brought to the Bar, Thj^ 
information declaratory of the Crimea 
imputed to you, is about to rtad« 
You may fit.” 

Louis fat down. 

I'hc Prcfident dated, that the French 
Nation acculcd him “ of having, on th« 
2orh of June 17H9, attacked the Sove- 
reignty of the People, by fufpending 
the Aficmbly of its Reprefentatives, 
and driving them by violence from the 
place of their Sitting.” 

Loui% — “ Tlicre exided no Laws 
which liindcrcd me frora fo doing.** 

Prcfident — “ You have cauled an 
army to march again d the Citizens of 
Pans. Your JanilTancs Ihcd the blood 
of many of them j and you did not re- 
move that Army, till the taking of thc,^ 
Ballilc, and the general J iiliirredtion, 
taught ^ ou the People would be vic- 
torious.** 

Louis — “ I had then the power pf • 
marching my Troops where 1 plcafed; 
but 1 Ind no defign of fliedding blood.^^ 

Prcfident — “ After thefe events, and 
in fpitc of \our proinifes on the 15th in 
the Conltttucnt Allembly, and on the 
17th in the Town Hall of Paris, you 
prrfidcd in youv plans againd the Na- 
tional Liberty. You for a long time 
eluded the execution of the Decrees of 
the nth of Augud, relative to the 
aboiition of perlbnal Servitude, feudal 
Regulations, and Tithes. You for a, 
long time refufed to acknowledge the 
Declaration of the Rights of Man j you 
doubled the number of your Body* 
guard, and called the Regiment df 
Flanders to Verfailles ; you allowedy 
in the orgies celebrated in your fight, 
the National Cockade to be tranapled 
under foot, the White Cockade to be 
worn, and the Nation to be blafpheracd.

, m flight you iiad long meditated. You 
wiibed, on the i8th of April, to tpuit 
Paris for St. Cloud,” 

Loui*' — “ That accufation is abfurd.** 

PrcfidLUt — “ But the rctiftance of 
dve Ciii/'jns made you feel that their 
dtflruil was great; you femght to dilli- 
putc it bv comniumcating to the Con- 
ftituent AlTciiihly a Letter winch you 
addrciTcd to ilic Agents of the Nation 
to Foreign Pl’Wci^, to aniiuuncc to 
them that you had frcclv accepted the 
Conftitutional Articles w hich liad been 
prefented to yuii ; ami yet, on the 21ft, 
you fled w’ith a falfe pail port ; you left 
at Declaration agaiiifl the lante- Conlfitu- 
tional Articles ; you ordered the Mini- 
Urcrs not to fign any of the Rciblutions 
proceeding from the AfTcmbly, and ytiu 
n>rbadc the Minillcr of Juliicc to put 
rfie Seals of State upon it. The money 
vf the PcopFc was wafted, to enfurethc 
fncccfs of that Treafon : and the public 
force under the orders of Bouillc — who 
had formerly been entriiftcd with the 
eofidu^ of the Maflfacre at Nancy, and 
to whom you wrote to take care of his

Louis — “ I have* no knowledge of the 
Memorial of the 13d of February. As to 
what relates to my journey toVarennes, 
1 refer to what 1 faid to the Com- 
milTioners of the Conflituent AlTembly 
at that time.’* 

Prcfident — ** After you was flopped 
atVarennes, the Excrcifc of the Execu- 
tive Power w as tor a moment I'ufpendcd 
in your hands, and you confpired again. 
On the 17th of July, the blood of the 
Citizens was Hied in the Champ dc 
Maro. A Letter under your hand, 
written in 1790 to La Fayette, proves 
that a Criminal CorrcfpoHdcnce cxifted 
between you and Fayette, to which 
Mirabcau hj?d acceded. Diviflon began 
under thcle cruel aufpiccs, and every 
kind of corruption was employed. You 
paid Libels, Pamphlets, and Journals, 
dcligncd to pervert the public opinion, 
to difcrcdit the Afli gnats, and to fup- 

g ort the* caufc of the Emigrants. The 
.egiliers of Septcuil (hew what enor- 
mous Turns have been employed in thefe 
freedom-deftroying manct'uvrcs. What 
have you to anfwer ? 

Louis — “ What puffed on the 17th of 
July could in no refpeit affc6l me : of 
tlic reft J have no knowledge.” 

Prcfident — “ You appeared to accept 
the Conftitution the 14th of September; 
your difcoiirlcs announced the dclire of 
maintaining it; and )ou laboured to 
overthrow it before it was completed. 

“ A Convention had been held at 
Pilnitz on the 24th of July, betweea 
Leopold of Auftria and Frederick Wil- 
liam of Bra nd e n bo urg, who engaged to, 
raifc up in France the Throne of Ab- 
folute Monarchy; and you was fileiit 
on that Convention till it was known 
through ail Europe.” 

Lour- — “ I communicated it as Toon 
as it came to my know lee gc : as for the 
reft, every thing which relates to this 
objc€l, by the Conftitution, regards tho 
Miniftcr.” 

Prcfident — Arles had raifed the 
ftandard of Revolt ; you favoured it, by 
fcndingthrec Civic Commillioners, who 
■were occupied not in reprclfing Coun- 
ter-Revolutions, but in jullifying their 
attempts.*’ 

Louis — “ The inftru^ions which the 
CommiirioncFs Jiad, muft prove what 
they were cutrufted with ; and I knew 

none 
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^^•ne of them when the Mlnifters pro- 
pofed them tome.*’ 

^ Prefident— ■“ Avignon and Comtat- 
Venaiilin had been re-united to France; 
you did not execute the Decree till a 
month after; and during that time a 
Civil War delblated the Country. The 
Commilfioners whom you luccclfivcly 
fent completed its dc vacation.” 

Louis— “ 1 do not recollect what de- 
lay was put to the execution ; this fa6t 
cannot regard me perfonaily ; they who 
were fent, and thofe who fent them, 
are alone to be regarded,” 

Prehdent— “ Nifmes, Montauban, 
Meude, Jalis., had lufFcrcd great agita- 
tions during the firft days of Liberty ;

of the wifhes which you form for their

Louis — “ This Letter Is poftcrior to 
h'ls recall.

Piclident — You have paid your for- 
mer Body-guard at Coble ntz the Rc- 
gillers ot Septcuil bear teftimony to it ; 
and many orders (igucd by you (hew, 
that you tranfmitced cunfulLrable funis 
to Bouiilc, Rocliclorr, La Vauguyon, 
ChoifeuJ, Beaupre, llannlcon, and the 
W'oman Polignac.” 

Louis — “ Athrll, when I heard that 
my Body-guard had formed on the 
other fulc of the Rhine, f forbade them 
to touch anv tiay . 1 remember nothing 

of the reft.* 

Prcfidcnt — “ Voiir Brothers, ene- 
mies of the State, rallied the Kmigraiits 
y ^ound their colours; they raifeJ Regi- 
ments, made Loans, and coiura^ted 
Alliances, in your Name; you did not 
difavow them^ till tiie moment whvn 


you was furc you could «ot hurt their 
projefts.

Louia— M. Choifcul has not fpokc 
the truths there never was Tuch a

Your 
Miniflry was fummoued on the 8th of 
July to give us an account of our poli- 
tical relations with Prulfia iyou anfwcr- 
ed on the loth, that 50,000 PruilUns 
were marching againft us : and that 
you gave information of hodilitics being 
committed agreeable to the 
Conftitution.** 

Louis — “ It was only at this epoch that 
I firft knew of it ; all the correfpon- 
dence pafled with the Minifters.”

** On rcflcdling what may be the 
reafons which may determine his Bri’- 
tannic Majeffy to break with the French 
Republic, the Executive Council hbs 
been able to find no other than a 
interpretation, which is, jxrrhiip^, j iven 
to the Decree of the National C<‘n- 
vention of the 19th of November. If a 
real alarm has been occafioned by this 
Decree, it can have arifen only for v^ ant 
of underftanding its true fenfe. The 
National Convention never nuant that 
the French Republic (hould favour 
infurreflions, (hould crpoiifc the quar- 
rels of a few'feditious perfons, <ir, in a

Yet, notwi^blianding all thefe 
proofs, fupported by othercircumftnncLS 
which are hut too nocorjous, it \\ojhl 
have been with plcTfurc thiit we flio'ild 
have feen lure inch exphnarion-, aiul 
fuch a conduct, as uould hpye l.rts- 
hedthe diginity and honour of l'bv;laiul, 
with rerpeft to whar has jilrca-K paTt d, 
and would ha\c c'ftcreti a lufi.cicur k- 
curity in future for the inainrt nance 
ot that refpe^t towards r!ic riglit the 
government, and the tr.uupnlhtv ot 
jScurral r»>\ver>, \vhic]\ they have on 
e\erv account t!'i» n^ht to 

“ Neither th.is fatis.ailti n, nor this 
fecuritv, is found itA the renn^ of an

No one 
can be ignorarf how contrary ir is to 
the rcl'pecfl which is rt cipr<»caliv due 
from Independent Nations, lu'r how 
repugn i.'t to Eh' le juirciphs wl.nh 
the Kiug has follow ed, t'n lo' part, hy 
abftaining at ail iln.vS from ans intti- 
ference whatever iniiw mterpa! adaw 
of France. And thi." conn all is 
fufficient to (hew, not only that Eng- 
land cannot confukr Inch an explana- 
tion as latisfa^Jorv , 'put that fhe mud 
look upon it as a frelh avo'\al of tliofc 
difpofitions which llic C rs with fo jull 
an untafinef^ and jealoufy. 

“ I proceed to the two other points 
of your explanati<^n, winch concern 
the general dirpofitions of France w ith 
regard to the allies of Great Ilritain, 
atul the conduct of the C<'nvenTion and 
its Officers relative to the Schchlt. 
Xhe Declaration which you there 
make, **tbat France w ill not attack 
jfolland fo long as tliat Power ffiall 
ohferve an exaft neutrality,*’ is cop- 
Ctivtv! nearly in the lame terms with 
that which you* was charged .to make 


in the name of His Mod Chriliiatt' 
Majelly in the month of June lad. 
Since that iird declaration was made, 
an Officer, fLating himfelf to be cm- 
])lovcd in the firvicc of France, has 
openly 'i^dated both the territory and 
the neutrality of the Republic, in going 
up the Scheldt to attack the Citadel 
ot Antw'erp, notw irhdanding the dc- 
tiTininarioii of the Government not to 
grant tliis paflTage, and the fornial 
pr<*ted hv which they oppofed it. Since 
the fame ckilaration was made, the 
CoMVi ntion has tliought itfelf authc* 
rifed to annul the rights of the Rc- 
piihiic, exiTcifeJ within the limits of 
Its own territory, and enjoyed by vir- 
tue of the lame treaties hy which her 
iiut< pt ndence is llcurtd. And at the 
\tr\ nv'incnt w'lun, under the name 
of an amicable explanation, you renew'’ 
to me in the fime terms the promife of 
rcfpvrtHig tile independence and the 
*jf England and licr allies, you 
a- mnincc to me, that thofc in whofc 
name you I’pcak intend to maintain 
thefc open and injurious aggrelRons. 

*• It lo not, L^rtainly, on fuch a de- 
claration as this, that any reliance can 
ht pl.iccd for the continuance of public 

tri«n»]u']lii V. 

** Rut I am unwilling to leave, with- 
out a more pu ricular repiv, what you 
fav on the (uhjci^l of the Scheldt. If it 
wer. true tli.it this qucllion is in itfelf 
of little importance, this would only 
kr\e toprovi more clearly, that it was 
brought forward only for the piirpofc 
of infulting the allies of England, by 
the infra^^^ion of their ni iitr.ility, and 
hy the vi'd.oion their rights-, which 
t!ic taitli td rrenti* s obliges us to main- 
t'dn. l>iif yt>u cannot be ignorant, that 
here the uinioll importance is attached 
tt» tiior<* principles which France vvilhcs 
To clt.'.hlilh hv this proceeding, and to 
thofc con lc([Uences whiclt would natii- 
riilv refult Ircm tlumi and that not 
cT.ly tht^e pnncipiis, and thole con- 
fequencc‘, will never he admitted hv 
hlngliind, hut that llie is, and ever will 
be, ready to oppofe them with all her 
force. 

** France can have no right to annul 
the ftipiilations relative to the Scheldt, 
unlcfs flic have alfo the right to fet 
afide ccjually all the other treaties be- 
tw'cen ail the Pow'crs of Europe, and 
all the other rights of England, or of 
her allies. She can even have no pre- 
tence to interfere in the queftion of 
opening the Scheldt, unlcfs Ibc were

the Sovereign of the Low Countries, 
4»r had the right to dictate laws to ail 
Europe. 

** England will never confent that 
France Ibail arrogate the power of an- 
nulling at her pical'urc, and under the 
pretence of a pretended natural right, 
joi which ihe makes hcrlclf the only 
judge, the Political Syltciii of Europe, 
eftabliihed by folcmn Treaties, and 
guaranteed by the confent of all the 
Powers. This Government, adhering 
to the maxims which it has followed for 
more than a century, wiil alfo never 
fee with indiftercnce that France lhall 
make herfeif, either direitly or in- 
directly, Sovereign of the Low Coun- 
tries, or general Arbitrefs of the Rights 
and Liberties of Euicpc. If France is 
really dcfiroiis of niaintaining Friend- 
fhip and Peace with England, the mull 
Jhew hcrfclf difpol'ed to renounce her 
views of aggrcllioii and agprandi/e- 
ment, and to confine hcrfclf u ithiu her 
own Territory, without’ infulting other 
Governments, without difturbing their 
Tranquillity, v/Jthout violating .their 
Rights. 

“ With refpeft to that charaftcr of 
ill-will which is endeavoured to be 
found in the conduct of Englind to- 
wards France, I cannot difeufs it, bc- 
caufc you fpeak of it in general terms 
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Dec, 20.

All Europe has feen the juftice and the 
generofity which have charactcrifcd 
tile conduct of the King: his Majefty 
has always been defirous of peace 4 he 
dt'fireb it fiill, but fuch as maybe rcal« 
and folid, and confiftent with the in* 
terefis and dignity of his own dominions^ 
and with the general lecurity of Europe. 

“On tile reft of your paper I fay 
nothing. — As to what rclHlcs to me and 
to my colleagues, Uic King's JVliniftcrs 
owe to his Majefty the account of their 
condudt; and J have no anfwer to give 
you on this fubjc£t, any jTiorc than on 
that of the Appeal which you‘propof€ 
to make to the Englilh nation. This 
nation, according to that Copftitution 
by whicli Its liberty and its profperity 
are fccurecl, and whicl! it will aluay.s lx: 
able to defend againft every attack, di- 
rei^t oi» indirect, will nc\cr have \\ith 
Foreign Powers connection or corre* 
fpondcnce, except through the organ 
of its King; of a King whom it loves 
and re\Lrcs, and who has never for an 
inftant feparated his rights, his in- 
ferefts, and his happinels, from the 
rights, the intcrefts, and the happinefs 
of his people.

In the Houfe of Commona Lord Tyrone 
moved, and the Hon. Mr. Wtftlcy fcconded, 
the Addrefs to his MajeAy. 

‘ The Addrefs, as ufual, declared a co- 
incidence of the Houfe in the views of 
bis MajeAy, and a piomife of the neccf- 
fary fupport, and fo far appeared, with cer- 
tain quallficaiions, to meet the general ap- 
probation of the Affembly ; that part, how- 
ever, which thanked the Sovereign for 
continuing Lord \VcAinoreland in the 
Government of It eland, was dtcidedly con- 
demned by Mr. Grattan and the Counfellor 
Egan, the latter of whom dwelt wuh much 
feverity on the profufion and proAigacy of 
AdminiAration. In an advanced Aage of the 
debate, Serjeant Daqiicry rofe to offer his 
fcDlicticnts, and to recommend fuch meafurcs 
as he deemed ncccffary, under the prcfent 
urgency and emergency of the affairs of the 
kingdom, to be adopted by the Adroini- 
ftration of the country j a kingdom which 
Aood in a moft momentous fituation, and 
was preffed by circumAances of unexampled 
magnitude. In order to obviate difeuntent*, 
it was his carneA folicitaiion that com- 
plaints (hou’d be inveAigated, that re- 
trenchments Aiould be entered upon, that 
the caufes which were fuppolcJ to wring 
from the labtiurcr his haid -earned reward 
might be examined, and that ihc hovel of 


the peafant might not be fubjedfed to • 
tax which could eafily be fuppli^ from other 
fourcey. His idea, while the Irifh nanon 
contributed to the wealth and glory of 
Biitain, and determined to fliare her fate, 
was, that fhe Ihould equally participato 
in every benefit derivable from the Dritifh 
ConAiiution and privil^es : thefe he would 
liave extended to every clafs of inhabitants, 
and thus would difcontents be effedtualty 
removed, the people become united, and, 
truAing to the integrity and wifdom of their 
Parliament, the hand of Government nerved 
by the united ftrength of the nation. 

The learned Serjeant ohferved, that if 
fuch meafures were not piirfued by Ad- 
mmiAration, it Aiould not have liis fiippoit. 

The motion for the Addrefs was agreed to 
without a divifion ; and on the next day the 
report was received. 

On the 14th inAant it was refulved, with- 
out a divifioQ upon the queAion, that on 
that day three weeks the Houfe would, in a 
Committee of the whole Houfe, t?ke into 
confidcration the Reprefsnution of the 
People. 

The Attorney General alfo prefented an 
Alien Bill, on the model of that lately 
pilled here, which was read a ffrA time, 
and ordered to be printed, and h:.s fioce 
paired the Houfe, which adjourned on Wed- 
nefday the xCthinAant, to Monday tlie aSth 
inAant.

fa£t, there were four prizes 0/ lol. each

ticket of loool. for the laA drawn number. 
The fcheme at firA eooUiued 13,359 


befides the firA and bA drawn loool. each, 
and only i3f3 5f> prizes have been drawn.

It is conje6tured, 
iofuring in the X^octery had brought him to 
Chat melancholy fituation. 

On the 5th of January he made hisefcape 
from the hofpital, and got clear off. It is 
luppofed that a woman belonging to him 
conveyed him fome clothes, which enabled 
him to efcape, his own clothes having been 
taken from him for fecurity.

caps, feathers and ties, fome of ibemoR beau* 
tiful white ever teen. — Duke of YArk in hit 
regimentals, and infigma of the Order of the 
Garter. — Duchefs of Yoik, a white crape 
petticoat, richly (p.-irgled, green train and 
body, ftomacher covered with diamonds, her 
head-drefs m form of a coronet of daik cho- 
colate velvet, richly ornamented with dia* 
monds. 

Mr, Pitt, a daik brown velvet, richly 
embioidcred, and white fatin waiRcoat, 
winch Teems the prevailing fafhion, as fe- 
veral of the Court DrefTes of the Gentlemen 
weic exadlly of this kind. 

None of the Ladies had any thing par« 
ticularly nouvelle.

The next day, M. Tho- 
rild having been brought before a Court of 
Juftice, the people demanded that the doors 
fhould be open, that all the Citizens might 
aliift at the trial. This being complied with, 
on heai ing his defence they applauded thtt 
prifoner very much, and on his return they

i HE merit of the great Raleigh’s mafterly 
Sketch of Univerlal Hiftory, is too well known to 
Hand in any need of laboured encomiums. There is 
not a man of letters in Europe who has not read, 
who lias not admired it, who has not lamented the 
unhappy caulcs of its being left iinfiniflied by its ini- 
riiitable author. Even in its imperfeft ftate, it exhi- 
bits the moll ftriking pi oofs of knowledge and abi- 
lity ; a vaflneis of mind, embracing at one view the 
various revolutions of empires ; an accuracy and 
depth of hiftorical rellarchj an intimate acquaint- 
ance with the principles of found policy, with the dif- 
ferent (prings of human ai5Vion, with the intrigues of 
courts, the abules of fovereign power, and the dread- 
ful fury of popular licentioufnefs ; a vigour of ge- 
nius, commanding at will every fubjeft that came 
within the fphere of its difculTion } a majeftic fimpli- 
city of ftile, familiarly expreffing die fublimeft fenti- 
ments ; an aftonilhing union of all the diverfified ac- 
complilhments of the philofopher, the ftatelman, the 
hero, the patriot, and the orator ; in fliprt, ^n aflem- 
blage of excellencies, which are in vain fought for in 
any other production of ancient, or of modern times. 

It is ftrange, diat a work of fuch ineftimable value 
Ihould have been fo long confined to the libraries of 
the curious and the learned.

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MEMOIRS OF M. MOSNIER, Peimtre du Roi. 

[ WITH A PORTRAIT. ] 


J EAN LAURENT MOSNIER, 
Painter to the late unfortunate and 
maflacred Louis XVI. King of France, 
Was born at Paris in X743» and exhibited 
his firft Piflurc at the Royal Academy of 
Painting add Sculpture in that metropolis 
in 1786. It was a Poi’trait of himielf and 
of his wife. He was admitted a Member of 
that ingenious body in 1788, and pre- 
lented the Academy with tlic Portraits of 
M, Lagrenee, Dii’cflor of the French 
Academy of Rome, and of Mr. Bridaut, 
Sculptor, as his Reception Piflures. M- 
Mofnierhad the honour to paint the Portrait 
of the beautiful and unfortunate Marie 
Antoinette, the prefent Queen of France. 
This Piflure was much eftcenicd by the 
Connoiffeurs, as well as thofe he painted 
ot the Due and DuchelTc dc Beaufort, and 
of M. le Baron de Breteiiil, the late War 
Minifter of France, The Pifturc, how- 
ever, cif M. Mofnier's that appears to have 
given the greatcll fafisfaftion to the judges 
of art of any of his produflions, is that of 
a Girl with a ftraw hat. It was exhibited 
in the faloon of the French Academy in 
1789, and in that of our Royal Academy 
in 1791. It has lince been purchafed for 
i conliderable fum of money by that excel- 
lent ConnoilTeur the Duke of Dorfet. M. 
Mofnicr was married in 1 7 86 to a very ex- 
cellent and amiable Frenchwoman, of the 
flame of Pafquier, a name well known to 
the French lawyers. M. Mofnier, on the 
breaking out of the prefent troubles in 
Fiance, took refuge in tliis counti'y, as the 
happy leat of liberty, opulence, and rauni- 
Jhceucei apdi if compelled by the genius 


of the place, took up his firft reliJence in 
Leicefter-Fields, within a few doors of the 
hoiife of that great Arrift the late Sir Jo* 
ihua Reynolds. Finding, however, that 
the air of that fituation did not agree with 
the conftitution of Madame Moihier, he 
removed to Dcvonlhire-ftreet, Portland- 
place, where he at prefent rcGdes. M. 
Mofnier pofleflTes many of the parts of art 
elTential to a good painter of ponraitsf. 
He is nicely mferirninating in his like- 
neffes : his tone of colouring is true, yet 
rich and vivid t his draperies and the ex- 
tremities of his figures are hnifhed with a 
degree of care which might he recomme^- 
cd to many of the ingenious Artifts ^ 
our School of Painting to imitate. J 
Mofnier appears hitherto to have met with 
that encouragement wliich a rich and a li- 
beral nation will ever afford to perfons of 
talents, however they may differ from the 
inhabitants of it in country and in reli- 
gion i the Mai quis of Lanfdowne, Lord 
Rodney, Lady Manners, Mr. and Mrs. 
Diummond, having fat to him for their 
portraits. His pi^lure of the celebrated 
ChevaliercJ^'Eon, which afforded fbniuch 
fatisfa^ion at a late exhibition of the Royml 
Academy, was not long fince purchafed 
by the Earl of Rawdon. M, Mofnier'a 
piflure of Lady Manners, in the antique 
coihime, is a cbefd*etuwe of female ele- 
gance and grace. His incipient portrait of 
Mr. Kem^e, in his very diftiiiguiflu^ 
charnfler of Coriolaniis, promifes to recal 
to our minds very forcibly the port and 
dignity of that Roman Hero, the ornament 
and the bane of his country.

even Jini^ulis /mpaf. 

But as to the expiration of this phial, 
.do fear it will not be until the year 
1^794. The rcafon of which conjecture 
n this, that I find the Pope got a new 
foundation of exaltation when J ufiinian, 
upon his conquell of Italy, left it in a 
great meafure to the Pope's manage- 
ment, being willing to cclipl'c his own 
authority to advance that of this haughty 
Prelate. Now this being in the year 
552, this, by the addition of the 1260 
years, reaches down to the year 1811; 
which, according to prophetical ac- 
count, is the year i794« And then I 
do fuppofe the fourth phial wi|l end, 
and the fifth commence, by a new mor- 
tification of the Papacy, aft^r this phial 
Juas iafied 148 years j which indeed is 
long in comparifon with tho former 
phials » but it it be coafidcred in rcla- 
tion to the fourth, fifth, and fixth trum-

Jt iluiiiUl be obferved of this au,thcr, 
*hc iir.tpediately fuhjbins, that he 


gave ** his fpeculations of what is fn* 
turc no higher chant Aer than guclTes 
and at p. 74, he adds, ** Therefore in 
the fourth and laft place wc may juftlp 
fuppofe, that the French Monarchy, 
after it has fcerchcd others, wi|l itfelf 
ennfume by doing fo ; its fire, aOd that 
which is the fuel that maintains it, 
wading infcnfibly till it be exhaufted at 
lad towards tho end of this century, ai 
the Spanilh Monarchy did before, to* 
wards the end of the fixteenth age.’’ 

Concerning the author of this work 
ibme enquiries have been made,' but 
without much fuccofs. The little 1 
have been able to collet is as follows : 
That he was a DilTcnting Divine in the 
city of London, and, by the dedication 
of the before-cited volume to John 
Lord Carmichael, Principal h^erctary 
of State for the kingdom of Scotland, 
appears to have been related to his 
Lordlhip, by whom he had. been dc« 
iigned for the office of Printipal of the 
College of Glafgow, which preferment 
he had declined. 'His principles of 
Non«copformity were moderate, and 
his Chfiftian (bntlments might be re- 
commended to the prefent race of Dif- 
fenters. In an Addrefs to a fubfe- 
qucnc work he fays, “ And furcly it 
mufi be pure malice in itfelf, that can 
incite any man fo much as to infinuatc, 
that 1 am for any material change in the 
EfiabliOicd Church any more than in the 
State. 1 were not indeed a Dificntcr 
from it, if 1 did not think that fome 
ctreumftantiaU might be altered for the 
better. But feeing the guides thereof 
arc of another mind, I can differ from 
them in fuch circumfiantials and cere- 
monials, and yet honour and efieem 
them in ocher refpefts ; for I am fure 
1 agree with them in all the elTcatiaisqf 
the Chriftian Faith, which I am more 
concerned for a thoufxnd times over 
than the rituals of any party whatfo- 
ever.” 

I have not been able to learn when 
he died, He was the author of fcveral 
works.

ON THE BENEFIT OF SA 1 .T 0 W AGRICULTURE 
[By CADwALLAOEa ttne>, Kfq.] 


TNmy younger days’ rftudied ittuch 
* how to get th^beneStof fak, to make 
the talid yield its ipcreafe. T o that end 
1 put one peck of fait upon every load 
of meadow hay, as it was put into the 
barn^ which had ^ c/Fe^t, both 

upon. the cattle and the dung. And 
once, when I had lowed three buiheis 
of fiazlbed^ the kround being fmooth and 
dean, I ToWra three buffielt of lalt, 
which had a good nffed. The Sax was 
well coato^ caller, and fuller of feed, 
than any It had ever before, it was 
judged there were fifty buihcls of feed 
from the three acres, which, as flaxrecd 
fold then, would go near to pay for all 
the labour &il'b required in dreffing 
and eleanti|g the fiax. Since that, I 
havd read ip Rbiott*s Book of Hufban- 
dry, of a gqmigltftaftthat ibwed a piece 
of land and lowed fait upon 

dt, a^the "me, five bnfiieU per acre, 
eacept a ftnp throitgli the middle. 
The eflTedt was, that where the fait was 
flowed, there was tall, good flax ; but 
the (trip that had no fait, was poor and 
ftort, and good for little. I judge that 
flve Imfliels of fait to the acre, was too 
much for the benefit of the land j but 


we fowed ont' acre of flax ; and after it 
had come up near a finger’s length, wc 
fowed a hulbtl of fait upon^it, which 
had a very good cfFcdt. The flax grew 
well to a good height ; but wc had not 
quite ten bufhcls of feed, owing,, as 1 
concehc, to the unfrjcndlincfs of the 
fcafon. There was none of my neigh- 
bours, for two miles round, who had 
any that would pay for pulling : there- 
fore, whenever you fow flaxfecd, be 
furc you fow double the quantity of fait 
to your feed, and you need not fear but 
that you will have a good crop, if the 
feafon fuits. 

1 advjfc dll to make the experiment, 
and try a glade in their oats, and even 
their winter rye, and all forts of grain 
that they fow, and even their Indma 
corn, at'ttic rate of two buiheis fif fblt 
to an acre. They may depend on it, that 
every bulhcl of fait will produce more 
than five times the price or the fait, and 
perhaps ten times as much. 

The article of manure is a very iai-* 
portant one in the bufinefs of hufbandry, 
and deferves much more attention chan 
has been generally paid to it by the far- 
mers iq this country.

ON THE ART OF SWIMMING. 

IN A LITTER FROM TR. FRANKLIN TO M. DUBORC, THE FRENCH TRANSLATOR 
OF HIS WORKS, IN ANSWER TO SOME INQUIRIES OF THB LATTER ON TUK 
SUBJECT. 


T AM apprchcnfive that I /hall not be 
able to find icliuie tor mjkmg all the 
dirquifitions and experiments which would 
be defirable on this luhic 61 . 1 nuilt tlitre- 
fbre content myfelf with a few remaiks. 

The /{lecihc gravity of fonie human 
bodies, in comparifon with that of water, 
has been examined by Mt . Kobertfon, in 
our Philolbphical Ti anla^'iioni, vol. L. 
page 30, for the ycat 1757. — He affcits 
that fat perfons with fmall bones float moll 
caiily upon watei . 

THie diving bell is acetnateJy defciibcd 
in our Tranla^tioni. 

When a youth I made two oval pallets, 
each about ten inches long, and fix broad, 
with a hole for the thumb, in ordei to le- 
tain it fall in the palm ul my liand. They 
much refembled a painters pallets. In 
iwimming I pu/hed the edges of thefe for- 
ward, and I rtruck the watei with their 
fiatlurfaces as 1 drew them back. I le- 
member 1 fwam fallen by tneans of ihtle 

r allcts, but they fatigued my wtilts. — 
alfo fitted to the foies of my feet a kind 
of fandais, but I was act latisfltd wuh 
them, becaul'e I obfervedlhat tin. ftrokc :s 
partly' given by theinf.Je of the feet and 
the ancles, and ntft entirely with loc. ioles 
of the feet. 

We have here waittcoats for fwimmers, 
which aie made of double f.ill-cloih, witli 
fmall pieces of coik quilted in between 
them. 

I know nothing of the fcapbandre of 
M. dela Chapelle. 

I know by experience, that it is n gieat 
comfoit to a fwimmer, who has a roidi- 
tlerable diliauce to go, to turn himielf 
ibmetimes on Ins back, and to vaiy in 
other rcfpedls the means of proem ing a 
progre/Iivc motion. 

When heisfeized with the cramp in the 
the method of driving it away is to 
give to the part affcfled a ludden vigoious 
and violent /hock, which he may do in 
the air as be fwims on his back.* 

JDiiring the great heats of fuinmer there 
is no danger in bathing, however w^rm 
we may be, in rivers which have been 
thoenughly warmed by the ion. Rut to 


throw oncfelf into coU fpring water when 
the body has been heated by exercilc in the 
l‘un, is an imprudence which may prove 
fatal. I once knew an inlfance of four 
young men, who having woiked at harvell 
in the heat of the day, with a view ut re- 
fre/hing themielves plunged into a fpring 
of cold water j tw^o died upon the I'pot, a* 
third the next morning, and the fourth r»- 
covered with great difficulty, A copious 
draught of cold watei, in fimllar circum- 
ilances, is frequently attended with the 
fame cfl'efl in North America, 

The txeicileof fwimming is one of the 
moft healthy and agreeable in the world. 
After having fwam for an hour or two in 
the evening, ohc fleeps cooly the whole 
night even during the moft ardent heat of 
finnmer. Perhaps the piores being 
clcan/cd, the inl’enfilile peifpiration in- 
cicaies and occafions this coolnefs. It is 
ccnainthat much fwimming is a means of 
Hopping a dianbcra, and even of pio- 
diicm.g a ui-nli • .iiion. With rel'peii to 
thole who do not know how to Iwim, •!* 
who are aft’e» 5 ted with a diarrhoea at a 
/e 'll’on whic!'. dovS not permit them to ule 
that cxercill, a warm batli, by cleanfing 
ai j purify li g the ikin, is found veiy i.i- 
liiraiy, and often cftc^ls a radical cuie. I 
fpeik fioni mj own exjjeriencc, fiequcntly 
lepeaied, and that of others to whom I 
hav:- recommended tiiis. 

You will not be difplcafed if I roncliide 
tfyfe hafty icinarks by *informing you, 
that as tile ordinal y method of Iw'iinmmg 
is reduced to the a£l of rowing with the 
arms and legs, and Is confeqncntly a la- 
borious and fatiguing opeiation when the 
fpace of water to be croffed is confider- 
ablc, thtic is a method in which a fw im- 
mcr may pafs to gicat diftances with much 
facility, by means of a fail; — Tliis'dil- 
CO very I furtunaiely made by accident, 
aad in the following manner : 

When I was a boy I amufed myfelf 
one day with flying a paper kite ; and ap- 
proaching the bank of a pond which was 
near a vtiile broad, the weather being very 
warm, I tied the ftring to a ftake, and 
the km afeended to a very conliderable 

haght 
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l:<;ight above the pond, wjiile I was fwim- 
ming. Xo a little time, being dcliious of 
inuiting mylclf with my k.:te, and enjoy- 
ing at the iame time the plcaluie ot Iwim- 
ming, I leiurned ^ and iuofing tVoaii the 
ilake the ftiing with the little Itick which 
was taflened to it, 1 went again into the 
watej, where I lound that lying on my 
back and holding the iiick in my hands, 
I was drawji along tlie furface ot the wa> 
ter in a very agreeable manner. Xlaving 
then engaged another boy to carry my 
clothes round the pond, to a place which 
I pointed out to him on the othci lidc, 1 


began to crofs the pond with my kite, 
which canied me quite ovei without th« 
leati fatigue, and with the gieateh pleafuris 
imaginable. 1 was only obliged occa* 
fionaiJy to halt a htilc in my courfe, and 
relid its progrei's when it appealed that by 
following too quick 1 lowered the kite 
too much, by doing which occafionally I 
made it ui'e again. — I have never lince 
tliac time practifed this lingular mode of 
fwimming, thougli 1 think it not impof- 
iibie to ciofs in this mannei from Dover 
to Calais.

Somewhere 1 have ei- 
tlici Iccn or hcai'il the ohlci vati<jii» that 
“ it IS much better foi one to hetnx^aged 
about tiifles than to be wholly idle," and 
1 believe a to be true: but as 1 do uat 
at piclent feel much dilpolcd foi tullingj 
is K not bettei for me to write you a w;;- 
and attempt to give you lomc 
good advice ? Tlierc is nothing ealicr 
in the woild than giving advice, arul 
good advice too; but liie didiculty is^ 
in this degcneiacc age, to pei luadc exam- 
ple, the only edefiuaJ nie.ins to lender 
p.ccept uleful, to bear it company- 
llowever, as you k;ldom kc me, and con* 
lequeiuly cannot have ocular pi oof of a 
coutranety of conduiSl m me to the advice 
I give, you may* if you I'leale, imagine 
that all the good precepts I kiid you aic 
the refult of my conftaiu piadlice ; that 
having expel lenccd the great ulcfulnefs 
of them mylelf, i now attempt, with 
brothciiy atfeiltion, to make you a pai ta- 
ker of the benetits they alljid- But, 
Vvliatever you think of them, forget not 
that you read the advice of a brother 
who loves you with the utmoft tundcr-

It IS not long hnte you linilhed your

hi^cment and a ciok attention to books 
nat%iall\ beget. Altbo* tins pedantry 
(foi which by thewjy N. H. College lias 
ever been fanu us) mod generally is the 
otVspi'ng of Iblid fundamental learning, 
yet It by no means gams its poffciror any 
cicdit beyond the limits of College , and 
hnce you may lole atl your fijaie. of it 
widiout cnd.4ngermg your ufefiii know- 
ledge, I think the looncr you get rid of 
jt tlie better. It is obvious to every bo- 
dv* that an e.^l'y manner in every thjiig 
one fays oi does, is infiiutely more plea- 
fing, and confcquently moie ufeful, if 
well defigncd, than an aukvvard, uncouth 
llift’nels. Ibis eai'y mannei is not to be 
acquired without confiderable pains , and 
thofe pains will undoubtedly be belt exert- 
ed in i!ic company of thole whoare pat- 
iein.s in gootl behaviour. You will. not 
fuppole by tins, tJiat 1 mean that Chefter- 
fieldean ftik of behaviour which would 
make of you a deceivcri a courtier, and a 
viiiiiiu, and which many young men, 
at this time, aie fond of fliewing them- 
fclves itiafters of. But you will rather 
undeilland, ihat I would have you pof- 
fclb tliJt free unembarialTed air, which at 
the fane time it Ihews your good man- 
ners, IS ajfo dcmonftrative ot thegoodnefa 
of youi heart. The Letters of Cheftcr- 
field to his Sou have many good thinga 
in them *, and were thofe only at- 
tended to, tliofe Letters would be verf 
vitluablc. But they ngw ^ircj at 
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thty arc {^nerall^ read and fPirdliM 
upon by our modem fetters •»/ for talVe 
and puiitencrb* 1 veriLy believe it is paft 
the talents of man to publifli any thing to 
the wofld, chat would be more injurious 
to morality* and cpnfequently to luciety* 
€han thofe fame Letters have bceu. They 
have^ had an univerfal fpread through 
i^erica* and they have nor failed of do* 
xngnun infinite deal of mifchief wherever 
they have been* Young men who have 
icarcc ever read a (ingle book with atten- 
tion before, and whole jur'gments will 
not permit them to cull out the good 
precepts while furroimded by fo many 
and fo alluring and bnd ones, read over 
each letter with avidity, and greedily 
fwallowdown thofe parts fo well adapted 
to plcafe and fet in motion ti e bafenefs of 
human nature, and upon thefe found

of does; and has nothing more to re- 
fcommend him to the notice of any bodv, 
than the nearnefs of his coat, prettinvfH 
of his perfon, and the graceful -

feut I am happy, my dear F — , in en- 
tejctainriig too ^od an opinion of your 
ludj^nfeot, and natire (incciiiy, to fear 


pou will ever need to have fueh feilemiM 
painted out to you for your direfteem, or 
that you will ever read the Leners of 
Chefterfield to fo ill a purpofe. 

No accomplifiimcnt whatever can com* 
penfarc foi a want of (inceirity ; and that 
potitencfs u hicb requires you to be infin- 
cere, requires afacrificc which 1 hope tho 
goodnefs of your heart will never let you 
make. Truthf which is the final aim of 
all your refearches after knowledge, 
jnuft alfo be your guide in cveiy the 
minuted part of your ‘condufl* With- 
out this fair attendant, 1 dare to adurc 
you that you can never be either icfj>e6l- 
able or happy ; w'hild with it always in 
your bread, you will at all times be 
charmed with a confcioufncfs of the rec^ 
titude of all your intentions, and pon'efs 
a continual Ibutcc of tiappinefs which 
can never be exhaufied ; and which/ 
with a uiidcrftanding, will gam 

you love, rtfpc£t, and eficem. 

it IS this unalterable regard for truth 
that forms the man of honour ; ft>r wiili- 
out it no charadlcr can be truly honoura- 
ble* Honour, as it is commonly conceiv- 
ed of, in my opinfon rather takes a great 
deal from, than adds any tiling to the 
woith cf any charaflrr. With many it 
is nothing better than an infolcnr, un-, 
punifht'd raihnefs, that makes them af- 
iume the light f)f doing or faying any 
thing to any body, at the fame time 
holding out to the wtirld the idea of im- 
mediate jon to the imprudent 

man who daits even to fpeak the truth of 
them. 

My fenriments of honour are, that the 
man whole actions arc guided thereby 
evcrdcrpifcs .iny thing mean and htfle, as 
well 111 himfclfas any one clfcj that he has 
too much humanity to give an infulr, and 
too much bravery patiently to btar being 
infiilted by any one : finally, that he con- 
flanriy car ncs in his breafr a conkioiif- 
ncTs of aiming at uprisrhtnefs in ail his 
conduift, which affords him a calm fc- 
rcnc mind, raifes him above the ftars 
of danger, and prtpa'ts him to bear 
with m ignanimity whatever ills may be- 
fall him. Think you, my dearF — , that 
a man of this ch a racier could ever deJi- 
beraiely form, and inhumanly put in ex- 
ecution, any defign iniurious to the peace 
or reputation of an innocent female? 
Think you he couhl ever delcend to the 
mean arts of the fawning parafite ? 
that he would ever fiiffer detraction and 
calumny to pafs through bis lips? or if 
he did make a* (lip fiom the path of 
honour, aii no man is per£e&, would h^^ 
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not call himfeir to a fevere' account, as 
loon as refleOioR had fhewn him his er- 
ror > Be fuch a man, my Brother — I 
know a few whom 1 think to be fuch ; 
snd they appear to me to be the happieft 
men I ever faw. They are perFc£lly 
amiable in every part of their charailcr?!, 
and the efteem of eveiy body follows 
them wherever they go. 

Whatever occupation for life you fix 
your mind U|>on, remember that you 
will never be eminent in it without ma- 
king yourfelf matter of every thing that 
relates to it* A fu per Rein i divine is a 
dithonour to religion — a pettifogger is a 
moft dc'picablc animal — and a quack 
ought lo be diivcn fiom the fociety of 
men. and only permitted to make picfcrip- 
tions foi the ahiioft as knowing ani- 
mals of the forcfl. — It is not he always 
that has read the moji upon any fubjedt 
that is the bcu acquainted with it ; but it 
is generally be who has reflcfled moft 
upon what he has read. To render your 
reading iiicful, a great deal of reflet u»n 
is abfolutcly neceilary, at leaft fo much 
as to convince your )udgment of the 
juRicc or inconfiftcncy of whar you read. 
Rf flci^ion dl air> enable vou to form 
fennments of your own, and which may 
polhhiy be as juft and ul'eful a:> tbofe 
you find invented to your hand. It is 
^\Co a neceilary cxercife to the mind, 
which gives it ft length, aflivlty, and 
vigour; and wonderfully faciliCtites all 
its Tclvarchcs after its grand ub;ci5t, 
truth. 

Method is another rcquiRte to render 
^hc knowledge you ma-y acquire benefi- 
cial to youilclf or any body clf'e. I'herc 
arc many U'cn who have laid in a large 
(lore of ideas, which, for want of a 
proper arrangement, do them as much 
hurt as good. I'heir knowledge of one 
kind or other is fo jumbled together and 
confufed, that it is impolfible they fliould 
be very often able to bring any of it into 
ufc. Experiehtia tiocet/imniai jiuA lean 
alfure you I am a liuing witnefs to ymi, 
that reading, without rtflc^dion and me- 
thod, will never make a man of know- 
ledge; — at 4eaft 1 have read enough to 
convince me, that had 1 refle61ed as 
much as 1 ought to have done, and at 
the fame time been as meifiudical as was 
fcquifire, my reading would have been 
ten times (which, 1 am furc, is fpeakitig 
^thin kountis) as advantageous to me as 
h hath been. Whilft 1 wds in College, 
It is true, 1 obferved fame regularity in 
itudicsi hut not balfi nay> 


tenth part of what I ought to have done i 
and it is now to me the moft cutting rc» 
fieflion, that 1 really am not the man t 
ni’ght have been. My prefent fnuatioOL 
makes irregularity pardonable, and al- 
moft neceflary ; 1 mean with refpeff to 
acquiring knowledge. It is feidom I’ 
can get books., and when 1 do get them^ 
1 am able to read them to very little pur- 
pofe ; — fo that I have now left me no 
other way of improving my mind, than 
by attempting fometimes to think over 
my fordter ftudies, look into the diflerent 
chara^ers of men, and make myfclf 
more and more acquainted with the va* 
nous dunes of a foldicr $ all which 
will, I know, if rightly improved, turn 
finally to my advantage, one way or 
other. ] fay thus much of niyfelf, not 
bccaufe I am fond of owning my faults, 
but btetufe I wifli yon may never commit 
the fame yourfelf. But tbefe you will 
tell me are bur a fmall part of the large 
number of faults of which I have been 
guiltv. — True; and did I think they 
would he of any fervicc to you, tedious 
and humiliating as the tafk might be, I 
had almoft faid I would fet about it, and 
make you a fiank confeftion of ail I 
could rccolkO. But the difference of 
our tempers, and the native propenfiiy 
you have to an irreproachable condu6l^ 
render fach warnings unnccefTary. 

Have you ever read Durl^maqui upon 
Natural Law.? If not, I advife voa to do 
ir, if for no other purpofi; than to be 
conviuccd of the great ufefulnefs of me- 
thod and order. When yf>u read him* 
you will at once difeover that his fenti- 
merits are not fo reniaFkable for thvir 
novelty, as for their proper arrangement. 

But whatever, my dear F— may be 
your fuccefs in acquit ing knowledge, 
which I hope and believe will not be in- 
confuicrable, permit me to repeat it to 
you, to be very careful in laying up fen- 
timents of honour and virtue- I lately 
met with an oblervation, which, for its 
truth and elegance, has plcafed me mor^^ 
than anv thing of the kind I have ever 
l»efore fecn. The obfcrvation is this—.

^HE Kin^ having appointed an Officer 
to a principal command, ibon alter 
the inifearriages of the year 1757, the 
Duke of Newcaftle, who had another in 
his eye, remonftrated with his Majefty on 
the choice. “ Why vat is de matter with 
my friend ?” Wliy, Sire,” fays the 
Duke, “ fincc I muft fpeakout, the man 
is, at times, rather mad ,"* — Oh f is he 
fo ?” fays the King— “ By G— d, then fo 
much the bettci, for there is a chance of 
his biting fome of my Generals.’* 

When Marftial Belleifle was prifoner 
here, in the year 1747, he was comm if- 
iioned by the French Court to negociate 
the preliminaries of a Peace ; the Duke 
of Newcaltlc and Lord Harrington being 
then Secretaries of State. Nothing, how- 
ever, being brought forwaid toi fome 
months — the King meeting the Maiffial 
one day at Hampton Court, alkcd him, 
how he went on ? “ Upon my word. 
Sire,*’ fays he, ** rather llowly, for I 
can fcarcely get an anfwer Irom one of 
your Secretaries (meaning Lord Haning- 
ton, who was a wiy grave filent man) !” 
“ Poh, Pohl” fays the King, I will 
tell you how you’ll remedy that ; apply 
to my other Secretary, and he’ll anlwer 
every queftion before you afle it.” 

Thelate L ord Chatham. 

When his Lordlhip.was between nine 
and ten years of age, he was on a vifit to 
his aunt, the old Lady Giandifon- One 
morning having a great number of pti - 
fons of fafbion vifiimg her, a Lord of 
the King’s Bedchamber was ther^ who 
was vaunting of the Mlniftcr's Majoiities 
in Parliament. Young Pitt, who was 
carelcfsJy playing at the end of the room, 
hearing this, fuddenly exciainied, “ Then 
God help the country.” The company 
were amazed, and his aunt, who knew 
his temper, inlfantly ordered him out of 
the loom. Af^tcrthe guells weic gone, (he 
in a good-natured niannei chid him for iiis 
obfervation $ when the other replied, I 
beg your pardon. Madam, for dilluibmg 
your company 5 but Ibopt to lee the day

when I ffiall make every one of thofe Court 
Sycophants tremble in their fkins.** 

The caufe of Lord Chatham’s gftut, 
which he had fo early and fo conftantly 
through life, that niolf people tiiought 
was hereditary, he himfelf imagined to 
ariie from a well which was under his 
(ludy, in a lodging-huiife in Kent, when 
he was a lad, and which was not dif- 
covered till the boards, getting rotten^ 
weie taken up. Here he generaliy ftudied 
fix or feven hours a-day, and ufed 
to come in warm hoin his morning ex* 
ercifes. His principal leading coniiifcd 
in the Greek and Roman Orators, Hif- 
tory, and the Englilh Claflics. 

Willi a view to modulate his voice, 
when alone he generally lead aloud, and 
with as much efiort and precihoii as if he 
was before a large audience. He con- 
tinued this almolt to the laft. Gariick 
always fpoke of him as a fine reciter of 
Heroic Poetry. 

A country friend of Sir Robert Wal- 
pole’s hearing Mr. Pitt (who was then 
init a Coi net, and had iud got into the 
Houfe) fpeaking with great elocution 
upon lomc public topic, told theMinifter 
the fame day at his table, that he thought 
it would be well woi th his while to make 
that young man a Captain. “ My dear 
Sir,” fays Sir Robert, “ to let you lee how 
much 1 think with you, make him my 
friend, and Til give him a regiment.” 

Lord Chatham had great knowledge of 
the charaflers of men, and could apply 
himfclf with great dexteiity even to their 
foibles, when proper occalions demanded 
it. 

When he w as rather forced upon the 
late King as his JMinilter, by tive unani- 
mous voice of the people, he foufld it ne- 
ccflai y to recover t ha King’s temper by 
fome little exterior maik ot lelpeil, .

derftand all he fays.” 

Another inftance of Mr. Pitt's perlonal 
Attention to the King was upon his ac- 
cepting the Seals — receiving them with 
gi’eat marks of deference and rcfpc6t. 
The btc Chafe Price ufed to fay jocofely 
upon this occafion, “ That he bowed lb 
low, you could fee the tip of his hooked 
nofe between his legs.” 

From the moment he accepted the Seals 
be gave up his whcle mind to bufmefs, 
and iifcd occaiionally to ablbafl himlclf 
even from his family, the better td ex- 
pedite it. In thefc moments he Taw no- 
body but thofc neceflary to the objefts 
under confidcration ; nor did his moll 
intimate relations or friends dare to prefs 
upon him on any private or domellic ac- 
count whatever. When the public buli- 
nefs was arranged, he rang a particular 
bell, which vvas the fignal lor Lady Chat- 
ham and the clulJren to go in. 

Somewhat of a fimilar condufl he 
Ihewed when he was very early in office. 
At that period he and a maiden filler kept 
houle together, with whon, from what 
followed, wc fuppofe he could not live 
as ahftraSed as he chofe. He lemon- 
Aratcd IcveraJ times upon this fubjefl, but 
in vain. At laft his filler went on a vifit 
to the country, when on her return fhe 
found her brother in private lodgings, and 
the following bill on bis former houle ; 

4< xhis houfe and furniture to be let or 
fold.” 

When the prefent Loid Stanhope was 
courting hib fiift wife (a daughter of Lord 
Cliatham), the father found them one 
morning engaged in fome friendly dif- 
feitnce, which he wanted to know the 
reafon of. “ Why, to tell you the truth, 
my Loid,” fays Loid S. " I can't get 
your daughter to fix the day of marriage, 
and as )ou have come in fo opponuneTy, 
will you be lb good as to fettle it for us ?*’ 

“ Oh, with all my heart !” fays he : 
** Let me fee, next Friday will be St. 
Tlioinas's Day, the tclt day and the 


who was obliged to hold conferences with 
Mr. Pitt at his own houfe. One cold 
morning, when Mr. Pitt was confined to 
his bed with the g^ut, the Duke begged 
hard for a fire in the room. ** I can't 
poflibly bear it,*' relied Mr. Pitt.— 

•' Why then you can (pare ineablanket,'* 
fays the Duke (fnatching at a counterpane 
that lay at the feet of the bed, and wrap- 
ping it round him), ** as I find myfelflb 
cold, that without this covering I'm afreid 
my words will freeze before they reach 
you.*' 

He defpifed all kind of what is called 
pvffing lb much, that he took no notice 
of thofe able pens who voluntarily praifed 
his Adminifiratioii. Owen Ruff head 
wrote above fixty numbers of a Paper, 
called ** The Conteft,” in favour of his 
Adminillraiion, and yet he had never the 
ciiriofity to enquire the name of the au- 
thor, or ever fo much as faw him.— He 
never likcwife read any of the debates of 
the Houle of Commons (tliough his own 
fpeeches n'.ade fo conliderable a part in 
them) till the year 1767, when he bought 
them, as he faid, to aniufe himfelf in a fit 
of ihe gout. 

*Twas Lord Chatham that appointed 
General Wolfe to the command at Q^ic- 
bec, though contrary to the wjllies of the 
Miniller at War, and even to the appoint- 
ment of the King. •* I know,'' lays he, 

that man will do his bufmefs propcily, 
without flieltcring himfelf under forms or 
trifling expediencies he is young, and 
vigorous loo, and will not be# fo I'ubjcft 
to perjonal attentions as older Offiters.” 
—[Loid Chatham's general maxim upon 
this and fimilar occalions was, that Mi- 
nillcis Ihould Uck out tnen for offices, not 
offices for men.} 

Two of the leading features of Loid 
Chatham's character were promptneji 
decifion . — When Miniftcr, he w.'tntcd a 
great number ot tianlports to be got 
ready dircilly for Jcrvice, which Loid 
Anfon, the Kiift Lord of ihe Adniiraliy, 1 
ifid was impcffiLls. ** Come, come,” | 
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fays Lord Chatham, «« I’ll flieviryou the 
poiUbility of it dire^Hy i— There’s a large 
fleet 'of colliers jult arrived ; throw tiie 
coals into the Thames, and put the fol- 
dlers a-board dire6Vly— the rcrvicc pf 
Government muft not tiand Hill for a pal* 
try expence. *’ 

At another time he received feme dif* 
patches which required a ipeedy anfwer, 
whilH he was racked with the gout. The 
moment he read them, forgetting his pain, 
he fprung out of bed, and called for pen, 
inks and paper. “ My dear,” lays Lady 
Chatham, “ you'll kill yourlelf by thefe 
means.”— And fuppofe I do, Madam, 
what’s my life in comparifon with the mil- 
lions which may be loit through my ne* 
glca ?” 

In a cafe of fudden emergency. Lord 
Chatham wanted to coniult the Com- 
mander in Chief and Firlf Loid of the

A — - n), and being informed by the 
Meflenger that neither of them were at 
home, he ordered him to go, alternately, to 
a certain well-known Bagnio, and to 
While’s CofFce-houfe ; and “ Do you 
hear,” fays he to the Meflenger, “take 
no excufes, but bring tlie lirlt away in 
his night- cap i and the other with the cards 
in his hand," 

He once promlfed to (hew fome foicig*i 
Noblemen a rem'ukable piece of water 
which he was forming at a country-houfe 
of his, by n ccitam day. Capability 
Brfjwne was his proie£tor on llie occaflon, 
who told him it could not be done at that 
time even if one hundred men woi ked day 
and niglit. “ Why then,” lays hisLoid- 
fhip, •* put hundred 7nen^ and ht 

them work by torch-llghi.’' The hulincfs 
was etfefted. 

Henry Lord Holland, the rival an<l 
political antagoniti of Mr. Put for many 
years, and who, from long habits of 
thorough -paced bujinefsj it was diflicult to 
difcompoie, uled frequently to feel the 
force of Mr. Pitt’s onpofiiion. One day 
the former coming from the Houle lo 
vexed and fatigueir he could not cat Ins 
dinner. Lady H— — d alked him what 
was the matter ? when, without anfwer- 
ing the queftion, he replied, from the 
lulnefs of IbfFcrings, As for his 
talking, though that is often pointed and 
fevere, 1 don’t much mind that ; but ’tis 
bis eye— that d— — d ^yc lo Icowls me. 


that he conftantly gives me a pain in 
back.” 

At another tinrie Lord Holland ufed to 
fay of Pitt, “ 'I'hcrc’s no trapping that 
fellow ; lie defpifes places, money, and 
even flattery ; and yet he has great am- 
bition.” 

Mr. Pitt’s oratory, though at times 
very fublime and dignified, at other times 
aflumed a bolclnels and familiarity of 
tone that was very peculiar. It was 
what Dr. Johnfon faid of Burke's ora- 
tory— “ 'Twas not like Demolthenes, or 
Cicero, but like himfclr,’*— Many in- 
flances may be adduced of this, but par- 
ticularly the two following ; 

When George Grenville was Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, he bi ought in a Budget 
wherein he propoi'ed fome taxes which 
were objefled to by the Oppofition, in 
which number was Mr. Pitt. In Mr. 
Grenville’s reply he told them, that, no 
doubt, he faw the d'fticulty which every 
Mmiiicr muH lie under in propofmg taxes, 
but, as they muft be laid fomewhere, he 
would requefl of the Gentlemen at the 
other fide of the Houfe to tell him nuhen 
or fwhere they (hould be impofed ? Mr. 
Put immediately got up, and, without 
making any otiier anfwer, fung the fol- 
lowing line of the well-known fong— 

“ Gentle Shepherd I tell me when, and 
tell me wht-re.’* 

The whim of the rebnke fet the whole

Though Mr. Pitt was fo much em- 
ployed 111 the gteat deli-ins ot his Ad*ni- 
siiitiJtion, he neveithelefs attended to the 
iii.nu'fse ( f oirtc\' as much as potiihly in 
hi.s power. lie kept up a i egular coi re- 
fpondence widi nil the AmbalTadois, Kn- 
voys, 6 cc. in iiis dcp.utmcnt, and encou- 
rai;ed oi i cpi oved them ai> th.cy dcLived. 
A.U Envoy from one of the ^ rrrm in 
Com Is coming lioine on lewe of altfcncr, 
went to pay ins (diicuii' vifii to .Mi , Pitr. 
After fume little comvli iat ioii. Mi. Pitt 
turned to the ofTivC book, and t.ird,

A Clerk In his ofHr'* inving a mind to 
rmke a ihoke in ilie y\f)-y, purpojely 
a icTtc*r about Jonathan's Ctitfee- 
houl'e, as if written by one of our Am- 
bafladois to the Secieiaiy of Sr.ite, in- 
foiming him of foiriw event which mull 
make an alteration in the price of the 
funds. "riicJcit 'i, for “a few hours, wr.s 
thought genuine, and the man avai.cd 
h iJilelF ot his plot, but w.js afterwards 
difcpvexodi He )iad, howeve:, the auda- 


city to go back to the qf]ice, and rhrqw 
hiinfclf upon his knees before Mr. Pitt, 

Who is this man fays he, looking 
ffcrnly at him— Mr. S— Sir,” faid 
one of the Cieiks. “Oh, Sii, you arc 
perfeilly fafe from my revenge — you are 
too contemptible an infcA to be crushed ; 
however, you muff be fn.^ken off. Here, 
let him be paid the btdance of his falary, 
a note made in the book why he was paicl 
in this abrupt m^vniiej, aii4 mlUnily dif- 
charged." 

Mr, Pitt being one day at a rcvlevy iit 
Hyde Park with the King, fome of the 
courtiers, feeing the celclji aied Kiiiy Firtier 
at a diffanre, whifpeied his M-ajetty that 
it would he a gooil joke to introduce Mr. 
Pitrto hc! . — 'Phe El mg fell in with it— ant| 
focn nfrci, lookii-.; lovv.u ds Mifs Fifher, 
pui pofely afked who Ihe was ? ** Oh, 

Sir," faid Lord I. , “ the DucheFs of 

N— — , a foieign lady, that the Secretary 
fhould know." — “ Well, w'cl ,’* fays 
the King," “ introduce him." — Lord 

L inlbantly brought JMi . Pitt up, 

and opeiietl thtf introduction by announ- 
cing, “ Ellis is Mr. Secretai y Put, — tins 
IVlds Ivitty Eilhei." — Mr. Pill inftanily 
law tile jokc, and, without being the leall 
cinbarraflcd, politely went up to liei, and 
told hei how loiry hc was lie hid not 
the lionour of kmnvmg Ikt when hc was 
a young man ; “ foj then, Madam," fays 
he, “ I fhoiild have h.ul the liope of fuc- 
cteding 111 yimr alFeclivins ; but old 
ard ijMinn as > ou now ice me, 1 have no 
other wiy ot avoiding iiie foice of luch 
htauty liiit ri)ingtio.n jt ami llicn 
iultinrly iiobti.cil otF. — “ So, )oii Ioc*n dif- 
p.itciitd 'mn, Ei.iriy ?” ia d JoiTie ot ilic 
coiiitieir, coming up to her. — “ Not I 
imieedd' fiys llic, he went i.tf ot his 
own acc'jd, to i-.iy veiy gieat itT.iet, for 
I never h k 1 Inch h.iudlonie things la.d pt 
jTiC by the yoiingelt man 1 ever was ac- 
quainted wuh.’* 

Loid Chatham faw through tiie rifing 
talents Oi Ins vuimgeli fon, the pi elcnt rvJr. 
Pill, .uid vtiy early imiiaied him in li;!'- 
tory and conflitutional knowleflge. Some 
flic. ids of Ills Louilldp fpeakir.g one 
cvemiig of Knglifh hutory, !np}'ened (u 
mention the name ot JVtiluwi the L on ^ 
queror, when voting Pitt, tliwUlcarce nine 
ytais old, iuddtnly icplied, “ William 
tliii Ehid 1 believe you mean. Sir, for 
count] y never was cunqucied, not* 1 hope 
ever will." 

The family of Lord Chatham going to 

\irit 
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vifit a nobleman in the neighbourhood, 
where the prcfcnt Lord C’hatham, who 
was then but eleven yeaisold, made his 
entrif he bowed very gracefully j but 
when the prefent Minifter was introduced, 
he made a (light inclination of his head, 
and took bis leat. On rhcirieturn Lady 
Chatham was commending her eldeft Ton's 
politenefs, and at the (amt time lepiovmg 
the othei for his negligence and /.auteur. 

You did right, William," fajs the 
fathei ; “ never be induced to (loop lower 
than your inclinations piompt you." 

Lord Chatham ufed fif(]uenily to mix 
in converluion with Ins children, and by 
^hnt means diaw tiom them then opinions 
and tcndtndes. One evening ainuhiig 
himl'elf with alking them what pioleinon 
they woidd like to Ijc of, the two ehiclt 
boys wi/hed foi loine high fitualion in the 
State i but when it came to the prtfcnl 
Ms. Pitt's tiiin to aniwer, he iiiodcltly 
icplud, ‘‘ Only to lie William P»tt, Sii , 
a Membci of tlic BiIliHi Houle oi Cuin- 

T'-waMo the decline of his life, when 
rerubng became no ainulement to h.m, he 
ulVrl to call ail tin; childjen about ir n, 
and play at Cominci ce with them loi ti des, 
peeling hirnielf gel veiy iangu d o k- ev( n- 
ing vs’hdlt he ssas at phyi ho laid down 
hiscMids, and tamtly cxcunmcd, “ Alas’ 
*tis all over wn'; mo, ll.v. game cf Idc :s 
tip." Tilt n iuddcidy 1 ailing ills vome and 
fixing his eye \v:i!i ti atilp- , r na hib f-»n \V 
liam, hecxclainud, “ 1 urtlitic is a tviv t!..it 
will one day do juitict to my memoiy." 

Loid Chatham being J ho oji mon 
of Cioniwcll at J.iU' 1 Jvccklngham’s 
fable, lie gave the lollo\Mi:g ihoi r, but 
foiciblc chaiailer<'f linn : 

“ lie was a laint-liK^e sluLt, who \indtr 
the cloak, of Liberty (committed a bm^la- 
ry on the Conitiiu'iv)n, muidvicd his 
Royal Madex to get pcdllillon o( h-^ 
diadem, and (lole tiom the public their 
title to Fieedom." 

Lord Chatham intiigvted lefs than any 
Mmdler pei'haps that this countiy ever 
knew j and the public were lo itnhlde ot 
it, and had iiicn ttill confidence in Ins in- 
tcgiliy, that ifie bidinels of Pailianioni, 
dining a vex y gicat and jiti*ioiis» wai, 
was conducted as iinintei : upiediy as the 
bulinels of a petty office, llis luccedes 
lully fiienced the clamoui of Oppoiitioii. 

He was fo fenfiMe of his own indcpcr- 
Ueuw as a Minxdu, thitr one day bung 


told In the Houfe of the ftrength of bii 
majoritze>f he vehemently replied, “ 1 know 
of no majorities but what the fenfe of the 
Houl'c occafionally give me; if thej*c are' 
any other majorities, they belong to the 
Duke of Newcaftlc, and I uuit he haa 
coxne honeflly by them." 

He was fo delicate even in prevloufly 
confening with his fi lends on any parlia- 
rnentaiy qiiellion, that his neareft inti- 
mates frequently ufed to go down to the 
Hoiii'e Ignorant of the intended quedion. 
On being rcmoridxatcd on this fubject, he 
ufed to lay, he always truded to the 
iiniity of his meafures, and if his fiicnds 
did not fee ii in that light, he did not want 
thexr Ihpport." 

Or his invai iable attachment to the inte- 
reds of hid country, he gave the (Iron gelt 
proof in going down to the Houle of Lord* 
on tnat d.xy which was the lalf of his po- 
Juical exidencc. The evening and night 
bft, le this day, he was lo very weak that 
Chatham, after trying all die could 
to ( i.riiade him liom going abioad, fent 
M. H xwe to him, n vciy intimate friend 
am! r : .lion, who, alter ufing many other 
ax gu'.. cuts, told him his life might be the 
jlpcc of it. — “ I know it, Ma- 
d jii," fjys he, with great firmnefs and 
coiuj/ofiire, “ X know at the mod I have 
no; above a month’s life in me, perhaps 
thi^ day may be my Ud ; but my duty 
l•ClJ\lile^ 1 ihould be fuund al my pod, and for 
oriti roi.ieqi.ences God’s will be done." 
— S’vn.gihis, be oidcrcd his clothes to 
bf‘ g' l ii aiiy f'oi dxcfs, and went down to 
tl'.c Houle, attended by^ Lord Stanhope 
(ibi-n Lend Malioii) and his younged Ton. 

A*- eviiy little particular of this great 
UM’i’s hte mud be a d.fideiatum to the 
j'ublic, we have no Icruple in relating the 
loliow'ug paiticulars. He was drefled 
that day in a fint of black velvet, with a 
lull w.j^, and coveied up to the knees in 
li-uml. On Ins ariival at the houfe he 
itiiedud hunlelf in the Lord Chancellor’s 
loom, wiitie he ftaid till pi*ayers wexv 
ovi^i, and tid he w>is informed that buii- 
iKls was going lo begin. He then was 
led into the llouie by his Ton and fon-in- 
iaw (the picfeni Minider and Lord Stan- 
liopt), .ill the Loi'ds llanding up out cf 
reij e.:: Inin, and making a lane for him 
to p.\i'> to the Kii U htnch, he bowing vciy 
giaccfuliy to them as he palTed. He 
IojuclI pjlc uiivl much emaciated ; but hi« 
eye u-iained ad iis native vigour, which, 
joined to his gcncial depcrtinent and the 
at’.ennon of the fionfe, fox med a fpe^u-* 
<;ie vex'v awful, giand, and inipreflive. 

The 
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Th« Aibje^. of debate was “ the inde- 
pemlcnce of America,” which he com- 
bated in a fptech of very near an hour, with 
Irreat force of eloquence. The Duke of 
Richmond replied to him j and towards 
tl^e dole of the Duke's fpecch we could 
obierve fomethlng as if Itiuggling for 
vent in the throat of Lord Chatitam. 
He feemed, howevtr, to dilrcgaid this, 
and as ibon as the Duke fat down he 
made an elfoit to nfe, but wao Icarccly on 
bis legs than he fell hack upon the bench 
qnitc fpeechlefs. The Houie was in a 
general alarm, and iultantly adjourned to 
the next day. His Lordfl-iipwas then re- 
moved to one of tlic adjoining ciiambers, 
where he got Ibme inkTUcdiatt nlief from 
the attention of Dr. Biockl ihy who 
happened to be below ihe bar when the 
accident hajipeiied. }*Jom this lie was 
removed the lanic evening to Mr Strutt's, 
one of the Clerks of the Honte tf Lords, 
iind when he could bo further lomoved 
with any fafety, wjs carntd to his own 
bouie, where he iangtiifhed for about a 
month, and then died. 

Such was the glorious end cf William 
Pitt, Earl of Chatham :

CHARACTER PF WILLIAM PITT, EARL 
OF CHATHAM 

T'lic Secicury Hood alone — modern de- 
generacy had not 1 cached him — original 
and unaccommodating — the featvircs of 
Jiis charafVer had ’he hardlliood of an- 
tiquity — his auguft mind overawtti inaief- 
Ty ; and one of his Sovereigns thought 
majelly fo impaired ip his pitfer.ee, that 
Jae cordpii cd to re.i ove hun in ojdcr to be 
relieved from his 'fiTperioi ity. No State 
ipkicanery — ho narrow’ fyliem of vicious 
polilics~na idle conteft for minilfciial 
victories funk him to the vulgar level of 
the gicai — bur ovcTl»t-.iiiii,r, peiftiafive, 
anil impindicnhlc — his ohjtd v\ms En^- 
fand-— hi» ambittun was fame. 


Without dividing, he dtdtro3rcd party 
— witliout conupiing, he mule a venal age 
unanimous — France funk beneath him— 
with one hand he imote the Houfe of Bour- 
bon, and wielded in the other the De- 
mocracy of England. The fight of his 
mind was infinite, and Ins fehemes were 
to a/reft not England — not the prefent 
age oniy — but Europe and pofterity.— 
Wonderful were the means by which thefe 
fehemes were accompiiflicd — ilways fea- 
fonable — always adequate — the fuggef. 
tions of an unJerffandiiig* animated by 
ardour arul enlightened by prophecy. 

The ordinary feelings which made life 
amiable and indolent — ihofe fenfations 
which fofien, aiiuic, and vuiganze, were 
iinkiiown to bim, — No domelfic difhcuU 
lies — no domelfic weeknefs reached him 
— but aloof fiom the foulld occurrences of 
life, and unfuliicd by irs Miiercoiiife, he 
c tine occdhonally Into our iVdem to coun- 
fei and to decide, — A characlci fo ex ihed, 
Jo Itienuous, fovaiioiis, fo a uhontativr, 
alfonifhed a cnri opt age, and the Ticafury 
trembled at the name of Pitt thiough all her 
clafTes of vemdlty. Corrupt i- n i magined, in- 
deed, that fhe h:itl found defeats in this 
Statefman, and talked much cf the inconlil- 
tenev of his glory, ami much of the imln 
of his vitfont'S — but the Inllory of his 
country, and fhe cal.unities of the enemy, 
anfweicd and refuted Iter. 

Nor were his poliiic.il abilities his only 
talents. H»s eloquence was an aera in 
the "Senate peculiar and fpoutaneous, fa- 
miliarly expieHing gig'Hitu fcniimcnts and 
inrtiiiffive wifil.'jin : not like (lie loricnt 
of Dernofthenes, or the fplendnl confhi- 
grr.tion rf Tully, it ul'jmbled fonic- 
t'liK s the thunder and fomet’mes the muhe 
of ihefph- ies. I.lkc Mui 1 .ly, he did not 
coridiitf th-* uii Jci Itan.ling ihiough llie 
painful fub'lctv of argumeiil.uion. Nof 
was he, like Townfeiid, for ever on ftiC 
rack of 'exertion, but ir.thcr lightened 
upon the fuliictH, and reached ihe pomt by 
the fiafhings of his mind, which, like thole 
of his eye, weie felt but could not be 
followed. 

Upon the whole, there was in this man 
fb.ncthing that could cretltc, fnbveit, or 
reform — an undci Handing — a fpiiit ami 
an eloquence to biminon mankind 10 fo- 
ciety, or to bicak the h mds of flivLry 
afunder, aUvl to rule the wildenitfsof frtc 
minds with vinbounded authority ^ fonie- 
tliing that could eftablifli or ovcrwlu Im 
empires, and ftrikr a blow in the woild 
that fliould refound Lhiough its univcrfe.

S INCE the Supreme Being has formed

6 uii.ly not i tiie younger par. ot the fe- 
male fex, who dlicovci the leilt piopenfly 
for Mufic, or flicw any maiks of having 
agoodeai, rtiould certainly leain Mulic, 
not for the fake of re 11 den ng them ht for 
the fartiionable woild, not forpaiade and 
odentation, not to rival the uric il })er- 
fonneis; but riioiild To Iciirn, as to ainufc 
their own family, and for that domeltic 
comfort they weic by Piovidence deligned 
to pronii>tt j to le'.ievc tlie ;l:lxletle^ and 
cares of hit, to Inlpii e cheei fuliuds, and 
elevate tii» miiul to a lenfe and love ol or- 
der, v.rtuc, and ifligion, blie wlto can, 
by thus iinpioving inr naluial taiknts, 
cffe6l thefe good jmrpoles, will not have 
niil-fpent hci time : But, alas ! liovv far 
%heie ends aic anlwered by the modi in 
mode of learning modern nuific, kt thoie 
dcclaifwho have feen and licaiil. L.et our 
young men maintain the dignity ot the 
gentleman and Icholar, and thus ren- 
der tliemfelves able to communicate to 
their friends the pleafures of their rmihcai 
endowments, both by their heads and 
hands. Let tlie Philolbpher confpire with 
the Mufician to affilf in the duties of u- 
ligion, and promote that complacency of 
mind which the virtuous only know — 
Such confiderations (liould awaken our 
youth to retrieve thole loflts vdiich they 
fulfain by the corruption of this noble art, 
and enable them to difcoimtenance the 
fupport of thofe who contiibute to its dc- 
ftruffion. Let the parents make Mulic, 
under thefe relfpi6lions, a regular par-t ot 
educ.ition, as was the culioiii of airlieul 
and wife nations ; not as a tiiflmg and 
vain aniul'ement, but as a ine.m^ ot invi- 
gorating the poweri of the Jujit, and 


thereby manifefting the gloiur of our 
tbr. — Having thus exprefied our wilhes 
for Millie becoming an iifeful part of edu- 
cation 5 it may not be improper to .make 
fome obfervations upon the real caiifes of 
Its con uption. We have before mentioned 
the general prevailing Itate of dillipation 
in oui polite people, and their attachment 
to fantail'C levity. Many other caufea 
arife ; the increaling pain on for this art 
has incrca'i-d the number ot its profelTors, 
and there, fiicd with emulation on their re- 
Ipe^ive inllrumcnts, have extended tho 
powers ol execution to fo allonifhing a 
degree, as to win the applaufe of the un- 
thinking part of mankind, -and irapofe mc- 
chaiucal rapiihry, and the wonders of dif- 
fiCLiitv, as the jx;rfe 5 tion of genius, and the 
only trbjmpha of iNiulic. Tins has induced 
every peitornuT to commence compolcr, 
anti adapt the meit ci iidnies of his own 
br.iin to the ncilvc powci s of nis own fin- 
gers, wiihout ajiv farthei refpedt to ifu: 
hearer tlnn endeavouring to fui'prize whei-e 
lie ought to liave moved and perfuaded. 
But can this tx'^eik'nce of the execution 
atone for the viieviel's <..f ihe compolition ^ 
No y the powers of a Gainck can acid no 
meiit to the works of a D’Uitey. But 
the beauties of a Shakefpeare may be ich, 
though humlily i*eciied in a barn. — A.s 
Miihc, like all other arts, is forne refem- 
b! ince of nature, which fills our minds 
with counterfeit images, and 
with llclitious I'eimments, often morq 
ch'4r*niing than if they w'ere true and na- 
tm ;1 j It becomes tlie fun6lion of the Mu- 
ficiiii to tianfport thofe refined touches 
which are in nature, and pi’eient them m 
objects to which they arc not natural q 
to maintain a per petual fitlion graced with 
n;l the characters ot truth, and thus be- 
come the aitificlal portrait of the hum.in 
palfions. T'tie mind ot the hearer exer- 
ciles itlclf in comparing the model with 
the pn^bire, pnd the rclult of the judgmenc 
It givco IS lo miicli the more agreeable, a-, 
il ib a pioot of its own knowledge and 
j tnciiaiioii. Xlie obit »i:l of a Muiicia'n‘*ii 
imitation mult be nature, reprelented to 
the nni’d by enlhufialriv a wgud which 
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all the world tinderftand^, but which no 
one has happily defined r it is tint liiuation 
of foul, that happv moment of penins, 
when, as if filled with fire divine, it takes 
in all nature, and Ipixads upon ita objc^ls 
that heavenly life which aniiri.ites them, 
and thole engaging ftiokes which warm 
and ravifh us. Mufic is a language 
which i'peaks to us intones; if 1 don't 
underfland it, art has corrupted nature 
rather than improved it. Let us appeal to 
jthc Judicious com|K)fer hiiniclf, which are 
the parts he approves moft, and to whu'h he 
is continually returning with a lecret p!ca- 
fure ? Arc tliev not thole where (it we 
may fo fay) his Mufic is Ipeaking — where 
it has a clear meaning without obfeurity ? 
Mufic then is to be judged of m the lame 
manner as a pi^urc* I lee firokes and 
colouis in it wlrefe meaning I underitand 
—it rtrikes— it touches me, fiom its re- 
fenablance tolbme known ohje6L Mufic 
may imitate nature independent of words, 
though they greatly help it, but neither 
give or take away any thing which alters 
Its nature.— Tt can Hill exprels complaint 
Oi joy. Its ellential expiclfion is found, as 
that of painting is coluui . I'hc heart all'o 
has its undci Handing, indepenJent of 
words, and when it is once touched, it 
comprehends all : for as thetc are great 
things which words cannot leach, fo there 
ai'^ delicate ones v\hich woids .ue as little 
capable ot cxpiclVmg. It IMviUcihtn, the 
bed calculatid tn its tones, the heft con- 
4hiiAed in its pai ts and niudiitation, and

When Mufic is 
joined to words, the poetry fitould not be 
glittering images, but fimple and natural s 
it mult run with faftnefs and negligence, 
and give that force to the mufical expref- 
fion which may render the fenfe more 
neat and intelligible. We may here ob- 
ierve, that the moft beautiful verfc does 
not bear mufic the beft— it miift be the 
moll moving. Mufic, which is the image 
of eloquence, (hould know how to awaken 
and how to lull— it is capable of exciting 
emotion, and of foothing the moved part 
to reft. The ai lift, it is true, mull ftndy 
diligently to arrive at this perfeftioii ; but 
he miift have the feeds implanted in his 
own nature- they miift be born with Iiiin 
before ftiidy can be of any ieivice. But 
in the Mufic of our owii days we find a 
prevalence of falfe beauties, and very few 
have genius or tafte to perceive their ab- 
lurdity. Our modern Mufic fullains it« 
fclf only by appearance, and is cinly ani* 
mated by falle colour ; it ails principally 
on the minds of the vulgar, which lie open 
to impofition. For want of realon ^nd 
authority, ’t makes ufe of charms and flat- 
tery j it is void of eVeiy thing elfential to 
win, and only fpeaks in a pretty cajoling 
tone. Its beauties are lathcr delicate than 
ftrong ; and having their powers limited 
for want of genius, they go no fartlier 
than the extei nal fenfe, and only play on 
ih* fur face of the foul. But we expeft 
moie from this art ; we expcil Majefty 
with fimphcity ; we exptiTt beauty, but a 
beamy lull of good ienfe ; we expedf 
grace, but a grace lull of dignity ; we ex* 
pe£l Ibflr.efs, but a foftnefs full of energy. 

Had Mufic been in the lame ftate for- 
nieily that it now is, the philofophers who 
placed eloquence among the voluptuous 
pait.iot knowledge, would wiili as much 
realon have placed this. They would 
hnv-; Juven it with a great deal of juft ice 
from the Republic of Spatia, and from 
eveiy well- polifhed State ; pei haps they 
would have thought no mote of it, than 
of theaitof making hveel-mcats, which 
has for its obic«M tlic pleafure of tafte, or 
that ar- winch flatters another Icnfe, and 
woxks at the conipofi ion of perfumes. 
But it flioiild not be fu in tiuc mufic.— We 
miift preferve in every thing the grandeur 
of ins end, and the dignity ot its ufe. 
Tlie hlelfings of the mind vi^cienot beftow- 
ed Idlcly tor the pleaiure of the bmly j the 
giaiificatlon of the eus is indeed more 
lli.in iiotlrng, but it is not all. Mufic is 
n<n ..11 air.uK intnr for the caiclels or idle 
v»'l' II , lilt iiiulitiaji IS foinewhat more 

thaa 
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tlian a mountebank or rope-dancer ; he 
}houU pieferve his dignity, he midl not 
trifle and play tricks, he muft not be gay 5 
he muft be ferlous. He muft employ the 
ftratagems of viriue ; he muft be a phy- 
fician to hide the health and liberty of the 
foul, in myitle, and in perfumes ; he 
TTUift fend thofc away with edification, 
who only came with the expeflaiion of 
pleafure 5 and render (hem not only more 
latisfied, and more joyful, but alfo better, 
■ni) more virtuous. 

However mufle may be now unhappily 
applied, without doubt it originally apper- 
tains to religion ; but as the one is de- 
prived of its due reverence, the other 
will neceflarily decline in its influence. 
Without the awful and exalted views of 
uligion, the liaie fubllme of tlie fine aits 
can never fubfift : Hence it was that the 
greatert poets, whatever were their private 
opinions, were in their works always men 
of eminent piety. On tlie contrary, as in- 
fidelity advances, and chills the enthuliafm 
of the mind, the ilivine and nohlc ideas 
muft peiifli in poetry, oratoiy, nuific, 
and painting. Whoever refledls on ihe 
levity of tile prcfeiit age, and its atUth- 
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ment to the burlefque and ridiculous, 
muft confefs the juftnefs of our intention, 
if not the force of its exccuticn, whtii we 
wifh to refclie one of the aits from this 
proftiuition ; and by rendering a languac'C 
of delightful lenfi.tions Intelligible U' tlie 
heait. prevents its being ri ide lubri 1 v 
to the abhoiiencc of ihinkbig. But al- 
though, from the foice cf lafiiicu, v 0 ern- 
not totally fecure the facrid Lyre, and fee 
it put under the pioteflion of true genius j 
yet may evciy parent fo far call in aid the 
powers of mufic, as to make the youth 
of both fexes the happier and better for 
its influence, not by qualifying them with 
a flattering means of temptation to vanity 
and diffipation ; but with an alluring 
fyren to hcait-feltblifs, and fedate reflec- 
tion. To which ^ood purpofe let the 
zealous admirers of harmony, free from 
the fhackles of pia6l;lce, and prejudices of 
mode, lay the prefent half Gothic ftile of 
mufic in ruins, likethofe towers of whofc 
little labouied ornaments it is an exa£V 
pi^lure, and reftore the elevated tafte of 
palTionate harmony once more to the 
delight and improvement of mankind.

^T'HE literary merits of Mrs. Inchbald 
are well known. Her dramatic 
pieces have been attended with a very 
flattering fuccefs ; and her delightful 
romance to which Ihe has given the name 
of '* A Simple Story,** is well known 
to readers of fenfibiiity and caftc, as one 
Vo'L. XXIII. 


of the happieft efforts of fidfitious hif- 

Of the prefent performance it ii 
with pleafurc that we remark, that it 
nfes above any of her former theatrical 
effays. The outline of the piece is ex^ 
cellent, and is capable of imprejftive and 
P exquiiite^' 
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cxquifite effe6V. ‘Contraft, the great 
engine of dramatic power, ftands pro- 
minent in the piece under confideration. 
Two hulbands arc oppofed to each other 
in the canvas ; one a tame flsivc, and 
the other, from fantaftical abfuiditv, a 
tyrant ; one eager to part from his \\ ifc, 
the other, having obtained a feparation, 
anxious to bring back to his dwelling 
the companion he has difearded. Thcfc 
chara6\ers arc relieved hy two portrait?, 
cither wholly new, or of which wc had 
never before been prefented with a 
whole length j a w himfical old barchclor 
.deploring the forloinnelb of a ftatc of 
celibacy j and a difmtercfted phiian- 
thropift, miftaking the road to his fa- 
Touritc objea, and endeavouring to ef- 
fc6t a good underftanding among his 
neighbours by a fyftem of deceit. 

Here is, no doubt, ample canvas for 
a comedy. But the fair author, with a 
diffidence in her own talents which 
rejudice has taught us to call amiable, 
as thought that we yet had not enough, 
and has interwoven a tragic tale, in 
which we think Ihe has nor been equally 
furcefsful ; th^igh in this opinion we 
ffinll be thought finguLi'*, as tins talc 
has allb plealed 111 the theatre. Jt is 
not a common complaint to make of a 
Comedy, thanr is too rich in ideas. 

But, notwiihftanchng tlic lucccl" that 
has a^tcnclecl this perfi»rm^TKc, -a c hf- 
cern in its general fchemc the pinfibility 
of having obtained ft ill mure. Wc 
tnult accufc IVIrs. Inchbald ot not oblli- 
nately and pcrlcvenngly uniblJing one

arc informed in the Intiodu6ik)n, 
^ that the Author was led to profe- 
cutc this Inqniiy in coniecjucncc ot ob- 
iuving the want of lucceTs attending 
rveiy attempt hitherto made to cure 
calculous complaints. The f irlt Pait of 
this work confifts of a ferles of experi- 
ments inftjtnted with a view to dilcover 
the influence ot diet, and other caufes, in 
cncrta.ing or leiaiding the dcpofition of 
Jithlc acltl iroin the mine. In confe- 
quence of eating three lemons in the 
*rc-ouiltof the; dav, r.caily double the quan- 
tity of hthic Lcld df'pofued, to what 
was tmind during the ulual ftate of health 
■ >-ml regimen. But although a perfon 
lives aiiogethd* on animal food, if by 
any means acidity is proxluccd in the ali- 
luentai'y canal, the dcpofition of the tithic 
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idea, till ihe has placed it in its ilrongeft 
lights, and fufferedit to produce its full 
cffic£ls. Her luxuriant mind furniflics 
her with a rich crop, and ihe finds it 
an eafier talk to prclcnt us with a thou- 
fand beauties, than to raife one to all 
the eminence of which it is fufeepti- 
blc. This fault wc do not find in her 
romance. He who would contem- 
plate the gciiiiis of Mrs. Inchbald in its 
full luftre, muft read the Simple Story. 

We remarked a dcfcdl in the aftors 
analogous to that wdiich wc impute to 
the author. The literary epicure muft* 
ftudy the play in its original elements, 
not as it is exhibited at the Theatre. 
The adtors, by fome fatality, feem not 
to iinderftand their parts. The humo- 
rous philanthropift , for want of courL'gc 
and a flowing elocution in his reprefen- 
tativc, docs not produce half his effeff 
on the ftage. Lord Norland, the fc- 
vere and terrible father of the tragic 
cpilbdc, who, in the conception of the 
author, is a lion hungering for his prey, 
at Covent Garden is a very harmlcfs 
animal. Even the laughable rhodo- 
montacle of the matrimonial penuenr 
is nor given by our friend Lewis with 
his ufual cffeii^r. We except from rliii 
cenfure Mr. Quick, the reprefcnr.iiiv e 
of the old batchclor, whofe indifpn- 
fition, jiifi at this time, is a public I 'G. 
Jn fine, we would gisc to every ore 
that wilhes fully to enjoy this comedv, 
this piece of advice^ “ 'I'ake it with 
you to your clofet.”

acid will be encren fe-d : the naiiica too pro- 
duced by living on animal food folely, 
by diminifinng the a61ion of the (kin, and 
encreafiug the flow of urine, has (irniiar 
cflt6fsj nay, (o much influence has the 
Itateof the perfpiration on the produflion 
of the lithic acid, that if the aftion of the 
(kill is vigoioufly kept up, iheie will l)e 
no encre iled depofition of this matter 
obfervablc, even during the moft acef- 
cent diet ; and when little cxtrcil'e was 
iifed to keep up the a^ion of the (kin, a 
Angle aceicent meal was oblcrved to cn- 
cieafe the depofition of this acid. 

The Author next details a fet of expe- 
riments inftituted to prove that diapho- 
retics have confidcrahlc influence on the 
fecretion o( the lithic matter. The firft 
of chele he confideis is exerede. In Ex- 
periment 
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pcriment 1 3 he informs us, that “ hav- 
ing reinainccl at home purpolcly two days 
without excrcife, he found that half a 
pint of urine made on the lecond day, 
and kept 24 hours, depofited near two 
grains of lithic acid, above double the 
qiiamiiy it did when taking exercilc and 
u<'ing a llmilar diet. So that he conlnleis 
it as wellafcertained, that cateris paribux^ 
the quantity of lithic acid depoiited by 
the urine, is invcrlbly as- the exeicde 
liken. Nor is this all i for he conftantly 
ohfervcd, that coiuinuiug in Indolence, the 
mine not only depofited moie lithic acid 
than ufual in the mean while, but con- 
tinued to do fo for fomc time alter he had 
returned to cxercife. Sudonfics alio, 
or medicines encieafing tlie lenfible per- 
Ipiration, he found to poflefs iimilai tT- 
lefts in leflening the quantity of lithic 
acid depofited. He found, that urine 
made during a biilk perfpnauon, biouglit 
on by Dovei’s powder, hardly depoiited 
any lithic matter. Emetic tartar, given 
in fuch fmall dofes as only to encicalc 
tlie inienlible peifpiiation, without pio- 
tlucing naulei, alio tends, in a very mans, 
fell manner, to ieffen the quantity ol this 
matter. Meicui y too, when adminilleied 
in fuch a manner as to atfeft only t.ie cu. 
ticular fecretion, has Imnlar effeas. 
That me.at contains an acid has l^n 

.roved experimentallv by Mr. I*"'"*®' i 

and that an acid alfo paffes by infenfible 
pcrfpiiation, is rendered probable, by 
liiiding that a piece ot paper ftained with 
litmus, and kept applied to the Ikm only 
during a few houis, while there was no 
lenfiblc peifpiration, was changed to a 
U colour. Acids aho, when applied to 
the mine out ol the body, ‘be 

hthic matter to precipitate. When much 
cream-coloured lediment is pielcnt in the 
urine, the quantity of the coiic.et.ng or 
hiliic acid leeins to l^dimmilhed. By 
the addition of acids this cre-im-coloui-ed 
lediment may be made enti.e y ^'‘ap- 
pear, and the lithic acid is then tluown 
down. Fiom a number ot expcimeiits, 
the Author concludes that tins ertam- 
colouicd lediment is the neuual lalt con- 
taining the hthic acid} from which it may 
be piec.pitatcd by pe.haps every other 
acid } which forming a ne« comi>ound, 
more foluble than the cream-coloured 
lediment, the urine appears tianlparent, 
while the lithic acid is deiiolited in tjie 
form of veiy fine land. 

From a variety of experiments the Au- 
thor draws the following geP«»* 
fions diet compofed chicfty ot ant* 


malfood, tends to prevent the generation 
of acid. An incieafc of perfpiration 
leflTcns the quantity depofited by the urine, 
as the Ikin and kidnies appear to feparate 
the fame acid matters from the blood j 
and it iS by keeping up the vigoious 
a£lion of the ikin and fcidnies alone, that 
any dangerous acciiiuulation of this acid 
muft be guaided againft, no abftmencc 
from acefeent aliment being fufFic>nt for 
this purpofe. 

Dr. Wllfon next proceeds to apply th# 
foregoing Experiments to determine the 
remote caufe of urinary gravel, and to 
Ihew that every circumftance predifpofing to 
this complaint, a6ls by diminidiing *tUc 
vigour of the Ikln and kidnies, in confe- 
qucnce of winch an over-pioportion of 
acid is retained in the fy Item, whlchocca- 
fions a depofition of the lithic acid fion\ 
the mine. Too gieat a rigidity of fibre, 
old age, high living, whicn not only de- 
bilitates the fecreting powers of the body 
in general, but by the large quantity of 
fermented liquor it neceflarily fuppofes 
taken into the ftomach, mult tend to en- 
cre.ife the quantity of acid matter in the 
lyltein at large — heat applied to the re- 
gion of the kidney, may all be explained on 
the principle above-mentioned. He does 
not think that the giavcl is any farther 
conneaed with goUt, than that the fame 
mode of living gives origin to both, and 
that the indolence induced by the prcfencs 
of gout, tends to diminilh the a^ion of 
the fkin and the kidneys. It is often 
found indeed, that paroxyfms of the gout 
and gravel alternate wi»h each other ; this, 
however, may be eaiily explained, if wc 
confidcr that during a fit of the gout, the 
a^ion of the ftomach and fkin is moie 
vigorous, and during the atonic Itate 
takine place during the intervals, the di- 
minifhed perlpiiation, the weaker a^ion 
of the Itomach, and the acidity ot the 
prima: neccfTaiily occafion an 

accumulation of acid in the fyftem loon 
to be foi ced off by the kidneys. The m- 
ailivity ot the Ikin and kidnies then, 
he concludes, mull be cqnfidered as the 
remote caufe ofgra^eU 

Havirg now clearly proved th.at gravel 
is produced by the depofition of an acid 
matter, the Author proceeds to point out 
what circumftances render it probable 
that the 1 emote caufes ot gravel are pre- 
lent, and what arc the means beft calcu. 
lated to remove them. rhefehc i educes 
to four ; ift, Strengthening the d-geftive 
organs 9 ad, Avoiding luch kinds of 
food as tend to cncrcafc the quantity of 
p - matter 
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matterweendeavoui to eacp^l ; |d, Ufing 
fuch as havr an oppoiite tendency ; 4.eh, 
Throwing out thi^ matter by every means 
in our power. All thefe indications of 
cure, excepting the laft, have been al- 
ready Explained, The beft method of 
expelling the acid matter from the body 
requires farther explanation. Diluents 
employed v^ith this view are not found to 
be of much ufe. Diuretics are more ufe- 
ful, but th::ir ctfccts in llinciulating the 
kidnies are not to i>e depended on. En- 
creafing the infenfihle pei Aiiratlon, carries 
off this matter very effeaually, without 
occafioning any inconvenience to Uie 
fyftem ; and this is beft done by antimo- 
nials given in fuch linall doles as not to 
excite naufea. Their efte6ls are more 
powerful than ihofe of Dover's powder, 
even when given in fuch quantities as to ex- 
cite copious fweats. JViercviry allb, admi- 
nifteredin fmall quantities, fiom its well- 
known powers ot cncicafing all tlicfecrc- 
tions, promifes to be an excellent remedy 
for removing the predifpofition to calcu- 
lous complaints. On thri fame piinciple 
exercile (hould not be ncgl‘v6Ved, although 
it muft not be wholly leJied on, as it is 
not to be expe6lcd th.U the body, debili- 
t itcd by difeafe, will, by its own powers 
alone, itftore the vigour of organs fo 
long habituated to ina^ivity. 

The Second Part of Dr. Wilfon’s 
Treatife confifts of an inquiry into the 
caufes and cure of Dyfpepfia ; a com- 
plaint, he obferves, ronfidcring the im- 
portant difeafes with which it is conne^ed, 
too much negle^ed by Phyficians. 1-rom 
the experiments of Spallanzani, and fiom 
various other oblei vation*^, it has been 
proved, that a certain degree of fermen- 
tation occuis in the firli Itage ot digef- 
tion, in many animals as well as in man. 
Hence we aie wan anted to conclude, that 
it is neceffaiy to healthy digeftion, and 
probably anfwers the fame purpoles as 
niafticalion, in fui thcr feparaiing and com- 
mmuting our aliment. But the gicat 
agent in digeftion is nnqueltionabiy the 
aftric juice. Dr. Cullen’s opinion, th it 
yfpepfia is occaftoned by the imbecility 
of the muiculai hbies ot the ftonfach, the 
Author confiders as completely refuitid 
by the experiments of SpalJanami and 
J>r. Stevens ; and procceJs to point out 
in what manner the occafional caufes, the 
fymproms, and the cure of this coiuplnint, 
may be explained, byfuppofmg it alw'ays 
to arife from a defitiency of the gaftric 
liquor. This, as well as every othei fc- 

d'etiop^ is dimini Aied by narcotics and 

IS 


indolence. And if fuch as Uhour under 
acidity of the ftom.ach, or deft£f of ap- 
petite, would faft fonicwhat longer than 
tifual, and wait till a liedt fiipply of gaf- 
tric juice wab frcieteii into the ftomach, 
or would diraindh the ufiial quantity of 
what they iMt, tl giftivin will go on with- 
out any impednn^nu. It the atblion of 
vomiting beexcited after long falling, and 
the gaftnc bquor by that means com- 
pletely evacuated, the fcnlation of hunger 
is totally removed} and if food be taken 
into the ftomach, it appears to remain 
wholly undigeitvid during I’ome time. Per- 
haps by recurring to tins expedient in 
cafes wher«* people are m danger ot pe- 
rilhing fiom want, then fate might be 
retarded at ieaft during fome tunc, as 
in fucli cafes death appeal s to be produced 
by the action of the galtiic liquor on the 
ftornach. 

The cffe^ls of tonics, ftirniilants, cold 
bathing, See. in the cure of dyfpepfia, arc 
all calily accounted for on this princi- 
ple. The ufe of emetics is repiobaied, 
as calculated on every repetition to lenew 
thccvaciittion of the gaftnc jince, tending 
thus raihei to encieal'c than diminilh the 
complaint. Abllaining fiom food nil a 
very Itrongdcfire tor it is felt, and mode- 
rating the quantity taken at a time, aie 
the molt late and etfedtual means ef re- 
moving this diftare. If to thole be added 
due excrcife, cold bailting, rifing and 
going to reft at an early hour, and the 
uj'us modicus Veneris, independently of 
which eveiy othci remedy may fometimes 
be had recourfe to in vam, the Author 
conceives that eveiy ellicacicus mode of 
cuie has been enumerated. Upon the 
whole, we have been much plcafed with 
the peruf-il of this Treatife, and do not 
hei’tate to recommend it to the aiicntiun 
of th\, medical woild in general, tend- 
ing to tliiovv conii eiable lignt on the 
pathology, and method of cure, of two 
v(ry common and troublefome cjrn- 
phiiiUs, miliary calculus, and dyfpep- 
iia. riiv. expenmems arc deviicd and 
conduLled with ingenuity, the reiults ap- 
pear to be i elated with accuracy and can- 
dour, and the rcidbmngs deduced from 
them are logical and conclufive. Had 
tJie Autho: paid fomewhat more attention 
to clothe hib ientiiiients in accurate and 
idiomatic language, the moft rigid critic 
would have found little to blame ; a fault 
which, although it is countenanced, can- 
not be defended by the example of the 
generality of medical writers of the pre- 
Knt day.

1 did not approve of 
the means by wdiii h ihc £rft 1 evolution 
w.as effedted in Piance,— I ihoiight that it 
would have been a wlicr ir.calurv to have 
abridged the oppicfTive privileges, and to 
hwe lelfened the enormous number of the 
Nobility, than to have uboldbed the 
Older. 1 thought that the State ought not 
in judlce to have iVi zed any pait of the 
property of the Chinch, till It had re- 
verted, as it were, to the community, by 
the death of its immediate polfclTois. I 
thought that the King w'as not only 
treated with unmerited indignity, but 
that too little authority was left him, to 
enable him, as the chief Executive Magi- 
ifrate, to be uleful to the State. — Thefe 
were fome of my realons for not approv- 
ing the means by which the firlt revolu- 
tion in France was brought about. As 
to other evils which took place on the 
occafion, I confidered them ceitainly as 
evils of importance ^ but at tlie fame time 
AS evils iDleparable from a Itate uf civil 


commotion, and which I conceived wouM 
be nioie than compenfated by the efta- 
blilhment of a limilal monarchy. 

'The French have abandoned the con- 
ftitution they had at firll eltabliHied, and 
have changed it for another. No one can 
repiobatc with more truth than I do both 
the means and the end of this change.—* 
The end has been the eftahlllhmcnt of a 
Repiiiilic — now, a Republic is a form of 
government winch, of all others, I moll 
dillike — and I difllke it for this realbn j 
hecaufe of all forms of government, 
fcaicely excepting the moft dcfpotic, I 
think a Republic the moft opprclTive to 
tiiebulkef the people: they arc deceived 
in It with the (how of libcity j but they 
live in it under the moft odious of all 
tyrannies, tlie tyranny of theii equals.— 
With icrpefl to the means by winch this 
new Republic his been eietrled in fiance, 
they have be. finguinary, lavage, more 
than buita!. 'Flicy not merely fill the heart 
c.fcveiy Individual with commileration for 
tlie imfoi tiinatc lufttrei s j but they exhibit 
to the eye of contemplation, an hundliaimg 
picture of human nature, when its paflions 
are not legulated by religion, 01 con- 
ti oiled by Jaw. I fly with leiror and ab- 
horrence even from the altar of Liberty, 
when I fee it ftained with the blood of the 
aged, of the innocty^.t, of the defenceless 
lc», ofthc niuiiliers of religion, and of the 
faithful adlieients of a fallen Monarch. 
Mv b.f’ut iiiiLs wjrhin me when I lee it 
Itifuuuig with the blood of the Mon.»rch 
h'lnftli, — iMucdlil God' Itrike Ipcedily, 
vve bUtech thee, vvlriidecp contiition, and 
fiucv-re remci le, the obdurate hearts of 
the relentlefs peipetrators and projewftors of 
thefe horrid deeds, left they ihould fud-

antimonial powder, as prepared by differ^ 
entperfons, were nor greater than might 
cafily arife from the unavoidable vaiia- 
tions taking place during tlie piocefs of 
calcination.— Xhe whitentfs of the powder 
is altogether owing to the degree of heat it 
is expofed to, and may be increafed to any 
degree, provided tlie fire is fulficiently 
raifed ; a little mattei fcaling fi om the ci 11- 
cible, or the clrcunift/.acc of ftining the 
matter dining calcination with a nifty 
iion, 01 ^vE^n powdei ing it in a dirty iron 
mor»“r, \m11 iniuie the colour. — 'I'he yc!- 
Jowifti tinge which Ibme fpecimens po/I'e/s 
arifes from a yellow fcoria pioduced on 
the infidtof the crucible by a combination 
ot the antimony vidth the clay. No degree 
ot heat aj'plied to antimony alone will 
produce this preparation, nor to the in- 
giedients in veftels pei fi.6tly fccluded fi oin 
the ail. Tiic aition of the file in producing 
whitentfs in this powdci, fccins to depend 
on the power which litat pclVcffes of ren- 
deling gre^ -coloui ed bonc-.ilhcs, or im- 
pei-fci:\ly burned bone, of a fnowy white- 
nel's. W'e tlinll now lay before oui readers 
the coriclufions which the Doctor hirnlelf 
dr.tws from thcle well -imagined and ac- 
cuiately-conduited expenments, and in 
which wc entirely agice v\'ith h.in. 

** From the whole ol llie above Analy- 
tical Lxpeiimenls it appeals : 

I. That J.imes's Powder confifts of 
phofphonc acid, lime, and anlimonial 
calx ; with a minute quantity of calx of 
iron, which is confidcrtd to be an acciden- 
tal fubftance. 

“ 2 . 7 hat eitherthefe three cflentialin- 
grcilicnts are united with each othei, form- 
ing a triple compound ; or, pholplioiatcd 
lime is comhintd with the antimonial 
calx, compoiing a double compound, in 
the proportion of about 57 pails ot calx 
and 43 parts of phoi’phoi aied lime. 

*‘3. That this antiinonial calx is different 
fiom any other known calx of antimony in 
fevcral of its chemical qnaiuies. Ahour 
three-fourths of it .tic l»>lub!e in m.uiiiC 
acid, and afford Algaiotli powder; and 
tlie rer-ainder is not folublc in this 
inenftriium, and is apparently vitiillcd. 

** From the preceding lynrhtt'c Experi- 
iirenis it appeal that by calcining toge- 
ther bont-.Jhes, that is, phol'phoi ated 
lime and antimony. In a certain propor- 
tion, and aftei wards expofing the nuxtiire 
to a while heat, a compound was formed 
confifting of antimonial calx and phofphc^ 
rated lime, in the fame proportion, and 
jKjftening the fame kind of chemical pro- 
pa tics as James's Powder.” 
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r|^IIE6E conditions hei Ladyfhip rejeft- 
ed as in j^irt didionoiii able, in part 
uncertain ; adding withall, ftie knew not 
liow to ti cat with iliem, who had not power 
to pci form their ovini offers till they had 
firft moved the Pai liament— telling them* it 
vveie a more lober courle, firlf to acquaint 
themlclvcs wiili the plcaiure of Pailiainent, 
and then to move accordingly j but for 
her part file would not trouble the good 
Gentlemen to petition for her ; Ihe fliould 
eiieem ir a gi eater favour to permit her to 
continue in her prefent humble condition.

Jij the fourth, fhe gave a colpui of her 


departure, and content to her folJiers, of 
whom in her treaty fhe fhewed an honour- 
able care. 

Thefe propofitions retumed by Mr.

This, as the laft rcfolve of all their coun- 
cils, With lome iciriblL prefages of the 
clanger fhe Hood in, was delivered to Iiei* 
Lady/hip by one Moigan, one of Sir 
Tnomas's Colonels; a little man, fliort 
and peremptor)', who met with flaidnefs 
and judgment to cool his heat ; and haJ 
the honour to carry back this laft anfwei ; 
ioi her Ladyihip could ferew tJiem to no 
nioie delays ; 

7 'iiat fhe lefufed all their articles, and 
was truly Impj.y tliey had refilled her's { 
protefting flie liad lathei Iiizard her life* 
than offer liie like again : liiat though a 
v,-onian, a (ii anger, divoiced from her 
ii lends, and robbed of her cllatc, fhe was 
icraiy lo receive their utmoft violence, 
iv ulimg in God both for protedf ion and de.^ 
h\e».;ncc. 

Being now difappolnted in their plot,* 
who expeiled a quick difpalch with the 
affliiled Lady, by a tame furrender of her 
Houie, having fcattered veryfeaiful appre- 
iiwvi'ions of the great guns, their mortar 
piece, their hiewoiks, and engineers, 
after all their confides, they appear for ac- 
tion, when they found her Ladyfnip as 
feuiicfs of their empty terrors, as careful to 
prevent a leal danger j fhe is willing to un- 
derllamf the power of her enemy, and flu- 
dious to prevent it ; leaving nothing 
within her eye to be cxcuied afterwards 
by “ minimo quidem cafui locum relinr^ 
qui debuiffey'' Cxf. Com. lib. 6. Odio^A 
Tacit, lib. i. foitune or negligence ; and 
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pddmgto her fornrier patience and moil re- 

C >lvecl and ChHftian fonitude, all treatiea 
rpke off. Rigby being of the fame jndg- 

S ient with him in the Hiitorian, That no 
elay in that enterprife is to be ufed, 
wdiJch none will commend before it be end- 
ed., he'll immediately to execution. 

The next murning difeovejed fome of 
the enemy's night works, which were be- 
gun about muikeL-iliot from the houfe, in 
A floping declining ground, that thtir 
pioneers, by the nature of the place, might 
be fecured lioni onr ordnance on the tuw- 
^S| and fo in an orbe or ring work caft 
lip much earth every day, by tlie multi- 
tudes of country people forced to the fer- 
vice. After three days finding a fixed- 
Tiefs and relolution in her Ladyihip ftiil 
to keep her Hoiifc for the fervice of his 
bla jelly again ft ail his enemies, on Sunday 
they employ lix neighbours of bell rank 
with a petition to her Ladyfhip j having 
thrnll a form into their hands, and pre- 
pared their heads with inftruclions, as by 
jCOiifefTion now appeals, that in duty to 
hei Lad\lhip amt love to their country, 
they m, ft humbly heftech her to prevent 
her own pciibnal dangers, and the impo- 
Terilhii'g the whole country j which the 
might do if ftie pleafed lo flacken fomeihing 
ot her fevcie rciblutions, and in part con- 
defeend to the offers of the Gentlemen. 
Xhclc her Ladyfhip received with couitefy, 
difcourwiiing unto them on the nature of 
former Treaties, and the order of her pro- 
ceedings ; and this fo I'moothly and wil- 
lingly, that the good men were fatisfied, 
and had little more to fay, but “ God 
fave the King and the Earl of Derby.” 
For anfwer to their papei Ihe told them, 
it wa« more fit ihat they petition the Gen- 
tlemen who jobbed and I'poiled their coun- 
try, than her, who deftred only a <|uiet ftay 
in her own houfe; for the prefci vation, 
not fpoil of her neighbours. One of the 
$x, of more ability and integrity than tlie 
reft, reported ihe whole buftnefs of their 
anfwer and entertainment, as^atrue fubjebl 
to his Majefty, and a faithful friend to 
her Ladyfhip j with which the noble Colo- 
nels were moved to new propoiliions, in 
mere mercy, if you might believe them, to 
her Lady film and her children. The next 
day, therefore. Captain Alhhurft, a man 
that dtTerves a faiiercharader th m the reft 
for his civil ami even behaviour, brought a 
Hew meffage to her Ladyfiiip in thefe 
ttrmss

ordnance, and goods, Ihall have liberty 
to march to what part of the kingdom they 
pleafe, and yield up the Houfe to Stif Tho- 
mas Fairfax. 

3d, That the arms Ihould never be em- 
ployed againlt the Pafliament. 

4th, I’hat all in the Houle, excepting a 
hundred peiidns, Ihoiild depart prefentiy, 
and thr reft witiiin ten days. 

The Melfage lead, her Ladyfhip per, 
ceived they began to cool in their enter- 
pn7e, and theiefore, to lend them fome 
new heat, returned this anfwci by the Cap- 
tain : 

That fhc fcorned to yield heifelf a ten 
dajs pnlbnerto her own Houfe, pax fer~ 
^ientihus grantor quum llberts bellum^ 
Liv. Jib, 3. judging it more noble, whilft 
fhc could, to prelervc her liberty by aims, 
than to buy a peace with flavery : and 
what affu ranee, laid fhc, have 1 citiier of 
liberty or the performance of any condi- 
tions, when my ftiength is gone? I have 
received under the hands of fome em'nent 
pprfonages, that yoiii Geneial is not very 
cunfeientious in the perfoi inance of his 
fubfcriptions ) lo tliai from him I muft cx- 
pc6l pax Samnitica, pax iufija, pax incer-> 
ta, an unfmewed and faithlefs agreement. 
It is dangeioiis treating vvhen the fword 
is given into the enemies hard, and iherc- 
foie her Ladyfhip added, that not a man 
fhouJd depart her Houfe. That ftje would 
keep It, whilft God enabled her, againft all 
the King’s enemies : and in brief, that fhc 
would leceive no mure meffages without an 
exprels of her Lord's pleafuic,who ihe now 
heard was returned from the Jfle of Man, 
and to whom fhc icfcrred them for the 
tranfablion of the whole bufmefsj confider* 
ing that fiequent treaties aie a gieat dif- 
couragement to the foidiers befiegcd, as a 
yjelxlance to fome want or wcakntfs within, 
and lo the firft key that commonly opens 
the gale to the enemy. To fecond and 
conhrin licr anfwer, the next day, being 
TueflUy, a bundled foot, commanded by 
Captain Fanner a Scotchman, a faithful 
and g.iliant foldier, with Lieut. Breicrgh, 
ready to lecond him in any fervice, and 
fome twelve hoi fe, our whole cavalry, com- 
manded by Lieuicnant Key, fallied out 
upon the enemy. And beciule the fequel 
or cvery^ bulinefs depundctli much upon the 
beginning, the Captain determined to dq 
fcmctliing that might lemember the enemy 
they weie foldiei's within. He marched up 
to their works without a fhot, and then 
firing upon them in their trenches, they 
quickly left thtir holes ; when Lieutenant 
Key, having va heeled about with his hoife 
from another gate, fell upon them ifi their 

fligb? 
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flight with mu^ execution : they flew 
about thiity men, and took forty at ms, one 
drum, and fix prifoncrs ; the mam retreat 
was this day made good by Capr. _OgJe, 
a gentleman indtiftrious to return the coiir- 
uTy which fome ot their party (hewed unto 
him, when he was taken prifonei in that 
lucile at Edge Hill. The other paftage 
was carefully feciii*ed byCapt. Rawflorne; 
not one of ours was that day (lain or woun- 
ded. 

By the prifoners we under flood, the 
purpofe of the enemy was to ftarve the 
Houfej the commandn b having courage 
to pine a Lady, and not to Hght with her. 

13th, 14th, 15th, i6tli. The four days 
following paffed without much a6lion on 
either fide, faving that the garnlbn gave 
them fome night alarms, which to fome 
niiiitHered an occafion of running away, 
and to others of belying their own courage, 
that they had repulfed the garrifon i'oldiers, 
and (Iain thoufands out of hundreds. 

17th. On Sunday night, the comman- 
ders under hei* Ladyfhip rcfolvcd 10 fly 
iljc-ir night watciies; and thciciore at tliice 
o’clock in the iiiorniiig, Captain Chifnall, 
a man of known courage and rifolution, 
JLieuienant Bietergli, and Lieu’enant 
Hcape, with only thirty imilketcers, iffued 
out of the back gates to Uirpnze the enemy 
in their new trenches i but they difcover- 
ing fome of their light matches, ran taller 
than the Captain or his i'oldiers could ]>cr- 
fuejfccuring their flight in a wood dole by, 
where, not willing to engage his loldieis in 
unnccelfary dangers, he left them, only 
killing two or three, and chafing all the 
reft in flight, 

Thele follies and frequent alarms fo dif- 
cafed the enemy, that their woiks went 
(lowly on, having heei* three WLcks, ami 
et not call up one mount for ordnance: 
ut now for tiicir own fecuiity to keep olV 
our men with their cannon, 'they haften t!ie 
buiinefs with thelofs of many men’s li\es, 
conipciled to fo defperatea feivice. 

It moved both wonder and pity to lie 
K^ultitudes of people fo enflaved to tire Ke- 
forineis* tyranny, that tiicy wouKl Itand 
die mufket and lofe their lives, to f.ive no- 
thing ; fonear are thtfe to limes complain- 

of in tire Hiftoriaii*, when the world 
no lefs fears men for their vices, tlian once 
If honoui'cd them for then viiturs. 

J9th. On Tuefday at night tliey 
brought up one piece of cannon. Wed- 
Uefday morning gave us fome fpoit ; they 
then played their cannon three Ihuis, tlic 
ball twenty-four pounds : the firll tr ied 
fne wall, which being found proof with-

out the lead yielding or much impreflion, 
they afterwai-ds fliot higher to beat down 
pinnacles and turrets, or clfe to pleafe the 
women that came to fee the fj^dacle. 
The fame day Sir Thomas Fairfax fent her 
Ladyfliip a letter he had received from tire 
Earl of Dei by, wherein his Lordflnp de- 
filed an honourable and free pafl'tge for 
his L'udy and children, if (he fo pleafed 3 
being loth to expole them to the uncertain 
hazard of a Ion ; fiegc, cfpecially confi- 
dering the roughnefs and inhumanity of 
the enemy, that coined prid^ and malice, 
ignorance and cruelty . againft hei 5 nor 
knowing, by reafonof his long ablence, ei- 
ther how his Houfc was provided with 
vldlual and aminuuition, or ftrengthened 
for afliltancc ; and therefore defirous to 
leave only the haidy I'oldiers for this bi unt, 
till it (hoLild pleal'e his Majefly to yield him 
relief, and to prefer ve his Lady and chil- 
dren from the incicy of cruel men, which 
inrleed was the defire of all her friends. 
She had mor e noble thoughts within, which 
(till kindled and increafcd at the apprehen* 
Iron ol danger, wlio icturning in atknow- 
Jedgment of that firlf courtely of Sir T^ 
Fairfax, alter fome drlcouilc with the mef- 
lenger, one Jacklon, a frvage and zealous 
Chaplaii to Mr. Rigby, gave back this 
anlwer : Slie willingly flioidd fubmit her- 
lelf to her Lord’s commai.tls, iheiefoi'e 
willed the General to treat with hi’i: ; but 
till flic was afliucil it was hi'' Loiuinip's 
pleiluie, Ihewoulii nether yield the Houle* 
nor heileh' dcllrt K, but wait for the event 
according to the gooil will of God *. and 
witli the l.ko lip, 11. icat'on, Ihe dilpatchcd 
a n.eircngri ivj his Lordflnp in Cheftei* 
which was 1 lit out by an alarm to open a 
p.ilfjge tlnoug'u their guards and ceniiies. 

ziit, zzd, 23d, and z4th. The four fol- 
lowing days w. le fpeni in alarms and ex- 
cuifioi.s wjilioui much bufinefs of fervice. 

2 5 til. On Monday tliey gave ua leven 
fliot of their culvcrln and ciemi-cannon* 
onewhiicof, by fome checkin the way, 
entered the gi eat gates, which were pi'e- 
lently made good by the oppofitionof beds, 
and Inch like impediments, to llaj^thc bul- 
let fiom ranging the court. 

zSih. On Thurfday five cannons. This 
night the enemy, capableof any impiefllons 
ol tear, took a ftiong alarm, fighting one 
againft another, and in the ail ion fired two 
pieces of cannon at the air. 

The next day, one ot our men vainly 
provoking danger with his body above i 
tower, was (hot to a piefent death.

HE following extrruSI from this cele-t 
Jebrated hiftorian contains more good 
fenfe, perhaps, in a fmall compafs, upon 
Government, than is to be met with in 
any political wiiter whaifoever : 

“ That liberty which mankind In ge- 
neral efteem with fo much realbn, is not 
independence \ for, indeed, how could a lo- 
ciety iuppori itfelf in which the members 
were all independent one of the other ? 
The great advantage to be expelled from 
liberty is, that juftice fhould be exactly 
and equally adminilfered lo every one- 
“ All Stales and Governnicnis that 
now cxill were eflabiiflied bv force. The 
authority of Emperors, of Kings, and 
even of Republics themfclves, has no other 
origin j liom which cii cumftance two 
coni'equcnces aie to be drawn. The firft, 
that if one goes to the f )urce of any Go- 
vernment whatfoever, theie js no power 
that is entiicly legal j but as this defe^ is 
common to all Governments, it becomes a 
matter of indiffeience to each ot them. 
Tlie other coniequence is, that great cane 
fhould be taken not to alter the Govern- 
rnent that happens to be effablilhed ; for 
Revolutions are not effected with lefs mif- 
chiefs than Eftablifhments ; and unhappy 
ajc ihofe perfons that chance to be Jiving^ 
fit any critical and tempeliuous period of 
a Government that is to end by a Re-' 
volution.* 

Theodoric, Kino of the Goths. 

What improper ideas have the mafs of 
^ankind in general entertained of thofe 
inhabitants of the northern parts of Eu- 
rope, the over-runners of the fouthern 
of the Contineotj that are ufually 


called Goths ! Their architeflure is woH- 
dei^uUy lublime, and they appear to have 
been fo attached to it, that wherever they 
went they took their architeiffs with them, 
and began foir.e magnihrent ftnnShirts an 
loon as they weie fettled in any country. 
Theodoric, the firft King in Italy, about 
the year 493, embcllifhed Ravenna with 
many very fine edifices, particularly with 
the celebi ated Rotunda of the city that is 
ftill ftanding. He laid one day to ‘Sym- 
mefque, his architeft, “ II n*y a que 
ceux qui ont les lens Sc refpiit bien cnl- 
tives, qui foient capables des foins qui font 
neceftaires pour blen \ a^lr.” Mr. Mur- 
phy, v’lth a peculiar lehriry of apphea- 
tion, has taken this fpeccii of the Sove- 
reign to his architetl as the motto to his 
hiltory of that exquifite Gothic fabric ibc 
Convent of Noftra Senora dc Bata^Ja in 
Poitugal, built by a niece of John.a- 
Gaunt, who was married to John Kin^ 
of Portugal.

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OFFICIA.L Note of the Executive 
Power of France, in Anfwcr to 
that of the British Minister. 

Paris, Jan. 7, 1793. 

Second 7 "ear of the Republic. 
rpHE Provifory Executive Council 
of the French Republic, previ- 
ous to their anfwcring, in a more parti- 
cular manner, each of the heads com- 
prifed in the Note which has been 
remitted to them on the part of the 
Minirtry of his Britannic Majcfty, fliall 
begin by renewing to the ('aid Minillry 
the moli exprefs alTuranccs of their 
finccrc dcfirc of preler'. ing peace and 
harmony between Fr^iiiceand England. 

The fcntinicrjts of the French nation 
towards the Englilh have been mani- 
fefted, during the whole courfc of the 
Revolution, in fo conltant, I'o unani- 
mous a manner, that there cannot re- 
main the fmalleft doubt of the e-rteem 
which it has vowed them, niid of its 
tlcfirc of having them for friends. It 
is, therefore, with the grearcfl repug- 
nance the Republic would fee hcribif 
fiJTced to a rupture, much more con- 
trary to her ov^ n inclination than her 
inrereft. Before we come to I'uch an 
extremity, explanations are necedary; 
and the matter is of lb high an impoi- 
tance, that the Executive Council did 
not think it proper to truft it to the 
cvcr-unacknowlcdged Mmiftry of a 
fccret agent ; hence they have deemed 
it to be expedient in all points to chai gc 
Citizen Chauvclin with it, though he 
be no otherwife acknowledged before 
his Britannic Majcfty than on the 
late King’s account. 

The opinion of the Executive Coun- 
cil was juftitied on this occafion, by the 
manner in which our ncgoclaiions 
were at the fame time traiifaftcd in 
Spain, where Ciu^en Burgoing was 
exactly in the fame fituation as Citizen 
Chauvclin at London ; yet this did not 
prevent the Minifters of his Catholic 
Majcfty from treating with him for a 
Convention of Neutrality, the decla- 
ration of which is to be exchanged at 
Paris between the Miniftcr for Foreign 
Affairs and the Spanifti Charg6 d’Af- 
falres. We will even add, that the 
Prime Miniftcrof his Catholic Majcfty,

give him his title of Miniftcr Ple- 
nipotentiary from France. The ex* 
ample of a Power of the firft order, 
fuch as Spain, induced the Exccutivo 
Council to hope to find the fame facilitj 
at London. However, the Executivo 
Council freely own, that this demand 
of Ncgociations has not all the ri^jour 
of Diplomatic form, and that Citizen 
Chauvclin is not regularly enough au- 
thorifed. In order to remove this ob- 
ftacle intirely, todifeard every reproach 
of having flopped, by a fingle want 
of formality, a Ncgociation on the fiip- 
cefi* of which the tranquillity of tw'o 
great nations is depending, they have 
taken the refolution of fending Letter* 
of Credence to Citizen ChauveJin, 
which would furnifti him with the 
means of treating in all the feverity of 
Diplomatic forms. 

Now, to come to the three points 
which can alone make an object of 
dilficulty at the Court of London, 
the Executive Council obferved, re- 
fj"c6ling the firft, wliich is the Decree 
of the 19th of November, that we have 
not been properly underftood by the 
Nliiuftry of his Britannic Majcfty, 
V, lu n they acciile us of having given a 
Declaiation which announces to the 
Sed’tious of all Nations which arc the 
cafes in which tlicy may depend prcT 
vioufly ou the lupport and aftiftance 
of France. Nothing could be more 
ftrange than this reproach to the fenti- 
rnents of the NatiCiiial Convention, and 
to the conftrtuflion we have laid on it j 
and we did not think that it were pof- 
iihle we fhould be charged w iihthe open 
defign of favouring, the SeJif^/ous, even 
at the moment w hen wc declare, that 
“ it ivoulU be luronginp the National Con- 
mention if they 'ivcre <kaigej muilh the 
projt Si 0)' proteLti?ig and ’luitb the 

comoi iion\ that nay break out in any 
corner cf a Statt\ to join ibc Ring lea- 
das ; and to nuke ihus the caufc cf a 
few pii’vate indium duals that of ihi 
French Nation." 

We have faid, and wc have to 
repeat it to you, that the Decree of 
the 19th of November could not have 
any application, unlcfs in the foie cafe 
in which the zivV/ of a Nation, 

clearly andztncfiurjccrddy cxprejfed^ ftiould 
call the Frcncn Nation to its aftlftance 
end fraterniy. Sedition can certainly 
Acver be conftrued iato the general 
R wll. 
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wvV/. Thcfe two idcaw mutually repel 
each other; fince a ledition is not and 
canno: he any ether than the movement 
of a fmaLl number againll the Nation at 
large ; and this movement would ccafc 
to be leditious, provided all the Mem- 
bers of a Society Ihould at once rife, 
either to correct their Government, or 
to change its form tn iciOt or for any 
ether obj eel. 

The Dutch were affu redly not fedi- 
tious when they formed the generous 
refolution of lhaking off the yoke of 
Spain, and whtn the general will of 
that Nation called for the affift.incc 
of France. It was not made a crime 
in Henry the Fourth, or in Flirabtth 
of England, to have liflcncd to them. 
The knowledge of

Its great importance to the 
Belgians is proved by the numerous 
advantages the port of Antw^erp pre- 
fents U) them ! ’Tis therefore on ac- 
count of this importance, *tis to reftofe 
to the Belgians the enjoyment of f» 
precious a right, and not to offend 
any one, that France has declared 
hcrfclf rcad.y to fupport them in the 
cxcrcifc of fo legitimate a right. 

But is Trance auihorifed to break, 
the ftipulaiions which are oppofed to 
the liberty of the Scheldt ? If the 
Rights of Nature and thofc of Nations 
arc confultcd, and not France alone, 
all the Nations of Europe arc au- 
thorifed to do it — there can be no doubt 
of it.

Nlafter of thofc fine 
Punincc-s, he governed them, as Eu- 
rope has fien, wiili the rod of abfolutc 
df*rpotil>ti ; rcfpeiflcd only thofe ot 
their piwi.bge'? which it imported him 
ropi*tic»'Vi ; and deftroyed or perpetu- 
aliv ftr.'gglcd ngninll the reft. France 
ci.rciw inn) war with the Hoiifc of 
(xp« k it from the Low' Coun- 
tries, and r«lk back ro freedom thofc 
pe«> >h: whom the Court o? V'ienna had 
dt voted to flavcry ; the chaim* arc hro- 
km; they rc-enrer into all the rights 
which the Iloufc of Auftria had taken 
away from tliem. How c an that which 
they pi ffcfiCfl w'ith refpeft torlic Scheldt 
he excepted, partlcularlv when the 
right IS only of irrqxirtancf: to thofc who 
arc deprived of it ^ For w'hrt rcmainis, 
France has r;K) good a profeffion of po- 
hti'al fwrh, ro i>e afraid to avow the 
prifu ipies of it. Tlic Executive Coun- 
cil d.t.kre,^. no*^ with a view' of yield- 
ing t • h'lnc cvpi 'flions of threaten:" .X' 
languag' , but foitly to rwdor boma^^c 
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to truth, thflt the French Repiihlic docs 
not intend to crc6t itfclf into ax zini^ver- 
fml Arbttrefs of the T'reaties 'ivbicli bind 
Nations. She wcli knows- how to refpect 
other Governments, as Ihc wjll take care 
to make her own rcfpccled. She dees 
not wilh to impofe laws upon any one, 
and will not fufFcr any one to impole 
laws upoi^er. She has renounced, and 
a^ain renounces, every cojiriULh, and 
her occupation of the I.ow Countries 
fkall only continue during the v/ar, and 
the time which may be luccfFaiyto 
the Belgians to enfure and conTohdatc 
their liberty ; after which they Ihrdl be 
independent and happy: France will 
find her rccompcncc in their fclicitv- 

When that nation lhall be found in 
the full enjoyment of liberty, vvheii

Sooner or later neceffary, by loading 
Uie Nation with reproaches ; 

representing them to the Englifh 
People as enemies to their Conilitution, 
auad to- their tranquillity ; Iw accusing 
them, without being able to furnifh any 
proof, and in terms the mod injurious, 
of having endeavoured to foment dif- 
turbanecs in England* The Executive 
Council have already rcpulfed with 
indignation fuch fufpicions. If fome 
per^ns, driven from France, have 
taken refuge in Great Britain, with a 
jcriminal intention of exciting the 
People, and inducing them to revolt, 
has not England laws to prote^l the 
public order ? Cannot it cxejpcifc pro- 
per fevcriiy againil them ? The Re- 
public furely has not interfered in 
:their favour. Such men arc not 
Frenchmen. 

Reproaches fo little founded, im- 
putations fo infidious, will fcarccly be 
able to juftify in the eyes of Europe a 
^ondudt which, when contrafVed with 
jthat which France has eon flan ily held 
with rcfpc6t to Great Erirain, will be 
rufhcicnrly proved to be unjuli and 
malevolent. Not only the Frtnch Na- 
tion, fince it became free, has AiiT:- 
cientiy teftified by every form its dcflic 
of being on a good underftancbng with 
the Engliili t^coplc, but ha\c realized 
this wifli arf far as they could, by unit- 
ing to thcmfclvcs as allies and brothers 
all the individuals of the Englifli na- 
tion. Amidfl the combats o* Liberty 
and^Defpotii'm, amidft the mofl violent 
agitations, they have, to their honour, 
x>brerve<f the moft religious refpe^f to 
all foreigners reflding among flicm, . 
and particularly all Englilhuneu, what- 
ever were their opinions, their conduct, 
their conneifions with the enemies of 
X-iberty : ‘ every where they have been 
aided and fucconred with ail fort of 
benevolence and favour.* And in rc- 
COWfrpcRfc of this generous condiuft, the 
Prtnth And thcmfelves fubjcc^ed to an 
Afl of Pariiarr ent, by which is granted 
to* the Englilh Government again fl 
foreigners the mofl arbitrary latitude of 
authority ; — to an A6t which obliges 
them to have permifiions or palfports 
to entej, depart, and remain in En- 
^nd ; — “which cnijvowc*'S SccrtiarJc*? of 
^utte to enf^TC^c them, v.Ithoui 
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any motive, and upon a mejre iuQ’i- 
cion, the iiioft odious forms i to fix the 
bounds of their refidcnce, beyond which 
they cannot pafs ; and even to expel 
them at their w'ill from the territory 
df Britain. 

It is evident that all thefe claufea . 
arc contrary to the letter of the Treaty 
of Commerce, the 4th arti^ of which 
extends to all Frenchmen indircrimi>» 
nately ; and there is but too much 
reafon to fear that, in conrequence of 
the determination which his Britannic 
Majefty has formed of breaking o9 
all communication between the Gg^ 
vernments of the two countries, even 
the French merchants will find it im* 
poiTiblc for them to enjoy the excep- 
tion which the Bill has eftabliihed in 
favour of thofe who Jball prove that 
tbty have comt to EnglanKi for th^ 
purpofe of Commerce, It is thus that 
the Britlfli Government have firft atv 
tempted to break a Treaty to which 
England owes a great part of Its pre- 
fent profperity, difad v an tagcmxs to 
France, obtained by addrefs and ana* 
nagement from the ignorance or cor- 
ruption of the Agents pf that Govern- 
ment which they have now deftroyed j 
a treaty which ncvcrthelefs they have 
rcligioufly obferved : at the very mo- 
ment when France has been accufed in 
the Britilli Parliament of violating 
Ti canes, the public cundu^ of the two 
Governments prefents a contrail which 
authorifes them vigoroufly to retort the 
accufation. 

All the powers of Europe ^vill un- 
doubrtdly have a right to complain of 
the ligour of the Bill, if it ever ob- 
tain the ► irce of a law* ; but k is 
France cfprciTlIy, the inhabitants of 
whii b, guaranrecd trpm its pena'ltic^ 
by a fclcmn Trcrity, apjiear neverthc- 
IcA to he cxcliifiv ciy menaced by thefc 
penalties, which hrs the right to de- 
mand a fatisfa^tion the mofi fpeedy 
an-.l complete. The Executive Coun- 
cil might immediately have accepted 
tisf rupture of the Treaty, wdiich the 
Engbih Goycrnnicnt feems to hare 
offered j but thev were urwillirg to 
precipitate any of their rr.cafurcs, and 
bcA.rc publithing their dcfiiiitnc rc- 
fc'Iiu-iop, vtre defirous toafierd to the 
Erj'.ifh Miniftry an opportunii;y of a 
frank and candid explanation. In con- 
fcqutncc the undcrflgncd has received 
orders to demand cf Lord Grenville, 
to inform him by a clear, fpeedy, and 
catceorical anfV'cr, if, undet the gene- 
ral tlc”e miration of Foreigner* in the 
Bill preparing by .Parliament, upon the 
' propofiiisiA 
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wopHttiitlon of a Member of A<imini- 
S:ratioD« the Government of GiAt 
Pritain mean likewife to include the 
French.

Copy of a Letter from Lord Gren- 
ville to M. Cnauvelin. 
Wbttehally January 18 , 1793 . 

I HAVE examined, Sir, with the 
ptmofi attention, the Paper you re- 
mitted to me on the 13th of this month. 

J cannot help remarking, that J have 
oiind nothing fatisfadtory in the re- 
fult of it. The exphnations which it 
contains arc nearly icduccd rothe fame 
point which I have already replied to 
at length. The dcciiration ot withing 
to intermeddle witli the affairs of other 
countries is therein renewed. No de- 
nial is made, nor reparation isoffcrfd, 
for the outrageous proceedings 1 ftated 
to you in my letter of Deceinner ; 
and the right of infringing Treaties, 
j^nd violating the ligUisof our Alius, 
IS ftill maintained, lf7 folciy offering 
an illufory ncgocia^ion upon tliis fub- 
je£t, which is put off, as well as the 
evacuation of the Low Countries by 
the French armies, to the indefinite 
term, not only ot the conclufion of the 
war, but like wife of the confolidaiion 
of what is called the Liberty of the 
Belgians. 

It is added, that if thefe explananons 
appear infiifficient to us \ if you Ihould 
again be cbligtd to licar an haughty 
fonc of language; if'holVilc prepara- 
tions Ihould continue in the ports or En- 
gland-after having jried every effiirt 
to preftrve Peace, you wiil then take 
dlfpofitions for War. 


If' thi^ notlficationi or that relative tv 
the Treaty of Commerce, hadbeoaiHado 
to me under a regular and official form* 

1 ihould have found tnyfelf -yndcr the 
necellity of replying to it, that to threaten 
Great Britain with a Declavatioo, of 
War beeaufe ihe judged it expedient to 
augment her forces, and alfo to declarer 
that a folcmii Treaty ihould be broken 
beeaufe England adopted, for her own 
fafety, fuch precautions as already exi^ 
in France, would only be confider^ed* 
both the one and the other, as new 
grounds of offence, which, as long as 
they Ihould fubfiil, would prove a bar 
to every kind of ncgociation. 

Under this form of extra-official com* 
munication, 1 think 1 may yet be per- 
mitted to tell you, not in a rone of 
haughtinefs, but of firmnefs, that thefe 
explanations arc not confidcred fuf- 
ficicnt ; and that all the motives which 
gave rife to tha preparations ilill con- 
tinue. Thefe motives arc already 
known to you by my letter of De- 
cember 31, in which 1 marked, in 
precife terms, what thofe difpoiitiona 
WCFC which could alone maintain peace) 
and a good underfianding. 1 do not fee 
that It can be ufcful to the obje6t of con- 
ciliation to enter into a difcuilion with 
you on fcparaic points under the pre- 
fent circumfiances, as I have already 
acquainted you with my opinion con- 
cerning them. If you have any ex- 
planations to give me under the fame 
extra-official form, which will embrace 
all the objects contained in my Letter 
of the 31ft of December, as well as all 
the points w'hich relate to the prefent 
crifis wirh England, her Allies, and 
the general lyfi’cm of Europe, I Ihall 
willingly attend to them. 

1 think it, hotvever, my duty to in- 
form you, in the moft pofitivc terms, in 
anfw cr to what you tell me on the fub- 
jedtof our preparations, that undiM' 
the prefent circumftanccs all thofe mca- 
furcs will be continued which may be 
judged neceflary to place us in a ftate 
of protc^ling the fafety, tranquillity, 
and the rights of this country, as well 
as to guaidincc thofe of our Allies; 
and to let up a barrier to thofe views 
of ambition and aggrandizement, dan- 
gerous at all times to the reft of Eu- 
rope, but which become ftill more fo, 
being fupported by the propagation af 
principles deftruftirc of all locialordeit 
1 have the honour to be, 8fc.

1 will then, my Lord, require to be 
informed, whether his J^ritunnic Ma* 
jefty will receive tny letters of cr< dcncc, 
and if he be fatisficd with the declara- 
tions conratned in the paper which I 
hadtho honour of tranfraittiug to your 
Lordlhip laft Sunday. I have not 
o*ly received frclh orders from the 
Kxccuiivc Council of France to infill 
upon a fpeedy and definitive anfwcr ;

IT is known to all Kuropc, that the 
change of govcrnmeTit which took place 
in Poland on the of May 1791. with- 
out the knowlcdjre or participaiion of 
the nlighbouring friendly Powers, has 
excited the difplcai'ure and d i (Tat faction 
ef a great part of the nation *, and that 
thefe who remained faithful to the an- 
cient form of Government, impicred the

Her Ru* ban Jmp.'’nd Majcl^y liftcn- 
' the call, an.l Hew to .ht.ir alfift- 

smcc with a cvtifuh ruble bov^y of tre^p?, 
which were fent tv diviUen^ into ihofc 
f .J^rc^inccK where ibeir prcLncu appear- 
, 'cd to be moff Dccef^ary. 1 uder their^ 
y 'pvoce^i^, tfic principal Members , of 


Nobility entered into a General Confe- 
deration, whofc prefent labours are de- 
voted to the fuppreHion of the abulbs of 
introduced innovations, and tending to 
rcltore virtue, to the Coiiltuution of their 
country. 

From that moment PniHia could net 
but feel a concern for the fate of Po- 
land, partly as a neighbour, partly on 
account of the references which mutu- 
ally fubftft between thefe two States. 
Thofc great events could not but excite 
her aticntion ; but the King always 
cherilhed hopes, that the troubles would 
foon be ha^>pily terminated ; and be- 
lieved, therefore, to be able to forego 
his interference, efpccially in a moment 
when objedfs, momentous and worthy 
of his Iblicitude, occupied him in an-, 
other quarter. 

His expedtation was, however, dif- 
apj>ointcd. The fo called patriotic 
party, indcadof yielding to the falutary 
deligns of the Court of Rullia, had 
even the temerity to make an obHinate 
refiftancc againft the Imperial troops 3 
and althorugh their weaknefs foon forced 
them to renounce the chimerical idea erf" 
an open war, they ftill continue to 
create private combinations, vifibly 
tending to fubvert a dcr and public 
tranquillity. Even the .King's own do- 
mimr.ns feel their confequcnccs by re- 
peated cxcclTes and violations of terri- 
tory. But what ftill more requires the 
fcrious attent'on of the King and all the 
neighbouring Powers, is the propaga- 
tion of French Democracy, and tl. 
principles of that dcteftablt fadtion who 
fetk to make profelytes every where, 
find who heve already been fo well re- 
ceived iij Pidund, that the enterprizes 
of the Jacobin K.miffarics arc not only 
moft powerfully ftconded there j but 
even Revolution Societies cftablKhcd, 
who make an eper. profeJfion of their 
principles. 

Gre?.t Poland is chiefly infcdled with 
that dangerous poilbn, and contains the 
greateft number of- the zealous profef- 
ibrs of mifraken patriotifm. Their coh- 
nc^lions wkh the French Clubs muft 
infpirc his Majcfty with a juft diftruft on

The Speaker having taken the Chair, 

Lord Laudcnlalc nife to make his, 
proniifcd motion relative to the pro- 
duction of ciM^ain papers not included 
in the prinie4^copics before the Houfe, 
and which he conceived ncccflary to 
form a juft opinion of the queftion be- 
fore their Lordihips. In the printed 
copy before the Houfe, there appeared

Lord Grenville gave his decided ne- 
gative to the motion. With rci*pe£t to 
the former^ the whole of the correfpon- 
dence with M; Chauvelin was before 
their Lordships — and by an expoiition of 
the latter, it ivould be betraying the 
weak pares of our allies and of our- 
felvet, if fucli did cxift. — From what 
had fallen from the Noble Lord re- 
fpc£ling the annunciation of the ML 
ntfter of the Foreign Department to 
the National Convention of France, he 
was led to imagine it had been given as 
the rcfult of the interview to which he 
fmee admitted M. Chauvelin; but as 
fuch conferences are in general but 
of a fugitive nature, he could not 
pretend to repeat what then palfedybut 
muft confine nimfelf to the documents 
before the Houfe. 

Lord Lauderdale conceived, that on 
a qucftioii of fo much importance, every 
poilible information lliould be obtained, 
and before Government precipitated 
the country into a war, their Lordihips 
(hould confidcr whether a war was 
nccelTary— -on what grounds — whether 
it could not be avoided— -and, whether 
the Dutch, on whofe account it ap- 
peared to be undertaken, had made 
application to that purpofe ? From the 
pa|XTs he moved for, nc conceived full 
iritormatioii might be obtained; and he 
further moved, that to afford their 
Lordihips time thoroughly to inveftigate 
the fubje^t, a future day be appointed 
for the difcullion of it. 

The motion was then put, and nega- 
tived without a divifion. 
CONSIDERATION OF HIS MAJESTY’S 
MESSAGE. 

Lofd Grenville rol'e, and in 'an ele- 
gant, pcrfpicuous, and animated fpeech, 
prefented to tjieir Lbrdlhip a lively 
picture of the prelciit ftate of the 
political (ituation of this country, and 
tjie magnitude of the queftion before 
the Houfe , a queftion wliich involved 
the prefervation of peace, and tlic 
bicffings we derive frenn the hajmy 
Conffitutioii under which we live. He 
then adverted with peculiar pathos and 
fcnribiliry to the recent t ran taction in 
France, a tranfa6tion at which jufticc 
iliudders,and humanity ftartshack with 
borror. — An individual had been tried 
by a let of men, at once his judges and 
accufers, and by laws ftaiiicd fubfe- 
Quent to the att complained of, for 
tne pi^rjKifeS of con vision ; — ^againft 
JuAicc he .was coi>vi6ted, aad in vio- 


lation of the laws of nature executed. 
The neutrally which this country pro- 
mifed to preierve towards France was 
conditional, given under a confidence 
that the pertons of the Royal Family 
of France Ihould be held (acred. — ^Thc 
laws of nations and of nature had been 
violated at the very period when they 
were making the moil fpccious pro- 
fcliions of their willies to preferve both. 
— After declaring they never purpofed 
extending the limits of their dominions, 
we fee them enter the Low Countries, 
Savoy, dee. and, under the pi'ctencc of 
reuniting them under the dIcITccI ban- 
ners of Liberty and Equality, incor- 
porate them with the French Kepublic, 
or confticutc them into freeftates, under 
the immediate dominion of, and de- 
pending folcly on France for protection t 
a circumffance equally injurious to this 
country. The Netherlands have been 
juffly conffdered as a barrier between 
France and Holland, and, belonging to 
a power far removed, could not pofhbly 
rcvcni the cxtenGoii of our commerce ; 
ut if the French were permitted to 
retain the polTeffion of the Low Coun- 
tries, Hulluiid muff inevitably fall under 
the fame power, and by the revival of 
the commerce of Flanders and Brabant, 
give an irrecoverable wound to the 
commercial intcrefts^of Great Britain. 

His Lordlhip next took notice of 
M. Kerfaint’s fpccch in the National 
Convention, with the cxtciiffvc naval 
armament then propofed, avowedly to 
aCt ai^aiiiff this country, at the fame time 
that M. Chauvelin was foliciting for the 
effablilhmcnt of a permanent peace. 
His Lonllhip conceived war neceflary, 
to prevent the further aggrandifement 
of France, and unavoidable from tbp 
conduct they had adopted in rcfpcCl to 
the navigation of the Scheldt. He there- 
fore moved, “ That an Addrefs be pre- 
fented to his Majefty, thanking hint for 
the information he was gracioully plcafcd 
to afford them, offering their condolence 
for the recent unhappy occurrence in 
a neighbouring kingdom, and promifing 
the fupport required by hjs Majefty for 
the augmentation of his naval and mili- 
tary forces.” 

Lord Stanhope rofe, not to oppofe the 
Addrefs, blit to propnfe an amendment, 
which was defigned to delay the dif- 
cuffion of the queftion till thci< Lord- 
(hips had Icifurc fully to examine the’ 
(iibjcCl.^A war, he faid, (hodld always 
be avoided by this country, but under 
the prefent circumftanccs would be the 
S ^ excefa 
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exc^fs of m^dnefs. It .is unneceiTary 
aOd may be avoided ; cQDfcquently,ihoui4 
it take place, will be impious and im- 
moral.-^Should a war be rcfolvcd on, it 
will be a war of Government againft

¥ ainfl the people of Great Britain. — 
he refources of this country are nearly 
€;xhaufted, the people are unable to 
fupport frelh burthens ; not only the 
llixuries, but the neccfTarics of life arc 
t^xed lb high, as to preclude the poor 
almoin from the means of cxiftcncc — 
the poor*s-rates of this kingdom exceed 
two millions fterling per annum, and 
even with this addition to their mifer- 
able earnings, half of them arc llarving. 
£ngland, being the only Kuropean power 
difcngagcd from war, has now nearly 
monopolized the whole commerce cf 
the univerfe, and arc wc to abandon 
thefc folid advantages for an empty 
etiquette ? — What can this country gain 
by a war with France r They have no 
fleet, no trade. — Were wc to take pol- 
fefllon of their tranfatlantic pc.fTcirions, 
.their only vulnerable part, w’c llioulJ 
benefit them moft probably, and even- 
tually injure ourfcivcs ; the power of 
France is now concentrated within ii- 
felf, and by lopping off any exuberance 
or excrefcencc, wc fhould only ftrcigtlien 
the trunk ; and Ihould France luccccd 
in the cllablilhmt nt cf her Conftitu- 
^ion, file would Toon regain anything 
fhe might have loft. 

Lord Carliflc, in a very fcnfibic 
fpeech, fupp^)rted ihe oriritiil motion ; 
he applauded the co<tdin';I of I, is M.i- 
jclly’s M'miflcrr in the pref? nr at mo- 
ment- Ni.'c, A\ igne. , ^Ch.ncva, and 
§avoy, became objet'^K <)f tlie auibitioii 
of 'France, bccaufc thiy were d.h nce- 
lefs j a7id he was convinced, liad the 
Minifters fuffered tUcmlelvcs to be 
amufed with the pacific propoLis of 
the Provifionary Lxecutive Council of 
France, inftead of im,kiog liie rece nt 
warlike prcpanitio'nu, France would 
have availed herlblf of our wcakncis,' 
and Knglaiid might at this time have 
formed an Eighty -fixth Department of 
the French R».puidic. In his opinion 
^'’ar was r.ccchary to the prefervarion 
of oyr liberties and properties, a -d he 
therefore ^avc his hearty concurrence to 
the motion for the Addrefs, which would 
cobble' his. Alajefty’s Minifters to pre- 
pare for war, without precluding thft 
iviibabirity ,of pr^fiei^ing 'pbuce*^ 


Lord parnley declared, the fewvotef 
he had had the honour of giving, hi that 
Houfc, had hitherto been in oppdfition 
to Minifiers ; a convidlion of the pro-^ 
pricty of their prefent meafures in- 
duced him to fay they had bts entire 
approbation, and ihould have all the 
fupport he could render them. 

Lord Derby reprobated the idea of n 
war, which might fo eafily and ho- 
nourably be avoided. * 

Lord Porchefter declared, the argu<v 
ments ufed inoppofition to the Addrefs, 
had only confirmed him in the opinion 
of the nccelfity of a M'ar. He ad* 
ihitted, that the calamity generally at- 
tendant on fuch an event might be 
averted, but the peace would be but of 
ihort duration. — France, already fur- 
rounded by foes, would naturally wilh 
to prevent the further augmentation;' 
but no fooncr had flic repelled the at- 
tacks of Aufiria, Pruflia, &c, than flic 
would carry into execution that fyflem 
of general equality, of general domU 
niou, contained in their Decree of the 
15th of December. Let, therefore. 
Great Britain, by joini.ng the general 
Confederacy agaiufl: French anarchy, 
fulfil her duty to her allies and to hcr- 
fclf, when the probability of fuccefs 
is fo much greater than when fingly 
oppofed, which wovild certainly be the 
calc in a Ihort time, Ihould we, by any 
concefljon, preferve a precarious aud 
dilhonourable petce. 

Lord Lauderdale fcconded Lord 
Stanhope’s mv»rion, a fubjeCl which 
ccrrainly involved the quefiion of war 
— the in impel taut qucftion which 
could pollildy collie before that'IIoufc. 
lie argiu-d much ili froni the fubjc<fk 
ot ilic idle mcLinclKily tranlaflion in 
Fim ce being iutroduetd into the Ad- 
drefi, and bring made part of the obje^ 
or dif^jutc in the Houfc this d.iy. As 
a man, he fyinpathifed wi-h their 
fliips on that melancholy event, and 
honoured the fencim^uts their Lord fliips 
had uttered on the occafion as nien 
he applauded them — in their Icgifia- 
tive capacity he condemned them : — -no 
palfion fhould be permitted to blind 
their judgment — no emotion fuffered 
to fiifte their rcafon ; the public good 
alone fliould occupy their thoughts and 
attention. He conceived this mclan- 
cliuly fiibJc<St had been introduced into 
the debate purpofcly to excite in thtir 
.Lord (hips' bofoms fciitiments iiiimica]| 
to France, that under the generous

The capture of Nice, as affording 
the French additional ftrength in the 
Mediterranean, had been mentioned by 
the Noble Secretary of State as likely 
to interrupt our Levant trade, and on 
thofe grounds fufficient to jufti^ a war. 
/^Of hnw mheh more confequence 
was the idand of Corfica than the city 
of Nice ; yet this country did not 
think it a uifhcicnt caufc to relinquini 
the blcilings of peace. The rc-union 
of Savoy to France had been urged as 
another fufficient reafon for war. The 
reduftion of Lorraine, which is of 
fifty times the importance of Savoy, vvas 
not reckoned, but winked at by this 
country, when Ihe was in at lead as 
douridiing a date as die is at prel'ent. 
His Lordlhip conceived a declaration of 
hbdilitics on the part of Great Britain 
would occafion a national bankruptcy 
in France. 

Lord Stormont cxprefTed his appro- 
bation of the Addrels. — He decmetl an 
immediate declaration of war againft 
France indifpcoifa jl)'' nccclfary to the 
prefervatton of our national honour and 
profpenty, nnd pledged hind c If to fup- 
port the Minidcrs in the mcafiirc and 
all its confcquenccs. — His Lord.ihip 
went over the grou’ul touched on hy 
Lord Grenville, lie aiTertcd, it was 
alifurd to talk «»f treating with France 
—a“ country which in about four ye.ir^ 
had undergone four different revolu- 
tions. Suopofing that Mimdcrs were 
to treat vviih the piefent Provifiondry 
Executive Council cf France, and 
pdahiidi peace, a new change conics, the 
old Members arc kicked out, and with 
them their mcafurcs, and the NewCoun- 
cil laugh at our credulity in trufting 
to the promifes of a fet of men who 
had ufurpccl a fpurious authoriry. 

The Marquis of Lanfdowuc, r*nm a 
full coTivn^fion of the impropriety of 
the mcafurc, oppofed the Addrels. — 
He declared, at this period, when every 
fpot on the face of the ocean is covered 
with our mcithanimcn, it was madntls 
to hazard their lofs without the fnialleid 
probability of deriving the moft trivial 
Wneftt. 

Holland was unable to maintain a 
war. and (hould v/c be involved in one, 
the whole of the cx pence mull reft on 
this country. But Holland never had 
4cm4qded the aififLaiicc ftipuJutyd by 


the Treaty of 17S?, therefore the wan 
will be a voluntary a£t of the Miniilera,. 
and he was confident in afferting, tha^ 
were the Minifters difpofed to p^eaccp 
they might have it on their own terma^ 
fo anxious was France to avoid a war- ^ 
ThcLordChaDccllor(LoRDLouc;H^ 
borough) obferved on the fubllance o£ 
all the fpeeches delivered, but faid he had 
not heard any which in thclcah altered hit 
opinion on the ncccHity of the mcafure^ 
adopted by Government. He call many 
fevere farcafms at Lord Lauderdale^ 
which induced his Lordfhip to rife^ 
and reply. In fpeaking of his friend 
M. Bnilot, his Lordlhip faid, he ho-^ 
noil red him, bccaulc he had ever pre- 
lerved a fteady adherence to his party,' 
and had preferred the public good 
his pcrfonal benefit. 

The Speaker put the q^ueflionon Lord 
Stanhope’s motion, whicn was negatived 
without a divifion. — He then put the 
original in otivin, which vvas carried >Vith* 
out a divifion.

CONSIDERATION OF HlS MAJESTY*#

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
moved the Order of rlie Day; immediately 
upon which the Speaker read bis Majefty’s 
Meffage.

tn a61 difj^acefut lo the vi^orld.— ^But it

to a feune of blood as its coniummaiiony 
by which the age had been contaminate 
ed, and which would be handct! clown 
with execration to an indignant poiterity. 
Jl then becanrie the duiy of that Houie, 
and of the countiVt by a iblcnm pioted 
tgRinft the afV, to iriaik in the future 
hiftory of the world, that Great Bmain 
was not polluted witli the principles 
which led to it.-^As it was impofSible, 
he fftid, for ub to forget the deatli of an 
unfortunate Prince o? this country, let 
us fee in this inftance the evils of Re- 
publican licentioufnefs concentrated — let 
^ tiTlee, that, imbi idled as they had been 
in another country, they led to confe- 
quences contrary to every principle human 
and divine^ that wild theories of Go> 
vemment Ipd to the deftru5lion of every 
good effe£l aritirg from reafon, from ex> 
perience, -and from revelation itfelf; that 
they carried with them a confcqucnce 
ill one inftanc^', which eveiy man in 
that Houfe mult lament : that they 
tended to diake the intertits of all 
ranks, to deftioy all order, and to an- 
nihilate the inviolability of every lawful 
fovereign. — Dreadful as liieii etJe^ls had 
been, they avoided to the Houfe and 
to- the country a nfeful and faiutaiy 
fubjeA, which at this moment might Hx 
the minds of all on thofe deftruiSlive prin- 
ciples, which it was the duty ol the Houle, 
regarding as it ought the iniei&if of the 
country, to cndccivour to an eft in their 
progrefs, and to furm an ir.rurmouniahle 
barrier to their contagious effeds. He 
would* entreat Gentlemen, if ir were 
poftibie, to fet aiide their feelings upon 
the prefent occafton, and to tieui me 
bufinefs before thim upon found and de- 
liberate reafon, the rcfult of which might 
lead to the falva«:ion of this and of evciy 
other country in Europe. — The dcftruc- 
tion of the unfortunate Monarch of 
France offered one proof of whar ex- 
tremities thofe weie ready lo carry th-rn- 
felves to, who approved of Fiench pnn- 
pfples-r*principle8 .which had led to a 
poiidu£l mateiially intcrcftir.g to every 
pountQT, but particulaiiy inurefting to 
thitf which had long tell the bkftings of a 
muted government^of a Monarchy with 
inviobmlity to the Sovereign, but with 
jreijponftbility to hit a<ivifers> Giiarding 
tqually againft the extreme of tyranny on 
gup }i«ad» and thf cj^ueme of iiccoucMf;

'The total revei fc of all hei piotn (cs. — 
By lier coiulu6>, if not checktvl by 
lorcr, it was evident tliat the would pro- 
ceed in her views ot aggrandifemeiit. — In 
the hrlt inftance of the Inccefs of her arms 
»ga;nlV Savoy, flic had exiiibited h«.r ag- 
giandizing views, by annexing it forevei, 
wuhuut even the <iifbui(e of an exculc, 
as an Jvighty-fourih Department to 
Fiance. — By a dcciee of the National 
AlTernbly the fame principle was evident, 
for they had announced to the world 
that they wouKt in the lame maimer 
witli refpeif to evciy countiy in which 
tlieir arms might be fuccelsfuh— The 
decree of the i 5 ih of Dccembei dated the 
pi in where temporary fucccis gave them 
pianifftoni which was to be accumpai led 
by what was contrary 10 the laws of 
war, as prafliled by evejy civilized 
hation, a total lubvcilion and exiinc- 
tion of the antieiU Government. By the 
lame decree, tlieir luccelbful Generals 
were* oideied to tieat as enemies all who 
Would not accept of wluu they called 
^jbeity. Ficncii fiaeiniiy wah ojRPcicd 
freely to all — at the point', of ,Fiench 
bayonets ) and the mild and mudvra e 
piinciples oi wliat llie Ficnch called 
lice Government, .veic pionudgaied fioin 
the mouths of c:mru/n. A connexion 
with (uch a counriy, however much it 
might be defiled by lome men, appeared 
to him to be nothing lliort ot fub.iatimg 
to be a province to Fiance ; and a 
Tiegociation with ihcir J icobin Clubs 
and their petty Mnnicipaliiics appeared 
to him to lead to more dangaous coii- 
fcquences, than would have followed a 
negletl ot the molt ambitious projefts and 
exeitions of the molt ambitious period 
of the Monarchy of Fiance- Withre- 
Ipea to the NetUei lands, France profefles 
an intention t» retain poflefUon of them 
until after the war, and the confolida- 
tion of their Liberty 5— but could fuch 


a declaration be underftood to convey 
any'other intention than that of fhbjuga* 
tion ? Their granting to ihe people of 
the Netherlands a tiee Conftituiion, was 
contradicted by their endeavours not only* 
to annihiLte the power of the ancient. 
Sovereigns of the country, but even the 
will of the people. Look to the conduct of 
the French, i>;t to their profeflions 
look to the ttlumph ot the Deliverer of 
the Nctherlaiulei s — to the entry of Du- 
mourier— lo the illuminations enforced by

To prove Itill further the ambitious, 
sggiandizlng views of France, he re- 
feiied them lo the condu£f of France with 
I efpc£l: to Hainauli, and to the Decrees from 
which a legular fynein for all nations to, 
claim fraternity with France was laid 
down. the fiift part of the prefent 

d feuiTion he would net trouble the Hou(e 
fuither, being convinced thu he had

— The whole 
of the exp) inaiions made by France 
ftmply amounted to the pufTihility of com- 
mencing a ncgociatiOM at an indefinite 
period — when what Fiance deemed (he 
eftabhftimert of the Libeiiy of thcNethei- 
lands ftiould be cfFc^jted — flie had in no 
degree receded on thefubje 6 V of the Scheldt 
—not had ftic given any latisfaifory ex- 
planation of hci%oiiduCl leKtive to her 
inteiftrence in ihc intnnal govcinment 
of this country,— on the contrary, tha 
Decice of Fraternity ftill remaining la 
foicc, fhe adveitifed the woild foi en-> 
coutagement to iieafon and lebellion.— 
Tlie Floufe was not to be told, as an ex- 
planiiion of tbit dcciee, that Fianca 
Would nrt leceive rd countenance (he 
complaints of ii divuluals of a country, 
but only fuch coniplainis as might be 
made by the will of a nation, when it

One additional inftirce 
of fk' inui tions of Fiince, he coind 
not, 1 owev 1, omit flioiil) ft iiii ij —On 
the a-Tih of Dcccmb-'r Moiil CluuveJiii 
Complained of the i junous conftruit on 
put upon the Decree alluded to, and on 
the Jilt of the lame momli, the veiy day 
on which Chauvtlin s complaint was 
anfwered, and wiien it was totally im- 
poftible that ihc anfwcr could be known 
in Pans, one of the Mem bn s of iha 
Ficnch Cxteuiive Council, fioni whom 
M. Chauveliii rtceived his iiftiu^lions, 
wrote a Icuei, diicftcd to thcfiicndsut 
liberty and equamy iiiident in the lea- 
ports of Fiance, intimating to them that 
England and Spam were preparing to at- 
tack , tht in— that thele tv\o defpora, after 
perlccming the psinots and lepubiicansin 
tlieirowM countries, were endcvvouting to 
deter them from pun ifti I ng the traitor Loui^ 
Uie Kiog abd PailiiuiStnt of Eng«- 
• laaU 
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fttn^ meant to rnnke war on them^But 
.would rhe Engliih Republicans permit it ? 
— No j they are fum to our caule, and 
ready to leccive us with open aims— we 
will fly to thc:r fuccour — we will make a 
defcent on England, and catry with us 
Fit'ly.Thoufand Bonnets of Libcity, and 
trar.i'plant into that country the Tree of 
Liberty. By this J,eiter the King was 
not only held out as feparate from th? 
People, but the King and Parliamei.i. 
This precious gift of fifty thouland 
Bonnets of Liberty, wiili ihe addition of 
a Tree of Libcrtv, was held out immedi- 
ately after the explanation the innocence 
of the decne, by one of the Executive 
Council ot Fiaiu'c; exhibiting, in the 
lliongelt pofiible way, tiiat tlic condiift 
and pretences of Fiance weie hoftilc to 
the lafeiy and exiftence of tins country. 
Inltead of offei ing ialistailifion for her 
inliilts to this country, and checking the 
piogiels of l\cr dclli uiitive aims, and her 
Itill more dt Ifrnft ive piipciplcs, (he added 
to the lilf ot infults by rej:eated lecogni- 
lions of ibote principles which England 
could no’, in juftice to hcifclf, iutftr to 
be diabldlit cl. M. Cbauvelin had alio, in 
his'lalt cummnnicaiiuii, tlciivei\.d an ulti- 
matum, winch w.is a fuiJ avowal of cvciy 
thing dangcious to CHicMt Britain, and 
which ultnniiurn it not agiecd to by the 
Biitilii Cabinet, was attended by a threat 
ot an iinnitdnre aimameni by Fiance 
agaiiilt us. It was impoflible to admit 
the uliimaliirn without forteiting the 
honour and exigence of the couiuiy — 
unlei's (hat ultimatum fiiould be with- 
ill awn, inHeadof peace, we mud have war. 
He had cxeilcd himfeit by cvciy means 
in his power to avcit ilut calamiij.-<— 
The momeiit was not yet ainved involv- 
ing us in it ; and until it did arrive, 
he fhoiild continue to extri himfclf for 
the maintenance of peace : hut it would 
be inipoling upon the Houle, and con« 
irary to his own opinion, to declare a 
probability of pe^^ce. To him w'ar ap- 
peared inevitable in exifiingcircutiiltancos; 
and luch a war, whenever it did come, 
would be far preferable to a precarious 
peace, in which our honour could not be 
fecLiie, nor our country fafe. He con- 
cludecl by moving an humble Addiefs to 
his Majeity, thanking him tor his moll 
gracious communication j condoling with 
him on the atrocious a£l I'ccently com- 
mitted at Paris, which mud be ftlt by all 
Ei^rope as an a6f againlt every principle of 
religion, humanity jnd judice ; afuiring 
it was impoflible that they fhouid 
•not ^ fenfible oi the views of aggrmn- 


difement and ambition OtI iht part of 
France, which would be at all limes dan^ 
gcrous to the general intertfts of Europe, 
but which are particularly fo when con* 
nc6fej with the propagation of principJev 
whicli tend to the violation of the moft 
facred duties, and winch arc utterly fub- 
verlive of the peace and order of all civil 
fociety : To lieciaie to his Majedy their 
determinajon to adopt the moft vigorous 
and cfieclual ojipofition to thole views, 
that we may piekrve every thing to us 
valuable as a nation ; and that they wUl 
afford w'ith alacrity tlie means to enabiiS 
his Majedy to augment his forces, for the 
maintenance of the rights of his people, 
and of his allicrs 

Lord Beauchamp feconded the motion. 
Laineniing the calamity of a war, his 
Loitllhip jirctcried it to an ingloiioua 
peace; and contended, that the pofftlfloii 
of Savoy and ihe Netherlands by France 
w'cie objects rendering a war ahfohiteiy 
ncceffiiy ; as the pofl'effion of Savoy 
would lubjeft all Italy to Fiance, and 
make her inidrels of the Mediterranean ; 
and tl^e poircdion of the Nethci lands 
enable her to be the Di^lairefs of the go- 
vernment ot Holland. 

Lord Wycombe opj>ofed the motion, 
confidering a war imneccllary, and ruin* 
ous in the piefent fituation ot this coun- 
try, and the piecarious fituation of Ireland* 
He contended, that neither the rights of hia 
Majelty nor the fecuii^y of the date were 
threatened by the French ; that they weic 
eager and defuous to maintain peace 
with us ; that their explanations had 
been fufiicient ; and that the Scheldt not 
being deemed by the Dutch a fuliicienc 
induCenTieni for them to dccl.irc wnr, iluC 
wc co^ild iK»t on that ground jullify it. 

Mr. Whitbread, jiiri. attributed, 3i% 
the Noble Lord (Lord Wycombe) had 
done befoie him, the cruelties committed 
in Fiance to the conduct of the Combined 
Armies, and to the execraide Manifeltoof 
the Duke of Brunfwick. He was averi'e. 
to wai 5 he was dcfirous of peace, as con- 
nected with the prolperity and hoiK>ur of 
the country. He charged Admiddf ration 
with not h.'iving exerted themlelves to 
avert a war, but having by their haiighti- 
ncis provoked it. He contended,' thai the 
papers prefented to the Houle were 4 
gaibled IcleClion, unfit for the Houie to 
decide the quelfion of peace or war upon. 
The only icaiun he could lee of our 
going to war was to overturn the preient 
government of France 5. a government 
founded on the will of the people, and 
with which we had no right to interiDcddle 
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He contended thit Fr:nice had given 
explanations which to his mind wtre 
fumcIeTkt ; tlirir conqncfts wci^ no fair 
ground for a war } they were not iheag- 
gixfl'ois, but had been attacked } their 
aggrandiftinent, how«,vcr, he laid, was 
to l;e oppolcd, bin the .iggranJ dement of 
Kidlia was to bepafud by lln»^^.'rlcet^ : the 
reafon, he luppol'ed, was, that Jviitlia 
-hehig a defpotic jiower, hci aggrandife- 
inenis were no* deemed alarming. He 
imagined, if MimOcis were cit termined 
to go to war, it was in pari for tlie pin pole 
of dunging the charader of the Right 
Hi'u. Genileinan (Mr. Pitt), who had 
long been deemed the Minliier of Pie- 
ation— he pi cfiimed, he was ddiious 
of obtaining, at the expcnce of his coun- 
try, the new title to him of Xvlinulei of 
War, 

Mr. Anlfniiher followed fa- ilic Ad 
dreis, declaring, that id's had been laid 
againil the motion, andweake: arguments 
aiivanced, than he had ever lie.<i J advanced 
againlt any motion ever bcfoie offered in 
that Honk-. 

iMr. f* u\ faid, he bad liftened u itfi all 
iht attention or wlncli he w<.smafter, 
to every word wliicli had fallen tiom 
the RigVit Hon. Gentleman (Mr. Pitt), 
and he w as re idy to confcls, that the- 
conclufion of that Right Hon. Gentle- 
man's fpe.'ch gave him fomc fatisfadion, 
,bccauic it iuiri out fome hope, tliat 
mcaiu nilplii be y<„‘ taken to avert the 
mifencs of war., which he deprecated 
as one ot the grciitt It mifcrits winch 
could bc ral this n uion. 

T'his was all lint he wiflied for, and 
hitiurio he h'l ' lOiifrantly expreHtd 
hiinlelf t>j This clf. 't. He tliought that 
ne'a>t ifij o>n ought to pmede e*vcry 
tlung, die. iie would not attempt, 
ncr ibd lie defre to pulliatc fuc cruei- 
rit*. of the Inenciij out we* Certainly 
di'.^ not tliiiik It fulhi^d our national cha- 
r.iMer to ntgpiciate wurh natiuus whole 
cruelties were proverbial. Inch as Por- 

t id Spaij', where the Inijiiililion 
to da Kes chilled the very blood 
the veins of humanity, 
a he tonclied particularly on the 
which were held out as the 
ofterj-fiule* groiiiuK of a war with Prance, 
jic Ihf'uhl venfure an opinion, winch 
was, t?iat It was not the opening of 
the Scheidi, the Dlctcc ot the Na- 
tional Convention of the it>ih of No- 
vember iall, nor yet, the fafety of Ku- 
rope, was the real caufe ; but an inten- 
tion to interfere ia thelruernal Govern- 
incui of France, for' the ptvrpofc of 


rrfloring the old Monarchy, which 
given fiich imcafinwi's to this country, 
and to all Xuirnpe, as long as.it exided. 
Jn this rcfpci^f, indeed, rhe Duke of 
Brunfwick hada^ilcd in an open manin r 
— he did not ati'-mpt to difguife lus 
prctenlions. He wilheil the Riglir 
Gentleman (Mr. Put) would fo far fol- 
low' his cxaiTiplc, aiul ihen the people 
of tins country \would know whai it 
was rhty were to maintain an ex- 
penfn e war for. 

The ft’ ft ground was Hollain’. — • 
Were w e cc rtain that tJic Dutch were 
dilpofed for w-ar ^ What pn'of !eid they 
gi\ *.n of it ' Ttie Riglit Hon. Cicntle 
man luul cand.idly acknowledged they 
li.id made* no reqiiibtioi on that head, 
.’Tu’ fiirclv thev iniirt judge of their own 
affairs with greater propriety than we, 
In their Protiair.ari n for a ft hmn faft, 
tiiey acknow h deed that their obierva- 
tion of a ft net n?utraliry had, till that 
period, preferved to tlicm ilic bltinngv 
of peace. Thev did nc^r feem ter treat 
the opening of the bchcldt as an oljjei^^t 
that ftiould involve them in :i war. Jt * 
vvas true, we cuigiu to maintain the 
faith ot T. rearies, and he wms not 
averfe to an .irmament in cafe of a rc- 
quifttion from allies ; but he depre- 
cated every mtafure thrt might plunge 
us into a war, the* rciult of which 
could not be forefeen. 

Jt might be faid, that DiimourieT 
WAS at the gates of Holland ; if fo, ouiT 
interference muft be too late. 

The fee- nd ground was, the fafety 
of Ruropc. Here the Hon. Member 
advanced feveral arguments in order to 
Ihew, that if his Majefty's Minifter^ 
really had this objedt in view, they 
ought to have taken up the matter much 
earlier. 

The third ground was, the decree 
of the National Convention on the i9rh 
of November laft, which, in his opuiion, 
could not atftdf this country. He was 
rendv to acknowledge the decree and 
the lubjidt of explanation were incon-* 
fiftent ; b'lT what was he to adduce 
from rlu nce V/liy that the French 
I'nti'.n did nor wilh to go to war wirli 
ihii. Country. Mr. Fox took, this in 
dill'crent: points of view as a corrobora- 
tion of tile aftt rt ion. 

He paid very little attention to w hat

Conflinition from rcafon, habit, and 
prejudice ; but he was certain that it 
w^is not the way to continue that love by 
the increafe of taxes.

The beaten trad, w is iriid, and as 
no new ground prel’entcd itfdf, the old 
article of rL'ligion was taken up; war 
mud be waged with opinions, the mtid 
unequal that could he carricil on. An 
eccentric man in the National Adem- 
blv had profelfed opinions in favour of 
Atheifm. That a whole nation Ihould 
be bianded with the opinions of one 
man, was rather unchru it.iblc. Sur^-ly 
tiiofe who could hLlie\e that a whole 
nation were Athtid^, niuuld not he ion- 
demned for want ol Hut it this 

was tile ol>je<^'t, fuidv the tenets or 
Chiidianirv linl nor [>i < icrihc tju* incans 
an Hit to t'L eMjpio)s.d. PciUeiitiou 
was hy no means the engine which that 
mild fydem ordeied to be ciuplo' ed ; 
rliat nicdium was left to IMalioinetanilhi. 
Chndianity einjiiovLd other wt. pons — 
forbearance, cliantr, and pious conver- 
fation. But if the Ib'ench were all 
Atheids, was there any danger rh it lo 
abfurd a fydcni would Itiid any dilciples 
in this coiinti V ' He w'as j^crlualed it 
would nor. This nation was Ibnliblc 
of tlic confokuions wliicli do\' ctl from 
religion ; a esnfolaiion which ligliuned 
our burthen in ibis lift*, aiid Inioorbed 
our paflfage to the g«a\,.. XS'^cre we to 
c«»nred with tlirm tor sn^’lory? That 
would be QiusotiliTi indeed — Nor y^i toe 
extent of rctrirory. He bciic\ed any ter- 
ruory in France would n-a be eligible. 
But iie w'cmM mainrain hi, former opi- 
nion — it coLihl only be for the purpoJ'c 
of rednringthc old monarcb.y of France ; 
for lie oblerved, that as cjften as this 
quedion was agitated, thou'di this as 
not made one of the groiiiivls, yet the 
V ild exceffes and atrocities of the pre- 
fent Government never fail to make the 
cliicf ingredient of every argument. 

Much had been faid of the French 
principles. Fie did not fo muth repro- 
bate tlie principles as the abufe of them. 
FIc would iiifid that rovcrcignty was 
founded in the People, and that the 
People could caihicr their Governors, 
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when they could produce lubcijnf 
piaiofs that they had violated the end for 
winch they were inditutcd. W'^as not 
Janu-s the Second calhicrc'd ^ Did not 
William the Third owe his crown to a.

He was aware that 
war was of dangerous ilTuc ; bat ftill 
that we ftiould take the advantage of 
thofc alliances which we mnv now ob^ 
tain, and which gave us at ickft a pro-P 
of putting France into fuch a 
htuation as would render her do^rinei 
left formidable, by reducing the power 
of her arms. If thefe doctrines were 
further removed from us, and that they 
layfeveral degrees to the Eaftor Weft, 
it might be a rcafoii for our remain- 
ing longer inaflive, though fuch inac- 
tivity would be a criminul defcrtion of 
the general caufc of humanity ; but 
here the danger was near and prclftng, 
and miift be met with prtimptand vigor- 
ous meafurcs. Much had been faid of 
the Coufcderacy and CrufaeJc of Kivgs, 
anjtl it was for fome rime paft quite., 
the faihioD to abufe it; bur he muf 
ready to contefs that he had mae% 
approved of this Confederacy, and that' 
lie* was extremely furry it dill not prove 
more rucctfsfal. He concluded with 
renewing his recommendation to check 
the progrel's of the French while we had 
it in our power. 

Lord VVilliam RulfeJ deprecated the 
horrible events whicli had lately hap- 
pened in France, At tiic fame time 
lie faw no Aihltantial rcafm for this 
country engaging in a war ; he con- 
curred in every thing advanced by hia 
Honourable Friend Mr. Fox, towhofc 
condut't he pcid many compliments; 
after which iu concluded a thori fpeech 
by declaring his negative to the motion 
before the, Ho life.

of private men; and he who foimerty^

poweiful intereft in his behalf. 

** r wilh that 1 now fnoke before the 
wlio 4 e Nation ; but it will be fufficient lo 
addrefs myfelf to its Reprefeiitativcs> 
Louis well knows, that the eyes of all 
Europe are fixed upon this profeciitiori ^ 
but his mind is entirely occupied with 
France. He is fufc that pofteriiy will 
carefully colle£t and examine the char- 
es and the proofs adihiced againlt him ; 
lit he thinks only of his contemporaries } 
and it it the firft wi(h of his heart to un- 
deceive them. If X were only .iddrefiing. 
myfelf at this moment to his Judges, I 
IhouM fay — Royally is abolilhed, and 
you cannot now pronounce any other fen- 
tence againfi him ; but I am fpeaking to 
the people. I (hall therefore examine 
the fituaiion of Louis previous to the abo- 
lition of Royalty, and the fituation of 
Louis at its abolitittn. 

Nations are Sovereigns } they are at 
libel ty lo afiiime any fpecics ol Govern- 
ment that appears mod agreeable to 
tlumfelves } after having recognized and 
drfeovered the badnefs of their ancient 
ttrm, they may ena£f for thcmfclyes a 
new one ; this is a pofniun which one of 
the Counfel of Louis procured the iniciiion 
of in the Conllitutional Code.

tlie lA inAant the National Convention 
having met at ten In the morning, after 
arranging fome legifl^tive matters concet n.ng 
France, came to a rtfoluiion to hear the 
report of their Commiette of General De- 
fence or Safety. 

Bnffoc immediately made a very animated 
fpeech, in \Wtc1i he endeavoured to prove, 
that the Court of England had all along in- 
tended nothing but war againA France, and 
that the King had fecretly meditated it a 
great length or time.

On the £6tlvday of June, 1730, he 
took the degree ot Maftcr of Arts, and 
probably foon afterwards left the Uni* 
vcrfity. Before he devoted himfclf to 
bufinefs, he made the tour of Europe, 
and on his return became a Member of 
the Society of Lincoln's Inn, and was 
in due time called to the Bar. 

The fortune of Lord Mansfield at this 
period, we believe, was rather (lender ; 
but he foon fupphed any deficiency in 
that rcfpc^l by his application and abi* 
I'tics. He does not appear to have pro* 
ceeded in his profcHion in the way then 
ufually ad<mced, of labouring in the 
chambers of a Special Pleader, or copy* 
ing (to ufe the words of Black Aone) 
the trafh of an Attorney's office ; but 
being blcfTcd with the powers of ojca- 
tory in their higheft perfef^ion, and 
having foon an opportunity of difplay- 
ing them, he very early accjiiirtd the 
noticeof the Chancellor and tht Judges, 
as well as the confidence of tiic inferior 
prat 5 liccrs. How much he was regarded 
in the Houfc of Lords Mr. Pope's well- 
known couplet will prove ; 

Grac’d as thou art with all the power of 
words, 

So known, fo honour 'd at the Houfc of 
Lords. 

The graces of his *clocutian, how- 
ever, produced their nfual cAeft with 
a certain clafs of people w ho would not 
believe that fuch bright talents could 
affociate with the more folid attainments 
of the law, or that a man of genius and 
vivacity could be a profound lawyer. 
As Mr. Pope obferved at that time,

With eaual talents thefe congenial fouls.

Lord ChcfterfiL-ldiias given h)$lan6tiun 
to th;s unfounded opinion. In a letter 
to his fen, dated Feb. 12, 17547 he 
fays, The prclcnt Solicitor General 
Murray has lefs law than many law- 
yeis, but he has more practice than 
any, merely upon account of his elo- 
quence, of which he has a never-failing 
ttream.” 

In the oytfet of Lord Mansfield's 
life it will be the lc(s iurprizing, that a 
notion fhould have been enrcrtaincd of 
his addu'ting himfelf to the purfuit of 
Belles LcTtres too muclu when tlic re- 
gard (hewn to him by Mr, Pvjpe, w l\o 
derpotically ruled the regions of litera- 
ture at that period, is confidcrcd. Tliar 
great Poet feemed to entertain a parti- 
cular affeffiou for our young lawyer, 
and was eager to fhew’ him marks ot 
his regard, lie addreifed to him his 
Imitation of the Ctli Epiftlc of the Fnft 
Book, of Horace. Bilhop VVarbiirton 
fays ■*", Mr. Pope “ had all the warmth 
of affc^:lion for this great lawyer, and, 
indeed, no man c\cr more del'crvcd ro 
have a poet for his friend. In the ob- 
taining of which as neither vanity, 
party, nor fear hnd a lharc, lb he Inp- 
ported his title to it by all the ofliccs ©f 
a generous and true fricndthip.'* M*'. 
Ruffhead aifo declares that Mr. Pv.'pe 
had at one time an intention of leaving 
his hrule at Twickenham to his friend 
Mr. Murray, whofe growing fame and 
rifing ftatiun, which w ould render him 
fiipiTior to. fuch a manfion, alone pre- 
\ ented him from carrying it inro execu- 
tion. In the Fourth Book of the Dun- 
?iad he fays, fpeaking of thofc whofe 


poetical purfuiti wcTt diverted by law 
or politics.

ACCOUNT OF MR. JOHN SMEATON +. 

BY MR. JOHN HOI.MES, WATCHMAKER, OF THE STRAND. 


TlyrR. JOHN SMEATON was born 
the a8th of May 1724, Old Style, 
at Auilhorpe, near Leeds, in a houfe 
built by his grandfather, and where his 
family have refided ever fincc. 

I'lic ftrength of his underftanding and 
the originality of his genius appeared 
at an early age ; his ^ay-things were 
not the play-things of children, but the 


tools men work with ; and he appcare4 
to have greater entertainment in feeing 
the men in the neighbourhood workj 
and diking them ciuefiions, than in any 
thing clfe. One day he was feen (t» 
the diftrefs of his family ) on the toj> of 
hU father’s barn, fixing up fomething 
like a windmill \ another time, he at- 
tended fume men fixing a pump tt

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ft neighbouring village, and obfrrving 
them cut oft* a piece of bored pipe, Jic 
%v£)s fo lucky fts to procure it, and he 
made with it a working, pump 
that rr-iled water. Thefe anecch'tes re- 
fer tocircumllai ces that happened while 
he wail in petiicnus, and mnft iikciv bt - 
fore he attained his fixth year. 

About h»s fourittiith and lihrrnth 
y«ar, he hail made for himfrlr an 
totuinro'c work, snd madclLViial jut- 
feuts to his friends nf boar's in ivory or 
wood, turned hr Imiti in that way. 

In the vear 1742, 1 fpent a month at 
hi? father’s hoiifc, and being intended 
inyfelf for a mechanical employment, 
ftnd a few years younger than he was, 1 
could not but view his works with 
aftotiithment i he forged his non and 
Heel, and melted his metal ; he had 
tools of every fort, for woi king in w ood, 
ivory, and metah. He had matic a hit Ire, 
by which he had cut a pcrpeiuni ferew 
in brafs, a thing little knoivn at that 
Jay, and which I believe was the in- 
vention of Mr. Henry Hindley , of Y ork, 
with whom I fened my apprcnticelhip. 
Mr. HindleV was a man of the moil 
commtinicarii t* clirpolition, a great lover 
of mechanics, and of the mod fertile ge- 
nius ; Mr. Smeaton foon became ac- 
<|uauited with him, and they fpent 
man'y a night at Mr. Hindley 's houfc till 
day-light, converhng on thefe fubjc^ls. 

Thus had Mr. Smeaton. by the 
llrcngrh of his genius, and indetatigable 
induftry, acquired, at the age of cigh- 
fct n, afi cvtenfivc fet of t/)ols, and ilie 
«rr of working in moll of the mechani- 
cal trades, without the aihl^ancc of any 
mailer, and which he continued to do 
ft pan of every day when at the place 
where his tools were ; and few could 
work better. 

Mr. Smeiton’s father was an Attor- 
ney, and defirous of bringing l.irn up to 
the lame profclfion ; Mr. Smeaton 
therefore came up to London in 174^, 
ftind attended the Courts in MYUminth r 
Hfdl ; but finding (as his common e\- 
|>rrliion was) tbrit tue law did not fuir 
^hebent of his Kcnius, he wrote n ftrong 
fncmoiisl to his father on th.t fubiccl. 
wh(>fe t'orHl fenfe from that mornefu left 
Smeaton to purl'ue the bent of his 
gcruus in his own way. 

Early in 17*50, I eamc up- to Mr. 
Sn'taum’s lodgings in Great Turnftile ; 
he V'* !* then i;boat commencing tnathc- 
m.iiica! iiiftri.men make', aitl ft'on 
bee am r acqus ptf.d with moll of the in- 
gtn;6-s men time. 


Tn 1751, he hegrm a coiirfs of c"pe- 
liinents to try a machine of his inven- 
tion to luctfnrc a lhip*s way at fea, and 
alfu made two vtiy.igos in company with 
Dr. Knight to try it, and a compafs of 
his cwii mvenrion and making, and 
whir'u was made magnet teal by Dr. 
Knight’s arrifitial magnets ; the lafi of 
thefe was in the Fortune (loop of war, 
comm inde*d at tliat time by Captain 
Ail xr.iider*^ ampbell. 

In i7<^, he was elerted Member of 
the Royal Society ; the number of 
papcis pu'niillicd in their Tranfactions 
will Ihew the univcrfalitv of his genius 
and knowledge. In 17^9, he was ho- 
noured by an unanimous vote witli their 
gold medal for his paper entitled “An 
Kxpcrimcntal Knquirv concerning the 
Natural Powers tif Water and Wind tA 
turn Mills, and other Machines de- 
pending c^n a circular motion.'* 

This paper, he fays, was the reCiIt 
of experiments madi on working models 
in the year 17^2 and r 7;3, hut not com- 
municated to the Sucictv till i7s9, be- 
fore which time he had an oppt»rtiinitv 
of putting the clFedt of then experi- 
ments into real pra 61 icc, in a variety of 
cafes, and for various purpofes, fo as to 
alTure the Society he h id found them 
to anfwcr. 

Here we fee Mr. Smeaton in his 27th 
and 28th year make models and experi- 
ments therewith, bv which the powers 
of wind and watci arc found to be able 
to do more by at hair one third, than it 
was known thev could do before : this 
improvement, \a irhf>ut any oLi.cr, Ihcws 
the\Hlue»;f ms life to thiscou- i: y. n'o 
enable mills, and all other circular mo- 
tions depending cn watt- r and wind, to 
do at Icaft one thud more hunuefii than 
they did berore, is 1 1 rhi? country 
(greatly dcpciuiiugon its inanufacl urcs) 
a benefit bcyon.l any caiculacloii I can 
make. Jt inuft be inunenfelv great. 

But here J find, by purfuir.g the 
above, I ha\ e oniitred an anecdote, that 
fii ew8 hisgri.it third afi cr knowledge : 
in the year i ; r i, he made a voyage t6 
Holland, r.nd ’hy walk ing on foot or tra- 
velling in ihe tr-cl \huvt\^ he got ac- 
qurtinced with inofr of the works of art 
there, and in the I/^nv Coiir/.riis, 

Jn Dee. i 7 5 5» ^)iv Edyfi^nc Light- 
houfe was bm ni doM-n ; Mr. Weitcn, 
the chief proprietor, and the oiheis^ 
being dt firouB of rtd>iiilding it in the 
nioft fubfiantiii rniiiiner, enquired of

a Coiinrellociii Dublin, told me, that 
having put a copy of the cafe wliich I 
had publiflicd into your hand, at Bath, 
vou faid that you thought me 
cnielly treated, and that my injuries 
were objc6ts ftir national con fide ration. 
At the lame time he made me mailer 
of a trait, to inftance the rcfolute dif- 
intcrclfednefs of your chara£lcr in de- 
fence of the unprotedted ; and he gave 
me reafon to flatter myfelf that, Ihould 
J have occafion to apply to the Houfe of 
Commons again, 1 might cApedt to have 
your fupport. 

In' coi'fidencc of this converfation, 
as will as of the rccolledlion that, when 
the report on General Murray's Petition 
was brought up in the iloulc, you fpoa- 
taneoufly moved for an Amendment on 
it, I am encouraged (without having 
the honour of your acquaintance) to 
alk the favour of vou. Sir, to take a 
Petition of mine, or which the inciofed 
is a copy, under your protedtion, to 
introiluce into the Houfe in a way tliat, 
notvvithftanding it may be negatived, 
it fliall not tind that fate without a few 
words being faid upon it.

F^HIS Princefs, though very kind to 
^ htrdomcllics as well as the poor in 
the vicinities of Cavendilh-fquarc and 
Gunnerlbury, had all the German 
bautcur about her upon every occafion 
that fhc thought infringed upon her 
dignity. There was no relaxation in 
the minuteft part of duty in her houfe- 
hold, and Die once difmiired a young 
age, though ftrongly recommended to 
er, becau/c he did not pull off his hat, 
as Ihc crofled ont of the anti chamherb. 
—His friends petitioned for him, 
pleading his yourh and in?vd’* crtcncc, 
but in vain ; fhc however made hnn a 
prefent of an Enfign’s conimiflion in a 
marching regimen r. 

Being at a pirty of wbift in the 
rooms at Bath, an officer wh > ftood by 
her chair, feeing her fnuff-boA open, 
on the table, imprudently took i pinch. 
—The Princefs obferving it, im- 
mediately called to one of her at- 
tendants, and defirtd him in an imperi- 
ous tone to throw that fniifl in the 
lire.” The order wms complied with, 
»nd the officer retreated in much con- 
fufion; 

Another time being at a parjy of 
whift at Bath, and being partner to a 
young IriDi Gentleman of rank, who 
was previoiifly introduced to her, rc- 
collcwing the ftate of the game Die ex- 
claimed, “ Let me fee ' Oh ? vve arc 
eight icTJc /’* — upon which the other, 
either mifunderftanding the laD expref- 
fio®, or from an ill-timed gallantry, 
replied, Yes, my dear,” Upon 
this flic immediately laid down her 
cards, paid her game, and left ti\e 
room. 

A young gentleman, remarkably tall, 
being one day in the rooms at Bath, the 
Princefs faw him, and afked who he 
was ? Being anfwercd about his name 
and family by a nobleman prefent, he 
adciefd, ^^that the young gentleman was 
Mgacd for tbo chcurh/ For the 


church, my Lord fhc cried with fome 
fiirpriAc, “ 1 Ihould rather think for 
the jieeplc'* 

SIR ROBERT WALPOLE. 

One of the principal caufes of Sir 
Robert lofing his majority in 1742* 
was his being I'o carclcfs in the General 
Election preceding that period. He 
waslikcwifc deceived, either intention- 
ally, or by the ftlf-fuppofcd confcqucncc 

of the JJ, of A , who, perfuading 

him he had a very great intereft in Scot- 
land, got 30,0001. from him to carry on 
the elei^tions ; but one *ivay or other it 
turned out, tint out of thiity Members 
the ma jor part of them voted againft the 
Miniftcr, and he was obliged to give 
up his office, which he held with great 
power and ci nlidcrablc abilities for 
upw..rJb of twenty years. 

On the morning after he reflgned his 
office Mimiter, feme friends of his 
went to Cheil'ca, where he lived, to con- 
dole with him on w’hat they called the 
triumph of his enemies. — “ Ah !’* faid 
Sir Robert, “ if J had none but pro- 
fefTed enemies, J fhould be Miniller 
ftilli — ii was niy falfe friends who threw 
me over the battlements.** 

Sir Robert got into full pofleflion of 
the King’s confidence through the in- 
fluence of the Queen (Caroline), by 
having her dower incrcafcd from fixty 
thoufand to one hundred thoufan^ 
pounds per year. Before this the 
Qiicen and he were not on good terms 
togctlicr. 

A friend calling on Sir Robert the 
morning after he was married to his 
fccond wife, and hearing that he was 
flill in bed, wrote on a flip of 
paper which he pinned to ^his chamber 
door, 

“ Felices ter et amPUm^^' 

When Sir Robert faw him next, he 
alked him what he meant by ampUus, 
** Oh'!** fays the friend* ** dial's a 
Latin word that Lady Walpole can beft 

expUia/* 
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explain.** Not I, indeed, Sir/* faid 
tile lad^ ; but' the other politely per- 
fnting in it, fhc turned about with 
great limplicity to her hufband, “ Why 
don’t you .anfwer for me, Sir Robert ? 
You kno ju 1 don’t underhand it 

Sir Robert kept a miftrefs who had 
great power over nim. One day an in- 
timate friend difclofed to him, as a great 
I'ccrct, that he had ftrong reafons to 
think flic was unfaithful to him. “ My 
dear frieiKl, ’ faid Sir Robert, T have 
known it to a certainty for a. coiifidcr- 
ablc time — ^but don’t tell her of it, for 
luch is the unaccountable force of habit 
with me, that though fhe can lis c with- 
out me, the jade knows very well I can’t 
lix e without her.” 

His attachment to liis favourite fer- 
vants was likevvife very pcrfcvering. — 
A man who had lived with him many 
ears, and who, from knowing his habits, 
ad filch an afccndancy over him that 
his fons frec^Liently wondered he did not 
difeharge him : his anfwer wa‘-, “ Wait, 
my boys, till you arc as old as 1 am, and 
you will know too well the value of a 
man lb ulcful to your daily comforts, 
to difeharge him fur a little oceaiional 
impertinence.” 

Sir Robert was very plcafant and con- 
vivial in liis private horns with his 
friends, was full of anecdote, and cvi-n 
iatfiua'^cd witli hngular fuccefs. TJie 
writer of thefe memoirs had it from a 
Colonel in the Guards, and one of the 
Aid-de-Camps to the late King, who 
ufed to fpciid his college vacations at 
Houghton, that Sir Robirt was the 
fprightlicft man at his table, and faid 
the beft and pleafanteft things. 

His clinging to his office to the very 
laft moment that he could hold it, proves 
the infatiablcnefs of ambition, as he had 
a ftrangury on him at the time of his 
dilmiHion, which called aloud for the 
6 . turn aim dignitaic^ and which carried 
him off the great ftage of life in three 
years afterwards, being in the 75th 
year of his age. 

Wanting to carry a queilion in the 
Houfc of Lords, and not being quite 
fure of fome of the Bifhops, he prevail- 
ed upon the Archbilhop of Canterbury 
to ftay at home for two or three days — in 
the mean time Sir Robert circulated a 
report,, that hia Griice was tUn^touHy 
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ill. On the day of meeting the Houfe was 
remarkably crowded with lawn flceves, 
not one of which voted againil the Court. 

Some time before his death, the con- 
verfation turning upon tlie depravitv of 
mankind, he is faid to have exprtired 
himfelf thus That fo great was 

their depravity, that Minilltrs, who 
from their official capacity could know 
it beft, wore, in charity to mankind, 
bound to keep it a fecret.*' 

Sir Robert, on the .whole, was a 
Minifter who underftood the intcrefts of 
Kngland in refpett to her ftrength, 
finance, commcicc, and all the parts of 
her internal government, perfectly well. 
In refpc^it to foreign connexions he was 
noi thought to be fo intelligent ; but 
rills, pci haps, did not arife lo much from 
ignorance, as fnnn his complacency in 
following his tivo majlers thrcjugh ail 
the entanglements of foreign treaties. 

The long inveteracy of Mr.Pulteney 
againft: Sir Robert, it is thought, ori- 
ginated from a deeper root than a dif«^ 
i(,rencc in political opinions. It is at- 
tributed to the following circumftancc^ 
now very little known 

On the fei/urc of Mr. Prior*s papers 
(1715), which were brought before the 
Secret Committee for enquiring into the 
conduX of Lord Bolingbrokc, &c. Sir 
Robert, as Chairman of that Committee, 
willii»g to pique Mr. Pulteney, haftily 
fnatched up a note from a bundle of 
papers lying on the table, and put it in 
his pocket. Mr, Pulteney feeing this, 
and not knowing the contents, inftantly 
exclaimed, “ Sir Robert, we'll have no 
garbling of papers, let the Clerk read 
it/* Sir Robert pretended to evade it, 
by faying “ it was a thing of no confe* 
qucnce but this only exciting the 
uthcr*s curiofity, he obliged him to give 
up the paper ; which being read, turned 
out to be a confidential note from Lord 
Bolingbrokc to Prior, caftiug fome very 
indecent rgficXions upon a very near 
part of Mr. Pultency’s family. Th# 
Committee on this burft into a fit of 
laughter, and as this circumftance was 
no part of the fccrets of the Committee-, 
the Rory became public, which Mr. P. 
felt fo (I'verely, tnat it is thought 
never forgave him. 

HOK. CHA&LES TOWH8VN0* 

This MioiRer, who cerudnty vw ^ 
very great was RJA ^ 
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flattery, which he knew, and often 
rallied himfelf upon with feme fuccefs. 
TThe day after he brought out a Budget 
of which he thought very highly, hav- 
ing fome fclcdt friends to dine with him, 
he alkcd their opinion of it. Some faid 
** it was pretty well others, “ a good 
Budget and other'*. “ hoped it would 
be produdtivc/’ Tiiis w-as not fufficient 
praile for the Minifter, who fat rather 
fulky for fome time, till Touchet the 
banker dropt in. — “ Well, Touchet, 
how did you like iny Budget yeflerday ' 

Like it ’ * fays 'I'ouchet, ‘‘ I’m tranf- 
ported with it ’ — By G — ^it was the bed 
ever brought out by any Minifter in tins 
country ; and if any thing could ex- 
ceed it, it was your cloi^ucnt and grace- 
ful manner c>f delivering it.’* “ My 

dear fnend,** fays the other, fpringing 
into his arms, “ let me embrace you — .in 
eulogium like this from a man of jiidg- 
ment is decifivc : — but here,” fays he, 
turning round to the reft of the company, 
have I been giving thofe fellows 
turtle and claret for thefc two hours, 

’ and they have made me no other re- 
turn than throwing brick-bats in my 
face.’* 

When the firft Lady T • was 

delivered of a fon and heir, Lord 

X brouj.'lit up his brother Charles, 

who was drinking a bottle with him be- 
low, to look at the child. ** WVll, 
C^harlcs,” (rod his Lordlhip, who is 
it like “ O, by G — favs Charles, 

a true lawful fecgoirtn ' It has all the 
broad folly of the C — t — ns, and all the 
duplicity of the T ds.” 

When he was ftiewn the Marquis of 
Stafford’s houfe at hitchall, he was 
^fked, How he liked the view?'* 
“Oh! very fine indeed,” faid he, “ a 
gratification ot two feiifes ! the Thames 
conftantly before your rjff, and the fre- 
quent Je^l of it in your cellars.” 

A well-known Baronet (who had been 
^difliUer) having made rather an em- 
barraifed fpeech one day in favour of the 
then Mihiftry, one of the Members was 
laughing at it with Charles Townfend 
TT-*‘ Poh ? poh !” fays the latter, “ poor 
Sir jofeph means very well ; he only 
miflakes in not bringing with him what 
he conftantly leavc.s at home.** What’s 
that ?” fays the friend. — ** AJlill bead,*' 

A perfoD obfenring to Charles Town* 
fena thatthetf was better oratory oftf:|| 


at the Robin Hood, when jeacock the 
baker was prefident, than at the Houfe 
of Commons, he replied, “ I don’t 
doubt it *, people went to the Baker 
merely for oratory, but to the Huufc of 
Commons for breads 

Meeting one day with Lord M. 
(whofc foil being a hard drinker, Mr. 
Townfend had juft left cutting down 
TiWtbe upon his eftate) he accofted 
him — “ Well, Charles, how does my 
gracelcfs dog of a fon go on ?” “ Why, 
I ihould think,” fays he, on the r^- 
as I left him drinking the if^oods** 

The late Lord Chancellor of Ireland, 
w'hcn Serjeant II— -w— t, being a very- 
long- winded fpeaktr in the Houfe, 
Charlc.s Towniend left him in the pnfet 
of his fpcech to go to dinner. Being 
met by a friend in the lobby, he exclaim- 
ed, “ What, Charles, is Houfe up 
“ No,” fays he, “ but the Serjeant is.” 

THE LA'I E DUKE OF NEWCASTLE, 

Upon the dlfiniiTal of the Duke of 
Ncucaftle frem being Firft Lord of the 
Treafury, hi^ firft Levee was atiendcd 
by a great number of friends, amongft 
wliom it \N as remarked to the Duke, 
how extraordinary it v as that there si as 
only tnt (« ornwallis, afterwards 

i^rchbuT^K'p of Canterbury ). “ Not at 
all,” laid rLc Duke j “ nothing is more 
co!Tinif>n than lor Birtiop.s to forget thrir 
Maker, 

A Scotchman giving e\ idence at the 
bar of the Houfe of Lords in the aftair 
of Capr.iin P<^rteus, and telling of the 
variety of (hots which were fired upon 
that unhappy occafion ; he svasaflted by 
the Duke of Newcaftle, What kind of 
(hot it was ' “ Why,” fays the man in 
his broad dialed, “ fuch as they (hoot 
foois ss ith and the like.” — “ What kind 
of fools f ” fays the Duke, fmiling at 
the word, “ Why, my Lord, dukesy 
and fuch kind of fools,** 

A Gentleman who had long danced 
attendance at the Duke’s Levee, being 
one morning cooling his heels in the 
ante-chambcr along with a aumber of 
other unfortunate folicitors, one of the 
company waspraifing the elegant ftucco 
of the ceiling : “ Yes,” fays the Gen* 
tieman, “ it is really very elegant ; 
and what is more, tt is of a piece 
with tjic ftponnf ‘ Wow can th« 
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hr 5*’ fays the othcr> Why <lon't 
you fee the top and bottom of the room 
ii> full of fret-ivoifk 

The late T>ord Cheftcrfield being one 
day at his CTtacc’s. Levee, he took up 
Oamtt upon Joh^ a book dedicated to the 
Dake, and was reading it jiiil as his 
Grace entered. “ Well, my Lord, 
^v hat’s your opinion of that book 
“ Th« beft rnccum in the world 

for one that attends your Grace’s 
Level-.’* 

When the affair of Grno-al IVammti 
was long over, Lord Man?ficld one d.iy 
IP the Houfe fpoke lightly of them as 
thines which tvery Tyro in Woffmin- 
fter ought to know were i/!r^nL 

And did )ou alwavs thirk lor ’ lays 
the Duke of Ncucrdtic very rig»^iti- 
ciintlv. “ O yes,” iV.ys th.c other. — 

Why then, n^v Lord, I vow to G — 
I always milunderftond voii, for while 
I w as Mini Iter J iheuigiit you alv. s 
frtid the contrai y.” 

Upon file evp'-Mffiol death of the Kjng 
oF Spain in i 7 c.i/, the Dukt, who was 
then Cliai.re’ih'r oi ilic F. ^fh.e-juer. gave 
orders to his Icivanri., that if duv nu-f- 
fenger arrived bv c\pre{s,t\en li n was 
at midnight, be IhouUl he infuintiv 
introduced to him. Pending this c'rd< r 
a man on horfcback knocking furn-ully 
at the outer gate ahjui time o’clock in 
the nioining, he was. indamlv adtnirted, 
and brought up to the Dakc\ bed- 
ch.'.mber. ** Well, my good friend,” 
favsthe Duke (p\itting on his Ifocklngs, 
and furveying the man fplalhed till over 
with mud from top toti-c), “ you muft 
have rode hard — “ IVToft damnably ^ 
never once flept during the whole 
journey.” — “ But yt>^i’rc furc he’s 
dead — “ Oh ’ moft certainly.” — 
“ Ah ^ poor man, he’s got out of a 
troublefomc world at laft. — Pray when 
did you leave Madrid ?” — •* Madrid !” 
ftysthe man in amaze; Lord ’ your 
Grace, f never was there in my life.” 

And where the Devil die did you 
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come from Wh}’, from Richmond 

in Yorkfhirc, your Grace, and am come 
cxpiefb to ac'] u'aint you of the death of 
Sam Dickinl'on the Excifeman, whofe 
pLec vnu know your Grace promifcd 
me at the laft election, the moment the 
breath was out of his body.” 

The Duke had great bufilc and ap- 
pearance of buriTiL-l's in his manner — 
always in a hurry, and generally in- 
difcrect, though c\uick in his cotivcr- 
lation. ft w'.i!: this manner th?t induced 
the late Dow^iger Lady Townfend to fay 
of him, That he always pul her in 
mind of a man that lofl: tw'o hours in 
the morning., and \\ as looking for them 
the reft of the day, 

Kc was always cHcemcd a Courtier of 
tlie fit-il order — ^*0!! of civil it irs, pro- 
mife', and for^^- tfiJtufi \ aiul many 
antcduUs, too well know-n robe recorded 
lierc, arc given in proof of this chara6tcr- 
Whenever he had a mind anv recom- 
mendation nf his fhould liiccccd, he 
iTir dt- a private mark oppofite his ligma- 
tare i - red ink. — When this mark did 
not ap])car, riie letter meant nothing. 

Amongft the familiar habits of the 
Dul.c V. as tl’.r fplendour of his table, 
uh-tli, “ for taring fumpruoufiy every 
dav,” v-as rcCNt-ncd the bed in England, 
To him, therefore, was more peculiarly 
aliottcvl the entertainment of the Am- 
bairadors, Foreign Noblemen of Diftinc- 
t’on, &c. ike. Jii the bare article of 
fifii, he has more than once had an ac- 
couni with bis hlhmongcr tothc amount 
of eleven thoufand pounds, which he 
always difcharge‘d very honourably, 
though ibmciimcs tardily. In refpedt 
to himfclf, he w as no epicure, but con- 
fined himfelf to one article. — His fa- 
vourite difh was a neck of boiled mutton 
or lamb, with caper fauce, of wliLh he 
frequently dined in the midft of all the 
rarities or the feafon. 

In point of political principle the 
Duke was a Whig “ up to the very 
head and cars.”

The four days following were on their 
parts flept out ill this pious ex».r- 

eife. 

On Wednefday our men refolved to 
waketi them. About eleven o’clock 
Captain Farmer and Ca]nain Moline-iix 
Radcii^e, Lieut. Pencket, Lieut. Wor- 
ral, and Lieut. Walriiew, witJi one 
hundred and forty foldicis fallicdout at 
a poilern ^atc, beat the enemy from all 
irheir work* and batteries, which were 
now caft up round the Houfi., nailed ail 
their cannon, killed about lifiy nun, 
^ook fixty arms, one Colonel, and rlirt e 
drums. In which adlion Capt. Rad- 
f lifFe deferves this remembrance, “ that 
with three folditrs, the reft of hislcjua- 
dron being fcatterecl with the execution 
pfthe enemy, he cleared two compa- 
nies, and flew feven men wdth his own 
hand.’* Lieut. Worral engaging him- 
ielf in another work among hfty of the 
fnemy, bore the fury of them all till 


Captain Farmer relieved him, who, tm 
the wonder of us all, came olf vyithour 
HMV dangerous woirncl. 

The laily-po:r was this day warded 
by Captain Chifnall, who with frelh 
men liood ready for fuccour of ours, 
had tluy been put to the extremity j 
but they bravciv marched round the 
■\x orks, and came in at the Great Gates, 
where Captain Ogle with a party of 
innlkcteei s kept opt* n riic palTage. Cap- 
tain Rav. iltsmc h-id the charge of th® 
mulkctetrs upon tlic wdlh, which 
placed with the hell adwintagc to vex 
the tncmv in ihcir flight, Captain Fo\, 
by a Col;nirs from the Kagle Tower, 
gave hgn.il when to march and when to 
retreat, according to the motions of the 
enemy, w liich he obferved ata diflance. 
J o all this IVrvice we had but one man 
irn itally wounded, and we took only 
or.r prjfouer, anofiicerfur intelifgcnce. 
In former faliics fomc prifoners were 
taken, anti by exchange rt leared. Co- 
lt *nels AlKton and Rigby promifing to 
fit at lioerty as many of the King’s 
friends then prilbncrs in I^ancaftcr, 
Manchefler, Preftor, and other places 
pr- poled by her Ladyihip ; but mofl 
unwortliily they brake conditions, it 
fuitingwcll w ith their religion, neither 
to obfti ve faith wiihGml nt»rnitn; — and 
this occafuinid a greater llaughter than 
either herLadyihip or the Captains dc- 
fired, bccaiilc w e were in no condition 
to keep many prifuncrs, and knew^ their 
Coimnaiidcrs would never releafe them 
but upon bafe and difliontnirablc terms. 
The lame night they p’aid a faker twice 
to tell us, they had cannon that would 
fpcak, though our men endeavoured tu 
ftcel up all their lips ; this w^hole night 
w'as with them one continued alarm, 
notliing but fliouts unci cries among 
’em, as if the* cavaleers had ftill been 
upon them. 

izih. On Friday they fent us two 
Aones from their murtar-piece, which 
our men had nailed and battered with 
fmiths’ hammers, but it had too wide a 
mouth to be ft opt. This day a chance 
bullet from their faker through feven 
clay walls, entered the window of my 
Lady’s chamber, but was too weak to 
fright her from her lodging. 

13th, On Saturday their dcmi-cannoti 
opened again, yetlpoke but onoe and

15th, On Monday they play’d their 
mortar-piece live times with Hones, 
once with grenado, which fell fhort of 
the houi’c in a walk near the chapcl- 
tower — foine pieces of the fhell tw^o in- 
ches thick flew over the walls, and were 
taken up in the furtheft part of the 
lloufc. 

i6rh. Tuefday morning they had a 
hot alarm, ha\ingnot yet quit ihem- 
felves of the fright they took at the laft: 
fcillys. They pl'^ycd their cannon twice, 
and their mulkets half an hour together. 
In requital whereof, about eleven 
o’clock they played their raonar-picce 
with Hone, and perceiving it ftruck 
within the body of the houle, they call 
grenado at the lame level, which fell in 
an old court, linking above half a yard 
into the earth, ) et rofe again with iurh 
violence in the hurlling, that though 
its fticngih was much lefiened and 
ch-aded with the earth, it llicok down 
the glafs, cldv, and \veaker buildings 
near it, leaving *udy the carcal’c ^f the* 
walls Handing abinit it, yet wnlujut 
iiurt of any pcrlon, laving thr.i two 
w'omen in a near chamber had their 
hands fcorchcd, t<i put them in mind 
hereafter they were in the fiegc at La- 
th om. 

The mortar-piece was now more ter- 
rible to Uo tlian funnerlv, inb-nuieh 
that the Captains, rt) cut the foKliers 
fears, lodged in upplji!*^ rooms within 
clay walls, as not elteeming the force 
of the grenado ; and one thing more 
happily lent new- courage to our men, 
time one of their Engineers mounting 
the rampier to lee the fall of the grt- 
jiado, was flain by one of our markl'men 
from one of our towers. 

On Saturday they made thirty ihoers 
9/ their demi-cannon and eulverine, to 
batter a poHern tower, lomc part where- 
of Itood without the mote and pallifa- 
does, yet fo fenced by a riling grouud, 
that their ordnance took only tlie bat- 
tlements and a yard of wall ; which 
w^smade good again the fame night, 
with greater flrength and fafety for 
our mufltetetrs than formerly : it was 
lome requital for the breach of a fe*w 
ftoncs, tnat their cannoneer was flain 
through a port hole, by one of our men 
from a tower. Having either done with 
the cannon or cannoneers, they now 
begin wiih their mortar-piece, which 


that afternoon they played fivtf times 
in the night, twice with Hones, and 
once with grcnn<lo ; wliich alfo by th« 
cunning of the gunner fell Ihorc of thvi 
Houle. 

2 2d. On Eaftcr Monday they miifl 
nctdb Hicw the people feme j)?-ftinie* 
and therefore gave us the bullets, and 
them the noife of nine cannon and two 
jieners, to heat the rabble Hiout. 

That night, too dark for other action, 
the Captains lent out two or three Rre- 
Icicks, which ftruck the whole night 
mtc alarms, fo that to their they 

added one mortar-piece and two cannon 
with chain and I’mall Ihot. 

The next day was the fccond wakes, 
when Rigby mull gratify the country 
for their 20,oool. with the battery oif 
the Eagle Tower at Latham, agaiii^ 
which they played their eulverine and 
cleird-cannon twenty-three times, which 
uniiappily ftnking upon a ftair-cale, 
ft»rccd a large breach. Two of the bui- 
lds tniercd her l.adyfliip’s chamber, 
w liich ai lall made her Ladyfhip foek a 
luw hxlging, w ith this proteft, that ihe 
wniiM keep the lloufe whil ft there wa« 
building to cover her head. 

'j'iti'. action miift needs proceed either 
fj om pr:dc or malice, i: being no fur- 
tl’.d'aucc 10 the taking of the linulc, to 
batter a tower that flood in the midft of 
ir; but lure it was their plot either ta 
ftnke of the horns of the Whor« 

of Babf !, or elfe to level one of her 
bills, the feven towers in the DeanV 
fermon being cnfily found to be thefeven 
lulls f^’Unme. It laved the tower fornc 
biitrcis tliat d.^y, that two of their gun- 
ners were difrhargcd of iheir emplci^-- 
mtnt by our markfmen from the top 
of the lame rower, which they were 
bartering. Tiie lame niglit a frrong' 
alarm beat all their men to their cannon, 
not to defend them, but thcmfelvcs, 
which they bravely difeharged twice 
louden with c-artridge and chain, aeain4 
two light matches caft near their work* 
in balls of clay. 

On W'^edncTdciy they only gave us tvro 
pciiers and two cannon ; — but now Mr- 
Rigby, who undertook the management 
end expected the glory of this cmer- 
pri/e, having wearied his foldiers, 
wafted his powder, and emptied himfclf 
of a good part of his exa^d and plun- 
dered money, finding her Ladyikip 
inclined nothing to yield to his great 
guns, but dai^y to beat and baiile bit 
loldiers, k, now for prelent fire and 

r«Ut 
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provulcd a new l^ock of 
grenadoes, and intends to fpend the reft 
of i:is powder and malice intiieni. 

i^th. On Thurlday he fends his laft 
Inneffage as he call ^ it, a furious fummons 
to her Ladyihip to vhid tip Lath m 
Houfc, and all inj pci Tons, g*)ods, and 
armsvv'thiii ir into in,s handt. — to receive 
the mercy of the Parliament, and to 
return litr anl’wer the lu-xr day before 
two o clock ; which her LadyiJiip hav- 
ing read, with a brave indi^natio-.i calh 
for the drum, and tells him — “ A due 
reward for his pains h to be hanged up 
at the gates; but,” lays Ihe, “ rhou 
art but a tooiidi inftrument of a 
traitor's pride : carry this anfwer to 
Rigby (with a noble fcorn tearing the 
paper in his light), Tell that inlolcnt 
rebel|^ he lhall neither have pet ions, 
goods, nor houfe ; when our ftrength 
and provilion is fpent, we lhall find a 
lire more merciful than Rigby, and then 
if the Providence or God prevent it 
not, my goods and iutufe lhall burn in 
his fight : myl'clf, children, and foU 
diers, rather than fall into his hnuds, 
will feal our religion and loyalf, which 
being fpokc aloud in her f )ldieishuat mg, 
they broke out to Ihouis and accUma- 
tions of joy, clofing with the general 
voice, “ We’ll die for his Majelty and 
your honour — God lav e the King.” 

The Drum returned, her Ladyihip 
and the Captains fell into conlultation 
of a further anfwer to that proud inel- 
fage : fomething mull be done, and 
now was the nick and joint of time, 
according to the obfcrvation of the Hif- 
torian that the changes of time are 
the mod fit for brave attempts, and de- 
lays there dangcroua, where foftnefs 
and quietnefs clrawcth more danger 
than hazarding radii v. 

The mortar-piece was That that trou- 
bled us all ; the little ladies liad fto- 
machs to d’gefl cannon, but the ftouteft 
roldier« had no heart to gi enadoes ; and ^ 
why might not they at once free them- 
fclvcs from tlie continual expectation of 
death ? ’Tis a hard choice for any good 
man, fajrs young Difo, eitht^-r to kill or 
be killca, and this vvas cxaClly our pre- 
fent condition — either Ihecpilhly to 
receive death when they would fend it 
Upon our heads, or manfully to return 
it upon their own. At laft it wat re- 
folved, notwithftandinz a battery and 
ordnance planted agaiim every pafiage. 


to fally oirt the next morning, and ven- 
ture for all. ^ 

26th. All things prepared about foui* 
o’clock next inofning, Capt. Chifnall 
and Capt. h'ox, Li».ut. Brertcrgii, Lieut. 
Pencker, Lieui. Walthcw, and Lieut. 
\V'i>rral are dtfigticd for tl.c fervice. 
Captain Ogle has the mam guard to fe- 
cure a reircat at the foutiiern gate. 
Captain Raw Home has the charge of 
ttie iaily g‘'te to ferure our j'alfage on 
the fad ihlc. C'aptoi\ Ivadclilfo has the 
c.irc of the marlvSiueP. and mufqiierccrs 
upon the walls, toattend ilie approaches, 
or Vex the Ihght ot the tnemy. Cap- 
tain Farmer, with a relcrvc of fielh 
men,ilanfls ready torehev c eiiticr Cap- 
tain in neeeiiity. 

All thing'- thus dilpofed, Captain 
Chifnall, with his eighty men and two 
Lieutenants, iffues out at tile poftCrn 
gate, and before lie was difctn cn cl, was 
got under the cannon, marching lli aight 
upon the ftoncs where they had planted 
their great gun-i. Ir coft him a llight 
ikirinilh to gain the fort ; at laft he en- 
tered, many flain, fome priloners, and 
fome efcapmg. — Now, by the command 
of thatbairervs the retrt;:it being aft’ur- 
ed, Captain tox, according to the or- 
ders, fcconds him with much bravery, 
beating up their trenches from the 
eafterii to the fouth-weft point, till he 
came to the work which fccurcd the 
moriar-piece, which being guarded with 
fitty men, he found lharp Icrvicc, forcing 
his way tlirough nuilket and cannon, 
and beating the enemy out of the I'conce 
with fioties, his niulkct, by reafou of 
the high work, being unlerviceablc : 
After a quarter of an hour's hard fer- 
\ ’ce, his men got the trench, and fcaled 
the rampicr, wliereat many pf the 
enemy fled, the reft were flam. 

The fconcc thus won was made good 
by a fquadron of mufquetccis, which 
much annoyed the enemy, attempting 
to come up again. The main works 
thus obtained, the two Captains with 
cafe walked the reft of the round, 
whilft Mr. Broome, with a company of 
her f adyfhip’s fervants, and fomcfrclji 
Ibldicrs, had a care to level the ditch, 
and by a prefent Jevife with ropes, lift- 
ing tlic mortar-pifcce to a low drag, by 
ftrength of men drew it into the houlc 
—Captain Ogle defending the pafTage 
againll another company of the enemy, 
which played upon tlic retreat. The

lie that can earn ten fiiilli igs a- 
d.y by his labour, and goes abroad, or 
firs idle one half of that day, though he 
fponds but ftx}icncc during his diverfion 
or idleneis, ought nut to reckon that 
the only exptnee ; he has really fpent, 
or thrown away, five (hillings befides. 

Remember that Credit is money, jif 
& man lets money lie in my hands after 
it isdue, he gives m j the interrft, or fo 
much as I can make of it during that 
time. This amounts to a confidcrabie 
film, if a man has good and Urge cre- 
dit, and makes good ufc of it. 

Remember that money is of a prolific, 
generating nature. Money can beget 
money, and its offspring can beget more, 
and fo on ; five (hillings turned is fix ; 


turned again it is feven and rhrcc-pencc, 
diid fv> on till it becomes an hundred 
pounds. Tlie more there is of it, the 
more it produces cs cry turning ; fo that 
the profits rile quicker and quicker. 
He that kills a breeding fow, deftroys 
all her offspring to the thoufandth ge- 
neration. He that murders a crown 
cltftroys all it might have produced, 
even fcorcs of pounds. 

Remcmberjjliat lix pounds a-ycar are 
but a groat a-day. hor this little fum, 
which may daily be wafted in time cr 
cxpencc, unpcrceivcd, a man ofer-edit 
may, on his own fecurity, have the 
conflant ufc and polTelfion of a hdndrcJ 
pounds. So much in ftock, briikly 
turned by an indullrious laan, producea 
great advantage.

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Remember this faying, That the 
good paymafter is lord of another man’s 
purfe.” . He that is known to pay punc- 
tually and exactly to the time he pro- 
mifes, may at any time, and on any oc- 
cafion, raife all the money his friends 
can fparc. This is Ibmctimcs of great 
\ifc ; therefore never keep borrowed 
money an hour beyond the time you 
promifed, left a difappointinent ftiut up 
your friend’s purl'e for ever. 

The moft trifling a£fions that affe£f a 
man’s credit are to he regarded. The 
found of your hammer at c in the 
morning, or nine at nighr, heard by a 
creditor, makes him ealy fix months 
longer. But if he fees y#'a at a billiard 
tabic, or hears your voice at a tavern, 
when you ftould be at work, he fends 
for his money the next day. Finer 
clothes than he or his wife wears, or 
greater cxpencc in any pai ticuJar than 
he affords himfclf, (hocks his pride, and 
he duns you to humble you. Cre- 
ditors arc a kind of people that have 
the Jliarpcft eves and cars, as well as 
the beft mcmoiics of any in the wa-'ld. 

Good-natured creditors (andfu-ch one 
would always chufc to deal with if 
one could) feel pain when they are 
obliged to afle for money. Spare them 
that pain and they will love y<*u. When 
you receive a fum of money, divide it 
among them in pruportiun to your 
debts. Do not be afhamed of paying a 
imall fum bccaufc you owe a greater. 
Money, more or lei's, is always w'cl- 


come ; and your creditor would rathei* 
be at the trouble of rcccivirig ten pounds 
voluntarily brought him, though at ten 
different times or payments, than be 
obliged to go ten diftcrent times to dc - 
mai'd it before he can receive it in a. 
lump. It Ihcws that you aic mindful 
of what you owe ; it nrikcs you appear 
a careful as well as an honed man j and 
that dill increafes your credit. 

Beware of tlimkingall your own that 
vou poircfs, and of living accordingly. 
It IS a miftakc that many people who 
have credit fall into. To prevent this, 
keep an exa^f account for i’oinc time^of 
both your cxpciiccs- and income. Jf 
you take the pains at fii ft to mention 
particulars, it will have this good eft'c6f, 
you will difeover how wonderfully 
fmall trifling cxpenccs amount up to 
large fums ; and will dilccrn what 
might have been, and may for the future 
be faved, without occafioning any great 
inconvenience. 

In (hort, the way to wealth, if you 
deJirc n, is as plain as the way to 
market. It depends chiefly on two 
word ® — Indfijliy and i, e. 

Waftc neither time ntr money, but make 
the beft ufc of both. He that gets all 
he can, and faves all he gets (ncccflary 
cxpenccs excepted), will certainly be- 
come rich \ if that Being who governs 
the world, to whom all Ihould look for 
a blcifing on their honeft cndcavouis, 
doth not in his wife providence other- 
wife determine.

paffage leading from the Strand 
into Somerfet-Houfe, is one of the 
moft beautiful parts of this building ; 
it conftfts of a triple portico ; two arc for 
foot paffengers, the other is for coaches, 
&c. each of thefe porticos is covered 
with vaults, fpringing from the enta- 
blature of duplicated columns and pii- 
laftcrs of the Doric order. I'hc iotrados 
of the vaults arc finely ornamented with 
compartments, ,containii‘g rofes^ fret- 
work, and devices of his Majcfty> the- 
founder of this edifice. On the left- 
hand fide are^^the' apartments of 'the 
Royal and AsiOjquariaii Societies ; aad

directly oppofirc, tbofe of the Royal 
Academy of Arts : both are iaid out i« 
a ftilc of .elegance and magniflccnce 
fuitable to the dignity of the Royai 
founder. 

In the Grand Placiy or Sr^uare, di- 
rectly oppofttc the center portico above- 
mentioned, is a pedcllrian ftatue of hia 
prefent Majefty, holding a laurel branch 
iji his right-hand, his Jtft leans upon 
a rudder : on one (ide is a coucham; 
lion, aud the prow of an ancient galley 
ia placed on the onpofitc one. the 
foot of the pedcftal is a Coinffal figure of 
Fatlicr Thamei rccliaing upon a rock. 

Tht 
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TThe whole is exccuied in bronze, in a 
jnaftcrly llile, by that eminent ariift 
Mr, Bacon. 

Jt would require a large volume to 
convey an adequate idea of the magni- 
Bccnt Place of Somerfet-Houfe ; it 
nearly forms a fquare, being upwards 
of three hundred feet long by two hun- 
dred and thirty feet broad. Jn the 
middle of each of three of the circum- 
feribing fidcs, is a Tetraftyle fronton of 
the Compofitc order, rcft'ng upon a 
ruftic bafement. The extreme column 
of each Tetraftyle k coujdcd with a pi- 
iafter, and terminated by a baluftradc 
and vafes of artificiai ftonc, richly orna-* 
mented. 

There are two things in this building 
that Ihcw particularly the conduct ot a 
profound Architcdl — the ont is the un- 
interrupted line that in the ICaft ji’id 
Weft wings necclfarily nichnf townrds 
tlic Ivi .’er Thames, owing to the niruic 
of rh,c litiiaiion, vet it appears level ; 
and the other is the omiftion of pcilimr nts 
over the‘ frontons, which would l)rt.«k.

•r\R. GEORGE me RES, of whom 
font account lias been already given 
in our Magazine, was a ptrfon of fuch 
political, ecclcfialiicdl, and literary emi- 
nence in his day, as to merit particular 
biographical notice. 

He was born in the parifti of Kirbyf- 
wiclt, in the North Riding of Yorklhire, 
s place celebrated allbfor producing two 
other great men, namclv, Roger Aitliam, 
preceptor to C^ucen Efizabeth, and Dr. 
W'illiam Pallifer, fome* time Archbifhf>j> 
of Calhel. He received his grammati- 
cal education under a Mr. Thomas 
Smelt, hrft a fchool-maftcr at a village 
called Danby-Wick, and afterwards 
matter of the free grammar fchool at 
Norih- Alvei ton. Of this perfon the 
Doi^-tor has le*ft a lingular and honourable* 
account, which, a.s being curious and 
entertaining, I (hall here extract :

This cata- 
logue takes up 11' pagi'i, and. is a malis 
of critical, liihorical, and bill^aapliical 
knowledge. This is follov. ed by a 
cat'ilcgue of Nortlu rn books, Tent by the 
learned PerinikK ld from Stockholm to 
the Doiftor; and rhe whole is cloftd by 
lix large and uitful indexes. 

Bcfides this and the other works 
abovc-ini ntioned, the Dean publilhcc! a 
vanetv of pieces in concrovcrlial and 
j'r.iC.lical divmitv ; and in 1726 his 
friend Mr. Spinckc*^ pubUlhtd a volume 
containing thirteen practical fermons 
of the Dodfor’s, prefaced wi;h a ihort 
vimheation of his chara<i.fer on the fcorc 
of political fincenty. 

The Doctor was the clofe friend Qf 
the pious Mr. Kcftewel!, cf the excel- 
lent Robert Nelfon, Efq. the learned 
Henry Dodwell, and the nn-ft tmment 
of the learned men of his time, be th at 
home and abroad. From his wricin|«» it 
appcarCfthat he was a man of a high fpirit, 
irafciblc in his temper, and zcalouAy 
warm in the caufe of orthodox Chrifti- 
anity, as profeffed in the Church of 
England. No regular memoir of him, 
nor^any portrait, as far as 1 have been 
able to enquire, have been hitherto 
publilHed; and 1 believe I may hazard 
the affcriion, that either, or botht woul4 
be. even now very acceptable to the 
literary world.

The Eaft end is bad, both on the mfick 
and ourfide.

Anthony Jones- 
The prefent dcfcrvedly popular Air 
of “ God Save the King” is fuppofed 
to have been compofed by thisMufician, 
contemporary with Purcell, and grand- 
father of the late Mrs. Arne, Mrs. 
Lampc, and Mis. Jones,- all Stage 
Smi;ers, whiie Ijunflters, by the name 
of yonng.

—Mr. Pope indeed, in one of his letters 
to Atterbury the Biftiop of Rochtftcr, 
talking of his reading books of contro- 
verfy on religious fubjc^ls, fays, “At 
the age of fcvcntcen I warmed my 
head with them, and the coniequcncc 
was, that I found myfclf a Proteftant 
and a Papift by turns, according to the 
laft book I read.” “This,’* adds Bifhop 
Warburton, his Editor, “ is an admira- 
ble pifturc of every reader bufied in 
religious controverfy, without pofteffing 
the principles in which a right judg- 
ment of tne merksin queftion is to be 
found.” It were then lurely much 
fafer and more modeft for the mafs of 
mankind not to trouble their heads

OpHIS Abbey it of royal foundation, 
I being endowed by Charlcma^c, 
ST^Louis, and Philip the Bold. The 
Abbot was appointed by the Sovereign. 
The lad of the Abbots was the cele- 
brated Cardinal de Rciz, who was 
jumed to that dignity by Louis XIV, 
in confequence of his refignation of the 
Archbiihopric of Paris into the hands of 
that Prince after his return from Italy. 
After his death the revenues of that 
dignity were annexed by Louis to 
hdadamc de Maintenon's foundation for 
the daughters of the poor nobility of 
prance. The cimrch of St. Denis is 
the Wcftniinftcr Abbey of France, 
mofi of Its monarchs having teen en- 
tombed in it. The Princes of the 
Houfe of Valois have a magnifi cn: 
maufolcum. appended to the north fide 
of the church. The godlike Turenne, 
Bercran du pueilin. Great Con- 
ilable of France, arc nearly the only 
private perfons that have the honour of 
lepulturc in this royal Abbey. Part of 
tiic wefi end of the fabric remains as it 
was built in the tune of Charlemagne. 
The nave of the prefent church was 
built by St. Louis in 1231', and the 
choir was finilhed in 1281, by Philip 
the Bold* The treafury of the church 
was fuppofed to have been extremely 
rich in vafes of gold and iilver, and in 
precious ilones. In the prefent fyftcm 
of plunder tlut prevails in France, 
there is no reafoii to fuppofc that they 
have efcaped the general wreck which 
everything divine and human have un-; 
dergone in that country. Louis the 
fifteenth is the laft fovereign that was 
at St. Denif. No monument, 
i|owever, was ^rc^ed to him, or even 
fp Lo^is Xjy. T|ie latp ewUent ^nd

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■S’/. H-clcnay Dec, 19, 1792. 
T HAVE taken the liberty of ad- 
^ drelHng two letters to you during 
this Voyage, one from TcneriflTc, the 
other from the Cape of Good Hope, on 
the fupjiofuion that a knowledge of the 
movements of the Providence and 
Aiiillancc (hips, defined to accomplifh 
ib popular and defirable an end as that 
of conveying the Bue ad-Fhuit- 
Tree from the South Seas to our 
Weft-India fettlcmcnts, would not be 
dilpieaiiug. 1 (hall now beg leave 
further to trouble you with a curlary 
account of our proceedings from tlie 
Cape to our arrival iicre, whicii took 
place yefterday, Dec. 18. 

Our water and provifions being com- 
pleted by the December 1791, the 
next day we failed out of Taole Bjy> 
the few lick we had being previoufly 
fent on Ihore, and replaced by fome 
Swedes, &ic, who had left a Dutch 
Iiidiaman. For four or five days after cur 
departure, we experienced bathing 
winds, which inercafed our diilance but 
very little from the African coall 5 
when, on the tSth, a heady breeze 
fprung up, and on the 8th of February 
1792, we got fight of Van Diemen's 
Land. The next morning, we came to 
an anchor in Adventure Bay, as did 
aifo the Ailifiance ; both crews in the 
moft perfect health: we had, during 
this run, a fuccellion of favourable 
winds, and moll delightful weather : 
there we lay thirteen days, to complete 
our wood and water; the former wc 
found^in the greateft abundance,growing 
clol'fc to the water fide ; the latter in 
fufficient quantity, and excellent. Al- 
though, in all our cxcurfions, we law 
nothing that could ftridlly be called a 
river, yet Adventure Bay is well fup- 
pUcd with water, by various brooks that 
empty thcmfclves in its bofotn. Wc fre- 
quently rcfrclhcd the crews with fome 
hnc filh dunng our Hay ; but the earth 
produced nothing, that we faw, for men 
to cat, although the foil, in many places, 
was rich, and the face of the country 
luxuriant, and only wanting the foller- 
ing and a^ive hand of man to make it 
a cielightful fpot. The inhabitants were 
only once fecn, and thofe very few in 
number, and for a ilbort time. 

Bligh Left a cock and two hens, and fet 
fome peach, apricot, « &c. ftones, with 
fevqrai kinds of feed. — On the aift we 
failed out 0^ thia harbour, and 


have made the fouthern part of New 
Zealand, had we not experienced much 
haze and fog when near that coaft, 
which prevented our having any obfer- 
vation f<T feveral days. 'I’his made us 
run as high as lat. 50 South : there we 
found the cold excellive. During this 
paffage we (aw whales of three kinds, 
granipuCTes, &;c. albatroffes, Cape-hens, 
with a variety of other Birds j great 
quantities of rock weed, and feveral 
times p'hofphoral lights. Wc continued 
our courfe without any thing extraordi- 
nary happening until the 5th of April, 
when we faw land ; ^his was a low 
iflanvl,a Nrrw discovery, and was not 
fecn until we were within a few miles 
of it. A number of craggy rocks, over 
which the furf broke to a prodigious 
height, are feattered along its coall. 
The centre of the ifiand is a lagunc, en- 
circled, as far as our view extended, by 
a border of trees ; but not the fmalleu 
appearance of cither fires or inhabi- 
tants. The hour of the day enabled 
Capt. Bligh to afeertain its true poll- 
tion ; it lies in lat. 21. 39. South, Ion* 
gitude 218. 13. F2afl ; and on the 9th. 
we arrived at Otaheite, the Q;ueeD of 
the Tr^ical Illcs. There we were re- 
ccived in the mod friendlv and affec- 
tionate manner, and founo moft of the 
crew belonging to the Matilda, a whaler, 
of London, MeflTrs. Calvert and King 
owners. She had been at Botany 
had touched at Otaheite to refreih, m 
her palTage round Cape Horn, and had 
failed only fixtecn days from thence, 
when flic ftruck on a fand bank an4 
foundered. This h^pened on the a6tli 
of February 179a. The crew took tba 
boats and ftcered for Otaheite, where 
they arrived on the ad of March, and 
were kindly received, and humanely 
treated, by thefe benevolent people* 
But a Chief of the diftridl Matavai^ 
who had feized four mulkets, &c. frofti 
them, on their landing, and would not 
give them up, had occafioned King 
Otoo ( who ftiles bimlelf,' and with very 
great propriety, the Friend of Krjifr 
Oeorg^ to make a fernul demand St 
them ; which not being complied wit^ 
he had waged wat againft him, and wat 
carrying it on wu;h very great 
Two days after our arrival a bttuf/, 
was fought, when Edemit tht Chmm 
of theCe extenfive ifles, like dl 

the Ead, appeared ha the field, mia 
marlh^*d W fimtv warritrs to tha 
Bba

fight.*’ Capt. Bligh,no\v interfered, and 
iioftilities ccafed. A human facrifice 
was ofiTered, on the part of the rebel 
Chief, to Otoo, as a propitiation for the 
part he had taken, which washy him 
accepted. Thus was peace reftored. — 
A brig from IJrillol, named the Jenny, 
bound'^ TO the N, W. coaft of America, 
had touched there ten days before we 
arrived, and had taken the Matter of 


the Matilda (Wotherhead)^ and 
boys with her. One of the mates, 
named Campbell, and. two men, had 
formed the daring attempt to reach Bo- 
tany-Bay in one of the boats, and had 
failed with that intent when the Jenny 
did. Twenty arc onboard the Provi- 
dence, and five preferred remaining 
with the natives.

Amiens* The Biiihop refilled hk nomk

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jnare, from the badnefs of French ftables^ 
and the carciefnefs of the garcons de 
eewrify being knocked up, Mr. Young 
was obliged to leave heratLuzarclijand 
proceed to Paris, as other travellers do, 
in poft-chaifet, feeing and knowing 
littfc or nothing. ** The laft ten miles I 
was eagerly on the watch for that throng 
of carnages which near London impede 
the traveller. I watched in vain, for 
the road, quite to the gates, is, on com- 
parifon, a perfeft defart. — Till wc have 
been accultbmcd to travelling, wc have 
a propenfity to ftare at and admire 
every thing, and to be on the fearch for 
novelty, even in circumi^pnees where it 
is ridiculous to look for ir. 1 have been 
upon the filly gape to find out things 
that I have not found before, as if a 
ftrcct in Pans could be formed of any 
thing but houfes, or houfes formed of any 
thing but brick or llonc ; or that the 
people in them, not being Engiilh, 
would be walking on their heads.” 

Mr. Young gives the following ac- 
count of the ceremony of invclUng the 
Duke of Bcrri, fon of the Count d' Ar- 
tois, with the The Queen’s 

band was in the chapel where the cere- 
mony was performed, but the mufical 
effect was thin and weak. During the 
fcrvice the King was fcated between 
his two brothers, and feemed, by his 
carriage and inattention, to wilh him- 
fejf a huniing. He would certainly 
have been as well employed, as in hear- 
ing afterwards from his throne a feudal 
oath of chivalry, 1 luppofe, or fomc 
f^uch nonfenfe, adminiAcred to a boy 
of ten years old. Seeing fo much 
pompous folly, I imagined it was the 
Dauphin, and alked a lady of falhion 
near me, at which Ihc laughed in my 
face, as if 1 had been guilty of the moil 
egregious idiotifm— nothing could be 
done in a worfe manner, for the ftlBing 
of her cxprelhon only marked it the 
more. I applied to M. dc ia Roche- 
foucauld, to know what grofs abfurdity 
1 had been guilty of fo unwittingly j 
when, forfooth, it was bccaufe the 
Dauphin, as all the *werld Inows in 
Prance, has the cordon bleu put round 
him as foon as he is born. So unpar- 
donable was it for a foreigner to be ig- 
norant of fucK an important part of 
French hiftory, as of giving a babe a blue 
Aabbering-bib infteaa of a white one**' 
Matr i8. Mr* Young, finding his 
mntt fufficiently recovered for a jour- 
tvty, left Paris, intending to crh& the 
Whok kingdom to The 
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road to Orleans is one of the greater 
that leads from Paris. I expcttccl, thcrc^ 
fore, to have my former imprelhons of 
the lirtle traffic near that city removed j 
but, on the contrary, it was confirmed $ 
it is a defart compared with thofe round 
London. In ten mi es we met not one 
ftage or diligence, only two mcflagcncs, 
and very few ilagcs, not a tenth of 
what would have been met had we 
been leaving London at the fame hour. 
Knowing how great, ricii, and impor- 
tant a city Pans is, this circuniflance 
perplexes me much. Should it after- 
wards be confirmed, conclufions in 
abundance arc to be drawn. 

“ The 31 ft, Enter the miferablc pro- 
vince i^f Sologne, which the French 
writcvi* c7i\ii\\cirij}c The poor 

people who cultivate the foil here are 
Mfiujasy that i;., men who hire the 
land without ability to flock it ; the 
proprietor is obliged to provide cattle 
and iced, and he and his tenant divide 
the produce : a miiliablc lyftein, that 
perpetuates puvert), and excludes in- 
llruition. 'I'lit lame wretched couinr/ 
continues to La Loge ; yet all this 
country is highly irnprovcablc, if they 
knew what to do wfith it; the property, 
perhaps, of Ibme ot‘ thofe glittering 
beings, who figured in the pruceffiou 
the other day at Verfaillcs. Heaven 
grant me patience, while I fee a country 
thus negledfcd, and forgive me the 
oaths I fvvear at the ahfcnce and igno- 
rance of the pofi'etTors.” 

The following is a plcafing inftance of 
the attention of the Bilhop of Limogc to 
the feelings of a ft ranger : — ** Lord Ma- 
cartney, w'hcn aprifoner in France after 
the Grenades were taken, fpent forac 
time with him. The order came from 
the Court to ftng Te Deum on the 
very day that Lord Macartney was to 
arrive. Conceiving that the public de- 
monftrations of joy for a vitlory that 
brought his noble gueft a prifoner, 
might be perfonally unpleafanc to him, 
the Biftiop propofed to the Intendant to 
poftponc the ceremony for a few days, 
in order that he might not meet it ib^ 1 
abruptly ': — this was inftantly acceded to* 
and condudied in Aich a manner after^ 
wards, as to mark as much attention to 
Lord Macartney’s feelings as to their 
own/' . , ' 

Mr. young, like ocher travellers, . 
finds great fauJ-t with the dirtinefs of / 
the French-— indeed, every £nglllhmat| 
who leaves his own country^ will find ) 
that fin, for funely it jif to ofibfid J 
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him wherever he goes.' ** It is not, he 
fays,** in the power of an Englilh im- 
agination to figure the animals that 
waited upon us here at the Chapeau 
Rouge at Souillac — fomc things that 
called thtmfcUcs, by the courtefy of 
Souilhtc, wv.mcn, but in reality walking 
dunghills: — but a neatly- drclTed, clean, 
waiting girl at an inn, will bedooked for 
in vain in France. Near Payrac all the 
country girls and women aic without 
ihoes or ftockings, and the pi ughmen 
at their work have neither fabots nor 
feet to their ftevkings. This is a po- 
verty that ftrikts at the root of national 
profpcritv ; a large confunipiion among 
the poor Ueirg of more conlccjuencc than 
among tbt ri:b. 7'lie houfe of jVir. clu 
Barr^,br oi the hulband of e cele- 
brated Countefs, atToulou'/e, is defciib- 
ed as being fitted up with much mag»'i- 
ficence and at great t xpencc. One con- 
trivance deferves to be noicd, that of a 
looking-giafs before the cldiiinic*', in- 
ftead ot the varir Ccrecns ufed in Eng- 
land I it Aides backwards and forwards 
iato the w’all of the room. There is a 
portrait of Madame du Barrf, which is 
.laid to be very like : if it rcaliy is, 
one would pardon a King fomc follies 
committed at the Ihrine of fo much 
bc^iuty. — As to the garden, it is beneath 
all contempt, except to make one ttarc 
at the cflForts at which folly can ;*rrive : 
in the fpace of an acre there arc hills of 
genuine earth, mountains of paflcboard, 
rocks of canvas, abbes, cows, fh.-v*p, 
and (hepberdefles in lead ; monkies and 
payfans, alTes and altars in ftonc j fine 
ladies and blackfmiths, parrots and 
lovers, in wood ; windmills a*"d cottages, 
fhops and villages, nothing excluded, 
except nature. 

**On approaching thcPyrcnccs the in- 
habitants ha\ c much of the appearance 
as well as the drefs of the Scotch High- 
landers ; they wear round Bat caps, 
and loole breeches. “ Pipers, blue 
bonnets, and oatmeal arc found,** fays 
Sir James Stewart, “ in Catalonia, 
Auvergne and Swabia, as well as in 
Lccbabcr !*' I met on the road many 
waggons, each loaded with two. calks of 
wine, cjuite backward in the carriage ; 
mnd as*the hind wheels are much higher 
than the fore onef!, it fhew?^ that fhelc 
mountaineers have m re ftnfc than 
John Bull. The wheels of thefc wag- 
gons ate all fhod with wood inflcad of 
£*od.'* 

The following obfervations on the 
Frehch niodc pf dividing The day are 


fcnfible, intercBiiig, and favourable to 
the prevailing culloms of England. “ In 
the common arrangement of the day no 
circumBancc is fo objeftionabie as din- 
ing at noon, the Confeq^ucnce of eating 
no break faft ; for as tlic ceremony of 
drelling is kept up, you muft be at 
home from any morning’s cxcurBon by 
twelve o’clock. Thiv Angle circum- 
ftance, if adhered to, would be fulficient 
to deftroy any purfuits except the moll 
frivolous. Dividing the day cxaflly in 
halves, deftroys it for any expedition, 
enquiry, or bufincfs that demands feven 
or tight hours attention, uninterrupted 
by any calls to the table or the toilette ; 
calls which, after fatigue or exertion, 
art obeved with rcfrelliment and pita- 
lure. What IS a man good for after his 
filk brcccht s and Bookings are on, his 
hat under his arm, and his head dten 
pouciret Noon dinners arc cuBomary all 
ovtr France, except by perfons of con- 
fiderable falhion at Pans. They cannot be 
treated with too much ridicule or fc veri- 
ty, for they are abfolutcly hoflilc tc every 
view of fciencc, to every fpirited exer- 
tion, and to every ufeful purfuit in life.’* 
Mr. Young profclfes himfelf much 
plcafcd with the manners of the polite 
focietics in France, in which an inva- 
riable fwcetuefs of difpofition, mildnefs 
of charafttr, and what in Englilh we 
emphatically call good temper^ eminertly 
prevail; — feeming to arife — at Icaft I 
conjefluie it, from a thoufand little 
namclefs and peculiar circumftancts, 
not refulting entirely from the perlbnal 
character of the individuals, but appa- 
rently holding of the national one. — If 
I may hazard a remark on the ccnvci - 
fation of French ABcrnblies, from what 
I have known here, I Ihould praife 
them for equanimity, but condemn them 
for inApidity. All vigour of thought 
fetms lo excluded from exprelAon, that 
characters of ability and inanity meet 
nearly on a par ; tame and elegant, 
unintcrefling and polite, the mingled 
mafs of communicated ideas has powers 
neither to offend nor inBruCl. Where 
there is much polilh of character there 
is little argument ; and if you neither 
argue nor difeufs, what is converfatioa t 
Good temper and habitual cafe are the 
Arft ingredients in private focicty ; but 
wit, knowledge, .or originality, muB 
break their even furface into foche ine- 
quality of feeling, or converfation is like 
a j(Vurncy on an endlefs flat. 

After dcl'cribtng thePy rcnecs,and men- 
tioning their power of attracting clouds, 

aa4 
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and produciag rain, Mr. Young gives the 
following account of their original and 
natural tenants : “ The firft in point of 
diguitj, from the importance of the 
mifchicf they do, are the bears. There 
are two forts, carnivorous and vegeta- 
ble caters ; the latter are more n>if- 
chievous than their more terrible bre- 
thren, coming down in the night, and 
eating the corn, particularly buck- wheat 
and maize ; and they arc fo nice in 
chufing the fweeteft cars of the latter, 
that they trample and Ipoil infinitely 
more than they cat. The carnivorous 
' bears wage war againft the cattle and 
Iheep, fo that no flock can be left in the 
iiclds at night. Flocks mufl be watched 
by ihepherds who have fire-arms, and 
the aiiiflance of many flout and fierce 
dogs ; and cattle arc fliut up in flables 


during every night in the year. Some-* 
times by accident they wander from 
their keepers, and if left abroad, tliej 
run a confifdcrable rilk of being devour- 
ed. The bears attack thole animals by- 
leaping on their back, force the head t« 
the ground, and thru ft their paws into 
the body in the violence of a dreadful 
hug. There are many hunting days 
every year for dcltroying them, fevcral 
parilhes joining for that purpofe. Great 
numbers of men and boys form a cor- 
don, and drive the wood where the 
bears are known or fufpe6led to be. 
They are fatteft in winter, wlien a good 
one IS worth three Louis. A bear never 
ventures to attack a wolf, but feveral 
wolves together will atta.'k a bear, kill 
and eat him.

have already lamented the too pre- 
valent fafliion among the Englilh 
Clergy of difcoiirfing on moral fubjefts in- 
Itcad of the great and peculiar truths of 
our religion. The coufequence of this 
Itad pradtlce is, that the people, accuftonicd 
to confider morality as the all in all requi- 
fite to conftitute the Chriftian chaiaitcr, 
iofe fight of, and thciefore pay no atten* 
tion to the doflrinal parts of ChiiiFianity ; 
and many pei Ions on that account readily 
imbibe the battering conceits of Sociniis, 
as better accommodated to rhe natural 
pride of man, and adding force to his 
confidence in hisreafoning powers. Would 
any one who is eutii'ely unacquainted with 
the Chriftian religion, on heating the frr- 
mons generally delivered in our parochial 
pulpits, confider this religion as effentially 
diftcrent from, much lefs as fupeiior to the 
inoiality of an Etii^fetiis, a Socrates, a 
Seneca, or a Confucius ? The morality 
aJlb which is thus fubftituted for Chrif» 
tianity, and which obtains chiefly among 
tne youngei clcigy, is of luch a lopie, flimfy 
texture, as to be entirely unadapted 10 
form a charafler of more than ordinary 
value. Thcle tU^nirs are aif uated by a 
ridiculous kind of politenefs, and there- 
fore treat vice in a gcneial manner, 
ib that their fliort moral eflays fly over the 
beads but never reach the hearts of the au- 
ditors, to^make ufe of an apt phrafe of 
Martin Lifthcr’s. There is no coming 
borne to mens' bofoms, and roufmg con- 
fcleoce to its duty, by fuch paiticular re- 
pi dentations as to excite convidion in the 
mind of the finner that he isexa£lly in the 
condition ddcribed. Jnftead of this, a 
faint pi 11 re of the beauty of Vijiuc, or 
the turpitude of Vice, is drawn, as it were 
in crayons, with a gentle hand } the mind 
of the auditor confefles It to be juft, and 
before he reaches the chui ch door tlie whole 
is effaced. 

By the command of our Saviour to bta 
dllcrples, and through them to their foc- 
ceflbis, to preach the Gofpely is not meant 
preaching mere morality, for this has been 
inculcated by able and viituous men lu 
every sera of the worlds and under every 
VoL. XXIit. 


religious dirpenfation. Morality cannot be 
juftly termed ^lad tidings to men who are 
incapable of fulfilling its precepts fo uni- 
formly as never to incur the penalties de- 
nounced ag.unft offenders. The Go/pel 
o f the Son of God is fumething more than 
this, and of far greater importance to 
mankind. It is do6lrinal, as revealing the 
method which the Almiglity has ordained 
for the reconciliation of a guilty world 
unto Ihlmfelf, by the one oblation of a 
mediator, who is therefore peculiarly ftiled 
the righteous. This divine perfon or Re* 
deemcr is evidently the grand objeft which 
Chriftian Minifters are to hold out to the 
confideration of their hearers, ivbo he /r, 
•what he hath done^ and the terms of re- 
conctliation to God the Father him. 

Complaints may be made with the 
ftri£left juftice on the great increafe that 
herefy and infidelity have obtained among 
us of late years } but we apprehend, that 
till mere moral leflures are banifhed from 
our pulpits, and the do/ftrines of Chrif- 
tian ity arc introduced into them, the evil 
will increafe to a ftill greater magnitude. 

We have been led to make thefe obfer- 
vations under a deep fenfe of the great fa- 
tisfaflion which has been affoixled us in 
thepenifal of the Sermons before us ; and 
we not only recommend them to the Clergy 
' in particular, but with them thcexample of 
the author, in difeourfing on the neccfliiy of 
religious faith as the only real ground of 
religious pra6lice. « 

In theFirft Sermon from Matthew xyii. 
4a. “ But what think ye bf Chrift, whofe 
Son is he ?** the preacher with confidcrabJe 
energy, and much propriety of ex- 
preflion and candour of fentiment, flatfiS 
the importance of the doffrine of Chrift'a 
divinity, as being indeed the chief cor- 
ner-ftone in the edifice of Chriftianiiy.”

The reafunin^s of the preacher 
upon thefe icttiiuonies aie lirong and in> 
g^nious. 

Sernion the Third is entitled, An En- 

quiry whether any Traces can be found 
of our Loid's peifonal Appearance in the 
' World previous to his Incarnation/* 
Text, Jonn v. 39 — Search the Scrip- 
tures, for in them ye think ye have eternal 
life, and they are they which testify of me.** 
Though the preacher does not conclude 
abfoiuteiy that Chrift was the vilihle Je- 
hovah fu often mentioned in the Old Teiia- 
raent, yet by a compariiou of a variety of 
paHagcs in both parts ot the facred vo- 
lume, he Ihews it to lie very probable that 
Chrift did appear as luch both before and 
under the Jewilh difpenfation. 

Seinion the Fourth adduces ** The 
Teftimony of the Prophets concerning the 
Charafler under whicli the Mcftiah was to 
appear." Text, Afts xxvii. 23. — 
rerfuadlng them concerning jefus both 
out of the Uw of Moles and out of the 
Prophets.'* 

■Sermons the Fifth and Sixth are from John 
I. 14. ** And the Word was inatlc flclh/* 
and Jolni \ n. 4^. ** Never' rtian fpake 
like this inun.'* The picachci produces 
ibe Sciiiitnie evidences ot Chrift's divi.

Chrift be a truth. 

Sermon the Seventh is on “ The Tefti- 
mony of the Apoftlcs to the CharafVer of 
their Maftcr/’ Aom Matthew xvi. 15.— 

But whom fay ye that I am ?’* Tha 
title of this difcourle is rather inaccui.itt, 
for the teftimony of John the Baplift is 
allb adduced and argued uynsw with inuch 
ability and ftrengtb of reafoning. In rii« 
notes the arguments of Mi . Lindfay in his 
Addrefs to w Studt nts of ibe Um'vcYfitteSy 
to evade the force of the tefh monies of 
Joiin the Baptift and the Apoliles to Our 
Saviour’s divinity, arc combated with can- 
fidci able addrefs, but without any fcveiity 
of expi'cftion. 

'I* he laft Sermon is very properly on the 
lame text as the firft, and contains a iiim- 
niary recapitulation of the ftveral argu- 
ments made ufe of in the former Sermons. 
Fiom this difeourfe wc lhall make one ex- 
ira^i, as a fpecimcii of our author’s manner 
of writing. “ If this l>c the real ftate of 
things, and the Chiiftian's Lotd be not 
divine, faiewel to all rtie hopes of the 
faithful, his corilblations are r.o more ! 
Then all the gracious promifes of religion, 
fo higiily encoin aging to repentance and 
amendment of life, and with which the 
anxious nund, w'hen fmltten with a (cnl*!; of 
giiilr, fought a r/quietn^ ate done away, 
and the law of Goil, ftri6f and unaltcj-ahle 
jn its demands, ftands forth before the 
guilty confcicnce, anayed in all its ter- 
rors To what refuge lhall the awakened 
finner now fty, or in what facritice can lie 
agaip place confidence 1 I thought (Ite 
will fay) my foul fecure in the expeitatiou 
of pardon to nw ft ns, through the mcri- 
tonotts death of my bleifed Silvjour, upon 
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the term« of faith, repentnnce, and new- 
nel's of life. 1 iindei llond that the Apof- 
tles of Chrift had inftiuflcd the woild in 
this do6tiine, that God hath fet forth 
the Redcemcj as a propiiiation, and that 
the Son of G J himj'clj had declatrd that 
he came to *ve bis- iije a ranfctri jor mafty j 
but if this be ail a etc Ui (ton, 1 am robt»ed 
of my heft conifoits, and am without hope. 
Tell me not of the viitucs of humin na- 
ture ; for, how niail'any man build his 
Lopes of acceptance with his Maker upon 
the (andy fouiidalipn of the puiity of his 
own life I Alas’, my very heft deeds are 
largely tin^hiicd with a mixture of infir- 
mity. I fee a niaik of imperfection (hongly 
appearing in every page of my life. And 
for the errors and intentional fins of na- 
ture Jljouki the Lord he extreme to mark 
all that IS <L?ic ivho 772 uy abide tl ? 

Ami ho'w tht ?i hj t deeds oj the la^w JIjiaII 
any JieJb be jujiiJied I' And what is re- 
pentance ? a patched-up, blemiflied, and 
imperfeil lepeiuance, made up of alternate 
ibirow aurl fin; to-day, feeling the 
coinpun^ion of ^uill } to-morrow, falling 
again, perliaps, into the lame or fimiiar 
tranfgieirions ; the next day renewing the 
ferious imprcfllon, and Toon after giving 
frerti proofs of human infiimity ; and thus 
going on thioiigh life in the fucccflion of 
odVsices and conti ition 4 loinei tines lunii- 
bling the foul under the mighty hand of 
God, from a conicious unworthinefs, but 
more frequently forgetting tliat there ts a 
CboU nvbnb jud^etb the earth. Arc thtfe 
laciificts to otter the Lord > Arc thefe 
liagmems of a chequered life futticiemly 
mei itoi'icus to Cave the Icul ? Can any man 
b« prefunqHuoUb enough to fatisty his 
mind that Heaven mull be the tiatural ir- 
'zvcird to fiich a train of conduit ?

It 
ia a work which certainly difplays a great 
(hare of invention, fancy, and an intimate 
acquaintance with' ihe cuitoma and modes 
of thinking of the Afiatics. Otfuch a book, 
it ie not at ail furpriting that imitations 
fluMiid be attmpted j and notwithftand- 
iitg the advcrtiicment prefixed to the 
French Edition, which informs us, tliat 
|he preifnt work, is taken from an Ara^ 
Ilian Mmnuferiptf brought to the King 
of France's kbrai^ by Po|n penis 
Chavis, a native of Arabia, and tranf- 
l a l ed by Canotte, Author of the 
Piable Am^eux*' and fevcral other 
novels, we are ii|udi inclined to think 
that it adds one mom to the number of 
^erary impofirions, which have in the 
eourfe of ibme foMir late years been at. 
tempted on the public. Xhis opinion we 
are led to form principally from internal 
evidence. The performance certainly 
^fiefies merit, but unqucdionably it is 
not equal to the work of which it pi'ofefTes 
to be the continuation. The Attenipis 
at humour aiv: more vulgar and com- 


mon-place ; the enchantments more of- 
ten difguft from their too frequent occur- 
rence, their cxcefTive extravagance, and 
litter improbability, than in the Ai'abiaii 
Nights Entertainments ; the genii fink 
into common fairies and hobgoblins j and 
the magician, whofe fupernatural powers, 
as deferibed in the work juft mentioned, 
imprefs the reader with a kind of awe, 
here degenerates into a conjurer, or moun- 
tebank. Nor does the itylc of thcEnglifh 
tranilator tend so lefTcn this general imprefs 
lion. In place, for example, of ufing 
Carav£Otfary, 7 i tei*m familiar to every read- 
ei‘ df Eaitern tales, the word inff is on 
all occtfions fuMlituted, which conveys to 
our minds a mean, and indeed not an 
equivalent idea. In i'pite, however, of 
thele flight impcrfef'tions, tlie perul'al of 
theie Aj abian Tales will in general afford 
entertainment. Ir being impoflible to 
give any general idea of a work confiftlng 
of feparate and unconnc6led ftorie», we 
nmft i*efei' our rcadci s to the book itfelf for 
a Ipecmcn of the manner in which ihcprc- 
fent continuator has imitated the well- 
known celebrated oi iginal.

— 'Fhc 
Dt . larunon ot W'av, rr rather the com- 
menccnieiit of holf’litics, might be 
coUciteil from an arTcmblagc of ha- 
grant ocLiirrcnces — the Rcjiort t'd' !lrif- 
lot — , he I'pceehes of fcvcral Memuers 
in tile Naiunifd Convintum — by a 
]>ccrec Inch adopted rh.u Kepoi-, and 
F^red the motives fi*r engagui^* in n 
Ifis Lorlihip cnumeiMted ibc 
cJiiiges imputed country in tint 

Dv e'lai anon. J t iilledgetl, that the K ing, 
anrtcedci't to the loth of Aiigutt, 
cl.indcftiutds joined the Coalition of 
Crowne-d Hca Is agdnfi the Liberties of 
I'ranct, at the time he profcired 9 
filial neutrality — that he recalled his 
Ambadador, and refuUd to accredit 
the Miniher of the French Republic 
— «that without alligning juft cauft, 
he riifiniircd him, and difcontinued all 
com fjM^ndence, and rtfuftd to rccog- 
lii/c the exifting Pfovifvmary Exe- 
cutive Council as the legitimate CLi- 
vernment of France — and tlut the Un- 
tiih Pdrliament had in tiic prefenr Scl- 
Jions palled fcvcral obnoxious iaw^, 
di iVilving the Treaty of Commerce 
and Navigation cemduded between the 
two Nations in 1786. Indepciuhmt of 
thefe unfounded •airertinn*', which ad- 
mitted of no iini'oigiu>us conftriuMroii, ir 
was marifett', that wiule they anuifcd 
us svnh iK giicnuions, thev hud formed 
tlic rclolution of I ubvcriing the Liberty 
end Indejicndence of Europe. Such 
was the refult of their delibcrati.nis 
in the Cabinet. I'heir fei/.urc on the 
fliipping of tliis country was an overt* 
aft <f their holtile in-ciirioMS, and a 
wanton, oucragi oiis, aiul unprovoked 
aggrclfion on ii5, and a violation of 
every. Treaty herttoforc I'ublifting be- 
tween the two nations. Ffaving con- 
troverted all rlioL pvjfiTir'us, his Lord- 
fhip drew a niuft picture of 

the cxcellVs coinmittrd on the lorii of 
Auguft, and ibe fubfe^iuent periods, 
up to the martyrdom of Louis XVJ. 
He compared the indignation which

Subfetiueni to that period 
the French have violaitd ttic Law of 
Nature ^ id of Nations. Ihnding riicir 
flimfy pi'cuxrs fur War dilregirdid by 
the People, they relurted to ai' old 
dale trick of mal ing an Appe al to itie 
i'.ngliih Tv all on. -—Tins mc'u'urr will 
only Icrvc to cement ihcTn more tirmly, 
ami give ihe true conhru.'*-’. ion lo the 
ambiguAu'' Icnrci'er of Ai. <.'<'ncU<rcet, 
which a Noble Karl (Sranhnpe) had 
declared fccMii authority diiclainied all 
intention of inrertering with the Go- 
vernment cf Kngland, as having al- 
ready lbak« u off the yoke of tyr^innv. 

>His Lordlhip, after raking a ecanpre- 
hcnfivc view of tiic rclouites of this

The Duke of Portland entered int%

lity. 

i-ord Stanhojic reprobate J the con- 
thu^r of the Aiinifterii of the Crowm j 
nnd, in order to prove that France wa« 
not the aggreffor, he begged that tlic 
fecond article of the Treaty of Com- 
merce and Navigation might be .read, 
lie expreffed his aftonilhment at the. 
Speech of his Noble Relative, who 
afferted, that his Colltpguc^ in OflFlrc 
had been guilty of no a/’.t ot 'aggrclfiup^ 
thougli it was folciTiTily covenanted bv 
the ccmiratting parties, that a difmiflai 
ot an Ambaffador lliould be deemed ;a 
rupture, and tonlidcTcd a violation o/ 
The Treaty. He declined following rhe 
Noble Secretary through the vaft nja?r 
of inflammatory c.xtrancoiis matter he 
had thought pro[x.r to introduce into the 
Debate — he would touch only oa thofic 
topics \\ hich had been urged to Ihift 
the blame from the Ihoulders of AdwiL 
niftratiou, and to fix it on the French, 
who always manifeiud an inrlinati."^ 
f<*r peace, until they were provoked if 
the mtempcrancc of MiiiLlers co com* 
niencc hollilities. , 

He contrafted the relative fituation 
of the two countries, and inferred tl'.itt 
F.ngland fell infinitely fhort in point of 
rcfourccs. Confident, therefore, of th^ 
aggrclUon being on our part, andcofi- 
vinccd alfo of our inferiority, he moreJ 
an Amendment to the AddreL, in fui'-* 
fiance diametrically uppofite to clir omx 
in debate. 

Lord Morton rcdlificd fcvrral tiuf- 
takes in the fiatement of Lord 6’‘a«- 
hopc, and contended, that no fireds 
ought to be laid on that Treaty, inas- 
much as the power that made it ex- 
tinct by the abolition of Monarchy^, 
and the fubverfKMi of all order 
Government. 

Lord Vifcount Stormont reft* clweflv 
to explain ti^e Diplomatic 
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to put the true conftruction oU the 
quedinn at iflTue. — He contended, that 
BO man was entitled to the privileges of 
a Foreign Miniftcr, merely bccaufe he 
is deiegated; for the wifdom and policy 
of Courts had refervedto thcmfclyes the 
option of receiving hi^ crcikntials, and 
he had no right to inlift on being ac- 
credited. — In tracing the origin of every 
war fince the Revolution, his Lordlhip 
Could find none that had been com- 
iTjcnctcl with I'uch a Hagrant violation of 
the law of nations, and of the Treaty of 
X'^irecht, which was ratiJit d bv the laft 
Treaty of Vcrfailles. — It was, in fa6l, a 
Har agdinft the humanity of this coun- 
fiy, in having fed the hungry and 
clothed the naked, w ho were fifftc ring 
amongfl u«j for confeitnee f ke; in having 
mourned for an unfortunate Monarch, 
wliofi only crime was to have fwayed 
^ fcej'rrc. — Not to mention all the in- 
fuhs nlfercd to us, he inftanced one 
which had been omitted by the Noble 
Sccrcfiry of Sr itc, and that was, the 
wclccnie rtct|ition of the trcafoiiable 
Aildic.'les tranfiruttcd from this country 
to the ^Catinn.li Contention. — Thai Al- 
f.'iiib!y a-^plauded their principles, and 
ordered them to be printed in alt lan- 
giiagts, that the contagion might be 
difpeifed into all lands. — Ke hoped, 
that ra*hcr rlnn ftuoptothefe indignities 
and aggred'Ons, Fngl.md would be 
exterminated by fomc convulfion of 
Nature, v.-luie her glory was unfiillied, 
her conii^icrce unbounded, her credit 
uniTipc:iched,hcr refources unexhauft^, 
and iicr ini'^ortance in the political Jjcalc 
of Europe tar luprrior to any nation 
cither a.unent or modern. 

Lord Laudcrdalecheriihed unanimity 
as m ’ch as anv Ncib'e Lord — but when 
)ie frtv.- a Menage and Addrefs couched 
Jii uinb’g loin terni-s, .ind calculated 
to exc.tc diJcnfions, he felt it his duty 
to come forward and avow his fenti- 
menrs, winch, he fud, he would npr have 
obtruded upon the Houle, vvcrc the pro- 
ceedings ot-Adininillration even con- 
fiftenr with public fafety. When he 
favv the intcreft oi hh' country at ftake, 
filcnee would be ? crime not to. be 
atoned for. lie icj..robated thcAlhgnat 
Bill, which dt prec'i-ircd rlit Fi .nicli paper 
currency— the N.iv:d Store Ihll, on ac- 
count of Ks partnlny — the Alien Bill, 
cn ajcount of tlie inquilitorial powers 
it vjftcd in the hi.i gift rate. — ^Thcfc, 
he contended, were ri-.:greHions, tind mi- 
litated again ft every Treaty itibfifting 
Vetweeu this country and France. Frcwi 


a convi6fihn of thefe truths, he gar« 
his pofitive negative to the Addrefs, 
and propofed another in its ftcad, warmly 
tirging conciliatory means to avert the 
calamities of d dcftru6tivc war. 

The Marquis of Lanfdownc declared, 
that after the ample manner he had.4c- 
livered his fentiments on a former oc- 
cafton, he would trouble the Houfc 
with very few additional obfervations. 
He replied, however, to all the topics 
urged by Lord Grenville, and in a ftrain 
of irony qualified an atferrion w'hich 
he made on a former night, the bare 
mention of which in that \ irtuous and 
immaculate Affcmbly overw helmed him 
with ftiame. He confeffed, that when 
the opprobrious epithet of fernriotts 
beafls was applied to the perfons fitting 
in judgmenton I^oiiis XVI. he faid, it 
M'as a pity that a little of Miniftcrial 
Civilization was not extended to them, 
and that the fum ncccflTary to defray 
the expenccs of a war foi only one day 
Avould have had a powerful cf!c61 on 
the favage nature of thofc ferocious 
bcafts, and w^ould perhaps have foftened 
their vcrdi6l:. 

The Noble Marquis concluded vv it h 
declaring his tyinion to be, that this was 
a war or ambition and aggrandizement 
on our part, and that no arguments had 
been adduced in the courfc of the Hc- 
bateto induce him to entertain a contrary 
fentiment. 

The Duke of Leeds entcred^at con- 
fidcrablc length intothc fubje^, and d»'- 
eJared his moil hearty concurrence with 
the Addrefs, as did Lord Hawkefbury. 

The Marquib of Lanfdowne f poke a 
few w oixls iu explanation, after which 
the amendments were fevcrally put and 
negatived. 

The orienal morion was then put, 
and carried with only three dilltncicnt 
voices, 

A Committee was immediately ap- 
pointed to draw up the Addrefs ; which 
being dune, the Lords with w hite ftaves 
were rcqucftcd to prefent the fame to hiS 
Majcfty.

tRIAL OF VVAHREN llASTtNOS, ES<^ 

Major Maitland* after dwelling for 
a ftiort time upon the unprecedented 
length of the Trial of Mr. Haftings, 
Avhu had been already ftx years tit tha 
bar of the Houfc of Lords, as a breach 
of the beft principles of the law of tha 
land, which was, that every perLn - 
charged with a crime ftiould have a 
fpcedy trial — a fpeedy acquittal if in 
nocent*— and a fpeedy conridlion if 
guilty, concluded by moving the ap 
pointmcm of a Committee of the Houl# 
to conlidcr of the bell means of expe 
diting the Trial of Mr,Haftings, and tu 
report their opinion. 

Mr. Chifwell fecondedthc metion. 
Mr. Secretary Dundas had no objee-* 
tion to the appointment of a Commit'* 
tec, but was of opinion that the beft 
means to expedite the Trial Would be 
found in coniulting the patties intereft* 
cd upon what evidence might be deep* 
ed fufticient oft both iidcs to make 
good their cafes. 

Major Scott faid* tht defence on 
ftrft aniclc was clofcd; he did 
think that the defence on the retbain* 
ing chargee would take tip iflore^dmo 
than that on the ftrft, and tntfted 
that the whole would he gone 

t^ottgh wiftu 
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Sir William Young approved of . the 
motion. 

The queftion was put and agreed

M^or Maitland, Mr. Chifwcll, Sir

PROHIBITION OF carrying CORN 
TO FRANCE. 

Major Maitland laid, as the MclTagc 
from his Majtfty was to bt taken into 
cunfidcration to-morrow, he wiihcd to 
alk, whether there was any objc^linn 
to the prodii6tion of the tbtes of all 
orders prohibiting the carr\’ing of 
foreign corn to France, previous to fuch 
difcull'on. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
replied, that he would objeft to the pro- 
duiticn of all j'^apers previous to the dif- 
CufTionof his Majefty ’s MeiTage. 

M^or Maitland contended for tUc^ 
nccclhty of the information he requir- 
ed prc\i«)us to the clifculfion of the 
Me liage, that the Houfc might fee 
ivhethcr or not his ^lajcfty's Minifters 
had not been guilty of an aggrcHion, 
made only and Volcly for the purpofe of 
provoking an aggreffion on the part of 
France. — He thought the information 
abfolutcly necclfary, and would there- 
fore move, ‘‘ That copies of all or- 
ders for ftopjjing the exportation of 
corn to France be laid before the 
Woufe.” 

The Chancellor of the Exche'quer 
was againft the motion. — He faid, if 
the Hon. Gentleman felt Inch floppage 
of corn to be an aggrcflion on our part, 
as he had ftated it, he could take ad- 
vantage of that argument to-morrow 
in his oppofition to the Addrefs. 

Mr. Sheridan contended in fuppert 
of the motion : without the informa- 
tion required, it w'as impofliblc, he faid, 
for the Houle to come to any fatisfac- 
tory vote on the Addrefs. 

Mr. Secretary Dundas faid. Gentle- 
men might avail themfclvcs of every 
advantage that arguments drawn from 
the prohibition of carrying corn to 
France could afford them ; for fhoiigli 

OiQuld oppoic the motion for Papers, 
3ic fd^l of the 'prohibition would not 
be dcuK d, 

Mr- Rolk'juaified the prchihirion of 
the exjportatten -of corn. — Thc^expor- 
r*ad. he /aid, created riots and

blood in the caufe of their King and 
Conftitutioh. 

Mr. Grey again urged the neceflity 
©f the production of the papers, and 
fonfidercd the refufal to be an infult to 
the Houle, which they could not put up 
with, unlcls they facrificed their own 
and the honour of tht ir Conftituents. — 
He begged to underhand clearly, before 
he fat down, whether it was admitted 
by his Majehy’s Minifters, that /a pio- 
hibition had been iffued againft the 
Ihipping of foreign corn to France? — 
and, Whether inch prohibition had 
been confined to France alone’ 

The Chancellor of the Excheqticr — 
Certainly. 

Sir W. Young wfts agaiiift the mo- 
tion. 

Mr. Secretary Dundas, not to fuffer 
his explanation to appear too narrow, 
begged to aflert, for the information of 
Gentlemen, that the mcafurc of prohi- 
bit mg the Ihipping of corn to France, 
had been adopted for the purpofe of n - 
tarding the operations of an enemy, 
liippoled to be in a ftatc of preparatioa 
againfV us. 

Major Maitland could nor fuffer the 
word eHtm\ to pafs unnoticed — it afford- 
ed him a fufficient anfwcr, and ren- 
dered his motion no longer nccclTary ; — 
it was now' avow'cd, that the mcafurc 
was not taken agaiwft a people with 
whom we were at peace, but againft a 
people W'hom we confidercd to be our 
enemy. — If the French were confi- 
dcred as an enemy at the period of 
mobibitiHg the exportation of corn, ha 
ihouJd take that admillion as an argu- 
ment againft that part of the Adclrefe 
which ftiould alfert the French to have 
been guilty of an unprovoked aggref- 
ilon. 

Mr. Secretary Dundas replied ^ after 
which the motion was withdrawn.

TREATY BETWEEN THE EMFF.ROR, 

PRUSSIA, an I> great BRITAIN. 

Mr. Lainbton faid, as he had from 
thformation been given to underftand« 
thRl a treaty had been entered into be- 
tween the Emperor, the KLuigof FrufliaK 

and 
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j^nd Great Britain, in January laAi and 
Us h,e h^d been unable to gain any an- 
fwer yefterday from his Majefty’s Mi- 
nifters on the exiftence of fuch treaty, 
he conceived it to be his duty to move 
fur its production, as it would throw a 
light on the quclUon which was about 
to be difculfcd, and on which he fliould 
be called to vote. The treaty had been 
confidcrcd by France as an aggrcHion on 
our part, and had been ftated as fuch ; 
for his own part, it convinced him of 
the duplicity svith which we had treated 
.France, and by which Minifters had 
involved the country in war, of dread- 
ful and ruinous profpeCt, by which 
much was to be loft, but by which he 
defied any one to (hew we had a finglc 
advantage to obtain. He concluded by 
mo\ ing an addref* to hi& Majefty, to 
be pkafed to order to be laid before 
the Houfc a copy of the faid Treaty. 

Mr. Secretary Dundas declared, that 
he knew of no fuch Treaty being in cx- 
iftcncc. 

Mr. Burke faid, he was forry it was 
not ; but hoped that fuch an alliance, 
and many others, would be among the 
early fruits of our oppofition to the 
arms of France. 

Mr. Fox conceived it to be ftrangc, 
that the anfwcr now given to his Hon. 
Friend’s motion, had not been given to 
his queftion ycrtcrday. In his opinion, 
caution in anfvvcrs was nccclTary, but 
the Houfe would feel, whether fuch an 
extraordinary degree of caution was to 
be confidcrcd relpc 6 tful. 

The motion was withdrawn. 

PROHIBITION OF EXPORTATION OF 
CORN TO FRANCE. 

Major Maitland faid, as the mcafurc 
of prohibiting the exportation of corn to 
France was yefterday exulted in by Mi- 
nifters, as a wife prefcaution againft an 
enemy, he wasdenrous ofalking of the 
Right Hon. Gentleman, if there was 
any objection to (late the date of the 
fivft order in Council for fuch precau- 
tion. He was defiroiis of the infor- 
mation, that he might know how early 
France had been coniidered our enemy. 

The C hanccUor of the Exchequer faid. 
Tie would not then 'enter into a jufti- 
fication of the mcafurc, as he fhould 
have a future opportunity j he would 
content himfelf at prefent by declar- 
ing, that he Ihould have been afliamcd 
of himfelf, ailing as a-Miniftcr of the 
country, had he not, with his Majefty’s 
Other Minifters„ a^vlfcd the mcafurc. 
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— He had no objeAion to ft ate the date 
of the firft order, which was, to the 
heft of his rccollcftion, on the 17th pf 
December. 

THE KING’S MESSAGE. 
WAR WITH FRANCE. 

The Order of the Day being read, 
for the conlideration of his Majefty’s 
Meftage, and the Speaker having read 
the Meffage from the Chair, 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
rofc, and faid he 'felt, in propqfing to 
the Houle an Addreis to the gracious 
MelTagc from his Ivlajefty which they 
had juft heard read, that in one view 
he might dilpenfc w'ith troubling the 
Houfe much at large imon the fubjedt. 
Whatever difference 01 opinion might 
have been entertained upon former 
queftions relative to France — whatever 
difference of opinion Tome few in that 
Houfe might have entertained in oppo- 
fition to the opinion of the great majo. 
rity of the Houfe, and of- the great ma- 
joiity of the country, upon the condudl 
purfued by his Majefty's Minifters — 
whatever difference of opinion might 
have been entertained upon the demands 
neceffary tube made, or upon the man- 
ner of making tliein, for reparation from 
France for her infults and aggrcllions — 
in Ihort, whatever doubts had been en- 
tertained upon any mcafurc yet adopted, 
and but little more than doubt had ever 
been advanced, for a di\ ifion had never 
been reforced to — he conceived it im- 
pofhblc that a difference of opiniou 
lliould exift up n the prefent occafion ; 
it was importjble that the Houfe Ihould 
not now come to that unanimous rtlo- 
lution which was to be looked for from 
a Britifh Houfe of Commons, and which 
rcfolucion would be’ echoed by the 
whole of tike Bririfh nation. The 
queftion was not now. as upon the former 
Meffage, What degree of vigour it was 
neceffary to adopt to meet impending 
danger ? but fimply , Whether when war 
was declared and waged againft you by 
an enemy — when the option 01 peace 
and war was no longer in ygur hands^ 
you would not feize the firft opportunity 
of declaring to his Majefty, by an Ad- 
drefs to Ins Meffage, your unanimous 
determination tofupport him in the juft 
defence of his domlaions, and in the 
maintenance of the rights and liberties 
of his people ? The war was no longer 
pending, but wris declared and carrying 
on — it was actually at our doors our 
liberties and our cxiftenpe as « 

D d a ' ‘ werit 
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were ctidii^gcrcd. At fuch a crilis 
there was but one determination to be 
locked for by every man in the Britiih 
dominions ; a determination to ftep 
forth, vyii^ with each otjicr in loyalty 
to a good boycrcign rr^in proof ot the 
▼alue had for our Conlfitutlon, and 
‘if the fonfc wc entertained of the 
"■blcffings enjoyed by the whole country. 
Before he propofed the Ad'drefs, hp did 
not think it would be unne^eflary^ he 
iorakc a view o/ the events which 
*liad "preceded and followed the com- 
in unicat ion of the former Mcffage from 
his Majcfty. When the Hiiufc oy that 
Mclfagc had been informed of the pre- 
parations for hoHility on the part of 
prance, and of the aggrefhons which 
had been committed, they concurred 
in that Mcffagc by an Addrefs. and 
befpokc the general fcc!ingof the Houfc 
to have been a conlcioufncfs of the 
and fcriipalous fyftcmof neutrality laid 
down by his Majefty, and perf^vefed in 
■with rcfpcdf to the internal aifairs of 
France they felt that fuch condu^l: 
wa*- entitled to a fnitablc return, by a 
regard to the rights of the Britifh nation 
and thofe of her allies *, by an avoidance, 
on the part of France^ of all views of 
aggrandifemcnt and, ^bovc all, by a 
careful avoidance of intermeddling in 
the inixrnal at&irs of neutral nations.-^ 
Xhc Houfe had' felt ihcmf^lyes dil'ap. 
pointed, and had been conivinced of 
the violation of each of thofe prii^ciplcf 
which had been profclTcd, and which 
ought to have been regarded by France. 
They had e,\preircd their ^onvi^tion of 
her diireminawng principles which went 
to dcliroy the lyftcm of Europe, and 
t0 ihakc the foundation of the Go- 
vernment of every civilized country. 
TTheir infuhing Decree of the 17th of 
iCovember, which was called a Decree 
of Fraternity, had been felt by the 
Houfe as a proclamation for fpreading 
infurrc6fion from one end of the 
glebe to the other from this coun- 
try they had courted at their bar every 
difplay of treafon j — their views c»f 
sggrandizemenc had been made evi- 
slent ; their fyfl-i m of Profi !> tifm, 
and of facobinrfm, was to he feen in 
iill their proceedings j and rhcLr fixed 
dcTcrmi nation was clearly to make 
the end of the produ^kivc pf an 
extenuon of their empire and the means 
of carrying over all Europe the 
^ineminarjori of principles derfru^tive 
to. its peace and to its exiifcnre in any 
pf j^ood^l^prnaiCBt, By tke for- 


mer MelTage, the Houfe were called 
to prevent the completion of thole 
intentions of France, and by the Addreff 
of the Houfe it had been declared, 
that war was preferable to the quiet 
admiiliOn of thofe principles ; and that 
a war upon fuch an occafion was the 
(horteft way to a furc and permanent 
eacc.-wThc blctfings of peace would 
e annihilated if you had no fccurity 
for its permanence ; and fuch fecurity 
could not be had in a peace obtained 
by the admilfion of tho^e principles. — 
If, therefore, we valued our com- 
merce— if we wiihed an increafe of our 
revenue for the purpofe of alleviating 
the public burtnen, thofe principles 
muft l>c refilled ; — for our property and 
national fafety would be more com- 
pletely hazarded to final ruin by fiih^ 
mitcing to the views of aggrandize- 
ment on the part of France, ^han by 
iTicetin|f the danger at once by open 
war, in which by fuccefs we might da- 
llrOy the views of our enemy. — Hav- 
ing thus (hortly ftated the principal 
points which induced the Houfe to 
vote the laft Addreff, he ftated the 
fafls which had taken place fubfe- 
<!UGn^ thereto i — the nrft of which was 
tne difmiiral of Monf. Chau\elin, 
whofe powers to afl had ccafcd, and 
whom his Majefty did not chufe to ac- 
credit upon new ones, as Miniftcr Ple- 
nipotentiary from the Republic of 
France. But, not withftanding his dif- 
inillion, he knew that there continuct^ 
a wilh and readinefs on the part of hi^ 
Majefty^s Minifters to admit, in every 
way pQiififtcnt with the honour and 
dignity of the nation, every explanation 
that couJd'havc tended to have avert- 
ed the calamity of war. — But no ex- 
planation had been made ; and though 
a Monf. Marct'had arrived, as Charge 
dcs Affaires, he had never made a fingic 
comoinnicatlon to his Majefty Minify 
ters, or cxpli^natipn whatever.— The 
next account received by Adminiftra- 
titm 'was of an Embargo* without 
notice given, having been laid on the 
iliipping and projperty of Britifh fnb- 
jcits in the ports or f ranee, whicl^ 
mcafure might have been deemed aq| 
aft of hoftility. 'I'his aft was ^hc lirft, 
rn th- part of France, which had 
taken place fubrequent to the Taft Ad- 
'drefs 5 a meafurc not only contrary to 
exprtTs treaty, bur contrary to the Ia\v 
of nations.— Confidcrirg this conduft 
t>f France, he felt no reafon wha‘<;vcr 
tofec^ cenfurc for precipitate mcafurefi 
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• ra't\ft France ; on th-? contrary, if 
there W.4S reafon for his Majefty's Mi- 
mfttTS to fear any ccnfiirc on tbcir 
conduft, it would be for having adlcd 
too flowlv in the vindication ot the 
honour of tlicir country ; ftjr even on 
this aggrenion the channel of com- 
municaiion for explanation was not 
clofed ; for it I’o happened, as a proof of 
the pacific wilh of his Mrijclfy*s Mi- 
nifttrs, on the very day of receiving 
the account of that outrageous mcal'ure, 
there arrived from the liritiHi Miniftcr 
-?t the Hnguc, ar exprcls, Hating, 
that a propolition had been made by 
Diimoiiriei for an interview on the 
Frontiers of Holland, to avert, if pof- 
flble, by rcgo'jiation, a war. Thii. pro- 
pofition had been accepted by Admtni- 
iiration ; an<l our AmbaflV.dor at tlie 
Ha gue had been authoiiud to rcct ive 
Dumourier’s prc«pe<Gls. In doing this, 
no time had been loft ro maintain peace ; 
but Otfore it was polfiblc fertile anlwcr 
to have reached Lord Auckland, the 
Declaration of War had taken place at 
Paris, and was now waging again ft u*. 
If, then, upon the prcl'ent occafion we 
Were to debate at «11, it' was fimply 
upon the queftion. Whether w'c Ihould, 
or ihould not repel, with all our vigoui, 
A warcommcnccd bv fuch an aggrcfiion f 
'i'hc w»ar on our part had been un- 
provoked ; we were forced into it upon 
the grounils of jufticc and lelf-jirelcr- 
vation — .He next bt'igcd to call the at- 
tention of the Houle to the rcafons 
^ifigned by France in their ^iurtification 
ot a Declaration of \\'cr, ^Fhofe ica- 
fons, he faid, would be found in tb.c 
Decree of the Afl'embly ; the hrft of 
which was, ** That the King of Fbi- 
gland had pot ccal'ed, and that princi- 
pally fince the U evolution gf the lotU 
of Auguft, to give to the French rntiv n 
proofs of his enmity, and of bis att.iciv- 
nicnt to the Coalition of the Crowncvl 
Head*'*.*’ But, notw ithftanding tlu> 
general afTcrtionof hVsMajcfty’ti hiving 
never ctafod to fhew his ill-will to the 
Rcvolujion, not a ftnglc fa<5l bad been 
advanced as hav Jng taken place previ.-jui 
to the loth of Auguft, to jiiftify the 
aftertion ; and fubrequtnt tothir peiiod 
tlic only faft adduced was the rccal of 
I^crd Gower, which by no means could 
be confidcrcd a fair ground of a decla- 
ration of hoftility. The charge of a 
combination with Crowned Heads was 
pvidcntly applied, by svhat follo^vcd, 
fo a’ fuppol’ed connexion between this 
eg untrv and other Bowers, forinc^l for 


the purpnfc of interfering in the in- 
ternal atfairsof France ; but the charge 
was iounded on mere fuppofttion ; for 
he afferted to that Houfc, that every' 
ruppofition of a Treaty between thil 
coLiiirry and the Emperor and the King 
of Fruiiia having taken place m 
January, as Hated in the French De- 
claration, was utterly and wholly del- 
tirute of even tlie ihadowof a foundation.'* 
No one Rep whatever had been takem 
by his Majefty to interfere in the in- 
ternal affairs of France, or to eftablifh 
in that country any particular form 
of Government ; all that liad Ocen done 
was, to fee if it was polliblc by our 
exertions to eftablilli peace on a bafii 
affording fccuritv to this country ; and 
It not, to embark in a war in a way 
likclv to render it vigorous, fpectly, and 
fuccefsfuL — In their Declaration they 
aifo defended, as a ground for war, the 
unu illii'g.icfs of the BririRi Court t# 
relume the cuftotnary correfpondcncc 
between the two States hut to that 
o'.)ji (‘^tion he trufted very few in this 
country would attach much weight; 
for \ory few indeed, after the horrible 
e veins c/ Auguft, paralleled but not 
cclipfed by the maft'acres of September 
— \^hen an ancient Government was 
overturned, and no ftable Government 
eftaolUhed in its Read, could hav^ 
w ilhed to have feen an Ambiffador re- 
ceived in this country from Fnnee 
it would neither have been fafe, de- 
cent-, or honourable, to have accredited' 
a IMiniftcr in fuch circumftances But 
from the loth <jf AiiguR no Britilh 
AmbnlTrulwr had been refident in 
France, nor had any complaint bcca 
made on the fubjc^t prior ta the De- 
claration of War. But they had n« 
light whate\ er either tocomplain agaitifb 
us for the abfeuce of our Amballador, 
or t»n accoum of out not having rtcog- 
11 i /led their Republic ; for the cumult* 
violence, and alTaiiination which pre- 
^ ailed in Paris, with every fymptoi* 
of inlLfcbiUty to the ruling faction, 
w^iiild iiave warranted the abfenerj ot 
our Aiiiba'.rador ; and no principle 
whatever of the laws of nations^ un* 
dcr the circumftanccs of France, could 
warrant them to demand of us a re- 
cognition of their Government, They 
alfo complain of our not having treated 
with Monf, Chauvelin, But who waa 
Motif. Chauvelin, he would afle^ on 
the fJcilrudtion cf the* Monarchy of 
France ? A private unaccredited indi*. 
vidiial. Ix) Pcceomc, it WM 
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he rffcTrd new ^redentiah ; bnt they 
were ofiTered at a moment ot aggrclfion, 
u liK'h, had a fimilar agrrehmn been 
when an ^mbalfador had been 
refident from any Power, would ba^^c 
War rani cd a fufpenfion of intcrcourfr. 
■^-Tht ir.rmenf of MonT. Chauvtlm’s 
oiitring hts new crtdcntialf, v'as a 
cionieni: of muIripUcJ aggrrilion’?, a 
•sr.cincnt in which ir was impodiblc to 
accredit him, unlefs we had been v lU 
ling to acquicfcc tamely with unpro-

Mr. Wyndham fupported theorl^- 
nal Addrefs. 

Mr. Burke fuppofed that his Majef- 
ty*s Minifters had already fo fully juHi^ 
fied their conduct, that itwas unntfccf- 
fary to lay any thing in their defence. 
But he would reply to what had fallen 
from an Hon. Gentleman on the fame 
bench with him (Mr. Fox), whofe prin- 
ciples feemed to him to aftc6l the fun- 
damental policy of the country. He 
then alluded to the clcarncfs and fulncf^ 
with which his fpcechcs had conftantly 
been given to the public in preference 
to thoi'e of others, whole argumchts 
tverc much better, particularly thoi'e of 
one Gentleman (Mr. Wyndham). Hi* 
lot was certainly 'hard, when, after all 
the credit he had got with the public, h« 
could get none in that Houle. That 
Right lion. Gentleman, he faid, did not 
V* iih ir to be undcrllood that he was an 
advocate for the French. But no per- 
foil could ^iv^t more the part of an advo- 
cate than he did : whcnaCourifel pleaded 
lor a client, it was cuftomary to ftatc, 
in an artful manner, every thing that 
could be faid againft him ; and vvticri he 
C'’uid obtain rto v-erdidt, to move for an 
aircft ;*l judgment j then to excite pity 
in his beh.iif ; and, at UH, to abufe his 
adverlary. This was exactly the com- 
plexion of the Hon. Gentleman's 
l'peccbcj> on Franec j and he proved to 
be a much better advocate for the French 
than any perfon in France. 

IVtr. Burke then went into the con- 
duct of the French relative tg their 
provocations againft this country* — the 
inurdei of their good King' — and their 
intention to murder .ilfo their Queen and 
I'lic }.onng Prince ; and then aikcd, VVa* 
not a hair of their heads to be touched 
for all their tiiboniinable and complicated 
crimes 

After this he proceeded to read from 
a report of Mr. rox’s fpcechct in that 
Houfe, when htwas interrupted by the 
Speaker, who faid, that thole fpeeches, 
the publication of which bad been, by 
order of that Heufe, prohibited, could 
not be read there. He then went pn to 
prove, that the fptrit of conqueil and 
dominion prevailed more in Frinco. 
now than ai any former tixui?, and diat 
the prervnt Government inttuc country 
was much mere dangerous to Europe 
oid. la (he old Uovariuncot 
they 
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'they never went to cut the throat* of 
Hikpi, or to rob them of their property, 
vi^n conquered. The prefent did lb 
ih^tvery thing — oroclaimcd war againft 
all Monarchy — tn^ had thrown down 
the gauntlet againft Kings, and deter- 
mined to eftabliih atheifm and aifairma- 
tioA on the ruins of religion, order, 
jufticc, and humanity— and before 
the Almighty God, he begged that 
Gentlemen would confider the tituation 
in w hich the country ftood ; it was a 
cruel and unavoidable ncceffity which 
had brought u« into a war, and as long 
as the poor rags of his body hung to- 
gether, he would fupport it. 

Mr. Burke then read from newf- 
mpers a number of events relative to 
France, to ihew the provocations which 
the people of that country had given 
to iiR. After which 

Mr. Sheridan rofc, and proved fevc- 
ral of the circumftanccs ftated by Mr. 
Burke to have been totally falfc; and 
in a long fpcech defended the con- 
duft of the French againft the grofs 
and ungrounded charges of Mr. Burke. 
Two books of that Right Hon. Gentle- 
man might be taken, and in each of 
them be found principles which dire 6 iiy 
contradicted each other. He was now 
the defender of defpotifni, and the 
enemy of liberty, bccaufc it happened 
to be abufed. He had a memory of 
brafs to record every unhappy circum- 
ftance which fell under the name of 
anarchy and tumult \ but a tongue of 
fpongc to wipe away the mod difgracc- 
ful aCls of tyranny. Did he forget the 
maftacrc of St, Bartholomew ? Did he 
forget the Revolution of Poland, which 
he had approved — ^the attack of the 
Emprefs — and the treacherous conduft 
of tnc King of Prulfia ? Our affoci- 
ation now .with the Defpots combined 
againft France would bring about the 
^bufe of political morality. The Hon. 
Gentleman had been inflaming men’s 
minds againft the French, and was then 
raifing their paflions to war.

He concluded by obferving, that the 
life of the late King of France might 
have been faved by a timely interference 
of this country ; and by giving his vote 
for the Amendment.

BIRMINGHAM RIOTS. 

Sir Robert Lawley prefented a pe- 
tition from the Hundrcaof Hemlingford, 
in the county of Warwick, ftating, that 
in ronfequence of the damages fuftained 
by feveral perfons, in confequence of 
the riots w'hich had taken place in Bir- 
mingham in July 1 791* a certain rate, 
to the amount of upwards of «o,oool. 
had been ordered to be levied on the in- 
habitants of the different hundreds 
throughout the county. The inhabi- 
tants of this hundred prayed by their 
petition that they might be allowed to 
pay their proportion by inftallments 
with intereft. 

Mr. Fox declared that he would, by 
every means, oppofe a petition of that 
nature. A number of refpeAable pter- 
fons had loft their property in the moff 
unjuft and outrageous manner, during 
the Birmingham riotT; and it was fair 
they ihould receive that iadepuuty 
which the laws had allowed tl^m.

- Mr. Pitt ftid, he did not conceive 
tKere was any iiyufticc to the parties in- 
juredi if the Houfe received the pe- 
tition.

THE WAR WITH FRANCE. 

Mr^ Fox faid, upon a fubjeft which 
had fo jafteUi in one view or another, 
been difeofled in ^hat Houfe, and on 
which but little new matter could be 
fxpe^ed to mrile, it was not his inten- 
tion to trouble Gentlemen at any length. 
TKe buftods, however,' in which the 
Aaeion wm» involved was of the greateft 
demanded mpR 


ferious and attentive conlidcration of 
the Houfe. We were involved in a 
war, which it hs^d been his endeavour 
to have averted; but as we were in- 
\olvcd in it, he acknowledged the 
nicoility of fupporting it; for on that 
point there could not be any difference 
of opinion. The Amendment he fug- 
gefted to the laft Addrefs to his Majefty, 
went as fully to affurc him of the fup- 
port of that Houfe as the Addrefs had 
which was voted. The more he felt the 
nccellity, however, of fupporting the 
war, the more ftrongly he felt it to be 
his duty to cbjc£f to thofe meafures 
which had involved us in the calamity. 
— The Right Hon. Gentleman here 
went ever the renfons alTigned for the 
war, contending that neither the ftated 
aggrclfion of France relative to the 
Scheldt, her viewj, of aggrandifement, 
nor her Decree of November, were 
g ounds for a war, tlu/ugh they were 
For negociation. He alluded to his fruit- 
lefs endeavour to have an Ambaffa- 
dor ftnt to Paris, which he faid might 
have terminated that amicably which 
had involved : s in a war. The Riglu 
Honourable Gentleman argued, that the 
grniuid for war with France was in 
fadi for the purpofe of interfering in 
her internal affairs, notw ithftanding 
fuch interference had been difeUimed 
by his Majefty’s Minifters. The com- 
mencement of the war, for the pur- 
pofe of maintaining the rights of neu- 
tral nations, and to oppofc views of 
aggrandifement, were merely the pre- 
tences of the war ; for though Minifters 
in this inftance had been fo tenacious of 
the rights of neutral nations, and fo 
averfe to views of aggraiidifcmeni in 
France, they had without any remon- 
ftrance, as the Houfe had heard of, fuf- 
fered the rights of Poland to be openly 
trampled upon, in clcBancc of the rights 
of neutral nations, and in breach of cx<« ' 
ifting treaties. He was defirous of cal- 
ling the attention of the Houfe to this 
bufincfs, that by adopting a Rcfohition 
he Oiould fubmit to them, they might 
convince th6 world th©y had not joined 
in any confederacy for cffc6ting pur- 
pofes revolting to the mind of every 
man actuated by the principles of juf- 
tjee and honour. Thejlight Hon. Gen-t 
tlcman dwelt for foinc time upon the 
conduct of Ruftia^i invafton of Poland^ 
for adopting a conftitution which had 
been urged on, and fan^loncd by 
"yrullia ; which Power tiad|after the i[n- 
yraijonby Ruifia, jufUbed thaf invafiqn^ 
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find the overthrow of the cooftitutionhe 
had fanClioned, and had aifo, for the 
effectual fupprclfion of what Pruiha had 
deemed dangerous principles, feized by 
force upon Dantzic^ and Thorn. But 
the conduct of R uUia and Prudia, chough 
to many it appeared to carry with it 
views of aggrandifement, had in no de- 
gree difturbed Adminiftration — their 
condu£t then to France was to be judged 
of by then conduct to other Powers ; 
Prudia and Rullia had aggrandifed 
themfelvcs without any attack having 
been made upon them — France had 
aggrandifed hcrfelf after having been 
attacked, and having been urged on by 
fear and by rage — the aggrandifement 
therefore by Prufha and Ruilia was 
marked by far greater enormity than 
that by France; but as the former had 
paifed by difregarded, it was fair for him 
to draw a conclufion, that the aggran- 
difement by France was not the true 
ground for the war, but that the true 
ground was to interfere in their internal 
affairs, for the purpnfe of cftabliftiing a 
particular form of government in that 
country. But whatever views had ac- 
tuated "Minifters, the Houfe ought to 
ihewthat they were nor actuated by any 
improper motives in the war againft 
France — they ought explicitly todcclarc, 
that the war they meant to fupport was 
not a war for interfering in the inter- 
nal affairs of France ; and for that pur- 
ofe, and to cftablilh the principles he 
ad freaucntly ftated to the Houfe, he 
Hiould fuggeft for their adoption five 
Rcfolutious : 

Firft, that it was not for the honour 
of Gfe at Britain to make war on France 
for any interference in her internal af- 
fairs, or for the cftablifhmcnt of any 
particular form of goveroment in that 
country. 

Secondly, That the aggreflions of 
France were nor of fuch a nature as to 
jullify a war in the firft infiance, prior 
to a negociation to obtain explanation 
and rcdrcls. 

Thirdly, That in the late negocia- 
tiou hisMajefiy't Minifiers had not pur- 
fued mdafurcs likely to obtain reared 
—nor to avert a war, not having fiated 
the grounds upon which peace might 
have been maintained. 

. Fourthly, That the rights of neu- 
tral nations had not been attended to by 
hU Majeftjr^s Minifiers, in their negleft 
of interfering againft the late unjuftU 
liable and abominable invaiion of Poland 
by and Prufiia. 
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Fifthly, That it is the duty of his 
jelly’s Minifiers to advife his Majefty 
againft entering into any treaty which 
might retard or prevent his making a 
feparatc peace with France. 

The Right Hon. Gentleman obfefv- 
cd, that the lafi fuggefted Resolution 
he fubmitted to the Houfe as a fair in- 
ference from the prill ^iples contained in 
the preceding four : — He concluded by 
moving his firft Rcfolution. 

Mr. Burke rofe in opfiofition to the 
Right Hon. Gentleman s motions, ob- 
ferving, that every one of the Pro- 
pofitions now before the Houfe, and 
everyone fuggefted by the Right Hon. 
Gen‘leman on the fubjcdl, were merely 
copies fromthcclumfy daubers in France, 
where the arguments on which the 
Right Hon. Gentleman had re ft ed, had 
been advanced, with prcdiflions that 
the fame arguments would be ufed in 
this country .-^He faid, Mr. Fox was 
the firft man, he bclie\x:d, that had ever, 
in that Houle, at a moment when the 
country was involved in a war, to 
which he had promifed his fupport, and 
which he had argued as anardubus and 
dangerous war, come forward to fug* 
geft to the Houfe to take meafures to 
involve the country in an additional 
war. — ^Poland, Mr. Burke faid, which 
was now advanced to orur view as an oh* 
jc6l for which we were to enter into hof- 
tilitics againft Prullhand Rufiia, had ne- 
ver before been confidered of fuch great 
importance — had never before been con- 
fidered of equal importance with Hol- 
land to this country. — He as fincerely 
hoped as the Right Hon. Ocntlemaft 
that Pruilia Illicit not ultimately gain 
Danrzick and Thorn, and that Kufi^ 
might not be fucCL'fsful in her atm. 
tempt to eftablifli the ancient bad 

f overnment of Poland ; but even fiiould 
^ruifia and Rufiia fucceed in their 
views, no one would be able to 
convince him that the aggrandife* 
ments of thofe Powears could w to uf 
equally dangerous with the aggran* 
difements of France.— ‘The policy of 
Great Britain had led her Tor cen# 
turics to look to every aggrandilemen:|' 
of France as of far greater importance 
and of greater danger than the aggran* 
difement of aey other country j and 
for a fubfiantial reafon : France was ft 
formidable Power and i^ar nsw-ahft 
famedanger could not iriie 
or PniffiZ, beiog YWraea at ft coi^diebe 
mbly greeter difianee. 
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country had for confiderably more than 
a century (cen various revolutions in 
Poland — ^various attacks upon hcr» and 
even a participation, without ever hav. 
ittg ftirred her hand to prevent them ; 
nor had the Right Hon. Gentleman 
ever before the prefent moment fug- 
gciled the propriety of an interference. 
The prefent moment, however, when 
the nation was involved in a vvar,^ w'as 
that thought ht to be embraced for 
fuch a novelty. But of all the new 
things which the Revolution in France 
had given rife to, he confidcred that to 
he the neweft in the Houfc which 
was now propofed, namely, at the 
moment when an enemy was exerting 
^very effort, every artifice to deftroy 
•ur very cxiftence, and when we had 
entered on a war for our defence and 
prefervationf to hold out a general 
condemnation of fuch war in all its 
|>oint8 — to fay how far wc lhall carry it 
and to bind ourfelvcs clown to cer- 
tain conditions for a peace. But the 
Right Hon. Gentleman feeing France 
lull in all her tranfa£tions — juft in her 
fraternizing principles — juft in her feiz- 
ingof Savoy — ^juft in her feizure of the 
Netherlands— juft in her planting her 
ftcrile tree of Liberty in Brabant — and 
luft in her war a^ainft Great Britain— 
nc might be conlldercd the advocate of 
that country, which llioiild hereafter be 
filled France the Juft. The Right 
^on. Gentleman, next alluding to the 
proceedings in France, drew the at- 
tention of the Houfc to the indemnity 
lately palfcd by the Aircnihly for the 
murders committed in Pari^^ — for the 
rcafon, that they were all concerned, 
^nd left, the puniftiuient of them ftiould 
deter an imitation in tliis country. He 
out the atrocious and facrilcgious 
murder of the King uf France as an 
a6l perpetrated by the French for aji 
example to the deftruiUon of all Kings ; 
and declared himfeif to be an advo-

difagreeable to his ftomach; he pre;«r 
ferred the old Engliili dilh of a barrier 
agaiuft French aggrandifement to all 
fuch modern kickfhaws.— Mr. Burke 
nextjiiftified every refiftance which had 
been made to Mr. Fox's propolidon for 
fending an Ambaftador to France, for 
in France he faid there cxifted no power 
to treat with — all was provifionary, and 
might have but the cxiftcnce of a mo- 
ment. — ^Thc Right Hon. Gentlemaa 
here took a review of the leading cha 
rafters in France, Monficur Roland* 
LeBrun, Pache, &c. &c. none of whom 
appeared fit men to treat with.— There 
was to be fure, he faid, a Monficur 
Condorcct and a Mon fie ur Brifibt, 
whom fome in this country ^cld in high 
eftiuiation ; but to him Gondorcet ap- 
peared but the moft humane of mur- 
derers, and Monficur Briffot the moft 
virtuous of pickpockets. — Were fuch 
men as thefe fit to be treated with 
England ? Or was a Monf. £galit6, aliaa 
the Duke of Orleans, alias Orleans, a 
character with whom this country 
could gain honour by a negociation ? — • 
If any fuch men, or Dumouricr, was 
to be treated with, fend and treat with 
them. — But who would be the Am- 
baffador ? Who would treat with thi* 
Hierarchy of Anarchy, where the only 
man of common decency was the com- 
mon Hangman } — He was confident the 
Right Hou. Gcnilcman who had pro* 
poled the feuding an Ambafiador, would 
not accept the office •, but a Statef- 
man might be allowed to facrificc 
others to a forlorn hope which he 
might not vvifti to expofe himfeif to. 
But be might fend a Grenadier for 
ail Ambalfador to France, as ftie 
had to Naples, and as ihc would to 
Great Britain, if Great Britain waa 
equally in her power : — he begged 
pardon however for iuggefting the 
fending a Grenadier, being convin* 
ced that no Britifh Grenadier would 
accept the office. After dwelling ’for 
fomc time upon this point, he ridi- 
culed the boafted lighu which regene- 
rated France had exhibited to the world i 
they were not, he faid, the 6ghti of 
Heaven — the lights of reefon, but 
fuch lights as arofe from rotten wood 
and ftinking fifh — ^ferving alone to 
lubit their corruption. He concluded 
again ft the motion, by declaring hii 
hoftiiity to every thing which tended 
to eftc^ a peace with France at 
now was, prec)i€ling that the feai put 
tm Tuck a peace, woedd ba ptttttiig n 
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feal to the dmh-warrant of our King, 
amd operate to the utter deftrudlion of 
the Britiih Conflitution. 

Mr. Grey rofe to rcjl^ to Mr. 
Burke, whom he charged with the 
grolTcft mifreprefentation of the argu- 
ments of Mr. Fox. He juftihed the 
adoption of arguments, wherever they 
originated, which appeared to have 
weight, and wtre applicable to any 
queftion before the Houfe. He went 
over aud defended the principal argu> 
meiits of his Right Hon. P'riend (Mr. 
Fox), contending, that the balance of 
Europe was as much endangered by the 
aggreiiion agaiuft Poland, as by the 
aggrandifement of France. His Right 
Hon. Friend, he faid, did not argue 
for the involving this country in an- 
other war, as had been afferted by the 
Right Hon. Gentleman (Mr. Burke), 
but that Minifters, who were now lb 
felicitous for the prefer vat ion of the 
balance of Flurope, would have a£ted 
well becoming them, had they, when 
that balance was before threatened, be- 
haved wiihjuftice and impartiality. — 
The argument in favour of our inter- 
ference agaiiid France, though not in 
favour of Poland, on account of France 
being nearer, could not apply, for in 
the courfe of the laff fummer France 
was not in ,a firuation to alarm us; 
but at that period we had feeu 
with indifference, Auilria and PruiJia, 
forgetting their antient jcaloufy of 
Ruliia's aggrandifement in Poland, 
fuffer her to make on that unfor- 
tunate country the moil uiijuft and 
unprovoked attack. — The part fub- 
fequently taken by Prullia was un- 
paralleled for perfidy. — He contended, 
that the fime ground upon which 
wc jufiifie,d our interference on the 
queAiou of the Scheldt, ought to have 
induced us to interfere in favour of 
Dantzick, for we were the guarantees 
for the exclufive navigation of tlie 
Scheldt. — The Right Hon. Gentlemaii 
(Mr. Burke) had fiated it to be a new 
cafe that any Member could vote for 
the fupport of war, and at the fame 
time condemn the war ; but he wiihed 
to aik, had the Right Hon. Gentleman 
Umfeif not been in fuch a fituation— 
had he not fupported the wax againft 
Anierica, though he threatened Mini- 
iften with an impeachment for invplv- 
iag.the country in it f was the duty 
of the Houfe to fupport, a war when- 
ever wc were involved in it, but it 
their dmy to examiae the 
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inenfurcs of Minifters, and If fbuiKl 
to be meafurcs of aggreiiion, it- waa 
their duty to addrefs for their removal 
and punithment, and to hold out fucA 
honourable terms for peace to the 
enemy, as might induce them to end the 
war. He replied to moft of the ob- 
fervations made by Mr. Burke on the 
internal affairs of France, and con- 
cluded by agreeing to the motions, 
which appeared to him to contain prin- 
ciples incontrovertible. 

Mr. Jcnkinl'on contended, that ne 
means honourable to this country had 
been omitted to obtain peace — he con- 
tended, that France had compelled ue 
to a war by her aggrandifement*, 
which were notorious, and which, if 
permitted by this country, niuft have 
been ruinous to every intereft of Greaie 
Britain. He concluded by moving the 
Previous Queltion. 

Mr. Adam, Mr. Jekyll, Major Mait- 
land, Mr. Lambton, Mr. Sheridan, and 
Mr. W. Smith, fpokc in fupport ot the 
original Motions* 

Mr. Dent, Mr. Powys, Sir R. Hill, 
Sir F. Bafictt, Sir. G. tornewall. Sir 
H. Houghton, and Mr. Wyndham, 
juftified the mcafures of Adminiftra- 
tion, and re filled the Motions fubmit* 
ted to the Houfe. 

The qucftion on the Previousr 
Quefiion was at length put, on which 
a diviifton took place,

THE WAR WITH FRANCE. 

Mfj Grey, purfuant to his promife 
•n a former night, rofe to make a Mo- 
tion asa iolemn Proteft againh the rnca- 
fures of Adminiftration, which had in- 
volved the country in a calamitous war. 
—He did not cxpe6l the Houfc to agree 
to the Motion ; it would, however, 
mftbrd him iatisfa6tion if they did, for 
by agreeing with it, he ihould think 
they would I'ave their country from the 
ruin with which it was threatened. He 
was fully aware, he faid, of the calumny 
thrown upon all whoatttmpted to op- 
pofe the war, but it was a calumny he 
was fo far from being afraid to meet, 
that he courted it ; and wiftiing it to be 
remembered that he had done every 
thing in his power to maintain the peace 
of the country, he now came forward 
with a Motion expreflive of the fenti- 
tnents be had invariably held ano main- 
tained on the fubje6t.— He concluded 
by moving, 

“ That an humble Addrefs be pre* 
fented to his Majefty, to alTurc his 
Majefty that his faithful Commons, 
animated by a fincere and dutiful attach- 
ment to his perfon and family, and to 
the excellent Conftitution of this king- 
dom, as well as by an ardent zeal for the 
intereft and honour of the nation, will 
at all times be ready to lupport his Ma- 
jefty in any mcal'urcs which a due 
obfervaiicc of the faith of tre;itics, the 
dignity of his Crown, or the fccurity 
of his 4r!ominioiis, may compel him to 
undertake. 

“ That feeling the moft earned foli- 
citude to avert from our country the 
calamities of war, by every means con- 
fident with honour and with fafety, we 
expreded to his Majedy, at the opening 
4>f the prefent Seflion, ** our fenfe of 
“ the temper and prudence which had 

induced his Majedy to obferve a drid 
" Dcucrali^ with refpe£t to the war 
^ on the Continent, and uniformly to 
** .abdatn from any interference in the 
** internal aflfairs of France;’’ and our 
bape that the deps his Majedy had 
taken would have the happy tendency 
<* to rcaddr^a . fii'tn. and temperate cou- 


“ du^f cffeftual for preferving ttid 
“ blclfings of peace.” 

“ That with the deeped concern we 
now find omrfclvcs obliged to relinquifli 
that hope, withoiit any evidence hav- 
ing been produced to fatisfy Us that his 
Majndy's Miniders have made Inch 
efforts as it was their duty to make, 
and as, by his Majedy’s moil gracious 
Speech, we w'crt taught to expert, for 
the prefervation of peace. — Ii is no lefs 
lh ‘ rcfoliition than the duty of his Ma- 
jefty ’s fdichful Commons to fccoiul his 
efforts in the war thus fatally com- 
menced, fo long as it ftiall continue j 
but we deem it a duty equally incum- 
bent upon us to folicjt his Majefty ’s at- 
tention to thefe reafons or pretexts, by 
which his fervants have laboured to 
juftify a condu6l on their part which 
w'c cannot but confidcr as having contri* 
buted, in a great mcafure, to produce 
the prefent rupture. 

“ Various grounds ofhodility againd 
France have been dated, but none that 
appeared to us to have conftituted fuch 
an urgent and imperious cafe of nc- 
ceftity as left no room for accommodation, 
and made war unavoidable. The 
Government of France has bcenaccufcd 
of having violated the law of nations, 
and the dipulations of cxifting Trea- 
ties, by an attempt to deprive the Re- 
public of the United Provinces of the 
exclufive navigation of the Scheldt. 
No evidence, however, has been offer- 
ed to convince us that this exclufive 
navigation was, either in itfclf or in 
the edimation of thofe who were alone 
intcrefted in preferving it, of fuch 
importance as to judify a determina- 
tion in our Government to break with 
France on that account. If, in fa6l, 
the 'States General had (hewn a difpofi- 
tion to defend their right by force of 
arms, it might have been an in dance of 
the trued ^iendlhip to have fuggefted 
%o them, for their ferious confidetation, 
how far the aifertion of this unprofita- 
ble claim might, in the prefent cir- 
cumdances of Europe, tend to bring 
into hazard the rood eifentiai intereds 
of the Republic. But when, on the 
contrary, it has been acknowledged, 
that no requifition on this fubicA was 
made to his Majedy on the pan of the 
States General, we are at a loft to 
comprehend on what grounds of right 
or propriety we take the lead in alTert- 
ing a claim, in which we are dot prin- 
and in which the principal party 
Itas SM, at far as we knois^ thought It 

prudent 
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jprudent or neceffary to call for our 
fnierpofition, 

“ We muft furtherrcmark, that the 
oint in difpute fccmed to us to have 
een relieved from a material part of 
its difficulty by the declaration of the 
Minifter of Foreign Adairs in France, 
that the French Nation gave up all pre- 
tenfions to determine the queftion ot the 
future navigation of the Schcicit. Whe- 
ther the terms of this decoration were 
perfectly fatisfadiory or not, they at 
Icaft left the queliion open to pacific 
neguciation, in which the intrinfic 
value of the obje6l to any of the par- 
ties concerned in it, might have been 
coolly and impartially weighed againft 
^the confequences to which all of 
them might be expofed by attempting 
to maintaindt by forte of arms. 

“ We have been called upon to refift 
views of conqucfl and aggratidifcmeiit 
entertained by the Government of 
France; “ at all times dangerous to 
“ the general iurereftb of Europe, but/* 
alTertcd to be, “ peculiarly lo, when 
connected with the 23ropagation of 
** principles, which lead ro ihe violation 
“ of the moft facred duius, and are 
utterly fubverfivt of the peace and 
“ order of all civil ibcictv.” 

“ Wc admit, that it is the intcreft 
and duty of every member of the com- 
monwealth of Europe to fuppt»rt the 
cdablifhcd fyftcm and diftriDution of 
power among the independent fovt- 
reigiities which a6Vuallv fubfift, and to 
prevent the aggrandifement of a uy State, 
eipccially the moll powerful, at the 
expence of any other ; and, for the 
honour of his Majelfy’s councils, we 
do moftcarnellly wilhthat his Mmillcrs 
had manifcllcd a jull fenfe of the im- 
portance of the principle to which 
they now appeal, in the courfe of late 
events, which fccmed to us to menace 
its entire deftrui^lion, 

** When Poland was about to reco- 
ver from the long calamities of anarchy, 
combined with opprelHon; after llie 
had ellablilhed an hereditary and li- 
mited monarchy like our own, and was 
peaceably employed in fettling her inter- 
nal government^ his Majetty's Minif- 
ters, with apparent indifference and 
unconcern, have feen her become the 
vi£lim of the moll unprovoked and un- 
principled invadou ; her territory aver- 
Tun, her free Conllirution fubverted, 
her n^ional independence annihilated, 

. and the general prineiples of the fccu- 
of iiatioiie wounded through her 
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fide. With all thefe evils was Franco 
foon after threatened, and with^ the 
fame appearance either of fiipine indif- 
ference, or of fecret approbation, his 
Majelly*s Minillers beheld the armies of 
other Powers (in evident concert with 
the Oppreffbr of Poland) advancing to 
the invalitm and fubjugation of France, 
and the march of thofe armies diftin- 
guilhed from the ordinary hoftiiities of 
civil! 7 cd nation^, by manifeftocs, which, 
if their principles and menaces had 
been carried i to pra£licc, mull have in- 
evitably produced^the “ return of that 
“ ferocity and barbarifm in war, which 
“ a beneficent religion, and enlightened 
“ manners, and true military honour, 
“ have for a long time banilhed fron\ 
the chriltian world.’* 

“ No effort appears to have been 
made to check the progrefs of thefe 
invading armies. His Majefty's Minif- 
ters, under a pretended rcl'pcdf for the 
rights and independence of other So- 
vereigns, thought fit at that time to re- 
fufe even the inlerpofition of his Ma- 
jelly’s councils and good offices to favc 
fo great and important a portion of 
Europe^from falling under the domi- 
nion of a foreign power. But no f’ontT, 
by an cver-memorable reverie of for- 
tune, had France rcpulfcd her inva- 
ders, and carried her arms into their 
territory, than his Majefty’s Minillers, 
laving ahde that coilufive in difference 
which had marked their condu6l during 
the invafion of France, bepan to ex- 
prcls alarms for the general fccurity’ 
of Europe, which, as it appears to 
us, they ought to have ferioully felt, 
and might have cxprelTed, with greater 
juflicc, on the previous fucceffes of her 
powerful advcrlarics, 

“ We will not difTemble our opinion* 
that the Decree of the National Con- 
vention of France, of the 19th of No- 
vember 1792, was in a great mcafure 
liable to the ohjeftions urged againfl it 5 
but wc cannot admit that a war, upon 
the (Ingle ground of fuch a Decree, un- 
aecpmpanicd by any overt a£ls, by whjch 
we or our Allies might be directly at- 
tacked, would be juftified as necelTary 
and unavoidable. Certainly not — un^ 
lei's upon a regular demand made by 
his Majefty’s Minillers of explanation 
and fccurity in behalf of us and our 
allies", the French had rcfiifed to give 
his Majefty fuch explanation and 
curity. No fuch: demand was made« 
Explanations, it Jis true, had bee« re« 
and reje^i^ k well 

ihntlK 
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Icrres to be rcmarkeii and remembered, 
thaethefc explanations were voluntarily 
offered on the part of France, not pre. 
vtoufly demanded on ours, as undoubt- 
edly they would hs-ve been, if it had 
iuited the views of his Majefty’s Mi- 
nifters to have a^ted frankly and ho- 
nourably towards France, and not to 
have relcrved their complaijits for a 
future period, when explanations, how'- 
ever rcalbfiible, might come too late, 
snd hoftiiitit’S might l>e unavoidable. 

** After a review of all thefc con- 
(iderations, we thmk it nccefiary to 
reprefent to his Majeffy, that none of 
the points hich were in difpute be- 
tween his Minillcrs and the Govern- 
ment of France, appear to us to have 
been incapable of being adjiifted by iit- 
£^>ciarion, except that aggravation of 
French ambition, which has been ffated 
to arilc from the noIiticHl opinions of the 
French nation. Thel'c, indeed, we con- 
ceive formed neither any definable ob- 
je€k of ntgociarion, nor any intelligible 
rcafon for hoftiiicy. They were ctjually 
incapable rf being lidjuftcd by treaty, 
or of being eitlicr refuted or confirmed 
by the events of war. 

** We need not ftafe to his Majcfty*s 
wifdoin, that force can never cure dc- 
lufion ; and we know Ids Majefiy’s 
gtiodncfb too well to fuppufe, thit he 
could c^ cr entertain the id^a of employ- 
ing force to defir^’y opinions by the cx- 
tir^va i«n of thofe wi.o hidd them, 

•* The grounds upon wtiich Ids Ma- 
jeftv’s Minificrs have advifed him to 
refufe ihc renewal of i'oinc avowed 
pubhc intcrcourfc with the exifting Gc»- 
vernnunt of France, ap.xarcd to us 
neither juftificd by the rtdfon of tVie 
thing itiblf, nor by the uff’ge of nations, 
fior by any expediency ariilng from t^ie 
prefent fiatc of f ircnnifiances. Jn all 
negcciations or dirci'.fiicns whaifhcver, 
of which peace is the re il object, the 
»pj.>earancc of an amicable <rirpobti<;n, 
end of a rcadincf** to oder and to ept 
of pacific explanations cii both fuK s 
is as recclTary and to tnCure fuc- 

fels, as anv argumc n’t*" jbiind'.'d on firn^t 
right. Nor can it Hie denied, that 
xhims or argumenis of any kind, urged 
in hofiile oi^ haughty bmgiiagc, how- 
ever e^jukable or valid m themfclves, 
arc more likely to provoke than to con- 
cilia re the oppofitc parry, ©epidring, 
as we have ever done, the melancholy 
cv^t, which has lately happened in 
k would yr; have been fome 
JSSkhttiik to have heard, that 


the powerful interpofition of the Brf- 
tifh nation on this fubjefl; had at lead 
been offered, although it (hould unfor- 
tunately have been rejed^ed. But, in- 
ftcad of receiving fuch confolation front 
the condufi^ of his Majefty’s Miniffers, 
we have fccA them with extreme affo- 
nifkment employing, as an incentive 
to hofiilitics, an event which they had 
made no effort to avert by negociation. 
This ina£lion they could only excufc 
on the principle, that the internal con- 
duct of nations (whatever may be our 
opinion of its moralitv) was no proper 
ground for interpofition and remon- 
ffrance from foreign States — a principle 
from which it muft ft ill more clearly 
follow, that fuch internal conduct could 
never be an admifliblc, juftifying rcalbii 
for war. 

** We cannot refrain fn»m obferving, 
that fuch frequent allufions as have 
been made to an event confcfledly no 
ground of rupture, feeincJ to us to 
have arifen from a finiftcr intention to 
derive, from the hnmatnry of Flnglilh- 
mcn, popularity for mcafurcs, which 
their deliberate judgment would have 
reprobated, and to influence the moft 
virtuous fenfibilitics of his Majcfty*s 
people into a blind and furious zeal for 
a war of vengeance. 

His Majeftv's faithful Commons 
therefore, though alwajs determined to 
fupport his Majefty with vigour and 
cordiality, hi the exertions ncccflTary for 
tl;e defence of his kingdoms, yet feel 
that they arc equally bound by their 
duty to his Majeftv, and to their fel- 
low fubjedis, to declare, in the moil 
fbicmn manner, their difapprobation of 
the conthidl of his Majefty’s Minifters, 
throughout the whole of thefc tranf- 
adtions ; a condudt which, in their 
opinion, could lend to no other termi- 
nation but that to which it feems to have 
been ftiidioufly diredled, of plunging 
t-heir couiiiry into an unncceftary war. 
The calamities of fpeh a war muft be 
aggravated, in the eftimation of every 
rational mind, by refledting on the pe- 
culiar advantages of that fortunate 
fituation 'which we have fo unwifdy 
abamloned, and which not only ex- 
empted us from fliaring in the diftreiTts 
and afftidlions of the other nations of 
Europe, but converted them into fcurccs 
of benefit,' imprtivement, and profpertty ^ 
to this country. - 

We therefore humbly itnnlbrc hi# 
Majefty’s paternal goodtief# to no 
longer to the Councils which hatd/orcpd 
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US into this unhappy war, but to em- 
brace the carlieft occafion which his 
wifdom mav difccrn of reftoring to his 
people the blertings vif peace.** 

Major Maitland fcconded the motion. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
faid, as the morion juft made wab 
mcicly a recapitulation of all the ar- 
guments advanced by Gentlemen on the 
oppofite ftde of the Houle againft the 
whole of the mealures purfued by Ad- 
minift ration relative to the affairs of 
France, the Houfe, he was confident, 
would not feel it neceffary that any 
arguments more Ihould be advanced 
againft the motion. He would there- 
fore content himfclf by obferving, that 
thofe who had oppofed the arguments 
recapitulated in the motion, were bound 
to give :i their diredt negative — it would 
have his moft decidedly. 

Mr, Drake junior, laid, the beft fpeech 
he could make to this elaborate, vo- 
luminous, and circuitous attempt of the 
Party to proteft againft the virtuous 
dccilion ot the great majority of that 
Houle was, No ! — To all the late pro- 
pofitions’of thole Gentlemen commonly 
rcriTicd the Party, the public cried, No ' 
— To the mealures purfued by his Ma- 
jefty’s Minillers the public cheerfully 
and chorally fang Ayl ! 

Thcqucltion was put on the Addrefs, 
and negatived without a divifion. 

PETITION FOR REFORM OF PARLIA- 
MENT. 

Mr. R. Smith (Member for Notting- 
ham) read a Petition, figned by 25CO 
pCiions of the town of Nottingham, 
praying for a Reform in Parliament. 
The Petition, among other things. Hated 
the Reprefentation of the People to have 
paffed away, and that in its ftead there 
exiilcd the grofleft abufe of the Rights 
of the People. — That their Rights were 
ufurped in a manner which induced 
Members of that Houfe not to look to 
the People, but to others for approbation. 
It pro|>ofed, as a Reform, the em- 
powering all adults to vote for Repre- 
I'cntativLs, and to ftiortcn the duration 
of Parliaments.— Mr. Smi^ moved for 
leave to bring up the Petition. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
was of opinion, that the Houfe could 
not, confiftent with its own dignity, and 
regarding the rights of thc^ people 
whom they rcprcfcnted, permit a Pe- 
tition like that juft read, to be laid on 
their table. He would not fay .anj thing 
tipon tha^r6pofttioM of the 
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elcflion of Reprefentatives to all Adults, 
and the fhortening the duration of Par- 
liament ; nor would he enter upon the 
queftion of a Reform, that not being 
before the Houfe ; all he contended for 
was, that Petitions prefented to that 
Houfe lliould be couched in. rcfpedlful 
terms. The prefent was not fo couched, 
but charged them with ufurpation, and 
denied even the cxiftence of a Conftitu- 
tion, by declaring that the reality had 
been long gone, and that they were 
mocked by a mere nominal Reprefen- 
tation. By rcfufing to receive the pre- 
fent Petition, the Houfe would not be 
ftiutting their cars againft Petitions for 
Reform; they would alone be main- 
taining that dignity which it was their 
duty to maintain, by refifting every thing 
that was not brought before that branch 
of the Conftitution with due refpc€t. 
He was therefore againft the bringing 
up nf the Petition. 

Mr. Fox did not approve of the 
wording of the Petition, but was ftilJ 
in favour of the motion for leaving the 
Petition brought up, conceiving that the 
Houfe ftiould be Icfs nice upon a com- 
plaint of the gricv'anccs in the Repre- 
fentation than upon any other com- 
plaint. 

Mr. Lainbton faid, the Houfe had 
agreed to the bringing up of Mr. 
l ookc’s Petition, which was, in his 
opinion, more difrcfpedfiil than that 
now offered ; for Mr. Tooke aiTcrted 
in his Petition, that feats in that Houfe 
were as notorioufly bought and fold as 
ftalls for cattle in "Smithficld Market. — 
Deeming that cafe a precedent, he 
would vote, he faid, for bringing up 
the prefent Petition. 

Mr. Secretary Dundas replied to the 
laft fpeaker, that Mr. Tooke’s Petition 
had been laid on the table on the opinion 
of the Houfe that the Controverted 
Eleiftion Adt bound the Houfe, without 
a queftion, to receive every Petiticii 
complaining of an undue eleAion. He 
was of a different opinion, holding it a 
riijht of a deliberative body to judge 
wnat they Ihould or ihould not receive. 
He was againfl: l^rihging up the Pe- 
titien. 

Mr. Smith ftated, frofn the autho- 
rity of his conftituents, that nothing 
dilrcfpcdlful was intended againft the 
prefent Houfe of Commons-^the paffage 
objedted to he wiihedhad been expunged 
— what was meant however by that 
paffage was morelyt that abufes had by 
a lefigth of tt^ orept into 
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fentatian, dellrdying its original prin- 
ciple. 

Mr. P. Coke fpokc for the admiflion 
of the Petition — He lamented the in- 
fertion of the objc6tionable paHages, and 
imputed the blame thereof to the Aflb- 
ciated Society for Reform, which had 
led the people into the error now com- 
plained of. He faw the propriety of re- 
ceiving the Petition in a light ftrong 
enough to induce him to divide the 
Houle upon the queftion. 

Mr. Ryder faid, the caufe of the 
petitioners would not fuffer injury by 
the Houfc not receiving the prelent Pe- 
tition, as the fame objedls might be pe- 
titioned for in a manner more rc- 
fpc6tful. 

Mr. Burke was decidedly again ft 
the Petition, which went to ftate that 
we had no Conftitution — that the Mem- 
bers of that Houfe were ufiirpers, and 
yet tothofc ufurpers had the petitioners 
applied for the formation of a Con ft it. i- 
tion. He condcirne‘d the Petition as 
audacif us and fediti .us, and charged the 
Revolution Society with bting the pro- 
pagators of fuch fedition. 'I’he friends 
to fuch Petitions as the preicnt, were 
enemies to the grca*.and invaluable right 
of petitioning; for fuch Pecitions nuift 
either deltroy the right, or, by their 


admiflion, open the door to • torrent 
of libels, which the Houfe would merit 
the moment they lliould receive them 
deliberately. 

Mr. Grey and Mr. Sheridan fpoke 
in defence of the Revolution Society.—— 
They acknowledged their dillike to the 
wording of the Petition, but contended 
that it ought to be permitted to be 
brought up. 

Mr. S. Smith read a letter from Ibme 
of the perfons who had ligned the Pe- 
tition, declaring that they meant no 
reproach to the Houfe, but merely in- 
tended to ftate to them grievance! 
which had been for a long time creeping 
into the Reprefentatinn — He was far 
from approving the maiincr in which 
the Petition was couched, and hoped 
that iiodiviHon would take place. 

The Alaftcr of the Rolls, Col. Hart- 
ley, and Mr.Wigley, were againft the 
Petition being brought up. 

The qucftion being put, a %divifton 
took place, and the motion was ne- 
gatived, there being, for bringing up the 
Petition,

^^IIE Court btlng opened with the 
ufual formalities, Mr. Law rc- 
fumtd the defence of his client on the 
fccohd, or Begum Charge. 

His argument went to /hew, that tliis 
Princcl's, who was ftated to have been 
the victim of Britifti rapine, tlirough 
the agency of her fon, was, in fatt, 
herfclf guilty of the foulcft ufury and 
extortion. For a fupply of 26 lacks 
given to the Nabob, iLc had demanded 
and received a jaghire of Jnirr lacks per 
annum \ — rliat wus to fay, a limited ic- 
curity amoun^'ing" to nciiL Jix years 
purchafe in perpetuity • This was an 
inftance of extortion, whith, pcrhr.p-?, 
the inventive genius of Fmrc’pean uiury 
might have equalled, but could not 
have exceeded. 

On another occafion, the" Begum in 
gniiptin>g a fupply to«lthc imrnediate nc- 
of fon, had compelled Kira 
dama^^t^d and

tranfaftion brought Englifti and Afiatic 
manners a near approach indeed. It 
was the exadt counterpart to the fccnc 
inihcMiftr, where the father being 
ignorant w was the borrower, infiiU 
that, as a part of the furn to be h nt, a 
certain parct I of motb^ca cn furuiiure 
ihall be included.

Mr. Law refumed tho defence of hie 
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He made a rariety of comments on the 
evidence, both oral and written, which 
had been jircwiuccd by the Managers. 
In the former part Mr.' Law comment- 
ed with fomc ieverity on the evidence 
of Mr. Edwards. This Gentleman had 
been in India from the year 1776 to 
178^. In this interval there occurred 
two fevere droughts, yet this gentle- 
man pafled his time in fuch a ftate of 

incurious nef(ie 7 ucy' that he was 
completely ignorant of both, though 
each had a6tually caufed a famine. 

The Counfcl then proceeded to rc- 
fnark at great length on the aHRdavits 
collcdtcd by Sir Elijah Impcy, and con- 
tended, that though in that f’ourt they 
were informal, yet much weight be- 
longed to this fpecics of teflimonv. 

The voice” of the learned Coun- 
fcl, if we may be partloned the allufion, 
was litcrallv that “ of one erving in the 
defart.” — The attendance of the Peers 
wastbin beyond all precedent. Of the 
Managers, Mr. Fox, Mr. Kurke, and 
Mr. Anftruthcr, attended. The feats 
of the Houfc of Commons \s ere not 
prclTcd even by a finglc Member, and 
the galleries had very few vifitants, 

W'EnNF.SD AY, FFH.IO. 

The Counfel for Mr. Hafnngs were 
this day employed in pointing out the 
teltimonics in favour of their client 
which were to be found in the Se- 
cret Confultatioiis,” and the other vo- 
lumes, bulky as they arc numerous, 
which have been laid before the Court. 

Thefe palTagcb, as they muft have 
occupied too much of tlicir L<jrcllhips 
tune in the leading, weremerdv paged, 
and marked by their initial and con- 
cluding words. They were to be printed 
for the pc^ufal of the Court.

TUESDAY, FEB. 26. 

Mr. Law called Captain Gordon to 
the bar. In the months of Septem- 
ber and Odlober the witnefs commanded 
a corps of about four hundred men, in 
a diftridf of Gurruckpore, a part of 
the Jaghirc (jointure) of the Begums. 
His detachment was ordered to the 
afliftance of the Nabob Vizier, and he 
demanded palTagc and afliftance, which 
were refuted, and he was purfued and 
attacked, and in the conctufion, upon 
a report bcinK infinuated that Mr, 
Hail mgs was killed at Benares, his 
whole corps of Sepoys thr«w down their 
arms and deferted. 

Mr. Burke crofs- examined the wit- 


nefs in the moft minute and critical 
manner. 

Mr. Burke moved to continue the 
crofs-examination on another day ; this 
was oppofed by the Counfel for Mr.^ 
Haftings, as dirc6Iy contrary to law 
and juftice. 

Earl Stanhope declared, that fuch an 
attempt would be fcandalous, if it wa* 
ferioufly intended to be made. 

Mr. Burke replied, that he was happy 
to find by the cxpreliion itfclf, that th« 
Noble Earl did not ferioufly mean to 
impute fcandalous conduct to the Ma- 
nagers. 

The Lord Chancellor and feveral 
other Lords fpokc againft adjourning 
the crols-examination ; and Mr. Burke 
W..S permitted tofiniih. 

Captain W'llliams was then called^ 
and was examined until half paft five, 
when 1‘^arl Radnor moved to adjourn. 
The Lords returned to the Upper 
Chamber, and ordered that the Trial 
Ihould be proceeded upon on 

WEDNESDAY, FEB. I7. 

The axamiuation of Captain William* 
continued until five o’clock, and with a 
\ ai icty of altercations and inicrfefilionary 
quell ions from the Managers. Th# 
Court then propofed to adjourn, when 
Mr. Haftings prayed the attention of 
tkeir Lordlhips for a fhort time. He 
laid, it was with pain, with anxiety* 
but with the utmoft deference, that he 
claimed to be indulged in a moft hnm« 
ble rctpicft he had to make ; which re*, 
queft was, that their Lordlhips would, 
in their great wifdom, put as fpcedy a- 
termination tt) this fevere and tedious 
trial as the nature of the cafe would ad • 
mit. 

He underftood from report, that this 
was to he the laft day he fliould have an 
opportunity of continuing his defence 
until the return of the Judges from 
their different Circuits. This was a cir- 
cumllance moft peculiarly hard indeed. 
He had now been five years on his Trial 
before the Court, and, he might fay, 
eight years on his defence, and on the 
charges againft him, fince he was firft 
accufed by the Houfe of Commons. It 
was a fpace not to be found in the an- 
nals of hiftory, for any court of judioa- 
tbirc to fit on the trial of one individuaL 
He requefted their Lordftiips to cou- 
fidcr the heavy expence he experienced 
on this occafibn, and pimicularty that 
which attended his witnelfea, many^oC 
whom were brought over fipom India,' 
and detained lure Unm their niitural 
^ f a 
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I>uliners and their rcfpc^tive faiTiilics. 
They waited,, not as ordinary wiincflTes 
do, day after day, but y6ar after year, 
in hopes of being examined ; but luch 
was the tedious procefs of tl’*c bulincl’s, 
that in order to prevent tiieir piopeity 
from going to ruin, many were obliged 
to return ; and on others the hand oi 
'death had feized, and irrttoverabiy 
called away that tcltimony which would 
have been of the nioft clTcntial fei vice to 
his defence. 

He wilhed not to prefs for more than 
what was common jultict — what wcic 
the rights of a Britilh fubje«^,t according 
to the ConftitutionalLaws of his country, 
and therefore his prayer wa-s, that the 
Trial might continue, wicho^.t any long 
adjournment, as fuited their Lordlhips* 
convenience, until at kaft the prefent 
witnefshad finifhcd his teftimony. 

One circumftance had k'ely occurred, 
that was of infinite dilfcrvict to his cauie. 
He had juft received the i \clancholy 
news of the death of a matt-rul witnel* 
(a Mr. Scott) who had been waiting 
here feme years ; and as a limner mil- 
fortune might happen to others, he the 
more earneftiy btlccched their Lord- 
lhips to expedite the termination oi this 
jnoft tedious Trial. 

tlv underftood that an intention Ind 
been mentioned in the Houfc of Coni*, 
mons of forming a plan for expediting 
this trial, but it kemed not to go on 
with that expedition wdiich might an- 
fwer the end propoftd. 

An Honourable Manager had men- 
tioned, that the liouic of Commons 
w'cre entitled to demand any matter 

from the Court which ic..dcd to expe- 

ditejuftice. This certainly was a true 
fadl, and he mull add to it, that, ftanding 
in the fuuation lu which he now did, he 
had acUimcgual »f not fuperior lo the 
Managers. Their aim was arcufation 
and criminality — his was exculpation 
Mid acquittal. They had nothing to 
ledc but their time — his honour, cha- 
ra^tei, fame, and all that man could 
hold dear, were at ftakc. 

That which he principally preffed 
upon their Cortlfhips was, that they 
w’ould continue tht Court at Icaft until 
|he preknt witnefs clofed his evidence. 
It would probably take up two days 

again addreffed himfclf to the 
feelings of their Lordlhips, and ear- 
ntftly requefted that they would cn- 
dtavour, by fame means* to bayc thif 


trial finilhed in the prefent Scffion-of 
Parliament. 

Mr. Burke could anfwcr for himlclf 
and the reft of the Manager*, that they 
wiflicd to expedite this trial as much at 
polhblc, and that no delay happened on 
their pans. 

^Ir. tiicridan was rifing to fpeak, 
when the Court immediately adjourned 
to the Upper Chamber. 

Tlic doors were Ihut againft every 
ftranger, but wc have Ic irn’', from an 
authentivT quarter, th it Kail Stanhope 
ftated, that tiic pia\cr of Mr. Haftingi 
ought to he attended to, r.s far as was 
any ways in the power of the Houfe. 

Lord Svlncv intimated, that he felt 
the great hardihip of tlic cafe, but he 
thought it would be contrary to the 
rules of Parliament, aud perhaj^s not 
flri£lly legal, to proceed without the 
attendance of all the J udgei. 

Earl Radnor, and other Lords, fup^ 
ported the application. 

l HURSD AV, FEU. 2?.. 

This day was produdtnc of extras 
ordinary events. The Lords aflTembled 
at twelve ; but there was no Houfe of 
Commons. After Ibn’e time the Manr.» 
gc.r» attcndcvl, and tl.in Caj^tam Wil- 
li .ms was called to the bar, and ex..min- 
ed at grtut lerittthby Mr. Burke. The 
Lords retired at twenty minutes paft 
two, to receive ‘his Majvlly. Lerd 
Stanhope condemned, in the llrongct^ 
terms, the manuur in which the 
trial of ATr. Hayings was continu 
ed ; and he inuU-d tliauit would, for the 
honour ol julliej, and for the* credit of 
the nation, be liumediatcly terminated. 
The Lord Chancellor gave him a fig, 
nificanc nod, which implied the impro- 
priety uf artempting a debate while 
IcidiCi and other llrangers were witiiin 
the bar. 

At four o’clock the Lords returned to 
the Hall, and tlie examination of Capr, 
Williams continued till half paft five, 
when Mr. Sheridan rofe, and faid he 
had a propofition to make to the Coun» 
fel, which, if aflenredto, might Ihortcji 
the proceedings. lie obferved, how- 
ever, to fay now what he intended to 
have faid yeflerday, that however his 
public duty led him to fupport the 
charges again ft Mr. Haftings, yet he 
muft freely confek, that that Gentle- 
man had the fulleft right to complain 
in the ftron^ terms he had done, or tjbe 
intolerable injury which he had fufk, 
taioed by the unconftitMUonal duration 
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#F the trial. Nor was this all ; the 
country* he was free to confef's, would 
be coniplctcly difgraced in the eyes of 
all Europe, and there never wo^ild be 
a t'uuire Impeachment. Having put 
this very ftrongly, he proceeded to his 
rtjpofltjon, which was at once rejeiited 
y the Counfei — and tolerably Irrong- 
ly remarked upon by the Chancellor.

The Ihort interval of the four lad 
ytars has I'cen obfeured this afped^, 
honourable for the nation. The Diet 
of 1788 alfeniblcd at an epoch which, 
by a fortunate concourfe of circum- 
dances, prefented to Poland both the 
hopes and means of fecuring the bafis 
pf its Uep'ublivan Government, became 
to it a fourcc of evils, aggrivated by 
their contrail with its vamihed hopes. 
Sedudtion miiled confident patriotifm, 
and dillorted its pure and beneficent 
view*. 

The Revolution of the 3d of May 
1791, planned and cifeifled without the 
fupport of the national will, without the 
coucurrencc of its neighbours, by tranf- 
forming a Republic into a Monarchy, 
made dcfpotifm prevail within it, to- 
gether with the dtead of ciftcrnal llorms, 
excited by the difeontent of neigh- 
pouring Courts. 

A Conftitution which infringed the 
#ntient prer%atives of citizens, cement- 
ed with the blood of their anceftors, and 
incompatible with the political cojtveni- 
f I^C6 9 f the Powers who furround usji 


Lumfclen. The queftions propofed .to 
Gentlemen wuiit wholly to eluci- 
date the complex mafs» of evidence be- 
fore the Houte on the Liurge. 

In the courl'c of the day, Mr. Burke 
ipfonned their Loidihn>s, that the 
Managers had no obje^^.tion whatever to 
go on with the Trial in the abfcnce of 
the Judges; oblcrv ing. that the quef* 
tions which may arifc in that interval, 
may be rcl'crved for their dcciiion. 

This fuggcllion gave rife to a iliort 
deuate*, at the end of which the Court 
declared the fitting to be poftponed 
until after the return of tae J udges 
from their Circuits. 

Adjourned to the* 12th of April.

was defiitiue- ur tne bafis neceflary to 
give it liilidity. 

Eaithful 1*3 our engagements, her Ma- 
jefr/ the EmprcL of all the Kufiias, 
that augufi aily of Poland, and the 
guarantee of us Government, deigned 
to vdFcr to the nation, in the generous 
alliltancc of licr power, a nattering 
prolpedt of the re-cftabiilhinent of its 
liberties, its independence, its fovc* 
rcignry, and its integrity. 

VirruQus citizens, determined to pre- 
fer de<uh to llavcry, did not hefitate to 
adnerc to views i’o confoling to their 
country, while others, reruing from 
their homec, and yielding to circuni- 
ftanccs, waited only for tluit favourable 
moment which every thing Icemed to 
pielage to them. The Declaration of 
the Court of Petcrlburgh fecured to 
the Poles their Republic, a free govern- 
ment, national independence, and the 
integrity of their domains. Peace and 
liberty preceded the banners of the 
Rullian troops, who entered the terri- 
tories of the Republic as friends and 
auxiliaries The abulivc employment, 
however, of the national forces, in op- 
pofing an imprudent rcfiftancc, fooa 
filled every virtuous citizen with grief, 
on feeing the blood of his brethroA 
lavifhed without reIle£lion. 

The reign, however, of error and 
diforderfoou difappeared, ientimentsof 
fraternity brought together every heart- 
The King, the army, and the whole 
nation adhered to the baud of Confeder^ 
ation formed at Targowitz on the i4tii 
of May 179Z. Trouble and confterna 
tion then gave place to emotions of hope 
and joy. The calm re-eftahlii^d at 
home — the Tupport of foreign a^Bb^nce* 
*^onfidcnce fi^uaded oi| the Juilke 
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the caufe, tind on tlic good difpofiti^n 
ef our nc:ghbou:s, all concurred to 
banilL uncalincfs. The national charac- 
ter excluded every idea of persecution. 
The perfous and property, tUcrefure, 

individuals nioft dillin^iiilhcd by 
their oppolition to the falutary views of 
the Confederation were rc{pc6tcd — 
Ruliian troops cantoned in the dif- 
ferent Provinces every where obferved 
ftrifl difcipline ; and if fome citizens 
now and then experienced a<?>s of op- 
preffiontthefc lingle injuries, from which 
people are not entirely free on the part 
, of national tro(ips, even in the time of 
piace, tr-j the work only of fome fub- 
akern commanders, and were redrefled 
is foon as known. 

The Confedv. ration already imagined 
thcit it was about to accompiilh its end ; 
hi- labours tending to regenerate t)ie Re- 
publican Govcri.tnent, were alreaily 
about to fccLirc the liberty of the citi- 
zen, and to cftahlilh friend ibip and good 
under ftant’ing between it and neigh- 
bouring brates ; ahead) had the Re- 
public arri\ ed at the period when it \vri» 
about to enj('y m the bofum <k' peace the 
fi nits of the aftive /eai of ciuzens, who 
had the courage to fcize the helm of 
ifi'airs at fodiiheult acrifis. 

'I'he purity of their intentions un- 
4reil(d, difptrled the clouds of prci»i- 
itjce, and the nation waited with c juh- 
deiKc fc i- tile rchilt of labours under- 
taken fer the publu Kippinefs. 

Si:.'h was tlie Irate of things in Po- 
Jaiul wiun tin- Declaration of his Ma- 
jefty the King (jf Pruilia froze every 
hv,arr wirli tcrr<»r and furprizc. The 
motives adigned for the entrance of 
the Pruhian troops inro tlie territoric-i 
f)f tlic Republic, could not fail to 
give rife to ime’ify fufp cions m rhe 
minds of the Poles, wliofc character 
is ws loyal as their condin^l is open. 

Alarmed by tlic prctcoded progrefs 
of Democracy in Poland, and kill more 
by the rife or clubs defrined to propa- 
gate it, “ The Ring of Pruffia,’' fays 
^be Declaration, “ when about to op^n 
^ fecond campaign, thought it would 
^©t be proper to leave heiund him an 
jcpcmy from whom he had every thing 
iofeaf. He confcqiirntly coofidcred ir 
as an mdilpcnfiblc precaution to caufe 
a part of his troops to enter the territo- 
ries of the Republic.*' 

A continued corrcfpondcfjce between 
the Militaty Commanders, the Palatinal 
Confederations, the .Civil Magik rates, 
i^nd the j^fieral Coxrfcdcration^ having 


enabled the latter to affurc itfcif, that 
perfetf tranquillity prevailed from one 
end of the kingdom to the other, all 
cxtra«>rdinarv mcafures of precaution 
have liithcrto appeared to it fuperfluous. 
On feeing the Declaration of his Pruf- 
fian Majefty, the General Confedera- 
tion, though alloniflicd only at the af- 
fcriions therein announced, and ua ' 
ways consinced of the reality of their 
objc6l, difcharged in every rcTpe^V what 
it thought due to a neighbour, a friend, 
and an ally- — It declared in its anfwcr, 
that no fymptoms of difturbance ap- 
peared in the ctmntry ; that all revolu- 
tionary clubs were proferibed ; and, in 
fhort, that the public force, fupported 
bv the prcfencc of tlie Rulfian troops, 
xvas more than fufficicnt to fupprefs all 
C(»mm*»tions. It therefore clenuinded, 
that his Pru/Tian Majefty would revoke 
the orders he had given for a body of 
his trc-'iq'sto enter the territories of the 
Republie. Ill confequcnce of this an- 
fwer, tlic General Confederation, in 
deference rather to the uneafinel's nia- 
niftked by his Majefty the King of 
Prulfia, than to the exiftence of any 
necclfitv, lent ftri<St orders to every 
body of rroojis to hold thcmlblv cs alwai s 
in rcpdmtfs to march, wherever the 
fmallcft fvmptom of fei ment might re- 
quire their pretence. 

Thefc fteps being taken, the General 
Confederation and whole Nation enter- 
tained no doubt that his Prulfian Ma- 
jefty, afiTured by fo many motives, 
would order the march of his troopb. 
to be flopped. This deference feemed 
as confiftcnt with tlic laws of g^/od 
neighbourhood, as with the dignity of 
a Fi cc Nation. 

Norn ithftanding, however, thefc 
folcinr a'^’uranccs, and notwirhftandlng 
the evidi nee of the facts alhdgcd m 
fupport of them, the PruHian army 
aiivanccd, and one of its detachments 
appeared under the walls of Thorn, 
Jts inhabitants, faithful to their duty, 
having refufed entrance to the Pruflian 
troops, experienced an open attack. 
Cannons were planted againft it ; the 
gates were brokcqopcn, the Miiiiicipal 
guard were dillodged from their poll ; a. 
dcfcncclefs ciiy exliibited the fpedtaclc of 
a place taken by aTault, and the Pruftian 
regiments entered it, making the air 
rciound wiih ftiouts of joy. There 
* were no foldiers of the Republic in it 
to make refiftance ; thix city depended 
for fecurity on public faith, and that 
waft violated. At the epoch dif- 

ferehc, 
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fcrcnt Polifli detachment*!, difperfed 
throughout Great Poland, were attacked 
and driven from their polls by fuperior 
force*!. 

Confiding in foU*mn engagements, 
and in the faith of treaties, we could 
never imagine that we had occalion to 
apprehend a furpri/c or open \iolcnte, 
v\ here every thing ought roh.H t aO'urcd 
to us, that we lliouid find onH friend- 
ihip anti alTiftance. The few tioops 
therefore cantoned on Thefe I'ronticrs, 
being deftined ouly to \^alch over tlie 
internal tranquillity, inftcad of being 
armed for war, \vercc\en unprovided 
with cannon. 

7 ’he high idea which we have foimed 
of thejuiiicc and mit’naniraity ot his 
Majrlly the King of PriilTia, increafes 
our hopes, that that Prince, enlight- 
ened hy ouranfwer, will flop the con- 
fLCjiiences of his fird refoiotion, and 
that, inltcad of wilfiing to give fupp 'rr 
to a vKjlatioii already made in the Polilh 
terntoncw, he will ratlicr cndeavr'iir to 
con\ ince tlie nation of his eon'dant good 
will, by caufing hib troops lo evacuate 
the domains of the Kepuhlic. Ridirg 
on the goodne fb of oui caufe, we \\a\t 
not to tear any kind of pretenfums in- 
jiirioiib to any part of tlie States, (d* the 
Republic, guaranteed by I’o many trea- 
ties, and particularly by that ot 177^* 
which binds his PruHian as 

it docs the two other neighbouring 
Courts. 

Faithful therefore to our oath, faitii- 
ful in our attachment to the ancient pre- 
rogatives of gur anceftors, and faithful 
to our vocation, we proccll in the nioli 
Iblemn manner, in the face of the uni- 
▼erfe, againft all ufurpati<'n of the 
fmallcft part of the States of the Re- 
public. We openly declare that we 
enter into nothing, nor in aiiy manner 
into any concern whatever, which may 
tend to difmember any part of the Po- 
lilh domains; but that, on the contrary, 
we arc ready to facrjficc even the laft 
drop of our blood in defence of cur 
liberty and integrity. In fiiort, we 
hope that the tw^o Imperial Courts con- 
Dc£tcd by their guarantee, and that 
even all rowers, in confequence of the 
reciprocity of national intcrefts, will 
not bcholcl with an eye of indifference 
a manifeil violation of the right of nat 
tions, violent attempts made againll the 
tranquillity of a neighbouring and 
friendly State, and the open invafion 
of its domains. We expe^, abovfc all, 
MiAf the auguft Sovereign in whorq we 


have placed all mir Confidence, and 
who, m the face of Europe, has vowed^ 
to us good will, will not I'uficr the 
fplcndour of her renown to be obl'ourcd* 
and will rather think it becoming the 
magnanimity of her foul to add to the 
muifitude of memorable arts whirU 
have immortalized her, one no Ufsgl<»- 
iious, tliar of ftretcliiiig out, nr this 
cnrical period, the hand of a/ndance 
to« free nation, worthy in every refpedt 
to c:.citc general intcreft. 

In thus nwinifcfting the purity of nur 
intentions we declare, in Ihort, tl>at 
our efforts arc animated by no other 
views than tliofe of tranfmitting to cur 
poftenry, the free, independent, and 
well-organized Republic; and that 
we will either preftrve entire this Re- 
public, which we have regenerated, 
or that not one of us will I'urvivc itg 
dcftriK^tion.

« THE Stadtholdcr, who, upon Re- 
publican principles, ought only rd be 
your Captain General, and who Ihould

the powers with which you have in- 
vetted him, in fubordiiiation to the will 
and decifions of your Republic, holds 
you in oppreflion and ilavcry. 

You perfectly underftand your 
rights. You attempted in 1787 to rr- 
cunquer them from the ambitious Houfe 
of Orange. Y cu had then recourfe to 
the French nation — ^but as at that time 
France groaned under the defpotifm of 
a perfidious Court, you became the 
fport of the intriguing mificxeatBts who. 
tnen governed France.

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A handful of Pruilians fuffict’d to 
replace the yeske upon you» comnlanded 
by that lame Duke of Briinlwick whom 
1 have lince chaced from Champagqc. 
Some of yon have been victims to the 
Vengeance of your defpot — Some luivc 
fought fur refuge in France. — Since 
then every hope of liberty was no more, 
Until the period of a Revolution, the 
moft allonilhing which the hiftory of the 
univrrfe ever prelented, I'uftained by 
fuccefs the moft glorious, has given to 
you, in the French, allies powerful, 
generous, and free, who will fccond 
your efforts for liberty, or who ^\ill 
perilh with you.

i enter among you, furrounded by 
the generous martyrs of the Revi'luti .n 
of 17S7. Tbcir pcrfcvcrancr and their 
lacrinccs merit your cimfidence and 
mine. They torn\ a Committee, which 
will incrcafc fpcedily in number. This 
Committee will be very iifcfui in the 
firft moments of your Revolution j and 
its Members, with no anibiuon but to 
be the deliverers of their country, will 
re-enter the dilTcrent clalTes of focial 
order whenever \ our National Conven- 
tion lhall alTcmblc. 

“ I enter yonr territories nt the head 
of 6c,ooo Frenchmen, free and vi£to- 
rious. Sixty thoufand more arc de- 
fending Brabant, ready to follow me 
if 1 meet with refinance.

inundate and dcvaftaie yOur country. ^ 

1 promife the peaceful huCbandmcal 
whole harvefts arc facrificed to the ter^! 
ror of the tyrant, to indemnify thelat" 
by the falc ot their pofleilions who^irt 
ordered the fruitlcfs inundatior«j|l I 
promife alfo to deliver into their^hands, 
and to their juft vengeance, the perihna 
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thofe wicked fundlionaries, Magi- 
ft r^tes, or Military Commanders, who 
lhali have ordered thol'e inundations* 
However, to avoid all the ruin 
theyoccahon, 1 exhort all the inhabi- 
tants of the country, by the fentiuicnt 
of JLibcity they have within them, to 
oppofe them ; and I will clofely toliow 
up my Proclamation, to fupport the 
brave andpuniili the wicked.

The tenor of this Paper, printed 
at Antwerp in the Dutch and French 
languages, leads to a prefumption that 
it has been deftined bv General Du- 
mouricr to announce and precede the 
attack with which he has long threat- 
ened this Republic j to expule to the 
view of Europe, and, in particular, to 
that of the inhabitants of theleProvinces, 
Ihe aim of this enterprize j and, if it 
were pollible, to juftify its motives. 

A writing, however, fo filled with 
the groffeft falfchoods and abfurdities, 
as well as the mod atrocious calumnies, 
Jias never perhaps been publiflied in a 
iiiiriiar conjuncture. On examining with 
attention the contents of this Pr^lama- 
tion, every attentive Reader will, like 
ourfclvcs, find it difficult to perluadc 
himfclf, that it can in reality be 
afcribed to him whofe name it carries j 
to a man who has the reputation of be- 
ing enlightened and intelligent, and 
who makes a profeffion of uprightneis 
and morality.

The Author of the Proclamation fets 
out by reprefenting Monfeigneur the 
Prince, FIcreditary Stadt holder, as a 
tyrant who holds the good people of 
thefe Provinces in opprclfion, and as 
one who poflTeffes no other power than 
that of Captain General, ft is impof- 
fible to dilplay a more profound igno- 
ranee of our Cunditution, according to 
which the illudrious charge of Captain 
General, and that of the Hereditary 
fitadtholder, are two abfolurely dilfiiM^t 
dignities.

With equal falfehood docs the Paper 
now before us fpeak of the Revolution of 
1787, an event which foreigners, or, if 
you will, the enemies of our Conftitution, 
miftakenly reprefenr as an a£t cf vio- 
lence andoppreliion. Every one knows, 
that the purport of all which was then 
done, was merely to re-cftabli(h and 
conft^ldate the ancient and legitimate 
Conftitution upon which this Republic 
was founded, nas inercafed from fmall 
beginnings, has fo long been floiirilhing 
and happy, and which the efforts of a 
few ambitious men threaten with a total 
fubverfion. 

“ It is not againft the Batavian Na- 
tion,** fays the Proclamation in conti- 
nuation, that France has declared 
A friend to all Nations, Ihe has 
for her enemies Dcfpotsoujy.*’ — Let not 
our fellow -citizens allow thenifelvcs to 
be dazzled by thefc lying cxprcHions ; 
let them not lofe fight of the fignal 
abufe, now become fo common, of the 
words Liberty^ Slwvery^ and Opprejfion, 
Thofc who at prefent govern France, 
and who think they have a right to dif- 
pofe, in fo arbitrary a way, of the lot 
and well-being of nations, have but 
too clearly proved in what the friend- 
fliipconfifts, which they profefs toother 
nations, and what th^ mean by tyr inny 
and dcfpotifm. 'T^liey teftify their 
fricndfhip 10 thefe nations, b\ fowing 
among them divilion and difeord, atid 
by violently ftripping them of the pri- 
vileges cflential to focial order, and 
faiK^tioncd by their antiquity — privi- 
leges, the remembrance of which they 
aven feck to efface, by deftroying the 
charters on which they arc founded. — 
The gifts they ofter under the fine titles 
of Fraternity and Liberty, arc no other 
than the veVv unbridled licenfe, the 
felf-fame irreligious fpirit in which they 
glory fo openly, and thefe accompanied 
by^ali the evils which refu It from them, 
and under which they themfedves groan; 
inch as anarchy, murder, pill^c, mi- 
ftry, and famine. They blacken with

dcfpicable men, w^ho, under the title of 
the Batavian Committee, ufurp an ima- 
ginary power, and who arc deferibed 
to us as being charged with the Provi- 
fionai Adminiftration, until we alfo, 
we ourfelves, (hall, after the example 
of wretched France, have formed our 
National Convention. Shall we thea 
he obliged to renounce the mild autho- 
rity which governs us, to fubfnit our 
property, every thing that is dear to us, 
our lives thcmfelves, to the caprice of 
a few unknown, contemptible, ignorant 
individiiah, who will difpofc of us and 
our*s at their plcafure, until the adini- 
niftration fhall pafs from their hands 
into thofe of the fo 'fjifante Convention, 
blindly devoted to France, of a com- 
plexion with the one we now fee in our 
neighbourhoed, and whofe authority 
will neceffarily be attended with the 
fame difaftrous confcquences to us, as 
thofe which have taken place in France ? 
How can it have been conceived, that 
fuch ideas would be chcri filed by a wife 
and fcnfiblc people, little inclined by 
its character to adopt thefe difaftrous 
inventions of our times, and acenftomed 
to a juft and moderate Adminiftration I 

We alio perfuade ourfelves, that it 
Is not iicccliary to caution the good in- 
habitanu of this country againft paying 
any attention t% the invitation and 
proroifes made to them, to engage them 
to range themfclves beneath the ftan- 
dardof this pretended liberty ; or to the 
infignificant threats employed to Inti- 
midate them from pradlifing the means 
of defence with which Nature has fnp* 
plied us. It is impofifible that there 
can be found among theih, men fobafe 
and fo degenerate as to form an union 
with the enemies of their country, and« 
conjointly witii them, to foyead among: 
their fellow -citizens, delolation, de« 
fpair, and the long chain of irreparable 
evils, which are, a neceilary effect of a 
iWoft cruel rapacity, and “ which fo 
many countries, fubdueil hjrllie French 
now ci^rtehce.

ftying afi<!c an 7 party fpirit which dif-

HIGH AND MIGHTY LORY>$, 

THE very principal part of the PuV 
lie Adminiftratioii which has been con- 
fided to me, in my different capacities, 
as well political as military, by your 
High Mightineffes, and the Lords Eft area 
of the refpe£tivc Provinces, forbids my 
preferving a filcnce under the imme* 
diate circumftanccs of the general caulb 
of the country. 

Your Hign Mightiheffes certainly 
did juftice to my fentiments, and iny 
condu6l, when in yoUr letter to the 
States of the Provinces, and in your 
Declaration relative to the Manifefto of 
General Dumouricr, you defended this 
condu6l and thefe fentiments againft 
the calumnies and fall'ehuodsof my ene- 
mies. But I owe to your High Migh- 
tmeftes, to the States of the Provinces, 
to the Dutch Nation, for which my 
anceftors Ihcd their blood — I owe to the 
faithful A Hies of the States, who, at fo 
critical a moment, have flc.wn our 
fuccour to fight with us for the Repub- 
lic — 1 owe to all Europe, whofe atten- 
tion is fixed on fo injurious an attack-— 
and 1 owe it not lefs to myfelf, to make 
known, not only my views, but like- 
wife the foundations of my confidence. 
The State is moft unjuilly attacked ; 
the territory of the General ty iff in- 
vaded ; and the :Avnis of the enemy 
have uncxp>c£ledly met with a fiiccejs 
which might extend to the cities having 
voices in the State, and theconfcquenccs 
of which would be incalculable. 

Such, High and Mighty Lords, are 
the dangers which either harrafs us al>- 
rcady, or which ftill menace us. It is 
not my wifh to diffemble them j J do 
not even wilh to flatter mvfelf, that tKp 
Ioffes we have already fuftained Will be 
tbclail. It is not furpiifing that this 
Republic Ihould experience great checks 
at the commencement of a war ; but in 
the midft of tlKifc difafters, (he elevates 
herfelf, as if her Ioffes awaken her ac- 
tivity, fupport her courage, and mul^- 
tiply her flrength.

lakes, hplds out advantages capable of 
Slfputing the ground with the enemy* 
eveta were their fuccclTesllill more con- 
Sderabie. The fidelity of their Citi- 
zens, their love for their country, is 
equally efficacious in a Republican 
State. The troops of the Republic are 
full of courage, and burn with a real 
(o try their itrength in the defence of 
their altars and fire-fidcs. The Teamen 
are animated by the very fpirit that has 
ticvcr failed fo honourably to cliftin- 
^uifh the Dutch, on an element which 
15 natural to them, and on which they 
have fo often confounded the pride of 
their enemies. 1 ought, finally, to af- 
furc myfclf, that not only the Allies of 
the State, but alfothe formidable Powers, 
which, equally with the Republic, 
have but one intcreft and one common 
enemy, ak ill unite their efforts to ours, 
to repel from the Frontiers of this 
Rcpubiic violence and injufticc. But, 
High and Mighty Lords, I found my 
f:onfidcncc more elpccially in the So- 
vereign Arbiter of the \\’'arld, who out 
of nothing has caufed this country to 
attain its prefent (Irength, and w ho has 
preferved it by miracles, and fiipported 
fhe arm of my courageous prcdcccffors.

ATEVER propcnfitics Lord Manf- 
field migiit have towards polite lite- 
rature, -he did not permit them to divert 
his attention from his profellion. He 
foon diflinguilhed himfclf in an extraor- 
dinary manner, as may be feen by thofe 
who are converfant with, or chufe to re- 
fer to the Books of Reports. In the year 
1736 the murder of Captain Portcous by 
a mob in Edinburgh, after he had been 
reprieved, occahoned a cenfure to fall on 
that town, and a Bill of pains and penal- 
ties was brought into Parliament again 11 
the Lord Provoll and the city, which, 
after various modifications and a firm and 
unabated oppofition in every llage of its 
progrefs, pafled into a law. In both 
Houfes Mr. Murray was employed as an 
Advocate, and lo much to the iatisFac- 
tion of Ills clients, that afterwards, in 
* 1 * Sept. 1743, he was prefented with the 


freedom of Edinburgh in a gold box, 
profeffedly, as it was declared, for his 
fignal fervices by his fpeechts to both 
Houfes of Parliament in the conduit of 
that bufinefs. Before this period, we 
believe, Mr. Murray could be conlidered 
only in his noviciate at the bar. 

On the aoth of Nov. 1738, he mai- 
ried Lady Elizabeth Finch, daughter of 
the Eaii of Winchelfea, and in the 
month of November 174X, was appoint- 
ed Solicitor General in the place of Sir 
John Strange, who rcligned {. He like- 
wife was chofen to reprefent the town of 
Beroughbridge in Parliament, for which 
place he was alfo returned in 1747 and 
1754. 

In the month of March 1746 7 he 
was appointed one of the Managers for 
the im|icachmt*nt of Lord Lovat by the 
Houfc of Commons, and it fell to his lot

Lord Mansfield was fworn Chief Juf- 
ricc of the King's Bench on the 8th No- 
vember 1756, and took his feat on the 
bench on the 1 zth of the fame month* 
He was called Serjeant^ and fworn Chief 
Juilice before the Lord Chancellor Hard - 
wicke, at his houfe in Great Ormond 
Street, in tlie prefence of the three Judges* 
and mod of the officers -of the Court of 
King’s Bench. The motto on his rings 
was Servate domum**' 

Immediately afterwards the great feal 
was put to a patent, which had before 
paired all the proper offices, creating hint 
Baron of Mansfield, to him, and the 
heirs male of his body.

Dr. Johnfon, in his celebrated cha- 
ra^lcr of Aliger, in the Rambler, had, 
in his ufual ftrong and forcible manner, 
delineated the foolifh and wretched 
fituation of a man who, as Charron ex- 
preffes it, has not “ un train dc vie 
certain,” a certain and appropriated de- 
fignation of his time and talents, — 
Scnccai, the celebrated French epi- 
^rammatift, has treated the fame fub- 
jc6t in a more lively and not Icfs ex- 
preffive manner, in a copy of verfes 
which arc written with fuch a delicacy 
of deferiptiou and hnen'e of expreliion, 
as render any attempt to tranilatc them 
hopelefs. He entitles them

On the ful>je£l of the choice of a 
profelfion Dr. Johnfon vvith his ufual 
ftrength of remark fays, “ I have 
ever thought thofe happy that have 
been fixed from the firlt dawn of 
thought to fome ftatc of life, by the 
choice of one whofc authority may 
preclude caprice, and whofe influence 
may prejudice them in favour of his 
opinion. The general precept of con- 
fultingthc genius is of little ufe, unlefi 
we can tell how that genius is to be 
known. If it is only to be difeovered 
by experiment, life will be loft before 
the refolution can be fixed. If any 
other indications are to be found, they 
may, perhaps, be cafily difeerned.— * 
At leaft, if jty mifearry in an attempt be ^ 
aproof of having miftakenthe direflicm 
or the genius, men appear not lefs fre- 
quently nuftaken with rewrd to them- 
Iclvcs than to others, and therefore n« 
one has much reafon to complain^ that 
his life was planned out by his frie&ds, 
or to be confident that he ihould have 
had either more honour or more 
happinefs, by being abandoned to the 
choice of his own fancy.” Aoelebrac- 
cd teacher of youth complains excef- 
fivcly of the enquiries of parents tohiiu, 
to know for what their fous are fit, 
or for what they have a genius ? His re- 
ply is,“Yourfons arc fit formoft of the 
common fituations in life, in which dili- 
gence and integrity will enable them 
to do well ; — and as for a particular 
genius for any thing, I have never, in 
the courfe of my long habits of educat- 
ing youth, known fix boys who appear- 
ed to me to have it.” The extreme tolly 
that many perfons have to bring Up 
their children for profeilio&s that re- 
quire fcholarfhtp, in fpitc of the genlUs 
of their children, and in fpite of their 
own power to aliift them during the 
long and previous inftitutibn fbr uiem» 
appears extremely ridiculbua*

The fenfible old Gafeon is a great 
frie'nd to public education, and that a 
young man Ihould begin early to fee 
Ibmeihing of that woild in which he is 
dcliined to live and to “ Toute 

cltrangcte & particularity dans nos 
n^or-urs & condition clf evitable, comme 
cneuiie dc la focicte.” indeed it has 
been generally remarked, that young 
peribns coddled in a private education, 
and brought up like plants in a hot- 
house, have never that racinefs and 
hrmnefs of character whic?t didingiulh 
thofe who have been brought up in a 
public manner. To the former, on 
their entrance into the great fccnc of 
Aitlion, every thing is new ; they have 
their lelTon ablblutcly to learn for con- 
Aiufling thcmfclvcs in it ; they are pore 
likely to become dupes to the dcfigns and 
anificcs of others, who are better ac- 
.quainrcd with it ; they are completely 
hel^lefb, and not unfrcqucntly by 
thetr follies and peculiarities wretched 
tothemfelvcs and troublcfome to others. 
Kor have they, indeed, as has been 
fometimes pretended, a greater chance 
of being lefs vicious, as well as Icf^ 
W'ife, than thofe educated in a dilFcreut 
manner. The elTencc of virtue cun- 
fifiing in action, in a private feminary 
fewer coliifions of interefts, fewer 
fj‘cnfices of onefelf to others can occur. 
There arc, at the fame time, fewer ob- 
fcrvtrs of one’s conduct, and, as Dr. 

, Johnfon ufed to fay, in general the con- 
duct of thofe perlons is the worft who 
have nobotly to remark it ; and, 
added he, private vices are much more 
dangcrouji than fo^ial ones ; a greater 
faciiiry of gmtlfying them is afforded, 
" there ia check upon them ; for 


want of amufement and obfervation 
they have time to pofTefs the whole 
mind. In a public education the dif- 
cipline of tuition is better and more 
ftric):, and the emulation, that great 
incitement to diljLjcncc, much greater, 
aiul one mind a^ls with the force of 
many minds : what one boy hav learned 
he tells to his comrade, with all the 
ardour that accompanies new and frefh 
inftru^Iion, and communicates his own 
portion of intcllc6t to him, and that in 
a way very dilTercnt from the dull, 
dry, precepts of a pedagogue. The 
temper and difpofition, no left> than the 
talents of a young man, are more cxer- 
cifed in a public fchool than in a private 
feminary ; the one has formed his cha- 
r.ul-ter, and the other has his ftill to form. 
'I'hc one is like an ideal machine,^ the 
other is like a machine that has been 
tried* and its powers well afcertaiiicd 
by fri^lion and impediment. When the 
young man from a private feminary 
corats into the world, he appears in it 
like a young bird that has been tumbled 
from Its nefi into the air, without hav- 
ing made any previous effay of his 
wings. “ It may fometimes happen,*' 
faid a diflinguiihed mailer of a college 
in Oxford, “ that a young man with 
priv ate tuition may know more than 
another brought up at a public fchool, 
but the latter nas always one advantage 
over him, he knows much better what 
to do with his knowledge." 

To an excellent inftru^torof youth, 
may wc not well apply thefe few lines 
from Lucretiu5,which he addrelTcsto the 
mural philofophers of his time :

It feems ftrangc that our Englifh 
fchool-mafters do not make more ufc 
of the Book of Proverbs, as a fubjeft 
for themes and verl'cs to their fcholars, 
than they ufualiy^ do. Much ufc is 
made of this excellent book of morality 
in foreign fenSinarics. It contains in- 
flru6tions for cver^ poUiblc fituation 
in life, delivered in a very plcafing 
and impreljive manner. Montaigne’s 
‘ Treatii'e upon Education is addreffed to 
a diftinguilhed Lady of his times, the 
Countefs of Foix, and may be perufed 
with great inftruftion by the philofo- 
pher, the moralifl, the parent, and 
the fehooLmafter, J. J. Roufleau moft 
certainly, in his Emile,” took a great 
deal from it. Montaigne, on account of 
€omi ftrong expreflions that he has, has 
been accufed of want of religion, and 
of fccpticifm in his Eftays. His device 
was, “ Que fais-je?” What do I 
know ? Some perfons of lefs know- 
ledge than this learned and ingenuous 
Frenchman, have in their hearts at 
leaft, perhaps, felt the reverfe, “ Que 
ne fljais-je pas?”

Etienne ue la Boetie 
was of the opinion of Dr. Johnfon, 
that in general the older men grow, 
the worlc they btcomc. He died ac 
33 years of age, and on his taking leave 
of Montaigne, he told him, that he 
had moft prob?ibIy lived with more in- 
nocence and Icfs artifice (a\ic plus de 
fimpheite & moins de malice), than if 
he had been permitted to live till he 
liad become poffefled with the dcfire to 
enrich himlelf wiih the cares of manag- 
ing his fortune.” Yet Horace fays,

in its conftruftion and powers, than it 
was before. 

Mr. Smeaton, during many years of 
his life, was a conftant attendant on 
Parliament, his opinion being con- 
tinually called for ; and here his 
ftrengthof judgment and pcrfpicuity of 
cxprclilon had its full dilplay : it was 
his conftant cuftom, when applied to, to 
plan or fupport any mcafure, to make 
nimfelf fully acquainted with ir, and 
fee its merits before he would engage 
in it ; by this caution, added to the 
clearnefs of his defeription, and the in- 
tegrity of his heart, he feldom failed 
having the Bill he fupported carried 
into an Afef of Parliament. No one 
was heard with more attention, nor had 
a©y one ever more confidence placed in 
his tellimonv ; in the Courts at Law he 
had fevcral compliments paid him 
from the Bench by Lord Mansfield and 
others, for the new light he threw on 
difficult fuhjecfs. 

About the year 1781;, Mr. Smeaton’s 
health began to decline, and he then took 
the refolurion to endeavour to avoid all 
the bufinefs he could, lb that he might 
have leifurc to publiih an account of his 
inventions and works, which was cer- 
tainly the firft wifli of his heart ; for 
he has often told me, “ hc^thought he 
could not render lb much fervicero his 
country as by doing that.” He got only 
his account of the Edyftonc Lighthoufc 
completed, and fomc preparations to his 
intended Treatife on Mills, for he could 
not refill the folicitations of his friends 
in various works; and Mr. Aubert, 
whom he greatly loved and rcfpe^led, 
being chofen Chairman of Ramlgatc 
Harbour^ prevailed upon him to accept 
the place of Engineer to that harbour ; 
and to their joint efforts the public is 
chiefly indebted for the improvements 
that have been made there within thefe 
few years, which fully appears in a re- 
port that Mr. Smeaton gave in to the 
Board of Truftecsin 1791, whichthey 
immediately publilhed, 

Mr. Smeaton being at Aufthorpe, 
walking in his garden on the i6th of 
September laft, was ftruck with the 

f alfy, and died the s8th of Oflober. 

n his illncfs I had fcvcral letters from 
hitp, ftgncd with his name, but wrote 
andiigned by another’s pen ; the di£lion 
of them ftiewed the ftrengtb of his 
' ihhitd had not left him.-^In one written 
th^ *6th of Scptcfl^ef, after minutely 
doferibing his heedth and feelingSf he 
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fays, in confequence of tke foregoing, 

I conclude myfelf nine-tenths dead, 
and the greateft favour the Almighty 
can do me (as 1 think) will be to com- 
plete the other part ; but js it is likely 
to be a lingering illncfs, it is only in 
his power to lay when that is likely to 
happen.” 

Having given a few traits of the life 
and works of Mr. Smcatcyii, chicliy 
from memory, 1 fliall now briefly I'um 
up his charaoler from my own know- 
ledge. — Mr. Smeaton had a warmth of 
exprcliion that might appear to thofc 
w'hu did not know him well to border cn 
harllinefs ; but thofe more intimately 
acquainted with him, knew'^ it arofe 
from the inrcnl'e application of iiis mind, 
which waa always in the puifuit cf 
truth, or engaged in invefligating 
difficult fiibjee>s. He would 
times break i.ut haftily, when anything 
was faid that did not tally with his ^ 
ideas; and he would not give up any 
thing he argued for, till his mind was 
convinced by’ found reafoning. 

In all the focial duties of life he was 
exemplary ; he w as a moft affcftionacc 
hulband, a good father, a warm, real-, 
ons, and finccrc friend, always ready to 
alfift thole he rcfpicled, and often 
before it was pointed out to him in 
what w'ay he could ferve them. He 
was a lover and encourager of merit 
wherever he found it ; and many men 
are in a great mcafure indebted for their 
prefent fituation to his alfiftancc and ad- 
vice, Asa companion, he was always 
entertaining and inftru6tivc, and none 
could fpend their time in his company 
without improvement. 

As a Civil Engineer, when his works 
arc publilhed, they will do his talents 
more juft ice than J can. I have fpent 
many evenings with him in the Jail 
twenty years, in a Society of Civil 
Engineers, which he was one of the 
firft to promote, and where he was 
always heard with great attention, and 
held in particular efteem. As a man I 
always admired and refpe^lcd him, and 
his memory will ever be moft dear 
to me. . 

P. S. Since writing the/ above, ^ 
erceivc I have left unnoticed Mr. 
meaton's improvement of the Air ^ 
Pump, of the Pyrometer and Hygro- 
meter, and his experiments on many 
other philofophical matters, which* 1 
troft, will appear when hit and 
works are publiftied.

A S a real lover of Mufic, and an 
admirer of fine performances in 
that delightful entertainment, I am in- 
duced to fend you a few obfervations 
upon Strict which I have been led 
to the coiifiutration of, from remarking 
the unlimited praife befiowed upon 
the performers in the prefent Oratorios 
of botKTbc^^^^s. 

It would be mere fdtisfaOorv and in- 
fontj-ing if we had mur-^ criticifms of a 
general nature, and not fo many which 
i peak of the pofitivc merit of particu- 
hr performer*, ; as by the former kind 
w e irii^ht be better enabled to judge 
for o Uriel \ cs ; and partial and intereft- 
cd intelligence fiorn }i,jrties concerned 
would be calitT djfcf.vered. — Mufic is a 
fubjeCt not ctrrn jiidicioufly treated, 
and the true principles of performance 
in it net lo ca fiiy to be difeerned as 
one would imagine, from the decifive 
manner in which the mctit of perforitj- 
ers IS announced. In regard to that 
material part of it it HiouLd 

be oblcrxcd, firfi, rluit the voice is an 
inftrument capable of producing the. 
mod delightful and afTeCling founds ; 
that the art of producing thefe founds 
mav' be compared to that which pro- 
duces tlvem upon a violin, or lotnc 
ether inufical indrument. The voice 
Ufelf is a gift from Providence, and the 
excellency of its nature owing to no 
inerit in the poCTefibr ; therefore, to 
fay that a perfoa is a fine finger for no 
pibcr reafon than that he, or Ihe, may 
have a fine voice, would be as abfurd 
as to fay a man is good bccaufc he has 
great drength. If the tones of the 
voice are in their nature pleafmg and 
^xprtflive, the voiefe is good j but if 
thefe tones arc produced in an unna- 
tural manner, the voice is vcrjrimper-

Now it i'. certain that a 
finger docs not vowel well, who can- 
not produce half a do/.cn founds fol- 
lowing when he d'jfcjnis, without 
making all fort* of grimarc? ; becaufe 
every time the pofition of the lips, or 
the tongue, or any other part of the 
vocal organ which affcdls tnc arritula,- 
tion, is changed, the found of the 
vowel is changed likev ifc. This hint 
may ferve fur the prefent to guide the 
judgment of thoie w'ho arc fo forward 
to give fucVi poiitivc and fuperior merit 
ti> foinc fingers at the expence of others.

“ At his re turn to London in 1742, 
the minds of niotl men were more dif- 
pofed in his favour. He immediately 
recommenced his Oratorios, and pro- 
duced for the firft time that inimitable 
one of Sampfan , and now fortune fcexncd 
rather to court and carefs, than to coun- 
tenance and fupport him. This return 
was the aera or hU profperity. from 
this period he continued his Oratorios 
with uninterrupted fuccefs, and un- 
rivalled glory, till within eight day* 
of his death.

compufition* of hir known by tho nama of tbe ** Water* 
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works again till midnight; towards 
morning removing fomc of their can- 
ncin^ and the next night ftcaling away 
all the red, favc one piece for a memo- 
randum : this one clcapcd nailing, 
which the ColoncU durft not venture on 
its own mount, but planted at a didance, 
for fear of the mad men in the garrifon. 

One thing may not here be omitted. 
That day wherein our men gave Rigby 
that ibamefui defeat, had he dcdincd 
for the execution of the utmod cruelty : 
he had invited, as *tU generally confed, 
all his friends, the holy abettors of hjs 
mifehief, to come and fee the houfc 
yielded or burnt ; he having purped'ed 
play hi!> mortar gun with hre balls 
and grenadoes all the afternoon. Hut 
her Ladydiip before two o’clock (his 
own time) gave him a very feurvy 
fatisfying anlwcr, fo that his friends 
came opportunely to comfort him, who 
was Tick of lharne and dilhoiiour, to be 
routed by a I-ady and a handful of 
men. 

After this he was hopclcfs of gaining 
the houfe by any mbans but darving us 
out, or withdrawing the water ; which 
our Captains perceiving, prelcntly funk 
an eye to meet them in their works, if 
they would difcovcr any mines to blow 
the towers or walls, in which we had 
diligent obfervers to hearken to any 
naile from their trench, that according- 
ly our men might direct tlieir counter 
mine. 

From this, time to the 25th of May 
we had a continued calm, Mr. Rigby's 
^irit being laid within our own circle, 
K) that we were fcarcc fenfibic of a 
fiege, but only by the redraint of our 
liberty. But our men continually vexed 
their quiet, either by excursions of a 
few in the night, or by frequent alarms, 
which the Captains gave the foldk-rs 
leave to invent and execute for their 
recreation : fometimes, in fpite of their 
^rdues, they would deal a cord about 
iomc tree near tdve enemy's work, and 
bringing the end rounds would make it 
terrible with many ranks and dies of 
light matches : fomecimes dogs, and 
once a forlorn horfc, hnodduncly 
darred with matches, being turned out 
ff the iratcs, appeared ifi tl^ dark, like 
VpL.XXlU. 


huge condclbtions. But the ennmy 
To difcalcd and l>eatcn both in jcA an^ 
in earned, many of them quitted their 
charge, the red cried out for pay, ready 
to take any pccadon to leave the plun* 
dcr of Lathom Houfe to others.^ 
Culonel Rigby perceiving them ready 
to crumble into mutinies, endeavoured to 
cement the breaches with finall pic* 
tanccs of their pay ; declaring it had 
cod him 2000I. of his own monies in - 
the liege, who was never known to be 
worth one till he became a public rob- 
ber by law ; but you mud remember 
he hail been a lawyer, and a bad one.-- 
All this cheap talk would not keep his 
foldicrs from dcfe< 5 tion ; many ran 
away, one whereof, cTcaped from the 
enemy’s work at mid-day, came to us ; 
from whom we received this intelligence. 
Our men not judging it fafe to truft a 
fugitive enemy, would not yet venture 
upon another fally, imagining fomt 
treachery might have been \yeaved in 
all thefc plain webs, and covered by 
the artihcc of this drange convert ; but 
Rigby hearing of his renegado, prefent- 
ly I'mclt a plot, and every day and night 
doubled his guards: his men wearied 
out with extraordinary duty, and him« 
I'clf perplexed with fears and jealoudes, 
was forced to call down Colonel Hok, 
bnd -trom Mancheder, with his regi- 
ment, to his aliidancc. 

About this time we difeovered a 
celfaiion of their mine-works, the 
abundance cf rain fo flacking and looling 
the earth, that their tren^ all fell 'in» 
with the death of three of their 
miners. 

On Thiirfday May the asd. Captain ' 
Edward Mol'slcy brought another itifn- 
mons to her Ladyfliip from his Colonels* 
Mr. Holland and Rigby, (it not be- 
feeming Mr. Rigby's greatnefs to refait 
any thing of his former rigour^ that 
her Lady ihipihould forthwith yield ain 
tlie houfe, her arms and ail 

her fer rants, and her owm perm 1^ , 
children, into their hands, to be fitb* 
mhtod to the mercy of Parliam^t ; 
which beibg mad, her Ladyfliip fmifed,

liave her, nor any of her friends, alive/* 
which the foldiers feconded with a 
general acclamation. The Captain 
nnditig her ftill refolute in her firft in- 
tentions, in his difco'urfc with her 
LadyOiip, and fome others, gave a tacit 
intimation (belike not without iniiruc- 
tfoo from the Colonels) that her Lady- 
fhtp might now have her own firft 
conditions to quit the houfe *, but ihe 
returned the Captain with the firft 
anfwcr, that ftie would never treat 
without commands from her Lord. 

The fame night one of our fpies fent 
put for news apprca.'hed the enemy's 
work, and taking the opportunity or a 
Itsgle centry, piitoled him, and entered 
the houfe with intelligence from his 
l^ordfhip, ** Thai his Highnefs Prince 
Rupert was in Chcfhirc, on his march 
for her Lady(hip*s relief/* which gave 
u« joyful oceafion that night to praife 
for our prefervation, and to pray 
for the Prince’s vi^^ocious and happy 
approach. 

24th and a 5th, Friday and Saturday, 
^vere paired over in hopeful ignorance, 
for wmilc we knew nothing we had 
^;ood ^ufe to hope well ; it being the 
Fuftom' of the cneftiy to ftorm us 
wirh'moft hideous t<tlc6 'from their 
jtretiches, when they had the Icaft foun- 
dation 'for a tie.

'llibiivbt diif Rigby drew up 


his eompanief^ and what frefti fuppUoa 
he could raife, in all about three tnou- 
fand—( Mr. Holland being retreated to 
Manchefter, and Moore to Liverpool), 
unto Eeclefton Green, fix miles from 
Lathotn, ftanding there in great fuf* 
pence which way to turn.* At laft, 
imagining the Prince would march 
cither through Blackburn or Lancafter 
for the relief of York, he intended not 
to come in his way, fo dirc^s to Bolton, 
formerly, a garrifon, and ftill fortified. 
In this town the Prince intended to 
take up his quarters, being truly certi- 
fied by his I'couts that it w^as then 
without enemy; but being happily 
prevented by Rigby, and lome other 
auxiliaries from Coionel Shutileworth, 
to the number of four or fivt thouiand 
in all, his Highnefs on Tutlday drew 
up his army before the town, as truly 
happy of the orcafion to fight with 
the mcrcilefs btfiegers of a Pnneefs in 
miltry ; and forthwith with gallantry 
and reiblution led up his mpn to an 
afiault. 

The Earl of Derby, defirous of being 
one of the firft avengers of that barba- 
roufnefs and cruelty expreffed to hij 
Lady, w-ith a part of the Prince’s own 
horlc charged a troop of the enemy, 
which bravingly iluied out of the 
town, to dilordcr and vex our foot in 
the alTault: ihefc he chafed to the very 
walU, where he flew the ornct, and 
with his own hand took the colours, 
the firft infignii taken that day, which 
he Tent to his Highnefs. 

At the firft pals into the town,cloftiy 
following the fot^t in their entra ce, his 
Lordfliip met vith Caj'tain Bootle, 
formerly one ot !iis ov. n forvants, and 
the moft vnulcnt enemy againft his 
Lady in the liege. Him he did the 
honour of too brave a death, to die by 
his Lord's hand^ with fome others of his 
good countrymen, that had three 
months thirfted for his Lady's and his 
children's blood.

Hii 
hnagination, chaftened Iw claftical liudy^ 
has V'ftowed on thefe fabled powtrl a 
captivating elegance, without detracting 
from the majefty aifociated with their 
formulablc attributes, with the cliarac- 
tcr of the heroic nations they protefied, 
with the fubiime feenery of the lands in 
which they delighted. It is, however* 
but feldom that he fwerves from the 
received and cftabliftied attributes or 
enterprizes of thefe deities, as recorded 
and confecrated in the fables of the Scair- 
tiinavian Scalds, hit predeceflbrs. 

The firft poem, intitled ** The De« 
feent of Frea,” he hat called a mafque, 
a name ^ fomewhat quaintly applied in 
our language to that clafs of ftafc -plays 
in which daeinen$r geniif alkgoricil 
perfonaget, or other tnorc than human 
agents are brought^ upon the fccne. 
Frea is the Queen of Beauty ; (he be- 
w^ads Balder, ** the lovely god,” who 
lyas ftain. She deibcnds to the infernal 
regions, to Entreat his retdni ? which is 
obtained on a Condition alfentcd to by 
all the gods except Lok, whorefufes to 
Weep for her lofs, and thus deprives her 
of hope tor ever. The dcicription of 
the dwellings of the dead is lofty and 
piflurclquc ? Frcn'i complaint fmooth 
and affecting ? but it is in the Odes ad* 
drefted to the Divinities in Valhalla 
that our Author's poetical force is prin* 
cipally difpUywI. They imitate .the 
magnificence and profufa imagery of 
Pindar* without hia unmotived digref- 
ftons.

This poem is fomewhat reprehen- 
fiblc in departing from the received 
biltory uf Balder. The ftory of 
Venus and Adonis feems to have floated 
in the Author’s memory, and involun- 
tarily to have mingled itfclf in hU dc- 
lign. It was Manna, not Frea, of 
whom Balder was fabled to be amorous. 
It was Htrmodc, his friend, who 
travelled to tlie abode of Hcla to lolicit 
hi <5 releafe. The death of Balder has 
alrcad) been treated in a dramatic form 
by a Danilh wrkcr, to whom Sh^c- 
Tpearc and Klopftock have furnifticti 
many linking ideas, and who commits 
the lame blunder as the poet of 

Arthur; oT, The Northern En- 
chantment,'’ in confounding the three 
Nornic&, who arc the legiflativc, wirh 
the unnumbered Valkyries, who arc 
the executive power of the ccleflial 
hierarchy of the Goths. No Engltfh 
toafciue {'cems better adapted than this 
.for rcprelcDtation. I'hc fccnery offers 
tnoments for the moft oppofut fplcn- 
dors of decoration. The poetry has 
every variety of form, and ucfcrvcs to 
be fet to mufic ; and the mythological 
fyftem employed' would naturally Tug- 
geft choral dances at the end of the 
nrft afcf of Deufes (for fuch is the ap- 
propriate nante of the terrific fpirtts of 
the £dda)» at the end of the fetond a£I 
of £Ives, whoTe elegant and winning 
forma, as alluded to in northern fong* 
stilly the ignorance of modern paintcri 
can with to diftort.

In the three pieces we have glanced 
over, the mythological imagery is princi- 
pally derived from the fupcrfiitions attri- 
buted to the Gothic tribes, on the evidence 
otthc Icelandic remains. By the accounts 
collected by Verftegan and others fnm 
our own monuments, it does not appear 
that prctiltly the fame gods wefe 
w'orfhippcd in England. Tuifko, or 
Tewkes, the God of Difeord, occurs, 
indeed, as well as Woden, Thor, Frcya* 
ami Surrur, in the Edda. His right 
hand w as fabled to have been bitten off 
by the wolf Fenris, and a brazen ftatue 
of him with this mutilation is preferved 
at Paris in the mufeum or library of 
Saint Genevieve, by the name of a Her- 
cules Ogmius : but Herroenfewl, Sieve, 
Termagaunt, and fomc others in favour 
with the pagans of Britain, are nol aU 
liidcd to in the Sagas. A complete 
treatife of Britifh Mythology remains 
an important dciidcratum. Should any 
Fellow of the Antiquarian Society en- 
gage in this enterprize, he would do 
well to confulr beiide the ufual autho- 
rities, <<^uhin de Ethnicorum in Sep- 
t< ntrione olim Cuhii,” and the no Icfs 
pleafing than profound Nordifehe 
Blumen" of Grater, • Shakcfpeare'a 
Alluliuns to Daniih Rittt and Creeda

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are much more numerous than hit com- 
inentators have noticed. 

Starno,’* as a tragic drama, is con- 
iiderably fupcrior to the other pieces.

** Pandora,’* another monodroma^ 
next prefents irfejf. It has novelty ; 
though the fidtion be like all claihcai 
(lories, trite : it is ppcaiiariy fitted by 
the completcnefs of the adlion for this 
form ofcompofition ; and the abundance 
of narrative U introduced with dexte- 
rity, and made tp relult naturally from 
the fpeaker’s ftaie of mind.

J palled 
a hill cut through to calc a dci'cent, 
that was all in the folld rock, and coh 
^0,000 livrc&(3,937l.)t yet it extends but 
a few hundred yards. Three leagues 
and a half froin Sejean to Narboniic 
coft 78,750!. Thefe ways arc fuptrb 
even to a folly. Enornious iums ha\ c 
fjwnt to level even gentle llopch. 
The cajiil’tf ways arc railed aiid walled on 
each Ade, Forming one futid maiV 
of artiiieial rv)ad, carried acrofs the 
valiiea to the height or lix, liven, or 
eight feet, rnd never Itls th^n fifty 
Wide. There is a bridge of a finglc 
arch and acaufeway to it truly maguiti- 
nciit : we have not an idea of what 


i ueh a road is in England.” 

Near' this place IVlr. Young vifitcd a 
farm, where the celebrated Abbe Re- 
lief ufed to fpeculatc in hulbandry. 
fie found notliing remarkable. The 
Abbe; like every man who de\ iates frem 
ellablilhcd modes, was ridiculed and 
calumniated by his neigb.bours.

tention. There a magic barnumy in 
proportions that ciirtrins the* t)c. 
One can Ax on no particular part of 
l>r:'-emi«ictic beauty; it is one perfect 
wrtolc of fyitjTiTctry and grace. Wliat 
an infAtuhthm in mod..rn Architects, 
th.^t enn overlook the vha4lc and 
eleganjr ^Ampltcity of cake manilek in 
fuen a work, and yet rvjsr Inch piles of 
4^'pcTy jpsd hcdviocib as arc 


to be met with ia France.” 

Mr. Young relates the following in- 
ftiince of ignorance in a well-drcircd 
French mcrehant, which is truly wtni- 
dcrful. “He had plagued me,” f;ws he, 
** with ahundafice of citcfomc mliih 
queitions, and tiien uiked me, fur tiic 
third or fourth time, wliat country I 
was of f 1 told him 1 was a Chinclc. — 
How far off is that country ? i replied, 
200 leagues. Dtu.x ernt Ij/uj ! Dtabh ! 
c ejlun gvitnd tbamn, — 'I'hc other day 
a Frenenman afked me, after telling him 
i was an Knglilhman, il we^ had any 
trees in England r 1 rcpljcd, that ivc 
l\ad a few. — Had wt any rivers f Oh, 
none at all. Ah mu fot^ i 'tji bten hijii ! 
— This incredible ignorance, when, 
compared with the knowledge lb uni- 
veriaiiy dilfeminarcd in England, is to 
be attributed, like every thing ell'e, to 
Government.” *• 

After complaining much of the intr>- 
ieraWe inns, bad victuals, and Aith, on 
the roads in the South of F* ranee, Mr. 
Y. obferves, that there have been wri- 
ters who have looked upon lucb ob> 
fervations as ariAng merely from the 
petulance of travellers, but it ikews 
their extreme ignorance. Such cir- 
cumftances are political data. We can- 
not demand all the bonks of France to 
be opened in order to explain the amount 
of circulation in that kingdom ; a Po- 
litician muft therefore collect it from 
fuch circumftanccs as he can afccrtain ^ 
and among thefe, the traffic on the 
great roads, and the convenience of 
houfes prc}>arcd for the reception of 
tfavellers, tell us both the luimber and 
condition of thefe travellers. The 
raiads and bridges in Languedoc acc' 
fplendid aiidmagniticent,butone fouf h 
of the cxpcncc wQuul have anfivcred 
the piirpolls of real tuihty. But what 
rriLVcIlcr, with hisperfcip lurrmlnded by 
t he Hegga rly A 1 th oTn a inn, and K s fen iVk 
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9ftcn<lctl, ^U1 not condemn lliph incon- 
{iftcncfcs as folly, and wiih for more com- 
fort » ahd left appearance of fplcndour. 

The ftibiequent account of Bcarnc 
is ftrongly ilfuftrative of the influence 
of Government on the huppuiefs and 
profperity of a nition. ** A iucCclllon of 
many well-builtt tight, coitlfurtable 
farming cotta^es^ built of Hone, and 
covered with tiles ; each having its little 
gaiden, cnclofed by dipt thorn hedges,* 
.with plenty of peach and other fruit 
trees, fome fine oaks icattered in the 
hedges, and young trees nurfed up 
with fo much care, that nothing but 
the foflcring attention df the oWnef 
could effect any thing like it. 'I'o 
ei'^ry houfc belongs a farm, pcrfcdly 
well enclofed, with grafs borders, mow a 
and neatly kept around the fields, with 
gates to nafs from one indofure to ano- 
ther. The men are ail drdTcd with 
red caps, like the Highlanders of Scot- 
land. There are fome parts of Eng- 
land (\vhcrfc fttlall yeoriicn ftill remain) 
that referhblc this country of Bearnc j 
but wfc have very little that is equd to 
this ride of twelve miles from I^aris td 
Manengc. It is ail in the hands of 
little proprietors, without ihe farms 
being fo Imall as tooccalion a mifcrable 
and vitious popuUtloii. An aif of 
neatnefs, warmth, and comfort bfeathes 
Over the whole. It is \ifible in their 
new-built houfetf and llablcs. In theif 
little girdcHs, ih their hedges, in the 
foum before their doors •, even in the 
coops for thtir pouI£ry, and the flv cs for 
their hogs. A peafant does not think' 
of rendering his pig cofnfoftablc, if his 
own happinefs hangs the thread of a 
nine years leafe. Wc arc now’ in 
Bearnc, w'ithin a few miles of the cra- 
dle of Henry IV. Do they inherit thvie 
bicirmgs from that good t^rince ? 'I'he 
benignant genius of that good Monarch 
feems to reign ftill over the country ; 
each peafant has the fontl iH the pot'* 

In the ncighl>ourhood of Tours, 
where the chalk hills advance perpen- 
dicularly cowards the fiver, they prefent 
an uncommon fpe£tade of lingular ha- 
bitations ; for a mat number of houfes 
are cut out of the white rock, fronted 
with mafonry, and holes cut abearc fof 
thimnics, fo that you femctiiac^ know 
not where the houfe is from which you 
fee the fsn^e iffuing. Thefe cavetn- 
houfes arc in fome pTacei in tiers, ont 
above another* Some with httk feraps 
of gardens have a pretty ^ The 

people feem welifatuiEed with their M- 
' wtf ts gbod and cothfbt^aUe. Tht 
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following fa As may ferve to^ reconcile 
fome of our grumblers to the climate 
of England, that evcrlafting fubjcA of 
complaint. Speaking of the time he 
paded at LiancoUrt, Mt. T. obferves x 
“ Aniufements, in truth, ou^ht to btT 
numerous within doors, for m fuch d 
climate node ate td be depended od 
without. The fain that has fallen 
here is hafdly credible. 1 have fgr 
fivc-and-tvventy years paft remarked 
In England, that I was never prevented 
by rain from taking i walk cvefy day, 
without going out While it aAualiy 
rained, it ihay tall hCavUy for many 
hours,* blit a pCrfon who watches aii 
* opportunity ihay get a ivflk or a ride. 
Since I have been at Liancourt, we 
have had threfc days in fucecihon of fuch 
inceftantJy heaVy fain, that I could not 
gooni hundred yards from the houfe, 
td the Pavlllion, without dat\gcr 

df being quite wet. For ten days, more 
rain fell litre; I aui tonfident,’ had 
there been a gauge to meafufe it^ than 
ever fell in England in thirty.'*

But of the face of the 
country, of its arts and natural produ^ions, 
little has yet been faid Gentlemen who 
have lefided long in India lofe the idea of 
the firft imprefllon which that vci y cuiious 
country makes upon an entire (Irangei : 
the novelty is foon effaced, and the mmd, 
by a common ttnd natural cipeiation, foon 
dircfls its views to more ahilrafl f pecula- 
tion f leufuning aflumes the place of ob- 
fervation, and the traveller is loll in the 
phllofopher." 

To I'uppiy, in Ibine degree, this hiatus 
is Mr. Hodges’s defign j and trom the 
information of iome who l]a\e viewed the 
feenes he del'ci ibes he has not been uniuc- 
cefsfiil. His Travela appe 11 to have com. 
piized the term of three years, and include 
deicripiions, among other phiccs, of Ma- 
dias, Calcutta,* Banglepoui, Monghier, 
^handcinugoie, Patna, Bennies, Chiinai, 
Alhadabad, Cawnpoor, Lucknow, Agra, 
Gwallior, See, 

We fliall not follow Mir Hodges regu- 
larly through thecourle of his Traael^, but 
fhall feJe^ a few fuch palfagcsasmay a^ord 
oiir readers fpecimens of the manner in 
which this very pleafing volume is exe- 
cuted. 

The honible ceremony of a Hindoo 
female devoting herlelf to the 6ames with 
the dead body of her huAiand is tlius de- 
ferihed i 

The perfon whom 1 faw was of the 
Bbyle (merchant) tribe or caft i a ciafsof 
people we ihould natuially fupj^ exempt 
from the high and impetuous pride of rank, 
fDd in wliom th^ nMUf d^fir^ to prclerT« 


life (hould in general predominate, undi- 
verted from its proper courfe by a profpe^ 
of pollhuinous fame. I may add, that 
thele motives are greatly llrengthened by 
the exemption ot this clafs front that 
infamy with which the refufat is inevita- 
bly branded in their fuperiors. Upon niy 
lepairing to the fpot, on the banks of 
the river where the ceremony wq^ to take 
lace, 1 found the body of the man on a 
ier, and covcied with linen, alieady 
brought down and hid at the edge of the 
rivei. At this time, about ten in th« 
morning, only a few people were afTembled, 
who appealed deilitute of feeling at the 
caUflrophe that w is to take place ; 1 may 
even fay, that they difplayrd the moil 
perfc^l apathy and indifference. After 
wailing a coiifidciMble lime, the wife ap- 
peared, alien Jed by theBramins and miific, 
with fome few rehilons. The proceflioii 
was flow and foiemn j the viflim moved 
with a ffeady and firm ftep ; and, appa- 
rently with a }»er(e6l compofurc of coun- 
tenance, appioached cloie to the body of 
her luifhand, where for fome time they 
haired. She then addrtlTed thofe who 
weic near her with compofurc, ami with- 
out the Jeaff trepid.ition of voice or change 
of countctiajice. She held in herlefthand 
a cocoa-nut, in whicli was a red colour 
mixed up, and dipping in it thr foit- finger 
of her light hand flie rnirked thofe who 
wei e neat her to whom fhc wilhed to flicw 
the iaif aiSlof atteniion. As at this time £ 
flood clofc to her, file obferved me atten- 
tively, and with the colour rnaiked me on 
the lorehead. She might be about twent) - 
four or twenty-five }c.u s of age, a time of 
life when the bloom of beauty has gene- 
rally fled the cheek in India } but flili fhe 
prcii .1 ved a fufhcientfiinre to prove that fhe 
mull have been handlomc j her figure was 
fmall, but elegantly turned i and the form 
of her h miU and arms was pai ticuiarly 
beautiful. Her drefs was a loofe robe of 
white fiowing drapeiy, that extended from 
her head to the feet. The place of iacri- 
ficc was higher up on the bank of the 
river, a hundr.:d yaids or moie from the 
fpot where we now llood. The pile wai 
compofed of diied biunches, leaves^ xaii 
ruflies, wdth a door on one fidei and 
archeil and covered on the top : by the 
fide of the door Hood a man with a lighted 
braud. Fiom the time the woman ap- 
peared, to taking up of the hi^dv^ to 
convey it intotlte pile, might occupy a f^ce 
of half an-hour, vrmch waa employed «a 
prayer with the Bramins, in attentioaa ta 
thole who ftpod near her^ and iconvtdktioii 
with her relanont* W^n tfae hody vm 
u a • ’ ^ takai 
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fikcn up fhe followed dolt to it, attended 
ky the Chief Bnimtn j and when it was 
depofited in the pile flie bowed to all 
around her, and entmd without ipeaking. 
The moment entered the door was 
doled ; the fire was ptit to ihp cornbiifli- 
oiea, which inllantly n^nriei), a^ immenfe 
quantities of dried wo^ and ptntrt* niatters 
were thrown upon it, T^i* 
the ceremony was accompanied 'with th^ 
^outs of the multitude, who now became 
numerous, and the whole feemed a n'^afs 
qf confuled rejoicing. For my part, 1 
felt myfelf aduated by very different 
ientihnenis : the eyent that 1 had been 
witntls to was fuch, that the minuteft 
clrcun.danpe attending it could pot i>e 
eiafed from my n»emt>^y \ and w^tn the 
melancholy whiph had ovei whelmed me 
was Ibmcwbat abated, 1 made a drawing 
of the fiibjc^, and fiom a piiltirc fince 
painted tlie annexed plate was engraved." 

In the cogrfe of his Travels Mr. Hudges 
had an opportunity alfo uf feeing a curious 
favage facnfice, of which he gives the fol- 
lowing aepount : 

The ceremony took place about 
rune o'clock. Before a fmall hut, and 
about fijf fcjft from the groupd, was raifed 
sukind of altar made of bamboos. The 

f ;iand f^crihee was preceded by the dc- 
, oliation of a a cock, the heads of 

which were thrown upon the altar, and 
there remained ; little attention however 
'Tvas paid to this part qf the cciemony by 
any of the party prefept. An hour or 
more afterwards, we were appi tied that the 
principal rite was abovtt to performed, 
and we repaired in confcquence, without 
Iqis of tiin^ to the place of rendezvous.

Ips work, and jt was fome time before the 
head was pcrfefl ly (eparated . P > evious to 
the laft ftroke, he feeiued to paufe, and an 
univerial fdrnce reigned : when this was 
given, he Itood peri'e^lly erp6f, and, by 
railing the arm which held the fabre tq 
the utmplf extenilon, feemed to give the 
fignal to the multitude, who nifhed iq 
and hrgan fcooping up the blood of the 
anqnal, which had liberally flowed from 
him on the groupd. This they drank up, 
mixed as it w^s with the diilt and loam^ 
and bpfmeaivd each other with their hands 1 
Bodies of them ruOied over bodies, and, 
rolling in confufpd heaps, they appeared 
like an aflemblage of dieUions or bac- 
chanals in their moft frantic moments. 
The body wa* cqt to pieces, and de- 
voured ; the head, however, was referved, 
as thofe of the the cock t fo vari- 

ous are men in their conceptions concerning 
what may be moft acceptable to the Deity. 
After the completion of this facrifice, they 
retired to their fcveral habits Jions in parties, 
and began the rejqictng of the day, which, 
indeed, was tievpted tojuniverfal revelling 
and intoxic.ation ; and I could have wiftted, 
for the honour of the fair.fex, that thelb 
latter exceflet had been coiiflncd to the 
men. A^ter the rites of Bacchus had fxr 
exceeded the bounds of temperance, thole 
who were capable of i'pftaining an ere^

numbers of theferurql accommodations for 
travellers ru(le£l the highell credit on the 
caieof the old I^indoo and Mooridi Go> 
vfrnments. It is particularly mentioned 
111 the life of the Emperor iihere Shah, 
that, although a ufurper wlio obtained the 
rmpite by the molt atiocious a6ls, he paid 
the moli humtoe attention tp the 
ioi ts and accommodations of his people j 
he caufed wells to be dug at every cofs 
(or two miles), and trees to be planted on 
the road fide. At many o( thefe wells 
have 1 hahed in my journips i they are, in 
^neral, from ten to fouiteen feet in dia- 
meter, and lined w'ith (lone : the mafoniy 
excellent i and they are railed from the 
fprface of the ground by a little wall two 
feet high. 1 (hould have remarked tliat, 
throughout Bengal and Bahar, the water 
is excellent . It is extremely pieafant to 
cbferve the variety o( trayfllrrs that arc 
to l>e met with on the road j either pwtdtng 
along in groups, under (he (hade of 
(time fpre:\ding tree, by the (uie of the 
weiU^ or tanks. In one part may be fecn 
the native (qldiers, ;hejr h^ilf pikes (ticking 
t>y their i^dc, and their (hields lying by 
them, with their fabres and matclilocks ^ 
in another part is, perhaps, a company of 
nierchants engaged in calculation, or of 
devotees in the a£k of focial wor(hip { and 
ip another, the common Hindoo p^lan- 
^ceit beaiert baking their bread. This 
Operation is performed in an eafy and ei^- 
peditious manner by tbefe people : they 
makjt a fmall hole in the earth, of about a 
fu|C in diaiueter, in which they ii^ht a fire, 
ant on the pip of the fire they place a flat 
iron plate, which che^r noways can^ with 
(hem* and which they fupport with ifoiies ;

“ From Monghelr I embarked, and 
leturned by w.itei' to Calcutta % and here 
I had an opportunity of obferving a feriea 
of feenery pei feclly new ; the different 
boats of the country, and the varied (hews 
of the Ganges. This iminenfc ciureat of 
water fuggclls rather the idea of an ocean 
than of a riyer, the general breadth of it 
being from two to five miles, and in fiime 
places more. The larged boats falling up 
or pafling down appear, when in the mid • 
die of the flreim, as mere points, and the 
eaflern (hoie oidy as a d.iik line marking 
the horiapn. The rivers I have feen in 
Europe, even the Hhine, appear as rivuletf 
in comparison ot i^is enormous mai's of 
water. I do not know a more pieafant 
amufemenr than failing down the Ganges 
in the w^arm leiubn { the air, paflingi 
over the g I eat re »ches of the river many 
miles in length, is fo tempered as to feel 
delightfully lefrefhing. ACler fiinfet the 
boats are generally moored clo(e to the 
banks, where the fltore is bold, and near a 
gunge or niai ket, for the accommodation 
of the people. It is common, on the 
banks of the nver, to fee (hull Hindoo 
temples, with gauts qr paflages, and fligbt| 
of Iteps to the river. In the mornings, 
at or after funrif**, ihp women bathe in the 
river $ and the younger part, in particular, 
continue a conltderable time in the water, 
fporting or playing hke Naiads or Syrens, 
To a paintet 's mind the fine antique figures 
never fail to preient themlelves w: ci^ 
he obierves a beautiful female form alcend* 
ing thefe (feps from the river, with wet 
di apery, which pcrfe^lly difplays the wholf 
pcifon, and with vales on their heads, 
cairying water to the temples, A tight 
no lets novel or extraordinary Is" the 
Brain ins at their oraiibns, perfedUy 
ablfraAed, for the time, to every pafling 
objefl, however atcraAive. Tbefe devotees 
are generally naked, except a finail piece 
of drapery round the middle. A furprifing 
fpiril of cleanlinefs is to be obferved among 
m Hindoos : the lireets of their villages 
are commonly twept and watered, and 
(and is frequently Itrewed before the doors 
of the houlU .

BARRACKS. 

Mr. M. A. Taylor then made his 
promifed motion relative to the ereftion 
of Barracks in the internal parts of the 
kingdom. He reprobated the meafure 
as contrary to the Coiillitution, as dan- 
gerous to our liberties, and as calcu- 
Iiifcd for the purpofe of ovcr-a\vi||^ 
and curbing the people. In fupport 
of thefe opinions, he made levcral quo- 
tations from Harley, Pultney, Pelham, 
Lord Kaimes, ancf Judge Blackftone ; 
and after reprobating Admini{l;ration 
for their general conduct, he concluded 
by moving in the words of Judge Black- 
Aone, “ that the uniform and perfever- 
ing oppofition made by our anceftors to 
the creation of Barracks, was founded 
on a juft underftandingof the true prin- 
ciples of our excellent Conftitution, 
and upon high and legal authorities, 
whqfc recorded opinions were, that 
foldiers ftiould be quartered with the 
people — and that no camps, no barracks, 
no inland fortifications, could be per- 
mitted with fafety to the liberties of 
thejpeople.’* 

Tne Secretary at War, Mr.Minchin, 
and Lord Mulgravc, were hoftile to the 
motion; they argued the neceflity of 
fhetimes^ as a juftiftcatioii of .the mea?

Barrack'’, inftcad of a coi nuance of 
the cftabhdied mode of quar’-crin'j the 
troops at inn” md public-iioufcs, \\ lich 
in time', ot war was ruinous toieiih aid- 
ers and publicans, and in all time inju- 
rious to the morals and health of tjie 
men fo quartered. 

Major Maitland, Mr. Courtenay* 
and Mr. Grey, fupported the motion, 
condemning the meafure of Barracks as 
a new and unconftituAonal one, and asr 
placing the Bririfh army in a fliapc it; 
h .d never before appeared in. 

Mr. Fo.x commented upon the argu- 
ments which had been offered againft 
the motion, and declared it to i>c his 
opinion, that the ereftion of Barracks 
would prove detrimental to the liberty 
of the fubjeft. / 

The Chancellor of the Excheq^uer 
faid, the cxiftence of Barracks had 
been ftated as new and extraordinary 
in this kingdom ; but Gentlemen would 
rccollefl this affertion to be unfounded, 
for there had long been Barracks in 
Weftminftcr, Portfmouth, Chatham^ 
Dover, Tynemouth, and Plymouth : 
in Scotland, at Edinburgh, Fort George, 
Stirling, Fort Auguftus, and Fort 
William. After ftating thefe fadts, 
he declared the extenfion of Barracks 
to be a meafure of political fafety, 
which if Minifters had omitted to 
adopt, they would have been guilty of 
a criminal ncgle6l of public duty* He 
concluded by moving, for the purpofe 
of ridding the Houfe of the motion be- 
fore them. That the Order of the Day 
ihould be now read. 

This motion being carried without 
a divifion, the Houfe proceeded to the 
Order of the Day. Mr. Taylor's mo^ 
tion w as confcquently loft. 

MONDAY, FEB. SC. 

The Houfe refolved it(elf' into a 
'Committee to take into coniideratiopi 
the income and expenditure of the £aft 
India Company’s rettlements. Mr, 
Dundas ftated, that by accounts receieed 
by the Cange«t the coatrlbutioii of

been paid. Of this fum ^oo,oool. waS 
to be diftributed to the army ; and 
^oOjOOol. applied to any otii^cncy. 

Xhc export:* to India and China had 
incrcalcd very rapidly from 1784, when 
they amounted to 400,000!. whereas 
they iaft year amounted to abo\c one 
million. 

In future it was intended that leave 
Ihould be given annually to transfer to 
England debts to the amount of half a 
million, in order to prevent peifons in 
India from engaging in foreign trade. 
By this transfer intcreft would be re- 
duced to fix per cent, and this transfer 
©f debt would incrcafc the furplui in 
fuch a degree, that in eight years the 
v^hole amount of the debts bearing in- 
tcreft in India would be only three mil- 
lions fterling. Below three millions it 
would not be wife to reduce xr ; bccaul'c 
the exiftence of fome debt W'ould bind 
the natives to the Government of this 
country, and attach them more ftrongly 
to its intcrefts. The Right Hon. Gen- 
tleman reverted to the debts at home, 
for the difeharge of which two methods 
bad been fuggefted. — The firft was by 
inftalnicnts. The fecond, of which he 
approved, was by raifing the capital 
one million. This laft method would 
increafe the export trade, and had re- 
ceived the ^probation of a large af- 
fembly of Proprietors of Eaft India 
ftock i and if adopted, the intcreft 
would be reduced to fix percent. On 
the prefent day he wiflicd to avoid fay^ 
ing any thing on the bufinefs of tlie 
renewal of the Charter ; but he could 
not deny hiiYifelf the cxprcllion of the 
fatisfa£tion he felt in announcing to the 
Houfe that at the end of the war, which 
at its commencement had been declared 
by fome ruinous to the Company— that 
that Company, fo far from being in a 
ftate of ruin, was enabled by a uimlus 
on her revenue and trade, to add from 
this time forwards, the fum of 500,000!. 
annually , to the revenue of Great Bri- 
tain.

SLAVE TRADE. 

Mr. Wilbcrforcc made his promifcd 
motion, “ I'Jiat the Iloufc would on 
Thurfday rtfulvc itfelt into a Corn- 
nut tec, to cc^nfiucr of the circumftances 
of the Slave Trade.” 

Sir William Young oppofed the mo- 
tion, confidering the agitation of the 
burmefa in the prefent times to be dan- 
gerous. lie \va> defirous of time to in- 
duce the Weft Indians to co-.o]>cratc 
•with us, and concluded by moving an 
anieiidnicnt to the word Thurfday, for 
the jiurpofc of inlcrting in itt> ftcad the 
word, “ this day fix months.” 

The amendment was fupported bv 
Mr. C iwilmriic, Mr. Eftc, Mr. Dent, 
Lord Sheffieid, and Mr. Gafeoynr, 
wbo re\ cr<illy contended that the dil- 
CLiihoii of the quefticm in the prefciit 
llate of Europe, would be dangerous, 
impolitic, and ufclefs. 

The original motion was fupported 
by Mr. Buxton, Mr. M. Montague,

polics. He reprobated their fubfequent 
condufil in the Alien Bill, in the 
fyftcm of Barracks, and in their coun- 
tenance to the Society againll Repub- 
licans and Levellers, all of which he 
rcprcfcntcd to be hoftilc to the Liberty 
and to the Conftitution of the country. 
He remarked upon ^he invidious re- 
orts which had been propagated againll 
jm, and againll thofe with whom 
he adted, and particularly upon an 
infinuation that he had lidd a corre- 
fpondcncc with the enemies of this 
country, which corrtfpondcnce had 
been ilctedfed, but which, from mo- 
tives of delicacy, had not been brought 
forward. — He, however, challenged the 
Right Hon. Gentleman, or any other 
perlon, to ftate, if his letters had been 
opened, any improper matter they 
contained. If he had been fo far no- 
ticed as to have his letters opened, he 
alkcd one favour more, .which was, that 
they might be publilhed. After ani- 
madverting upon the condudt of thofe 
who had fccedcdfrom hr fide the Houfe 
rally round the 'liironc; alter 
jinimadverting upon and reprobating 
the Sermon of the Bilhop ot Bangor, 
and Dr. Tarham^ Letter-, and alter 
having exhorted his Hon. Friend (Mr. 
Grey) to perfevtre in his ohjedl of a 
Parliamentary Reform, he concluded 
by moving the appointment of a Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Lambton fcconded the motion. — 
He contended, that the loyalty of the 
people ''.ad been libelled by the meafurcs 
of Adminillration,and reprobated, as un- 
juft and unfounded, the Charge of Mr, 
Jufticc Afhhurft to the Grand Jury. 

Mr. Wyndham oppofed the motion. — 
He faid, it had never been contended that 
|nfurre6lion5 and plots had had an ex- 
iftence, but that leditious practices had 
revailed to an extent never before 
nown, which, had they not been check- 
ed by ihe wife meafures ol Adniiniftra- 
tion, would have produced infurieffions 
and plots fubverfivc of the Conftitution. 
He exculpated Adininiftration from the 
charge of having excited tlic alarm, by a 
|-efcrence to dates. — The alarm, he ob- 
lerved, was general in November, the 
fi'oclamation and fubfequent meafurcs of 
Admintftration were not adopted until 
December. — The notoriety ot the fc- 
(litious practices, he faid, rendered the 
propofed inquii-y wholly unneceflary, 

Mr. Martin rofe to exculpate himfelf 
firpm any cht^rge vyhi^ be made 


againft him as a Member of the Confti., 
tiitional Society, and was piocccding to 
ftate his reafons for belonging to that 
Society j which the Houfe roi appearing 
inclined to attend to, he fat down. 

The Lord Mayor expitlLd Ins aftonifti- 
meiit at the pei leveling incicdulity of 
the Hon. Gentleman wlio had made the 
motion ; and entered into a ftarenicnt 
of the meafures lie had adopted, as Chief 
Magiftrate of the Cit}', lu puls the 
Jacobin Clubs which had exiiUd, and 
which, though now checked, wcie by no 
means annihilated, but wne ileadily 
pui filing iheir object of obtaining a 
Conftitution limilar to that ot Fj«ncr, 
upon the fiill opportunity that might 
pitlent itfelf. He ftated to the Houle 
the conduit of the Mcetirg at the ICing’c 
Aims, which he had been called on to 
fiipprefs, where the doctrines pi op. -gated 
were — N© King — no NabJcs — no Clcigy 
— and a Convention. — In the conduit ne 
had adopted he lelt hnr'iclt C(.*iirc>ous of 
having done no more ilian his tluiy 
had not caliiinniaieil lus teilow-citizens, 
but had put them on their guaid againlt 
thofe pr^itice?, which, by an intioduition 
of Flench Equality and the Doitilnes of 
Paine, might have operated to the dc- 
ftiuition ot their profpeiity and happi* 
nefs. 

Mr. Fox replied to what had fallen 
fiom Mr. Wyndham, which he faid 
went to a total dilavowal ol ail thole 
grofs faJfehoods which had been infinua.ed 
to juftify the highly cnminal conduit of 
his Majefty's Minifters, who had alarmed 
the country, unjuftly, with the exifteiicc 
ot plots and infurreilions, vi'hich wer* 
now denied. 'He called for the pro- 
pofed enquiry to fatisfy the country,, and 
to do away uiijiilt Hander. He repre<% 
Tented the Aftbciation ag.tinft RepublL 
cans to be a ftiop oj^ened :or anonymous 
fcandal and calumny, the cxiftenbe of 
which, he faid, was incompatible with 
good government. He noticed the bafo 
infinuations which had been held out 
againft him and his Hon. Friend (Mr* 
Sheridan). It had been faid, that hi* 
(Mr. Fox's) letters had been opened 
at the Poft-Office — If ftich a nieafuref 
had been adopted, it ought to have been 
for the detection of a crime, and for ita 
^utiiftiment, not for the purpoies of in* 
ilnuation and unfounded calumny — for 
his own part, be had not written a letter 
to fi'rance, one excepted to Lord Laudei*- 
dale, for theie two years paft. But that 
aflertion would not rid him of calumiiieS| 
ior it wouM be ftiU aferted| that he haa 
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feen Frenchmen, and had converfed with 
the Ficncji Miniiler. This he admitted, 
but declared that his conveil'ation had 
not been on political fuhje< 5 ts ; but had 
it been, the inrunia'ioiKs againft him 
would have been cruel and uniud, lor 
no Clime ought to be imagined in tin's 
countiy wliich the laws of the land had 
not made a crime. He erdied for the 
propoied enquiry, that the guilty might 
be punilhed, and the innocent be ac» 
quitted j — that innnuaiion might be done 
away, and that the wuild might be con- 
'iinced of the excellence of our Conftitu- 
tioii, by proving to them the exiftence of 
liberty and order, and that we live in a 
land where every man might do that 
which he was not foibid doing by the 
iau's. 

Mr. Burke juftificd the conduct of 
Adminiftration, and approved of the 
policy of this country in purfuiug the 
domcftic traitors in her holbm,and at the 
fame time attempting, by an open war, 
to deftroy that lource of fuccour and 
fupport which the factions in this 
country received from the faflion in 
France. He reprobated, as a pretext, 
the propohtion for vcforni. 

He aflferted th.u a large ^ubfcription 
was infamoufly made ar lilancJieftcr, 
for the widows arj children (>f the 
Marfeiiloia killed in tlie ..‘1 of uflallina- 
tion on the 3d of September at Pans, 
He then entered into a detail of the 
malTacrcs at Pans, when he was called 
to order by :lie Spt kcr; but 

Mr. Burke proceeded riiid faid, when 
the honeft Engliih Committee were ad- 
mitted to the honours of the French Con- 
ventian, the Bntjfli colours were hoifted ; 
each viiUin clafped the other to his 
boibm ; “ locked in fweet embraces, they 
kilTcd the bloody cheeks of Carra and 
Marat;” like Pluto and Proferpine in 
the infernal regions, iron cheek to iron 
check joining, they hugged in horrid 
jiiSf of confrateTiiity- 

Mr. Burke, after attacking Mr, 
Fox upon his late condudt, and great 
fli^crencc of opinion with the reft of 
iiis former friends, concluded with a 
definition of the word as oppofed 

that of fa/iion, P^riy he called a 
poncurrenCe of men in a laudable and 
^oneil caufe, having a juft end in view ; 
fa^fion, an indifference to the end, fo it 
anfwcred the immediate purpofe, 
that purpofe right or ivrong .

Le Mclurier, Hunter, Thornton, and 
Baring (other Diredlors) thought it 
could. 

FRIDAY, MARCH 8. 

Mr. Alderman Anderfnn took the 
oaths and his feat for the cuy of Lon- 
don. 

The Order of the Day having been 
read for reporting the names of the 
Members abi'ent yefterday fiom the 
Houfe during the balloting, feveral 
Gentlemen were named and cxcufcd. 

Loid Kcnfingtou not having been 
prefent at the firft ballot, Mr. Gren- 
ville moved the reading of the refolu- 
tion of the Houfe on abfentees, and 
that Lord Kenfington be lalccn into the 
cuftody of the Serjeant at Arms. 

It was moved by Mr. M. A. Taylor 
that his Lordlhip Ihould be cxcufcd, 
which was fupported by Mr. Pitt, op 
account ot the age ana infirmities of 
the noble Lord. 

After a fliort converfati#n the mo- 
tion fer cuftody was negatived, and 
the exciife granted. 

Mr. Burke was next named as an 
abfentec from yefterday’s ballot. The 
Right Hon. Gentleman immediately 
role and apologized for his abrence, but 
exprelfed his rcadinels to fubmit to any 
punilhme-nt the Houfe in their juftice 
and wifdom might deem fit.

MONDAY, MARCH II. 

The Chairman (the Hon.C. Yorkc) 
of the bhalteftiijiry contefted ElerStion 
Committee, reported, that the fitting 
Members were duly eledtcd. 

Mr. Sheridan prcl'ented a petition fer 
the reform of tlie Royal Boroughs of 
Scotland, from Glafgow, figned by up- 
wurds of 13,000 perfons. He alfoprc- 
fented a petition to the lame eft'edt from 
Dumfries, one from f.anaik, rind nearly 
forty others, all praying a reform. 

THE BUDGET. 

The Houfe having refolved itfclf into 
a Committee of Supply, Mr. Pitt role 
to open the Budget. He laid, he trufted 
that the Committee and the Public 
were prepared to meet with, and tode- 
fray large and heavy cxpences — expences 
that lhail be incurred as cBConomicaily as 
pollible, but not with an ceconomy that 
fiiall limit any fiyftem of operation, or 
that lhall narrow the extent of vigorous 
meafurcs, and of adfive efforts ; and he 
promifed to lay before the Houle a 
faithful and corrcdl ftatement of the 
annual exigences and relburccs of the 
country. Whatever degree of exertion 
might be requifitc, he would fteadily 
adhere to the fyftcm of continuing to 
reduce the National Debt, and by the 
annual ilfue of two hundred thouland 
pounds, to prevent the accumulation of 
debt by any new loans. He purpofed 
to bring the accumulation of each year 
to a diftindt account, and to pay the 
Navy Debt.— “He then proceeded to 
ftate the total amount of the Supply and 
of the Ways and Means, as follows :

In addition to thefe fums, he faid, 
there was to be confidered thr provifion 
for expcnccs, the amount of which at 
prclViit could not be forefeen ; he had 
already adverted to one of the fervicea 
by which tliofc cxpences 'might be in- 
curred, namely, the increafe of tlie 
number of Seamen; and among othrr 
fcrvices occafioning additional expence 
was to be confidered the tranlport i’er- 
vice^ — the probable inlufficicncy of four 
pounds per month, to cover the pay of 
feamen in atfual fcrvicc — and the pro- 
bable addition that might be made of 
expcncc in employing foreign troops-— 
for lie had great hopes that circum- 
ftances might arife to enable us to take 
an effective part with our numerous 
allies in military operations; and he 
doubted net, if a favourable opening 
Ihould offer, that the Houfe would agree 
in any meafure of fubfidy which might 
operate to the preiling of the common 
enemy on all fides. Another increafe 
of expcnce, he faid, would arife from 
the nccelfary encampments which would 
take place at home. It Was impolliblc, 
he obferved, to form any eftimate to be 
depended upon of the cxpences arifing 
from the fervices he had ftated ; he, 
however, thought it extremely material 
that a confidcrable funi ftiould be fet 
apart to provide for thofe exigencies at 
they aroie ; the fum he ftiould propofe 
to be fo fet apart would be a million and 
a half, in addition to the fpecific fums 
he had already ftated for fpccific fervices. 
This fum he fliould propofe to raife by 
Exchequer Bills on a vote of credit ; but 
to prevent the accumulationof Exche- 
quer Bills, it was his intention to pro- 
vide for the difeharge of one million 
and a half already out. Obferviog that 
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lie bad now gone through the whole of 
the S^ply, he Hated the amount of

He Tali, he had thus not only ftated 
a large piovilion, in vit„\v Tc»r an ex- 
tended Tcale ot operation, but he had 
ftllo made an unprecedented provifion 
Tor iinforeTeen cxpcnce-. — for keeping 
down the Untiinded Debt, and had 
attended ftii^Hy to the Tyftcm for the 
reduction ot the National Debt. After 
ihortly recapitulating the Expenres, 
tinJ Ways and Means, he Taid it would 
be picfumpiuous in him to attempt to 
flatc how TpccdiJ)' the prcTent war might 
be concluded, or how TucccTsfuIly it 
might be carried on ;--it was not his 
wilK to be too fanguinc on the events of 
Svar ; bur this he had to obferve, tliat 
there was no jirobability of any event 
occurring to reduce below his Eftimate 
the produce of the Revenue ; for he 
Iiad ft ate d the average very much in- 
deed within the amount of the Revenue 
•f the laft year, which had yielded a 
clear furplus of qoofoool. and which, 
if not reduced in the following year, 
would be applicable to its fcrviccs, as 
tio nropofition liad been made on that 
furpliit.. Jf, therefore, difaftroiis events 
Ihould rake place, even to the annihi- 
huton of the whole of th'it excefs of 
Revenue, the war would leave the Rc- 
^ enuc ccpuil lu ainouut to what it had 
been eftimaiedto produce up' n a Peace 
Kftabl'ilhment. Put ftiould we haveequal 
good fortune in the progrefs of the war 
(and that was to be cxjieCtcd) to that 
which we had in the commencement, 
there Was little fear of our revenue fuf- 
fcring materially. In the laft war, in 
which this country had a maritime fu- 
periotity, after the firft year her com- 
merce, To far from fufferiiig, actually 
incrcafed ; and Ihould the prefent war 
continue longer than the prefent year, 
and ii was fcnrcqly' probable that it could 
be lb fpcedily termluaied, he hoped 
that our commerce w’oiil I by no mean* 
be ddcrcafcd.

manfully, and that there was ttO part of 
their property they would not hazard 
in the attempt to preferve the whoit. 
We were engaged in a war# which 
empty profeiJioiis had not been made Co 
the throne to fupport and maintain^ 
for he felt that the Houfe And the coun- 
try had fpoke the langu^^ge of their 
hearts, in the declaration of their rca- 
dinefs to fupport it with their lives 
and with the ir fortuiiLS : for it was felt 
by the nation to be* a war for the pre- 
fervatioti of our CoUftltution — for the 
prefervation of our dcareft rights — a 
war for the fccurity of Europe — a war 
in the caufe of humanity, of religion, 
and of Jufticc — and in the defence of the 
world. Were his countrymen to he- 
fitate fupporting fuch a war, he Ihould 
feel alhamed for them— but he knew 
they would not relinquifli the attempt 
to obtain thofe objefts. The ftatc of 
the finances of our enemy he would 
not dwell oo-^the contraft, however# 
aftbrded no occafion of dcfpondcncy ; 
nor did any circumftance : on the con- 
trary, every thing we faw, all we 
knew, could alone operate to roulc the 
fpirit, and promote the exertions of the 
Empire. The nation had on former 
occafions entered into wars of honour# 
and fuch wars liad been deemed juftifia* 
bic. Was there then, he afleed# a war 
that had ever been engaged in, in which 
national honour was more involved than 
in the prefent# which Avas a war to re- 
pel the unjuft aggreifion made by an 
enemy upon a country whofe fyftcm had 
been a ftri6t and religious neutrality- — 
it WHS a war againft an enemy who 
had broke all faith — againft an enemy 
Which had accompanied every ftep (he 
had taken by open infult — againft an 
enemy which had intermeddled for ih« 
iiioft mifehlevous defigns in our internal 
conftitiition-- — againft an enemy that 
had endeavoured to arm our own fub- 
jefts againft the Government — againft 
an enemy that had vilified our Sove- 
x'cign, who is the deferved objeft of

had engaged in vvat^ for the defeHet ^

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the prefent fuch a war — was there ever 
a time ill which neutral States had been 
To threatened as they now wcrc). by a 
dangerous enemy, little likely to be 
cheeked, but by the interference of 
the power of Great Britain ? — We had 
entered into war for the niuintcnance 
of the Pruteftant religion — the prefent 
was a war in defence of every delcnp- 
tion of religion, ah alike threatened b/ 
the deftrudtive principles inculcated 
by the French, who were propagating 
xniidciity by the point of the IworJ. 
Wars hatl been entered into by this 
country againft the atterapted ufurpation 
•f a Pretender — we were now engaged 
in a war to prevent the ururpation of 
a lylunri dedrudiivc or heredirary Sovc- 
rcignry* We were not engaged againft 
a country attempting to place on our 
throne a Pretender, Uoltiic to oiu re- 
ligion, but who v«iuid not probably 
have chungtd our lor m of go\ Lrnnu iit, 
but Wx, wv ic cngt.gv.d in a NVar agairJi 
a let of men wuo were htiltih to the 
whole fabric of our Conltitution.— 1 n 
fuch a war *^lu- e.xti iU of our exertions 
was not to he iiiLafurecl— we knew the 
value of w Irat we had to mainttiui, and 
we knew the NaUic of order, )'-y a retro- 
fpeot of thofe ^*d^ .mtagt*. which we 
hod prior to the war been in the en- 
jo) meat of, and wliieh advantagt i>'had 
excited the tnalcvolcMCC oi our enemies 
to interrupt. All, all concurred to 
induce with aUeruy to fnrnioimt 
every difFiculty, to repti uw cry attack, 
audio enfurc to oiiri'clve';, an<l to our 
podcriry, that national prol'ptriry, that 
/lappinefh, and tliat fafety to every thing 
we held <l€i.r and I'acred, wdiich wtre 
mwv attackc<h but which he knew h ng- 
lilhmcn would not ccafc to elctcnd until 
they Ihoiild ccalc to lire. lie con- 
cluded by moving feverjd Rtlolnrions. 

Mr. Sheridan finJ, the ipecch of the 
Right Hon. Gentleman w a*, calciii.ittd 
rather for the harangue of olheer to 
his troops aboiii to ftorni a J'rci.cii re- 
dou'nr, than an AA.ldrcl’s to the Stt. weirds 
of the National Property for SuppUcs 
to carry on a War, which he uiil 
thought might have been avoided. — 
lie concluded by declaring his omniou 
to be, that the cuntiuuanrcc oftheU'axcs 
about to expire w’as an addiiional 
Taxation. 

Mr.. I>rakc faid a few wor4» 
prfiiive of the plcaiure he had received 
the IVatcment of the Right lion.

Mr. Fox declared hmrfelf to continue 
in the opinion he had ever entertained 
of the War, namely, that it might have 
been avoided.

7 'he Attorney General gave notice 
that he would on Thurlday move foi 
leave to* bring in a Bill for the more 
cd'cctually preventing the holding of 
traitorous corrclpondcncc with the 
enciTsics of Great Britain, and for the 
purpofe of preventing Briiilh lubji^ks 
aiding the enemy. 

Major Maitland, Mr. Grey, and Mr. 
hheridan, thought it neceflary upon a 
motion of fuch great importance, that 
the groiiruls foi tlie Bill Ihoiihl he ftated^ 
and proofs giv».n of the cxiftence of 
traitorous corrcrpond.cnce. 

Mr. put expreded his alloniflimcnt 
'that any Gentleman Ihould have 
ftarred an objection to the early brijig— 
ing tot ward a motion, whieh w'cirt tu 
prevent a traitorous corrcfpondcnce 
with ilie enemy — the good ctfedts to be. 
expct'led from fuch a meafure was by 
its early adoption, and if liis learned 
friend had had any proofs to advance, 
-he was lure lie would not be content 
to move fur a liiil to prevent fuch cor- 
refpondcnce, but would indict the 
parties for high tvealbn. He added, 
that the Bill intended to be moved for 
was to prevent fuch meafu.rcs taking 
place, and fuch procecidings fts bad 
prevailed in former wars.

1720 that duty was appropriated to the 
public fervice for thirt) -two years. In 
17^5 it was rendered perpetual by an 
Adi of Parliament, and the money 
arifiiig from it transferred to the Sink- 
ing Fund tor the dil’pofuion of Parlii- 
nient. In 1787 it was changed from 
the Sinking to the Confolidattd Fund, 
The annual Aim was 130,000!. and the 
only change it un<lcr>s ent in the trans- 
fer to tljc Confolidated Fund \\as, 
the addition of 1200I. whicli mere alb 
arofe from railing tlic fruitions under 
the Confolidated Ail to tlic rcareft 
entry. So that A>r the (pace of feventy 
years this tax had been devoted to 
the public, and left to the appropri- 
ation ('f ParlianKin. That }l<*ule, on 
its part, had rendered this duty per- 
petual with their eyes open. 

He was reade to admit that it was, 
ill a great mealure, si partial rax, and 
he wilhed to pay every attention to the 
loyal and refpcdilHbie body who fent up 
the petition ; but, under the exigency 
of the times, he did not think hinifelt 
ar liberty to accede to the prayer ol the 
petition, cfpccially as it wu., alrnofi:

The Attorney General moved for 
leave to bring in a Bill to prevent trai- 
torous correrpondence wjrli tlie enemies 
ot this country. T he iieads of the 
Bill went to prohiV)it pcrfojis Tupplying 
Fra'ncc, under penalty of iligii Trea- 
foii, wiili arms, proviftons, bullion, 
woollen cloths, A-c. to prohibit Britiih 
^ubje^lsfrompureharmg lands in Frarce, 
or in any c.f their funds j to prevent 
their going to Fiance without a pafTport 
fropi the King ; cr fuffering any per- 
fon^ to enter this country fji»m !■ ranee, 
whether they were fubjc<^ts to ih< King 
Di* not, without his Majtfty’s licence to 
do fc. 

Mr. Fox oppofed the motion, which 
he laid he could not fufTer topafs with- 
f^ut fiating his moft complete and de- 
cided difapprobation of it. He felt it* 
to be repugnant to every idea of free- 
dom andjufice, and impolitic in every 
view to the intcrefts of this country. 
He reprobated the prohibition of buy- 
ing lands in France, as contrary to the 
principle he had always conftdcrcd as 
facred in this country, namely, indi* 
vidqal propcrt^--^thc facred fecurity of 
which was violated, ^hen the nght 
wijs dedied to the proprietor of ,dif.

Jf fuch a power waji 
gun red, where, he would alk, was aij 
our br'afted freedom, all our rights, 
when It would be left to the caprice or 
a Alinifter to pundli an innocent man, 
nay, perhaps a mtficorious one r — The 
prohibition of iui'urancc he deemed 
imncluK. — noinluiMuce would betaken

and ihclV. Committees ha\ c been chang- 
ed ; hut, very far fi 0111 piinilhing them, 
l^achc and Haffenfratz have I'uccccded

I now 
made the cnoimou*. dangers and the 
I’afeiy of mv country my lole ohjedhs ) I 
fought to anticipate our enemies ; and 
the dinrclVed army I have defcrihcd to 
V'ou forgot rill ii.s fiifferings to attack 
Holland. \V'’liilil riidcd by new fupplies 
ofiioup^ frviiii hianci, 1 took Bn da, 
‘Klundert. aud (Lu n uydenber g.

every th'Lg \va . ’•'•.‘rvled ; tiic nc Ad- 
miniftraiion was not yet eftablilhed, 
.‘in<! the old one w.i. bot.h cniiiinrd and 
\icioiis. Money* u as in ahumJaiicc ; 
but the new fortn*- eftablilhed at the 
Royal Trcalury* T)i evcnti'd ealh being 
forwarded to any department ot thi* fer- 
vice. 1 caniioras yet enter on a detail 
of the caufes of the cluck our armies 
have received, fincc 1 am but juft ar- 
lived; the hope, however, of obtaining 
polfeflioTi of Macftricht has not only 
b«cn abandoned, but the armies have 
rc*tired with lofs and confufum. The 
magazines of every defeription w'hich 
we had begun to Collect at Liege, a» 
well as a part of the old army and fotiio 
new battalions, have fallen into tire 
hands of the enemy. This retreat has 
drawn upon us new enemies ; and it ir' 
expedient in this place that I &ould de<^ 
velopc to you the moral caufes of our' 
evils. 

In human events there cxift at aU 
times a recompe nfe for virtues and a 
puiiiihxnentfor vicesk Xndtriduals may 

afeapa 
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tfcape this providence, which you may 
term what you pleafe, bccaiifc fuch 
points are too delicate for our percep- 
tions. Whilft our caufe was juft wc 
vancjuifticd our enemies ! As loon as 
avarice and injuftice guided our fteps 
we deftroyed ourfelves, and our cne- 
mieb took the advantage of us. 

You arc flattered; you are deceived ; 
and f will now remove the veil. We 
have opprefled the Belgians by every 
ipccics of vexation ; have violated the 
facred rights of their liberty ; and have 
impudently infulted ihcir religious opi- 
nions. By a robbery but little lucra- 
tive, tlic inftrunients of their facred 
worlhip have been profaned ; and their 
charaftcr and intentions have been mif- 
reprefented to you. 'The union of 
Hainault to the Republic was effected 
by fabres and mulkets; and that of 
Bruftcls by an handful of men who 
could exift in trouble only and by a 
few fanguinary men affcmblcd to inti- 
midate the citizens- Attend to the 
hiftory of the Netherlands ; you will 
there find that the Belgians are good, 
irank, brave, and impatient under any 
yoke. The Duke of Alva, the moft 
cruel of the fatellitesof Philip the Se- 
cond, caufed eighteen thoufand of them 
to pcrifti by the hands of hangmen. 
The Belgians revenged their caufe by 
thirty years fpent in civil wars ; and 
their attachment to the religion of their 
anceftors could alone fubjeit them ooce 
more to the yoke of Spain. 

Your finances were exhaufted when 
vve entered Belgium. Your fpccie had 
cither difappeared, or was purchafed 
by its weight in gold. Cambon, who 
perhaps is an honeft citizen, but who 
certainly is in talents beneath the confi- 
dence you have placed in him in the de- 
partment of the Finances, faw no other 
remedy than the poftuftion of the riches 
of this fertile country. He propofed 
to you the fatal Decree of the 15th 
of December ; you accepted it 
unanimoufly ; notwithftaiiding each 
among you to whom 1 have fpoken on 
the fubjedt, has to^d me that he difap- 
p roved of it, and that the Decree was 
unjuft. One of mj four Memorials 
was diredfed agalnfl this Decree— it was 
liot read in the Convention ; and the 
fame Cambon endeavoured to render 
ttiy remonftrances odious and criminal, 
by obferving at the TVibunal^ that X op* 
pofed a •z/e/e to the Decree ofrthe Con* 
vention. This Decree you conflmed 
^ Deceirilicri ihd

charged your CommiflionerS to fee it 
ftridtly executed. Conformably to your 
orders, the Executive Power fent at 
leaft thirty Commiilioners — the choice 
was bad, if wc except a few honeft mcti, 
whofe 'ivifm is perhaps doubted, be- 
caufe they feck to IclTen the odioufnefs 
of their fundlions. The greater part 
arc either rafli, tyrannical,, of men 
without reflection, whom a brutal and 
infolcnt zeal has conftantly led beyond 
their fuiidtions. Agents of tyranny 
have been fpread over the whole furfiice 
of Belgiinn. The military comman- 
dants, in obediciicc to tlie decree, have 
been obliged to Lmpl'.'y, at their rc- 
queft, the forces entrufted to them; 
and thefe exaftions exafperated to the 
utmoft height the exafperations of the 
Belgians. Hence terror, and perhaps 
hatred, were fubftiruted to that mild 
fraternity by which our firft fteps in 
Belgium were accompanied ; and at the 
moment of our ill fuccefles thefe agents 
were moft violent and iinjuft. 

You have been mifled with refpe£t tm. 
the union of fcveral parts of Belgium to 
France. You deemed it voluntary be- 
caufe your information was untrue. 
Hence you thought you could carry off 
the fuperfluous church-platc, wichoitt 
doubt to defray the cxpences ^ the war. 
You regardea the Belgians from tht • 
time as Frenchmen ; but had they even 
been fo, it would ftill have been nccef- 
fary to wait, until the abandonment of 
this plate Ihould be a voluntary facri- 
fice, without which, to carry it off b/ 
force became in their eyes a facriiege. 
This is juft what has happened. The 
Priefts and Monks have profited by this 
a£l of imprudence, and wc have bceii 
regarded as robbers flying from our 
foes, infomuch that the commonaltias 
of the villages are every where arming 
againft us. This is not a war of Arifto* 
craev, for our Revolution favours the 
pcafants, and ftill the peafants arc arm* 
mg againft us, and the founds in 

every direction. To them it Is a facrtffli 
war } to us a criminal one. We are st 
this moment furrounded by enemies, as 
you will fee bff my reports to the War 
Minifter. You will at the fame timt 
fee the firft fteps neceifity has obliged 
me to take, to fare tht French 
the natsona]; honour, the Republic 
fetf f

GEMF.ftAl- Dumovrier to tlic 
F REVCH Nation. 

SINCE the commencement of the 
Revolution, J have devoted niyfelf to 
the niainrcnance of the Liberty and 
Honour of the Nation. 

The ferviccs J rendered in the year 
1792, arc the mod memorable. Mi- 
ll tder of Foreign Adairs during three 
months, 1 elevated and fudaincd the 
Dignity of the French Name through- 
out ail Europe. 1 was calumnidtcd by 
an odious Cabal, by wIkjiu 1 was charged 
with having plundered lix millions of 
iivrcs de dined for fecrct fer vires. I 
have proved, that of this ium I did not 
expend half a million. 

' Having quitted the career of politics 
. towards the clofc of the month of June, 
X commanded a Imali Arnw in the 
Department of the North. This De- 
partment 1 was ordered to quit with 
my Troops, at the very time the Auf- 
trians entered in force that part of the 
Republic. I diiobeyed the order, laved 
the Dupartment, and an attempt wras 
^ade to come on me by furprifc, for 
the purpofc of conveying me to the Ci- 
-iadcl of Metz, where I was to be con- 
demned by a CoutieU of War to fuffer 
death. 

. On the 28th of Auguft I took upon 
Champagne, the command ot an 
army of twenty thoufand men, weak, 
^nd without either difcipline or orga- 
,$lHration« I arreded the progrefs of 
^'ighty thoufand PruiliansaBd Hellians, 
forced them to retreat after they 
facri&ced the one half of their army, 
then the Saviour of France ; and 
ghen it was that the mod wicked of 
the opprohfium of Frenchmen-^ 
igk; a word, Marat, began to calum- 
niate me without any mercy. Whh a 
part of the . vi^orious army of Cham- 
pagne^ and fome other troops, 1 en- 
tered, on the fth fi ^November, the 
irlMlt lfained the 


for-cver- memorable battle of Jemappe ) 
and, after a fucceliion of advantages, 
entered Liege and Aix-la-Chapcllc to- 
wards the clofe of that month. From 
that moment my deftruffion was refol ved 
on ; and 1 have been acciifcd of af- 
pirmg, now to the title of of 

Brabant^ now to the StaUtholdtrJbip^ 
and again to the Dt^iatorJbtJ*. 'I'o re- 
tard and crulh my fuccciTcs, the Minif- 
tcr Pache, fupported by the criminal 
Fa6lion to whom all our evils are to 
be aferibed, fufferedthe victorious army 
to w ant every thing, and fucceeded in 
diibanding it by famine and nakednefs. 
The confeqiicuce was, that more than 
fifteen thoufand men were in the hof- 
pirals, more than twenty-five thoufand 
deferred thro* inifcry and difguft, and 
upwards of ten thoufand horfes died of 
hunger ’ ! f 

I tranlmittcd to the National Con- 
vention very ftreiuious remoiiftranccs, 
\v hich I followed up by repairing in 
>erfon to Pari^, to engage the Legif- 
ators to apply a remedy to the evil : 
they did not even condcfccnd to read the 
four Memorials 1 delivered in. During 
the twenty- fix hours I fpent at Paris. 

I heard almoft every night bands of 
pretended Federates demand my head ; 
and calumnies of every defeription, a'j 
well as menaces and infults, followed 
me even into the country-houfc to 
which I retired. 

Having delivered ii: my refignation, 
I was retained in the fervice of my 
Country, becaufe it was propofed to me 
to ncgociatc the Sufpenfion of the War 
againil England and Holland, which 
I had conceived as indifpenfablc to the 
fafety of the Netherlands, Whilft I 
negociated, and that fucccfsfully, the 
National Convention itfelf haftened to 
declare War, without making any 
preparations, and without either power 
or means for its fupport. 

I was not even advifed of this De^ 
claration, and learned it through the 
medium of the Gazettes only. 1 haf-' 
tened to form a fmall Army of new 
Troops, who had never fought ; and 
with thefc Troops, whom confidence 
rendered invincible, I made myfelf 
mnfter of three Ufong places, and was 
ready to penetrate into the middle of 
Holland* when I learned the difafier 
of Aiz-la-Chapellc, the raifing of the 
Siege of Macfiriclit, and the fad Retreat 
cf the Aitny. By this Army I wit 
loudly iboitnoned— abandoned my 
CTonfUifta to fly to its fticcoiQr ; an^ con-* 
' fidttred 
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fi tiered that we could be extricated from 
our difficulties by a fpeedy fuccefs only. 
I led my Companions in Arms to the 
Enemy. On the i6th of March, I had 
a conlidcrable advantage at Tirleraont. 
OntHc 1 8th, I brought the Enemy to a 
general attion ; and the centre and right 
wing, under my charge, were vidtorn us. 
The left wing, after having attacked 
imprudently, lied. On the 19th, wc 
retreated honourably with the brave- 
men that were left togctlier ; for a 
part of the Army diffianded itfclf. On 
the 21ft and aid, we fought with the 
fame courage j and to our hrmncl's w'as 
owing the prefervation of the remains 
of an Army which breathes I'olely f(»r 
true Liberty , for the reign of the Laws, 
and for the cxtindlion of Anarchy. 

It was then that the M A rats, the 
Koberspierres, and the criminal 
Stills of Jacobins of Paris, plotted the 
fall of the Generals, and more cfpe- 
ci, illy of mine. Thclc Villains, bribed 
with the gold of Foreign Powers to 
complete the diforganization of the Ar- 
mies, caul'ed almotl all the Generals 
TO be arrefted. They keep them in 
the Jails of Paris, to Septemberize them ; 
for thus it is that thefc Monfters have 
coined a word, to hand down to Polie- 
rity the lemcmbraiicc of the liorriJ 
Maflacrcs of the tirft fix days of bep- 
tcinher. 

Whilft I was employed in re com- 
pofing the Army, in which employ- 
ment I laboured night and day, on the 
I ft of April (^yefterday) four Commif- 
ftoners of the National Convent ion 
reached me, vrith a Decree, purporting 
rhat 1 fhould be brought to the Bar of 
the Convention itlelf. The War Mi- 
niftcr, Beurkonville, ('my PupilJ 
was weak enough to accompany them, 
to fucccfcd me in my command. The 
perfoDs who were in the Suite of thefc 
perfidious %miffiiries, informed me 
themfclvcs, that different groups of 
Affaffins, either fugitives from or driven 
out of my Army, were difperfed on 
the road to kill me before 1 could reach 
Paris. 1 fpent fevcral hours in en* 
dcavouring to convince the Commif* 
fioners of the imprudence of this ar- 
re ft— Nothing could Ihakc their pride ; 
and I therefore amfted the whole of 
them, toferve meat Hoftages againftthe 
Crimes of Paris, 1 inffantly arranged 
with the ImperlaUfft a Sufpenfion of 
Arm«, and marched towardii the Citpi* 
fal, ad txttnguiih, as fpeodtly aspofliblCr 
lighted eaaben of Civil Wan 


My dear Counti^men I it is expedient 
that a true and brftve man remove for 
you the veil which covers all our crimes 
and misfortunes. In 1789, we made 
great efforts to obtain Liberty, Equa- 
liry, and the Sovereignty of ihe People. 
Our Principles were ronfecrattd in the 
Dtclaration of the Rights of Man ; and 
th< re h3\c rcfulted from the labours 
of oiirLcgWlators, ift, The Declaration 
which fays rhat yratKe is and Ibali re* 
mam a Monarchy — idly, A Conftitu- 
tion to which we fworc fealty in 1789, 
90, and 91. 

This Conftitution might, and indeed 
mult have been inijicrfett , but it ought 
and miglit have been believed, that 
with time and experience its errors 
would be redtihed, and that the necef- 
fary ftrifc between the Legiftative and 
Executive Powers would eftablilh a wife 
Etuiilibriiim, which would prevent 
citner of thefc Powers from feizingthe 
whole of the authority, and attaining 
Dclpctifin If the Defponfm of a 
liug'f individinl is dangerous to Li- 
berty, how much more odious mull be 
that of feven hiindrui men, many of 
whom are void of Principles, without 
Alorals, and who have been able to 
leacli that fupremacy by Cabals or 
Crimes alone I 

Licentioufnefb and Excefs foon ren- 
dered it impoifiblc to fupport the yoke 
of a Conftitution that gave Laws. The 
Tribunes inftucnccd the AlTembly of 
Reprefentatives, and were themfclvcs 
awed by the dangerous Club of the Ja* 
cobins at Paris. The ftrife between 
the two Powers became at length a 
deadly combat. Then was the Eouili- 
briuni deftroyed — fruz/rz-ccafed to nave 
a Ring ; and the viftory of the loth 
of Auguft was foiled by the atrocious

1 had not asi yet reafon to expert, 
that there could be the I call wavering 
from an opinion fo well founded, and 
which alfo appeared unanimous ; and, 
indeed, who could have ccuceivcd that 
the Generals themfeivts would have 
fought, through their ambition, or by a 
fpirit of infatuation, to alter the refo- 
lution of the Army ?

chargeof muiketry. They killed icvcral 
of my iuite, as well as fevtral horfes. 

They cut off the road to the camp, 
to which I wiihed to retreat ; and I 
was forced to favc myfelf with a part 
of the officers who accompanied me, by 
crofling the Scheldt in a boar, to repair 
to the firft Imperial Poll. As it was 
not our intention to emigrate, and as we 
were allured that the army cxprefTcd 
a ftrong indignation againft tliefe 
alfalflns, as well as an attachment to 
the rc-eftablilhment of peace and good 
order, we repaired at day-break to the 
camp. There, however, amidft re- 
iterated protcllation? of attachment to 
the principles that determined us, we 
remarked a mute and fulleu agitation, 
which made us judge that ftrong difTen- 
tions in opinion prevailed. 1 addrclfed 
each corps, and from each corps receiv- 
ed a reply tantamount to that made on 
the preceding days. 

Wiihing, however, after the re- 
mark we had made, to repair to the 
head-quarters at St. Amand, we learn- 
ed that the corps of artillery had form- 
ed the defign of conveying their great 
park to Valenciennes ; and that the 
plot of the fa^liods men who millead 
them was, to feize on ip, to convey us 
thither, and to make a merit of facri- 
flcing us to the vengeance of our ty- 
rants. We had then one expedient 
only left, that of repairing to the 
Imperial Army, which we ought to 
regard as our ally, after the frank and 
noble proclamation of the General in 
C hief by whom it is commanded. — • 
Several cor) s of cavalry have already 
joined us ; fcveral bands of infantry have 
done the fame ; and as foon as the Im- 
pcrialifts fhall have entered the terri- 
tory of Fi’ancc, not as vanquilhers, and 
as wifhing to didlatc laws, but as gcnc-< 
rous allies, who come to aid us in rc-ef- 
tablilhing the Conftitution, which can 
alone ft ay the progrefs of the crimes 
and calamities that menace France,, 
many other corps will prepare to unit^ 
themfclves to tacir brothers u» arms. 

1 know the difpofition of the arrny^ 
and more efpecially that of the troopa 
of the line.

They will rally befidc the brave 
troops who have only accompanied me 
in my momentary retreat to rc-enfer 
France within two days at fartheft, and 
to put an end to the vile difordrrs 
which cover all France with mourning 
and terror. 

I fsvear in the name of my com- 
panions, that we will not lay down our 
arms until we fhall have fucccedcd in 
our cntcrpri/c ; and our foie defign is, 
to rc-cftahlilh the Conftitution, and 
Conftitutional Royalty ; that no relent- 
ment, no thirfk after vengeance, no 
ambitious motive, fways our piirpofcs ; 
that no foreign power lhall iuflucncc 
our opinion ; " that wherever anarchy 
lhall Aafe at the appearance of our 
arms and thofe of the Combined Ar- 
mies, we will condufl ourfclvcs as 
friends and brothers ; that wherever we 
fii'dll meet with rcfiflance, we lhall 
know how to Iclefl the culpable, and 
fparc the peaceable inhabitants, the 
victims of the infamous wiles of the 
Jacobins of Paris, from whom have 
arifen the horrors and calamities of the 
war that we lhall in no way dread

The coips under the Prince of 
Holicnlohe pafled the Rhine near Bingco the 
29111 ot March, and advanced to Arnfbeiroq 
1 he Bvtng corps under Colongl Szekely pur- 
fiied the enemy, who were fetreatifig from 
K:reuizuj.cti to Worms, as far u Alzeg, 
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out hsvin^ been able to annoy them or over- 
take them. We went with the grand army 
from Bingen, in the dire^ion of ArnQieim 
and Odernbeim, to Alzheini. By this move- 
ment we cut off a part of Cufline's array, 
who retreated lo Worm*, in a way that le- 
tembUd a flight more thnn a retreat. Many 
pntbocra were made by the way. 

On the 30'h we look the garnfoo of AI2- 
bfiiim pnfoners, confi fling a captain and 60 
horfe, of whom not oneefcaped. 

The Fiench garrlfons of Genflieim, Etch, 
and Hamm, confiffing of t . • hatcalions of 
infantry and four cannon, united their for^cf, 
w th a view to occupy the Chanfee leading to 
Worms. W'olflf. aili’s HuIFts attacked ihtm, 
took a cannon, and fome piifoners. Tfie 
enemy then recreated behind the Old Rhine, 
near tich ; towards the evening they fhewed 
themfelves upon the Chmfee near Rhine 
Turcheim. Leiutenant- General Prince of 
Wurtembnrg got before them with his regi- 
ment of cavaliy, and Prince Louis, the King’s 
Con, charged them wi'h three fqnadrons of the 
dragoons of Arfpach and Rireuth with fuch 
Vigour, that, affifted by the riding artillery 
under Captain Meyler, he forced them lo lay 
down tteir arms. There were three cjnnon 
taken, with fix colours, the military cheff, 
and 1200 pnfoncrsj among whom were 40 
officers. 

The King appointed h's fon to the rank 
of Colonel, and expreffed his marked appro- 
bation of tli£ Pr'nce of Wurtembnrg The 
Prince of Hohenlohe, Colonel Sztkely, and 
Oeneral Kohler purfued the enemy's rear 
guard, which was pnffed near Homberg, at- 
tacked, routed it, and look a great number 
of pnfociers. 

Tow ards night, when wc were in quar- 
ters at Alzheim, the enemy appeared towards 
Mayeace : They were the garrifons of Op- 
penheim and NieiflHn, which had been cut 
off. The Prince of Hohenlohe went to meet 
them, with the bact.'ilicMi of Martini and his 
own regiment : They flood ihe tirt of the 
artillery, but retreated when they found 
themfelves within raulket Ihot, 

On the 31ft the army united } one part 
facing towards Worms and the other towards 
Miayence. Our pofts esaend to Nierffein on 
the Maycmce fide, and to Offhofen on the 
Worms fide.

In this action above 900 men and 45 offictjs 
(of whom four were field officers) were 
taken prifonurs : The Pruflians alfo took 5 
pieces of cannon and two p.ur of co’ourr. 

The Pruflians have reached the banks of 
the Rhine, near Oppenbeim, and cut off nil 
comraunrcacion between France and Mayence^ 
which is hemmed in on eveiy fide. On the 
night of the 31 ft ult. his Pruffian Majefty 
cftablifhed his head- quarters at Gunterlblum. 
His advanced pofts were, on one hand, bt» 
yond Oppf'nheim, and on the other, ac 
Wot m*.. The Pnnce-Rcyal, who commands 
the referve. is at Ingelheim, between w'hich 
and the head- quarters a great body of the 
army is cantoned, with its front towards 
Maycnc“. The cavalry occupy chiefly the 
villages between Oppeiibeim and Altzsy, 
fronting towards Fiance. On their right is 
thec<irp6of Auftnans which Prince Hohen- 
lohe h IS left under the command of Gea« 
Krlktcu her. The bridge of pontoons is re- 
moved from Bacarach to Bingen. 

Jfntwerpf j 4 pril 8. Intelligence has been 
received here that General Dumourier hat 
quitted his army and retired to Mons, where 
be now is. He was accompanied hy about 
1000 horfe,' and from 1 to 2000 infantry* 
After his departure the French army is faid 
to have broken to pieces : many went homCf 
and otheis threw themfelves into the neigh- 
bouring garrifons of Lille, Vileocieones, 
Conde, Maubeuge, &c.

Our van-guard, which marched on the 
i^th inft. fiom Tongres, took up their can- 
tsiomencs beyond that town. The 1 5th they 
advanced to Orfniaalt their head>qmrters 
were cAablilhed at St. Tron, and the body of 
the army cai.toned beyond St. Tron. The 
light troops met the enemy on the road of 
Tirlemont, and drove them through tliat 
place, and beyond it. 

On Che 1 6ch, the array left their canton- 
ments, in order to form a camp beyond the 
rivet GelUe, when the two armies mat un- 
expedtcdly on tlieir march : for the enemy 
advanced from Louvain with adefign tofur- 
prixe us in our cantonments. The enemy 
had jult retaken thc>r pofuiOH in the toi^n

As oiir army could not reach the river of 
Grand Gelbe, and as we fliould have been in 
want nt water m our then pafuion, ilie Field 
Matibal Prince deCobourg oidercd a retreat 
lu evening, towards the road of Orfmaal, 
^iid the army occupied during tlie night the 
heights along the little river u( Gelhe. 

On the lytii, our at my took a pofition 
which was not defenfibte. U was taken 
merely for the pnrpole of having an extent of 
ground, lu enable us to attack the enemy on 
fevcral quarters at once, in cafe they ad van- 
ced. The little river of Gdhe was in our 
trout, and our van was polled along that ri- 
ver I oui right wing'^extended to the road of 
St. Tron, wheie ilie vanguaid, under the 
command of Arcli- Duke Chailes, wns cn> 
Cam(ied, and next to them the whole army, 
in two lines of battle ; the firfl, under the 
Command of General Count C'olloredu $ and 
the fecond, under the Prmce of Wurtembufg. 
They had the villages of Orfmaal, Guthen- 
kofen, and Nerrvinden, in fnmt. Tlic left 
wing was commanded by General Count 
Clairfait { this wing was going to t<>ke jioft 
between Rvicour and Laoden. Tiie enemy 
remained in their pofition behind Tiiie- 
mont* 

On the i8ih, we faw the enemy at day- 
break* marching towards us in different co- 
lumns t they extended to the riglit and left 
of the road towards tlic heigius on this fide 
Tirlemonr, in foch a manner that their right 
readied Guthenhofen, and their left Will- 
niarfom* About eight in the morning a co- 
lumn, preceded by a quantity of heavy ar- 
tillery, advanced on the road to St. Tron, 
towards Orfmaal, from winch place tticy dif- 
lodged our Franc corps, and raifed confide- 
rable batteries near the church. 

The Archduke on his fide imnaediacely 
raifed, batteries with the artillery of Che van 
guard, ^nd difmounted leveral cannon of the 
^nemy, which, however, they had the (kill 
to fupply inliautly by others* 

Although this was an pbfiacle to their aU- 
Irancing, they, however, pu(h«d lor ward 
with fo much activity, that thi^y profited by 
the advantage of the ground, and marched a 
column on the left towards the w'ater, and 
another tUougb Raoour upon our fijnks, and 
even upon our back, in ordrr to turn us, 
leaving at the fame time a fuffident nutnbar 
of troops in the ceniie, ^to make ule of them 
iocafeof necbfliiy* 

The Field Marihal planned his attacks 
againfi their dUTotent columns in this man- 
ner I the Prince of Wurtomburg was ortior- 


ed to Sdvance on his left towards the water, 
and Lieutenant Field Marfbal Benjoflki ad- 
vanced on the road towaids Orfmaal and Don- 
mael. The Archduke Charles marched with 
two baitblions of Starcy into the village of 
Oifmual, Gcnei al Clairfait towards Racour^ 
and Count Colloredo remained in ttie center } 
tiiefe Generals heat the French on all Ades, 
and lepulfe^t them. 

Geneial Dumnuricr, at tlie head of 30,000 
men. enndudUd 111 pci foil the principal at- 
tack near Racour, on which the fate of the 
aiflinn depended ; hut General Clairfait 
nnaicherl Insrtfeive, which cotWiffed fcarceJy 
of 8000 men, aniUepulfed Dumnurier, who, 
although he liad rallied hi:, forces again, was 
overthrown a iecuiid time. 

During tins attack near Racour, tlie entn«y 
atlv.inctd a column upon oui centre^ but 
Count CniloiLdo repulfed them, and difiodgiMl 
them from the village of Neervmden, where 
he pofied iiimfelf, when night again termi- 
nated an engagement which laffed eleven 
hours, w'hich alfo pi evented our troops from 
purfauig the enemy any farther. 

The extraordinary bravery with which our 
troO[)s fought, colt us dear ; we lotf between 
12 dud 1500 men, amungfl whom W'c 
reckon Majo.r Hugo AndoneJli, killed $ Ge- 
neral Rubeck and C oioiiel Richt, wounded, 
and alfo feveral other officers. The enemy 
loft at lca(t 4000 men killed and wounded. 
We have taken from them above 30 pieces 
of cannon. 

JMarch I9.

Prospectus. 

I F the number of Reviews already in exigence were the only poifit 
to be conlidered, there could be no reafon to attradl the public 
XK>tice to a New One. Nor is it any apparent want of knowledge, of 
ability in the Authors of thefe publications, that encourages the prefent 
Competition with them* As Critics, fomc of them perform their 
talk in a diftinguifhed manner; mod of them fo well, that, on the 
whole, the caufe of Tafte and Literature receives, no doubt, a great 
advantage from their labours. But, highly as we value Tafle and Lite- 
rature, and infeparably as their interclls are conneded with fuch worksjf 
there are obje^ls of yet more importance continually prefented to 
the mind of a Reviewer; and thence refleflcd to the Public in fuch; 
colours as his Principles or Prejudices may chance to give. Suth are 
the opinions that, from time to time, are publiflied, on the two great 
topics of Politics and Religion. Criticism, though profeflcdly the 
primary objedi of Reviews, gives place, in point of public importance,' 
to the difeuffion of opinions on thefe fubjefts. It is of much lefs cori*’ 
lequence to a country, whether its Writers excel in Style and Didlion, 
in the arts of Compofition, and the various branches of Literary Skill, 
than whether their opinions on thofc leading points are found and right; 
and whether their defefts or merits of that kind are fairly or unfairly 
ftated by the periodical reporter. 

Here then we find the evil that fo much demands a Remedy. SotrK^"oiP 
our principal Reviews have long been animated by a spirit veij'' hoftilte, 
not only to the whole cftabfifhment in Church and State, but to all ihrft" 
Engli^men in general hold moftfacred, in the principles by W^hidh it^ 
is fupporteid; in PblidcSfJto Monarchy in l^eligionj^ tp 
danity.

It is vam to temporuse, by ufing words too weak for what they 
(hould convey. The advocates for extravagant and democratica| 
claims of right, have never wanted their abettors, in thofe dangerous 
publications ; and Chriftianity, though not cxprefsly rejected, is not to 
be difcovercd in that human invention, ftlfcly called Rational Chrif- 
iianityi that fyftem which diminilhes the mercy of God, deftroys the 
dignity of the Redeemer, and bends itfclf to every fanciful hypothefis 
that may chance to fuic the private rcafon of any vain or capricious it\- 
dividual. Is there a Writer who would give to the multitude rights, as 
well as Powers, beyond all definition or controul ? he is fure of counte- 
nance or commendation. Is there one w'ho fills his pages w ith doubts, or 
with denials of all myftcrics, and all that places Revelation above ^he in- 
vention or difeovery of man ? fie too has found flrong advocates. His 
blemilhes are veiled, his bell arguments are brought forward, his worft 
fuppreffed, or aided by others of more apparent efficacy : nor has the 
Reader any chance of being fccured from danger, but by the found nefs 
c^his own principles, or by the caution which many have adopted, frona 
Bcccffity, that of viewing the whole Piaurc in reverfe. He is invited to 
a fpccious feaft, where the more the caies are poifoned, the more they 
^Tt made alluring to rhe eye, and fcdu^live to the appetite. 

On the other hand, with refped tQ works favourable to our Govern- 
ment, or our Religion, the oppofitc methods are employed. The 
Reviewer is a Counfcl conftantly retained againfi the Crown and 
Church, The writer on their fide is always thought to be miftaken ; 
bis abilities, if they cannot lie denied, are confidered as overpoifed by 
bis errors ; and if he gain celebrity or profit, it muft be in fpitq 
1^ of the Reviewers, not by their afliftance. 

To obviate thefe Arts, to check the courfe of Mifreprefentation, and 
give the chance of favourable hearing to the fide we deem the right, U 
the objea of the BRITISH CRITIC ; the Authors of which, though 
they never will defeend to any thing unfair, can only undertake to 
write cxaAly as they feel ; that is, as men convinped qf certain troth^^ 
and zealous to defend ih^m, in projiomon to their high importance. 
They arc, and they declare themfelves to be, firm friends to real 
berty, as cftablilhcd by the Bp.itish CpwsTiTUTtoN, and to real 
Chriilianity, particularly as ddive^cd in t^e EyangcHcal Doarines of 
the CewRCH or EnolaKd. Such being their principles, thc>' can- 
not with ind^crence fee thib iccurity of Sc^icty endangered, or th|;| 
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ibundatkiiifl of the Chriftian Faith alTalled, whether by pretended friends 
or open enemies ; and, therefore, for their fentiments upon thefe fub* 
jedts, they look for commendation only from fuch perfons as agr-ee with 
them* in what fhould be maintained as everlafting truths. I'hcle are, 
however, undoubtedly by far the greater part of* the inhabitants of thU 
country, among whom, within the clafs of thofe who read and think* 
nothing has been more fincerely wifhed, than fuch an effort to refift the 
forces, and repel the inroads of corruption. 

Alarmed by fome apparent progrefs of what they could not but re- 
gard as falfe and dangerous opinions, a Society of Gentlemen publifh* 
cd, fome time ago, a Fto/>o/al for a Reforma tinn of Principles* Th» 
focicty, cenfifting of perfons of liberal views, and of various fituationa 
and profeflions, united only by the exigence of the times, which (eemed 
to call for more than common efforts in defence of British Princi^ 
PLCS, and British Hapitness, was defirous only to reform where 
previous Arts had introduced corruption ; where found opinions yc$ 
remained, to give them due fupport, and to preserve them. Anxing 
their plans for efle^ing this good purpqfe, was that of bringing forward 
A Review, conduced in the manner herein propofed. 

Under the aufpices of that fociety the BritishCriticis now about 
to appear: the time appointed for its commencement being the First 
pfJuNK. How far it may deferve the venerable name of Critic* 
the Public will hereafter decide; but British it will certainly b© 
found, in all its fentiments, and in the ground of its decifions; accord- 
ing to thofe principles that long have formed the glory of the Bridfli 
Nation. In taking fuch a line, if the Authors of this Review Hiould not 
be able wholly to efcape the charge of partiality, they are at Icaft deterr 
pained to incur no accufation of intemperance. By the fcalc of their own 
opinions, mull: all men judge of others ; we know not of any coniidera* 
:fion that (hquld deter us from fpcaking for ourfelves ; and if we 
plainly avow our Principles, we rather fhould obtain the praife of 
honefty, than meet with cenfure or fufpicion. A man partial to no 
opinions is a blank ; he neither can have read nor thought. Having 
opinions, to ® neutrality by which they (hould be totally con* 

ceaied, would be to roalfc ^ (acrifice yrithout advantage; it would fae 

difplcafc all parties. We ’^opld be candid, not ipfipid. 

Having thus largely given our Reafons for the prefent undetl^kii^ 
and exprdled our feelinnon the moft important points connedled 
jt, we'ha^ve only now ip that in cve^ ptlicr quality that fo 





f6f}txifed in t, Remur, car ernksvattr will be to riral, if we e^not 
excel, the moft refpc6bible of our competitors : favourable to merit of all 
kinds, and particularly to the eflorts of Genius. 

' Finding the form already adopted for Reviews to be conveivient and 
proper, we have not attempted innovation, where we could not promiie 
im improvement. Our Monthly Publication will, therefore, confiH, as 
they do, of two principal divlHons: a Review at large of feme pro- 
du^ons, and a Catalogue of others, more concifely noticed. 

But as it appears that the quantity has been too far incrcafed, and three 
volumes in a year are thought to lay too heavy a charge on public curio- 
i*7, we purpolc, by avoiding Supplements, to confine the British 
Critic within Two Yearly Volumes. 

Foreign Literature, however, which chiefly occupies the Supplemcntsi 
of other Reviews, Avill not be neglcfled by us. On the contrary, from 
the aAIilance to which we look, we are enabled to promife a peculiarly 
accurate and intelligent execution of that article. But as few Readers feel 
as much interefted concerning foreign publications, as with thofe of their 
ewn country ; and they who do, can cafily obtain accefs to foreign jour-^ 
nals; we (hall keep this piit within a moderate extent, and affign to it 
Sttily one diviiion of our Monthly Catalogue : which will confcqucntly 
ho diflinguifhed into two parts — Catalogue and Foreign Catalogue^ 
Aawc commence our Undettsdemg in the Middle of the Year, we 
feaD neither go out of the current year for fubje^ of Critidfm, nor 
bind onrlelves to notice every work that has already appeared in 1793 ; 
but, from the date of our firft publication, we mean to make our notice 
general ; and, if pofliblc, to keep pace with the publications that are 
ifiAied, better than has been ufual with reviews. Long arrears of Cri- 
ticifm are prejudicial, in many infiances, to authors; and always are 
impleaflng to the public. 

Of any merits that may be peculiar to us, we (hall leave our Readers 
both to judge and (peak. Learning and Sagacity muft be (hown by 
aJ^ual proof, not pnomilbd and held forth in previous boaftings. IF vre 
liavc them, they will plead cffcftualJy in our behalf: if they (Hould be 
wanting, the more we had commended ourfelvcs, the greater would be 
difeppointment. The attempt itfeif argues feme perfctafiori 
of ability to trxccutc the talk: Snt?cefs will juftify our hopes, bat no# 
relax our efibrts,

ACCOUNT OF WILLIAM EARL OF MANSFIELD.

A S f©on as Lord Mansfield was efta- 
blilbed in the King’s Bench iie be- 
i^an to mahe inijirovcmcnts in tlie piac- 
ticc cf that Court. On the 12th of 
‘^oycriibcr, four days after he h«d 


taken his feat, he made a very ncccITary 
regulation, ohfcrving, “ VVhere we < 
have no doubt, we ought not to put the 
jiarties to the delay and expence of a 
farilujr argument \ nor Ic a ve other per- 

Ibns^ 
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who may be intcrefted in the de- 
termination ot a point lb general, un- 
nectilfarilY under the anxiety of fuf- 

hc anxiety of fufpcncc, from this 
jpern>d, was no longer to be complained 
©f in the Court of King’s Bench. The 
regularity^ punctuality, and difpatch of 
the new Chief Juft ice afforded luch ge- 
neral i'atisfaCtion, that they, in procefs 
of time, drew into that Court moft of 
the caufes which could be brought there 
for determination. 

Sir James Burrows fayaf, 1 am 
informed, that at the fittings for Lon- 
don and Middlefex only, there are not 
fo few as eight hundred caufes fetdown 
a year ; and all difpofed of. And tho' 
ynany of them, elpccially in London, 
are of confidcrable value, there arc not 
more, upon an average, than between 
twenty and thirty' ever heard of after- 
wards in the Ihapc of fpccial verdicts, 
fpeciai cafes, motions for new trials, or 
in arreft of judgment. Of a bill of ex- 
ceptions there has been xi^inllance. (1 do 
not include judgments upon criminal 
^rofccutions ; they arc neceffary confe- 
quences of the convictions.) My Re- 
ports give ^mt a very faint idea of the 
extent of the whole bufincfs which*' 
comes before the Court : 1 only report 
what I think may be of ufe as a dcrcr- 
mination or illuftration of fomc matter 
of law. I take no notice of the numcr-r 
ous queltions of faCl which arc heard 
upon affidavits (the rr.oft tedious and 
irkfome part of the whole bufincfi.). 1 
take no notice of a vHricty of conrefta- 
ti^ms, which, after having been fully 
difciilTed, arc decided without dit- 
hculty or doubt. 1 t.tkc no notice of 
many cafes which turn upon a con- 
ftruAion fo peculiar and particular, 
as not to be likely to form a precedent 
for any other cafe. And yet, notwith- 
ttanding this immenfity or bufincfs, it 
is notorious, that in confequenee of me- 
thod, and a few rules which have been 
laid down to prevent delay ('even where 
the parties themfclvrs w'Ould willingly 
content to it), nothing now hangs in 
Court. Upon the Viift day ot the 
very laft term, if we “exclude fuch mo- 
tions of the term as by dcfiri; of the 
parties went over of courfe as pc- 
remptoricB, there was not a fmglc matter 
•f any kind that remained undetermin-

ed, excepting one cafe relating to tKc 
proprietary Lord Ih ip of Maryland, 
which was profcircdly podponed on 
account of the prefent iituation of 
America. 

“ One might fpcak to the fame cfTc^V 
concerning the iaft day of any former 
term for fomc years backward.” 

The fame Author alfo inforil^s us, 
after reporting the famous cafe of 
Perrin and Blake 3.,that it was remark- 
able, that cxccjinng that cafe, and an- 
other in the lame volume on Literary 
Property, there had not been from the 
6th of November 17^6, to the time of 
his then prefent publication, 26th May 
1776, a final difference of opinion in the 
Court in any cafe, or upon any point 
w'hatfocver. “ It is remarkablevtoo,” he 
adds, “that, excepting thefe two cafes, no 
judgment given during the fame period 
lias been reverfed, either in the Ex- 
chequer Chamber, or in Parliament : 
and even tbefe 'revcrfals wc,rc with 

f rjjat diverfity of opinion among the 
udges.” 

In the next year the ill fuccefs of the 
war then begun occafioned a change in 
the Adminiffration, and the confli&s of 
contending parties rendered it imprac- 
ticable for the Crown, at that juncture, 
to fettle a new Miniftry. In order, 
therefore, to give paufe to the violence 
of both fides, Lord Mansfield was in* 
duced to accept the poft of Chancellor 
of the Exchetmer on the 9th April 1757, 
which he held until the zd of J uly in the 
fame year, During this interval he 
employed himfelf wirh great fuccefs to 
bring about a coalition, which being 
effedted, produced a fcrics of events 
which raifed the glory of Great Britain 
to the higheft point at which it has ever 
been fccn. In the fame year he was 
offered, but refufed, the office. of Lord 
High Chancellor ; and in November 
1758, he wa5 eledfed a Governor of thf 
Ciiarccr-houfc in the room of the 
Duke of Marlborougl^ then lately dc- 
ccafcd . 

Forffcvcral years after this period the* 
tenor jof Lord Mansfield's life was 
marked onlv with a moft feduhius dif- 
charge of the duties of his office. In 
1760 George IJ. died, and the new 
reign commenced with alterations in 
the Adminiftration, wliich gave rife to 
a virulent fpirit of oppofition, conducted

^APTAIN Craufurd, Aid-dc-Carnp 
^ to his Royal Hi^hnefs the Duke of 
York, arrived here yefierday evening, 
with a difpatch from Sir James Murray, 
Bart. Adjutant-General to the forces 
under the command of his Royal High- 
nefs, of which the following is a Copy. 

FamarSy ^ 793 - 

Str, 

I AM happy to have the honour of 
Informing you that the combined forces, 
under the command of the Prince of 
Saxe Coboiirg and of his Royal Higli- 
nel’s, have ddeated the enemy, and 
driven them from the ftrong camp of 
Famars. 

A body of 16 battalions, viA. the 
Brigade of Britilh, two bartilioiis of 
noverian guards, two battalions of 
Hanoverian grenadiers, and eight bat- 
talions of Aullrian infantry, with fix 
fqiiadrons of Britifh light dragoons, 
toll/ of Hanoverian, and eight of Au- 
firian cavalry, with a great proportion 
of heavy artillery, alTembled very early 
in the morning of the 23d, under the 
command of his Royal Hi^bnefs. 
They Were to arrive at dav-breah upon 
the bank of the R.oncllc, near the 
village of Ortie, to cllablifh bridges 
to pals the river, and turn the right of 
the enemy. Another column, of nearly 
equal force, under General Ferraris, 
was deftined to attack the works which 
had been thrown' up upon the right 
bank of the Rom llc, and, after car- 
rying them, to fecond the operations of 
his Royal Highnefs, as ciicumftancts 
might dircfl : a column, under the 
command of General Colloredo, was 
employed to obferve Valenciennes; 
•nothcr, under General Otto, to cover 


Quefnoy. The enemy attempted as 
attack upon the latter, in Avhich they 
\yere repulfed, with the lofs of thre« 
pieces of cannon ; two were taken by 
a detachment of Huffars. A thick fog 
occafioned fome delay in the advance 
of the troops. Upon their approach ta 
the Roncllc fevcral batteries were 
opened from the oppofite fide, but 
ff'.m fuch a diftance as to produce little 
effeft. 

They v/erc anfwercd and kept in 
awe by the Aiillr.an and Hanoverian 
heavy anillcTN . After feme time fpeat 
in cannonading, two divilions of huffars 
paflTed the river without oppofition at a 
ford in tile village of Merfhe. His 
Royal Highnefs ordered the brigade 
ot guards, two battaliens of Auftrian 
infantry, fix fquadrons of Britifli and 
two of Hanoverian light cavalry, - 
purfuc the fame route, in order to take 
the batteries in Bank, "and fccure a 
pall age for the reft of his troops. This 
movement had the defired fuccefs ; 
the enemy retreated from all their pofts^ 
falling back upon a redoubt which they 
had thrown up upon the commanding 
heights behind the village of Famars. 

General Ferraris, after cannonading 
fonie time, attacked upon his fide, and 
carried the entrenchments by affault. 
The troops of the diftcrent Nations 'dis- 
played the utinoft firinncfs and intre- 
pidity in this arduous undertaking. 
The Bntifli troops, who had this oppor- 
tunity of diftinguifhing themfclvcs, 
were the brigade of the line, viz. the 
i.>thand 1; 30! regiments, with the batta- 
lion formed from their light infantry and 
grenadier companies, commanded by 
Major-General Abercromby f , I in- 
clolo a Return of their Lofs. Sevea 
piecis of cannon and near 100 'pri-

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loners were taken in the redoubts! 
Some fqiiadrons of French cavalry 
Appearing at this time, and threatening 
the flank of the infantry, though fii- 
perior in number, they were attacked 
with the greateff valour by the regi- 
ment of Hanoverian G«rilc dc Cor]/s, 
The con tc ft was of the iVvercft kind; 
the fquadrons mixed witli one another, 
mnd the FircAch were deferred, though 
oohii^erablc lofs to the 

Gar4e > the fe^iment had, 

^ «adi «thcr occahons, three 

. /killed^ one taken, and four 
67 killed and wounded, 
IKoA-commiilioned Officers and Privates. 
The reft of the Hanoveri-in troops loft 
ilMUt 35 men killed and vvounded. 

His Soyal Highnefs advanced, with 
fi ,p»rt of the troops, to a ho’Jdw way 
wtthiu a (mall drftance of the works ; 
hut obferying, from the difpofition of 
the enemy, that they could not be car- 
lied at th^t time without conftderable 
JUxfs, from which no proportionable bc- 
ineftt would arife, he thought it better 
*0. defer the attack till next morning 
Itt day-break, approaching and turning 
tl^in ifi the night. 

The enemy, apprchcnfivc of the 
^cttifequenccs of fuch a movement, aban- 
doned the works as foon as it was dark, 
and withdrew into Valenciennes. This 
important pofition is now occupied by 
liis Royal Highnefs, who has been joined 
kjT the reft of his column. 

It appears that the French Generals, 
foTefeeing they could not defend the 
paCTage of the Ronellc, and unwilling 
to riw the event of a dccilivc en- 
gagement in fo confined a fituation as 
that between the Ronclle and the 
Scheldt, made early preparatien for 
retreat* They palTed the Scheldt, and 
■were Iceit inarching towards Denain. 
Capt. Craufurd, Aid-dc-Camp to his 
RpyaJ Highnefs, obferving a column of 
hagga|;c, which was proceeding towards 
the, River, took two fquadroDs of the 
nth regiment of Light Dragoons, 
though the convoy w^ atthat time rather 
in ihc rear of tlu^ own works, &nd at- 
tSli^ed fiAddlfperfed the trooM who cf- 
chrted St, killed and wounded between 
5i^BBd 60, took 56 prifoners, and eight 
wngf^ns and 30 norfea. The cnertiy 
•edvanced in force from the camp, and 
attempted to cut oflf this detachment; 
they howevor efiTedlcd their retreat 
WitHthc lofs of only three men killed 
and three horfes. The enterprize and 


good condudl of Capt. Craufurd uport 
tliis occafion, as well as the behaviour 
of the men and officers of the i ith re- 
giment of Light Dragoons, has been 
highly approved of by his Royal High- 
ncls. 

General Clairfait, upon his fide, at- 
tacked and carried the lu.ights of An- 
Zrtin^ a poft ot the utmoft coiiLfjucnce, 
vvhicli, to a certain degree, overltioks 
the citadel of Valenciennes, and wliich 
complctci the invcftincnt of the place. 

Jn this manner, with a lofs of men 
which muft be deemed very inconfidcr- 
ahlc when compared with the import- 
ance of the obje< 5 l: which has been at- 
tained, have tl\c enemy been obliged to 
abandon a pofidon upon winch they liad 
placed great reliance, which tliey had 
occupied long, and fortified with care, 
and ro leave Valenciennes and Cond^ to 
their fate. 

Ill the variety of attacks which took 
place, I cannot at this moment ftatc 
with prccifionthc lofs upon cither fide t 
that of the Combined Armies is very 
fmall upon this fide of the Scheldt, not 
above 250 men killed and wounded : 
tlmt of General Clairfait’s corps by 
An^ain was more coiifidcrablc than any 
other, and equal perhaps to the wh-de. 
That of the enemy was unqueftionably 
much greater. 

Captain Craufurd, who carries this 
letter, will explain any further pa. :i- 
culars of which you may be dcfirous to 
be informed.

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SHORT CHARACTERISTIC AL NOTICES OF THE LATE 
WILLIAM TYTLER, ESQ^ OF WOODHOUSELEE. 


I^ATURE bcftowcd upon William 
Ty tier a kind and beneficent heart ; 
a warm and vivid temper ; an ujiriglit 
and affeftionate difpofition, in which a 
llron^ feni'e of moral rectitude was a 
prevailing feature : to thefe were con- 
joined a decided prediledtion for poctiy, 
miific, and the belles lertres, which lie 
cultivated as the folacc of his Icifurc 
hours, through every period of his life. 
Thel’e propenfitus gave a bias to his 
Hudics, his a<^^ions, an«l his purluits, 
<jn all occafions ; and will ferve au a clue 
to account for every peculiarity that oc- 
curred in his progrcE through life, whe- 
ther in a public or private (Rapacity. 

The mrm /ibi lonftia riSti produces 
in many men a harlh and nncomplying 
feverity of manner. The contempt 
which they feel for meannefs and vice^ 
fervcb as an apology to their own minds, 
lor a harfhnefs originating in their na- 
tural temper alone. The mind of Mr. 
Tytlcr, naturally prone to kindnefs, 
i'elt no bias of that kind ; and being 
improved by an habitual attachment to 
©bjedU of taftc, which gives a delicacy 
to the perceptive faculties, and a mild- 
ncls to the finer propenlities of the hu- 
man heart, it never feems to have felt 
an imprcirion of that iinamiable fcvc- 
rity in the fmalleft degree. His tem- 
per was ardent, but his difpofitions 
mild ; his feelings were quick and 
ftrong, but malevolence never found a 
place in liis bofom. During the hafiy 
imprcllions of the moment, he might 
ha\ e appeared to be lomcTimes unwiie ; 
but no perfon could accufe him of ever 
having been unjufi. 

Perhaps the ingenuity of man is never 
exerted witli ereader fucccls ihaii in de- 
ceiving hiinlclf : hence, under the name 
of virtues, many of the moll unamiable 
difpolitions of the mind arc chenlhed 
with care, while the fined propenfities 
of the heart are lliemati7cd as failings. 


A man whofe heart is as ciillous as the 
liones on which he treads, and all whofe 
thoughts arc centered in felf alone, lliall 
perfuade himfclf into a belief that he is 
humane, beneficent, and fympathizing, 
bccaufc he can talk with pitv of the 
diftreffes of thofe he is not called upon 
to relieve, and make many pompous 
fpecches in prtife of charity and kind- 
nefs ; but as foon as the cafe comes 
home to himfclf, his heart contradls^ 
like the fenfitivc plant, at the firft ap-

proach of danger ; prudence is inllantly 
called to his aid, under the name of 
*vhinry which fternly oppofes a fhicld 
to defend him from every attack. Be- 
hind this impenetrable Ihicld he rclls 
lecurc, like the tqrtmfc within its Ihcll, 
and utters his moral apophthegms in 
fafety. To this virtue, when thus ap- 
plied, the obje6l of this memoir laid no 
claim. When the mifencs or the mis- 
fortunes of others calltd for fympatby 
or aid, his heart was never Ihut againft 
the claims of jufticc, or tke impulfcsuf 
humanity. The parade of fpecches he 
did, indeed, defpife ; but he warmly* _ 
interellcd himfelf in the caufe of the 
unfortunate ; nor on any occafion for- 
got to avail himfclf of every ojmor- 
tunity to ferve them. He dircAcd, 
where he could nototherwife aid ; and 
his lympathizing lenity afforded a balm 
to the wounded heart which no pecuniary- 
gratification could ever have procured. 

Nor is It the fevere and the fclfifh, 
alone, whofe propenfities dignify vices 
with the name of virtue. There isalfo 
a 'Vinous fympathy which does infinite 
mifehief in the world. Some perfons, 
by being profufely tender to the object 
which immediately claims their atten- 
tion, neglect the infinitely ilronger 
claims of others, who happen to be out 
of fight at the time. They do not advert 
that a ftri6t regard to jufticc and truth 
is the bdfis of all virtue. Without ir, 
fympathy becomes wcaknefs, and bene- 
volence itfclf a vice. But when a 
tender difpofition is under the fteady re- 
gulation of this powerful principle, it 
gives an exaltation to the charafler, and 
a mildncfs to the conduct, that becomes 
irrcfiftibly engaging. Great, indeed, 
mufi be the foibles that a conduft re- 
gulated by this principle will not ef- 
fectually cover. In the moral world, 
its effeas may be compared with thofe 
of a credit In the mercantile world that 
is above the rc'dch of doubt. It gives a 
man the power of aaing, in feme mea- 
fure, as he himfelf fees right, without 
ever incurring the imputation of blame. 
To this temper of mind Mr. Tytler 
was indebted for that great rcfpeaabi. 
lity he bore among his acquaintance m 
public and in private ; a degree of re- 
fpeaability, which, without this in- 
gredient, talents of a much more bril- 
liant caft would never, alone, have m- 
fured. What a noble tribute is this 
y which

which the public voluntarily pays to 
virtue ! If uappinel’s he the chief pnr- 
fuic of man, how miftrably do thoie err 
who hope to attain it by departing froui 
the fair path of virtue and munificence ' 
From the over-ruling influence of the 
propenfities above explained, rcfulted 
a natural cafe of manner, andunafteft- 
cd fimplicity of condu6t, that could not 
otherwifc have been attained. When 
the mind is fully engaged in fomc inte- 
refting purfuit, the fecret impulfcs of 
vanity, implanted m the minds of all 
maukind^ imperceptibly lofe their force ; 
and the conlideration of Iclf, in fome 
mcafure, ce-afes to be the leading mo- 
tive for converfation. When the oVj- 
jc6ls, cfpccially, it contemplates, are 
pleafing, the focial principle is called 
into full play ; and every vivirl emotion 
excites a dclirc of participation. This 
is one of the earliell, and the Itrongcft 
propcnfitics of the human mind. The 
child feels a want in every enjoyment, 
until the nurfe be called to participate 
in its joy ; and every mind that par- 
takes of the innocence of childhood, 
feels that this is a never-failing ingre- 
dient in every enjoyment. But when 
envy, jealoufy, pride, or the over- rul- 
ing influence of felfifh palfions that dare 
not be openly avowed, come to preJo- 
niinate, it becomes ncccflTary to affumc 
an artificial difguife, in order to con- 
ceal the natural depravity. Converfa- 
Tion then becomes a ftudy ; the lips 
are taught to fpcak a language that the 
heart never dictated ; and an over- 
ftraineJ complaifancc is the neceflary 
Tifult. Mr. Tytlcr experienced none 
of thefe reflraints. When he felt an 
emotion that he thought w'ould give 
pleafurc to others, he frankly commu- 
nicated it, without dirginfc. When he 
felt no emotions of that Ibrr, he thought 
not of converfing, and naturally be- 
ftovved attention to what fell from others, 
in the hope of obtainiivg information 
and pleafurc in his turn. The focial 
eonverfe of feleft friends was, there- 
fore, to him at all times a fource of high 
«njoytncnt, and what he coveted above 
all others. 

The fame kind of hnpuWe that prompt- 
ad Mr. T yticr to eonverfe with vivacity, 
induced him to become an author. Ne- 
ver could the obfervation of RoulTcau, 


that moft authors write merely from 
a defirc to gratify their own vanity," 
apply with lefs propriety than to him. 
He, who was at all times interelled in 
tlie caiife of the friendlefs, and zealous 
in defence of trutii, naturally became 
keen in liis refearches c«*ncLTning the 
untorninate Marv of Scotland. Tlie 
rcl'ult of thefe enquiries was a difeove- 
ry of circumftances, that, to nil the 
world, appeared undoubted evidence 
that Ihe had fuffered great ifijufiicc, and 
which convinced himlclf that the op- 
probrium with which her memory had 
been fo long loaded, owed its origin 
folely to forgeries and frauds of the moft 
atrocious kind. To be filent in fuch a 
caufc, he would have believed implied 
a participation in the guilt ; he there- 
fore ftepped forward as the willing 
champion of what he tlcemed fuffering 
innocence, againft an hoft of foes ; who 
at that time wore a much more formida- 
ble afpe^f than they do at prefent. His 
vindication of Marv ' firlt appeared in 
the year 17^9 ; and forms an a;ra in the 
literary hiftory of Britain. Before that 
time, It was the fafliion for literary dif- 
putants to attack each other like mif- 
creants and banditti. The pf) fon was 
never feparated from the caufe ; and 
whatever attached the oncy was confi- 
dcred as erjviAlly alTc^ting the otbfr ; 
fo that fcLirrility and abule bloated even 
the pages of a Bentley and a KuddtnniK, 
The Hijlvrical Fnrjuiry was free from 
every thing of that fort ; and though the 
higbeft name produced not a mitigation 
of the force of any argument, the 
mcaneft never fuflered the fmallcft abufe. 
He conficlerccl it as being greatly be- 
neath the dignity of a man contending 
for truth, to overftretch even an argu- 
ment in the fmailcft degree, far more to 
pervert a fa6t to anfwei his purpole on 
any occafion. Jn the courfc of his ar- 
gument he had too often occafion to fhow 
that ihii had been done by others ; but 
he difuained to imitate them. His rca- 
foning was forcible and elegant ; impar- 
tially fcv'cre, but always polite, and be- 
cr>ming the gentleman and the fchular. 
When this book appeared, it was look- 
ed on as a phenomenon in the literary 
world ; and w^as read with the greateft 
avidity. His arguments did not indeed 
produce univerfal convii^lion ; but hit

4to, 1790, and in Svo, two votumciy with large additions. 
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ivovk commanded imivcrfal applaiifc. 
Jn the caufe of injured innocence, he 
neither thought it neceflary to brandifh 
the club of defiance, like the ireful 
Whiiaker ; nor to have recourfe to the 
iVeret fiilctto, like the artful Gibbon. 
JHi^ obje<^l was not to attack, but to de- 
fend. lie never deferred his jjoft to 
purfue a fallen opponent ; buthelhrunk 
not from the moll renowned aflailants ; 
and his ruccefs has been fuch as to in- 
duce many others, fince that time, to 
range under his banners ; all of whom 
liH\ e imitated his example, in as far as 
tiu ir rerpcdlive talents and difpofitions 
would permit. As a fupplemcnt to this 
work, he read in the Society of Anti- 
quaries in Scotland, of which Society 
he was a w'arm friend and protc6lt)r, 
and for many years Vicc-prefidcnt, “ A 
Dilfertation on the Marriage of Queen 
]\Tary to tlic Karl of Both w el,** wdneh 
lorms a difiinguilhed article in the firft 
Mdume of the 'I'ranfai^lions of that So- 
ck tv, puhlilhed lu the year 1791 in 4ro.

I ft, “ The Poetical Remains of 
James f. of Scotland, conliftiiig of The 
in fix cantos, and Ch.iJVs 
Kivk of thr Gu'tfi, to which is prefixed 
a Dilfertation on the Life and Writings 
of King James, Edinburgh 1783^” — 
This Dilicrtatu n forms a \aiuabic nior- 
fel ot the literary hiftory ot Europe; 
for James ranked ftill higher in the lite- 
rary w^orld as a poet, than in the politi- 
cal world as a punce G rear juft ice is 
done to his memory in botli refptdls in 
ihii* U life nation ; and the* two morfeJs 
«f poetry here rtlcucd from oblivion, 
w'ill be trteemed by men of tafte, as 
long as the language in which they arc 
written can be underftood. 

2d, “ A Dilfertation on Scottilh Mu- 
ftc,’* firft fubjoined to Arnot*s Hiftory ^ 
of Edinburgh. The fimplc melodies of 
Scotland have been long the delight of 
the natives, many of which, to them, 
convey an idea of pathos that can be 
equalled by none other ; and are much 
admired by every ftrangcr of mufical 
talents who has viftred that country. 
They have a powerful clTc^b indeed, 
when properly introduced, as a relief, 
into a mufical compofition of complicated 
Jiarmony. Thcfcarcof two kinds, pa- 


thetic and humourous. Thofe who 
vvilh to receive information concerning 
this tunous I'ubjeft, will derive much 
fatisfadtion from the pcrufalof thisDil- 
fertaiion. There is yet another kind, 
of mufic peculiar to the Highlands of 
Scotland, of a more wild, irregular, and 
animating ftrain, which is but flightly 
treated here ; and requires to be ftill 
more fully elucidated. 

3d, “ Obfervations on the F'ljion, a 
poem,*’ firft publifiied in Ramiay’s 
Evergreen, now all'o printed in the 
Tranladtioiis of the Society of Anti- 
quaries of Scotland. This may \>t con- 
lidcrcd as a part of the literary hiftory 
ot Scotland. 

4tn, “ On the Fafhionablc Araufe- 
ments in Edinburgh during the laft Cen- 
tury It IS unneceffary to dwell 

on the light that fuch dilfertations as 
thelc, when j'ldicinufty executed, throw 
upon the hiftory of civil loeicty and the 
prorrels of manners. 

i'lie aia)\e are all the publications 
that uie 1 nown to have been WTittcn by 
Ml. T^tkr ; nor have I heard if he 
has left any in MSS behind him : but 
if he has, they have fallen into good 
hands ; and liis fon, 1 doubt not, vyiJl 
take care that nothing of that fort* 
which ought to be made public, lhall be 
loft to the world. 

Mr. Tytlcr was the fon of Mr. Alex- 
ander Tytlcr, writer in Edinburgh, and 
was horn there A. D. 1711, He re- 
ceived the firft; rudiments of his educa- 
tion at the High-fchool, and completed 
his ftudiLs at the Univcrfityof that city. 
In the year 1742 he was entered one of 
the clerks of his Majefty’s Signet in 
Scotland ; a refpedlable and opulent 
fociety of men: and in 1785 appointed 
treafurcr to the funds belonging to that 
fociety ; a truft which he dilcharged 
w'ith great approbation till his death, 
which happened on the 12th day of 
September 1792. 

He married Anne Craig, daughter 
of Mr. James Craig, writer to the Sig- 
ner, by wdiom he has left two fona, the 
eldeft Alexander Frafer Tytlcr, Efq. 
Advocate and I'rofcffor of Civil Hiftory 
in the Univcrfity of Edinburgh, and 
the youngeft Captain Patrick Tytlcr of 
the 57th regiment of foot. 

In his perfon, Mr. Tytlcr was rather 
thin than corpulent ; his ftature about

the mod eminent artifts of the age* \ 
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the middle fizc, or a little below it. 
Before the writer of this article knew 
him, when he was in the decline of life, 
he had been Iciztd with a flight paia- 
lytic affection, which rendered his walk 
and other motions Icfs firm i but it had 
never made the finallcft imprelfion on 
his intelkdis and mental faculties, which 
continued uncommonly keen and adtive 
till his dying day. In his fpeech he had 
a linall impediment, — ext reiru ly differ 
rent from a ftutter. It was a flight kind 
of flop, whu h, wi^cn comical cd with 
the animation of his manner, ieemed to 
proceed from an exeti's of cagcrnels, 
which, to ms friends, gave rather an 
energy and emphafis tt> his utterance 
than any uncaly knlation. The cx, 
prclfion of the couiitcr.ancc depends jo 
much (m the idea that has been tormod 
of the perfon in other rciptcls, th it thole 
of one’s acquaintance arc, of all otlicr'>, 
the lead: fit to judge of it. But his \\ as 
dccn'fo by them univcifaily plcafing 
and energetic. The jjublic will be nblc 
to jud^c* of this from a very tine poi - 
trait of him, painted bv Mr. Raeburn, 
which is jufily reckoned one of tiic belt 
of hi3 very cxcelicnt paintings. A gixitl 


m^z’/otinto lias been made from it by 
Jones, Engrav er to the Prince of Wales, 
If the painting has any fault, it is that 
the figure is rather fuller than the life, 
Mr. Tytler had not only the happi- 
ncls to enjoy his mental faculties unim- 
paired, in ihe ulual fenl’c of thatword* 
to a good <dd age ; but he had the fin- 
gular felicity of prelerving, to a very 
late pciiod of life, that ardent glow of 
enthufiafin", which is in foine nieafure 
peculiar to youthful minds. The wri- 
ter of this article was prefeDt in the 
Royal Society of Rdinburgii on the i9rh 
day of April 1784, when Dr. CarJillc 
read Collins’ Ode on the Genius of rlic 
Highlands, at which time he could not 
help cv:)ntcinplaiing, with a plcariiig* 
aftonifhment, the c nth 11 flail ic ardour 
that aniinaicd tiie u iiolc frame of Mr. 
'I'yticr at the recital. lie a Horded alfo 
an example of another peciilianry that.

LETTER IV. 

ON FROPRIETY OF STYLT. 

T he Author of “ Klemnitv of 
Criticifm'’ obferves, that “a ivib- 
jc(ff which fills the mii'id with ttincfs 
and grandeur appears befi in a dreis -]- 
together plain.*' Cn the fame principle. 
Oratories, and all religious fubjciits 
(w'hofe effe£t Jbiuldht, to fiil tin mind 
with the mofi elevated and aflc^ting 
fenfations) ought to be comjiofed and 
performed after a different mode of ex- 
prcflion from Theatrical Mufic ' ; and 
th is flicws the ahfurdity which has for 
fomc time paft too much prevailed, of 
encouraging a light and trifling llyie of 
compofiuon, antffmging, to warble and 
fiddle itfelf into the fublimc and facred 
fiibje6i: of ’ Religion.—^Therc is cer- 
fainly a great impropriety in not draw- 
ing a fine between Theatrical and 


Ciiur'.hMi'flc/and ihcrt, c innot be a more 
imI c.i'iic .\Higuc<l for lh«r c.onfu- 
jion nr our uha', aucl />n/( diQiLTchLc 
of opiinfMi in rclf-»c<ff ro rhe nutuuAl 
power of mufleal founds, ilian that of 
our cunflantly hearing the fame modn- 
l.uions and melodies, ilic fame kind of 
movements and accompanimcius, the 
fame antic mcafiircs, .ind tlie fame 
graces in performance, adapted indif- 
criminately, either in prailing and ador- 
ing our MiflrclV, or our God. — 
Handel has left us Ibine noble examples 
of the fi|l>liTi)c in JVIufic ; and that ex- 
cellent Conipolcr the late Dr. Boyce, 
is very littlt, if at al], inferior to him 
in the power t.f harmony and com- 

f mfltion, as all who have heard 
lis Anthems and underfland Mufic 
muft allow j thtTcfcjre, we want 
not an txanqile of the greateft 
knowledge, as a guide qnd inflrudtor in

facfed 
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Sacred Mufic, if we were not led by the 
levity of our own minds from liftening to 
every thing that tends to make us rejit n 
but tlie prclent irrational and unmanly 
tafte in amulements makes it very im- 
i.rnbablc that a reparation between the 
C hurch Miific and that of the Theatre 
\vill be prefervedj as Mufic is now no 
lon^^cr under any rctfraint, either from 
tl.c^taftc of the public, or the laws of 
the land ; for as there is a power in 
bnuiuls, fo there may be 2i\\abvft:Qi that 
power *,■ — and Muhcians will never he 
reftrained from that abufe^ wliilc they 
find their private emoluments in ir. A 
performance intended for amul'emcnt is 
fufccpiible of much ornament, for in 
gaiety the mind hath a peculiar relilh for 
iliow and decoration.” Hence the 
rft merit of the prefent Ityle ot Opera 
; — it is full of the ornaments of 
performance, and properly calculated to 
amule and unbend the mind. This is 
all, perhaps, that the fubjeft require*^, 
and we are plcafed and Intisfied with 
— Othcrwifc, what pcrl'on ot com- 
mon fculc would for'pcar to ridicule, or 
would not fc» I coniempr and indigna- 
fion at hcatiog the rage of an Hercules 
warbled forth by a Cuiftrato, or the 
kelinus of griT and defpair giithug 
along 111 end Ids divilions of lemi- 
(jiiavcrs^ — To be able to exprcK dif- 
kreni fiibjeds by a different Ipccics of 
Mufic or performance is an arduous 
talk, for founds base not an urbtua-y 
fnd't 1 as 'I'jtnds Laic, but a 7 irJurcil 
\),iU ; and to be able always to insenr, 
or "perform emphatically fuch Mu be as 
will raifc that affection m the mind the 
fubjei^t requires, demands a power in 
the art, and a know-ledge of human na- 
riirc and the paffious, which few pol- 
icis. 


LETTER V 

ON bTEAKlNC; AND SINGING SOUNDS, 

“ THE Fine Arts, ftudied as a ra- 
lional Science, afford fuperior enrer- 
tdinmcnt, than as a fubje^.t of taftc and 
amufement.” Hence Mufic, when 
merely calculated to amule, is trivial 
in coinparifon of that which is addrefled 
to the iinderftanding and the heart, 
which cannot be affected w-ithout ftudy- 
ing the nature of founds in their firft 
principles, and confidering the natural 
Quality and power of each ; othcrwifc, 
like different medicines, they will coun^ 


tera^f each other. — ^The different qua- 
lity ot the tone m the human voice anles 
from various caufesj fuch as the lil)res,&c, 
w'hich vibrate and produce Sound being 
more delicate orftrong; a diitcrence in 
the formation of the mouth or iar) nx, or 
any other parr ot the i utal ori^cui ; — 
and it may be u’nferved, Ibrnc voicts are 
clear, and «f the pipc-kud ; others 
have more the nature of liiui indru- 
ments as are played upon lyy a rcet*, .is 
the Oboe, or the Ikiffcoii: — hence, 
likcvvifc, one rcalon lor the different 
/dJ-itrr ot voices, in regard to ftrengtli, 
compafs,and pitch. — 'i'lie tlilTerem qua- 
lity of and power of rlie voire ought 
to be a great i.l)jLn*t of conlKicrslion, 
both to //./' /</!'/ M and /lugcis, and their 
variety ami imp) oven. 

From fueh LcntjUcraiioiu; tbev will 
be able to form a judgment, wlun mode 
of exprtllion, wiicther comic or fcri- 
oiio, their voices are bell luitcd to, and 
how to adapt them to each fiibjev'it. 

Mufic, — or the fuuly 01 the nature 
of Sounds, taken in tins cnkirgLd 
\icwv, IS a noble and uleful fe’erv.(, and 
leads to a fine't en(|U!iy into the nauirc 
of the paliioni, and how and in what 
degree they may be affe^iccl by I'niinds. 
7 'lierc Icrnis to be a furtlier difierencc 
betwixt the fpeaking and mufical 
Sviunds, be-fidis w'hat has b_en mention- 
ed in Letter Jl. The former pqap^.ar 
to be, from their nature, I'limcafurable 
by any theory of numbers or \ mra- 
iions ; nevcrthelcfs a total difference uF 
quality in their iom^ remains no longer 
than' the fpeaking Sounds exprefs profc 
in iinimpaifioned converlation \ for in 
the expreltioii of poetry, or impal- 
fioncd Ipe-ech, there is generally a con- 
fidcrable portion of the yW/Zy •f mufi- 
cal Sound pioduccd. Tnere ieems likc- 
w-ifc to be this rcmaikable difference 
between fpeaking and mufical Sounds ; 
the former are generally, in refpert to 
thcir/o«^,and limitation of /v/rA, produced 
by patfion alone ; the latter muft have the 
additional help of the underftanding 
to afeertaia thofe diftanccs by which 
they fucceed each other ; and which 
thefc latter Sounds, from their equal 
vibrations, enable it to do. — Hence all 
people feel equally the energy of fpeak- 
ing Sounds in proportion to their fcnfi- 
bifitv ; but there are many perfons of 
excellent ability ill other refpe£ls who 
cannot be made to underftaiid, fo as to 
oive true utterance to mufical Sounds; 
This perhaps may arife from fome ine- 
quality 
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quality in the fibres of the car, which, 
in that cafe, muft convey difpropor- 
tionate feiifations to the miiul. — But 
notwithftantling thelV chfFei encts l^c- 
tvveen muficr. I and Ipeaking Sounds, 
they are often blended together, bo'di 
by Orators iuid Singers ; but this nn- 
not be done, fo as to pioducc a gCv-id 
ctfc£t, unlels they are r^magid with 
great judgment and ikill ; and it was a 
'%ery juft reproach to an unnatural 
Singer and bad Speaker, when it was 
faid to him, “ Yowjing when yonJjjL.iA'y 
and when yon /*' — For ii may 

be obferved in fuch perfons, who want 
a variety of modulation in their i'peak- 
ing tones, that they fall the diliance of a 
Jam thy or fome other miiiicai interval 
at a period : and again, that fingers who 
arc ignorant of the true method of in- 
tonation, arc continually Aiding the 
voice in dirconrinued found, and by that 
means introduce every kind of difTo- 
nunce, where bar won y in ought

Ht v/as likcwift eailv taken notice of 
rlu bar, and from the fuaN ity of 
ip>. elocution was ca!le<l “ the filvcr- 
tonffueil Murray.”

A circumftancc wluch flieve'^i! tlic 
uncommon quickneis of he as 

a lawyer, (ccurrcj about the year 
i 7?7 j when lie could not lu.ve been 
above five or fix ycart- at tlic Bar. and 
which WHS the celebrated caufc between 
Mr. Slopcr and Thcophiius Cibber. 
‘Mr. Murray was junior Couriftl, but 
his principal being fuddcnly fei/ed v\ith 
.1 tit in the court, the duty dcvcdvcu on 
Mr. Murray, who at fir ft declined ir, 
on account of want of time to ftudv the 
calc. The Court to indulge him poft-

When Lord Mrtnsficld was fu ft ralle'd 
to the Court of King s Bench, iu gave 
tl^c fo’l 'wing procif of his lo\c of j.iliicc 
aLuve the qiiirbs i.f the law : — A certain 
diligent bowk- read Advocate had taken 
up a confidcrable time' of the Court in 
producing fcvcral hlatk-lcrrcr cafes, to 
prove the genuine conftruf.i iwn of an old 
woman’s wili. His Lordlhip btufd 


hhn with great patience for fome time ) 
at laft he interrupted the firing of his 
learning by alking him, “ Whether he 
thought the old woman had ever heard of 
thefe cafes ? and if not, what e'ommon 
fcnlc and juft ice* muft fay to that mat- 
ter He therefore iminediate'ly gave 
judgment in favour of common fenA, 
again ft the reporters, to the full fatis- 
fadtioR of the whole Court. 

Serjeant Davy, being concerned in a 
caufe wliich he wanted to poftponc for a 
few days, alked Lord Mansfield when he 
v\ ould bring it on. “On Friday next,” 
faid his I.ordfliip. “ Will you conftdcr, 
my Lord > Friday next \\ lil be Good b'ri~ 
elid'd' “ I don’t care fcjr that ; the better 
day, the betterdeed.” “ \Vell,mv Lord,” 
fays Davy, “ you may d 9 as you plcaie^ 
but if you do fit on tliar day, 1 bulic\c 
you'll be the firft Jutlge who did buli- 
nefs on a Good Friday fince Pontiui 
Pilate’s time.” 

A Catholic Prieft was maliciouflv 
profecuted in the Court of King’s Bench 
for having faid Mafs. Lord Mansfield, 
with his ufual acumen, foon faw the 
drift of the profeciition, and afkcd the 
principal witncls, “ Then you arc furc 
the man is a Popilh Priefl, and that he 
And Alafs^*’ “ Yes, my [..ord.’* — 
“ Oil' then yon know whatMnfs is’’’ 
Hire the v\ itnefs was confufed, ami 
•frer fonie ivnifc anl'wercd in the neg'*- 
tise. Ills l.ordlliip then addreikd 
liunlclftu the Jury as follows: 

“ Cenilcm n of the Jirry^ 

“ To find this man guilty you muft 
have full proof tiiat he faid Mafs, and 
ir iiiull likcwifc be fully proved to you 
that It was the Mafs which this man 
laid, when the witiiefs faw him per- 
forming a<^ts which he took to be the 
Mafs ; you ruuft therefore judge for 
\ ourleK cs.,v, hcrlier your confccncesasc 
entirely farisiicil on this puinr.” — The 
Jury iiiftantiy acquitted tlic prifwncr. 

A Gentleman going out as a Judge 
to one of our fettiements in America, 
wlio had not been much ufed to the 
pradicc of the law, and was therefore 
affaid of not being able to fatisfy his own 
mind in this new fltiia-ion, applied to 
Lord Mansfield for advice. HisLordfliip< 
who knew him to be a good judge of 
cunftitutional lav/, and an hohcll man, 
gave him the following : 

“ Decide as well as you can, but 
don’t be apt to give rcafons for your 

decifioil. 
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iteciHon. t am {vife you will decide well 
and juftly, but it is very poliiblc you 
may give bad rcafons.’' 

His Lordlhip gave the fame advice to 
a friend of hisj a Jufticc of Pcacd, with 
this additioh) Be aKvays fure of your 
good intentions, for in ail cafes brought 
before us, wc generally judge of the iii- 
^lentions of a Magidratc.'* 

Pope, iu the decline of life; ufed to 
fpend fcveral of hts winter evenings 
with Lord Mansfield at his houfe in 
town, and as his Lordlhip ufed fre- 
quently to be out upon bufinefs, the 
Poet, who had the enlist' of his ftudy, 
not infrequently ufed to fill up his time 
in writing Larin epigrams, which, when 
he fhewed to Lord Mansfield, he gene- 
rally difeouraged, and fometimes ufed 
to throw them into the fire, exclaiming. 

That the firfi Rnglifii Poet in the 
world ought not to write anything but 
in his ow n laiiguagci” 

A friend of Lord Mansfield’s, who 
%vas a literary man ^^the late Owen 
Huff head ), otten prclTed him for ma- 
terials to write his life, wilhing, as he 
laid, to perpetuate the memory of lb 
Ifrcat a man* I^ord Mansfield parried 
this attack for fome ) ears ; at lad he 
gave him his realons againd it in the 
iullowing manner, which do ec]ual 
credit to his judgment and his modedy : 

“ You midakc, my good friend ; the 
iibje^t you look for would fo. m no im • 
portant or entertaining part of bio- 
graphy. — My fuccefs in life has not 
been very remarkable, and my parts 
luch as generally attach to men who 
have had the fame opportunities, and the 
fame airiduitics. My father was a man 
®f rank and faftiion — he gave me a 
«>od education, and in early life 1 was 
introduced into the bed company, which 
my circumdances enabled me to keep 
w i t ho ur fa 1 1 i n g i n to a r. y i m proper embar- 
ratTments ; rhcrcfore,tothcfc, with fome 
adventitious circumdances, it is that 1 
owe my fuccefs. But if you wifli to write 
the life of a truly great man, take my 
Lord Hardwicke ; he indeed was fo, 
who from very humble means, without 
family, fortune, or connections, rofc to 
be Lord Chancellor of England, merely 
through his virtues, hU talents, and 
^fliduitics." 

it was a frequent obferration of J^rd 
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Mansfield’s, ^ That nothing was 
filly as cunning.*’ 

Another of his was, Begin at the 
end,” intimating that the coniequcncca 
fliould be looked to, and well confider- 
cd, before we rcfolvc on any thing. 

Another, ‘‘ It often happens in 
politics, tliat inftcad of confulting zvhat 
2s to he clont^ parties are druggliiig zvbQ 
Jhould do It,'' 

It was a plcafantobfcrvation made by 
Lord Mcinstieid, on the inveftments of 
money, “ That in mortgages men had 
their princijial without intcred — in the 
funds, intcred without principle.” 

That Lord Mansfield introduced ^ 
great deal of fubflantial jufticc into our 
Coil ts, is univci Tally admitted by all 
thdi'c at or converfant with the Bar.— - 
He likewiic very much attended to our 
commerce, and the dccifions which he 
left behind him in the City, as well as 
at W'eftrninftcr Hall, form one of our 
bed Codes of Commercial Law, and as 
fuch feem to be attended to by his fuc- 
cclfors. 

He likewife ffclcdled men of found 
legal knowledge, and commercial ex- 
perience, which he met with on juries 
in the City, and oftfen gave them his 
confidence and praife. He likcwifi^ 
recommended fuch as arbitrators, and 
by thefe judicious meafurcs promoted a 
confiderable degree of prompt and fub- 
ftantial jufticc. In this number he early 
felc^.ted Thomas Gorman, Efq. a gentle- 
man now livings of much mercantile 
and general knowledge. With him he 
ufed frequently toconfult upon the cuf- 
toms of merchants, and paid great defer- 
ence to his opinion. Mr. Gorman always 
waited upon his Lordfliip on his birth- 
day v\ith a houfpiety which he received 
with his ufualpolitcncfsand^ivSJity; and 
this cuftom Mr. Gorman contI uied to 
the very laft year of his Lordlhip’s lifer. 

Wc (hall conclude thefe little anec- 
dotes of Lord Mansfield’s life with Dr. 
Johnfon’s opinion of him to a perfon 
who faid in his company, “ that he had 
heard Lord Mansfield was not a great 
Englifti lawvcr.” 

Why, Sir, fuppofing Lord Mans- 
field not tQ have the fplcndid talents 
he poflitffes, ht njLuft be ^^reatSttgltJh 
X s. 
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from having been fo long at the 
Bar, and having pali'cd through lo many 
of the great omces of the law. You 
niay as well maintain that a earner 
who has dri\ cn a pack-hurlc between 


Edinburgh and Berwick for thirty 
years, docs not know the road, as that 
Lord Manshclddocs not know the law* 
of England.’*

SIR, 

T AM at a lofs hew to begin this Icr- 
rer. My long filence has rendered an 
apology almoft abfolutcly ntccflfarv, and 
yet 1 am afraid J fhall fcarce be able to 
juftify my conduit : only let me witii 
the utmoft finccrity affure you, tli.it 
neither lazinefs nor want of refpeit arc 
in the fault.

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^nc«A I could have produceil to (hew the 
liiflux of wealth, and the VHpid increafe of 
fpccie, or the reprelentative of fpecie, 
down to the piefeiii time \ let us now cn- 
ijuiic trom what caul'es tliis increal'e pro, 
cceded. Xhe lonent of wealth which 
^ovved from newly- Jifcovercd America to 
Spain, did what the liches ot the Ead had 
Uonc (oiintrly to Rome j it broiii^lit witn 
it Its conccmitanl luxury, and enervated 
llie people.

Earciiy of fpccie, or the depreffion of pajw-r, 
bangs like a weight upon their mind, and 
involves tiie nation in gloom, terroi-, and

happinefs annexed to riches h fo great, 
can we wonder that the defii c of procuring 
them, role in the human mind much f after 
then the nnnes of Mexico could lupply it f 
To attratl gold to this kingdom, can vve 
wondtr thru evei y method ingenuity' could 
devil'ewas put in piactice ; or that the ar. 
tilf, the maniifafturer, the merchant, 
joined their effoi ts, and that the world was 
explored for articles of Juxiny to alhuff 
this fivountc metal ti> our fhores f Buf 
though it was pouied upon us in great 
abundance; tlmugh to the prodinSl of th€* 
Amtrican mines was added the imineiiftr 
influx of 7\iiaiic wealth, which has during 
the laft fifr\ ycai s centered in this king- 
dom ; yet it is to be doubted, whether we 
aie become mti inficaliy i icher ; for though 
oui wealth (oi rathei appearance of wealtli) 
has incuai' d, the means of diflipatioa 
have in^iealed hkewife, and even the ne. 
ceflarics of life hav^e rilen in a ftdl gieaief* 
piojioirion. In this fituition, the current 
Ipccie (though muliiphed a hundred fold 
in tile peiKid Hbitvenieiiiioned) lias been, 
found inlufhcient to iuve as a reprefenta. 
live ioi the gratificaiiou of luxury, thn 
I)ai gains of tiadc, tlie k hemes of f^iecula* 
tion, or the pui poles oi corruption : hence 
aioi'e, and much honoui is due to the in- 
gemuty of rhe fiilt Irtbixatot, the pracUce 
of giving .a nonnnal value to a fmall ilip of 
pajiei, making It thepoiiiau of lb many 
pounds, and lending it over the world for 
coinnieicial, and fometimes, perhaps, lefs 
laudable purpoles. In the llarcity of mo- 
ney to which former ages were i'ubjeff, 
a Imall quantity of it, as I have obleived, 
feprelenicd lb large apioportion of goods, 
t'.iat even the richelt merchant found but 
little inconvenience m keeping in his ftrong 
box luUicient for all the demands of hi» 
tiade; his fuperfluous caih was veiled iit 
cltati s j the exchange condudled by the 
Jews and Lombards was literally tb^ 
com of one couiitiy for that of another: 
but w'lien the mode of Ibpplylng the exi- 
gences of the State was changed trom aids, 
benevolences, and fifteenths, to loans, and 
thele loans were funded, a new fpecies of 
propc) ty arofe ; a Bank was eltahliihed, 
and became the hot 1>ed from whence ihe 
imnicnie plantations of paper credit have 
fpruiig up, 'JTiic cafe and convenience 
witli which pecuniary affaiis wej-e con- 
ducted by bills and notes, and the honour, 
legulaiit^, and facility, with which the 
bullnels of the Bank was managed, while 
it piejudiccd people in favour of funded 
propel ty, was louiul equally advantageous 
to commerce in general ; and the fuccefi 
the dif^ouAt and circulation past of itf 
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Induced men of great fortunes to form 
Iioufcs upon the lame plan, but tnoic 
adapted to the inultifaLious concerns of 
inerchandize.

In ihele Houriflnng and 
happy limes, wc have Village, JMaikti- 
Town, Cit' , and County Banks i ami no- 
thing can give a It l onger, or more glaimg 
pidurc of ihc opulence oi the nation, than 
ihe woiulci wiih winch a traveller beholds 
(^in Ibnie large towns) a Bank in alinoff 
tvciy It I eel ! VVithielpi^ct to many ol them, 
they take then nil* in thetoilowing mannci ; 
'IVuck, a ihopketper in a place coniillmg 
pcrhap:> ot twenty houfes, charmed with 
'the prctiis and gentility anntited to the 
protcrliion of aBankci, lefolvcs toelhiblilh 
a flouie. He meets Ins friends Selvage the 
draper, and Hobnail the iionmoiigei, at 
the club. While they fmokc ihcir pipes, 
tlicy lament the bin den and inconvenience

and ultimately brings it to thecapital, which 
mult be coniidtred as the relcrvoir into 
which the lefl'er Iti earns empty themfeives. 

A gtntlcman who is in the receipt of a 
veiy' laige elfate infoims me, that the 
piopoition of fpccie to paper in the pay- 
ments in-adeto liim, is exactly live pounds 
in the hnndicJ; which 1 fuppofe to be 
jieai ly the aveuge ot the real and ideal 
piopeity i or, to fpeak in plainer teims, 
that evLiy five pounds ot calii polTtffed by 
Con nil y Banks in general, is reprefcnied by 
mnetLcn rtve-poiiiul notes: tbefe finding 
tlien way into cli culalion become the vcht- 
cics of coinmtrce, 'I'heiefoie if we fup- 
polc a Bank witli a capital of even ten 
thouiaiAi pounds Ipccie difpeifmg paper 
to the aiiiount of an hundied ihouland 
(winch IS loo frequently liie cafe), and 
whicli (as long as their credit laiU) lup- 
plies the place of current coin among t/iv 
lower Ol del s cf tiadelmenand manufac- 
tiirtrs, wc* may eafily figure to ourlelves 
the diitrcfs and confvdion it muft create in 
a Imail town or village, if fuch a Houic 
happens to flop payment ^ and that they 
do vei y often happen to flop payment, cveiy 
d.iy*s experience convinces us. 1 lhall per- 
haps bfc told iliat 1 have only advened to 
the daiigei, and not dated the convenience 
that accuics fioin keeping an account at 
oncol thole I toil fes. If i have not, it was 
becauie there leems to me no great con- 
venience m it. 

When a tarter or trader goes to market, 
cithei to buy oi fell, the receiving or pay- 
ment ot a fum ot money is aticnUed with 
Jiiilc moietionbie than the wiiting adraft. 
Wticn our anccltors difpefed ot their com- 
ii.oviiiics, they weie (like the Norther ■ 
nations at piclent)rrtquenily paid in filvcr 
and even copper, the bulk of the cafh rc- 
ccivt d W.IS coi.I»quently great j yet weighty 
as It was, the) generally conliivcd to bear 
the buiiltn home with them. In ihofe 
agts, papci and lu concomitants, Iwindhng 
and roigery, weie unknown. In ourdays, 
when iheuanfrtti ot a laigc lum is requir- 
ed, ano moi.e\ dioughl a cumbcilome and 
liuKwtid mtumm, mere aie few towns, 
Liuwcvei lemoie tiom the mctropoiis, in 
wliitb notes ot ihe Bark of England aie 
XMii w I'r i tof ui'id, Cither ttl Receiver* 
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•f the Revenue or London Agents ; though 
it miiit be tuni'efleJ, cliey wcje much ot- 
tener feen before the general introeJa^btion 
ot Country Banks. It will he iliid, that 
they are to be procured: it is tiuej hut 
whether you want to turn a note into 
or cafh into a note, the officer c:c,vjcls a 
premium. This 1 allow, and liuely ihe 
i'ecurity of the tranfaiVion aiKi cicdlt of the 
paper (where paper yiccellai y) aie well 
worth the fmall expence attending the ex- 
change. 

A circulation of notes and bills has 
been ftated in another puintof .icw as ad- 
rantageous to commerce, as it enables men 
fmall capitals, and grj it ciitei prize, to 
extend tUcii dealings to a degice unknown 
in former ages. 

I 1 hope I ihal! not be thought too feepti- 
cal, if 1 doubt whcthei iindiniti,d tiaffic 
and boundlefs manufaftuie (rlpeci.uly 
when not firmly fupported) are uinmatciy 
of any great l>eneiit lo a nation ; iliel'e 
Iburcts of wealth may by a Imndrcd atcl- 
denls be llopped j cveiy poitinr.y he tided 
with the fails ot our meichams ; evciy 
country in time overloaded with the pio- 
du^fions <if our aititicers ; the Ichemcs of 
fpeculation muft in the end be exhaufled $ 
and while the labouis of the forge and the 
loom arc hawked about the worid, peihaps 
ill vain, the plenty and wealth that ina} be 
derived from agriculture aic overlooked. 
It has been icuuukcd withrefpeil to Spdui, 
that the bulk at the people becai; e in ica- 
litypooret, as the national riches incie.ued, 
^nd their dominions extended ^ and in :ius 
Countiy, the folly of purlumg commcicc 
and cultivation tothcSoutii Pole, aiul atrhe 
lame time leaving \alt tiads of hud at 
home in its original U-ite of wilJnefs, is 
tot> obvious not to Itrlkeeveiy obfeiycr. 
But torciiirn to the fiibici^t, from winch I 
h ivc in lome degree wandered : VV ucn I 
fuppofed the Couniiy Bankti** m poflclfion 
of the tenth qi* iwcmieth part of the pio. 
pa*iy for which they h id bills in circula- 
tion, fome late inllmiccs have piovcd that 
Icriid exceedingly in their favour } as fiom 
the melancholy dciaii of tlieii ciicumftanecs, 
it has been found that not one in ten, or 
pcrhaps.twenty, wcic naaffers of any leal 
property at all. When the chain of eon- 
nei^fion has been broken ; when one of the 
pnnc»pil link^ has given way, and the 
cnifhofa London, Briffol, or iVIaiicbcfter 
Houfe has been followed by thole of all 
their country dependants j when the wide- 
esuended ruin has involved thouiiuids of 
«tt4ulou8 individuals, it has fiequenrJy 
dikxiveredf that every fabric in the 
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whole range has been ere£led on the moff ti n - 
fublfainialfoundation j rliatpei haps not one 
of them were ever in poffdlioii of a thoufanil 
p Hinds they could really and truly call their 
own, though theirAllignais to the amount of 
fcveral bundled thoui'ands may have found 
a jtMily circulation through the manufac*- 
luring counties, not only to the injury of 
trade in genet al, but the national credit, 
and the Bank ot England in particular. 

Thole that think the lower orders of fo- 
ci Lty are by poveny exempt from the evils 
ol a paper circulation, will, if they take 
tne tiGubleto enquire into the condudf of 
gre It manufacturers, find that they are mif* 
taken. Tliey will learn at Birmingham, 
]Manciicfter, SheHidd, and other towns, 
where gicat numl)ers of journeymen arc 
employed, that notes to a large amount 
aie v.eckly paiTed among them j that their 
m.illeis' notes (w!ii..h they take in lieu of 
\v are negotiable with the butcher, 
baker, fhopkeeper, publican, or may be 
turiitd into money by application to tke 
cleiks of thef'acfoiy, at ^ dtj count. 

In the weaving and wool counties this 
traflic IS cat ned Ihll further, and the great 
niaffers become keepers of liores, troiu 
wdiicii the vmrk- people are obliged to pur- 
chaie the necdfuits of life at any pries 
trey pleale to put upon them. 

1 have in the foregoing pages endeavoured 
to ftatea few of thecviisaltcndant upon pa- 
per ruiiency and unlimited i'pcculaiiuj). 
Wheiherthe/ho'-kihatCountiyBaiika have

edfary toellablilh a Houle for the negoci- 
aiion of the pecuniary concerns of every 
Village in the kingdom, I think it is not 
only the iiiterelt, but the duty of the Bank 
of England to TanCiion thole eltabiilh- 
ments. If commercial tranfaClions cannot 
‘ be conduced without five- pound notes, it 
is equally tlie duty of the guardians of 
}>ublic credit to render them as fecure to 
the holders as.poflible. 

If this is Ijx^edily and eflFeClualiy done, 
there will in a fliort time be an end of the 
i^iecuiations of a ibt of men, who Teem 
ready to dafh into every vifionary fclicme ; 
and who (unfortunately for tbcir connec- 
tions) find too ready a fiipport from that

INURING ovirnift through this Archipe- 
^ lago, which contains about one hun- 
dred iA uidSfthat we faw,two men werecon^ 
itantly in the chains heaving the lead, with 
boats founding. This is, perhaps, the iTio(t 
dangerous navigaiion ever perfoimed in 
the hiltory of voyages, and will redound 
much to the honour of Capt. Bligh. 
Amongit fucli a variety of iflands, I mu(t 
content myfelf by faying, that ioiiie wcie 
of a toltrable fize and height, and richly 
clothed wnh ttately trees, whilll others 
yircre low and rocky ; but we faw few that 
could bo called mountains. The verdure of 
Ubefe illands had a burnt appeal ance,troin 
iwhence it may be concluded they fufFer 
much for want of rain. During the twenty 
jd.iy8 we were entangled with them we had 
Ho rain, and veiy little dew at night. 
The natives are laihcr below the common 
itandaid, peifedly black, woolly heads, 
buihy beards, teeth had and 11 tegular, 
linall eyes, ratlvcr funk in the head, nofes 
fiot flat, many aquiline, nor lips thick. 
The feptura ot the nofe, in itveial, was 
perforated, and a circular ting of ftiell 
introduced. Some through this p^rtoration 
had featheis, or a fmall quantity of the 
hulk of the coco*- nut ; •and one man, on 
receiving a laigc fpikc-i.ail, fuddenly 
thiuit it in, without appearing to fuffer 
the fmallelt uneaiincl>. The women 
worca wr.ipper, or laiherapron of itilhes, 
which tell to their knees ; the men were 
qiiiie naked, except in one 01 twoinftances, 
and thofe had their privities covered with a 
(hell. The car ilagc ot the car was boi ed, 
and fmall bits of Ititks, &c. ihrult through. 
They wore btaccltts and anklets, with 
11. ck laces of white (hells and of a leJ 
berrv, neatly Itrung* Thofe we fjw, 
women as well as men, were marked im- 
mediately below the flioulder viitli lafed 
lines, which formed afphere. The intent 
ot ihe(e lines we could not leain, whether 
for ornament or giicf } but 1 am inclined 
to think the foimer, as 1 faw a vey 
young gill fo niaiked. Their language 
was by i>o means harlh. We had fcveral 
smres imeicouile with ihek people, both 
on board and on their own Ihores j and 
in our little dealings, they had conducted 
Ihcfn^ves in a very proper manner, and 
had itiiprcffcd us with very favoui'able 
tdeas of them j and I wt(h to God they 
had given ns nq caufc to ^ have uicis^ 
^le it4iQmeatS4 


On the nloming of the iotH, elgtit cia 
noes formed the daring attempt of 
attacking the Afllflant} they difeharged 
into her a heavy flight of arrows, by which 
three men were dangeroufly wounded, ond 
of whom died a few days after quite de- 
lirious. This obliged us to Are on them« 
and I fe^ir ieveral lives were loll. They 
defifled from the attack, and we purfued 
our courfe. Their weapons are clubsf 
(pears, and bows and arrows. Some of 
their arrows ineafiue five feet, hut the^ 
have them of d.fferent lengths, and van- 
oufly mounted, fome with bone, others 
with a hard red wood ; but in general 
they are not barbed } and we* have every 
reafon to ruppofe they do not poifon them^ 
from the wounds of the other two men 
foon healing ; tiiough one ot the poor 
fellows has lately undergone a very 
levcrc operation, to exira^l a piece of tho 
airuw, which broke in his body. Somt 
of their canoes were fixty or feventy 
fcet*long, and in ohe we counted twenty* 
two men. ' 

On the 16th a party landed on a fmalt 
ifland, from whence we faw many more, 
and took pofltrflion of the whole in tlienaint 
of our Royal M.t(ler. The cafternmoA 
of thefe iflands lies in about the longitudt 
i4S>.the wellernmoft in i4z, E. and tht 
paifage between 8. and ix. Ibuth latitude^ 
andjon the id of Oflober we arrived Iq 
C ompany Road, in the ifland of Timur, 
which jointly belongs to the Dutch and 
Portugueze i there we heard of the melan- 
choly fate of the Pandora, the particularly 
of which you are better acquinted with 
than 1 am, as Capt. Edw.irds left no let- 
ter for Capt. Bligh, although he knew wc 
were fo foon to follow him. At Timor 
we lemained eight days, to complete our 
wood and water, during which time we 
pi-ociirtd a few buffaloei for the (kip's 
company i but as the la(l year's crop of 
nee had failed, owing to dry weathei’, 
that article, with eveiy other vegetable 
refreflimeut, we found fcarce and dears 
and 1 much fear it will evar be the cafir, 
till the inliAhitanisbecoir^moreinduftri- 
ous. A colony of Chinese aie iectlad 
there, under the proteflion of the Butch, 
who have a fmall fon, and a garriibfi of 
about fli^y foldiers, chie^ de(erter% 
from all nations. The chief ariieiet of

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ipiBlTej ty the butch, and lent to Batavia. 

Wc failed from’ thence on theioth. 

A few days after our departure, many 
of our people fell Tick j their dtfordtTS 
weie, colds, fevers, and fluxes; to the 
latter complaint one man fell a facitflee. 
XVc earned with us fine winds and wea- 
ther, except one week, when beating round 
the Cape, wlietc we txpeiienccd feme heavy 
^ales. riu* extreme politenefs and atten- 
tion (hewn to ua by Col. Brooke, the Go- 
Veinor of this ifland, lincc our ai rival, 
demand oui warmeft acknowledgements. 
The\ will, I am lure, make a Ulting im- 
pieflion on the minds of tholie who were 
Jiappy enough to experience them. Capt. 
Bligii has left her ten plants, mofl of 
which are planted on iJie Company's 
grounds, under the immediate inlpeflion 
of Col. Brooke, who is cjuite alive to the 
imptovements of their property, and the 
interefls of the ifl.tiid ; it unfoi tunately hap- 
pens that it 18 not in hiS power to fvirni/h 
Hi with a very liberal lupply of lefiefli- 
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tnents ; but when we confider this is the 
third .year the ifland has not been vifited 
vi^ith rains, he has done much. They loft 
Jaft year fifteen hundred head of cattle for 
want of food ; and upwards rt ninety 
fail of fliipping touched here for lefrefh- 
menls, and weie fupplied. Their difi» 
trefieB reached theeai of Lord Cornwallis, 
who humanely ordned the Ganges In- 
diaman to rail at the Cape for flock for 
the ifland. She arrived this morning, in 
company with the Atalanta flonp, com- 
manded by Capt. Elphinflone, whc> 
obligingly take*? ch rge uf this. 

The H« n. Mr. Cocker an, who comes 
home paflenger in the Ganges, has fent 
on boaid the ProVidence ieveral plants 
that he brought from India with him,in 
order to have them planted in the Weft- 
Indics. We fail from hence on the 3 6th9 
and the other fhips a few days after us ; 
and by the latter end of June I hope to be 
able to pay you my rclpefls in perfon*

The three defenders of Louis Capet 
were then admitted to the bar. One of 
them, Defeze, fald. 

Citizens, Reprefentatives, The law 
and the decrees have enti-ufied to us tlie 
facred fimflion of the defence of Louis. 
We come with regret to prcfent to you 
the lad a£l of our funflion. Louis has 
given to us the exprefs charge to read to 
you a letter figned with his own hand, of 
which the following is a copy : 

Letter fr^m Louis. 

1 owe to my honour, I owe to my 
family, not to iVibfcribe lo a fentcnce 
which declares me guilty of a crime with 
which 1 cannot accufe myfclf. In con- 
iequence I appeal to the nation, from the 
Ibitence of its Reprefentatives \ and 
I Commit, by thefe prefents, to the fide- 
lity of my defenders, to make known to 
the National Convention this appeal by 
all the means in their power, and to de- 
mand, that mention ihould be made in 
the minutes of their fitting. 

** Given at Paris, Jan. 17, 1793* 
(Signed) ^ LOUIS.** 

Defeze then refumcA the difeonrfe. 
He reminded the Aflembly, that the de- 
Title of death bad only bm pronounced 
by a majority of five voices, while the 
other part of the Aflerobly were of opi- 
oion that the fafety of the country re- 
quired another decifion. He warmly 
conjufed them to examine anew the 
queftion of appeal, and to gr^t to hu- 
manity, to the interefi of me State, all 
that Juftice might not feem impcrioufly to 
claim. 

The Prefident informed the Counlel, 
chat the Convention would take their re- 
quefis intoconfideration, and invited them 
to the honouf 8 of the fitting. 

The dilcufiioii of the queftion. Whe- 
ther it would be proper to fiifMnd the 
execution of the fentence pafied againft 
Ixiuis Capet ? was adjcninied to next 
day. 

The Convention roTe at eleven at night, 
after a fitting which continued thirty-fix 
hoars. 

A long and tumultuous debate took 
place refpe^ing the votes decreeing the 
deadi of Louis Capet the preceding day.

19. At eleven o'clock the fitting had 
not been opened, on account of the ab- 
fence of the Prefident Vergniaud : it was 
demanded that he ihould be cenfured, but 
he was exerr«pted on account of being in- 
difpofed. Barrere took the chair. 

After a long difituifion, the Conven- 
tion proceeded to the Appel Nominel on 
the qiiefiion, Whether the execution of the 
fentence puffed againfi Louis Capei jhotdd 
be delayed r 

Several Members wiihed that the term 
of the delay to be voted upon ihould fird 
be decided. 

The Prefident then declared the refult 
of the Appel NomineL — Of 748 Mem-

As a judge of the fupreme civil and 
ciiiTiinal coui^s, he aiTied in the view of 
his country ^ from which he merited, and 
obtained high confidence and approbation. 
But he was not only confpicuous as an 
able and upiight judge, and a found 
lawyer, he was alfo eminent as a p^-ofound 
and accurate fchdlar ; being a thorough 
maficr of clafiical learning, the belles 
lettres, and hifiorical antiquities ; par. 
ticularly of his own country, to the Itudy 
of which he was led by hisjprofeffion. 

Indefatigable in the proieculion of tbq 
ftudies he cultivated, his time was fedu. 
iouHy devoted to the promotion of urefu]| 
learning,' piety, and virtue. Numerous 
arc the works that have iffued from his 
pen, all of them difiingulflied by un- 
common accuracy, tafie, and learning. 

Befides fume occafional papers, both 
ierious and humorous, of his compofing^' 
that appeared in the World ^ 5 and m 
variety |of communkstions, critioil .and 
biographical, in the Gentleman's Maga- 

•iv 
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gsineft 8nd other publications of like 
nature; he allotted Ibme pait of his time 
to the iiludration and defence of priiniilve 
yhriftianity. 

In the year 1771 he compofed a very 
learned and ingenious papei, or law cafe, 
in the difpuied peeiaj^e of Sutherland. 
He was one of the truliccs of the Lady 
Elizabeth, the daughter of the lalt Eail j 
and bung then a jutlgc, the names of two 
eminent lawyers weie annexed to It. In 
that cafe he difplayed the greaielt accuracy 
pficfearch, and the mod profound know- 
ledge of the aniltjiiities and rules oi dc- 
I'cent in Scotland j which he managed 
with fuch dexiei iiy (»f aiguir.ent, as clcai - 
ly to ellablilh the tight ot his pupil, and 
to lorm a pn cedent, at the lame tim^, for 
thedeciliun of ail I'ucii quedions in fiituic. 

In the year 1773 he publiflted a fmall 
volume, entitled, “ Kcmaika on the 
Hilfory of Scotland.’* d'licfe appealed to 
fee the gleanings of the- hniai icul lefcarcli 
wliich he was making at that time, and 
difcovei'ed his LoulOiip's turn foi uiinuie 
and accuiate inquiry into doubvlul points 
of hiitory, and at (lie lame tune dilplaytd 
the candour and libeialiry of his judg- 
ment. 

This publication pn j-ared the public for 
fhe favouiable recLption of the Annals of 
Scotland, in z vo'.s, ^.to. the Hrltof \\hich 
appealed in 1 776, and the It-cor.d in i 779 » 
and full) anl''w\eud the cxjicelarions which 
he had laiie-d. Tl-.e dithculties attending 
the fuhje^t, the want ot candour, and the 
i'piiit of party, had liirhcito pievented our 
having a geiniine- Hntoiy of beotlard, in 
pines previous to thole ol Queen IVI.ir) j 
w'hjch had bteii lately wiitte-n, in a nia- 
fleily manner, by the elegant and judici- 
ous Dr. Robcrtlon. 

Loid Hailes carried his attention to the 
Scotiilh Hiftory as far back ns to the ac • 
ccflionof Malcolm Canmoic, in 1057, and 
his work contains the annals of fouiteen 
Princes, fiom Malcolm III. to the eie..th 
of David II. And ha[ipy if was tliat the 
affairs of Scotland atliaCfed the talents of 
fo able a writer, who to the learning and 
ikiil of a lawyer, joined the induiliy and 
cuiiolity of an antiquarian ; to whom 
feo obje6l appears fiiverlcus or unimpor- 
tant that ferves to elucidate his fiibje^. 

Lord Hailes has fo well authenticated 
)iis work by references to Hiftoiians of 
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good credit, or deeds and writings of un- 
doubted aukhoiityj and has fo happily- 
cleared it from faille, uncertainty and con- 
jcilure, th»t evciy Scotfman, lince its ap- 
peal aiuc, iia^ been able to lrL'’ce back, with 
t oiUiJrnce in genuine ni».niJi\s, the hilfory 
01 his country tor 7 30 years, :ind may revere 
thv memoiy of the icipeclable judge, whp 
with inJ..fMigablt indulli j^, and painful ia- 
boui, has itinoved the rubbith under whicl^ 
tiie piecr us rcir.ains vvere concealed.

Tina was the laff woik he Tent from the 
pi>Is, except a few biographical Iketclics 
of cn.il. cut >cotl'inf n j deligned as fpeci- 
nicus of a Biographia Scotica, which he

His Lordthip was twice married. By 
liisfirft wife, Anne Browne, only daughter 
of Lord Coaldon, he left iilue one 
daughter, who inherits the family eftate.

^uiTon, youngeft daughter of Lord Kil-

him. Leaving no male iflTue, the title of 
Baronet dt lcends to his nephew, fon of the 
late Loicl Provoft Dalrymple. 

Tho’the Church of Scotland docs not en- 
courage funeral difeourfes in general, be- 
caui'c tiiey aic liable to much abufe, a very 
laudable endeavour was made, in thefc de- 
generate times, to render his Lordfhip*s pic- 
cmineur talents and virtues a theme of in- 
llru^5tion to mankind, in;^ Icrmoii preached 
ibon after his death, in die Church of lii- 
yerelk, by his learned friend, and venerable 
'^aftor, Dr. Carlyle ; from which we fhall 
tranfenbe a funimary view of his cha- 
racter as a Judge, a Scholar, a Chriilian, 
and a Citizen. 

“ His knowledgeof the laws was accu- 
rate and profound, and he applied it in 
judgment, with the moft fcrupulous inte- 
grity. In Ills proceedings in the crinninai 
court, the fatisfad^i m he gave to the pub- 
lic could not be furpafled. His abhor- 
rence of crime's, his tendernefs for the cri- 
minals, his rcfpetf for the laws, and his 
reverential awe of the Omnifeient Judge, 
inipiied him on fome occafions with a 
commanding fiiblimity of thought, and a 
feeling folemiiity of exprelTion, that made 
condemnation feein julf, as the doom of 
Providence, to the criminals thcmfclyes, 
and railed a hduiai y horror of crimes in 
the bi-caft of the audience. 

“ Confeious of the dignity and im- 
poitance of the liigh office he held, he 
never departed from the decorum that be* 
comes that reverend characlei 5 whicli in- 
deed it coft him no effort to fuppoi t, be- 
caufe he a6led from principle and fenii- 
riient, both public and private, Affec- 
tiorate to his family and relations, limple 
and mild in his manners, pure and con-r 
feientious in his morals, enjightened and 
entertaining in his conveifaiion, he left 
focicty only to regret, that, devoted as he 
was to more important employments, he 
had fo little t'me to fpare for iiitercotirie 
with them.

rank in the Republic of Letters, tnd hit loft 
will be deeply felt through many of her 
departments. His labours in ilmffration 
of the hiftory of his country, and many 
other works of profound erudition, re- 
main as monuments of his accurate and 
faithful refearch for mateiials, and his 
found judgment in the I'eleflion of them. 
Of his unfeigned piety and devotion, you 
have very often been witneffes where we 
now are. I muff add. however, that his 
attendance on religious ordinances, was 
not merely out of refpc^l to the laws, and 
for the fake of example (motives which 
flioiild never fail to have influence on per- 
fons of fuperior rank, for the moff obvious 
reafons), but from principle and convi6tion, 
and the moft conl’cienlious regard to his 
duty; for he not only pra6iiied all the 
virtues and charities in proof of his faith, 
but he demonftrated the fincerlty of his 
zeal, by the uncommon pains he took to 
illuftrate primitive Chriftianity, and by 
his elaborate and able defences of it againlt 
its enemies, 

His profound refearches into hiftory, 
and his thorough knowledge of the laws, 
made him pcrf^ly acquainted with the 
progrefs of the Conftitution of Britain, 
from the firft dawn of liberty in the com- 
mon lawof the land^ and the trial by 
jury, which precede all written records, 
and afterwards in the origin and cftablifh- 
ment of Parliaments thiough all its vicif- 
iitudes and dangers, till at laft, by the 
bleffings of Divine Providence, whipb 
brouglit many wonderful events to concur 
to the fame end, it was lenewcd, 
ftrengthened, and finally confirmed by the 
Kevoiutiun.

As 
the mildncfs of th;e climate, together 
with his deliverance from the burdens 
and cares of Government, procured 
him at firft a confiderablc remiflion 
from the acute pains with which he 
had been long tormented, be enjoyed, 
perhaps, nmre complete fatii^fa^^ion in 
this humble folitiule, than all h s gran- 
deur had ever yielded him. Far from 
taking anV part in the political trani- 
a6tions of the Princes of Kuropc, he 
teftrained his curiofity even from any 
enquiry concerning them ; and he 
feemed to view the buly iVenc which 
he had abandoned with all the toutempt 
and indiiFcrencc arifing from fils thv^- 
X*oiigh experience of its vanity, as well 
as from the plcafing rcflcvHionof havbig 
difcntanglcd himfclf from its cares. 

“ Other amufements, and other ob- 
je^lts, now occupied him. Sometimes 
he culriva*^ed iJie pl.nits in his garden 
with his own hatuls. ; romctimcs he rode 
out to the neighbouring wood on a little 
horfc, the oiiiv that he kept, at- 
tended by a fingle fersanr on foot. 
When his infirmities confined him to 
his apar’-ment, v\ Inch often Iiappcned, 
and deprived him of tiie^c ii^orc adtive 
recreations, l.c either kdmitti d a few 
- gentlemen, who refcLd near tlie Moiiaf- 
tery, to vifu him, and cniertained therri 
familiarly at liis table ; or lie employed 
himiclfiii ftadying mechinical princi- 
ples, and in forming cfirious wo-ks of 
mechanifm, of which he had always 
been rema^'kably fond, and to which 
his genius was peculiarly Mrncd. With 
this view he had engaged Tun iano, 
one of the moft ingenious Artifts of that 
to acc^'mpnny him in ^his retreat. 
He lab )urcd together with him in fram- 
ing models of the moil ureful machine^; 
as w'di as *n taking experiments with 
regard to their i efpc£lfvc powers ; and 
it was loaf, fcMom that the ideas of cK'c 


Monarch aiTifted or perfe£^ed the in- 
ventions of the Artift. He relieved 
his mind, at intervals, with Highter and 
more fantaftic works of lyicchanifm, ia 
faftiioning puppets, which, by the 
ftru6Vure of internal iprings, mimicked 
the geftures and actions of men, to the 
aftonifhmentoi the ignorantM<uiks,who^ 
beholding movements which they could 
not comprehend, fometimes diltruftcd 
their own fenfes, and fometimes fuf- 
pe^led Charles and Turriano of being 
in compa6t with invihble powers. He 
was particularly curious with regard to 
the conftruftion of clocks and watches ; 
and having found, after repeated trials, 
that he could not bring any two cf them 
to go cxa<Sfly alike, he rcfle£lt.d, it is 
faid, with a mixture of furprilc as well 
as regret, on his own folly,, in having 
beftowed fo much time and labour on 
the more vain attempt of bringing man- 
kind to a precife iiniformirv of fenti- 
ment concerning the profoundand myi\ 
terious doctrines of religion. 

** But in what manner foever Charles 
difpofed of the reft of his time, be con- 
Itantly refervod a confulcrable portion 
of it for religious exercifes. He regu- 
larly attended divine fcrvicc in the cha- 
pel of the Monaftcry every morning 
and evening; he took great pltafurc in 
reading boo\s of devotion, particularly 
the works of St, Augulline and Sr, 
Bernard ; and converfed much with 
his ConfclTor, and the prior of the Mo- 
naftcry, on pions fubje<^ds. Tluu did 
Charles pafs the firft year of his retreat, 
in a manner not unbecomins a man 
p<'rfc(5l:ly difengaged frnm the affairs 
of the prefent life, and (landing on the 
confines of a future worhl ; either in. 
innocent amufement' , width foothed 
his pains, and rtlitvcd a mind worn 
out with cxcelljvc application to bufi- 
nefs ; of in devout occupations, which 
he deemed ncccffary in preparing for 
another flatc. 

“ But about fix months before hi» 
death, the gout, after a longer inter-? 
miiilon thari ufual, returned , with a 
proportional ircrcafc of violence. Hi^ 
ihattcred conGitiuion had not vigour, 
enough remaining to withftand fuch a 
(hock. It enfeidded his mind as much 
as his body, and from this period wc 
hardly difeern any traces of that foui.-l 
and mafcu!;ne underttanding, which 
difl ingut (lied Charles among hU coti- 
iemporarits. illiberal and timfd 

fupcrftition deprefiTtd his fpirit. He 
had no rcliih for amufements of any 
' ■ kind. 
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kind. He endeavoured to conform, 
in^his manner of living, to all the ri- 
gour of iTionaftic aullerity. He defired 
no other fociety than that of Monks, 
and was almoft continually employed 
-with them in chanting the hymns of the 
Miffal. As an expiation for his (ins, 
he gave himfelf the difciplinc in fccrct 
with fuch fe verity, that the whip of 
cords which he employed as the inftru- 
ment of his punilhment, was found 
after his deccafe tinged with his blood. 
Nor was he fatishcd with tliefc a6ls of 
mortification, which, however fcverc, 
were not unexampled. The timorous 
«]id difirufiful folicitude which always 
accompanies fuperftition, ftiU continued 
to difquict him, and, depreciating all 
the devout cxercifcs in which he had 
hitherto been enj^aged, prompted him 
to aim at Ibmcthing extraordinary, at 
I'omc now and lingular a6t of piety that 
would difplay his zeal, and merit the 
favour of Heaven. The aft on which 
he fixed was as wild and uncommon as 
any that fuperftition ever fuggefttd to 
a weak ana diferdered fancy. He re- 
folved to celebrate his own obfequies 
before his death. He ordered his tomb 
to be erefted in the chapel of the Mo-

naftery. His domeftics marched thi- 
thcr in funeral proceflion, with black 
tapers in their hands. He himfelf fol- 
lowed in his fhroud. He was laid in 
his coffin with much foleihnity. Th#. 
fervicc for the dead was chanted, and 
Charles joined in the prayers which 
were offered up for the reft of his foul, 
mingling his tears with ihofc which 
his attendants fhed, as if they had been 
celebrating a real funeral. The cere- 
mony clofed with fpriiikling holy water 
on thefcoffin in the ufual form, and all 
the afliftants retiring, the doors of th* 
chapel were (hut. Then Charles rofe 
out of the coffin, and withdrew to his 
apartment, full of thofe awful fenti- 
ments which fuch a fingular folcmnity 
was calculated to infpirc. But either 
the fatiguing length of the ceremony, 
or the imprelfion which this image of 
death left on his mind, affefted him fo 
much, that next day he was feized with 
a fever. His feeble frame could not 
long refift its violence, and he expired 
on the twenty -hi ft of September, 
after a life of fifty-eight years, fiit 
months, and twenty-five days.’’

compilation before us, as we 
are informed by the Author, has 
been made for the purpofe of laying 
before the Legillature and the Public, 
the events and circumftances from 
which a plan for the future government 
of the Britiffi territories in India, and 
regulation of the trade to the Eall 
Indies, muft proceed. It is very natu- 
rally and properly parted into three 
divifions— -an Introdudlion — Part I. and 
Part II. — The Jntrodiiftion contains 
tl\e lca4ing events in the hiftory 
Hindoftan, and of the Eaft-lodia 
Company, as thefe events arc the 
iburcc from whence the fticctilivc plans 
upon the lubjedt of Indian affairs have 
proceeded, as well as the fyftem imon 
which the Bricilh interefts in the Eaft 
br* at ptefent adminiffered. 

In Part 1 - a digeff of the plans, from 
the conquefts of the Company till thei# 
affairs came to be placed under thecon- 
frpulof the State, and from that^periodto 
prefent times, is brought untier re- 
liawf that the political and cofflilicrcnl 


principles which might dirc6t in th* 
future adminiftration of Indian affairs^ 
might be more eafily perceived. 

In Part II. the outlines of a plan 
of foreign government, of commercial 
CEconomy, and of domeftic adminiftra- 
tion, arc fubmitted to examination.-— 
The foreign government is deduced 
from the hiftory of India, and from the 
mixed tenure of conquefts and of 
treaties by Avhich Great Britain holds 
its poffcllions. The judicial, financial, 
and military powers required to ad- 
minifter this government with effed^ 
are explained in relation to both of thefe 
fources of information. The connection

The authorities 
upon which the whole of this detail 
reils, have been obtained either from 
the Records of the Company, a%d from 
the Archives of the State, or from the 
communications of thofe whofe official 
and local knowledge qualify them to aid 
their country upon this important oc- 
cafion. This compilation, which com* 
prehends the ^rcat outlines in the hif- 
tory of the Ahatic Territories of Great 
Britain ; the plans that havt been pi o- 
pofed at different times ; and that which, 
at the prefent memorable crifis, is pro- 
pofed for their Government j is not 
only particularly intcrefting at this day, 
but may at all times be confulted as 
an authentic record of what is moft 
intcrefling to Great Britain in the 
hiftor}’ and Tituationof Hindoftan, judi- 
eioufly and clearly arranged, and pre- 
fented to the conceptions and under- 
ftandings of men in that perfpicuous 
and fimplh manner which, m coni- 
pofition tha^ has for its object inllruc- 
tion no: amufement, is not only tho 
moff ufeful quality, but, in fact, the 
greareft ornamenr. 

This work may be confidcred as a 
public proof of the liberality and manly 
opennefs which, on all occafions, has 
marked the character of Mr. Secretary 
Dundas. Feeling, as he did, that the 
public intcred, as well as that of the 
fcaft India Company, was concerned in 
the fyftcm which the Leeiflaturc might 
adopt fur our Indian empire and trade ; 
and that the liritiih nation, open in its 
own character, had a right to the fame 
opennefs and candour from the Mini-» 
fters v/ho conduct public affairs, Mr. 
Dundas ref Ived to lay before the public 
the true Hate of its Commercial and 


political interellt in the Eail. Thii 
work, therefore, may b'e confidcred aa- 
coming from Mr. Duudas, though the 
arrangement, the c jmpofition, and the 
interefting hifforical details with which 
it is enriched, it isfaid, come from hie 
friend Mr. Bruce, formerly ProfefTor of 
Philofophy in the UniverUty of £din* 
burgh. 

If this work docs honour to Mr. 
Dundas's public fpirit, his having fe- 
lc6te(J a man whofe habits of ftudy,aiuJ 
literary charadlcr, fo well qualified him 
for the arduous talk of preparing it for 
the public, docs not leis honour to his 
judgment ; at lead, if we may decide 
from the general opinion of thofe who 
have read this large, wcll-digeficd, and 
inllrii6tive compilation. It is to the 
encouragement given to literary men 
that Miniders owe their fame, or have 
their merits handed down to future 
ages, and we doubt not Mr. Dundas 
will, from the prefent work, derive 
thefe advantages. 

Wc arc happy to find that Mr.v 
Bruce has been employed for fome 
years in writing the general Hidory of 
Kaft India affairs; and if we may judge 
cither from this fpccimcu, or from Ms 
literary reputation, the public and the 
Ead India Company will profit from 
his exertions, and that both will afford 
him the encouragement to which he 
fcems te be entitled. The office of 
Keeper of State Papers, to which Mr. 
Bruce has been lately appointed, will 
enable him to unite all the informatio* 
which can be drawn from the Archives 
of the State, \vhilc the confidence rc- 
pofed in him by his patron will cafily 
procure him accefs to tha hitherto un- 
explored Records of the Ead Indiik 
Company.

C(!mnieicc.” Mr. Young here faw the 
Tourville, of 84 guns, launched, which 
was laid to have occncnly nine montha 
building ; a degree of expedition that 
furpatfesthe eftbrts of this country in 
a fimilar line. 

VVe cannot help agreeing with the 
Author in the following reply to the 
quetlionof theCountde la Bourclonnaye* 
how he could attempt fo large an un- 
dertakingas aSurvey of France, unfup- 
ported by Government ^ “ I told him, 
he knew very little of our Government 
if he iiippol'cd they would give a (hil- 
ling to any agricultural project or pro- 
jc^lor ; that, whether rhcMiniftcr wa* 
Whig or Tory, it made no difference, % 
the party of the Plov GH never yet 
had one on its fide, and that England 
has had many Colberts, but not one 
Sully.” 

At Nantes Mr. Y’'oung vifited the 
1 heatre, new-budt of line white (lone, 
and has a magnificent portico-front of 
eight Corinthian pillars, and tour otheri 
within to part tjie portico from a grand 
yeftibulc. “Within all is gold and paint- 
ing, and a conp d' cni at entering that 
llruck me fmcibly. Ir is, I belicvC% 
twice as large as Urury-Lane, and five 
units as magnificent. It was Sunday, 
and tlureforc full. Mon Dnu! cried 
1 to myfclf, do all the wailes, the 
deferts, the heath, ling, broom, and 
bog, that 1 have pafied tor three hun- 
dred miles lead to this Ipcdtaclc ^ What 
a miracle tliar all this fplcndour and 
wealth of tlie cities of France ihould 
be lo unconnected with the country I 
There arc no gentle tranfitions from 
cafe to comfort, from comfort to wealth : 
you pul’s at once from beggary to pro- 
fufion.” 

The following remark is truly cha- 
ra6leri(lic of the manners in England ; 
manners originating rather from pride 
and eftentation, than from benevo- 
lence, and which would be well cor- 
rected. In Anjou Mr. Young had let- 
ters to M. de la Livonierc, Perpetual 
Secretary of the Society of Agriculture 
there. “ On my arrival at his I'eat, he 
was fitting down to dinner with hii 
family ; not being paft twelve, I thought 
to have efcdped this avvkw ardnefs ; but 
both himfclf and Madame prevented 
all cmbarraftmtnr, by very unaffeClcdly 
dtfiring me to partake with them ; ana,- 
making not the lead derangement 
either in table or looks, placed me at 

once 
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•ucc at my eafc to an indifferent dinner, 
garnifhcd with fo much calc and chccr- 
tulncfs, that I found it a repaft more to 
xny rafte than the nioft fplcndid tables 
could afford. An Engiilh family in the 
country, fimilar in fuuation, taken un- 
awarcii in the fame way, would receive 
you with an unquiet hofpitalitv, and 
an anxious politentfa ; and after waitini' 
for an hurry -feurry derangement of 
cWih, tabic, piates, fidcboard, pot and 
fpit, would give you perhaps lo good 
a dinner, that none of the family, be- 
twixt anxiety and fatigue, could fupply 
erne word tf converfation, and y<iu 
would dcpait under cordial wilhes tlutt 
you might never return. This folly, 
i'u c' irinon in Knglaijcl, is never met 
with in France ; the ITchch arc quiet 
in tiicir houfes, and do i hings witliout 
effort ” This obfervation is founded, 
on real truth, and in this g^F?tcular the 
manners of the French are well worthy 
our imitation.

Man, But X for one have very little 
inclination to fludy, and (till Id's ability 
to purchafe, the voluminous colleCliona 
of the Statutes. 

Fur. It is not at all nccelTary that 
you fliould ; for the Hiftory of the 
Country contains an adequate code of 
its Conftitution, and diiplays to the 
coinprehenfion of every one the man- 
ner in which that Conflitution gicw, 
the circumfiances under which the fc« 
veral parts of it were formed, and the 
principles upon which it was founded. 
In perufing fuch Hiftory we fliall fee 
that the people have, from time to 
time, infifted upon and obtained fuch 
civil advantages as Experience, the mo- 
ther of True Wifdom, pointed out to 
be needfary to their fecufe enjoyment 
of focial liberty. They did not a6t up- 
on mere opinion, which differs fo much 
in different pvrfons, and therefore af- 
fords but a very weak foundation to 
build upon ; they improved thofe op- 
portunities w'hich events threw in their 
way, of refilling and of vanquifbingthe 
abufes which they had actually en- 
dured, and of providing elTcdtual means 
againft the repetition thereof* Hence 
the remedy was always adequate to the 
evil— ‘ouc lourCc of opprcHion was cut 
off after another— advantages w'cre fe- 
cured as they were obtained— and af 
length the Conftitution, being founded 
upon experience, and matured Iw time^ 
arrived gradually at the perferfion in 
which we now behold it, and became 
calculated both for utility and duration, 
every pan being fitted for the purpofe 
it was deftined toanfwcr.gnd the Whole 
forming a wcU-conne£lcd and welU 
proportioned Syftcm."

FRIDAY, AFRII. 12 

HE i*cfumption bf the buAnefs 
^ ih'-ew but little light upon the 
Charge — Major Lumfden and Mr. 
Womhwtll were examined in chief, 
and underwent a crofs-examination on 
the part of the pr^fecutior, 

'J bi^ day was for the moft part fpent 
in concilia’ it«g or ov^r-ruling the objec- 
tions taken t)y the oppofing parties. — 
Every query produced two or 

more fpceches ; ard the ground fo often 
trodden was notv'ithftandii''g found yret 
far from fmooih, replete with quagmire, 
faithiefs to prefuming confidence or 
koorty obfiru<ftion, againlt which agi- 
lity of re n w'as conftrained roftiimbic. 

Mr. Wombwell gave a very clear and 
weighty evidence as to generalities in 
favour of Mr. Haftings ; it tended to 
Ihcw the provident wiUlom of h!s Ad- 
minifiration, and the reverential cftctm 
in which he was holden by the Afiatic 
world. 

In the coiirfe of his crofs-examination 
the Counfei renp'arkcd,thatMr. Womb- 
well had been latterly ill, and that 
thereby his memory had partially fuf- 
fered — fo that when he came to be 
prelfed by Mr. Burke and Mr. Anftru- 
thcr as t- the tranfadtions whicli arc al- 
ledged to have happened when that 
Gentleman was at Oude either as 
Treafurer, Accemptant, or Auditor of 
Accounts, he referred to his documents 
•f oflFice delivered in to the Company 
for particulars with which he could not 
charge his memory, and for which he 
icemed to take unfteceflary Ihamc tO 
kimlcif that their remembrance was no 
more. 

Mr. Burke detnanded of Mr. Womb- 
well the amount of the one and a half 
per Cent. conimilTion upon the receipts 
4 f his Aice. He readily anfwercd, that 
he reciived it only about a year and an 
half, but It might be i^jlooI. in the 
year. The Honourable Manager wiHicd 
So art. .in fi.me Tuppofed pr5vi4tc acccihons 
to this fplcndid apr>ointmcnt ; but the 
whnefk candidly ajmimcd at once that 
%e had nothing to conceal, and rhat 
he rccciv^cf was all of it matter of 
JdRci.u i^'cord. 
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Pcnfions, &c. paid in Oude, Mr. 
Wombwell ratified fome, but was con- 
fident the greater part were not paid by 
him while he was in office there. 

At five o'clock the Lords rofe. 

THURSDAY, APRIL I«. 

Mr. Plumer, in defence of M^. 
Hafiings, called Mr. Auriol, whofe 
evidence was briefly as follows : — la 
1770 he went to India a writer — in 1775 
he became Secretary to the Board, and 
continued fo until he left India.— In 
1781 the Bengal Treafury was infolvent, 
on account of the vaft cxpcnces of the 
war; every mode of raifing money by 
loan was exh.iufted, and it was only by 
the ^tributary Powers that refimrees 
could be drawn. That Madras and 
Bombay were dependent on Bengal for 
remittances by bills, which frequently 
remained unpaid a long time ; and that 
thofc Prcfidencies were liktwlfe in great 
difirefs, Hyder Ally being at the gates 
of Madras burning and devaflating the 
country. This was the flate of affairs 
when Mr. Haliings demanded alfiftancc 
from Cheyt Sing and the Begums ; who, 
inflead of afl&jrding any, actually created 
a rebellion in Oude and Benares. Re- 
fpetting the rebellious difpofitioii of tke 
Begums, Mr. Auriol never heard any 
doubts by any of the Members of the 
Board or other per Tons, nor had he any 
doubts of the tadts. Mr. Stables had 
made a minute rcf]>€6ting the affairs of 
©ude ; but upon crofs-examination by 
Mr. Burke, it was not the opinion of 
the witnefs that it exprefled any doubt 
as to the difaffeftion of the Begums. 
The laft qiicftiun was, “ What was the 
conduct and charadfer of Mr. Haffings, 
as Chief Governor of lndi.'t ?** Anfwer. 
“ No man that ever lived knew the 
affairs of India lb well : as a grfcat pub- 
lic officer, he ever exerted himfclf 
improve the country, to make the in- 
dividuals Comfortable, at the fame tiiiie 
to promote the intereft of his employers 
and the Mdihcr Country. As a private 
man, his fincerity to his friends and 
htf benevolence to his inferiors were 
proverbial. His charity was unbound- 
ed i and^ with a very few exceptions^ 
ranks of people in India adored hm^ 

aa 
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Bs the fari(W of the country, and as 
great and virtuous a charaitcr as ever 
txifted.” 

Captain Syme proved, that Mr. Scot 
©f Tandy, in Oude, who could have 
given full proof of the traitorous de- 
figns of the^giims, died laft F'tbruary 
in Ireland, j nil at the period when he 
was preparing to come to England to 
give evidence upon this trial. 

Mr. Paxton proved, that Major Mac- 
donald, who was fome time in England 
to give evidence to the fame effedt, was 
returned to India. 

Mr. Wright, Accomptant of the In- 
dia-Houfe, proved, that Sujah * ul 
Dowla, when he died in 1779, was in- 
debted to the Company in the fum of 
lour hundred. and fitry rlurnfand pounds 
••—that the fums drawn from Oude up 
to the year 1785, amounted to four mil- 
lions i and he delivered an account of 
the expen CCS of the war.^ 

Mr. Hudlon, from the India-Houfc, 
proved, that there was no document in 
the Houle, or in the correfpondence of 
Mr. Briftow, the Reficlcnt at Oude, to 
rove that the Begums ever claimed the 
aghircs during liU*, hut that they were 
always confidcred as granted duniig 
plea! u re. 

A » umber of documents were after- 
wards read, and at five the Lords ad- 
journed to the Upper Chamber. 

SATURDAY, APRIL 20. 

The Court on this day completed all 
the evidence on the Begum Charge. 
Tlic day was fpent in producing a gi:eat 
number of letters ; cxtra<its from many 
of which had been read by the Mana- 
gers and the remainder was now given, 
that the Lords might have the lubjett 
complete and ungaiblcd before them. 

Mt. Pluini;r veiT neatly opened the 
evidence he was offering, and obferved 
upon tlic ttrange and unfounded affer- 
tion of the Managers, as >t was entered 
on the minutes of evidence. He ob- 
ferved, that they had dated, that after 
the month of September 1781, no ffate- 
neccirity cxifted in India. — Mr. Pjumer 
faid, he would produce evidence to 
prove, that for tw o years fubfeauent to 
this period, the did ref'* was of the moil 
ferious nature*; that M:idras and Bom- 
brty, receiving no pecuniary alhftance 
;from Englfind, as they had d'^nc in the 
late war, depended entirely on Bengal, 
and owed their prelervation folely to 
tpe exertions of Mr. Haftings. Mr, 
llicn produced docu^ 
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ments, which completely juftiffed his 
aflertions. He next offered to the Court 
a minute written by Sir John Shore on 
Jaghire Tenures. 

To this evidence Mr. Burke obje6ted» 

Mr. Plumer replied, by faying, that 
in every point of view it was unobjec- 
tionable evidence. Sir John Shore being 
a man well verfed 111 the laws and cut- 
toms of India, and feledtcd by the King’s 
Minifters and the Court of Dirtfrtors to 
fill the high office of Governor General 
of Bengal. 

Mr. Burke faid, that the Commons 
had nothingto do wirh Sir John Shore’s 
appointment, but that the Managers 
knew tliNt ii-e was implicated in the 
crimes charged upon the prifoner at th© 
bar, iimler whom he had for many 
years managed the revenues of Bengal.; 
that the Managers had arraigned his 
conduct ; th:it he had written part of 
Mr. JIaffings’s defen: c, and that he 
knew nothing (.f his knowledge of the 
confMiiition nt Jndu^ j tnat r.s to liis bt- 
ing appointed Gctvernor General of 
JLngal, lo had Mr. Ilaitiiigs, tour le- 
\er.il times, by the Lcgiliaturc, iUough 
the Cc'minons liad fince thought it light 
to impeach him. — No anfwer was given. 

T!ie Clianctiiur laid, the evnienec 
was proper, and it was read accordingly. 

Soon after fi'.e Mr. Pmmtr fiiiilhcd 
all the evidence on the Begum Charge. 

THUn^DAY, APRIL 25. 

Mr, Burke deflrcd, that an error 
whuh had crejpt into their minutes 
be 4.orretl< d. It had been in-' 
ferted in ihtiu, that the Managers had 
averted their right to Hop the examina-., 
tion of \vitneflrci> ; but they had 
only faid it was their right to propofe, 
and their Lordfliips to determine, vvhcrv 
it might be proper to adjourn. — ThU 
error was allowed to be amended. 

Mr. Piunifir then proceeded to -fum 
up the evidence on tlie Be gum Charge. 
He began by a liaucllome culogium on 
the chara6ler of Mr Haflings. Hs* 
htdd it up to their Lordjliips, he faidi 
as free from every, taint. Time mors 
than fuffici-iit hetd been given to fub- 
ftantiatc the charges mjdc'againft him ; 
his correfpondence b.ad. been ox..mined| 
pnd his II lTc charattei m ,ght t>e known.- 
JtwaA the property of truth, ’he obferv- 
ed, 10 be difcovered, and cflabiiihcd by 
inveftigfiM-^o. he h arned Counfel 
faid, ijaat the. proofs on the Charge now 
under fon fide ration v. ere faid to bt: 
^rong. lie yvould ^kminc them can- 
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d id iy, but he thought thef« proofiS were 
built upon falfe principles, and an error 
from lirll to laii. 

In reviewing the evidence, he would 
Aril coniidcf the outlines, then the 
proofs in fupport of the charge. The 
origin of the prefent inquiry went at 
far back as the year 1785; but the 
charge was comprifed in a narrow 
compafs — and that was, that the rc- 
fumption of the Jaghircs was an a£t of 
cruelty and a violation of treaty. This 
eondu6t of Mr. Haftings, it was con- 
tended, was extremely injurious, and 
fixed upon him a complete refponfi- 
bility for all its confcquv. nccs. 

He then reviewed the ditrerent arti- 
cles of charge, which comprehended 
the treatment given the two Minif- 
ters of the Begums, and the dreadful 
confcaucnccs which the Managers al- 
Icdgccl refuhed therefrom. He would 
therefore hrlV conlidcrthc criminality of 
the adl, and then the violation of trea- 
ties. 


Mr. Plumcr contended that there 
could he no violation of right in rc- 
fuming them, btcaufc »hat wascutirdv 
in the power of the grantor ; but their 
full amount had bc.n given in lieu 
thereof. There was nothing m them 
dift'erent from other property : they 
held it upon the lame terms as other 
individuals, who mult give it up when 
the good of the State may rcciuirc it. 
The evidence adduced by the Mana- 
gers had proved the contrary of that 
for which thev were brought forward. 
They had allowed, that the Nabob 
might refumc tliem when he plea fed ; 
ftnd when alkcd, whether they were’* 
granted for life ' they anfwcrcd, that 
from the dignity of the Ladies, they 
fuppofed fo. But this, Mr. Piumcrob- 
ferved, was pnly conjecture— a fpccies 
of evidence the Manager., had on other 
occalions totally difclaimed. 

He was v^ry fevrre on the evidence 
of Mr. Goring, whom he acculcd of 
giving tvidence on conjecture, arifing 
not from eftahlifbed fafts, but from hb 
own imagination, of a place which he 
knew not at the time thofe events hap- 
pened. He alfo charged him with 
having moft grofhly miuaken Surajah 
Dowla for Sujah Di'wla, and of having 
confounded the one with the other, 
vk hicli #ddcd freih proof that he had 
riven tedimony on markers with which 
he wholly unacquainted. 

* 1 Ir. Phimer tlien produced fhc evi- 
;of Sir John Shore, who was ap- 


pointed by Mr. Haftitigs to ruperinrcn 4 
tiy: Revenue Department. He had 
been called the accomplice of Mr, 
Haltings ; but he reminded the Ma- 
nagers, tnat Sir John Shore had lately 
been appointed to i'uccecd the Marquis 
Cornwallis in India. This was no bad 
proof of the opinion in which the meric 
and abilities of Sir John were held. 
He thought his opinion of the highel^ 
authority ; and his opinion was, time 
thefc Jaghires g:ive them no intercli in 
the lands, but in the money which was 
fecured upon land. 

Thcle Begums had been reprefented 
as dcfencelefs w oHien ; ) ct they kept up 
an army of io,ooomcn. Jn 1782,7000 
or 8000 men had been drawn out in 
battle -a r^ iy, to oppofe the authority of 
the PrinCe of the country. Mr. BriT- 
towe had reprefented to the Nabob the 
necellKy ot commuting their J ighircs 
into monev , obilrving that two Rulers 
were loo much for one country. It 
had been faid, that their tendcrnels for 
their Son prevented all danger from 
them; but he could difcovcr nogtn- 
tleneli* in them, and they were re at! y to 
rebel aganilt a Son for wiiom they vvere 
faitl 10 have fo much tendernefs. As to 
their gentle dilp< fitions, Mr. PlumcT 
quote«l the declaration of one of them, 
v^ho fan!, “ If my Jaghire falls, the 
country ihall not Hand and, “ it tiie 
country is. loft to pit, it Ihall be loft to 
all.'’ — J’he treafure amaffed by the fa- 
Uicr of the Nabob was about two mil- 
lions ftcriing. To a fiiiglc rupee of 
fhi«, Mr. Plumcr obfcrveil^ they were 
not entitled. To keep it by foVee and 
violtncr, wav to defraud f er own Si.n, 
and rob the Public, and to prevent the 
Nabob from having the power to dil- 
charge the debts of his deceaftd father, 
who owed the Kaft India Company four 
hundred and eighty tboufand pounds, 
and more than two ^eais arrears to an 
army of one hundred thoufand men. 
Mr. Piumer faid, there was no deed to 
convey their right to two inillions of 
money, norwitnelTes to prove the deed. 
One or the Managers had faid, “ that 
their title was that of a Saint.*' For 
his parr he lived upon earth, and di4 
not underftand fuch titles, though 
granted ly holy fufrrjhihn. The Ma- 
nagers hnd given “ *ii'"y nothings a 
local habitation and a raipc :’* they had 
ci^tlrely failed in their proofs or the 
Charges they had brought and the 
right the Begums had acquired by vio- 
kUcti Qugbc to be takeq frgin them'

TUKSDAY, APRIL 30. 

Mr. Piumcr proceeded to fum up 
the evidence produced in defence of the 
Begum Charge.

Managers had mentioned as the mere 
fiction of Mr. Haftings, was evident 
from the joint teftimony of all the wit- 
nehes who had been examined. 

At a c^uaner paft five o'clock the 
Court adjourned. 

THURSDAY, >fAY 2 . 

Mr. Plumer again refumed the de- 
fence of his client on the Begum Charge. 
His inferences went Itill to prove the 
diCTartcttidn of the Begums — the 
aids which they had given to Cheyt

At five o’clock the Counfel was pro- 
ceeding to tilt* concluding topics of de- 
fence to this Charge, but it being undcr- 
ftood that theic nv ouM extend to foinc 
leng’hp their Lordlhips arofe.

On this day Mr. rUiiner, with very 
great ability, clofcd the fummary of 
the cvidcii'wO on the Begum Charge. 
He faid, lic>h.ul refuted eVery allega- 
tion in the article ; but u lien men 
fpedkiug in the name, and with all 
tile authority of the Houf* of Com- 
mons, prelum Cvi to Coll Mr. Hafiingsa 
Tyrant, an Opprefior, a Liar, a Cap- 
tain General of Jnicjuity, it then be- 
came ntceirary to alk thole whoha>Ctkc 
be ft opportunity of knowing his 
fha ruder, what that chara6ler was. 

fie then appealed to all the e\idcu- 
and to the univerfal voice of India. 


He reminded the Lords of eh* 
hoiiouraole teftimony borne by Mr* 
Martin to the character of Mr. Haft- 
iiigtf, wiio h.id been compelled to ic*. 
knowledge, that all the evidences \ver«f 
/« enemy' s eiitnp : in other wordi^ 

that out of the Managers* box no per^ 
Jyns, in India or in Europe, could’ be 
f uund who would fupporc the monftrous 
abfurdities which they iiad uttered. 

Seeing the Commons’ galiery tole- 
rably full, Mr. PIuBicr took-the oppor- 
tunity of Ihewingtham he injuftice of 
the c Aufe they efpoufed. He told them, 
that they had dilpiayed Great Britain in 
a nen* charj<^cr. Great Britain, the 
feat of arts and arms, of freedom and 
juftice, had now for fix years profccutcd 
a man for obtaining immenfe advanta- 
ges to the public, every Ihilling of 
which they took for the pfiblic, while 
they outraged the feelings of India, by 
a fix years impeaenment of the man 
who had obtained all thofe advantages 
for them^. — He placcti tliis in the ftrong- 
clt pcliible point of view, and (aid, if 
Mr, Haftings was infumous, the Nation 
was ftiil more tn famous — T^^e Nation 
had for ten years ('aid to India, We 
have taken your sfioney, we repay you 
by au impeachment.' The Secretary 
Mr. Dundas, amongfl the Commons, 
he remark cil, had held high language 
as to the advaiT-agcs refnUinig tf> thi« 
country from India. He laid, fuc.h 
declarations, if true, proved the extreme 
abfurdity of the I-ngiiage of the Ma- 
nagers ; ami in the clmc faid, that he 
trufted the honour of the Nation, and 
of Mr. Haftings, both equally under 
trial, to the judgment of their Lord- 
lliips, convinced that their verdi^l 
woitld pnwc bow grofsly mrjiakrn, tai 
give it no hardier term, thofe were wli®* 
had carried on this prcfeciition, morrit 
after month, and year after year.

'I'he Tame, having been read a firfl 
time, was ordered to be>‘ir\ ted, and 
to be read a fecond time on Thurfday. 

The Order oF the Day having been 
read For conhdering the Report from 
the Stockbridge Klci.\ion Committee, 

Mr. Elliot, the Chairman, dated, 
among other which came our upon 

examination before the Committee, that 
a number of the Eh'^rors had leagued 
in a club for the corrupt fale of their 
votes; that they had debated iipon^ 
and calculated the cpiantum of money 
they were to receive ; but, in their 
cagernefs to render the payment fe- 
ciire, they had produced the evidence on 
which the Cciininiticc had reported to 
the Houfe the notorious and corrupt 
briberv that had taken place in the faid 
clt6tion. The Hon. Gentleman moved 
the reading of the Refolutions oF the 
Committee. 

The Refolutions were immediately 
read ; the fir ft of which declared the 
faft of notorious and corrupt bnbciy ; 
and the fecond, that in the opinioil of 
the Committee^ the faid corruption 
and bribery rL( paired the moll ferious 
confideration of Parliament. 

The queftion being put on each Re-* 
folution, they were adopted as Rclolu- 
ti >ns of the Houfe. 

Mr. Elliot then moved fot leave to 
bring in a Kill to prevent bribery and 
corruption in foture clc6lions for 
iXIcmbcrsto ferVe in Parliament for the 
Borough of Stockbridge.— Ordered. 

Mr. Bragge gave notice that he 
vVowld move for leave to bring in a Bill 
to difqualify the Elettors for Suick- 
bridge who had been guilty of bribery 
and corruption, 

BURTON CANAL. 

Mr. Gilbert oppofed the Order of 
the Day, that the Burtori Canal Bill 
be Nozu read a fecond timcj and moved 
to omit the word now. 

The Houfe divided^ and carried the 
motion, there being, that the Bill be how 
read a fecond time.

W'FUNKSDAY, MARCH 20. 

The Houfe formed a Ballot, and a 
Committee for the Sudbury Eledlion. 

Mr. Baftard brought up the Report 
of the Committee to whom the Report 
of anotlicr Comrnitteo on the Cricklade 
Ele£tion had been referred. It ftated 
the proceedings had by that Committee, 
and the evidence of the arrefts and de- 
tainers of Samuel Petrie, Efq. a pe- 
titioner on that Election. Thefe arrefts 
and detainers were out of the Courts 
of Common Pleas and King’s Bench for 
debt. 

Mr. Ballard, after a ftiort' fpecch# 
moved, That Samuel Petrie, Efq. be 
dilcharged out of the cuftody or the 
Sheriff of Middlcfex. 

The Chancellor of the EN’chcquer^ 
in a fpeech of conliderablc length, took, 
a view of the law of privileges of Mem- 
bers of that Houfe, and of the pro- 
te£lion which ought to be extended to 
perfons having petitions in contefting 
the Elcftions of Members of Parlia- 
ment, and concluded with fupporting 
the motion.

STOCKBRIDGE ELECTION, 

Mr. Elliot brought in. a Bill to pre^ 
vent bribery and corruption in the 
Elc£lion of Members to ferve in Par- 
liament for the B'orough of Stock-, 
bridge, in the county of Southampton. 
— It was fcad a firft, and, on the 
c^ueftion for its being read a fecond 
time cm Thurfday the nth of Aprit 
next, 

Mr. Anftrmbcr obferved, that iioticd 
had been given of another* Bill to be 
brought in, for the purpofe of diafran. 
B b b ehijiBaf 
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chidng the elc£tors who had been 
guilty of the bribery and corruption 
complained of ; he j^uggeftcd the pro- 
priety of difeudiug both together. 

Mr. Salilbury moved for leave to 
bring in a Bill to incapacitate thofe 
electors who had been found to be 
guilty of the bribery and corruption 
mentioned in the Report, from voting at 
eleftions in future for Membcri to ferve 
in Parliament. 

This produced a fhort debate, in 
which Mr. Powys, Sir Francis BaflTcr, 
the Solicitor General, Mr. Main- 
waring, Mr. Welbore Ellis, and others, 
took part. Mr. Powis then moved an 
Amendment, that this debate be ad- 
journed to ^^nday next, to which the 
Houfe agreed.

SUDBURY FLECTIOK. 

Mr. Vanlittart, the Chairman of the 
Sudbury Contefted Election Committee, 
reported the pinion of that Committee 
to be, That J. C. Hippefley, Efq. had 
been duly defied. 

Mr. Powys moved for leave to bring 
in a Bill for regulating, limiting, and 
applying the produce of tolls ariling 
from Canals or Aquedufts. 

The motion gave rife to a converfa- 
tion, in which the leave for bringing 
in the Bill was oppofed by Sir G. Yongc, 
Mr. Martin, Mr. J* Browne, Mr. 
Hufley, Mr. Wilberforcc, and Mr. 
Wyndham, as operating to the difeou- 
ragement of Canal fpeculation. It was 
fupported by Mr. Barclay, Mr. Pitt, 
and other Gentlemen, and the aueftion 
being put, it was carried by a aivifion, 
Ayes, ----- 95 

Noes, ----- 57 

Majority 56 

Ordered, that Mr. Powys, &«. &c. 
prepare and filing in the faid Bill. 

TKA1TOROU9 CORRESFONDLNCE 
BILE. 

The AttoTBcy General moved. That 
the .Bill be read a fecund time. 

Mr. Curwen oppofed the motion, no 
grpund or caufe having been ilated to 
warrant fo novel and extraordinary a 
Bill. He repxpbatcd particularly the 
claufe which pl*ohibittd tha return of 
l^gUihmentothis country from France, 
without A licence or paUport, as un- 
juftly opprclfivc. He tipndemned the 
buying the lands or funds 
k of France a® prepofteroufly fooliih and 
i and the prohibition of in- 


furance as impolitic. In fupport of his 
opinion upon the lall claufc, ne quoted 
the opinion of the late Lord Mans- 
field, which was, that this country 
gained a confiderable fum by infurance, 
and that by infurance intelligence was 
frequently gained of the operations of 
the enemy. 

Mr. North confidcrcd the meafurca 
propofed by the Bill to be called for by 
the exigencies of the time. He ob- 
ferved, that the claufes were juftitied 
by precedents, and that they were 
ilndtly analogous to the laws of nations, 
and confonant to all national policy. — 
After fcveral other obfervations, h« 
concluded by declaring, that the Bill 
ihould have his ftrenuous fupport. 

The Bill was then read a tnird time^ 
and a motion being made that it ihould 
be committed for to-morrow, 

Mr. Fox cxprelTcd his hope to be, that 
Minifters would not aggravate the vio- 
lence of the Bill, by the additional 
violence of precipitately hurrying it 
through the Houle. He reprobated 
the Bill as an attack upon the funda. 
mental privileges of Kngliflimen, as in- 
cfi'cdtual in fome claiii’cs, impolitic iw 
others, and tyrannical. He was de- 
firoiis of time, that Gentlemen might 
confult their conllituents, and would 
therefore move, as an amendment, to 
leave out the word “ to-morrow,*’ for 
the purpofc of inferting the w’ord 
“ Tutfday.’* 

Mr. Pitt faid, the quefiion was, 
whether, on a general view of the Bill, 
the Houfe could not as well difeufs it 
on the following day as any other ? 
and, in his opinion, much time was not 
wanted to confider whether it was in- 
efic^ual, impolitic, and tyrannical, as 
the Hon. Gentleman liad alTcrtcd. The, 
Bill did not require any fuch delay. 
The principle of it no nerfon could 
objcCl to i it cunfified of particular 
leading ob)e£ts, and therefore ihould 
not have been marked by epithets,, 
which it would appear did not be- 
long to it. To prevent the purchafe 
of lands in France was necefiary ; it 
was necelTary to prevent the infuring 
the ihips of thofe perfons with whom 
wc were at war. He would aik, whe- 
ther thefe points, together with the 
refiri^tioR intended to be laid on thofe 
going to and coming from France, were 
difficult or complex f — whether they 
required any length of time to deter- 
mine them ? 

^ The Houfe had been like wife cold, 

Uiat 
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that the BUI was new and extraordi- 
nary, a violation of freedom, See. There 
were profellions of liberty ariling from 
Whig principles, as they were fome- 
times called ; but he could fee no pecu- 
liar diffcTence in Whig principles from 
any other ; there were many Whigs 
who had become Tories in their turn, 
And many perfons calling thcmfelves 
Whigs, held Tory principles. 

There cxifted the fame neccllity now 
to pafs fuch a Bill as the prefent, as 
there did at the time of the Kevolution, 
when (imilar laws had been pafTed to 
ward off the dangers which threatened 
us from French factions in this coun- 
try ; and the danger, in his opinion, 
was equally great at the prefent time 
as it was then ; and at the time of the 
Revolution, the Whigs were the very 
perfons who paffed that Bill, one (imilar 
to which they were nowoppofing. 

Mr. Pitt admitted that there did cxift 
laws againff Treafon, but it was nc- 
ceffary there fhould be a fpccification 
of thofe laws ; it would ferve as a 
warning to thofe who might not recol- 
lect the laws already in cxiftcnce. He 
would not anticipate the difcu.hon 
which would arife in the Committee 
upon the other claufes qf the Bill, but 
he would leave it to the Houfe to de- 
termine, whether that diicullion might 
not be entered into on the following 
day ; if the fubjeCt which was to un- 
dergo an examination flrould be found 
to be difficult, the Committee would 
then have to rejoice that they began it 
fo early ; and if, on the other hand, 
the fubjeCt fhould appear cafy, fimple, 
and clear (as he believed it would), 
the objection made agauift the fliortnels 
of time would be completely done 
away. 

Mr. Fox rofc to explain. 

The Attorney General faid,he could 
not hear a Right Hon. Gentleman (Mr. 
Fox) affert, that the clkufcs of his Bill 
were impolitic, ineffectual, and tyran- 
nical, without endeavouring to fupport 
them ; and as he had brought in this 
Bill, if he were now to fie filent, he 
might be thought felf-condemncd . He 
then examined the different parts of 
the Bill, and proved that they did not 
merit the character beftowed upon 
them by the Right Hon. Gentleman. 

Mr. Sheridan was furprized that the 
Right Hon. Gentleman oppofite to him 
(Mr. Pitt) could fay, with a grm/e 
fme^ that there now cxifted as much 
naafthinatioirt of a 


French party, as there did at the time 
of the Revolution ; at a time when 
the greatefi: part of the nation were 
biaffed by religious and political pre« 
judices in favour of an aCiual Preten- 
der to the Crown 5 when open aCts of 
treafon broke out in various parts of 
the kingdom; when numbers were 
executed as traitors, and when the life 
of the King had been endangered by a 
project of affalfination ; when fuch was 
the fituation of affairs, there was not 
truly fo much danger as at prefent, 
though no one perfon had been con- 
victed, nor even indiCted for treafon. 

If there did now exift a plot, bring 
it forward. Where were their proofs ? 
They cxifted only in the Miniftcrs fears 
and conduct. The precautions they 
had taken againft che great plot were to 
prove Its exiftencc, in the fame manner 
that the medicines adminiilercd by a 
doctor demon ftrated the difeafe of his 
patient. 

The Right Honourable Gentleman 
(Mr. Pitt) had given the Houfe a dif- 
fertation upon Wing and Tory princi* 
pies. He (Mr. Sheridan) could tell 
fiini of fome perfons in that Houfe who 
had been Whigs and Tories by turn, 
as it fuited belt their intcreft. It was 
hi# wilh that the Right Hon. Gen- 
tleman would take fomc of the prin- 
ciples of the Whigs, and give tlicm back 
their Members, 

Mr. Piet in explanation faid, he did 
not mean to ftate, that in point of num- 
bers the difconteiitcd party was now 
as dangerous as the Jacobites were at 
the Revolution, but that the doHrines 
of the former were as dangerous a# 
thofe of the latter. He avowed that 
he was a friend to the Whig principle# 
affertecl at the Revolution. 

Mr, Alderman Anderfon was for tl^c 
palling of the Bill with all poffible cx* 
pedition, as elfcntially beneficial to the 
country. He obferved upon the infur- 
ance claufe, that he knew premiirma 
were received in the city upon French 
property — he thought fuch infurancA 
to be rather a lofing than a gaining 
concern, for he expe^ed, from the vi» 
gtUnce of Adminiftration, and from 
the exertions of the commanders of 
our ihips, that the greater part^ if no^ 
the whole of the French commerce 
would fpcedily fall into our hands, 

’ Lord J. Ruffel) deprecated the at* 
tempted precipitation with which the 
BUI wae about t« be hurried cluroi^h thtft 
It was iRdecent and improper 
Bbb a . . ^ 
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fo to hurry a Bill of the prcfcnt im- 
portance, which involved in it the deareft 
Kights of the People, and in conic - 
qucncc of wliich, before it was agreed 
to, time ought to be allowed tor Gen- 
tlemen to take the opinion of their 
Conftituents. 

Mr. Martin was for the propofed de- 
lay, notwitwftanding ins hearty appro- 
bation of the Bill. He concluded by 
cxprelfing a wilh that thole Gentle- 
men who had oppofeJ going into the 
war, but who had profcifcd that when 
in the war they would vigoroudy 
fupport it, to remember their promifts, 
and not continually to throw dithcuitics 
in the way of hisMajefty’s Minifters. 

The qucllion was put, and the 
Amendment negatived, there being for 
the Houfc refolving itil-lt ini 5 a Com- 
mittee to-morrow on the faul Bill,

BILL TO PREVENT TRAITORorS

The Solicitor General moved the Or- 
der of the E)ay for the Houfe refol\ing 
jtfelf into a Committee on tlic Bill to 

P revent Traitorous CorrcTpondcncc,&:c, 
revious, however, to the Houfe rc- 
folving itfplf into fuch Conwnittee, he 
took occafion to obferve, that it was 
his intention to propofe feveral amend- 
ments and modifications, which he hoped 
would remove the majority of objec- 
tions againU the Bill. 

Mr. Foit faid, he was glad to hear 
from the authors of the Bi|l|L that mo.- 
diheatjons were deemed neceflary. He 
was of opinion, however, that no mo- 
•diHcation whatever conld* render the 
BUI fit to he paffcd-jto him it appeared 
fo compl»t§ly meriting general detefia- 
tion, tnat lie hoped the Houfe would 
^opt t}ie bc<l tpodi: of modifying 


namely, by expunging the whole of ica 
contents. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer laid, 
it would be more fitting the dignity of 
the Houfe to go into the CommittLc to 
difculs the claufes, than to enter into 
nny conteft of inventive with the Right 
Hon, Gentleman ; in the difculuon 
of the Committee it would be feen in 
what light fuch inventive ought to be 
held. 

Mr. Fox replied, that he was not de- 
firous of entering into any contell of 
jiivci^lise againll the Bill, but to ob- 
ferve, that as from perfons capal Ic r>f 
bringing in fuch a liiil, attention and 
attachment to the principles of our 
Conftitution were not to be expcif'icd, it 
became the Houfe to watch their pror 
cecdings with the eye of jcaloiify. 

Tlie ci icftion being tlien put on the 
Order or the Day, the Houle reloived 
itfclf into a Cewnnuttee accordingly, 
Serjeant Wbitfon in the chair. 

The Solicitor General moved, 

That the prcainulc of the Bill be 
pbftpo»cd.” 

Mr. Grew oppoff d the poftponing of 
the pre-imolc, contending, tliat lome 
fill*! ought to be ftated, before a fingic 
Hep was taken in any of the claufes. 
Hl contended, that the preamble was 
falie, and ihar no proofs had been, or 
could be, advanced to juftify it. 

Thi'» gave nfe to a defultory con- 
verfdtion, in winch the Attorney and 
Solicitor Gener.ils juftificd the pream-i 
ble, and contended ior the poliponc-

in all Bills, that the preambles might 
fquare to the contents at the Bill. 

Mr. Martin, Mr. Powys, and Lord 
Beauchamp, followed in approbat.on of 
the preaniDlc, and contended fur the 
poftponcmcnr, as was the practice of 
the Houfe. 

Mr. Burke entered into a jufiiBca- 
tion not only of the Preamble, which 
dated the truth, but of the whole Bill, 
as having an operation to deftroy the 
means the enemy depended upon to dc.. 
droy this country. The Right Hon. 
Gentleman went into a general defencq 
of the war iu which we were engaged, 
and obferving, in the ^coiirfe of his 
fpeech, that uue were at •zvar with an 
€nemy ivbjcb bad fucceeded tn creating 
a Faction in this country ^ a general 
cry of Hear ! Hear ! Name 1 Name ! 
was made from the Oppofition fide of 
the Houfe.

^voold covnplerciy retard the importatit 
pu lie bufinefV before the Houfe-, for 
the Corn mince would be unable to 
wakde through the inafs of matter that 
would bef before them, cither in the 
crclcnt, or in another Sedion of Par- 
liament.

The Hrft was, that the day on 
which it lhall begin Xo take c!fc6l be 
dunged from the 5th to the loth of 
April. The fecond, that none be in-, 
eluded in the A6l but the fiibjcdts of 
his Alajclty refiding within this realm. 
The third, that the claufc relating to 
the countries occupied by the armies of 
France, be omitted. 

Mr. Fox approved of the Amend- 
ments, and was happy the learned Gen- 
tleman had ciued the blunders. 

Air. Adam confidercd that the loth 
of April was too early a day for this A6t 
to take efFc6t. In many parts of this 
kingdom, particularly in the Shetland 
and Orkney libinds, it would be im- 
polfiblc for the* people to have intelli- 
gence of the A6t between the time of 
its palling and that day. 

Mr. Dnndas faid, a month had elapfed 
lince this Bill had be^n produced, and 
during that period the people in all parts 
of the kingdom might have been, and 
probably had been, informed, that the 
prefent Bill was pending in the Houfe 
of Commons. 

Mr. Grey faid, no man was obliged

Mr. Erlkinc propofed an Amend- 
ment, that in that part of the Bill which 
made it high treafon for thofe who 
to tlie lending, felling, &.c.tothe 
French, the word«^rccbc left out. 

Mr. Pitt and Mr. Jenkinfon oppofed 
the amendment, and contended, that 
agreeing to any of the adfs forbidden 
in the ililJ, was tantamount to the a£t 
itfclf.

THE LOAN, 

The rioufc having rcfolvcd iifelf 
into a Committee of Ways and Means, 
Mr. Hobart in the Chair, 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer rofe 
to ftate the particulars of the loan he 
had entered into for four millior^ and 
a half, and to move a refoliuion ihere- 
on. He faid, it had been thought jiru- 
dent to raife the whole fum nec'-ihiiy 
for the extra fcrvices of the year by a 
loan from individual, rather than to 
fiilfcr the CommiHioncrs for Liqui- 
dating the National Debt to apply any 
of the monies in their hands t ) the loan. 
Tlie terms on which he had concluded 
the bargain were, at 72 for a hundred 
in Three per Cent. Annuities, which. 
Oil four millions and a half, would 
increafe the capital of the Three per 
Cents. 6, 250,0001. the intcreftfor which 
would be ----- ii)7,5ool. 
Addons per cent, for re- ' 

du^lion of capital - - 62,500 

Making an. annual total charge 

of - - - f 250,000 

The Right Hon. Gentleman, having 
thus ftated the particulars of the Loan, 
admitted that the terms on which it had 
been railed were difadvantageous, as, 
73 was very confide rably below the 
market price of the Three per Cents, 
when the Loan was made. Kc was 
forty, however, to fey, that after every 
eaLertion an his pare, he liad ken no 


chance of procuring better terms. Cir- 
cumftanccs unconnected with the politick 
of the country (he alluded to the late 
failures), had operated to produce a 
fcarcity of money, dcllrudtuc of that 
competition he liad endeavoured to 
raife. He had on the prefent oceafion, 
as on all former, and as he would when- 
ever it Ihoiild be his duly again to raife 
a Loan, makc'it public, tbre^ugh tlic 
medium ol the Bank of England, tliat 
he was ready to accept ofteis from any 
let of Gentlemen, and that he ihould 
clofc with that which was moft advan- 
tageous to the public. Notwithftandivig 
that notice, however, from the caiiks 
he had before alluded to, the only offer 
made was that which he now brought 
foiward for the confideration of the 
Houfe. The difference in favour of 
the lenders, between the market price 
of tile 1 hrec per Cents, and the Loan 
wav, he laid, between four and Hvx 
pounds, which, with the advantages 
aiiung from the payments by inftal- 
ment^, ^c. &c. fLipp(*fli)g the Stocks 
Humid maintain their prclent price, 
would afford a bonus of l»glit per cent, 
winch he again admitted was larger 
tlian ought, in tlic circumftancts of the 
coLUitry, to be gi\en; but which, at 
no other offer had been made, he felt it 
to be his duty to accepu. Upon a for- 
mer occafion he had ftated it to be hk 
intention, that rhe (roninnlfioiiers fn‘r 
liquidati.ig the Naticnal Debt fhould 
have taken i,6oo,oool. of the Loan, 
and that the remainder Ihould be raifed 
from individuals ; tiiis intention he had 
liowcver relinquifiied, upon coiifulta- 
tif>n with thofe 011 whole opinions he 
relied, apprehending, as rhe difference 
in the terms on the fmaller Loan would 
have been but one per cent, more ia 
favour of the public than on the larger, ' 
tJiat the Commiftioncrs would be era- 
bled to obtain gr.ater public advan- 
tages by their daily jiurchafes, by which, 
in cafe the war, as he hoped, Ihould 
not be protracted to any very great 
length, they might be more fpeedily 
enablfKl to reduce the Fives. He con- 
cluded by moving, That it is the opi- 
nion of this Committee, that tlic luav 
of 4,000,000 be railed by Annuities— r 
and that fo# every 72 pounds com ributed 
and paid, the lenders Ihould be entitled 
to 100 pounds three per c;.nt ftock# 
bearing intereft from the 5Lh of January 
lalt, 6 lc . &c. 

Mr. Fox objcifted to the term® of the 
Loaik for the large bonus on vVhich lie 

' few 
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few no rcafon to incUicc him to give 
\t his vote. He reprobated the- with- 
holding from the Comtnifiionc rs the 
fum before dated fu to be raifcd, 
i,6o">^cool. by which in intcreft the 
Public loll 1 JO, cool andintlic one per 
cent, for th<i reciufH *n of the Capi> 
tal, 30 ,0001. making a total lols, by not 
permitting the monies in <-he v oramif- 
iioners hands to be fo app.‘ opi iated, of 
i6o,oool. — He was of opinion that the 
Loan might be raiiv'd upon better 
and that the public would futfei Icfs by 
the Minillcr trying again to raife one 
upon better, than in the Honib con- 
firrriing the prefent; he fhould there- 
fore gi\c It his negative. 

Mr. S. Thornton faid, the fcarciry 
of money was now fo great, that he 
was convinced if the Loan flioiild again 
be opened, better terms could not tic 
obtained. 

Mr. Drake confidercd the Loan to be 
a fpot upon the lurilliinc of public 
profperity. Jt appeared to him an im- 
provident and diladvanrageous contract, 
and that the TVlinilter had been over- 
reached. He fhould gi\e it the heartieft 
No in his pc'wer. 

SirJ. Sinclair faid, tlie terms of the 
Loan appeared too cn< rmous to render 
it polGble for him to give it his ap- 
probation. 

Mr.'\^'ilbcrforce, Mr. Ryder, !Mr. 
Role, and Mr. Sarjeant fpoke in fup- 
ort of the terms of the Loan, as the 
eft, in the circumftances of the coun- 
try, that could be obtained.

Minifters demanded 
in this inllance a power which no good 
man would defirc or accept. lie w as the 
Icfs inclined to grant it to them from the 
life w hicli they had made of a power pre- 
cifcly f>f the fame Jefcription in the 
cafe of the Alien Bill. He iindcrftood 
that liici e were a variety ol inftances, in 
which unfortunate men had been fert 
our oftlic kingdom in virtue of that Adt, 
without biing confronted with their ac- 
cui'ers, and without being perraicted to 
explain themfclves.

. Mr! Fox replied tnore particularly 
t)n the former 6f thclc heads. He ob« 
ierved, that no degree wf prudence 
iin our part could prevent the total cn« 
try of ihefe fupplics on the cxtcnfive 
Coaft of France. To do this in the 
ilrft inilancoj it was nccclTary that we 
ihould be matlcrs of the fea. Thisi 
ihafterihip would, hardly be aiTcrtcd 
at the prefent moment, though \ye had 
been told fo pften of the aftonijbing 
exertions and unparalleled ajffiduity of our 
marine preparations ! Thefe exertions, 
if not alfonilhing*' in the point of 
View in which they were Hated, were 
Certainly fo in another.

Fox faid, it would be a mockerv 
of the Petitioners who had been juil 
heard by their CoiinfL'! aL^tiinlt the iri- 
furance prohilutpig claufb, to tell tlicm, 
no cn^rofTed claufc bi. iiip, ^.lTol ed,aiiling 
our of their cafe, no quehion was before 
the Houfe ; and in confequcncc of that, 
whicl'i it was not poUihlc to avoid, to go 
to the pairing of the Bill. 

Mr. Vaughan offered an cngrolTcd 
cla.ife. 

The Speaker repeated the orderly ub- 
jeftion. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
maintained rhe objcv^^'riDn upon the point 
of order, but oMci". ed aHb, that he 
fhould have obu «'ded to tlie claule if it 
had been cn^roiTcd, as goincr to do ay 
the principal objc<^ <)f tlie Ihll, the jirc- 
vention of a fupplv of corn ^o France . 

The claufc being wi*hdra\vii upeii 
the obic«fl:ion from the chair, 

Mr. Fox rofe, and fen* the purpofc of 
obraining time to frame, and to have a 
claufc rngrolfcd, moved the adjourn- 
ment of the Houfe. 

The nuef^ion was put, That the 
Houfe do now adjourn," which was 
negatived without a diviHon. 

'T'he queftion was put, “ That this 
Bill do pafs.’' 

Mr. Curwen oppofed it, reprobating 
the Bill as wholly impolitic and uune- 
ceifary. 

Mr. I.ambton alfo oppofed the Bill 
in toto. 

Mr. Courtenay followed againft the 
Bill, which went, he faid, m extend 
treafons for the foie purpofc of main- 
taining in the country thnfe unfounded 
alarms which had been excited to coun- 
tenance the waragainft France. 

Mr. Fo.k faid, he fhould feel himfclf 
Tieglcfifing the duty he owed to the pub^ 
lie, did he not in this laft ftage or the 
Bill enter his folcmn preteft againft its 
afftng ; for in the number of years he 
ad fat in that Houfh, he had never 
Jki^own a Bill brought 1a fo little called 


for in point of policy or nccefllty, and 
at the lame time lo clfcdtually contrived 
to fjverthroNv cveiy principle of jultice 
and humaniLV. He reprefented the 
Bill as founded on pretext iuftcad of 
])rinciplc, v.’iiuch well accor.icd, he laid, 
with rile wlmle of the admmiftration of 
the Right Hon Gent ienriii. The claufc 
to punnh as traitors all who entered into 
a mere verbal agreeniiLrit to fuj'iply’the 
Fi Li'iclr {with tiic }irf>hibired articles, 
he 1 eprcib.iteil as a bloody claufe, which 
the lloufe f>ught to feel cosered with 
fliame for having fuffered to pafs thus 
f ir, and to rtjoicc that in tViis laft ftage 
tliey had an o’lpnrt unity left of faving 
their honour, by preventing that claufe 
from forming part of the luw of tli« 
land. The claule ]U'evciiting the jilir- 
chaic of lands iii I' ranee, he leprobated 
as odiou«, as tyn';iMKal, and as a mea- 
fure unworthy the Houfe. And the 
cLi'afe for prv'kcutin::!; the offenders 
againft rlic Act, in the fame manner as 
cviLintt rlv-iters oi tlie King’s coin were 
prelLcuteil, lie condi.inni.ll, as contrary 
to ctcry principle of penal legillation, 
as. deftructivc to the honour of the 
Houfe and country if palfed, and as 
t. king from c\ ery individual charged 
with treafon in rimes c-f party warmth, 
rlK.fc Ihichls ro guanl his innocence 
which were allowed by the A<5f of 
V\ illiam I J J . and Queen Anne. After 
dvetiing f;mc time iqion each of the 
p-tinf'. above bndiv Itated, the Right 
Hon. GenrUrnan laid, he fliould givq 
his decided and hcartv negative to the 
Bi 1 . 

Mr. Burke contended in favour of 
the Bill, that it' was wife and neceflary 
in every refpeif, confidcring the nature 
of the 'var in v hich we were engaged 
with Prance, audtonfidcring the litua-« 
tion of that country in refpcdl to ail 
F.uropc. ^I'hc Right Hon. Genrlemaix 
('^7r. Fox) liad afferted, that the Con^ 
ftiiution vvas attacked by the Bill, but 
had not pointed out in what manner. 
Was the prcrogaiive of the Crown at 
tacked ? No. — \Va8 the due weight of thp 
Lords in the Conftitution attacked ? No, 

Were the privileges of the Houfe of 

Commons infringed upon ? No.— Were 
the powerfpof the Courts of Juft ice at-, 
tacked? No. — The whole of the Con- 
ftitution, in all its parts, remained fa» 
cred and inviolate ; and the Bill, in» 
ftead of meriting thofe cenfurcs call on 
it by the Right Hon. Gentleman, was 
a Bill calculated to enfiii^^e to ua the 
blpffings we enjoyed wader a goodCon^ 
C Q c a ftitution*— 
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ftjtufion—* It carried with it thofe 
Boards 'to fecurc the ble/Iings of xnxr 
Jociety, which had been on former oc- 
cafions created by the wifdom of otir 
mneeftors, and which he was readier to 
follow than' any theory that might bd 
iraifed by the ingenuity of the>Right 
Hon. Oentlcman. He compared .the 
prefent Bill with the A6ls-of the 43d 
pf Edward III. -of the 7th of William 
HI. and of- the ^d and j.th of -Anne, 
Contending, that the prefent wa& not 
an incrcafc of treafons^^ or ' of powers 
upon thofe A6ts, but a melioration of 
unilhment.' He gave his full and 
carty vote to the Bill, as it went to 
make England true to hcrfclf, and tp 
fleftroy the efforts of faction.* 

The Chancellor of " the Exchequer 
rofe, not to enter into any argument in 
fppport of the Bill, ^at having been 
ably executed by the £ight Hon. Gen* 


tleman who fpoke lad:» but merely tp 
obferve that the Dutch, frorti whoni 
the probable adoption of fuch a mcafurd. 
had been ridiculed, hid already prohi- 
bited the fupplying of France with thofe 
articles Which the prefent Bill went tp 
prevent the fupply of. 

Loi* } Carhampton was for the Bill, 
and* h id no doubt of a ftmilarone paO 
(ing With all due fpecd in Ireland. 

!hlr. Moncktqn was againft it, and 
rept^bated the prohibition ' of the ex- 
port of Ihoes as partial and unjuh.

T he Co'mijl of War ot Lifio complained 
of the lin.jb dleitce of General Wefter- 
BBROf), w hen; ihe;^ charged wiih having di- 
r^^Ied his gons ^eainit that place. 

A letter from V,^Ieocienncs was read, Hat- 
ing, that all ihtrt was pretty nnuch in the 
lame Hate ; and Ch.ir a Council of War had 
been held at Gmerat F-eTiand s qviarters, to 
Cake the necefTaiy mt-afures for «he defence 
•f the city. The ComiriifTioners added, that 
feveral letters from the impnfoneci Deputies 
and Beurnonvtlle had been fent in by an 
Auftrian trumpet, but that the feals had been 
firH broken. 

Many of the inhabitants of Valenciennes 
bad demanded the rcftoi ation of royalty. The 
Commifiioners had endeavoured to fupprefs 
thefe infniTe6lions by a fim pie proclamation, 
nddrelTed to all the oi lers o» the infubicanis. 

Gaudet, one of the intended ComiTidlion- 
ers for fhe frontiers, defended himfelf agac.ft 
an accufation made by Rohefpiece, of oemg 
ifrthe Orleans' plot, and of having commu- 
nicated with the traitor Dumouner. 

It was moved, that Orleans (hould be in- 
ftantly tried by the Criminal Tribunal of 
Marfeilles, and that a price Ihould be of- 
fered for the head of each of the fugitive 
Capets. 

Marat was next accufed, and after Tome 
difeaHioo, it was decreed.

The National Convention decreed ycftvr- 
day, that the French nation would not in- 
cerroeddle in any manner with the Govern- 
ment of other States, bu' that it will fooner 
be buried, under its own ruins, than fuffer 
any oilier pi»wer to interfere with the inter- 
nal affairs of the Republic, or iiftduence the 
ConftitoticMn which (he choofes to adopt." 

April 1 5 - Marat, the greasjiader of the 
Jaqubins, had tlie audacity topobldh a fum- 
ilUMM to tlie people of the. provinces to af- 
and o^flacre ail the opponents oi the

the Convention could not defend it, and a de* 
cree of accufation pafled againfl Marat as an 
inflig.-itor to murder, and lie was ordered to 
he committed to prifon in fpite of the liiffea 
of the galleries, who wiflied to be engaged 

in the horrid bufioefs. The firft who 

were to have fallen a facrifice were the de- 
puties who did not vote for the death of tho 

King, They were to have been previ- 

oufly expellsd the Affembly. The motion

in all their attempts. On the fame morning 
tfiti French aifu attacked the advance poffs on 
tiie center, but were there likewife sepuKed: 
they fuffertd m thefe feveial engagements a 
coivfiderable lofs of men and cannon. 

Extral-l of a letter from Colonel Sir Jamet 
Murray^ Batt. ^IJjutant General to the 
Fot ces under the command of Ihs Royal 
llighneft the Dakcof York^ to Mr, Secretary 
DunduSf dated at Tournay^ May 10 , 1793 * 

In confequence of the movements of the 
enemy, which gave reafon to expedt an at- 
tack upon the Auftrian and Prulhan polVs. 
His Royal Highncfs determined to march in 
the morning of the 8 th to their fupport. He 
arrived about fix o’clock at the camp at Maulde 
with the Brigade of Guards, and d Battalion 
of the 10th Regiment of Hanoverian Infan- 
try. The Prulliaii General was by this 
means enabled to reinforce himfelf at St. 
Amand and the adjoining wood, with the 
troops which had occupied that important 
poficion. 

The attack commenced about fevea 
o'clock. It wasdirs6^ed againff the polls oc- 
cupied by General Clairfaic, which extend 
from Che Scheldt to the Abbaye de Vicogne, 
and the Pi uniaii corps which defends the wood 
in the front of the high road, leading from Chat 
place to St. Amand. 

** To thefe points were direiffed the whole 
effiirts of the French army, which had been 
previoully reinforced by all they could bring 
together from every quarter. General K.no- 
belfdorf having been under the necoflity of 
fending a confiderable part of his troops to 
fupport the Auftrians at the Abbaye de Vi- 
cogue , His Royal H ighnefs, about five o'clock, 
left two battalions in the camp at Maulde, 
and marched with the Coldflream, the Hlank 
bauahon, and that of the Third Regiment, 
to h<s fupport. 'When the baitalioii of tlie 
ColdRream, which was upon the left, ar- 
rived, the euemy had nearly reached the road ; 
they alre.idy Commanded it to a great degree;, 
by iheir lire ; the guns attached to the batta- 
lioD were placed qpon it, and, by a well di- 
rected and w^ell fupported fire, kept the bat- 
tery which was oppofed to them in check, 
and did confiderable execution. 

The battalion advanced into (ha wood, at- 
tacked and drove Uie enemy before them | 
in going forward they became unfortunately 
expofeJ to tlie fire of a battery, from whioh 
they fuifered feverely. They fell back to 
their pofition at the edge of the wood. Which 
they moiintained for tJie reff of the day, not- 
wiclillanding a heavy cannonade — The ene- 
my made no attempt to approach them. 
Norhing can exeiied the fpirit and bravery 
difplayed by the men and ofllieera of the bat« 
uUoD uptto this oecafioa ^ nor Is lefs pniife 
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4tnto the alacrity and intrepidity with which 
the other battalions advanced into adtiun. 
They to<ik different pofitions in the wihmJ, 
where they were at tunes cxpofed to a fe- 
vere cannonade, from wh ch, however, they 
received little injury, the direcV'on of the 
Arc being in general above them. There 
were feen tins morning between 40 and 50 
of the French lying dead upon the (pot 
upon which the fire of the Coldftream and 
of its guns had been diredled. Majnr-Geiie> 
ral L.tke ctrmmanded the battalions which 
went into action ; and His Royal H.^hnefs 
declared that he was much indited to him 
for his exertions. 

“ The impoi tance of the fcrvice rendered 
by His Majtfiy's troops on this day, h s been 
acknowledged, in the ftrongeft and moft 
explicit terms, by the Generals of the dil- 
fersnt armies ; and if by their timely co- 
operation the enemy weic prevented from 
advancing upon the high rojd, it caiin'»t be 
doubted, tliat they contributed in a very high 
degree to fecure the fortune of the day. 

At the Abbaye dcVicogne and the village 
of Raimes the adlion continued, with almolt 
et^ual and unremitting violence, till eight 
o'clock in the evening: General Clanlait 
was every where fuccefsfnl in maintaining 
his ground ; the enemy, however, though 
baflied and defeated in their puipofe, re- 
mained in the woods within a very fmall 
diffance of his polls. During the adlmii 
they cannonaded the Pruflian camp near at. 
Amand. — I am not exa^ly informed what 
meafures they took in order to keep the 
Prince of Cobourg in check, but it appears 
that nothing of moment paffed in th.it quarter. 

“ Upon Che following day, the 9th, there 
was hlile hringy and it was not koowu what 
might be the intention of the enemy. Hss 
Royal Highnefs thought it thereloic pioper 
10 let the tioops remain till tlie evening at 
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St. Amand and Maulde. Every thing being 
quiet, and intelligence having been received 
that the troops oppofed to General Knobelf- 
dcif were retreating, tliey began their march 
forTournay, but he was flopped at the vil- 
1 ige of Maulde by a mtlLge from General 
Cliirfait, informing him that th'e enemy 
had ercifled h^tierics all along his front, as 
well as upon Ibme part of General Knobelf-* 
dort’s, winch if they were allowed Co 
complete Aiid to poflefb, it would become ex- 
tremely dilticulr for him to maintain his 
pofition. H:s Royal Highnefs immediately 
(lopped the mai4.h of the troops, and went 
himlelt* to Sr. Amjnd, where he was met 
by General Cl.tirfaic and General Knobelf- 
doif. It was agreed that the Auflrians and 
Piuflians flmuld alTault the whole of the 
h^.tvries at day-hre.tk, whilfl his Royal 
Highnefs Stained polVeilion of the camp of 
Maulde. 

(ills was done accordingly, and had the 
defircd fuccefs. Tlie enemy had withdrawn 
their cannon in the ni)^ht j but they wereen- 
im ly diiven from thebairenes, fcveral killed, 
and upv/aids of joo pnloners t iken, with 
very lucoiifiderable lofs. Thus defeated upon 
every occalion, the enemy feem to have cn- 
tiiely abandoned tlicir defign y the body which 
came from Liflc, has fallen back upon Or» 
chies. There was firing to-day at one of 
General Clairfait's polls, but nothing which 
had the appearance of a ferious attack. JBy 
the account of delerieis and prifoners, they 
loft 4000 men upon the 8th,— —General 
Dampicre is faid to have received a wound 
of which he is fincc dead. 

The troops arrived this evening in their 
former quarters. 

The Auflrians had upwards of 500 killed 
and wounded, and the FrufiTuns 300, on th^ 
8ih.”

LETTER FROM THE Late Dr. PRICE to a GENTLEMAN in 
PHILADELPHIA, on the DEATH of Dr. FRANKLIN, th« 


FRENCH REVOLUTION, and 
BRITAIN AND SPAIN. 

HacJtniy, June 19, 1790. 

DEAJL SIR, 

T AM hardly able to tell you how 
kindly I take the letters with which 
you favour me. Your laft, containing 
an account of the death of our excellent 
friend Dr. Franklin, and the circum- 
Rances attending it, deferves my parti- 
cular gratitude. The account which he 
has left of his life, will ijiow, in a ftrik- 
ing example, how a mrfh, by talents, 
’induftry, and integrity, may rife from 
obfeurity to the firft eminence and con- 
fcquence iu xhe world ; but it brings 
his hiRory n,o lower than the year 1757 ; 
and I undcrlland that, (ince he fem 
over the copy, which 1 have read, he 
has been able to make no additions to it. 
It is with a melancholy regret I think 
of his dc^th i but to death we are ali^ 
bound by the irrcverfible order of Na-^ 
ture, and in looking forward to it there 
is comfort in being able to refle^Ii that 
we hayb not livc^R vain, aiid ^H^t ail 
and virtuooi ikall meat in a

CHARACTER OF DR. FRAKKLLV, BY 
O^E OF Hit INTIMATE FRILND8. 

THERE is in the chara^er of every 
diftinguilhed perfon, fomerhing to ad- 
mire and fomerhing to imitate. The 
incidents that have marked the life of a 
great man, always excite curiohty, and 
often afford improvement. If there be 
talents which we can never expert to 
equal, if there be a 1 cries of good for- 
tune which we can n<^er expert to en- 
joy, we ftill need not lofe the labour of 
our biographical enquiries. We may 
probably uccomc acquainted with habits 
which it may be prudent to ad^pt, and 
difeover virtues which we cannot fail to 
Rpplaud. It will be eafy for you to 
mab^^a full application of thcle remarks 
in your contemplations upon the cele- 
brated Dr. Fras^klin. By his death 
<mc of the heft lights of the world may 
be faid to be otinguiihed. I ihali not 
attempt any hiHoncal details of the htc 
thi'' illunrious patriot and philofophtr, 
as 1 have nothing farther in v lew than 
to make a few comments u(>on the moft 
Rrikinfr traits of his character. 

Original genius was peculiarly his at- 
tribute. *1 ne native faculties of his 
mind qualified him to penetrate into 
every Iciencc ; and his unremitted dili- 
gence left no field of knowledge unex- 
plored. There were no limits to his 
curioiity. His enquiries were fpread 
over the whole fate of nature. But the 
0udy of man ieemed to be his higheft 
delight i and if his genius had any fpe- 
cial bias, !t lay in difcovering thofe 
things lhac made men wiferand happier. 
As truth was the fulc Object of his re- 
£e:ar6hes, he was of courfe no feflary | 
$nd as reafon was his guide, he embraced 
no (yftem which that did not authorife. 
In Uiort, he Uid the whole volume of 
Mature open before him, and diligently 
and l|dchr ally perufed It.

Franklin is almofl unrivalled^ having 
feldom undertaken more than he accom- 
plilhed. The world are too well ac- 
quainted with the events of his politi- 
cal career to require, at this time, a 
particular enumeration of them. It 
may be prefumed the hiflori^ts of the 
American Rev'ulution will exhibit them 
in proper colours. 

if Dr. Franklin did not afpirc after 
the fptendcurrf eloquence, it was only 
becaufe the dcmonflrative plain nefs of 
hts manner was fuperior to it. Though 
he neither loved political debate, nor 
excelled in it, he uill preferved much 
influence in public affemblies, and eflf- 
covered an aptitude in his remarks on 
ail occafion^. He was not fond of taking 
a leading part in fuch invefligations as 
could never terminate in any degree of 
certainty. To come forward in quef- 
tions which in their nature are defi- 
nite, and m their ifTuc problematical, 
does not comport with the caution of a 
man who has taught himfelf to look fov 
demonflration. He referved his obfer- 
vations for thofc cafes which fcicncc 
could enlighten, and common fenfe ap- 
prove. The fimplicity of hit ftylc was 
well adapted to the ciearnefs of hls^ln•• 
derflanding. His conceptions were fo 
bright and perfect, that he did not 
choofe to involve them in st croud of cX- 
preffions. If he ufed metaphors, it was 
to illuflratc, and not to embellifh the 
truth. A man polTening fufh a lively 
imagery of ideas, Ihould never afTeA 
the arts of a vain rhetorician, whofe 
excellence Confifls only in a beautiful 
arrangement of words. 

But whatever claims to eminence Dft 
Franklin may have as a politician or a 
fcholar, there is no point of light In 
which his character lhinc$ with more 
luflic than when we view him as a man 
or a citit^cn. He was eminently great 
In common things. Perhaps no n)an 
ever cxiflcd whofe lift can with more 
juflke be denominated ufeful. Nothing 
ever pdifed through bis hands without 
receiving improvement ; and no perfon 
ever went into his company without 
gaining wifdom. His fagacitv was fo 
fliarp. and his feience £6 various, that 
whatever might be the profeliion or oc- 
cupation of tliofe with whom he lOon* 
vcmd, he could meet every one Upon 
h!( own. ground. He coaid enliven 
every converfatioh with an aniiddbte^ 
conclude it with a morat 

The whole tenor of hit life vurU g 

tbt idle, ttii^ MtJI 
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trava^ant, and the proud. It was his 
principal aim to infpirc mankind with a 
love or induftry, temperance, and fru- 
gality; and to inculcate fuch duties as 
promote the important inicrefts of hu- 
manity. He never Wafted a moment of 
time, orlavifheda farthing of money, in 
folly or diftipation. Such expcnces as 
the dignity or his ftation required, he 
readily fuftained, limiting them by the 
ftrifteft rules of propriety. Many pub- 
lic inftitutions experienced his well- 
timed liberality ; and he nianifcfted a 
fcnftbility of heart by numerous adts of 
private charity. 

By a judicious divifion of time, Dr. 
Franklin acquired the art of doing every 
thing to advantage ; and his amufements 
were of fuch a nature, as could never 
militate with the main objedts of his 
purfuits. In whatever fitiiation he was 


placed, he extradled fomething ufef^, 
for himfeif and others. His life wai , 
remarkably full of incident — every cic* 
cumftance.of it turned to lomc valuablft 
account. The maxims which hij dif- 
cerning mind has formed, a])ply to in* 
numerable t afes and charadferp. Thofc 
who iiiovc in the lowcft, equall)^ with 
thole who move in the inoft elevated 
rank in foci’etv, niay be guided by his 
inftructiOTis. In tlic private deport- 
ment of liis life, he in many refpedts has 
furnilhed a moft t':.ccllcnt model. His 
manners were cafy and accommodating, 
and his addrefs winning i^nd refpe^^,! fiH, 
All who knew him fj^cak of him as a 
moft agreeable man ; and all who have 
heard of him applaud him as a very ufe- 
ful one. A man fo wife and f ; amiable 
could not but have many admirers and 
many friends.

Creeks, who call themfelvesMuf- 
cokies, are compofed of various tribes, 
who, after tedious wars, thought it good 
policy to unite to fupport thcml’elves ngatnft 
the Chaftaws, &c. Tliey confid of the 
Apalakias, Alib.amons, Abecas, Cawittas, 
Coofas, Confiiacs, Coofti6Ies, Ciiafihoo- 
mas, Natchez, Oconis, Okohoys, Pa- 
kaiias, Oakmulgis, Taenfas, Talepoofas, 
Weetemhas, and fume otliers. Their 
union has not only anfwered their fiift 
hopes, but enabled them to overawe the 
Cha6Iaws, and other nations. 

Tliey inhabit a noblo and fruitful coun- 
try, where they will becoms civilized more 
and move every year ; and where they, or 
fame other people, more civilized and 
powerful, will one day enjoy all the blef- 
lings which the fuperior rftl vantages of 
their foil, climate, and fituation canbeilow. 
They are an expeit, f..gacious, polite 
people, extremely jealous of their rights, 
avei'fe to parting with their lands, and de- 
termined to defend them againll all inva- 
iions to the utmoft extremity. . 

They arc remarkably well (haped, are 
expert fwimmers, and arcafprlghtly hardy 
race. They teach their holies to fwim in ' 
avery.c?ctraordinary manner, and find great 
nfe therein in their war parties. They have 
abundance of tame cattle and fwine, tur- 
keys, dticks, and other poultry. They 
Cttlttxate tobacco, rice, Indian corAp po- 
imtQttg beans* cabbage* Uc, 


Their country abounds with melons* 
peaches, ftr.ivvheriie!>, plumbs, gi dj)es, and 
fome other fill its. * 

To ill angers they are hofpitable, nay 
liberally kind to excefs, even to white 
men, when any above the I'ank of a trader 
vilits them. With thole they aie pnnflual 
and honeft in them dealings, and they af» 
ford them protection from all infulis. Many 
of the nation aie adJiCleil to trade as prin- 
cipals, or as f 6I01S for the London Com- 
pany, who are allowed by the Spaniards a 
fret trade wiili them in a Ibpulated number 
of Ihipsfrom London annually. 

T.'htii women aie handlbme ; and, con- 
fideiing their date of civilization, maiiv of 
them aie very cleanly. ■ Their dreffes at 
feltivals and public dances are hcli and ex- 
penfive. They are exceed. ngly attentive 
to llrangers, whom they ibrvc with excel* 
lent provifions, well cooked, which arc al* 
ways accompanied with a bottle of cry- 
ftailine bears’ oil, and another of virgin 
honey full as pure. 

Their country, or what they claim, is 
bounded igjrthward by nearly the ^4th de- 
gree of latitude, and extends from 'the ' 
Tombecklee or Mobille river to the At- 
lantic Ocean. It is well watered by many

LETTER VII. 

SPEAKING and singing SOtJNDS. 

T here arc sounds in fpccch expref- 
five of certain iiirernal motions,-— 
fucK as the tone (or Sound) of admira^ 
tioNy com^JjfiOHy dejircy rtftntmenty dr~ 
f^aify^ &c. &c. — The pitchy or key^ in 
\\ hich a perfon begins to fpeak may be 
fixed, by help of the fyftem of mufical 
notes, with eaCh variety of Sound, as far 
as it regards the motion of the voice, 
in high or lo'iO (fee Letter VI.) ; like- 
wife loud and fifi^ with the gradual in- 
creafe and detreafe of tone, anf\Vers 
precifcly to the pianoforte trefeendo and 
diminuendo of Muhe ; and all fudden 
and different burfts of palfion might 
have their refpeffive Jignsy as every 
minute cxpreffion has, in the prefent 
refined fyftem of performance in that 
art . — The meafure of rhyme in poetry^ 
and the mcevement of that meafure, will 
likewife in a very confiderablc degree 
come under the rcgiilaiion of the mr{/i~ 
tal art \ — but for the prefent I forluar 
to enlarge upon this head, as it would 
confound the fubjc<^t of Sound with that 
of rbymcy or mcafured time, and fkall 
only obferve, that as an «;/, oratory and 
Jingtng arc nearly the fame ; only the 
latter poireffci the advantage of having 
its Sounds fixed (confequently eaficr to 
be examined and reduced to a regular 
fyftem). A fimilar knowledge of the 
fpeaking Sounds is either loft, or never 
has been underftood.' — That Sounds of 
both thefe kinds have a phyfical and 
ahfolute effedt upon us, the moft igno» 
rant />/-/; and when they are uttered 
in the truth of naturCy we fcldom, of 
perhaps never, mifunderftand their ge- 
neral intention. — *To accomplifh a cer- 
tain utterance of Sounds greatly de- 
pends upon the natural powers of the 
voice, and j.]kcwife upon fomething in 
the difpofition of the fpeaker or iingert 
which enables them, as it were, to blend 
the foul with the found, and unite 
feeling to it ; but to perceive the time 
•wbcHy and after ' what /wWr thofe natu- 
ral powers are to be ufed, fo as to ac- 
compliffi a defigned end, belongs to the 
underftandingy the great buhnefs of 
which is, by its power of analogy, to 
reduce all our ideas and fenfations to the 
Beauty of ORDER.^The power of

Sounds in affc6fing our different feel- 
ings ii* unbounded in fpcakingy but not 
in finging', the latter being confined t* 
alfe6l us only by plcafing fc illations.— s 
Singing can raife “ the joy of grief’* 
in us, but not that affe'^iing kind of 
lorrow \ve feel for the lofs ot a beloved 
friend ; mufical founds are contradic- 
tory to thi? reality of fuch a fenfation^ 
and belong only to the frrenity and the 
h.ippincfs of the foul : but the fpeaking 
Sounds reach to every palfion ; to the 
exprelfion of affright and paiKy ajid ail 
the dilferent modes of hohor and </<■- 
/pair. 

When we confidcr the fpeaking 
Sounds in this view, they inftantly 
break loofe from the prefent mufical 
fyftem ; for although all Sounds may 
in feme degree be regulated by it, in 
rclpeft to high and Imvy and likewife as 
to meafure and movementy yet the qua- 
lity of the tone expreffive of fuch feel- 
ings, cannot exift in harmoity. A com-^ 
pletc performer, cither in fpeaking or 
fingirtg, will always alTumc the paifiotl 
intended to be deferibed ; and where 
the mind is perfcifl:, the imagination 
will always afliift us in reconciling con* 
traditions as to the reality of the 
feene. Under fuch circumftanccs it is 
that we feel the exquifite delight and 
power over our paflions excited by the 
united art and genius of a Garrick, 
Who neither falling Ihort of the energy^ 
or “ overftepping the modefty of na.. 
turc,*’ ftill brills to our minds the hea* 
venly form of ‘iruthy be (he ever fo va* 
riouily apparelled.

The rhyme of Mu(ic arifes from 
thofc points of or from which 
the numerous vibrationi» of thelbunding 
body (in a ftring for inilancc) divide 
themfelves into larger or fmaller njibra^ 
tions *, and as thcl'e vibrations -which 
tliiis divide the ft ring are mcafurablc, 
and in regular ^rotoriion to each other, 
the rhyme of Mufic may be reduced to 
equal quantities, and a ffjrnml thefifme. 
When the ftring of ti*e violin is ftruck, 
belidcs the vibr<ino7i of the length of 
the whole ftring, there is another vi- 
bration which ftops exactly at the half 
of the ftring, which point docs not vi- 
brate, and therefore is called a point of 
reft : — from this point a i'econd vibra- 
tion begins, of the fame dimenfton, and 
flops at the other end of the ftring:

But although 
Muftci. ns fi.id the principles of iiu^attof 
tinu^ to b' in the fame proportioiif^A thofc 
which produce mi f cal found, yet it is 
moft probable that the firft attempt of 
mcafuring it was by the common ufe of 
numbers, as in fa^.t it l.ab ahvays been 
praftifed ; and that fpccuJative mtn, in 
fcarchirg after the nature and principles 
tii mufeal found, ex zA th< fe won- 

derful proportions to be equally nccef- 
fary both to' produce and atterward# 
to divide into thofc regular quan- 
tities which are comprehended in the 
rhyme, S« likewifc in refpedt to 
mony, or the union of thofe many dif- 
ferent founds which we may perceive 
makv up what appears to fenfe to be but 
tone, it is moll probable that melody, 
of the plcafing eftfedfc of g luccefhoa of 


mulical founds, was firft: reduced fo ag 
ayt before harmony was difcovercd ; and 
yet the principles of melody are con- 
tained likcw*fe in muftcal founds. — 
That progrelfion of founds in mtlody is 
moft natural and plcafing to the ^ar,^ 
which wc find neareft related to the di- 
vifioii of the fring ; liich arc the rllavc, 
x\\e fifth, third, &c. The fenfe^ are the 
fervants of the under fianding, which go 
forth into stature, and bring home ma- 
terials for its examination, and the im- 
provement of its intellcflual powers* 

LETTER IX. 

ON SOUND AND TONE. 

EVERY thing that is conveyed 
to the mind bv hearing is found’, there- 
fore the different forts of founds 
are innumerable. Jimphatic founds 
are fuch as arc produced by the hu- 
man voice ; fuch arc thole produced 
by animals : all thefe have a precife and 
intelligent meaning, and are outward 
figns of energy and feeling’, and there- 
fore it it that “ found is the empbafig 
of the foul.’^ (See Letter II -) Written 
language ferves mankind a^ a diredliori 
in uttering tlu fc f > Linds, and as a ve- 
hicle to eonvey them in. The grcatcll 
proof of art in an orator is to be able on 
any occafion to fpeak in fuch founds as 
are natural t# his fubjedl. Mujiial found 
arifes from au union of prcportionaie 
vibrations, or undulations of the air, 
which ftrike upon the drum of the ear, 
and canfc it to tremble in the fame pro* 
portion and time, and give that fciifanon 
wliich is mufiiul found (fee Letter 
VIII.). Where ihefe vibrations are fo 
clofely united and confined that we do 
not hear more than one found, as from 
a fingle pipe of an organ, it is called 
limply a found ; when the different vi- 
brations come dillindl; to the car, and 
we near more than one found, as from a 
bell, it is ca’Iud a tone. A voice is n rc 
or lefs mufical a% the vibrations wnich 
make up rs wiifon or found arc perm’ll, 
and in m uc proportion to each o. :er. 
Siich a voice is faid to ring, and t 'nave 
tone ; fo Hkewife of the tviic of a violin 
or any other inftrument. From a judi- 
cious pra6licc, and a continual refer- 
ence to this principle m£ tone, all voices, 
both natural and artificial, may be im- 
proved. Theyf/f^tfror fpeaker, by lif- 
tening to the founds of his own voice, 
may difeover in what particular the 
tone is defedlive, which qf the dif- 
ferent founds arc moft perfedk and Aar- 
motuQUs^ and fo regulate one found bjf 
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Jin other. By fuch examination the 
difftTcnt qiffifity of the founds may likc- 
wilc be difcovcrcd. In fpeakin^, an 
hnrnwnious nr pcrlc^l -toned voice is 
c ipaolc of all kinds of ftrious expreifion, 
cfjiecially where the brcacli mixes with 
and fofrens it ; Inch vr)iccs aic gene- 
rally llic moll fweet ?.ud In 

many voices in which the tone is not 
harmonious, the deleft may become an 
excellence, in various mo tes of txprcjjion^ 
as in diflocial ferlnigs^ and in % arious 
parrs of comic humour. — A voice may 
have a perftft tone, and yet be unmelo- 
eltous ; or be impc)fe£i in its tone, and 
yet correft in 777elody . — The former is 
the cafe, where the ea%' is not ichCy to 
receive the exaft proportions of the 
mujical inter^alsy and to govern the 
voice in its pajjing from one found tn 
another; or by not fpcaking in thofe 
particular modulations and kind of totic% 
^vhich convey the fame meajinig as the 
ideas cxprclTed by t^ic words of the 
fentcncc. — Jn the flrft inftance, though 
thi voice be harmonious, it will fing out 
of tunc, and confeqiicntly utter fnlfc 
melody \ — or, if it fhould have an imper- 
fect tone, by finging in tutf iit.er tiue 
melody, bo, in fpcaking-— the orator, 
v/'rh a Jine-tOHid ojoice^ may utter tus 
r.; nds unmclodioufiy, or with a v<*ice 
of Imperfeft tone utter melodious 
louuds. The pitch of the voice ought 
IG l)c attended to, in refpeft to the pre- 
fcrvaiion of its cone ; for if the (ittch b^ 
too low, the fibres or firings of the ^vocal 
' ‘^JirumcTSt wiW not have trnjion enough 
given them to produce true ion ; if the 
pitch be too high, they ss ill on the con- 
trary be too much ftrained to vibrate 
f*cely, and the voice will produce a 
rather than a tone. If the voice 
\:v at a proper pitch, it will have tone, 
s'ki-rhcr the found be loud or foft, — A 
vu'ce which has fon^ will be heard far- 
liic. than a ftumger voice, in which the 
v’hriiions are,r/(^and conJhieJ, Perfeii 
Xs e is very effential in a mulical per- 
form**’ ; it U the harmony itfelf in one 
foundy and biecpiyics the fou) of melody in 
a fucccfiion of founds ; and is a divine 
power, in the multiplied effeft of mu- 
fical compfifition. If performers in mufic 
do not produce perfeft vibrations, they 
cannot communicate fuch to their 
hearers, and fuch as they do produce 


they mull communicate, Perfeft and 
proportionate vilratjons- produce mufi- 
cal tone ; — clalliing, imperfi’ft, and dif- 
proportionatc vibrations produce fuch 
founds as arc underftood by the word 
Noi/e, • 

TETTER X. 

ON THE T*HEORY OF MUSIC. 

THE Theory of Mulic, as far as it 
relates to the divifion and proportion of 
mulical foimda, feems to have effefted 
its intention. Jt is a moll admirable 
fyftcra of knowledge ; for beyond the 
fcmitoncy or at furthell the quarter toncy 
which is fometimes (tho’ v_ry rarely) 
introduced in folo pnflTages by per- 
formcis of great (kill and execution, 
our fenfe regrets all fiirtlier divifion of 
found, in pra6ticc, as unnuifical, and 
beyond tlie reach of the undcrllanding 
but by the help of numbers. 

The fenfe indeed can difcern the moll 
minute duTerencc betwixt two founds 
that arc not in untfon ; but fuch differ- 
ence conveys no prccile ideas, and is 
felt as imjdeajing and difeordant in a 
very high degree. Even the quarter 
tone is nor to be produced upon fretitd 
injiriwjcnts ; for the difference betwixt 
G lharp and A flat, &c. is equivocal, 
and on fuch inllruments is expreffed by 
the fame found 5 the apparent differ* 
cjice between them arifirig from their 
being differently accompanied, when 
they luccced each other in mufical 
compofition, and from their note being 
written in a different on in die 
mulical fyfiem : but, notwithftanding 
this, It is not very improbable to fup- 
pofe, but that there may be, even upon 
a fretted inftrument, a real difference 
between the pitch of the found of G 
fiiarp and A flat, when they luccecd 
each other, arifing from this differ* nt 
accompaniment, which aecompmiiment 
may alter in fome degree tiie propor- 
tions of their vibrations. 

There is a phenomenon arifing 
from the combination of harmonic 
founds, which 1 do not remember to 
have read of in any author, though 
many have obferved it if the common 
chord with a flat third be firuck upon 
an harpliihoTd, keeping the keys down, 
and liftening attentively to the found- 


• From obferving this circumftancc, it is probable that the old Muficians were generally 
led in ond with ■ (harp third, in the ccmcloding hartnofty, fuch movements as they compolM 
in a flit key ; and that in fuch movemcoH tba relined idea of modem praQice has loft tho 
flat third, whiob is tbo emphatio fooud of molioioboly, to refolve itfelf* ing 
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ing vibrations, tho found of t]»e flat 
third will be heard to rcfulve itl'clf into 
the found of tlic lharp third ; — this 
fee ms to Ihcw that the perfect harmony 
draws, as it were, other founds into 
confonance \vith it, and that the found 
of any particular note may rcaily fuffer 
fomc change^ as it may be diiFcrentiy 
accompanied. This idett, properly at- 
tended to, might perhaps lead to lome- 
thing ufeful in the ftudy of rmodula- 
lion, andhelp to (hew why one progref- 
fion of cpmbined founds is iporc har- 
monious than another- As mufical 
found IS fometimes ufed by orators, fo 
is the fame continued change of pitch 
found which belongs to (peaking 
(fee Letter VL) fomciinics ufed by 
priufical performers \ but in either talc 
it muft be done very fparingly, and 
with great judgment, not to have 
a very bad effect ; for we arc not to 
Jing when vve Jpiak^ or utter fpeaking 
founds when wt^Jing (fee Letter V.). 
Each of therfp aftions of the voice has 
its own founds and tones ^ though arti- 
culation is in common to them noth. I 
home heard, in fpeaking a particular 
part of a fcntcnce, and where the 
jtf^has been fonfonant, a mufical found 
introduced which has had an enchant- 
ing effect, wipbout weakening the <rar- 
prejjion of the paffions^ or hurting the 
dignity of the argument ; and 1 have 
heard one ^ perfon raife or fall the voice 
in an found, through a fcnii- 

tone to the tone, pithcr above or below, 
fo as to draw the fouls of her hearers 
along with it. — Such founds are the 
voice of pajjioii rallicr than rwjic \ and 
if they do belong to that fyftcm vvhith 
the Anlicnts called nihai monic (fee 
Letter Vi.), they may very propcily 
be called enharmonu founds ; — they 
border upon the exprcllion of puui^ and 
cannot be borne long at a time, or be 
frequently repeated. 


The femitonc is the fmalleft diviflon 
of mufical found that is thoroughly re^, 
duced to praaice, and the fmalicit di- 
ffance a human voice can move to, fo as 
to articulate diflin^lly, or for the found 
to be clearly underitood. And as the 
femitonc and all the greater diftanccs 
in the mufical fyflem arc well undcr- 
ftuod and regulated as far as one fenfe 
is capable ol difeerning, and unlcfs any 
minuter divifion of found than that of 
a femirone could be introduced into the 
harmony of combined founds, it feems 
as if the further improvements in this 
delightful fcicncc of Mufic depended 
upon an cnejuiry into the natural ef- 
fects which may be found from thofe 
divifions or diftanccs of mufical 
founds already known, their progref- 
fions and combinations, and, as tar as 
rcafon will guide us, how they muft nc- 
ccffarily a 6 \ upon tJic human frame and 
conftitution, and upon different confti- 
tutions. Such an enquiry might make 
Mufic become an ulcfijl as well as a 
delighful ftudy j and were mankind 
once made to underftand what ought to 
be the various effects -of its different 
modes, they would not continually refill 
every effeft of it that did not Ipur them 
on to gaiety and diffipation, as dull and 
fenfeiefs, but in its turn they would 
liften to the true voice of harmony, and 
accompany the foqnds of grief and Jove 
with luch affeitions as ought always lo 
attend ihem '—^animixtin^ funds ^ ftrong 
and fpirited movements, would then bo 
felt and diftinguifbed from founds phat 
arc merely loud, movements wdiofe 
ipirit IS compofed of nothing but quick, 
notes without an idea of any rhyme, 
much lefs with that of a precife one 
they would open the eyes of their cars, 
and perceive there arc other movements 
in Mufic which ought to be felt and 
iinderftood, befiile thofe of a country 
dance, a miquet^ or a rondeau. '

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which I have reafon to dread) or af- 
airs of a more important turn have 
hindered your anfwer, allow me, who 
am not fo much embarked in bufinefs, 
to put you in mind of your promife ; 
and that you may deal fincerely by me» 

J may allure you, that as I am not old 
enough to write correctly, fo 1 am nei- 
ther alhamed nor unwilling to learn. 
Point me to the faults of that poem, 
and if they are fuch as can be amended, 

I ihall fairly attempt their carre£tion ; 
but if they are too bad, I Ihall honellly 
confefs it. Suffer me to repeat my in- 
treaty, that you would conceal nothing 
jn favour of my youth, circumftanccs, 
or any other extenuating confidcrations. 
If writing bad poems be a fm (as I am, 
unluckily formylelf, tempted to believe 
it is) 1 am not yet fo hardcncil in that 
iniquity, as to go on in a courfc of fin- 
ful rhinung, deaf to reproof, and un- 
cafy to all thofe who have the misfor- 
tune of being known to me. Would 
any of my friends deal h<»nclUy by me, 
and tell me 1 have no genius, in fober 
ladncfs I would endeavour never to 
repeat the fm of 1‘cribbling more. But 
as poets, efpecially bad ones, deal too 
much in lying, 1 am afraid you won r 
believe me, for *tis*tcldom feen that the 
poet dies before the man. However, 
methiiiks I am not irrecoverably fmit- 
ten, at Icaft the longing lit returns but 
fcldom, and 1 have no reafon to lay of 
my mufe as a certain gentleman docs 
»f his mill refs, that 

Wherever 1 am, and whatever I do. 

My Phillis is Bill in my mind, &c« 

Sir, I am not only cautious of 
ilicwing any one the tridcs I do, but 
eve^n of writing at all, left I Ihould un- 
luckily be tempted to declare myfelf a 
fool to iny friends. When 1 fee a bad 
poem, I cannot forgive its author; and 
for good poems, when J^rcftedl what 
ualihcations are |‘cquiiicc to make a 
nifhed poet, methinks ’tis but a fair 
deduction to affirm, I have no title to 
that name : how then ihould a bad poet 
expedl to meet with mercy, who gives 
none to others ? In funi, 'tis with me 
with Medea in Ovid, (if youMl cx- 
cufe the pedantry of a Latin quotation)

S^|- i b iit wluthcr have I 
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run ? Pray then, to atone this imperti* 
nciit tattle, fuft'er me to draw a lound 
moral trill h from it. How ftrong I how* 
unaccountable is fclLlovc ! It can in- 
toxicate the wife, and ftrip the bafliful 
of his modefty, and make him talk con- 
fidently of liimfelf before one whofe 
judgment he reveres, and whofe cfteeni 
he is afraid to lofe by that very talk. 
You fee then, with how much reaion 
fome modern authors have eftablilhed 
egotifm aS a figure in rhetoric,* fines 
there is no mortal writer but what ia 
guiity of It, writes more or lefs, frot^ 
thofe of the hrft form down to the far- 
thing fonnctecfs of Grub-ftreet. But 
tlicre is one thing behind which I am 
ftill more at a lufs to cxcufe. I have 
faid, fome lines above, that I am cau- 
tious of expofing my poems; and, lo I 
I have given the he to my affertion in 
the compaff* of half a page. — But fet- 
ting afiue jelling ; if it ought to be 
every writer’s car^- to have his produ'e-

AN ACCOUNT OF WILLIAM EARL OF MANSFIELD. 

( ConUnued from Page 347.) 


I N 1763 the Bifhop of Glouceftcr 
(Warburton) repubjilhed his Di- 
vine Lcgr.tion of Mfjfes, which he de- 
dicated 10 Lord Mansfield in an ad- 
drels, wherein, with great ability, he 
pointed our the rife and pro ;refs <i£ the 
Ipirit of irrtligion and licentlouiiiefs 
which then pi*e\ ailed. Ip the courfc 
of this narr«itive ( whieli del'erveb . t this 
time to bt read) he mentuins, as. a pe- 
culiarly foitunate ciicumftancc, “ that 
while every other jiart of the commu- 
niry feems to lie /<?; f^ecf Rotnuli^ the ad- 
miniftration of public jufticc in England 
runb as pure a;» where ncanlf to its cc- 
icdial fourcc ; piii^ than Plato dared 
venture to conceive it, even in his 
feigned Republic.” 

He proceeds, Now whether we 
arc nt.t to call this the intcrpofing liand 
of Providence ; for 1 amfuri. ail Hiftory 
not afford another infiance of lb 
nuichpuiity aiv’ integrity in one part, 
co-cxiliing with. In niucli decay and fo 
many infirm tic^> in the re it ; or whe- 
ther pr’ b under politicians n not be 
abk to d !c<uer f..inc hidden force, fomc 
peculiar virtue in the cHential parrs, or 
in the w-'cll-adaptcd frame ofbur excel- 
lent Confiitution ; in either cafe, this 
fingular and fhining plu^enomcnon hath 
afforded a chearful confoliition to think- 
ing men aniidft all this dark alpect from 
our diforders and diftrelTcs.” 

“ But the Evil Genius of England 
would rot fuffer us to enjov it long; 
for, as if envious of this laft fupport of 
Government, he hath now inltigatcd 
bisblackcl^ agents to the very ex.eutof 
their malignity ; who, after the moft 
villainous ini'uits on all ether orders 
and ranks in focicty, have at length 
proceeded to calumniate even the Kind’s 
Snpreme Court of Juft ice, under its 
ablcft and moft unbUroiilu'd adminif- 
tmion. 


“ After this, who will not be tcm];Stc«l 
to defpair ef his country, and fay with 
the good old man in the fecne — 

“ Ipfa fi ciipiat falus 

“ Scrvarc, prorfus non poteft, hanc 
Famiiiam ? ” 

Athens, indeed, fell by degene- 
rate manmrs like our own ; but IKtt 
fell the later, and with the lels dii- 
hom^iir, for having always kept invio- 
lable that reverence which flic, and in- 
deed all Greece, had been long accuf^ 
tomed to pay to her augiift Court of 
Areopagus. Of this modeft referve, 
amidft a general diforder, vve hav'c a 
ftriking inltance in the conduft of ono 
of the principal inftruments of her 
ruin. The witty Ariftophanes began^ 
as all fuch inftruments do ^whether 
with wit or without), by deriding 
Virtue and Religion ; and this in the 
brighteft exemplar of both, the godlike 
So crates,, Tde libeller went on to at- 
tack all cenditions of men. He ca- 
lumniated the Magiftrates ; he turned 
ilu Public Aftemblies into ridicule; 
and, with the moft beaftly and blaf- 
phemous abufc, outraged their Prirfi«, 
their Altars, nay, the very efrablifhed 
G^dds themfelvcs. But here he flopped; 
and, unawed by all bcfidcs, whether 
of divine or human, he did not dare to 
call lb much as one licentious trait 
a^ainft that venerable J udicaturc ; m 
circumftance w'hich the readers of hit 
witty ribaldry cannot but obferve with 
furpnze and admiration ;-^r.’t at thp 
Poet’s modefty, for he had none, but 
at the*ftmamiiig virtue of a debauched 
and ruined people; who yet would 
not bear to fee that clear fountain of 
juflicc defiled by the odious fpawn of 
buffoons and libellers. 

Nor was this the only conlolat^oit 
wiiich Athena had in its caiamittes. 

It* 
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Its pride was flattered in falling by 
tpoftate Wits of the iirft order : while 
tne agents bf public mifehief amongft 
us, with the hoarfe notes and blunt 
pens of ballad -makers, not only accele- 
rate our ruin but accumulate our dif- 
l^races ; wretches the moll contemptible 
lor their parts, the moll infcriidl for 
their manners. 

To conclude. Great men, my 
Lord, arc fent for the times ; the times 
are fitted for the reft, of common make. 
Eri^mus and the prefent Chief* Juftice 
9 f England (whatever he mdy think) 
were font by Providence for the fake 
•f Humanity, to adorn two periods, when 
Keligion at one time and Society at 
another moll needed their fupport ; 
I do not fay of their great talents, but 
of that heroic moderation fo nccelTary to 
allay the violence of public dtforders ; 
for to be moderate amiclft party extremes 
requires no common degree of patriotic 
courage. 

Such charafters rarely fail toper- 
form much of the talk for which tliey 
were fent ; but never without finding 
their labour ill repaid, even by thofe 
in whofe fervice it was employed. ’That 
glory of the Prtejihood left the "world he 
nad fo nobly benefited with this tender 
complaint — * Hoc tempore nihil fcribi 
aut agi poteft quod non patcat calnm^ 
nia\ ncc rare fit, ut dum agis circum- 
fpcdliflime utrumque partem offendas, 
quum in utraque lint qui pariter in^ 
faniant' A complaint fated, alas, ca 
be the motto of every mfcn who greatly 
Icrves his country.’ 

A change in the Adminiftration 
took place in 1765, which introduced 
the Marquis of Rockingham and his 
friends to govern the country, and the 
meafures then adopted not agreeing 
with Lord Mansfield’s fciitimcnts, he 
for the hrft time became an opponent 
af Government. On the Bill for re- 
pealing the Stamp A£t he fpokc, and 
divided againft it, and is fuppofed to 
h^vc had feme Iharc in the compoiitian 
of the Protefts on that occafion, though 
he did not fign them. In the fame year 
he is faid to have animadverted with 
no fmall degree of feverity on the in- 
cautious expreilion of Lord Camden on 


the affair of prohibitinff the cimortitioff 
of Corn^ that it Was but a forty daya 
tyranny at the outlide ♦. 

In 1767 the DilTcntcr^’ Caiife Was 
determined, in which Lord Mansfield 
delivered a fpccch which has fince been 
printed f , and tlic events of the fuc- 
cceding year Were the caiifes of the 
pliblic Prints being deluged with tor- 
rents of abufe on the Chief Juftrcc. 
In that year was the General Kledtion. 
Mr. Wilkes, returned front abroad, 
became a candidate for the City of 
London, and afterwards was chofen 
Reprefentative for the county of Mid - 
dlciex. Having been outlawed fome 
years before, he now applied for a re- 
verfal of that proceeding. On the 
8th of June the confideration of ia 
came before the Court of King’s Bench, 
when the Judges delivered their opi- 
nions very fully, and were unanimous 
that the Outlawry was illegal, and mull 
be reverfed. On this occafion Lord 
Mansfield took the opportunity of 
entering into a full ftatement of the cafe, 
and a juftification of his own conduct. 
The reader will find the cafe reported 
by Sir tames Burrow J, from whom 
we fliall cxtradl the following, which 
appears to hare been the moll impor- 
tant part of his Lordfliip’s fpecch. 

“ it is fit totakc^fomc notice of the 
various terrors hung out ; the numerous 
crowds which have attended and now 
attend in and about the Hall, out of all 
reach of hearing what paffes in Court 5 
and the tumults which in other places 
have lhamefully inlulted all order and 
government. Audacious addreftes in 
print dilate to us, from thofe they call 
the People, the Judgment to be given 
now, ana afterwards upon the conviZlion# 
Realons of policy arc urged, from dan- 
ger to the kingdom by commotiont 
and general confufion. 

“ Give me .leave to take the oppor- 
tunity of this great and refpeflable au- 
dience to lct« the whole world know 
all fuch attempts are vain. Unlefs we 
have been able to find an error which 
<vill bear us out to reverfe the Out- 
lawry, it muft be affirmed, The Con. 
ftitution does not allow rcafons of State 
to influence our judgments : God for-

iLevcr they might be. If rebellion was 
tne certain conlcquence, wc are bound 
td fiiy, Ftat Juftiuoy mat Caetum. The 
Conliitutiofi trnits the King with rea- 
fons of State and Policy : He may iiop 
profecutions ; He may pardon o^ences ; 
It is his to judge wlitthcrthe Law or 
the Criminal fh mld yield. We have 
no ele^ioa. None of us encouraged 
or approved the commiltion of cither of 
the crimes oC which the defendant is 
coDvi^ed : Nine of ush*id any hand in 
his being profccatcd. As to rnyfclf, I 
took no part (in another place) in the 
Addre ITcs for that profeciitioB. We 
did not ad vile or alhft the defendant to 
fly from julHce : it was his own afl:, 
and he muft take the confequenccs 
None of us have been confuited, or 
had any thing to do with the prefent 
profecution. It [s not in our power to 
flop it : it was not in our power to 
bring it on. Wc cannot pardon. We 
arc to fay, what wc rake the Law to 
be. If we do not fpcak our real opini- 
ons, wc prevaritate with Gt»d and our 
•wn conlcienccs.

The threats go further than abufe ;

The laft end that can hap- 
pen to any man never comes too fooo^ 
if he falls in fupport of the Law and 
Liberty of his country (for, Liberty U

No libels^ 
no threats, nothing that has happened, 
nothing that can happen, will weigh 4 
feather againft allowing the defendant, 
upon this and every other queftion, not 
only the Whole advantage he is entitled 
to from fubftantial Law and Juftice# 
but cverv benefit from the moft criucal 
nicety of form, which any otherdefen- 
dant could claim undtr the like objec- 
tion, The only effedt I feel is an an- 
xiety to be able to explain the grouiidt 
upon, which we proceed v fo astoftftisfy 
all mankind, that a flaw of form given 
way to in this cafe, could not havo 
Wen got over in any other.**

muft of oourfe have forgotten much of 
what he had pr&vLouiW learned from 
him, was much furprifed to Goad that 
he was greatlfSrimproved, being able to 
read Th^jy^dides, and other diiiicult 
authors. From iuch rapid improve-^ 
snent one might have feppofed him tfl^ 
moft to have been abforbed in ftudjr, 
ytt we find him pot tmiy fund of read- 
ing, but at this time enjoying foctety 
, axid C^ery juvenile amulemcnt : from 
an early age be eaceUed In evei^ fppf- 
tivc game, and from a«l*agernew which 
accufinnanied alt hb future purfuits, 
often dept m his ^lutbes, m feve the 
time of dreffing, that he mjeh^ be more 
ready torefutue hts play, Thnugb ap-* 
parently not of a n»buil maae, fie wae 
, aHiautsdly vary mufenlar, (trong, aeid 
aeaaarkaUy afeiva> at a moraadvan^^ 
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^tlod he frequently walked from Lon*^ 
don to Ojtford, idxove fifty one 

djy, and from Wotton-Undcrcdge to 
Oxford, about an equal diltance, in the 
fiimc time, and returned in the fame way. 
Once going from Oxford, and endea- 
vouring, ab the road waiii dirty, to find 
his way over the fields^, he was be- 
nighted within ten miles of his father's 
houfe, when hearing fume people dan- 
cing in a barn, he joined in the dance, 
and got home early the next morning, 
appearing not in the lead tired. He 
ul’ed to iay, tlut after he had walked 
twenty-eight or thirty miles, the jour- 
ney ccafed to be plcafant, though not 
very fatiguing. 

I cannot forbear relating another cir- 
cumdance of little moment, but as it 
ferves to pourtray his activity and per- 
lexcrance. &eing at the houfe of a 
friend one evening, where they were 
regretting, as the weather was line, 
that they could not procure a man to 
cut down about an acre of heavy grafs, 
he fuddcnly exclaimed, I’ll do it.” 
They fmiled at his manner and defign, 
thiiiKing it tar beyond his drength and 
ability, when he again faid, ** 1 will 
do it to-morrow.*’ — He began accord* 
ingly early in the morning, and got 
^tnrCiigh K • eltiuonc day — a very 

fudicient talk for a perfon in the habit 
of mowing. 

Great bodilv cxcrcife he always 
thought ncccfTary fur his health. In- 
deed, he Icarccly hud ludered the ilU 
nefs of a day until he was fettled in

And it la 
probaolc that he took fome paiiiB 
qualify himfclf for the Church, frond 
tnc facility with which he aftcrwardl- 
wrote fermons for fcveral of his yoilng 
clerical friends, many of which, fomt 
in print and fome in manufcripti are in 
coaiidcrabic cCiimation. Dr. Audin 
lately informed a friend of mint^ 
that he thought himfclf highly ho4 
noured, on being told lad winter by 4 
Dignitary of the Church, ofdidinguiihed 
abilities, that he had jud preached a 
fermon of the Doctor's compofition.^ At 
other profpe^ts opened equally favour* 
able to his wifhes, he rciinquilhcd hk 
fird defign, and foon afterwards de* 
dared a determination not to take or- 
ders, though he did not appear at that 
time to have decided in favour of Any 
other profclfion* He fbewed a difpo* 
fition to praftife either Phyfic or Law^ 
but feems not to have made his cie£tioa 
between the two till he had obtained a 
botanical Exhibition, which having a 
connc£lion with medicine, probably dc* 
termihed him in the choice, from whick 
he never afterwards deviated.

the Medical fi«iidl«eiits of *the Univerrity^ 
and he applied himfelf with his uUul 
alacrity and vigour of mind in 
and arranging materials for this put* 
pofc ; but before he had perfefted his 
plan the Profcflbrfliip of Chcmiftrybe* 
came vacant, and to that oflicc he was 
appointed in 178^. At this thne his 
character ftood very high in the Uni- 
vcrfity ; and though the icience of Che«« 
iTiiftry was in a manner now to him, 
yet great things were expe^cd from 
a man of his acknosvlcdgecl abilities and 
indefatigable applicatnm, fo that when 
he began his Couife he was attended 
by a\cry numerous and rcfpc£tablc au* 
die nee. It IS but jullicc to fay, that he 
acquitted himfclf with great credit, to 
the fjtistadlion of the Univcrfity , to the 
advantage of the Pupils, and to the ira- 
pio\enu‘nt of the Science itfclf. 

In 1786 he married Mifs Margaret 
Allanfon, his prefent widow , by whom 
he had four children. 

1 hough the ftvidy of Chemiftry ©c- 
copied a confidcrablc part of his time, 
the principal point which he had in 
view was the praflicc of Phvfic, and to 
this aTl his other fiudics happily tended 
but above all, the accuntc acquaintance 
with the animal ceconomv which hj^, 
hadgained during Iwiptry fiolo^cal^ur- 
luits, contributed to that clear diferi- 
niination of diicales, and that quick 
perception of the varmiis deviations 
from the natural functions which in his 
future prafticc he uniformly evinced.. 
Hi*> induftry and abilities procured him 
employment in his profelfional capacity 
at an early age; and he coiitiuuecl t® 
pra^ftifc at Oxford with great and ia- 
creafing reputation until 1786, when, 
being invited by the general voice of 
the* Governors to accept the office of 
PhyTicianto St, Bartholomew's Hcfpi- 
baJ. he came to London. 

His conduct in his new Htuation ac- 
corded with the general tenor of his life. 
Humane and affiduous care of th6 pa* 
uents, the moft polite attention to the 
infiru^ion of the fiddents, and an ar. 
dent curioflty to fee and invcrftigate.

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flicmical experiments, of fome of which 
he hai iefe l.n account, particalarlj of 
his experiments on the tormation or vo- 
latile alkali, and of thr L^nnities of the 
phlogiAicrited and light inflammable 
airs. A Memoir on this fubjeft he pre- 
iented to the Rwjal Society in 1787, 
and another p.tper containing his expe- 
riments on heavy inflammable air, in 
1789, both of which were inferted in 
the Philolophical Tranfaflions. 

Soon after be became Phy fician to St. 
Birtliolon.cw’s Hoipiial, he inflitutcd 
a Courfc of Ledturcj. on Chcmillrv, and 
on the Theory and Practice of I^hyfiCj 
for the benent of the pupils i which he 
afterwards t^avt in a coii\cnicnt building 
proN’idecl for him by the liberality ot the 
Governors of that charity. 

Hu laft experiments on Chcmifirv* 
w-erc principally employ cd in an ily/in,^ 
and in\ cltieating the nature of coiicre'- 
tioiu formed in animal bodic-', paiticii- 
Jarly rhofe vs hich arc found in the uri- 
nary bladder. In the profccution of 
phis^ he employed much time, often 
taken from the natural hours of rcpole, 
and he ue flowed uncommon pains on 
the fubie^f with a view to And Ibmc in- 
ternal meansof relieving mankind tioin 
^ fo cruel a malady. The rcfult «»f thefe 
riicjuines made th(**fubjc^f of his Gul- 
ftonian Tctliircs which he read at the 
College of PUyficians in i79i» and 
were afterwards formed by him into a 
^icatile, 

The qualifications, natural and ac- 
quired, which Do^or Auflin poffeffed, 
could nor fail of attracting the notice 
and commanding the relpc6i of the 
world. His comprehcnfivc know ledge, 
hu patient attention, acute diieern- 
ment, and extraordinary activity > fopn

led him into an extcnfivc circle of pro*' 
fcflional employment, while an etigp* 
ging mildness of manner* made aU hit 
patients his friends. 

His reputation, rapidly tiucreafiM* 
found in this great city and its cnvifoft 
ample room tor its expanlion. In 1790 
his time became fo much occupied, that 
hc-was obliged rcluftant’y to relioquilli, 
his led u res at the' Hofpital : this, how- 
e\ cr, he did with the Icfs regret, from 
a certamty of their being ably conti- 
nued by hU much ■■valued and learned 
friend Dr. Latham. On the further in- 
creafe of bufinefl, finding that the mul- 
tiplicity of his engagements would not 
ptimit him coufcientioufly to attend to 
his duty at the Ilofpital, he 
tQ rtlign 11, and had a^ually^givcn notice 
of hib rtfignation bclofc bis laft lllnefs. 

Jf the IhorriicLof the time in which 
Dr. Auflin exerciltd hi.profcfluin in 
London i>t confulcrcd with the extent of 
hi*- prait.titc, the rapidity of his progrefs 
ha*" p^ rhap*^ l»ecn iinpaiailt led, certainly 
not exceeded. H«d it happily 
more moderate, oi, whfle engaged ift 
prefirving the lives of others, had he^ 
not been inattentive to his own, we, 
fliouia not, in all human probability, 
novv deplore the iols of him, but 
aHcb'idtn, or a Cadogan, he might 
have long continued an ornament t6 his 
country, and a blcfling to mankind.— 
Jt appears that expeliivc attention tQ 
the duties of hiG profcfliou, too fhort a

Guards loftin the engagetnent, af(d yom, 
will find the calculation of •thirteen thou« 
find more exad^ chan the calculation of 
three tnoufand. In contirmacioti 
the greater numbers came an acfount, 
two mouths ago, from Pai^Uf to 
that there had been a great miftake in 
the note taken of the killed on the 
tenth of Auguft, fince it had been dii? 
covered that the numbers amounted to 
ten or twelve thoufand.* 

It muft' be a matter of exceeding cu-^ 
riofity to whoever has coiitcnipiated 
the progrefs of the French Revolution,

betn kept to them. “ 1 think,*’ fay» 
our Autnor, th.i people in France arc 
as rdHgeJ, as ihirtlcf ,and as llcevcleii^ 
fince the Revolution, as i-efore, though 
the contrary Ihould appear to be the 
cafe, as they have paid very little in 
taxi s for three years. The experiment of 
the “ nnpot tcrrliorial” is a proof of this. 
Jt was thought that a land-tax would 
be very produ6tivc, but it was found 
only to return one twelfth of what it was 
laid at. Beggars are more importunate 
at the poft-houfes in the towni>, and at 
the inns, than ever. They plague yon 
to death t\)r paper money, and Item to 
want that, or fiune other relief, moft 
certainly. There never was, indeed, 
any regular parochial provifion in 
France for the indigent ; but the reli- 
gious- huiifes and the convents, the nu- 
merous hofpitah. and the infinity of 
charitable donations, paid the poor-rate, 
and gave broth to the hungry and 
clothes to the naked. Since Charity 
has been driven out to make way for Li-

The Trcatift itfelf is divided into 
fix parts or general hc^ds. Under tho 
nrft ouringerious Author adduces, m 
a brief eompafs, the plain and popular 
arguments in proof of the exiftence of 
a "bupreme Caufe and fupport of all 
things. He IS more particular in con- 
ftdtruig the knowledge which the Gen- 
tile world had of the Peity^— -As to 
K k k whift 
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^hat it called the Light of Nature, Mr, 
Bryant treats it very contemptibly, and 
in our opinion not more lb than is con- 
iiftciit with ftridb jufticc : ‘For, as he 
enquires, “ If fo many prrlons of 
learning who fought dilii;cntly for the 
trujth, milTcd of it, how can we imagine 
that it would be found among people 
who did not fcarch after it ; anmng 
the Celts and Scyths, among the A(i- 
atic tribes of wandering Ar.ii>s, or the 
wild hords of Getulians and Garaman- 
thians in the dei'erts of Africa Mr. 
Bryant is of opinion,' that the notitrn 
which has been adopted by Cicero and 
other eminent men, that the know- 
ledge of the Deity is difcoverabic in 
the idolatry and in the fuperftitious 
pradViccs of the nioft untis'ilizcd part 
of mankind, is extremely erroneous, 
and is moreover of a bad tendency. 
That his ideas of this matter are, in 
general, juft, cannot well be denied, 
but we arc inclined to think him too 
fevere upon Mr. Pope, and too nice 
in his cnticifm on that elegant writer’s 
celebrated lJni*vcrfal Prayer, Ou the 
firft ftanza of that poem — 

Father of All, in ev’ry age, 

In ev’ry dime adoi’d, 

By Saint, by Savage, and by Sage, 

* Jehovah, Jove, and Lerd ; 

Mr. Bryant makes the following re- 
marks : “ It muft hurt a truly pious 
mind to fee the Creator of all things, 
the evcrlafting God, Jehovah, brouglu 
upon a level with Jupiter and Baal 
who is the fame as Lord'), and fas we 
nd intimated) with all the foul and 
horrid Deities of the Pagan world. 
Who would imagine that the God of 
all purity and holincfs could be repre- 
fented not only by Jupiter, Bacchus, 
and Vulcan, but by Pan and Priapiis, 
by Baal-Pcor and Moloch, and by all 
the monfters of JEgypt, and of the moft 
favage nations ; that their rites were 
hU rites, and their mad orgies per- 
formed to his honour? Yet thefe no- 
tions Mr. Pope recommends. Thus 
has this excellent poet lacrificcd truth 
to rythm, antithelis, and an aifetted 
aHitcracion.*’ * 

We cannot bring ourfclves to join in 
this cenfurc, nor can we in juft ice let 
Stpafs without making a brief animad- 
Terfton upon it, Mr. Pope had ccr- 
tai|ily no inclination, Wm what we 
can difeover, to imjprefs the ftighteft 
idea on ^ the minds of his readers, that 
^ ffacimeou the Heathens con* 


cerning the Supreme Being, or their 
religious pradtices towards him, were 
to be placed on an equal footing with 
the faith and vvorlhip of thole who 
hare the advantages of a Divine Reve- 
lation to form and regulate both. The 
Poet felt the force uf the divine and 
admirable prayer which he has para- 
l^hralcd, and in which we oifer up our 
devout liipplications to the Almighty, 
nor ft>r ourfclves alone, but for all 
mankind. ‘ Kngaged in a devotional 
addicls to the Father of Ally he juftly 
coiifulers himfelf as furrounded by an 
immcnlc multitude ot fellow-beings, 
employed in the fame way and looking 
to the fame obje(‘t, though the iclca^ ot 
many of them are diflorted, and their 
^ manner of worlhipping him abfurd. 
The intention ot the Poet, therefore, 
being evidently to inculcate a fpirit of 
philanthropy, or univerfal generolity 
of fentiment, and not a principle of religi- 
ous Intitudmarianilm, if wc may be al- 
lowed fo to exprefs ourfehis, then 
furcly he did uot deferve the criticiini* 
with which he has here been honoured. 

From the te ft i monies of various Mif- 
ftonarits, and by much ingenious rea« 
foiling, Mr. Bryant feels himl’elf war- 
ranted To conclude, that furh a thing as 
an inr.ute i lea of rtic Deity never diil 
nor can w\ift: in the human mind ; and 
from hence he eftablifticsin the ftrongeft 
manner, the abfoutc neccllity of a Di- 
vine Revelation to lupply thit want. 

The fecund part treats of the Canon 
of Scripture, and the authorities by 
which it is fupported. 

Mr. Bryant adduces the prophecies 
concefhirvg the promifed Meifiah in a 
fair and candid manner, and argues upon 
them with conliderable ability and 
much plainnefs. 

The third divifion treats “ of Our 
Saviour, and the Prophecies relating to 
his coming.” Here our Author la- 
bours at great* length in the application 
of the prophetic tellimony to the cha- 
racter and miftiou of Jefus Chrift, ami 
manages every evidence and every ob- 
jed^ion that can be produced on this im- 
portant fubjedt in a very maftcrly man- 
ner. Flis portrait of our Saviour is fo 
beautiful, and fo ftriktngly juft, that 
we have only to regret iliat our con- 
fined limits will not admit of prefenting 
it to our readers . The following obv-

ANECDOTES OF THE AUTHOR. 

Ml, John Buchanffan is a nativrof the 
llighlaiui part of Mnueith, in the diirc? 
of Perth, North Britain. He is a cadet 
of the antient family of Leny, Lcnoch, 
or Bane, in that diitn' 6 \| which family, 
as appeals from probable circumdances, 
and 01 al tradition, joined to fonic ftn- 
fences collected fiom written and printed 
records, is lineally defeended from the fa- 
nuius Caledonian hero Gaigacus, who 
flemined the torrent of the Roman armies 
Ticai the loots of the Giampian mountains, 
under Agiicola; but by his mother a 
Jvlacgiegor. Our Author, afttracouifc 
of gram mar- fchool education at Cal- 
lendar in Meiiteith, ftudied in the Uiii- 
verfity of Glafgow, and,* after the ufual 
time of attendance* was ord<)iiied a 
preacher of thegofpel. He was, through 
the influence of Mr. William Porieous, 
one of theminiflersof Glal'gow* celebrated 
lor his religious zeal, as well as his fevere 
economy in the diftribution of money def- 
tined for the relief of the poor* appointed 
affil^^Anc Co the Rev. MivMenzies, minifter 
of Comrie, in the Preibyiciy of Auchte- 
roider, in which chara^tr he laboured 
with great afliduity, and was much be- 
loved by the people for many years- On 
l^lr. Menzies’s death, and the fncceflion 
a young man to the parfbnag^ of 
XXJII* ^ 


Comrie who needed not an afliflant, Mr. 
Buchaniian was appointed, by the Com* 
mitiee of the General Affcmbly that ma- 
nages the hoyal and other pious charities 
in the Idands and Highlands of Scotland* 
one of tJieir midtonai les 10 ihofe Hyper- 
borean regions ; his knowledge of the G-ir- 
lie, his religious fincerily and zeal, and 
habits of living and conveilmg much with 
the poor people vi» ho needed his inlti u^fions, 
rcndeiiijg him a very htperfon for the ot- 
flee of a tnifiionary. Mi. Bucliannan is 
now in London, devoted to rhe ttudy of 
Celtic antiquity ; on which he has awoik* 
as we undcifiand, in gieat torwardnefs. 

Ml. Buchannan is about fixty years of 
age, and a batchelor. As there is a mofl 
ft; iking rtiemblancc of countenance be- 
tween our Rev. Mifiionary and the pic-*- 
tuies we have of his celebrated kiiifman 
George J^uchannan, the fame largenefs 
and lugae of forehead, the fame black 
and penetrating eyes, ja^tis oculorum^ 
a Royal Academician of confidcrable 
eniiiieiKC undciiook to draw Mr. J- 
Bvichannan'v likcnet's ; which is to appear 
among the Pom ails in the next Exh.bi- 
tion. 

The extreme iikenefs of our Author, 
however, toGcojge Buchannan, conilfl^s 
chiefly in exteinal appearance. John is 
faid tu be a finccrc and Ample, though a 
very zealous man in any thing he 
goes about ; and fu ignuiant of the woild 
(having lived only like a heimit among 
poor people in 1 emote iftands and fequel- 
tered corners of the woi Id), that he feiU a 
copy of his book to the Duke ol Clarence, 
whom he liad feen in ihellland of] «ewis,and 
another to Mr. Wilbcifoice, accompanied 
by letters entreating them to procure or- 
dcif tobefent to certain Lairds andTackf- 
nien in the Iftands, enjoining them to bew 
have better to the poor people, and not 
to tieat them like fl ivcs in futuie.— The 
very intei-eftmg publication of which we 
have given an account was coiledlcd, wc 
aic informcd,:ind put into fomc order, and 
a tolerable gaib, by a difleient hand from 
that of J. B. out of an infinite variety 
of materials relating chiefly to low life* 
anecdotes of the Elders of Harris, 
Aulay Macauly,Tormad Maciver, &c. all 
which, had it been publi filed, would have 
fwelled the prefent little book to a large 
folio. But the fimplicity ofour Author is 
far from being any argument againft his ve- 
racity I and undoubicdjy the fa^ls lie re- 
lates' are highly cuiious and iniereftiiig; 
and fucb indeed as call loudly for the at- 
tention of the 

1 I Trttfcia 
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T N the year 1789 Mr. Young again let 
^ out with a view to vllit the eallcrn 
parts of France. The commencement 4’f 
this journal confihs chiefly of relations 
of the events tl'iat «>ccurred at an early 
period of the RevoluTior>,nnd conjetl 
about their pr<.bable refult^. We now, 
however, know too well by fatal cx- 
ericncc, that their confequeiiccs have 
C5:n fuch a? nobuiP'in prudence could 
at that tfme either forefee or foretell. 
Thcfe circumlbances have been fo often 
detailed, and fo often co*Vnmcnted on, 
that they .ire at prefent familiar to every 
prrfon*s mind ; we (hall not therefore 
olfcr to our readers any extracts from 
this part of the performance now be- 
fore us, although the obfervations of a 
'crfon immediately upon the fpot, rc- 
attd apparently with much impartitibty, 
will be a valuable fourct- of information 
topcffttrity. Leaving then Mr. Young's 
politics, we turn to a more plerJing 
fubjtdf, the account of the domcflic 
life of a French fanner who had inaile 
his fortune by ngriculrurc. “ At 
Chaucauricr near Meaux Mr. Y. waited 
on M. Gibcrt, a confulcrablc cultivator, 
whofe father and himf'-lf had between 
them made a fortune by agrieulturc. 
The former gentUmfui was nor at home ; 
bv the latter I was received with ercat 
hofpitality, and I found in him the 
Rrcngclt defire to give me cvci) infor- 
mation T wiflaed. M. Gibert has built 
3 handfome and comniorious houfc, 
M’ith farming offices, on the inoO ample 
and folid fcale. I was pkafed to find 
his wealth, v. Inch was not inconfidcra- 
b’e, hud arifcn all from the plough. 
He did not forget to let me know he 
was nolle, and exempted from all tniHes, 
and that he had tne honours of the 
ciicce, hie father having purchafed the 
poft of Stcritoire du Koi ; bur lie very 
wifely lives cn feyrr/ur. His wife mndc 
ready thfi table for dinner, and his^ 
bailiff with the female domeftte who 
has the cha^rge of the dairy, &.c. brth 
dined with us. This is in a true fr.rtA- 
ing ftylc^ it many convtnicncie-?, 
ard looks like a piatl of living which 
deV* uot promife, like the foppilh modes 
of little gentlemen, to run through a 
fortune from fellc lh»mc and filly pre- 


From the general deficiency of in- 
formation all over France, Mr. Young 
]sof opinion that the finalltfi endeavour 
properly dirc^cd to continue the old 
form of G(a i rnment would have been 
liKcefstLil. He blames M. Necker 
much, ai'd feems to think tbrt at one 
timt he h?cl it in his power to have ftt- 
lled the Confciriition as he plcafcvl, hut 
he miifcd tlic opponunity. At th.it moft 
important period, he could often in 
very confiderabie tow ns find no newf- 
paper to give any account of whnr was 
going forward at the capital, and ievc- 
ral times was in confide rabk danger 
from the refentment of the popuiktc, 
who rook him for fome emiffary of the 
old Gox'crntnciit. 

As in fomc former extra 6fs from 
different parts of this work we laid be- 
fore our read ITS tic accoiiiii which the 
Aiithor t'lvis i.f hi.*: iTUtrvicws witii 
men eminent for rheir fcicncc, to wliom 
he was introduced, wc ihall now leletft 
a few particulars relative to M. Mor- 
veaux the cclcbr?t< d chyrnift. 

Auguft 1. at Dijon — pined with 
M. Morvcaiiv bv a|>poirumcnt. M.Prn- 
felTeur t.'haiiffe and M. Picardct were 
rt the parry, ft was a rich day to me ^ 
the great and juft n puration of M. dc 
Morvtanx, for being not only thr firff 
ch\mjil in Fr.incc, hut oiic ^f the 
gieaiclt that Luropc has to boafi, v^a.; 
alone fufficient to render his company 
inre refiing ; but to find fuch a man 
voided affedlation, fi c.c from thole airs 
of fuperioriry which are Ibmctimcs 
found in celebrated characters, and 
that referve which eftener throws a 
veil over their talents, as well as con- 
ceals their deficiencies, for which it is 
intended, was very pleafing. M. de 
Morveaux is a lively, convcrfablc, 
elo.|uent man, .vho, in any ftation of 
life, would be fought as an agreeable 
companion. Even in this eventfu^ 
moment of revolution the converfdtion 
turned almoft cnti^elv 00 chymical 
fubj( <ffs. The view of this grcae xhy- 
milt’s l.iboiiirory will Ihow that he is nor 
idle. Ji confifis of two large rooms 
admirably furnifhed indeed. Thcte 
arc fix or feven different furnaces, of 
which Macqiicr’sis the moft powerful ; 
»nd fuch a variety and extent of appa- 
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l^nis as I have fcen no where elfc, 
■^.vith a furniture of ipecimens from tlie 
three kingdoms, a!» looks truly like buli- 
ntfs. There are little writing delks 
with pens and paper Icatttred every 
wliere, and in his library alfo, which is 
cor venient.” 

Of Avignon and Vauclufc, places 
immort.ili/ed by Petrarch, the following 
is an agreeable defcnptioii : “Whether 
it was becaufe I liad read much of this 
town in the hiftory of the niKldle ages, 
or bccaule it had been the relidencc of 
the Popes, or probably from the ftill 
more iuterefting memoirs wliicli Pe- 
trarch has left concerning u, in poems 
that will laft as long as Italian elegance 
and human feelings lhall exid, J know 
not ; but I appro ichrd the place with 
a Inrt of inUTelf. attention, and expec- 
tancy, that few towns hive kitulled. 
Laura’s tomb is in the church of the 
Cordeliers ; it is nothing but a ftone in 
the pavement, w itii a figure engraven 
on it I'lartly elfaccd, liirrounded by an 
Infcnpiion in Gothic letters, and another 
in the wall adjuiuing, witli the armo- 
rial of the famdy of Sade. How in- 
credible :s tlie power of great talent-., 
whi.n eiupluved in delineating pallions 
common to the human race 1 flow many 
iTidiions of women as t^iras Laura have 
bien beloved as tenderly, but, wanting 
a Petrarch toiUulfrate the palfion, have 
ii/edand died in oblivion I whilft his 
lines, not written to die, conduct thon- 
lands under the impulfc of fccliugs 
vliith genius only can o^cite, to min- 
g'e in idcMtlicir melancholy lighs with 
thnfe of the poet wlio conlecrated tlicfe 
n mains to immcrtalitv ' 'I'hcre is a 
1 lonumcnt of the brave Crcbillon m 
the lame church ; and I faw other 
churches and puffurcs — but Petrarch 
and Laura a re predominant at Avignon. 
On the 29th paid :i vifir to the fountain 
of Vauclufc, which is juftlylaid to be as 
celebrated almoll as thac*of Helicon. 
CrolFing a plain, which is not lb beau- 
tiful as one's idea of Tempo, the 
mountain prefents an almoll perpendi- 
cular rock, at the foot of which is an 
immerife and very fine cavern, half 
filled with a pool of ftignant pure clear 
Water ; this is the famous fountain ; at 
other fcafons it fills the whole cavern, 
and boils over in a vaft fiream among 
rocks ; its bed now marked by vegeta- 
tion. Atprefent the water guflics oikt 
about 200 yards farther down, from 
beneath malTQS of rock, aad in a very 
fiMU diftance forms a confidarable rivet,

which almofi immediately receives de- 
viariens by art for mills and irrigation. 
On the fummit c^f a rock above the vil- 
lage, but ifiuch below the mountain, is 
aiuin, called by the poor people here 
the chateau of t'etraren, who tell you 
it was inhabited by Mr, Petrarch and 
Mfidainc Laura. The Icenc is fublime ; 
but what renders it truly interefti ng to 
our feelings, is the celebrity which 
grt :it lalcjus have given it. The power 
of rocks /and water and mountains, 
even m their baldell features, to arreft 
attention, and fill the bofom with fen- 
lations that lianifh the infipid feelings 
of common life, hold:, not of inanimate 
nature. To give energy to fuch fcnl’a- 
tions, it mall receive animation from 
, the creative touch of a vivid fancy: 
dclcribed by the poet, or conncdled 
with the relidcnce, a 61 ions, purfuiis or 
paihons of great geniufles, it lives as 
It were pcrloiiificd by talents, and com- 
mands theinterefl that breathes around 
whatever is confccratecl by fame." 

AtMarfeiiies Mr. Younghadan in- 
terciting converfation with the cele- 
brated A obi* R lynal, wluch vve regret 
that o*ar unr.is wi!i nor pt.rmii us to in- 

art. 

“ From Nice tlic view of the fca is 
fine, and forenj.jying u in greater perfec- 
tion they have an admirable and lingular 
contriVant e. A row of low houfes form- 
ing one lith'uf a ft reel ac^u.irterof a mile 
long, has flat roofs wUich arc covered 
with a iIlicco floor, forming a noble 
terrace, open immediately to the fca, 
railed above the dirt and annoyance of 
a ftrcct, and cijuallyfrec from the fand 
and Ihingle of a beach. At one end 
fome finely -iituated lodging-houfei 
open dire^lly upon it. The walk this 
terrace affords is in fine weatlier deli- 
cious. 

“ The climate of Nice is in winter th« 
rooft inviting that can be imagined ; ia 
clear blue expanfe is commonly over* 
head, and a lun warm enough to be 
exhilarating, but not hoc enough to be 
difagreeablc. Dr. Smollct in his de* 
fertption has done grcat'injuftice to the 
climate, and even againft the fecliugs 
dF his own crazy conftitution; for he 
never was fo well after he left Nice 

he had been at it, and made much in* 
tereft with Lord Shelburne to be ap^ 
pointed Conful, who told him, and n6« 
withoTK fome foundation, that he 
wofild on no account be fuch an eneoir 
to a mair of gfsntus ^ that he lihelleA 

the cliniate « Nkf fo feverely, that if 
la lit 
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he were to go again thither the Niflards 
would certainly knock him on the hcad« 
Hay ia there made and well made at 
Chriftmas.” 

At Milan, Mr. Young found the 
Agricultural Society employed on fet- 
tling the merits of a button and a pair 
of feiflars, intended to rival or excel the 
Englilh hardware. “ Similar, **fays he, 

arc the employments of Societies every 
where i inKngland buhed ab6ut rhu- 
barb, filk, and drill ploughs ;* at Paris 
with fleas and butterflies ; and at Milan 
with buttons and fcilTars. I hope I lhall 
find the k^eorg^ifili at Florence employed 
©n a top knot.'* 

At Uergamo in Italy, Mr. Young 
appears to nave narrowly efcaped being 
changed from a farming into a fenti-* 
mental traveller, as the following little 
ftory will evince ; Searching in the 
evening for a perfon to whom he had 
letters without being able to find him, 
a lady from a window, feeing and pity- 
ing his perplexity, informed him that 
the perfon he fought was in the coun- 
try. “ Next morning,” fays Mr Y. “ I 
fcpaired tothc ftrcct where the lady had 
given me the information the night be- 
fore. She was luckily at her window, 
but the intelligence erpfs to imr wilhes, 
for thofe who I wanted were ftill in tlic 
country. I need not go to the door, Ihc 
faid, for there were no fervants in the 
koufe. The duik of the evening in 
this dark town had lafl night veiled the 
fair incffgnita, but looking a fecond 
time now I found her extremely pretty, 
with a pair of eyes that Ihonc in unifon 
with fomething better than a ftrcct of 
Bergamo. She alkcd me kindly after 
my burinefs,5/^<? ebe non i grufreie man- 
capicntof words of no import, but 
uttered with a fweetnefs of voice that 
rendered the pooreft monofyllablc in- 
terefting. I told her, that the bofom muft 
>e cold from which her prcfcnce did not 
banilh all feeling of difappointment. 
It was impoinblc not to fay fomething 
beyond common thanks. She bowed 
in return j and I thought I read in 
kcr ttxprcluvc eyes that I had not of- 
fended. I vvas erveourajjed to afk the 
favour of SignorcMairom’aaddrefs in the 
couiitry-^(^« placets ^4 lo daro , — 

I took a card from my pocket, but her 
-window vvas rat hcr-too nigh to hand it. 
1 looked at the door s Fprzee aperta 
4 ,T€dQ€be (he replied. If the reader is 
ane?kctriclan» ^nd ha? flown a kite in a 
'!^^nder.ftor);n, he will know that when 
.^inr^itmorpher© around luia occomc© 


highly electric, and his danger increafe<« 
if he does not quickly remove, there is a 
cobweb fenfation in the air, as if he 
Were enclofcd in a net of the filmieft: 
goffamer. My atmofphere at this mo- 
ment had forne refcniblance to it : I 
had taken two fteps tothc door, when 
a gcntlcrnau pafling opened it before 
me, and flood upon the thrcihold. It 
was the lady’s hufband, (he was in the 
paffage behind, and I was in the ftrcct 
before him. She faid,£Vro unSigriorc In- 
ebs ha bifogno d*una dirt%ioHf a 
Sig» Maironi, The hufband anfwercd 
politely that he would give it me. No- 
thing vvas ever done fo concifcly : I 
looked at him afkance, and thought 
him one of the u^licft fellows I hid 
ever fecn. — Certain it is, one now 
and then meets with terrible eyes in 
Italy ; in the north of Europe they have 
attraftivc powers, here they have every 
fort of power ; the fplicre of thea^ivitv 
of an eye-beam is enlarged, and he uhh 
travels as 1 do ff>r the plough, inuft 
take care, as I fhall in future, to ketp 
out of the reach of it.” 

We have heavy complaints of the in- 
hofpitality of Italy. “ This Is the third 
evening, fays Mr*. Y. “ that 1 have fpent 
by mvlclf in PajJua, with five letters to 
it. 1 do not even hint any reproach ia 
this ; they arc wife, and I do truly com- 
mend their goodfenfe. I condemn no- 
body but myfelf, who have for fifteen oi 
twenty years paft, whenever a foreigner 
brings me a letter, whic^h fome hun- 
dreds have done, given him an Englifh 
welcome for as many days as he would 
favour me with his company, and fought 
no other plcafurc than to make "my 
houfc agreeable. Why I make this 
minute at Padua I know not; for it 
has not been peculiar to that place, but 
to feven-eighths of all I have feen in 
Italy.*’ 

The city of Venice is remarkably 
quiet, although there is but little and 
carclefs police. Mr. Jf. thinks this 
is probably conne61cd w'ith the nuiliber 
of public theatres, fufficient to cor\-*' 
tain 1 ^ 0,000 people. The obfer- 
Vation^is certainly juft ; if people are 
accuftoined to fpend the fuperfluity of 
their earnings on theatrical aniufe- 
ments, it muft ncccflarily diminilh thofs 
habits of intoxication and aflbciation 
which lead to all mifehief.

Tciurn hdinc, received the honour of 
knifihtho. d. 

He wa^ thrice nnrried, firft to Jane, 
daughter and hcirefs of Sir Richard 
Keyneli, of Ford, in DeVonlldrc, by 
whom he had one daughter, Margaret, 
married to Sir William Courtenay, at' 
Powderham Caftle, anceftor of the 
prefent Lord Vtfeount Courtenay : — 
Tccondly, to. the Lady Anne Finch, 
4^ a lighter of ihs firft Karl of W'inchcl- 
l*ea, oy whom he had one fon, William, 
who was an a^ivc mugiftrate for the 
ccrtintv of Midiiefext and a ftrenuous 
of IkU xhin mcai'iifes of King 
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Charles the Second’s government ; an^i 
one daughter, Anne, married to Sit 
Philip Harcourt, only fon of Sir Wil 
Ham’s third wife, Anne, daughter of 
William Lord Paget, by her lit ft huf- 
band, Sir Simon Harcourt, from which 
marriage the prefent Earl of Harcourt 
is defeended. 

Sir William wasclcffed a Member of 
the Long Parliament for Andover; 
and having Uiftered under the fevenry 
of the Star Cliarriber, on account of 
a piivdtc quarrel with one of his wife’s 
rcUrions, and having alfo imbibed, in 
the- courlc of his foreign fcrvjce, early 
and ell dent prcjiiuiccs in favour of the 
Prcibytvrian difcrplinc, he became, as 
many g»'od men then were, a moft 
decided opponent of the Court, and 
having diftinguilhcd liinifelfby his ftrft 
military cxplo.ts afttr the war cc'in- 
mencetl, was confulcrcd as a man pre- 
pared to go all lengths that .the moft 
furious reformers could propofe, and. 
on that account, confidered by many as 
a General qualified to be oppofed to the 
Earl of ElTcx. In Ihort, while he was 
employed Linderthat nobleman, he con- 
ducted all hii expeditions with fuch dil- 
paich, ability, and fuccffsjtliaT he acquir- 
ed the title of William the Conqueror. 

But in the mKift of war the char lidei of 
Sir William Waller never dtv iated from 
that gallant rourtefy which diftinguilh- 
cd the gcnrlcinen of that age, and has 
ever been the charat'^dcriftic of a Britilh 
OH’cer. A letter from him to Sir 
Ralph Hopton, aficrwards Lord Hr pton, 
berore the battle of Lanfdown, is quot- 
ed at large, in a very feufible and well- 
written preface to this work, and may 
be cv^nhdered a.s an admirable model of 
that cuurceou'» demeanour which iio- 
n durable men of ditfcrcnt parties may 
cKvtcifc, withovit facrificing an atom of 
thofe principles which have brought 
them in oppolition to. each other.

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He alfo lived to enjoy the happinefs of 
Ircing the Monarchy reftored, and the 
conftitution fettled upon its ancient and 
true principles : but bct-'orc that happy 
event took place, he had at his Icifure 
j'oiijpofed this Vjiidicarioii of his con- 
duit during thofe unhappy times, which 
Vindication has hitherto been little 
known, and is now publilhcd from the 
manufeript, in the poffeihon of one of 
the noble families dcl'ccnded from him.

X>rR. DALLAS ent'^rcd into the con- 
fidcraiion of the Ciiargc winch 
Lad been made againft Mi. Haflings 
under tlic head of Prel'cnrs. Tlic 
Covinfcl obferved, that General Cla- 
Tcriiig and Colonel Mnnlon were con- 
vinced, that the Ivim Mi. lia^hng^ liad 
received from the Begums, wiiiie he 
refided in their capital, was for enter- 
tainment, and not a bribe, as liad been 
afl'erted by the Managers. It \\ as an 
eflabhllitd cuftom, both bcfoie Mr.^ 
Hallings was Governor-General, and 
after he quitted Bengal, and returned to 
England. If the Managers rf)ok. the 
Begums’ account, they mult alfo .uimit 
the rcafon why Ihe paid it : and as the 
Managers mull allow that Govtrn.jrs, 
or nerfons of high rank, were illowed 
two thoufand rupees ;^-day whde they 
refided at the Nabob’s Court, the grant- 
ing the rcfidcnccof Mr. Haitings there 
was Ailhcient for his purpofe. 

Nlr, Dallas alked, why, in i79’» Mr. 
Halhngs was called to account for 
tranfadtions in 1772, when he con- 
tinued from 17-73 10 1779 Governor- 
General of India ^ Was it juft or 
humane, tliat alter having exhaufted 
his bed years in tlic fervicc cf his 
country, he fhould now be proLcuted 
for fuppofed crimes w hich were laid to 
li.ivebcen commuted 15 years bef>re ' 

He mentioned, that, before 1773, it 
ivas not a crime to receive Prel'erus, 
b-canfe there was no law or orders 
againft receiving them. Lord Chvc, 11 
was true, had introduced an oath to 
prevent the fervants of the Company 
from receiving Prefents for their own 
life, which in fadt wet^e bribes ; but 
this was only a form, which had been 
but fvldom, if ever, obferved. Bur 
this oath did not me:^n to preclude them 
from receiving Prelents for the ufc of 
the Company, bqt only for their own 
life. In that cafe, it fhould be proved, ^ 
that Mr. Haftings had received them as 
a bribe, or folely for his own vie. Mr. 
Dallas obferved, that a prohibition was 
cither in exprefs words, or by a nccclTa- 
ry implication. The words, ♦* for their 
own ufe,” mentioned in the A£f of Par- 
liament, had been omitted by the 
Idlanagers} and they Added^

thv,y were nor to receive Prefents on 
any ai count whatever. He would 
therefore maintain, without fear of 
contradiction, that the Managers had 
not fairly conli rued, or that they had 
\v 1 1 fully perverted, the fenfc and mean* 
ing of 1:hc Act. 

He might fafely reft the cafe on the 
13th and 24th of Geo. III. The firft 
exprelsly prohibits ‘he taking of Pre- 
Ic .Its for their ow-n ulc ; the laft alfo 
forbids the receiving them for the ufe 
ot the Company. The Counfel there- 
fore contended, that if the firft was 
doubtful, no mail, could be condemned 
for nt.t underltaiiding It ; and if it was 
deal, and did equally prohibit the re* 
ceiviog of Pi dents on any account 
whatever as liie fnfl, rlicrc was no oc- 
taiionfor its t i,art ment.

Mr. Dallas then went on to make 
fome general obfervations on the ftate of 
India at the time when the Prefents 
were received. The Board was reduced 
in numbers, and divided in their opi- 
nions. A general confederacy had been 
formccTagainft the Company by the dif- 
ferent Powers in India; the objedt of 
Mr. Hallings was to detach fome of 
thefe Pow ers from the common league ; 
but lie was oppofed in ail his fehemes 
by Iv]cfli;s. Francis and Wheeler. But, 
fo far was Mr. Haftings from loiing 
fight of the important objedts he had in 
view, that every acceffion. of danger 
brought with it an accellion. of courage; 
and by purfuing them fteadily, he faved' 
India. Mr. Haftings accordingly had 
the aJdrefs to detach two of thef&con* 
federated Powers from the general co- 
alition- This mcafure required a de- 
tachment to be marched under the com- 
mand of Major Carnac to the capital of 
Scindia, one of the confederates : but 
to this meafurc the majority of the 
Council objedted on account of the ex* 
pence. Mr. Haftings was obliged to 
apply to that purpofe two lacks which 
he had received from Chey t Sing. Mr. 
Haftings advanced it as his own "prot 
, without hS'VtUg ev«r intended to 
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appropriate it to his own ufe ; but he 
knew that if he. had given it as the 
p^roperty of the Company, Mclfrs. 
rrancis and Wheeier would diave ob- 
jected to the mcal’iufc, and ‘would have 
defeated its execution. But fo far .was 
Mr.Haftings from having any intention 
to claim any part of that fum, that he 
wrote by the firft ihipa that went home, 
that he had applied it in that manner, 
Dallas thought it could not be im- 
agined that Mr.Haftings did thiSdcccp- 
tiouHy, as Mr. Francis, who wai going to 
Europe, might have difeovered the faCf , 
if he had done otherwife. Mr. Francis, 
if he was ignorant of the real circum- 
ftances, could not inform the DireCtors ; 
if h^ was acquainted with them, it was 
impolfible for Mr. Haftings to have 
taken the m^^ncy for his own ufe. 

The Managers had Did, they would 
^ive a complete fairiU<.ation of all the 
letters which Mr. Hafrings had written 
©n the fubjedl. But Mr. Dallas afkcd, 
if the afiTcrtion of the Managers was not 
fncrc cafiiy falfified > 

The Counfcl made a very eloquent 
tnd forcible reply to this part or the 
Charge, lie was proceeding to ano- 
ther part of It, w'hcn at fitc o’clock of 
the Monday the Houfc adjourned. 


TRl n AY, MAY I 7. 

Mr. Dallas this day went through 
the coniidcration of tbe fcvcral Pn- 
fents received by Mr, Haftings. lie 
proved tiie appropriation of each to tlic 
public lervicc, and the very nT)ptirt.^nt 
advantages fecured by fuc’n appiopfia- 
tion. He contended that theie was 
rot a fhadow <if evidence to crimin.nc 
]VTr. liafHngs j and that to the wild, 
improbable, and illibcrdl inGnnatit-ns 
of the ManagcrSjhe had to opp >fc the 
uniform clsaraClcr of Mr. Haftings ; ad- 
ding, that from the nature of this 
caule, in whitli all the power of Great 
Britain was oppefed to a and 

unprotected individual, if there wat 
corruption to be proved, it mull have 
been proved againft: him ; but fo tar 
from this being the cafe, no one infinu- 
ation had been uttered againft: him from 
India, and the Managers merely rcftedi 
upon his own declarations. 

At five the Court adjourned. 


FKIDAY, MAY 24. 

Mr. Dallas proceeded on his De- 
fence of Mr. Haftings, upon the Charge 
gf the jfrefenu j in the courfc of w'hich 
^ was very levcrc upon the cusduCf 


of Mr. Francis, who was in his feat in 
the gallery. At fix he concluded. 

After Mr. Dallas fat down, Mr. 
Haftings begged te detain their Lord- 
Ihips tor a few minutes, and that he 
might not from hurry or confufton be 
iniftakcn in a point of great importance, 
he begged to read from apap^r wliat he 
had to offer, which he did as tollows : 

“ MY LOKi-S, 

“ I venture to folicit the attention of 
your Lordftiijis to tiic fituation in which 
this. Trial at prefent Itands. 

“ I hope for your Lordfhips indul- 
gence in requcfting to be allowed fucli 
farther time, in Uie courfc of each day’s 
fitting, as m ly enable me to bring the 
remainder of in\ Defence, if no inter- 
ruptions intertene, witiiin the probable 
period of ih^cc diiys. 

“ I hope, by the means of fuch in- 
dulgence, to conclude my evidence un 
the Article now under confideration, 
within the C(>mpafs of one Jay, 

“ f am informed that tl.e obferva- 
tions of my Counfel upon it will only 
occupy another day j and the Gentle-, 
man on my right hand (Mr. Law) is 
Willing to wave any c-bfervations, that 
the Dl fence may be the Iboncr clofed. 
-n— In tb.at cafe, one day will be fiif- 
ficient for this Article. The abridged 
exidence with which I mean to trouble 
your Lordlhips on the only remaining 
Article, that of Coniracfs,” may be 
cempn/ed within the fpacc of car t^iiy 
more j I am wiliingto forego the benefit 
of A more detailed dt fence, in order to 
enable the Managcis for the Commons 
fully to ct>nclLule rhi it reply within the 
courfc of the prefeni fellion — an expec- 
tation w’hicli, J trurt, J do not unrea- 
fonabiy entertain, 111 tiiis advanced pe- 
riod of a trial that has Ocen fo il^any 
years depending. J am well aw'arc of 
the dil.id vantages to which 1 fuljjcil^f my 
defence »)n tins Article, by leaving the 
c*. idcncc imjiaicd and n7iapf>ltet{\Q make 
out its own crTe6l; and it is with reluc- 
tance tliat 1 deprive m^M'elf of the be- 
nefit of thofe lalcnts which have been 
fo ably difplayed on the former pans of 
my defence : for it is to thofe talents, 
S'ldcd by the zeal and cordial aftcdlioit 
whicli have animated them to their beft 
exertions, that 1 am now indebted for 
the liopc and atfurance 1 confidently cn« 
tertain, tnat tlnnigli I Jhould not live to 
receive the fandtion of your Lordftups* 
acquittal, my name, at leaft, lhall not 
deicend blafted with infamy to po^c-m 
ricy ; but recorded with thofe of the 

mam^r 
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imny other vit^tims of falfe opinion, 
fome t>f hi^Jicr worth, none of better 
intentions, who have done fervicc to the 
States which employed tht'm, 
rrqwied ivtth loithunltjulnefs and perfe^ 
£ution. 

“ My Lords, I confider the refolu- 
tion which I have taken as a facnfice, 
and I make it with the greater cheer- 
fulnefs, as it may, and muft in fome 
degree, prove no lefs an accommoda- 
tion to your Lordfliips’ time, than the 
means (if your Lordihips fliall /& permit 
it) of obtaining my own deliverance 
from a ftate of fufpcnce, which is be- 
come almojl infnpportahlt'." 

Mr. Kurke rofe and declared, that 
he could not futfer the fpcech of the 
Gentleman at the bar to pafs unnoticed.^ 
— The Commons of England did not 
want to hurry him, or abridge his de- 
fence ; it was at his own option ; and 
the Commons would wifh to hcarr:vcry 
tittle of eviiltncc, and all the force of 
argument in fnpport of his caulc. if 
he neglected to give this, it was liisown 
fault ; but, jiterhaps, there was a hnifter 
defign, namely, in cafe he Oiould be 
convidfed, to hold out to the world, 
that his evidence, and the arguments 
founded upon it, were curtailed, other- 
wife convidtmn \voLild«»K>t have followed. 
— The prifoner was certainly the beft 
judge of the mode of his defence, and 
the Managers the heft judges of their 
reply. 

The Lord Chancellor rofe, and the 
Court retired to the Upper Chamber of 
Parliament. 

SATURDAY, MAY 25. 

Several letters and docununts were 
produced to confirm the eridemc that 
had been given in favour of Mr. Halt- 
ings. 

Meff. Auriol, Law, and Hudfon, who 
had been on the fpot, and held offices of 
great truft in the Comffany’s fervicc, 
.^ave a very decided evidence in his 
favour, on every queftion that was 
aiked on the crofs-examination by the 
Managers. 

Several of the Peers made fome ob- 
fervations on the manner of crofs-cx- 
amining thefe evidences; and faid their 
teftimony was treated as if they were 
perfons nor to be trufted or believed, 
when it appeared that they had held, 
without any ftain or reproach, the firft 
ofEces in the Company’s fervicc. 

But the mofi material evidence of 
day’s trW was that given by Mr. 


Woodman, who had been cntruftcd as 
Mr. Haftings’s Attorney, with all his 
remittances and property while he was 
Governor* General of India. As he 
(Mr. lldlting’s) hJd been accufed of 
having^ received imnienfe Prefenrs as 
bribes, it was to be inferred that the 
wealth he had thus accumulated would 
have been onormous. Mr. Woodman 
was therefore defired to ftate the 
balance of the whole of Mr. Haftings’a 
property in his hands, for the above 
eriod. ftated, that in 1788 th# 

alance in his hands, of which he tranf* 
mitted an annual account to Mr. Haft- 
ing^, was 67,874!.; in 1780, 72,675!.; 
and in 1785, when he returned to Eng- 
land, 75,382!. 

Mr. Woodman declared, there was 
no other perfon employed to tranfaf^ 
the pecuniary concerns of Mr. Haftings ; 
and he believed the above to be the full 
amount of all the remittances made by 
Mr. Haftings from India. 


MONDAY, MAY 27. 

Mr. Plumer produced a great variety 
of documentary evidence to juftify Mr, 
Haftings againft the charge on th» 
Opium Contradt. — Mr. Wright, of th« 
IndiL-Houfc, was called, who produced 
the net profit that accrued to the Com- 
pany from Opium during the govern- 
ment of Mr. Haftings, amounting ta 
one million three hundred and feventy- 
feven thoufand pounds. Upon crofs- 
examination by Mr. Burke, he ac- 
knowledged, that after Mr. Haftings « 
departure from India, the profits had 
greatly incrcafed- 

Mr.Buike was proceeding to inter- 
rogate the witnels upon matters of 
opinion, when 

Earl Stanhope ftrongly- infifted that 
it w'as highly improper to examine oral 
teftimony, when all that the witnefs 
could ppllibly know was entered upon 
record, which was now in Court. 

Mr. Burke replied, that the Com- 
mons •£ England were not bound by 
the opinion of an individual P-eer, but 
only by the determination of their 
Lordfhips as a Court. He further in- 
•fiftcd,thar the defendant had frequent- 
ly examined witnelTes in that vety 
mode, and therefore he claimed the 
fame right. 

Their Lordfliips adjourned to the 
Upper Chamber, and returned in hair 
an hour, when 

The Lord Chancellor declared chefr 
opinion, thatthc queftions propofled by 
M A m a 
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Mr. Burke were irrelevant, and ought 
hot to be put. 

Mr. Fox bon ed to the judgment; but 
he hoped and trufted that in future the 
Managers would have the lame im- 
partiaTity dealt out to them as the 
prifoncr's Counfcl had repeatedly ex- 
perienced. 

At fix the Houfe adjoprned to the 
Vpper Chamber. 

TVESDAY, MAY 28. * 

Further documents were offered on 
tlie propriety of feme appointments that 
had been made by Mr, Hal'tmgs, whicu 
Major Scott and Mr. Wright vt re 
brought forward to prove. A uifiiculty 
arofe" about receiving the evidence ot a 
Mr. Bclliflc, who had returned to In«ha. 
Major Scott was examined as to ilie time 
he came from India, and when he left 
Europe to proceed for the Kafi Intlies to 
relume his rank in that part of the world, 
with the reafons w hich had occafioned h is 
return. The Major oblervcd, that he 
could not fay what might be his reafons ; 
but one was, that he had a very mode- 
rate fortune, and a yearly incrcafc of his 
femily. 

Several other documents were dcliv cr- 
ed in on the Bullock Contra^, and on 
the difference between the Sicca and 
current Rupees, which ha<l not been 
marked in the accounts. Mr. Wright 
explained thefe points in a fatisfaflory 
manner ; and the Counfcl for Mr. 
Haftings then begged leave to produce 
the tcftimonials in his favour, both from 
the army and the inhabitants of India. 
The Managers defired to know, whe- 
ther thefe teftiinoniaU were offered 
voluntarily, or by what means they 
were procured; and by fomc of the 
former evidence that had been taken, it 
appeared, that Mr, Hafiings’s Attorney 
had been employed to obtain them. — 
When this was fettled, the Counfcl for 
Mr. Haftings declared that Ws defence 
was finilhed. 

Mr. Haftings then rofe, and addref- 
led the Court to the following effect • 

MY LORDS, 

My evidence is now brought to its 
flofe. 

Sufficient has, 1 truft, been already 
done for every immediate purpofe of 
neceffary juftification ; and it is not, my 
Lords, from any apprehenfion which 
I entertain, left amy defefls of this 
'k^i ftioulff or fro^ a im 


ih.it they could be fupplied by me, thif 
I prefenr myfclf once more to your 
I-ordlhips’ artention. No, my Lords, I 
leave the prorf which I have offered to 
iu juft and neceffary operation, with- 
out any degree of dimbtful anxiety for 
tlie ill lie. But, my Lords, J rii'e for 
a purpofe winch no external ttfti- 
inony can adequately fupply, to con- 
vey to your Lordlliips’ minds a fatjs- 
fadtiun which” honourable minds may 
polhbly expetf, and which the foleuiix 
affevcrations of a man, imprcffed with 
a due fenfe of the facred obligations of 
religion and honour, can alone ade- 
quately Convey. 

1 know that the a^Vual motives of 
human conduft are often dark and 
mvftcriouc, and fometimes infcrutablc. 

^ A": far as the fubjeti is cajvable of 
furtlier afeertainment, and the truth 
can be feahd by a ftill more folemn at- 
teftation, it is a duty which innocence 
owes to itfclf to alford it. 

Jn the prclence, therefore, of that 
Being from w horn no fccrcts are hid, ] 
do, upon a full review and ferutiny of 
mv paft life, unequivocally and con- 
feientioufly declare, that, in the ad- 
miniftration of that truft of Govern- 
ment which was during fo many vears 
confided to mc^ 1 did in no inftance 
iutenrionally facrifice the intcreft of my 
country to any priv ate views of my ow n 
pcrfonal advantage : that, according to 
my beft (kill and judgment, I invari- 
ably promoted the effential inrercfis 
of my employers, the happinefs and 
profperity of the people committed to 
my charge, and the welfare and honour 
eff my country, and at no lime with 
more entire devotion of mind and pur- 
pofe to thefe objefts, than during that 
period, in which my accufers have en- 
deavoured to reprefent me as occupied 
and engroffed by the bafe purfuit of 
low, fordid, and interdicted emolu- 
ment. f 

It may be expeCted of .me to fay 
fomething in addition to what you have 
beard from Mr. Woodman, refpeCting 
the aftual ftate and extent of m/ 
fortune. 

He has proved tte total amount of 
my remittances from India during the 
period of my Government ; and that 
the balance of my fortune, when laft 
adjufted, Ihortly after fny return to 
England in 1785, amounted to little 
more than 65,000!. 

1 proteft, in the name of 
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God, that 1 made no remittances to 
Kno;liind during that period, which 
were n«t made to him, and my other 
i^rtornies joined in truft with liim ; 
tliat 1 had no other perfons in England, 
or Europe, in trull of my pecuniary 
concerns; and that his account <f 
iliol'e rcniittances is accurately true, 
according TO my beil means of know- 
ledge and belief upon the fubjcdl ; and 
that, inchuling thofe rcniittanccs, 1 at 
no lime poirLlfed a fortune which ex- 
CLcdcd, ar us moft extended nmounr, 
the (urn id luOj'o'l. and in tliis cal- 
nularum f \vi>vd‘! be underftood to 
•omprehem! every kind and defcription 
of property whatfoever : That, at the 
period of my return to England, my 
lorrune did not exceed the balance 
already menrioned to have been t! tn* 
in the hands cf niy Attt'rnics by more 
than the funi of 25 ,jjc 1. anujuntinu, on 
the laigeft calculation, to an aggitgarc 
ium of between So and 90,0''ol. and 
all the property whicli I pulTcl's hands 
pledged at the ptcl'en’’ moinenr for the 
dilchargc of iucii debts as 1 have 
contradUd fmee the cominenccm«nt of 
this long-depending Trial. 

Thcl'c are the enormous fruits of 
thirteen years of imputed rapacity and 
peculation, and of upwards of thirty 
years of atlive and important lli- 
Vicc ! I ' 

My Lords, 1 know not how I can 
more fully and expluiily chla\ow 
every purpofe of appropriating to aiv 
own bcncht an) of the \ariuus funis re- 
ceived, and applied by me to th.e Com- 
pany’s ftrvice in moments of evticme 
peril and exigency, than m the very’ 
terms in which I exprelTcd luch d.il- 
avowal at your LorJlhips' har in rise 
month of June 1791. i again repeat, 
that “ I folemnly, and with a piiic 
confcicncc, affirm, that ] never did 
harbour luch a thought for a fingle 
inflant.’* ^ 

If, in addition to the proof upon your 
Lordrtiips table, of the jultice and 
ncccffity of the mcafures which are 
the fubje£ls of the two firft Articles of 
the Charge, it can be required of me, 
by an a£l of folemn and facred attefta- 
tion on rnyjpart, to vouch the truth or 
my/dcfencc in thefe particulars, and to 
vindicate my character from the un- 
founded charge of malice allcdged to 
have been entertained by me againfl the 
immediate obje£ls of thofc mcafures, 1 
once more call God to witnefs, that 
iftoUTQiof pcrfoaal vimsy^ no view a 
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of perfonal ad'vayitage te rayfclf, on 
others, induced the adoption, on ni^ 
part, of any of thofc rnealurcs foe 
which I am at this day criminaJljp 
queftioned ; b.ut that, in every inflancc^ 

J a6teJ unddr the immediate and urgenci 
fenie ’of .public duty, in obedience to tli«i 
irrchftiblc demands of public fafety, 
and to vindicate the juft rights of til® 
empire committed to my care againit 
thole who, in a moment of its grtaieit. 
peril, \yt:rc engaged in hoftile confede- 
racy to (jeftroy it. 

I have no doubts, but that upon a. 
fair review of all the exifting ciiciim- 
ftanccs, and the incanr of information 
then btfore inr, no la’i. ilh or improper 
cxpcnditLire tf public money will Jic 
found to lia\ e r i.ben jilace in rclpctt 
to the coorra^LS formed during my 
adminiftraiivyii. 

For the prudence and fuccefs of the 
r< guLtJons udojned and piirfued in rc- 
IpLi't to the ci'nirol and management 
of ibc public revenue, I trull I may 
be alH'Utd ro appeal to the ilourilh- 
11. g cctiiditiv.u whieh llie Company's 
provinces enjoyed during the- period of 
m) gaveriimcnt, and which has been, 
fiom the continued opcrariim o( the 
fame caule, in a courle of progrelhve 
improvement to the prclent hour. 

1 knou that your Loidihips will, in 
your own enlightened impartial 

V '.'‘dcm, juftly crtinna»^e the difhculties 
bv which I was furrounded, during a 
long and arduous period of public 
feivicc: »hat you will allow for all the 
embari aiiinents aiiung from the long 
counteraction of niv alTociaies in the 
gov eminent ; — for ct rors refulting from 
the honeft impierfection of my own 
judgment, from occ.dion^.1 deference 
to the counfels of others^ and from cbe 
vurying fenfe of expediency which 
at diffeTent periods governed my rjvjK, 

Your Lordftiips well know, that the 
impesious exigencies of public affairs 
often prefent to the fervemt of the 
State no alternative bur the painful 
choice of contcntling evils. 

The tranfeendant and peremptory 
dutv of my fuuation was to dcvife and 
to procure the necelfary means of public 
iafety. Feeling, as I did, the ex-‘ 
igencies of the Government as 
own, and every prelTure upon theta 
refting with equal weight upon my 
mind i — befieged, as at fome times I was, 
by the hourly and clamorous impor- 
tunities of every department of the 
iQUitary ferviQc j— 'g95^deci at otheie 

wkli 
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•w’ith the cries of our then famiflied 
fcttloments on the coaft of Coromandel 
— ihould I have drlcrved well, 1 do not 
fay of my country, but of jhc common 
caufc of fiiflfcring, humanity, if 1 had 
punrtiiioudy Hood aloof from . thofc 
means of fupply which gVatitude or ex- 
pectation cn?bled me to appropriate to 
the inftant relief of luch diUrefics > 

The whole tenor and condu^^ of my 
public life is now, my Lords, before 
you: it has undergone a fcr.utiny of 
inch extent and feverity as can find no 
parallel in former times, and I truft 
will, in IT any of the peculiar circum- 
ftancts which have cl aracterifcd and 
diHingniflicd this trial, leave no example 
to the future. 

My Lords, J have now performed 
the moit foUmn diiry of my life, and 
with th s I do!' iT.y defence’. ' 

I m IV now, I trad, a (Tu redly con- 
fichr mvl'df 'es .irrivtd at the ihrefhold 
of my deliverpnce ; at that period 
when no chi.iv v>i pi c'cr ilnnaiion can 
prt\c!'it tie fpeedv und fiiuil fcrmi- 
natirm i-f the proc'tdings now dc- 
penoing 'hefere* voui LereJhips. 

After !ac') ucenr a'ul .xceptable 
proof on iii'j parr of voitr Lordfbips, 
of }our c.inicft difiiolin 'll to accc'u- 
rate the c^'i'clufion <d this trial, it 
would beerjv an unwarrantable and 
unbecoming didrud of yumr juftii^c, 
to t’uer a: v rei.|i!elf tt' ycTif Lord- 
ihips on this li»d J not orlicr 

caulis of apprelienfion. Ai this n o- 
mtnious ana awt’ii (m<*s ii.,neranr of 
hat n«av be in i!;;. miiJ'i of oiliers, I 
am compelled to obviate eveiy poliibic, 
even tho'i'gh irnp^' 'foie, dangf. 

in the Ifu :r ..Cdn wh cli 1 irade to 
your Lordfli r^ ! rid i) laH, i Haled, 
that 1 ■h-’ii-t'. w.ivt the .'bferwition-, or 
mv Ceunli.1 fn the (vidcnce t)f the 
Article tlmn In h re the Court, and 
botli trie* (‘pening and applieatiun of 
the evidcm^e on the* next; ami that I 
iTiade thefe facriiices, well aware of 
their importance, for the exprtfs pur- 
pofe of aHordmp ample time to my

If tile Managers for the Commons 
tiad beenequalJv delirous ol accelerating 
tjic clofc of this tiirfl, and 1 had a right to 
fuppofc that they were ft*, from their 
repeated dcclararionb to that effect, 
what I had faid might have been con- 
Hrued an offer of mutual accommo- 
dtationi but, Lortls, ttwaa recciv 


cd with refentment, and anfwered witk 
reproach, and worfe infinuatioii. 

What other ronclufion can I pur 
upon this condiidt, but that which is 
conveyed to my ears from every quar- 
ter ; that they mean to endeavour !• 
prevail on your Lordlhips to adjourn 
ovcT this trial to its frvmth year, 
that one more may be given them to 
prepare their replies. I do not know 
that this is tlieir intention ; but I 
may be allowed to fuppofc it ; and 
tiiough imprtflVd wdth tlie firmcH con- 
fidence in the juH and favourable dif- 
ofition of ymir Lordlhips, I cannot 
ut dread the event of a (pieHion in 
which my rights may be at ilfue with 
luch opponents as the Managers of this 
Proltcution, fpeaking in the name of 
the Iloufe of Commons, and of all the 
Commons of Great Britain. 

I'o nacct fuch an attempt, if made, 
I humbly offer to your Lordlhips the 
fbllovving arguments, moH anxiouily 
recommending them to your confidcr- 
ation. ^ 

In an addrefs to a Court of Bririfh 
Peers, I cannot oft'ciul bv }>lcading the 
Rights w'lneb. 1 pnfi'cfs as a Bniilh Sub- 
jedt — Rirjits which arc affured to me 
in common with all my Fellow -Snb- 
jedts of this Reayn, bv the pledges of 
ancient Charters, and the Sanction of 
an Oath, the moH lulemn th it can be 
tendered, or taken by map. Mv F.ords, 
1 claim the performance of that facred 
jiromifc. in all its implied obligations, 
that jufticc be adminiHered to me, and 
that It be admiiultcrcd now. 

Jn the long p- nod ot another year, 
I iiiwy be numbered with rhol'c ol m} 
Nt hlc Judges, whom 1 have, with lor- 
row, (ben drop oH'year after year ; and 
in ''guravation of the lofs which I 
hive luHnined by their deaths, 1 may 
thus I'.'fc the judgment of their furvi- 
vors my ow'n. 

To the prevrpts and fan&ions of t'ho 
Law, 1 join the rights which arc deriv- 
ed from the prafiii e of it. 

In the other Courts of this kingdom 
their criminal procefs is limited in itt 
duration, by exprefs and pofitivc rc- 
guiations- 

On this high Court, charged avith 
other various and important duties, the 
wifdom of our anecHors has impofed no 
reftraint but the rule of honour: and 
to that honour I make this, my laft, 
appeal;, humbly praying, that if hi the 
courfc of this hard and lohg-c:ftended 
I kove c«ndu£tcd myfelf 
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ttie moft patient and rcfpe£tful fub- 
nxifTion, and borne all the aggravating 
circumftanccs cf it witli a tranquillity 
of mind which nothing but a con- 
feioulhefs of integrity, and an equal re- 
liance on your ultimate jultice, could 
have fupported, 1 may obtain from 
your Lordfliips this only grace, that 
your Lordlhips will order the trial, 
now paft its legal proccls, to continue 
to its final concluhou during tlic pre- 
fen l Selhon. 

Mr. Fox faid, the Managers v/cre 
called upon for thcmfelves, the Houfc 
of Commons, and all the Commons of 
Great Britain, to notice the oblcrvation 
which Icemed to imply that titey had 
wilfully protracted the trial; an ob- 
fervation which they niiift have noticed 
with more Icvcrity had it come from 
any other quarter. They could appeal 
to their Lorcllhips, to the public, and to 
the world, that they had in no inftance 
protracted the trial; and, on a review 
of the whc»le proceedings, lie was con- 
fident it would appeal, that if deiav 
were imputable to either tide, which he 
was far from believing tliat it was, the 
prefumption would be rather againlt 
thofe who had conducted the defence, 
than againft thofe wh» had managed 
the profecution. Their Lordlhips were 
bound in honour to expedite the pro- 
ceedings, as much as was conhllcnt with 
the cuds of fubftantial jullice, and no 
more; and whatever they might think 
expedient to that end, they would meet 
with no delay on the part of the 
M'lnagcrs, 

Mr. Burke faid, the infinuatioH of 
delay on the part of the Managers, had 
been fo often thrown out without any 
remark upon it by their Lordfliips, 
that the Managers niuft think it necel- 
fary to take the opinion of thofe by 
whom they were appointed, on their 
pall, and their direaions fbr their fu- 
ture conduCl. 

At four the Court rofc, and the 
Lords returned to the Upper Chaniber, 
where it was moved, that they ihould 
proceed upon the trial 011 Wednefday 
the 5th of June. 

The Earl of Lauderdale oppofed the 
motion, on the ground that the time 
was not fufheient to contemplate the 
evidence, and moved Monday the 10th 
of June, to prepare an anfwer. This 
brought on a general debate, which 
continued t;wo hours, when the HouCe

"I'lie Bord Advocate expatiated on 
the hardlhips which the Roman Catho- 
lics of Scotland laboured* under, on ac- 
count of the laws which were in force 
againft th»m, and moved, “That it is 
the opinion of the Con>mittee, tb.at the 
Chan man flienild l-edchredto nitjvc tor 
leave lor a Bill fc'r lecpiiring a certam 
form tif a declaratu n, abjuration, &.c. 
to be token by his Majefty’s Roman 
Catholic fiibje^ls in Scotland,” which 
yicing agreed to by the Committee, the 
Houle refumed, and having received 
the Report, ordered the Bill to be 
brought m accordingly. 

The Houfc having formed itlelf into 
a Committee on the Government and 
Trade of India, Mr. Bcaufoy in the 
chair, 

Mr. Dundas rofe and ftated, that in 
recommending a fcheme for the future 
Government and Commerce of India, 
he {hould propofe racafures contrary to 
the opinion of nioft political writers, 
viz. that th^ Govfiriun'cut of India, civil 


and military, fliould continue to be 
cxcrcifcd through the urefe nt cisiflirg 
civil organ, the Court c;f Diredters of 
the Eaft Irvdia Company. And vu'b 
refpedt to the trade, though every vvn- 
ter which he'had read, contended rb.it 
tn propoption ro the frccdc.m cf trade 
was its chance for profperity, he Ihould, 
notwithftanding, rccc nimcud the tri*de 
oflndia.to be tarried on cxtlufivdy ly 
the Compruiy, He had heard mai y 
propolitiojiis for openirg the trade, a d 
many proptfitions for changing the 
mode of il e Governnunt, but bis vviln 
was to a£l from, and to be guided by, 
whrit he recommended to the Houle, 
and to the Committnf fer ihe-r guide, 
experience and pradlice, in preference' 
to fpeculation and theory'. The flake 
•was of too great naticnal in. penance to 
be r« Ally bandied ; lur the liade of the 
Company, and its confcquenccs to the 
country, he could Ihcrtlv Hate ly au- 
thentic docunu nrs, and bv which it 
a])pcared, that at prefent the trade cf 
the Company employed upwards of 
eighty one thruland ten oi Ihippiug ; 
upwards (f Lviii th ufand mariners; 
that il'cy imp.ited annually into this 
country raw maceruls, to an r-mount 
of more ihan fuven huudred tlioufand 
jiounds, and exported of our manu- 
faflurts to more than the amount of a 
million annually. They paid into the 
KAcheijiiLr not lefs than a million an- 
iiunlly for duties, and contributed fur- 
thei to the enriching of the State, by 
adding to its circulation and capital a 
million anniiaily, as a tribute from In- 
dia ; to which be fliould not be beyond 
the mails, if he added a further fum 
of five hundred tboufand pounds more 
as the fortunes the fervants of the Com- 
pany annually brought home. In one 
grofs fum, he faid, he might ft ate i;. 
that there were nearly feven millions 
of money ariftng out of, or connected 
with, tliie trade, added thereby to the 
circulation in this country, and to that 
incrcafe of her capital, which had ope- 
rated to extend every other branch of 
her commercial and manufafturing 
rofptrity. The country had feen the 
enetit ariftng to the Company, and to 
the public through that Company, from 
the exifting mode of Government — His 
propofttion would, therefare, be to 
continue that Government as it did now 
exift, in the Court of Dirc6tors, fub^> 
je^ to the Board of Controul, the King 
the Sovereign — the Parliament the great 
fuperintending gnardianr^but the in» 
Nona Ilrumentii 
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ftrumcntj the Company. Untier thit 
Government the Company’s affairs, for 
the laft nine years, had been in one con- 
tinued progrciiivc Hate of pr/dperiLy ; it 
bad t, ended to extend benefits in lime 
of peace, and to give vigour in time of 
war ; it had in the lalt war, unpro- 
voked on our part, enabled the Rritiih 
arms rb add glory and honour to their 
^ountry, and future fccTurity for the 
peace and profperity of her Indian em- 
pire. In war or peace the preXent mode 
of Government had been found expe- 
rimentally' cfTertua! — to continue that 
Government, the trade muff be exclu- 
fively given to the Company ; for to 
change the mo<le of canning pn the 
trade, it would be neceffary to go into 
long invedigationy toal'certain the rights 
the Company might claim to territory* 
and to Sovereignty j and though upon 
Hhcir claim to Sovereignty and of ter- 
ritory he had not a doubt, being fully 
convinced that they had no fuch claim, 
he was averfe to tlie changing of the 
mode of trade ; as fuch change muff 
of ncceiTity bring on the difculfion of 
thofe claims which would produce 
many long delays, and operate to the 
interruption, if not to the material in- 
jury 01 the trade between this country 
and India. He was alfo averfe to any 
change in the Government, as the na- 
tives of India Jool:td up to the Com- 
pany as the Sovereigns ; and as they 
nnght deem any cbar.ge to be an inno- 
vation, or ufurpatK n, he would alk 
what man would be bold enough to 
fpcculate Up 'n tlic convulfion inch a 
change might occafion in the hbiipire 
of India. To prevent fuch convullion 
was with him a ftrong motive for con- 
tinuing things as they were. He w'as 
aware chat it might be urged, that the 
prefenr mode gave great patronage to 
the Executive Power. Upon this he 
would fay but a few words, as he Ihould 
have abundant opportunities/ in the 
progrefsof thcbufincfs, to difcufswhat 
patronage the Executive Pow'cr did pof- 
fefs ; and in the progrefs of which bufi- 
nefs he pledged himfelf to date every 
fharc of patronage that had been cx- 
ercifcd by that power. In every valuj 
tbic refpe£f, ne faid, the Company 
had the patronage ; to take it out of 
their hands, and to place it in thofe 
of the F.scrutive Government, would 
he a mcafurc dangerous to the balance 
of the epnffitution. The cxiding con- 
however, between the Execu- 
Guvemmeii^ and tbp Company 


with refpeft to tlie patronage vvas wcH 
calculated for every good piirpofc ; the 
Company poffeffed tm\t which the 
Government ougl^t not to poffefs, and 
the Executive Power that which was 
^nl’werablc for the important end of 
good government. There was one 
trivial alteration, he faid, he fliould 
fugged, which w ould be to extend tho 
powers of the King in his choice of per- 
lons to dr at the lioaid of Controul, 
feats at which were now red rioted to 
privy Councillors. He thought it ne- 
ceffary, after having thus ^ated what 
he intended to do, to apologr/c to the 
Committee for what he did not intend 
to propofe. It had been fuggefttd 
to him by Enrd Cornwallis^ thLt 
the appointment of Governor- Gene- 
ral, and Govi rpors of Prelidencies, 
Ihoiil.l rcU with the realon, 

however, for n(;t pr(>jMj(ing ihar pi>uxr 
Avas, that the King aircadv j^olicffcd a 
right to negatixeany improper ptrfon 
that might be chofen by the Company, 
and that, by this mode of appointment, 
there would he Icfs danger of any Mi- 
nider, from being overpreffed, com- 
plying with a rcf]wiiition to lend out a 
pc rfon who might aftern <irds he thought 
not the dttt ft pcrjbn tliar might have 
been chofen. With refpe^t, however, 
to this particular propofition of the 
Koblc Manpris, th.e Houle would have 
the bulinel’s again and again before 
them ; and (hbuh! that piopodrion bg 
thought fit to he adopted in the Bill, he 
fhould nor frel hiiulelf hurt by the 
Ho lie prcfcrringihc opinion of thcNoblc 

Martpijs to his opinion, '^^.iving thus 
gone through the fird hr. inch of his ar- 
gument, he proceeded to the fecond, 
namely, tothc future trade of the Com- 
pany. ^rhe Riglit Hon. Gentleman here 
entered into an hifiorical datement of 
the rife and progrefs <‘f the trade j, 
Ihowing, from the carlied times, the 
propensity qf every nation to embark 
m it, and to obtain luxuries from the 
Ead ; aftdr which, Ihowing the fupe- 
lioriry of the trade carried on atpreient 
by the Company over that of all for- 
mer times, he contended that the Com- 
pany was the bed vehicle through which 
to continue it. To fupport this opinion 
he entered into a variety of arguments 
on the impolicy of an open trade, the 
difputcs it would give rife to, and al- 
moft the certain ruin that he thought 
would enfue to thofe who attempted it, 
Mr. Dondas cot^cluded by giving no- 
ticCf he ihould on Mon^y move

Tht; organization of the ra'mv in Inelia, 
lu* laid, in-* Ihould d«.tcr until the re** 
turn of* Karl Cornwallis.

'I'iu Morion Hated a departure 
from .ivow'Cil principles ; he denied any 
Inch departure, and defied a p*ouf to be 
adv-inccd of l\»ch dcp*irturc by any 
word or fentinicnt contained in the LV*e- 
morial of the 5 ih ot April. The Riiflit 
Hon. Gentleman entered into the great 
ferviccs of Lord Aucklaud,^and partieu- 
hirlv into his recent ftr^ices in IIol- 
iaiul. The Memorials ilnied by that 
Noble I.ord, he faid, were founded on 
the Kelblutions of that Houle, and on 
the general 1‘entiincnts of the country.^ 
'I'he King had declared, jn'cvious kj the 
a6t which had difgraced Kraut c, that 
thofc who ftiould commie fucli an ac^t 
fhould not find an alVlum or refuge in 
his dominions. — That declaration had 
been approved of, ami he was confident 
tharno loverof jiiftice would differ from 
him in opinion^ that there ought to b« 
handed down to pollerity lbmc> fignal 
pumihmc lit accompanying the luftory of 


the horrid acfl which had been committed* 
The perpetrators had’boen denounec-d 
before tho^^war — did our being invoived 
in a war render a rc;i'»etitioii oi that dc- 
noiiijcemenf improper ? It certainly did 
no", nor did it in any lhape change the 
pimciplts of the war. — The war had 
been commenced to repel an unprovoked 
aggrf Ifioii, and its objects were to obtain 
an indemnity for that aggreiiion, and 
to rt ivlter our fiturition lurcafier I'cciuc. 
T he Mem.irial condemned by the Hon. 
Gentleman did not recommend, as he 
had dtebued, under any poftible cmi- 
ftrii'^lior, the execution of any perlon- 
— Tin* feruence that they may come un- 
der tiie iworci of the law could not have 
been written by Lord Auckland in the 
lenlc It was explained by Mr. Sheri- 
dan, nor hnd the’ Duten acted upon 
ir 111 thot fenfe ; its obvious meaning 
was, tluit thole perfons who had beta 
dv live-red over to the Auftrians might, 
!)•/ neng in then* hands, be brought t« 
Juftiec, upon luccels attending the plans 
ot Ouniouncr and the progrels ot the 
.Aultiicii.x, by which a Countcr-Kevo- 
lii i'»n miglir fiavc been reckoned upon, 
til ,'ua.u .is he had thought too haftily, 
and by w 'lich Counter-Revolution a. 
Tribunal might have been cflabhlhed ia 
Krance for the purpole of bringing ta 
jiiftice all thofe perfons who might have 
been concerned in the miitcler of the 
King. In that fair fenfe of the Memo- 
rial there was i\ot any tiling new, or 
contriiry to the law of nations. — Upon 
an occafiuii fomewhat fimilar in tiiisr 
country, a Britifb Ambaliador at th« 
Hague applied for the de'ivery of certaia 
HegicidLs. The Regicides vvere de- 
livered up, tried in this coiiiiLr\ , and 
in this country they were cxccured. 
He would nor follow the Hon. Gentle- 
man through the greater part (.f hia 
clotjuenr fpeech, as the greater psrt of 
It had no reference to the Mot mo. 
He had been pii/zled to account for 
tiic ^iew^ ot tile Hon. Gentleman, when 
he had guen mnice of his Motion. One 
of tiiofe views now appeared to be, to in- 
duce the country togive up the co-opera-

in Foreign Courts holding a contrary^ 
language, the public would be induced 
to believe that principles were adfed 
upon which it was nut deemed con- 
venient to avow. He was therefore 
for the Ihocioi). 

Tlie Chancellor of the Exchequer 
fpoke in explauatioii ; he repeated the 
principles upon which wc wore at war 
to oe to rcjivjl aggrelhon — to obtain 
indemnity — aal future fecurity. He 
repeated alfo, tlini rhciehdd not been 
any intention of interfering with the 
internal affairs of France ; but in that

war. 

Mr. Fox alfo explained. He admitted 
the right of interference hinted at by 
the Right Hon. Gentleman, which he 
never meant ro deny; frjr he was fully 
aware, alluding to former wars with 
France, that this country, if infiirrcc- 
tions took place, for iuftance, in their 
Weft-Jndia fctilemeius,. or clfcwhcre, 
wds )uftUud to aid the lufurgents, for 
the purpofe of diltrclling the enemy, 
and the more fpeedily elTciting a peace. 

Thcqueftion Ifcing now loudly called

expected a declaration of the taking of

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takinjl of the wealthier provinces of 
the Kepublic 6 { Poland, and whofc 
extent exceeds that which is left her, 
is no longer an objeft of ncgociation 
fufccptible of a mutual arrangement, 
but rather a declaration of what thefq 
two Powers have plcafedtofubmit under 
their dominion ; and it has confequently 
appeared to the General Confederation, 
that no Power whatfoever, not even 
that of the Diet, being able to avert the 
difafter which unexpectedly has bcfel 
the Republic, it would have been the 
duty of the faid Confederation, who 
witn a folenin oath have bound them- 
fclvcs, in the face of the Church, to 
maintain the integrity of the country in 
the fmallcft particle, to withdraw them- 
felves from the Icaft participation of any 
thing that might render them juftly 
perjurers. The deliberations then only 
run upon proper means of faving the 
honour of a clear and irreproachable 
confcicnce ; but fince the Confedera- 
tion have found themfelvcs to be un- 
able to ferve the country in a ufeful 
manner, and to deferve by a loyal 
Counter Declaration to fee themfelvcs 
rather pitied than defpifed, after an 
event they can in noways reproach them- 
fclves >vith, and of which they hope to 
be cleared by an equitable and eom- 
■ pafllonate public. 

It was in a conteft of fimilar fenfa- 
tions, when the fccond Note of his Ex- 
cellency the AmbaflTador, dated April 
the i8th, was handed to the General 
Confederation, who are bcfidcs forced 
to fear the reproaches of the nation 
concerning their inaction, cfpccially 
after having been informed, that w hat- 
ever was furniftied to the numerous 
army of her Imperial Majcfty, Ihould 
not be refunded till the uniycrfals were

Head Sluarters^ Tobago^ d/>r/T^ *8f 1793 - 
Sir, 

In my Letter of the 4th inft. I had 
the honour to atquaint you, that I then 
only waited for tht arrival of Vice-Ad., 
miral Sir John Laforey to carry into 
execution the contents of your Letter 
of the loth of February laft. 

Having previoufi^ ordered to be em- 
barked the ncccffary artillery, Aorcs, 
^rovihons, and camp equipage, on board 
lome faft-faihng fehooners hired for the 
purpofe» I acquainted the Admiral, 
upon his arrival at Barbadocs on the 
lotlt ill ft. at noon, that wc were ready 
to proceed. 

His Majcfty*8 Aiips the Tnifty. of 
guns, and Nautilus, of iR, being C(|iiall7 
ib, the embarkation of the detachment 
cf Royal Artillery, and of nine com- 
panies of the 4th battalion of the 60th 
regimunt, rook place on the i ith inft. 
Tliefe, witJi the two ilank conij.)anics of 
th^ 9th regiment, uncier the command 
of Majar liailbi , winch were brought 
ffom St. Kitt’s by the Admiral’s lh»p» 
compofed the whole of the force for the 
expedition, a return of which I have the 
honour herewith to inclofe to you. 
The Trufty, Nautilus, and Hind 
fchooners being iiifufHcicnt for the re- 
ception of the troops, i accepted of the 
voluntary offer of Capt, Spencer, of the 
ilkcrchant (hip Hero, to convey a part of 
the 4th battalion of the 60th regiment. 

The 12th of April wc failed. — The 
t4th inft. at one o'clock in the aftcr- 
nDOB, we arrived in Great Courland 


Bay. 

, The ncccffary orders having been 


given for the difcmbarkation and dif- 
pofttion of the troops on landing, th« 
whole was on ihore by three, together 
with tnarines from the com- 

manded by Major Bright, which the 
Admiral moft readily granted upon my 
application. 

We immediately *^advanced within 
f^ht of the enemy's nrhencc I 


(pnt a fummons to M. Monteil, Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel of the 3ad regiment, and 
Commandant of the iAand, tofurrender* 
He refufed. 

The Atuation of the enemy's works, 
which they had lately been ftrengthen- 
ing to tlie utmoft of their power, was 
evidently much ftronger than I had 
been taught to believe, and every day 
increafed this ftrength. Our numbers 
were unequal to the operAtions of a 
Aogc. Seeing there was no time to be 
loft, 1 determined to alTault the poll 
f that night. 

The troops lay upon their arms at the 
place where we had halted until one 
o'clock, at which time we formed, and 
marched at half paft one, leaving the 
artillery under the care of Lieutenant 
Hope and the detachment. W« had 
more than two miles to proceed. 

The men were pofitivcly forbidden 
to fire, but to trull entirely to the 
bayonet; the fmallnefs of our number 
not jullifying a divcrlion to favour the 
general attack, which was determined 
to be on the North Weft fide, where 1 
had rcafon to believe the work was moll 
imperfeft,^ 

We reached the town of Scarborough 
undifeovered, but here we were fired 
upon from a houfe by fome of the 
French inhabitants, which gave the 
garrifon the aLirm ; however, no return 
of fire or delay was made. 

In confequence of a Negro, who fer- 
ved as a guide to the grenadiers, run- 
ning away, a part cpf the column fepa- 
rated in mounting the hill ; this occa- 
Aoned a delay anil feparacion that could 
not be rcdlificd during the night, which 
was extremely dark. Separated, how-, 
ever, as they were, the troops ap- 
proached the fort j the light infantry 
and a part of the grenadiers on that 
iidc where the fort was moft defence* 
lefs, and where the whole were to havg 
m^dc their effort. 

The other parr of the troops havio|^ 
taken the road which led aire£lly to 
the barrier, and the enemy's fire com** 
mending on the ftank companies’, the 
former advanced to auack the baftiar 
under a heavy fire of round and grape

FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE.

fix emnon, drove the French from their 
advanced woiks and intrenchments, and, 
after having dellroyed the encampment of 
Bincau, killed fiveial of the enemy, and 
tdken a confiderable number of catile, re- 
tired to Vera, having only fix men 
wounded. 

Accounts are alfo received from General 
Don Antonio R cardos, Commander in Chief 
of the Army of Cat4lonia, that on the aid 
ind. a body of troops^ amounting Co lefs 
than 3000 men, attacked the town of 
Ceret , defended by more Chan three 
thoufand French, and though the Spaniards 
were without any cannon, they forced the 
town, after an engagement of three hours, 
put the enemy to flight, and took their 
cannon. 

Bodenbtim^ May 21. On the igth tnfl. 
the advanced pods of the French were rc- 
pulfed from Bhcf^fllc, by Col. Sockule. 
Whild the advanced pods were thus engag- 
ed, MonC. Houcliard endeavoured, with 
twenty thoufamd infantry, and a confiderable 
corps of eavalry, to turn Prince Hohenloe's 
camp near Horaburg, and to take pofleflion 
of Che important pofition of Kayferbutern ; 
but Prince Hohenloe, having received inti- 
inatum of chat intention, quitted Horn burg, 
end returned with the greateft expedition to 
Keyferlautern, wliere he arrived only half 
an hour before the French army, and thus 
fecured that pofition. The country of l^ox 
Fonts, Homburg, and Carlfbcrg, is confe- 
quencly again abandoned $ and the French, 
upon taking pofleflion of the feveral towns 
iMtfrrcd by the PrulUanf, committed great 
devadations.

The French, 
after having plundered the principal inhabi- 
Cants, left Fumes at ten o'clock laft night, 
taking With them the Bailiff, Btngomafler, 
and flve Magidrates* as hoftagrs for the 
coDtribntion which thejr demanded in cattle, 
corn, &c. The Dutch, having been inform- 
ed of their retreat, returned thither this 
afternoon , and intelligence is fince received, 
that a number of German troops have ar- 
rived at Fumes, from Ypres and Courtray. 

The tianfports with the Bnttfli dragoons 
arrived here the day before yefterday ; and 
upon receiving the above mtelligence, were 
perfectly ready in lefs than aa hour to pro- 
ceed on reconnoitring parties.

T'he army immediately commanded by 
the Prince de Cobourg maintains an entire 
communication with that General Clair- 
fayt. Battenes are eredfmg at this moment 
to play from hence upon Condd. 

Franefort on the Maine, May 8. The 
French have again made an attempt againff 
Hockheim^, This movement determined 
the Praffiaus to march this morning to chat 
place a detachment compofed of two bat- 
talions of grenadiers* fupporced by the tuo 
firft battalions of Borcb, in order to drive 
them back. The attack was very bnlk, and 
therg&daaceof the enemy vei y oblf inate j but 
the bravery of the Pruffian and Saxon troops 
iucceeded at laft, and forced the Fiench to 
evacuate Hockbum* m fpite of a prodigious 
fUower of cannon and mulkic balls. The 
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French* in this engagement, lofl two pieces 
of cannon and a mortar* together with a 
great quantity of implements for entrench- ^ 
ments and fortification. The cuiraffiers of 
Borftel, who fupported the Saxons* perform- 
ed prodigjes of valour. Lieutenant-General 
Schoenfttld.had a Horfe wounded under him, 
and Brigade Major Count Kifcouw had 
nne killed. The Prullians loft a officers 
and 3 3 raaii. The number of their wouiad- 
ed amounted to 116 men* among whom 
were 4 officers* and the engineer. The 
Saxons had ^^rivates killed and wounded j 
one officer ‘ killed, and two wounded; and 
the Heffians had three men killed. The lofs 
of the enemy is not yet known, which muft 
be very conAderable. 'Fhey retreated to 
Koftbemi 

Paris, May 13. General Santerre ap^ 
p«ared at the Bar df the National Con vention^ 
and made this addrefs : ^ 

“We are ready to fet out againft the 
inforgents m the Department la Vendee ; and 
to-morrow, and the eiifuiog days, twelve 
or fouiteen thoufand mt;n will march.
